AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
(THE  WILLIAM  H.  WHITING  COMPANY  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $750,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of  Arti- 
cle II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  the  acquisition  and  remodeling  of  a  certain  43,050  square 
foot  warehouse  and  office  building,  together  with  approximately  2.078  acres 
of  land,  all  known  as  6701  Moravia  Park  Drive,  located  in  Baltimore  City, 
Maryland,  by  The  William  H.  Whiting  Company,  a  Maryland  corporation,  or 
by  any  subsidiary,  affiliate  or  related  person  of  The  William  H.  Whiting  Com- 
pany (which  subsidiary,  affiliate  or  related  person  may  be  a  natural  person  or 
organized  as  a  corporation,  partnership,  joint  venture  or  other  entity)  (the 
"Borrower"),  for  use  by  the  Borrower  in  the  business  of  The  William  H, 
Whiting  Company  distributing  marine  hardware  and  accessories,  and  by  any 
lessees  to  whom  the  Borrower  may  choose  to  lease  portions  of  the  building,  in 
their  respective  businesses;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the 
City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  dated  November  10,  1983  from  the  Bor- 
rower to  the  City;  making  certain  legislative  findings;  authorizing  and  em- 
powering the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds,  to 
(a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expe- 
dient in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  the 
principal  amount  of  such  revenue  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  (a)  shall  be 
payable  solely  from  the  revenues  to  be  received  in  connection  with  the  financ- 
ing of  such  facilities  and  from  any  other  money  made  available  to  the  City  for 
such  purpose  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  and  (b)  shall  never  constitute  an  in- 
debtedness or  a  charge  against  the  full  faith  and  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the 
City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  statutory 
limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of 
the  City;  providing  that  such  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six 
months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the 
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Hoard  of  P^inance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this 
Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of 
such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  mat- 
ters and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  and 
bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  including  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  November  10,  1983  (the  "Letter 
of  Intent")  from  The  William  H.  Whiting  Company,  a  Maryland  corporation,  on 
behalf  of  itself  or  any  subsidiary,  affiliate  or  related  person  of  The  William  H. 
Whiting  Company  (the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  re- 
quested the  City  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and 
renovation  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  project  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the 
"Project"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  industrial  development  revenue  bonds 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $750,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by 
making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the 
Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  acquisition 
of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Project,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes, 
objects  and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  a  2.0786  tract  of  real  property  known  as  6701 
Moravia  Park  Drive,  located  in  Baltimore  City,  together  with  a  warehouse  and 
office  building  containing  43,050  square  feet  located  on  such  real  property,  (b) 
the  renovation  of  such  warehouse  and  office  building  to  provide  more  efficient 
use  of  space  for  warehousing,  clerical  and  administrative  activities,  and  (c)  the 
acquisition  of  machinery  and  equipment  necessary  or  useful  for  the  operation  of  a 
warehtjuse/distribution  business.  Upon  completion,  the  Project  will  be  owned  by 
the  Borrower;  approximately  30,000  square  feet  of  the  warehouse  and  office 
buildmg  will  be  used  by  or  leased  to  The  William  II.  Whiting  Company;  approx- 
imately 10,050  square  feet  of  the  warehouse  and  office  building  will  be  leased  by 
the  Borrower  to  a  new  tenant,  all  for  use  as  warehouse/distribution  centers. 
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The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE.  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 


Section  I.Beit  ordained  try  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  acquisition  of  the  Project  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  acquisition  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  acquisition  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  acquisition  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  and  (c)  encouraging  the  retention  and  increase  of  industry  and  a 
balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Project,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or 
arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II),  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $750,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Project. 
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(d)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, or  the  Borrower's  agents,  officers  or  employees  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically 
exempted  herefrom. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  8  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  ll.Andbe  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

furniture  manufacturing  machinery  and  equipment,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  saws,  tables,  drills,  and  conveyors,  and  the  installation  thereof  in  a  new 
building  to  be  constructed  on  a  tract  of  land  located  at  5400  East  Lombard 
Street  adjacent  to  Bayview  Industrial  Park  in  Baltimore  City  to  be  owned  by 
L  U  I  -  Laminates  Unlimited,  Inc.  for  use  in  connection  with  the  manufacture

City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  seifety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  December  1,  1983  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  L  U  I -Laminates  Unlimited,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation  (the 
"Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  cer- 
tain project  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Project"),  by  issuing  and  selling 
the  City's  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $700,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  ex- 
clusive purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the 
Borrower, 

The  Baltimore  City  Council  adopted  a  Resolution  on  December  12,  1983  (the 
"Resolution")  and  therein  stated  the  present  intention  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Council  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Project.  The 
Resolution  provided  that  upon  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Letter  of  Intent 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Resolution  would  indicate  the  present  intent  of  the 
City  to  provide  assistance  in  such  financing  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $700,000, 
by  authorizing  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  its  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  En- 
abling Law  and  by  lending  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Applicant  for  the  purpose 
of  financing  the  acquisition  of  the  Project,  directly  or  by  reimbursement,  and 
paying  the  necessary  expenses  of  preparing,  printing  and  selling  the  Bonds,  and 
any  other  costs  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law,  all  in  accordance  with  the  En- 
abling Law.  On  December  14,  1983,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  accepted,  executed 
and  delivered  the  Letter  of  Intent. 

The  Project,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  the  purchase  of  certain  computers  and  furniture  manufacturing 
machinery  and  equipment,  including  but  not  limited  to,  saws,  tables,  drills,  and 
conveyors,  and  the  installation  thereof  in  a  new  building  to  be  constructed  on  a 
tract  of  land  located  at  5400  East  Lombard  Street  adjacent  to  Bayview  In- 
dustrial Park  in  Baltimore  City.  Upon  completion,  the  Project  will  be  owned  by 
the  Borrower  for  use  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  of  furniture. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
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forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  I.Beit  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  Resolution  as  adopted  by  the  Baltimore  City  Council  is  confirmed  and 
the  intent  of  the  City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  the  Project  as  evidenced  by  the 
Resolution  and  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Letter  of  Intent  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  is  confirmed. 

(2)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Project  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

(3)  The  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  will  enable  the  Borrower  to  maintain  its  manufacturing 
operations  in  the  City. 

(4)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  ooligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  linuted  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  seciu-ed  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Project,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or 
arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $700,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
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proved  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Project. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  acceptance  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  is  hereby  ratified  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
ternns  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  perniitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(b)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  5  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(c)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs  of 
the  completion  of  the  Project;  and 

(d)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Proj- 
ect, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or 
(III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 
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Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Project  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  if  applicable,  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group 
appointed  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order 
to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  1.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  trust  agreement  or 
other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its 
behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise 
reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual 
signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature 
shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid 
documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  cer- 
tificates as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1983  Replacement  Volume),  as  amended  (the  "Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling 
Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond 
anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of 
any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolu- 
tions, to: 

(a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
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competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(b)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  5  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(c)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Project;  and 

(d)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  convenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this 
Section  of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City 
hereby  further  covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as 
soon  as,  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The 
timely  issuance  of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within 
the  control  of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser 
or  purchasers  for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of 
the  Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the 
Borrower,  its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  1 1 .  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  9  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  sbc  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  shov^ing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  oa 
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which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

Whereas,  the  entitlement  application  by  Baltimore  City  for  a  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  for  the  Grant  Year  X  beginning  January  1,  1984  proposes  funding 
of  $12,073,300  for  operating  activities  and  $17,318,700  for  capital  im- 
provements; and 

Whereas,  it  is  intended  that  the  aforementioned  $12,073,300  for  operating  ac- 
tivities will  be  made  available  in  the  fiscal  1985  Ordinance  of  Estimates  in

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  after  said  highway  or  highways  shall 
have  been  closed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  all  subsurface  struc- 
tures and  appurtenances  owned  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  other  than 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  shall  upon  notice  from  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  of  Baltimore  City,  be  promptly  removed  by  and  at  the  expense  of 
the  said  owners. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  on  and  after  the  closing  of  said 
highway  or  highways,  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting 
thorough  its  duly  authorized  representatives,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  access  to 
said  property  and  to  all  subsurface  structures  and  appurtenances  used  by  it 
therein,  for  the  purposes  of  inspection,  maintenance,  repair,  alteration,  reloca- 
tion and/or  replacement,  of  any  or  all  of  said  structures  and  appurtenances,  and 
this  without  permission  from  or  compensation  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said 
land. 
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Sec.  6.  Aiui  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  proceedings  of  said  Department  of 
Pubhc  works  with  reference  to  the  condemnation  and  closing  of  said  streets  and 
the  proceedings  and  rights  of  all  parties  interested  or  affected  thereby,  shall  be 
regulated  by,  and  be  in  accordance  with,  any  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  Arti- 
cle 4  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and  the  Charter  of  Baltimore 
City  (1964  Revision)  as  amended  to  July  1,  1973  and  any  and  all  amendments 
thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and 
any  and  all  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  any  and 
all  rules  or  regulations  in  effect  which  have  been  adopted  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Legislative  Reference. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.     '

Vi)K  the  pur|)ose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time,  and  in 
one  or  more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith 
and  credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  to  be  designated 
"Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Circular 
Advertising  Company,  Inc.  Project)",  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceeii  $6()(),()()0,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (5U)  of  Article  II  of 
the  Charter  of  Baltimore  ('ity  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the  sole  and  ex- 
clusive purpose  of  financing  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  in  connec- 
tion with  (a)  the  accjuisition  of  a  1 .08  acre  tract  of  land  and  a  one  story  masonry 
building  of  approximately  30,000  s(}uare  feet  located  at  1500  South  Monroe 
Street  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  (1))  the  renovation  of  the  building  and  the 
constniction  of  certain  improvements,  alterations  and  additions  to  the 
l)uil(iing  and  the  land  on  which  the  building  is  situated;  authorizing  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  letter  of  intent  of  Fetcho  Prop- 
erties to  the  City  dated  February  1,  1984;  making  certain  legislative  findings; 
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authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  prior  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds,  to  adopt  a  resolution  pursuant  to 
which  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  sell- 
ing, and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such 
bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connec- 
tion with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds;  authorizing  the  private 
(negotiated)  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  Fetcho  Properties  shall  agree 
to  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  connection  with  any  im- 
provements to  said  buildings;  provided  that,  except  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances, Circular  Advertising  Company,  Inc.,  prior  to  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  such  bonds,  shall  have  received  the  approval  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Manpower  Resources  of  a  final  plan  covering  the  future  hiring  needs  of  Cir- 
cular Advertising  Company,  Inc.,  and  its  utilization  of  the  training  and  recruit- 
ment services  of  said  Office;  providing  that,  except  under  certain  cir- 
cumstances, if  such  bonds  are  not  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  after  the 
date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authorization  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  such 
bonds  shall  expire;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  mat- 
ters and  details  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale 
and  payment  of  such  bonds. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  issue  revenue  bonds  and  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  such  revenue  bonds  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  accomplishment  of  any  of 
the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City.  Some  of  the  general  objectives  of 
the  City  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a 
balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City,  promoting  econonuc  development  in 
Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of 
Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  February  1,  1984  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  Fetcho  Properties,  a  Maryland  general  partnership  (the  "Bor- 
rower"), pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in 
the  financing  of  the  costs  of,  and  the  charges,  fees  and  expenses  incurred  in  con- 
nection with,  the  Project  (herein  defined)  by  issuing  and  selling  industrial 
development  revenue  bonds  of  the  City  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $600,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  loaning  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the 
Borrower,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  loan  agreement  to  be  entered  into 
between  the  City  and  the  Borrower  (the  "Loan  Agreement"),  as  permitted  by  the 
Enabling  Law  (such  loan  being  herein  referred  to  as  the  "Loan"). 

The  acquisition,  renovation  and  construction  project  (the  "Project")  to  be 
financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  consist  of:  (a)  the  acquisition  of  a 
1.08  acre  tract  of  land  (the  "Land")  and  a  one  story  masonry  building  of  approxi- 
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mately  30,000  square  feet  (the  "Building"),  located  at  1500  South  Monroe  Street 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  (b)  the  renovation  of  the  Building  and  construction 
of  certain  improvements,  alterations  and  additions  to  the  Building  and  the  Land. 
The  Borrower  will  lease  the  Building  and  the  Land  to  Circular  Advertising  Com- 
pany, Inc.  (the  "Project  User")  under  a  lease  agreement. 

The  Loan  Agreement  will  require  the  Borrower  (a)  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  solely  to  finance  the  completion  of  the  Project,  and  (b)  to  make  Loan 
payments  which  will  be  sufficient  to  enable  the  City  to  pay  the  principal,  and  in- 
terest and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  when  and  as  the  same  shall  become  due 
and  payable. 

As  security  for  the  Bonds,  the  City  will  enter  into  a  bond  indenture  (the  "Bond 
Indenture")  with  either  (a)  a  corporate  trustee  (the  "Trustee")  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds,  or  (b)  the  original  purchaser  of  the  Bonds  (the  "Original  Purchaser")  and  a 
trustee  for  the  disbursement  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  (which  may  be  the 
Original  Purchaser)  (the  "Project  Fund  Trustee").  Pursuant  to  the  Bond  Inden- 
ture the  City  shall  pledge,  assign,  transfer  and  set  over  to  the  Trustee  or  the 
Original  Purchaser  and  the  Project  Fund  Trustee,  their  respective  successors 
and  assigns,  and  grant  a  security  interest  in  (among  other  things)  (a)  all  of  the 
City's  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  under  the  Loan  Agreement, 
including  (without  limitation)  any  and  all  security  referred  to  therein,  excepting 
only  the  right  of  the  City  to  indemnification  by  the  Borrower  and  to  payments  to 
the  City  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  City  itself,  (b)  the  receipts  and  revenues  of 
the  City  from  the  Loan,  (c)  certain  moneys  that  are  at  any  time  or  from  time  to 
time  on  deposit  with  the  Trustee  or  the  Project  Fund  Trustee,  (d)  all  right,  title 
and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  with  respect  to  any  and  all  other  property  of 
every  description  and  nature  from  time  to  time  which  by  delivery  or  by  writing  of 
any  kind  is  conveyed,  pledged,  assigned  or  transferred,  as  and  for  additional 
security  for  the  Bonds,  by  the  City  or  by  anyone  on  its  behalf  or  with  its  written 
consent,  to  the  Trustee  or  the  Original  Purchaser  and  the  Project  Fund  Trustee, 
their  respective  successors  or  assigns,  and  (e)  all  of  the  City's  right,  title  and  in- 
terest in  and  to  and  remedies  under  such  other  documents,  including  (without 
limitation)  mortgages,  deeds  of  trust,  guaranties  and  security  instruments,  as 
the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of 
the  Bonds  and  which  the  Board  shall  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  (the 
"Resolution")  to  be  adopted  by  the  Board  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery 
of  any  of  the  Bonds.  If  the  Board  finds  and  determines,  pursuant  to  the  Resolu- 
tion, that  the  appointment  of  a  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds 
is  not  required  in  order  to  issue,  sell,  and  deliver  the  Bonds  and  that  the  Project 
will  be  completed  on  or  before  the  date  of  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  the  Board  may 
provide  in  the  Resolution  that  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  is  not  necessary  and  that 
the  City  will  enter  into  the  Bond  Indenture  with  only  the  Original  Purchaser. 

The  Bonds  will  be  sold  at  a  private  (negotiated)  sale. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
acting  pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as 
follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  lend  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  ex- 
clusive purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  Project  will  facilitate  and  expedite 
the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  thereof  as 
provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the  general  purposes  con- 
templated by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and  employment  in 
Baltimore  City,  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  (c) 
encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City. 

(3)  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  ever  constitute  a  pledge  of 
or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall 
ever  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of 
the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter 
provision  limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other 
obligations  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be 
linruted  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  revenue 
derived  from  Loan  repayments  (both  principal  and  interest)  made  to  the  City  by 
the  Borrower  on  account  of  the  Loan  and  from  any  other  moneys  made  available 
to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  paid  directly  to 
the  Trustee  or  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  to  be  held  and  disbursed  by  the  Trustee 
or  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Bond  Indenture  to  be  approved  by 
the  Board  in  the  Resolution,  provided,  however,  that  if  the  Board  finds  and 
determines,  pursuant  to  the  Resolution,  that  the  Project  will  be  completed  on  or 
before  the  date  of  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  the  Board  may  provide  in  the  Resolution 
that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  paid  directly  to  the  Borrower,  or  for  the  ac- 
count of  the  Borrower,  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  to  pay  the  costs  of,  or  to  reim- 
burse the  Borrower  for  the  payment  of  the  costs  of,  the  completion  of  the  Proj- 
ect, as  provided  in  the  Bond  Indenture  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  in  the 
Resolution.  Payments  of  the  principal  of  and  premium  (if  any)  and  interest  on  the 
Loan  will  be  paid  by  the  Borrower  directly  to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  Original  Pur- 
chaser, its  successors  and  assigns,  as  provided  in  the  Bond  Indenture  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  in  the  Resolution.  No  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with 
the  funds  of  the  City  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City,  but  will 
be  subject  only  to  such  limited  suf)ervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary 
or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  are  used  to  ac- 
complish the  public  purposes  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  this  Ordinance.  The  loan 
form  of  transaction  authorized  hereunder  shall  in  no  event  constitute  a  capital 
project  within  the  meaning  of  any  charter  or  statutory  provision.  The  public  pur- 
poses expressed  in  the  Enabling  Law  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

(4)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Project  other  than  (a)  any  general  in- 
terest in  the  Borrower's  property  shared  by  all  holders  of  the  Borrower's  obliga- 
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tions  which  rank  and  are  secured  equally  with  the  Borrower's  obligations  pur- 
suant to  the  Loan  Agreement,  (b)  any  lien  and  security  interest  created  by  the 
Loan  Agreement,  and  (c)  any  interest  created  by  any  other  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust  or  other  security  instrument  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Borrower  or 
any  third  party  as  security  for  the  Loan  or  the  Bonds  as  the  Board  may  provide 
for  and  approve  in  the  Resolution.  The  security  for  the  Bonds  shall  be  solely  and 
exclusively  (a)  the  absolute,  irrevocable  and  unconditional  obligations  of  the  Bor- 
rower to  make  the  payments  required  by  the  Loan  Agreement,  (b)  moneys  real- 
ized from  the  liquidation  of  any  lien  and  security  interest  created  by  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  of  any  other  lien  or  security  interest  created  with  respect  to  any 
property  as  security  for  the  Loan  or  the  Bonds  as  the  Board  may  provide  for  and 
approve  in  the  Resolution,  and  (c)  moneys  realized  from  any  guaranty  of  the 
Bonds  or  of  the  Loan  as  the  Board  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Resolu- 
tion. 

(5)  The  best  interests  of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at  a  private 
(negotiated)  sale,  as  authorized  by  the  Enabling  Law,  upon  terms  and  conditions 
approved  by  the  Board  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  2.  Arid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time.jor  from  time  to  time,  and  in  one  or 
more  series,  and  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and 
credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $600,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  loaned  to  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and 
exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs,  charges,  fees,  and  expenses  in  connec- 
tion with  the  completion  of  the  Project.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall 
be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  revenue 
derived  from  Loan  repayments  (both  principal  and  interest)  made  to  the  City  by 
the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  and  from  any  other  moneys  made 
available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  The  security  for  the  Bonds  shall  be  solely 
and  exclusively  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  commit- 
ment of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  commitment  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  each  of  the  Bonds  shall  bear  the 
descriptive  title  "Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds  (Circular  Advertising  Company,  Inc.  Project)",  provided,  that  the  descrip- 
tive title  may  contain  such  other  descriptive  information  as  the  Board  may 
prescribe  in  the  Resolution  (e.g.,  "1^84  Series").  The  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  to  be  determined  by  negotiation  with  the  original 
purchaser  or  purchasers  of  the  Bonds  and  to  be  approved  and  prescribed  by  the 
Board  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  definitive  Bonds,  which  may  be 
engraved,  printed  or  typewritten,  including  any  Trustee's  certificate  of  authen- 
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tication  to  be  endorsed  thereon,  shall  be  in  such  form,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Enabhng  Law  and  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  as  the  Board  may  approve  in 
the  Resolution. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the 
name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be 
impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the 
City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  The  Loan  Agreement,  the  Bond  Indenture 
and,  where  applicable,  all  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to 
effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  shall  be  executed  in  the 
name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be 
impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the 
City  Seal  by  his  manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  fac- 
simile of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  docu- 
ments shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the 
other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be 
valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in 
office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City, 
the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents 
and  certificates  as  the  Board  may  determine  in  the  Resolution  to  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed,  issued 
and  delivered  at  any  time,  or  from  time  to  time,  in  one  or  more  series  and  in  such 
amount  or  amounts  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the  principal  amount  of 
$600,000,  as  the  Board  shall  prescribe  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  dated,  shall  be  in 
such  denominations,  shall  be  of  such  form  and  tenor,  and  shall  be  payable  in  such 
amounts,  at  such  times,  and  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Board  shall  prescribe  in 
the  Resolution. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  may  be  subject  to  redemp- 
tion prior  to  their  stated  maturities  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board 
shall  prescribe  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds,  the  Board  shall  adopt  the  Resolution,  pursuant  to  which 
Board  shall: 

(a)  prescribe  the  form,  tenor,  terms  and  conditions  of  and  security  for  the 
Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe  the  actual  amounts,  rate  or  rates  of  interest  (or  the  methods  of 
determining  the  same),  denominations,  date,  actual  maturity  or  maturities,  and 
the  place  or  places  of  payment  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  and 
details  under  which  the  Bonds  may  be  called  for  redemption  prior  to  their  stated 
maturities; 
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(c)  if  required  in  order  to  issue,  sell  and  deliver  the  Bonds,  appoint  a  bank  hav- 
ing trust  powers,  or  a  trust  company,  as  Trustee  for  the  Bonds  and,  if  necessary, 
appoint  a  paying  agent  or  agents  for  the  Bonds,  which  may  be  the  Trustee; 

(d)  approve  the  form  and  contents,  and  authorize  the  execution  and  delivery 
(where  applicable)  of  (i)  the  Loan  Agreement,  (ii)  the  Bond  Indenture,  and  (iii) 
such  other  documents,  including  (without  limitation)  mortgages,  deeds  of  trust, 
guaranties  and  security  instruments  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  ap- 
prove in  order  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds; 

(e)  determine  the  time  of  execution,  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds 
and  prescribe  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds; 

(f)  provide  for  the  direct  payment  by  the  Borrower  of  all  costs,  fees  and  ex- 
penses incurred  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  the  costs  of  printing  (if 
any)  and  issuing  the  Bonds  and  the  fees  of  and  compensation  to  any  person  (other 
than  full  time  employees  of  the  City)  performing  services  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
City  in  connection  therewith; 

(g)  if  a  Trustee  is  appointed,  provide  for  the  issuance  and  sale  (subject  to  the 
passage  of  an  appropriate  ordinance  authorizing  the  same  as  may  be  required  at 
the  time)  of  one  or  more  series  of  additional  bonds  and  one  or  more  series  of 
refunding  bonds;  and 

(h)  do  any  and  all  things,  and  authorize  the  officials  of  the  City  to  do  any  and  all 
things,  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Bond 
Indenture  shall  contain  such  terms,  provisions  and  conditions  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Enabling  Law  and  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  as  the  Board  shall 
approve  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  as  authorized  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Bonds  shall  be  sold  at  private  (negotiated)  sale  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  neither  the  Bonds  nor  the  interest 
thereon  shall  ever  constitute  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  tax- 
ing power  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  other 
constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provisions  limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or 
issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall  ever 
constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  Bonds,  and  the 
interest  thereon,  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  the  principal  of  and  in- 
terest on  which  Bonds  shall  be  payable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  revenue  de- 
rived from  Loan  repayments  (both  principal  and  interest)  made  to  the  City  by  the 
Borrower  on  account  of  the  Loan  and,  to  the  extent  provided  by  the  Board  in  the 
Resolution,  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  and  from  any  other  moneys  made 
available  to  the  City  for  such  purpos^.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  paid 
directly  to  the  Trustee  or  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  to  be  held  and  disbursed  by 
the  Trustee  by  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Bond  Indenture  to  be 
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approved  by  the  Board  in  the  Resolution,  provided,  however,  that  if  the  Board 
finds  and  determines,  pursuant  to  the  Resolution,  that  the  appointment  of  a 
Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  is  not  required  in  order  to 
issue,  sell,  and  deliver  the  Bonds  and  that  the  Project  will  be  completed  on  or 
before  the  date  of  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  the  Board  may  provide  in  the  Resolution 
that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  paid  directly  to  the  Borrower,  or  for  the  ac- 
count of  the  Borrower,  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  to  pay  the  costs  of,  or  to  reim- 
burse the  Borrower  for  the  payment  of  the  costs  of,  the  completion  of  the  Proj- 
ect, as  provided  in  the  Bond  Indenture  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  in  the 
Resolution.  No  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be 
subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited 
supervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  in- 
sure that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of 
the  Enabling  Law  and  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  lA.Andbe  it  further  ordained,  That  in  consideration  of  the  purchase  and 
acceptance  of  the  Bonds  by  those  who  shall  hold  the  Bonds  from  time  to  time,  the 
City  does  hereby,  and  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Bond  Indenture  to  be 
approved  by  the  Board  the  City  shall,  set  aside  and  pledge  the  income  and 
revenue  under  the  Loan  Agreement  (other  than  payments  to  the  City  for  indem- 
nification or  to  reimburse  the  City  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  City  itself)  to  the 
Trustee  or  the  Original  Purchaser,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  be  used  and  ap- 
plied for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds.  Pursuant  to 
the  terms  of  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  in  the  Resolution, 
payments  sufficient-  for  the  prompt  payment  when  due  of  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  are  to  be  paid  by  the  Borrower  to  the 
Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  or  to  the  Original  Purchaser, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  account  of  the  City. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  It  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Project  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Connmunity  Development  for  approval,  which  approval  shall  not 
be  withheld  unreasonably;  and 

(b)  It  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  and  design. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Project  User,  prior  to  the  is- 
suance and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  shall  receive  the  approval  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Manpower  Resources  of  a  final  plan  covering  the  future  hiring  needs  of  the  Proj- 
ect User  and  the  utilization  by  the  Project  User  of  the  training  and  recruitment 
services  of  that  Office;  provided  however,  that  in  the  event  such  approval  has  not 
been  received,  then  the  Project  User  shall  submit  to  the  Baltimore  Economic 
Development  Corporation  a  timetable  and  procedure,  approved  by  that  Office, 
for  the  development  of  such  a  final  plan. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  to 
be  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  U)  any  person  or  circum- 
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stances,  such  illegality,  invaldity,  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not 
affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or 
parts  of  this  Ordinance,  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have 
paijsed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  if  the  Bonds  are  not  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  the  authorization  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to 
issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  shall  expire;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  may, 
after  a  showing  of  go<xi  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the  Board,  extend 
such  authorization  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months.  The  Board, 
in  its  sole  discretion,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack  thereof,  of  the 
reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  this  Ordinance.  If  an  extension 
is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons  therefor  must  be  sent  to  the 
City  Council. 

Sec.  19.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
(HAVERHILL  ASSOCIATES  LIMITED  PARTNERSHIP  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore (the  "City")  to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time 
and  in  one  or  more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its 
full  faith  and  credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  to  be 
designated  "Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds  (Haverhill  Associates  Limited  Partnership  Project)"  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $2,000,000,  pursuant  to  Sections  266A  to 
266-1,  inclusive,  of  article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982 
Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Supplement),  as  amended,  for  the  sole  and  ex- 
clusive purjmse  of  financing  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  in  connec- 
tion with  one  or  more  of  the  following  (i)  the  acquisition  of  an  interest  in  land 
consisting  of  approximately  3  acres  located  at  1006  Haverhill  Road  in  the  City 
of  Baltimc^re  (the  "Land"),  (ii)  the  construction  of  a  building  of  approximately 
r)8.30U  S(juare  feet  on  the  land  (the  "Building")  to  be  used  as  a  warehouse,  of-

fice  and  distribution  facility,  (iii)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  the  building 
of  certain  machinery  and  equipment  and  other  improvements  as  may  be 
necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  building  and  (iv)  the 
acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for 
the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other 
necessary  site  preparation  facilities  (collectively  the  "Project"),  and  (if 
necessary)  the  funding  of  reserves  and  payment  of  interest  on  such  bonds, 
which  facility  shall  be  leased  to,  and  used  by,  Nuway  Distributors,  Inc.  and  Ma- 
jestic Tool  Corporation;  making  certain  legislative  findings;  authorizing  the 
loan  of  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  to  Haverhill  Associates,  Limited  Partnership 
(the  "Borrower");  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the 
City,  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds,  to  adopt  a  resolu- 
tion pursuant  to  which  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  (a)  specify,  prescribe,  deter- 
mine, provide  for  or  approve  certain  details,  forms,  documents  or  procedures 
in  connection  with  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  and  the  loan  of  the  proceeds  of 
such  bonds  to  the  borrower  and  any  other  matters  necessary  or  desirable  in 
connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  sale,  and  payment  of  such 
revenue  bonds,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  man- 
ner or  method  of  issuing  and  selling,  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any 
and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary, 
proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds; 
providing  that  the  borrower  shall  agree  to  submit  certain  plans  and  specifica- 
tions to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  and  the  Department  of  Planning  in  connection  with  the  acquisi- 
tion and  installation  of  the  project;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  accept 
the  Letter  of  Intent  from  the  Borrower  dated  January  26,  1984;  providing 
that  the  authorization  for  the  issuance  of  Bonds  hereunder  shall  be  of  limited 
duration;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  matters  and 
details  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale  and  pay- 
ment of  such  bonds. 

RECITALS 

The  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Sections  266A 
through  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982 
Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement)  (the  "Act")  constitutes 
those  provisions  of  Maryland  law  authorizing  the  issuance  of  industrial  develop- 
ment revenue  bonds  by  all  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  (the  "State"). 

The  Act  empowers  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  to  issue  revenue 
bonds,  bond  anticipation  notes,  notes  in  the  nature  of  commercial  paper  and 
other  instruments,  certificates  or  evidences  of  obligation  and  to  loan  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  such  revenue  bonds  to  a  facility  applicant  (as  defined  in  the 
Act)  to  finance  the  acquisition  (as  that  term  is  defined  in  the  Act)  by  such  facility 
applicant  of  a  facility  (as  that  term  is  defined  in  Section  266A  of  the  Act).  The  Act 
declares  it  to  be  its  legislative  purpose  to  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment  in 
the  State,  to  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced 
economy  in  the  State,  to  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  com- 
merce and  in  the  attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  the  State  through, 
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among  other  things,  port  development  and  the  control,  reduction  or  abatement 
of  pollution  of  the  environment  and  the  utilization  and  disposal  of  wastes  (where 
the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  are  used  for  such  purpose),  to  promote  economic 
development,  to  protect  natural  resources  and  encourage  resource  recovery  and, 
generally,  to  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of 
the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  (as  contemplated  by  Section  266A(h)  of 
the  Act)  dated  January  26,  1984  (the  "Letter  of  Intent"),  from  Haverhill 
Associates,  Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland  limited  partnership  and  a  facility 
applicant  {as  defined  in  the  Act),  and  a  facility  user  (as  defined  in  the  Act) 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Borrower")  and  Nuway  Distributors,  Inc., 
("Nuway")  a  Maryland  corporation  and  a  facility  applicant  and  a  facility  user 
(collectively,  with  Majestic  Tool  Corporation,  the  "Facility  User"),  pursuantlo 
which  the  Borrower  and  Nuway  have  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the 
financing  of  the  acquisition  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Act)  by  the  Borrower  of  a 
facility  (within  the  definition  of  the  Act)  to  be  located  in  Baltimore  City, 
Maryland  (the  "Facility")  by  the  issuance  and  sale  by  the  City  of  its  Baltimore 
City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Haverhill  Associates 
Limited  Partnership  Project)  (the  "Bonds"),  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not 
exceeding  $2,000,000,  and  by  loaning  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Borrower 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  one  or  more  loan  or  other  agreements  to  be 
entered  into  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower  (collectively,  the  "Loan  Agree- 
ment"), as  permitted  by  the  Act  (such  loan  being  herein  referred  to  as  the 
"Loan"). 

The  Facility  will  consist  generally  of  one  or  more  of  the  following  (i)  the  acquisi- 
tion of  an  approximately  3  acre  tract  of  land  located  at  1006  Haverhill  Road, 
Baltimore,  Mar>'land  (the  "Land"),  (ii)  the  construction  of  a  building  of  approx- 
imately 68,300  square  feet  on  the  Land  (the  "Building")  to  be  used  as  a 
warehouse  office  and  distribution  facility,  (iii)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in 
the  Building  of  certain  machinery  and  equipment  and  other  improvements 
therein  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the 
Facility  User's  business,  and  (v)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land  as 
may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  ac- 
cess, utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities. 

The  Loan  Agreement  will  require  the  Borrower  (a)  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  solely  to  finance  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility,  to  pay  the  necessary  costs 
of  preparing,  printing,  selling  and  issuing  the  Bonds,  the  funding  of  reserves, 
and  the  payment  of  interest  with  respect  to  such  financing,  in  such  amounts  or 
for  such  period  as  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  deems  reasonable,  or  to 
finance  other  costs  permitted  by  the  Act,  and  (b)  to  make  Loan  payments  which 
will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of,  and  interest  and  redemption  premium,  if 
any,  on  the  Bonds  and  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  County  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  and  the  nmking  and  administration  of  the  Loan,  as 
the  same  become  due  and  payable. 

The  City  has  determined  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent,  to  issue  and  sell  Bonds 
in  an  aggregate  prmcipal  amount  not  exceeding  $2,000,000  and  to  lend  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds  to  the  Borrower  on  the  terms  and  conditions  to  be  set  forth  in 
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the  Loan  Agreement  in  order  to  help  finance  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the 
Borrower  and  thereby  facilitate  the  leasing  of  the  Facility  to  the  Facility  User.  It 
has  further  determined  that  such  action  should  be  taken  in  order  (i)  to  relieve^ 
conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  City  and  in  the  State,  (ii)  to  encourage  the  in- 
crease of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State,  (iii)  to  pro- 
mote economic  development,  and  (iv)  generally,  to  promote  the  health,  welfare 
and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  and  the  State. 

As  security  for  the  Bonds,  the  City  will,  for  each  series  of  the  Bonds,  enter  into 
either  (a)  a  Trust  Agreement  (the  "Trust  Agreement")  with  a  corporate  trustee 
(the  "Trustee")  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board") 
or  (b)  an  Assignment  and  Security  Agreement  or  other  similar  agreement  (the 
"Assignment")  with  the  original  purchaser  of  the  Bonds  (the  "Original 
Purchaser"),  and,  if  appropriate,  a  trustee  or  trustees  (which  may  be  the  Original 
Purchaser)  (collectively,  the  "Project  Fund  Trustee").  Pursuant  to  the  Trust 
Agreement  or  the  Assignment,  the  City  will  assign  to  the  Trustee  or,  if  the 
Assignment  is  entered  into,  the  Original  Purchaser  or  other  applicable  party,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  (among  other  things)  (a)  all  of  the  City's  right,  title  and 
interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  including  (without 
limitation)  all  security  referred  to  therein,  excepting  only  the  rights  of  the  City  to 
indemnification  by  the  Borrower  and  to  payments  to  the  City  for  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  City  itself,  (b)  the  receipts  and  revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan, 
(c)  certain  moneys  which  are  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  on  deposit  with  the 
Trustee  or  the  Project  Fund  Trustee,  (d)  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and 
remedies  with  respect  to  any  and  all  other  property  of  every  description  and 
nature  from  time  to  time  by  delivery  or  by  writing  of  any  kind  conveyed, 
pledged,  assigned  or  transferred,  as  and  for  additional  security  for  the  Bonds, 
and  (e)  all  of  the  City's  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  under  such 
other  documents,  including  (without  limitation)  mortgages,  deeds  of  trust, 
guaranties  and  security  instruments,  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effec- 
tuate the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  which  the  Board  shall  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  (the  "Resolution")  to  be  adopted  by  the  Board 
prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

The  Borrower  intends  to  apply  to  the  Maryland  Industrial  Financing  Develop- 
ment Authority  ("MIFDA")  for  insurance  with  respect  to  the  Bonds  pursuant  to 
Sections  13-101  through  13-122  of  the  Financial  Institutions  Article  of  the  An- 
notated Code  of  Maryland  (1980  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement)  (the 
"MIFDA  Act").  The  Borrower  has  not  obtained  a  commitment  from  MIFDA  for 
such  insurance  which  is  subject  to  approval  by  MIFDA. 

The  Trust  Agreement  or  the  Assignment  and  the  Loan  Agreement  may  be 
combined  into  one  agreement  (a  "Financing  Agreement").  All  references  to  Trust 
Agreement,  Assignment  and  Loan  Agreement  herein  shall  also  mean  and  refer 
to  a  Financing  Agreement. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ACT: 

Section  1 .  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 
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(a)  The  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  fi- 
nancing its  acquisition  (as  that  term  is  used  in  the  Act)  of  the  Facility  and  to  pay 
the  costs  of  preparing,  printing  and  selling  the  Bonds,  to  fund  reserves,  to  pay  in- 
terest on  the  Bonds  and  to  pay  other  costs  pernnitted  by  the  Act,  will  facilitate 
and  expedite  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  its  leasing  to  the 
Facility  User. 

(b)  The  accomplishment  of  the  transactions  contemplated  and  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance,  including  (without  limitation)  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by 
the  Borrower,  the  leasing  of  the  Facility  to  the  Facility  User  and  the  financing 
thereof,  will  (i)  sustain  jobs  and  employment  opportunities  and  aid  in  maintaining 
employment,  thus  relieving  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State  and  in  the 
City;  (ii)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced 
economy  in  the  State  and  in  the  City;  (iii)  promote  economic  development;  and 
(iv)  generally  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  State 
and  of  the  City. 

(c)  The  Facility  constitutes  a  "facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  the 
Borrower  and  Nuway  are  each  a  "facility  applicant"  and  "facility  user"  (as  those 
terms  are  defined  in  the  Act)  as  evidenced  by  the  Letter  of  Intent,  which  is  a  Let- 
ter of  Intent  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

(d)  In  addition  to  authorizing  the  City  itself  to  acquire  the  Facility  and  either  to 
lease  or  to  sell  such  Facility  to  the  Borrower  or  the  Facility  User  or  to  otherwise 
accomplish  the  financing  of  the  acquisition,  the  Act  also  authorizes  the  financing 
of  the  Facility  to  be  accomplished  in  the  form  of  a  loan  to  the  Borrower  and  the 
acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  with  the  loan  proceeds.  The  loan  form 
of  transaction  avoids  indirect  costs  and  burdens  on  the  City  by  not  requiring  any 
direct  involvement  by  the  City  in  the  construction,  ownership  or  administration 
of  the  Facility;  it  permits,  however,  controls  to  be  imposed  on  the  use  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  to  insure  that  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and 
the  Bonds  are  fully  accomplished.  It  is,  therefore,  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
citizens  of  the  City  to  finance  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  a  loan  of  the  Bonds 
proceeds  to  the  Borrower,  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  with 
the  loan  proceeds  and  the  leasing  of  the  Facility  to  the  Facility  User.  This 
Ordinance  contemplates  and  authorizes  a  transaction  in  the  form  of  a  loan  by  the 
City  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Borrower  rather  than  a  transaction  in 
the  form  of  a  lease  or  sale  of  the  Facility  to  the  Borrower  or  some  other  form  of 
financing  as  permitted  by  the  Act.  Accordingly,  this  Ordinance,  together  with 
the  Loan  Agreement  and  other  contracts,  instruments  and  agreements  author- 
ized hereby,  will  contain  such  provisions  as  the  City  deems  appropriate  to  effect 
the  financing  of  the  Facility  by  the  loan  form  of  transaction. 

(e)  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  ever  constitute  a  pledge  of, 
or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of,  the  City,  and  neither  shall 
constitute  a  debt  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the 
Constitution  of  Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provi- 
sion limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obliga- 
tions, of  the  City,  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary 
liability  of  the  City.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  limited  obliga- 
tions of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  revenue  derived  from 
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Loan  repayments  (both  principal  and  interest)  made  to  the  City  by  the  Borrower 
on  account  of  the  Loan,  and  from  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City 
for  such  purposes.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  paid  directly  to  (a)  the 
Trustee  to  be  held  and  disbursed  by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Trust  Agree- 
ment or  (b)  if  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board,  by  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  as 
provided  in  the  Assignment  or,  (c)  if  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board,  the  Bor- 
rower, to  be  approved  by  the  Board  in  the  Resolution.  Payments  of  the  principal 
of  and  premium  (if  any)  and  interest  on  the  Loan  will  be  paid  by  the  Borrower 
directly  to  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Trust  Agreement  or  to  the  Original 
Purchaser,  its  successors  and  assigns,  as  provided  in  the  Assignment,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  in  the  Resolution.  No  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with 
the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City,  but  will  be 
subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or 
desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  are  used  to  ac- 
complish the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this  Ordinance.  The  loan  form  of  the 
transaction  authorized  hereunder  shall  in  no  event  constitute  a  capital  project 
within  the  meaning  of  any  charter  or  statutory  provision.  The  public  purposes  ex- 
pressed in  the  Act  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the  acquisition  and  installa- 
tion of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  its  leasing  to  the  Facility  User. 

(f)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Facility  other  than  (a)  any  general  in- 
terest in  the  Borrower's  property  shared  by  all  holders  of  the  Borrower's  obliga- 
tions which  rank  and  are  scheduled  equally  with  the  Borrower's  obligations  pur- 
suant to  the  Loan  Agreement,  (b)  any  lien  and  security  interest  created  by  the 
Loan  Agreement,  and  (c)  any  interest  created  by  any  other  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust  or  other  security  instrument  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Borrower  or 
any  third  party  as  security  for  the  Loan  or  the  revenue  bonds  as  the  Board  may 
provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Resolution.  The  security  for  the  revenue  bonds 
shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  (a)  the  absolute,  irrevocable  and  unconditional 
obligations  of  the  Borrower  to  make  the  payments  required  by  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, (b)  moneys  realized  from  the  liquidation  of  any  lien  and  security  interest 
created  by  the  Loan  Agreement  and  of  any  other  lien  or  security  interest  created 
with  respect  to  any  property  as  security  for  the  Loan  or  the  revenue  bonds  as  the 
Board  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Resolution,  and  (c)  moneys  realized 
from  any  guaranty  of  the  revenue  bonds  or  of  the  Loan  as  the  Board  may  provide 
for  and  approve  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or 
more  series,  and  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and 
credit,  its  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds 
(Haverhill  Associates  Limited  Partnership  Project),  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $2,000,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  loaned  to  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and 
exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  the 
Facility  and  the  funding  of  reserves  and  payment  of  interest  on  the  Bonds,  to  the 
extent  permitted  in  the  Resolution.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be 
limited  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  revenue 
derived  from  Loan  repayments  (both  principal  and  interest)  made  to  the  City  by 
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the  Borrrower  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  and  from  any  other  moneys 
made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  The  security  for  the  Bonds  shall  be 
solely  and  exclusively  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  each  of  the  Bonds  shall  bear  the 
descriptive  title  "Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bond  (Haverhill  Associates  Limited  Partnership  Project)",  provided  that  the 
descriptive  title  may  contain  such  other  descriptive  information  as  the  Board 
may  prescribe  in  the  Resolution  (e.g.  "1983  Series").  The  Bonds  shall  bear  in- 
terest at  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  to  be  determined  by  negotiation  with  the 
original  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  the  Bonds  and  to  be  approved  and  prescribed 
by  the  Board  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  definitive  Bonds,  which  may  be 
engraved,  printed  or  typewritten,  including  the  Trustee's  Certificate  of  Authen- 
tication, to  be  endorsed  thereon,  if  the  Trust  Agreement  is  entered  into,  shall  be 
in  such  form,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Act  and  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
as  the  Board  may  approve  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the 
name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be 
impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  a  Custodian  of  the 
City  Seal,  by  his  manual  or  facsinule  signature,  as  permitted  by  law.  The  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Trust  Agreement  or  the  Assignment  and,  where  applicable,  all 
other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on 
its  t>ehalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and,  if 
applicable,  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed 
or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  a  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by 
his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  as  required  by  law.  In  case  any  officer  whose 
signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of 
the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the 
Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile 
shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  of- 
ficer had  remained  in  office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of 
Finance  of  the  City,  a  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute 
such  documents  and  certificates  as  the  Board  may  determine  in  the  Resolution  to 
be  necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed,  issued 
and  delivered  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more  series  and  in 
such  amount  or  amounts  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the  principal  amount  of 
$2,000,000  as  the  Board  shall  prescribe  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  dated,  shall  be  in 
such  denominations,  shall  be  of  such  form  and  tenor,  and  shall  be  payable  in  such 
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amounts,  at  such  times  and  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Board  shall  prescribe  in 
the  Resolution. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery 
of  the  Bonds,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  Resolution  pursuant  to  which  the  Board  is 
hereby  authorized  to  specify,  determine,  provide  for  or  approve,  all  or  any  of  the 
following  matters,  details,  forms,  documents  or  procedures  in  connection  with 
the  Loan  and  the  Bonds: 

(a)  The  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Bonds,  including,  without  limitation,  the 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  the  maturity  or  maturities  of  the  Bonds,  the  rate 
or  rates  of  interest  the  Bonds  are  to  bear  and  the  redemption  provisions  of  the 
Bonds; 

(b)  The  form  and  tenor  of  the  Bonds,  including  the  determination  as  to  whether 
the  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series,  the  form  in  which  the  Bonds  are 
issued,  and  the  designation  of  each  series  of  Bonds; 

(c)  The  terms  and  provisions  and  form  of  the  Loan  Agreement  between  the 
City  and  the  Borrower  and  the  terms  and  provisions  and  form  of  any  notes  or 
other  evidences  of  obligation  issued  by  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  Loan 
Agreement; 

(d)  The  terms  and  provisions  and  form  of  the  Assignment  or  Trust  Agreement 
by  which  the  City  assigns  transfers,  without  recourse,  all  of  its  rights,  title  and 
interest  in  and  to,  and  remedies  with  respect  to  (except  for  certain  rights  to  in- 
demnification and  to  payment  of  administrative  expenses  of  the  City,  including 
any  enforcement  remedies  available  to  the  City  with  respect  thereto)  the  receipts 
and  revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  as  set  forth  in  Section  1  hereof,  such 
Assignment  to  provide,  in  substance,  that  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  agent,  or 
the  trustee  or  trustees,  if  any,  appointed  pursuant  to  the  Assignment,  shall  en- 
force each  and  every  right,  power  or  remedy  granted  to  the  City  pursuant  to  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  any  mortgage,  deed  of  trust,  assignment  of  leases,  security 
agreement  or  any  contract,  agreement,  trust  or  other  instrument  (including, 
without  limitation,  any  guaranty  agreement)  executed  and  delivered  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Loan,  and  that  nothing  in  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  aforesaid  in- 
struments, or  the  Assignment  or  Trust  Agreement,  shall  obligate  the  City  to  act 
or  refrain  from  acting  under  such  instruments,  it  being  understood  that  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  shall  look  solely  to  themselves  and  any  agent,  trustee  or 
trustees  appointed  pursuant  to  the  Assignment  for  enforcement  of  the  rights  and 
remedies  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  such  instruments  and  the  Bonds  available 
to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(e)  The  determination  as  to  whether  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid 
directly  to  the  Borrower  or  paid  to,  and  disbursed  by,  a  trustee  or  trustees  or 
agent  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  if  any  such  agent,  trustee  or 
trustees  is  appointed,  and,  if  necessary,  the  appointment  of  such  agent,  trustee 
or  trustees,  provided  that  such  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  shall  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Bonds  or  shall  be  a  financial  institution 
which  regularly  serves  in  such  a  capacity  or  a  similar  capacity; 

(f)  The  determination  as  to  whether  the  Loan  payments  shall  be  made  directly 
to  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Bonds  or  to  an  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  for  the 
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benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  and,  if  necessary,  the  appointment  of  such 
agent,  trustee  or  trustees,  provided  that  such  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  shall 
have  been  approved  by  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Bonds  or  shall  be  a  financial 
institution  which  regularly  serves  in  such  capacity  or  a  sinnilar  capacity; 

(g)  The  determination  as  to  whether  the  assignment  of  the  receipts  and 
revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  should  be  made  directly  to  the  holder  of  the 
Bonds  or  to  an  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds,  and,  if  necessary,  the  appointment  of  such  agent,  trustee  or  trustees,  pro- 
vided that  such  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
original  purchasers  of  the  Bonds  or  shall  be  a  financial  institution  regularly  serv- 
ing in  such  capacity  or  a  similar  capacity; 

(h)  The  form  of,  and  the  terms  and  provisions  of  any  mortgage,  deed  of  trust, 
assignment  of  leases  or  security  agreement  or  other  security  instrument  cover- 
ing the  Facility  or  any  portion  thereof  or  any  interest  therein  or  any  other  prop- 
erty as  security  for  the  Loan  or  the  Bonds; 

(i)  The  terms  and  the  provisions  of  any  contract,  agreement,  trust  or  other  in- 
strument (including,  without  limitation,  any  guaranty  agreement)  which  it  deems 
necessary  or  appropriate  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the 
Bonds,  the  making  of  the  Loan  and  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility; 

(j)  To  the  extent  it  considers  necessary  or  appropriate  in  any  of  the  documents 
referred  to  above,  the  determination  of  any  provisions  regarding  the  commence- 
ment and  completion  of  the  Facility,  provisions  regarding  damage  to  and  con- 
demnation of  the  Facility  or  any  part  thereof,  provisions  for  the  appointment  of 
an  authorized  City  representative  and  an  authorized  Borrower  representative, 
provisions  and  covenants  with  respect  to  the  use,  maintenance,  modification, 
operation  and  transfer  of,  and  access  to,  the  Facility;  provisions  with  respect  to 
the  issuance,  application,  use  and  disbursement  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds; 
provisions  for  the  funding  of  reserves  for  the  Bonds;  provisions  for  the  payment 
of  interest  on  the  Bonds  for  a  period  which  it  deems  reasonable;  provisions  re- 
garding the  assignment  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  any  instrument  referred  to 
al:H)ve,  provisions  regarding  the  remedies  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  any 
agent,  trustee  or  trustees  appointed  pursuant  to  any  of  the  documents  above  in 
the  event  of  a  default  under  any  documents;  and  such  other  terms,  provisions  and 
conditions  as  it  may  determine  to  be  necessary  or  appropriate  in  connection  with 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  the  making  of  the  Loan; 

(k)  The  determination  of  the  form  and  content  of  any  representations,  warran- 
ties, findings  and  affirmative  and  negative  covenant's  of  the  City,  the  Borrower 
and  any  other  party  which  may  be  contained  in  any  of  the  documents  referred  to 
above; 

(1)  Provisions  for  the  amendment  or  modification  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
Assignment  or  Trust  Agreement,  any  assignment  of  leases,  any  trust  agree- 
ment, any  guaranty  agreement,  any  deed  of  trust,  any  mortgage  or  any  other 
security  agreement  or  other  instrument  executed  in  connection  with  the  Loan,  or 
with  the  sale,  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  including  any  certificate,  fi- 
nancing statement  and  any  statement  of  election  as  required  pursuant  to  Section 
103{bX6XU)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954.  as  amended; 
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(m)  A  determination  of  the  identity  of  any  investment  banker,  underwriter, 
placement  agents  or  other  broker  to  be  employed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in 
connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  bonds  and  the  form  of  any 
preliminary  and  final  official  statement  issued  in  connection  with  any  public  of- 
fering of  the  Bonds  or  any  offering  memorandum  or  other  official  informational 
document  prepared  in  connection  with  any  private  placement  of  the  Bonds; 

(n)  The  determination  of  the  date,  time  and  place  when  any  purchase  agree- 
ment or  proposal  shall  be  submitted  for  the  Bonds,  the  terms  or  provisions  of  any 
such  agreement  or  proposal  and  such  other  matters  as  the  underwriters,  invest- 
ment bankers  or  other  placement  agents  employed  in  connection  with  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  nnay  request;  and 

(o)  Such  other  matters,  details,  forms,  documents  or  procedures  as  he  may 
deem  appropriate  or  desirable  to  the  sale,  security,  issuance,  delivery  or  payment 
of  or  for  the  Bonds  for  the  Loan,  including,  without  limitation,  the  creation  of 
security  for  the  Bonds  and  the  Loan  and  provision  for  the  administration  of  the 
Bonds,  such  as  trusts  or  other  instruments  with  banks  or  trust  companies  regard- 
ing countersignature  or  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  security  for  the  Bonds  or  the 
Loan. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  neither  the  Bonds  nor  the  interest 
thereon  shall  ever  constitute  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  tax- 
ing power  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  the  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City,  and  neither 
shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  Bonds, 
and  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  the  principal  of 
and  interest  on  which  Bonds  shall  be  payable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  revenue 
derived  from  Loan  repayments  (both  principal  and  interest)  made  to  the  City  by 
the  Borrower  on  account  of  the  Loan  and,  to  the  extent  provided  by  the  Board  in 
the  Resolution,  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  and  from  any  other  moneys 
made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be 
paid  directly  to  the  Trustee  or  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  to  be  held  and  disbursed 
by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Trust  Agreement  or  if  deemed  appropriate  by 
the  Board,  by  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Assignment  or  if 
deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board,  such  proceeds  will  be  paid  to  or  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Borrower,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  in  the  Resolution.  No  such  moneys 
will  be  commingled  with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control 
of  the  City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are 
deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  consideration  of  the  purchase  and 
acceptance  of  the  Bonds  by  those  who  shall  hold  the  Bonds  from  time  to  time,  the 
City  does  hereby,  and  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Trust  Agreement  or 
the  Assignment  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  shall,  set  aside  and  pledge  the  in- 
come and  revenue  under  the  Loan  Agreement  (other  than  payments  to  the  City 
for  indemnification  or  to  reimburse  the  City  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  City 
itself)  to  the  Trustee  or,  if  the  Assignment  is  entered  into,  the  Original  f^ur- 
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chaser,  its  successor  and  assigns,  to  be  used  and  applied  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds.  Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, to  be  approved  by  the  Board  in  the  Resolution,  payments  sufficient  for  the 
prompt  payment  when  due  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on 
the  Bonds  are  to  be  paid  by  the  Borrower  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  or,  if  the  Assignment  is  entered  into,  to  the  Original  Pur- 
chaser or  other  party,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  account  of  the  City. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  It  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  acquisition  and  installa- 
tion of  any  portion  of  the  Facility  (other  than  the  acquisition  and  installation  of 
equipment  only)  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
and  the  Department  of  Planning  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department  of  Hous- 
ing and  Community  Development  and  the  Department  of  Planning  may  refuse 
approval  of  any  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  With  respect  to  such  portion  of  the  Facility,  the  Borrower  will  work  with 
the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Com- 
munity Development  and  the  Department  of  Planning  in  order  to  achieve  high 
quality  site,  building  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  commitment  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Borrower. 

Sec.  \S.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds,  at  par,  at 
private  (negotiated)  sale  as  authorized  by  the  Act,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
determined  by  the  Board  in  the  Resolution  subject  to  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance; 
provided,  however,  that  the  Bonds  may  be  sold  at  public  (competitive)  sale  or 
below  or  above  par  (with  the  consent  of  the  Borrower)  if  the  Board  determines 
that  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  to  sell  the  Bonds  at  a  public  (com- 
petitive) sale  or  sale  above  or  below  par. 

Sec.  14.  Ayid  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  in  lieu  of  the  Resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Finance,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  or  prescribe, 
by  Executive  Order,  any  matters  which  the  Board  is  authorized  to  approve  or 
prescribe  pursuant  to  this  Resolution. 

Sec.  15.  Ajid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to

which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  this  Ordinance  is  intended  to  be,  and 
shall  constitute,  a  commitment  by  the  City  to  the  Borrower  to  issue  and  deliver 
the  Bonds  authorized  hereby  in  accordance  with  the  terms  hereof,  provided 
however,  that  if  no  Bonds  have  been  issued  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  within  six 
months  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  the  authority  and  commitment 
of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  panted  hereunder  shall  end;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board  may,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before 
the  Board,  extend  such  authorization  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six 
months.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  this  Ordinance. 
If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons  therefor 
must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
(U-STORE/GAMMA  LIMITED  PARTNERSHIP  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $1,875,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of  Ar- 
ticle II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by 
U-Store/Gamma  Limited  Partnership,  a  Virginia  limited  partnership,  of  a  cer- 
tain project  in  Baltimore  City,  consisting  of  the  construction  of  750  self- 
storage  mini  storage  units  of  slab,  cement  block  buildings  with  roll-up  doors 
and  steel  roofs,  constituting  approximately  65,000  square  feet  in  the  ag- 
gregate, plus  10  office/shop  warehouse  spaces  constituting  approximately 
20.000  square  feet  in  the  aggregate,  on  4  acres  of  land  already  owned  by  the 
Borrower,  bounded  by  Alluvion  Street,  the  B&O  Railroad,  and  Worcester 
Street,  and  known  as  1420-1425  Ridgely  Street  (also  possibly  known  as  1500 
Russell  Street)  in  Baltimore  City,  and  the  purchase  and  installation  of  certain 
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machinery  and  equipment  in  connection  therewith  (including  roll-up  doors, 
heating  equipment,  and  a  golf  cart),  to  be  owned  by  U-Store/Gamma  Limited 
Partnership,  and  used  by  small  business  and  home  users  as  office/shop  space 
for  manufacturing  purposes  and  as  self-service  storage  space;  authorizing  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  dated 
November  30,  1983  from  U-Store/Gamma  Limited  Partnership  to  the  City; 
making  certain  legislative  findings;  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among 
other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method 
of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and 
the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and 
(b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  U-Store/Gamma  Limited  Part- 
nership shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate 
with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  connection 
with  the  completion  of  such  project;  providing  that  such  bonds  (or  bond  an- 
ticipation notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds)  must  be 
issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by 
the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as 
provided  in  this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of 
the  issuance  of  such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determin- 
ing various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such 
bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II),  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  November  30,  1983  (the  "Letter 
of  Intent")  from  U-Store/Gamma  Limited  Partnership,  a  Virginia  limited  part- 
nership (the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City 
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to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a 
certain  project  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Project"),  by  issuing  and  selling 
the  City's  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $1,875,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and 
exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the 
Borrower. 

The  Project,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  EnabHng  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  (a)  the  construction  of  (i)  750  self-storage  mini  storage  units  of  slab, 
cement  block  buildings  with  roll-up  doors  and  steel  roofs,  consisting  of  approx- 
imately 65,000  square  feet  in  the  aggregate,  and  (ii)  10  office/shop  warehouses  of 
slab,  cement  block  construction  with  steel  roofs,  consisting  of  approximately 
20,000  square  feet  in  the  aggregate,  all  on  a  tract  of  land  already  owned  by  the 
Borrower,  containing  approximately  4  acres,  bounded  by  Alluvion  Street,  the 
B&O  Railroad,  and  Worcester  Street,  and  known  as  1420-1425  Ridgely  Street 
(also  possibly  known  as  1500  Russell  Street)  in  Baltimore  City,  and  (b)  the  ac- 
quisition and  installation  of  certain  machinery  and  equipment  as  may  be 
necessary  or  useful  in  connection  therewith,  including  roll-up  doors,  heating 
equipment,  and  a  golf  cart.  Upon  completion,  the  Project  will  be  owned  by  the 
Borrower  and  used  by  small  business  and  home  users  as  office/shop  space  for 
manufacturing  purposes  and  as  self-service  storage  space. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  .set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  nnanner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  1 .  Be  it  ordaitied  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  pnx^eeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Project  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the. Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purjjoses  contemplated  by  the  Enal)ling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  0^)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  providing  much  needed  storage  space  for  small 
business  and  home  users. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
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City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.

(d)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes.

ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (v^ithout  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
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such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  W.Andbe  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  9  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  itfurtfier  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

WHEREAS,  THERE  IS  AMPLE  PUBLIC  PARKING  IN  THE  AREA  FOR

$10.00J  established  in  Section  152  of  this  article. 

(d)  In  areas  where  stopping  or  standing  is  prohibited  and  impounding  is 
authorized,  violation  of  such  impounding  law  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  a  fine  [of  $25.00]  established  in  Section  152  of  this  article. 

(e)  fi^In  the  impounding  area  known  as  the  "Pimlico  Race  Track  Area"  de- 
scribed in  Section  116(c)  of  this  subtitle,  where  parking,  stopping,  or  standing  is 
prohibited  and  impounding  is  authorized,  molations  of  the  impounding  law  is  a 
misdemeanor  and  subject  to  a  fine  established  in  Section  152  of  this  article. 

(2)  W^ten  any  vehicle  is  towtd  under  ike  provistows  of  thus  substclion  during 
a  racing  evrnt  at  Ptmlicv  Race  Track,  the  vehicle  towed  nvay  be  relocated  by  the 
Director  or  the  Commissioner.  The  owner  of  the  vehicle  shall  bt  subject  to  a 
rtlvcation  fee.  The  relocation  fee  shall  be  iht  sante  as  the  ivwingfee  established  by 
the  Board  of  Estimates  as  towing  charges  for  the  impoundment  of  vehicles  under 
this  subtitle  but  in  no  event  may  the  relocation  fee  be  less  than  $i9.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

ISSUANCE  OF  PROJECT  REVENUE  NOTES - 
(FORT  McHENRY  TUNNEL  TOLL  FACILITIES  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  issuance,  from  time  to 
time,  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  of  its  revenue  notes, 
designated  "Project  Revenue  Notes  (Fort  McHenry  Tunnel  Toll  Facilities 
Project),"  and  its  refunding  notes,  designated  "Project  Refunding  Notes  (Fort 
McHenry  Tunnel  Toll  Facilities  Project),"  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  million  dollars  ($25,000,000)  in  accordance  with  the 
authority  contained  in  Article  II,  subsection  (50)  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore 
City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  and  Section  24  of  Article  31  of  the  An- 
notated Code  of  Maryland  (1957  Edition,  1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983 
Cumulative  Supplement)  in  order  to  use  the  proceeds  for  the  public  purposes 
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of  (a)  financing  the  cost  of  toll  collection  facilities  at  the  Fort  McHenry  Tunnel 
and  certain  related  activities;  (b)  funding  capitalized  interest  on  such  revenue 
notes  to  the  extent  deemed  necessary  and  in  accordance  with  any  limitation  on 
the  period  for  such  funding  established  by  law;  (c)  refunding  and  refinancing 
such  notes  as  they  mature  or  are  redeemed;  (d)  paying  the  Costs  of  Issuance, 
as  defined  herein,  of  such  notes;  and  (e)  funding  any  reserve  funds,  including 
reserves  for  such  revenue  notes,  created  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  and  the 
Administrative  Resolution  (as  defined  herein);  authorizing  and  providing  for 
the  refunding,  renewal  or  refinancing  from  time  to  time  by  the  City  of  the 
revenue  notes,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the  issuance  of  refunding,  renewal  or 
refinancing  notes,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  authorizing  and  providing  for  the 
refunding,  renewal  or  refinancing  of  any  such  refunding,  renewal  or  refinanc- 
ing notes,  all  in  accordance  with  Article  31,  Section  24  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Maryland  (1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement); 
authorizing  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  any  refunding  obligations  for  the  public 
purposes  of  (a)  refunding  any  outstanding  Revenue  Obligations,  as  defined 
hereafter,  including  the  payment  of  any  redemption  premium  thereon,  (b)  pay- 
ing the  Costs  of  Issuance  of  such  refunding  obligations  and  (c)  funding  any 
reserve  funds  for  the  refunding  obligations  including  reserves  for  the  payment 
of  interest  thereon,  created  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  and  the  Administrative 
Resolution;  authorizing  the  Board  of  Finance  to  make  various  determinations 
by  resolution  with  regard  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  revenue  notes, 
and  the  refunding  notes  (collectively,  the  "Revenue  Obligations"),  including 
the  use  of  certain  expedited  procedures;  making  certain  legislative  findings 
regarding  the  Revenue  Obligations;  authorizing  the  use  of  obligations  in  the 
nature  of  commercial  paper  or  demand  notes  and  letters  of  credit  or  related  in- 
struments; authorizing  various  book-entry,  large  denomination  or  uncer- 
tificated obligation  systems;  prescribing  the  form  and  tenor  of  the  Revenue 
Obligations  and  determining  certain  other  matters  relating  to  the  issuance  and 
sale  thereof;  authorizing  the  use  of  various  systems  of  registration  for  the 
Revenue  Obligations;  providing  that  certain  matters  pertaining  to  the 
Revenue  Obligations,  including  (without  limitation)  the  amounts  and  dates  of 
any  series,  maturity  or  maturities,  the  private  (negotiated)  or  competitive  sale 
thereof,  interest  rate  or  rates,  redemption  provisions,  if  any,  and  the  period,  if 
any,  during  which  interest  will  be  capitalized,  shall  be  determined  ad- 
ministratively at  or  prior  to  the  time  of  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Revenue 
Obligations  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City;  providing  for  the 
private  (negotiated)  sale  of  the  revenue  notes  and  the  refunding  revenue  notes 
unless  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  determine  that  a  particular  issue  or  series  of 
notes  shall  be  sold  by  competitive  bidding;  providing  that  the  Revenue  Obliga- 
tions (a)  shall  be  payable  solely  and  only  from  (i)  the  proceeds  of  a  certain  con- 
tract expected  to  be  agreed  upon  with  the  State  of  Maryland  or  an  agency, 
authority  or  instrumentality  thereof  (the  "Pledged  Revenues"),  (ii)  amounts  in 
any  reserve  fund  established  by  the  Board  of  Finance  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of,  premium  on,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Revenue  Obligations,  in- 
cluding investment  earnings  on  any  such  fund  (to  the  extent  provided  by  the 
Board  of  Finance),  (iii)  unexpended  proceeds  of  the  Revenue  Obligations,  in- 
cluding investment  earnings  on  such  proceeds  (to  the  extent  provided  by  the 
Board  of  Finance),  and  (iv)  other  amounts  legally  available  therefor,  (b)  shall 
not  ever  constitute,  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provi- 
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sion  or  otherwise,  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the 
City  and  (c)  shall  not  ever  constitute  (directly,  indirectly  or  contingently)  an 
obligation,  moral  or  otherwise,  of  the  State  of  Maryland  or  any  political  sub- 
division thereof,  including  the  City,  to  levy  or  pledge  any  form  of  taxation  for 
their  payment;  pledging  (i)  the  Pledged  Revenues,  (ii)  amounts  in  any  reserve 
fund  established  by  the  Board  of  Finance  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of, 
premium  on,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Revenue  Obligations,  including  invest- 
ment earnings  on  any  such  fund  (to  the  extent  provided  by  the  Board  of 
Finance),  and  (iii)  unexpended  proceeds  of  the  Revenue  Obligations,  including 
investment  earnings  on  such  proceeds,  to  the  payment  of  debt  service  on  the 
Revenue  Obligations;  authorizing  the  creation  of  a  debt  service  reserve  fund, 
as  additional  security  for  the  payment  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  (to  the  ex- 
tent provided  by  the  Board  of  Finance),  and  other  reserve  funds,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Finance;  providing  for  the  disbursement  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Revenue  Obligations;  providing  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Revenue 
Obligations  or  any  monies  which  may  be  deemed  to  be  proceeds  thereof,  will 
not  be  used  in  a  manner  which  would  cause  the  Revenue  Obligations  to  be  ar- 
bitrage bonds;  providing  that  the  Board  of  Finance  may  determine  by  resolu- 
tion or  other  appropriate  action  certain  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  or  delivery  of  any  series  of  the  Revenue  Obligations;  providing  for 
the  amendment  or  supplementation  of  this  Ordinance  to  increase  the  author- 
ized amount  of  Revenue  Obligations,  so  long  as  such  amendment  or  sup- 
plementation is  in  accordance  with  this  Ordinance  and  any  resolutions  of  the 
Board  of  Finance  relating  thereto;  and  generally  relating  to  the  issuance,  sale, 
delivery  and  payment  of  all  Revenue  Obligations. 

RECITALS 

A.  General:  For  convenience  of  reference,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  is  hereinafter  sometimes  referred  to  as 
the  "City." 

B.  The  Project: 

1.  Subsection  (28)  of  Article  II  ("Subsection  28")  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision,  as  amended)  (the  "Charter")  authorizes  the  City 
to  acquire  land  and  property  of  every  kind  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Patapsco  River 
for  or  in  connection  with  extending,  developing  and  improving  the  harbor  or  Port 
of  Baltimore  and  its  facilities  and  the  highways  and  approaches  thereto,  and  to 
construct  thereon  or  therein  facilities  or  appurtenances  necessary  or  useful  in 
connection  with  the  operation  of  a  modern  port.  Subsection  28  also  authorizes 
the  City  to  dispose  of  land  acquired  under  the  authority  of  Subsection  28, 
whether  or  not  it  is  undeveloped  or  has  been  developed,  to  the  State  of  Maryland. 

2.  Subsection  (34)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  ("Subsection  34")  authorizes 
the  City  to  construct  tunnels  or  approaches  to  them. 

3.  Subsection  (15)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  authorizes  the  City  to  sell, 
lease,  convey,  transfer  or  otherwise  dispose  of  land  acquired  for  development  or 
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redevelopment,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  it  has  been  developed,  redeveloped, 
altered  or  improved,  to  any  private  corporation,  partnership,  person  or  other 
legal  entity  or  to  the  State  of  Maryland,  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof. 

4.  Subsection  (15A)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  authorizes  the  City  to  sell, 
lease,  convey,  transfer  or  otherwise  dispose  of  land  and  property  acquired  for  or 
in  connection  with  the  industrial  and  econonruc  growth  of  Baltimore  City,  to  any 
private  corporation,  partnership,  person  or  other  legal  entity  or  to  the  State  of 
Maryland,  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof. 

5.  The  City  is  constructing,  with  the  assistance  of  the  federal  and  state 
governments,  the  Fort  McHenry  Tunnel  (the  "Tunnel")  beneath  the  Patapsco 
River  as  part  of  Interstate  95  (the  "Interstate  Highway").  As  part  of  that  project, 
the  City  is  and  will  be  constructing  and  equipping  a  toll  collection  plaza,  an  inter- 
change with  Keith  Avenue,  related  collection  devices  and  other  equipment  and 
an  administration  building  (the  'Toll  Collection  Facilities").  Included  in  the  cost 
of  the  Toll  Collection  Facilities  are  certain  acquisition,  design,  construction, 
equipment  and  contingency  costs  (collectively  the  "Project  Costs"),  including  but 
not  limited  to  all  design,  engineering  and  architectural  costs,  the  cost  of  all  equip- 
ment, interest  costs  during  construction  and  all  related  costs. 

6.  The  Toll  Collection  Facilities  are  not  eligible  for  financing  assistance 
from  the  federal  government. 

7.  The  City  has  agreed  to  finance  the  full  cost  of  the  Toll  Collection 
Facilities  through  the  issuance  of  the  "Revenue  Obligations,"  hereinafter  de- 
fined. As  City  ownership  of  the  Toll  Collection  Facilities  is  not  required  in  order 
to  obtain  the  benefit  of  the  Tunnel  or  the  Interstate  Highway,  the  City  expects  to 
be  able  to  sell,  transfer,  convey  or  dispose  of  all  of  its  interest  in  the  Toll  Collec- 
tion Facilities  to  the  State  of  Maryland  (the  "State")  or  to  the  Maryland 
Transportation  Authority  (the  "MTA")  or  some  other  instrumentality  or  agency 
of  the  State  ("other  agency")  under  the  terms  of  a  Disposition  Agreement  (the 
"Project  Disposition  Agreement"). 

C.  Revenue  Obligations: 

1.  Subsection  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  ("Subsection  50"),  empowers 
the  City  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  accomplishment  of  any 
of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  connection  therewith  to 
issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding  bonds,  notes  or 
other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues 
from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities,  developments  and  im- 
provements whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  notes 
or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III). 

2.  Authority  for  the  issuance  of  refunding  notes  is  contained  in  Article  31, 
Section  24  of  the  Maryland  Code.  Article  31,  Section  24  is  sometimes  referred  to 
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in  this  Ordinance  as  the  "Refunding  Bond  Enabling  Act".  The  Refunding  Bond 
Enabling  Act  authorizes  and  empowers  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  refunding 
obligations  for  the  purpose  of  refunding  any  of  its  obligations  then  outstanding, 
provided  that  the  public  purpose  of  realizing  savings  in  the  effective  costs  of  debt 
service  to  the  City  is  achieved.  Such  savings  may  be  a  direct  result  of  the  refund- 
ing or  may  result  from  a  reduction  in  debt  service  effectuated  through  a  debt 
restructuring.  The  City  may,  at  a  public  meeting,  determine  that  any  refunding 
obligations  be  sold  on  a  negotiated  basis  without  the  solicitation  of  bids.  The  City 
expects  that,  from  time  to  time,  it  may  be  advisable  to  issue  refunding  notes  to 
refund  any  outstanding  notes  (or  other  refunding  notes).  The  City  proposes  to 
spend  the  proceeds  of  such  refunding  notes  hereby  authorized  for  the  general 
public  purposes  of  paying,  prepaying,  refinancing  or  restructuring  the  debt 
evidenced  by  the  revenue  notes  or  any  refunding  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this 
Ordinance. 

F.  General: 

1.  The  City  desires  to  use  its  borrowing  powers  to  provide  for  an  efficient 
and  flexible  debt  management  program  to  meet  the  borrowing  needs  of  the  City 
in  a  responsible  manner  by  using  recently  available  financing  methods  designed 
to  provide  substantial  advantages  to  municipal  borrowers. 

2.  Subsection  (50)  and  the  Refunding  Bond  Enabling  Act  together  are 
referred  to  herein  as  the  "Enabling  Laws."  Subject  to  further  definition  in  this 
Ordinance,  (i)  notes  issued  under  the  Enabling  Laws  and  this  Ordinance,  in- 
cluding parity  notes  issued  pursuant  to  any  ordinance  supplemental  hereto,  are 
referred  to  herein  as  "Revenue  Notes"  or  "Refunding  Notes,"  as  the  case  may  be; 
and  (ii)  the  Revenue  Notes  and  the  Refunding  Bonds  are  collectively  referred  to 
herein  as  the  "Revenue  Obligations." 

3.  The  City  proposes  to  spend  the  proceeds  of  the  Revenue  Notes  after  the 
payment  of  Costs  of  Issuance  (as  defined  in  this  Ordinance)  and  the  creation  of 
necessary  reserves,  for  the  general  public  purposes  of  financing  the  Project 
Costs  of  The  Toll  Collection  Facilities.  The  proceeds  of  the  Revenue  Notes  may 
be  used  to  repay  to  the  City  amounts  expended  for  Project  Costs  of  the  Toll  Col- 
lection Facilities  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  the  Revenue  Obligations. 

4.  The  City  proposes  to  spend  the  proceeds  of  any  Refunding  Notes  hereby 
authorized  for  the  general  public  purposes  of  paying,  prepaying,  refinancing  or 
restructuring  the  debt  evidenced  by  the  Revenue  Notes  issued  pursuant  to  this 
Ordinance,  which  repayment  may  include  the  payment  of  any  premium  on  such 
obligations,  the  payment  of  Costs  of  Issuance  and  the  creation  of  reserve  funds 
for  the  Refunding  Notes,  including  reserves  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the 
Refunding  Notes. 

5.  In  addition  to  any  Revenue  Obligation  proceeds  which  may  be  available 
therefor,  the  Revenue  Obligations  shall  be  payable  solely  and  only  from  (i) 
revenues  derived  from  the  Project  Disposition  Agreement  (the  "Pledged 
Revenues"),  (ii)  amounts  in  any  reserve  fund  established  by  the  Board  of  Finance 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium  on,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the 
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Revenue  Obligations,  including  investment  earnings  on  any  such  fund  (to  the  ex- 
tent provided  by  the  Board  of  Finance),  (iii)  unexpended  proceeds  of  the  Revenue 
Obligations,  including  investment  earnings  on  such  proceeds  (to  the  extent  pro- 
vided by  the  Board  of  Finance),  and  (iv)  other  amounts  legally  available  therefor. 

6.  The  Revenue  Obligations  shall  not  ever  constitute  within  the  meaning  of 
any  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  otherwise  (i)  an  indebtedness  of  the 
City  or  any  other  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of  Maryland  within  the  mean- 
ing of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  or  (ii)  a  charge  against  the 
general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  City.  The  issuance  of  the  Revenue  Obliga- 
tions is  not  directly  or  indirectly  or  contingently  an  obligation,  moral  or  other- 
wise, of  the  State  of  Maryland  or  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  including 
the  City,  to  levy  or  pledge  any  form  of  taxation  for  their  payment. 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That, 
acting  pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Laws,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as 
follows: 

(A)  The  development  of  the  Toll  Collection  Facilities,  as  part  of  the  Tunnel 
and  the  Interstate  Highway,  is  critical  to  the  improvement  of  access  to  and  from 
the  Port  of  Baltimore.  Such  improved  access  will  increase  the  value  of  port  ac- 
tivities and  will  increase  the  usage  of  port  facilities. 

(B)  A  sale  of  the  Toll  Collection  Facilities  to  the  State  or  the  MTA  or  any  other 
agency  will  retain  to  the  City  all  of  the  benefits  derived  from  the  development  of 
such  facilities. 

(C)  The  issuance  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  will  permit  the  construction  of  the 
Tunnel  to  proceed  on  a  schedule  acceptable  to  the  City  and  the  MTA. 

(D)  The  Interstate  Highway,  of  which  the  Tunnel  is  the  critical  missing  ele- 
ment, is  essential  to  the  industrial  and  economic  development  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  by  improving  access  to  the  various  sections  of  Baltimore  City. 

(E)  The  financing  program  authorized  in  this  Ordinance  is  designed  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  certain  favorable  market  conditions.  Current  bond  nmrket  conditions 
are  unusual,  erratic,  and  unfavorable  in  comparison  to  historical  bond  market 
conditions.  An  inflexible  approach  to  borrowing  by  the  City  would  threaten  its 
ability  to  initiate  necessary  capital  projects  and  would  diminish  the  resources 
available  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  in  the  future.  A  flexi- 
ble approach  to  borrowing,  taking  advantage  of  demand  for  certain  short  term 
and  other  municipal  obligations  will  best  serve  the  interest  of  the  City. 

(F)  The  Board  of  Finance,  being  primarily  responsible  for  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  the  City's  certificates  of  indebtedness,  has  the  expertise  and  experience 
necessary  to  be  primarily  responsible  for  the  determination  of  matters  set  forth 
herein  to  be  within  its  jurisdiction.  The  market  for  revenue  obligations  of  the 
City  may  change  from  time  to  time  from  those  conditions  prevailing  at  the  time 
of  issuance  of  any  series  of  Revenue  Obligations  and  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  City  to  grant  broad  authority  and  flexibility  to  the  Board  of  Finance  in  con- 
nection with  the  issuance  of  the  Revenue  Obligations.

(G)  The  existence  of  a  growing  market  for  specially  structured  tax-exempt 
obligations,  as  for  example  (i)  structured  in  the  form  of  short  term  commercial 
paper,  (ii)  structured  as  bond  anticipation  notes  or  refunding  notes,  (iii)  tied  to  an 
interest  rate  or  rates  that  vary  with  a  defined  or  stated  indicator  or  index  or  com- 
binations thereof,  (iv)  utilizing  zero  coupon  bonds  or  compound  interest  bonds,  (v) 
issued  in  connection  with  a  sale  lease-back  transaction  or  a  financing  lease,  (vi) 
utilizing  letters  of  credit  or  lines  of  credit  and  (vii)  otherwise  structured  in  a  form 
then  responsive  to  the  market,  necessitates  the  establishment  of  procedures 
which  permit  the  City  to  utilize  such  a  market  for  its  obligations  in  addition  to  the 
traditional  tax-exempt  markets.  (The  structures  contemplated  in  this  paragraph 
are  referred  to  herein  as  the  "Market  Structures".)  In  addition,  the  imposition  of 
requirements  for  the  registration  of  all  tax-exempt  obligations  necessitates  the 
authorization  of  alternative  forms  of  registration  which  satisfy  applicable  laws 
while  permitting  for  some  degree  of  flexibility. 

(H)  Private,  negotiated  sales  are  the  primary  and  most  efficient  means  of 
marketing  short  term  obligations,  and  in  the  absence  of  a  determination  by  the 
Board  of  Finance  to  the  contrary  as  to  a  particular  issue  or  series,  sales  of 
Revenue  Obligations  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  on  a  negotiated  basis  are  in  the 
best  public  interest  and  will  result  in  the  lowest  cost  to  the  City. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(A)  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
Revenue  Obligations,  hereby  designated  "Project  Revenue  [or  Refunding]  Notes 
(Ft.  McHenry  Tunnel  Toll  Facilities  Project),"  which,  when  issued,  will  result  in 
receipt  by  the  City  (fnclusive  of  Costs  of  Issuance,  as  defined  herein)  of  not  ex- 
ceeding Twenty-five  Million  Dollars  ($25,000,000)  is  hereby  authorized  for  the 
general  public  purposes  of  financing  the  Project  Costs  of  the  Toll  Collection 
Facilities,  and  repaying  the  City  for  amounts,  expended  for  Project  Costs  of  the 
Toll  Collection  Facilities  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  the  Revenue  Obliga- 
tions. This  maximum  amount  may  consist  of  (i)  Revenue  Notes,  (ii)  Refunding 
Notes,  or  (iii)  any  combination  of  items  (i)  and  (ii)  above.  Any  Refunding  Notes 
issued  hereunder  to  refund  any  Revenue  Obligations  previously  issued  hereunder 
shall  replace  that  portion  of  the  authorized  amount  of  Revenue  Obligations 
previously  issued  and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  reduce  the  maximum  authorized 
amount  of  Revenue  Obligations  permitted  to  be  issued  hereunder. 

(B)  The  proceeds  of  the  Revenue  Obligations,  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes 
described  in  Section  3  of  this  Ordinance.  The  Revenue  Notes  or  the  Refunding 
Notes,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series,  and  each  such 
series  shall  be  identified  by  a  year  and  a  letter  designation,  so  that  the  first  series 
in  the  year  1984  (if  the  issuance  of  more  than  one  series  of  notes  or  bonds 
hereunder  is  then  contemplated)  shall  be  designated,  for  example,  "Project 
Revenue  Notes  (Ft.  McHenry  Tunnel  Toll  Facilities  Project),  Series  1984- A", 
unless  another  designation  is  determined  in  the  Administrative  Resolution.  The 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  Revenue  Obligations  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  this 
Ordinance  at  any  one  time  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the  Ad- 
ministrative Resolution.  The  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Finance  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  are  collectively  referred  to  herein  as  the  "Ad- 
ministrative Resolution". 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(A)  The  net  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  Revenue  Notes  authorized  to  be 
issued  and  sold  by  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  used  and  applied  for  the  public  pur- 
poses of  (i)  financing,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Project  Costs  of  the  Toll  Collection 
Facilities  (either  directly  or  by  repayment  to  the  City,  as  provided  in  this  Or- 
dinance); (ii)  funding  capitalized  interest  on  any  series  of  the  Revenue  Notes  to 
the  extent  deemed  necessary  and  in  accordance  with  any  limitation  on  the  period 
for  such  funding  establishment  by  law;  (iii)  paying  the  Costs  of  Issuance  of  any 
series  of  Revenue  Notes;  and  (iv)  funding  any  reserve  funds,  including  reserves 
for  the  Revenue  Notes  (to  the  extent  provided  by  the  Board  of  Finance),  created 
pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  and  the  Administrative  Resolution. 

(B)  The  net  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  Refunding  Notes  authorized  to  be 
issued  and  sold  by  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  used  and  applied  for  the  public  pur- 
poses of  (i)  refinancing,  restructuring,  refunding  or  renewing,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
from  time  to  time,  any  outstanding  Revenue  Notes  or  Refunding  Notes,  in- 
cluding the  payment  of  any  redemption  premium  thereon;  (ii)  paying  any 
redemption  premium  in  connection  with  obligations  being  refinanced  or  refunded 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  Refunding  Notes;  (iii)  paying  the  Costs  of  Issuance  of 
any  such  series  of  Refunding  Notes;  and  (iv)  funding  any  reserve  funds  for  the 
Refunding  Notes,  including  reserves  for  the  payment  of  interest  thereon  (to  the 
extent  provided  by  the  Board  of  Finance),  created  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance 
and  the  Administrative  Resolution. 

(C)  The  net  proceeds  of  any  series  of  Revenue  Obligations  may  be  used  to  reim- 
burse or  repay  to  the  City  or  any  fund  or  account  maintained  by  the  City  for 
funds  advanced  by  the  Director  of  Finance  pursuant  to  Article  VII,  Section  15(a) 
of  the  Charter  for  Project  Costs  on  Toll  Collection  Facilities. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(A)  Prior  to  the  delivery  of  any  series  of  Revenue  Obligations,  the  Board  of 
Finance  shall  adopt  the  Administrative  Resolution,  which  shall  prescribe,  subject 
to  the  Enabling  Laws  and  this  Ordinance,  (i)  the  principal  amount  of  Revenue 
Obligations  to  be  issued  as  a  series  at  any  one  time,  (ii)  the  date  of  issue  of  the 
series  of  Revenue  Obligations,  (iii)  the  interest  rat«  or  rates  to  be  borne  by  the 
series  of  Revenue  Obligations,  or  the  method  by  which  such  interest  rate  or  rates 
shall  be  computed,  including  the  establishment  of  linrutations  on  the  interest  rate 
or  rates,  beyond  which  further  approvals  of  the  Board  of  Finance  are  required, 
(iv)  the  time  periods  and  method  of  payment  of  interest  on  the  Revenue  Obliga- 
tions, (v)  the  redemption  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  series  of  Revenue  Obligations, 
(vi)  the  maturity  or  maturities  of  the  series  of  Revenue  Obligations,  (vii)  the 
denomination  or  denominations  of  any  Revenue  Obligations,  (viii)  the  form,  use 
of  registration  and  mechanics  for  payment  of  the  Revenue  Obligations,  and  (ix) 
any  other  terms  necessary  or  appropriate  to  reflect  any  matters  provided  in  the 
Administrative  Resolution. 

(B)  The  City  hereby  determines  that  under  facts  and  circumstances  now  ex- 
isting, it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  the  Revenue 
Notes  and  the  Refunding  Notes  by  private  negotiation,  unless  the  Board  of 
Finance  shall  determine  that  a  particular  issue  or  series  of  Revenue  Notes  or 
Refunding  Notes  shall  be  sold  by  competitive  bidding.  The  Board  of  Finance  is 
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hereby  authorized  to  determine  whether  a  particular  issue  or  series  of  Revenue 
Notes  or  Refunding  Notes  shall  be  sold  by  competitive  bidding  and  any  such 
determination  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  Administrative  Resolution  for  any  such 
issue  or  series  of  notes. 

(C)  The  Board  of  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  adopt  a  master  resolution 
under  which  procedures  are  established  to  facilitate  the  prompt  determination 
and  approval  of  one  or  more  of  the  matters  set  forth  above.  Such  procedures  may 
include  telephonic  approval  and  subsequent  telegraphic  or  written  confirmation 
of  one  or  more  of  such  matters  by  a  designated  officer  of  the  City  if  prescribed 
guidelines  or  parameters  set  forth  in  the  master  resolution  or  any  amendment 
thereto,  are  not  exceeded. 

(D)  The  Board  of  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  establish  a  procedure 
whereby  a  variable  or  floating  rate  or  rates  can  be  utilized  for  any  series  of 
Revenue  Obligations,  and  to  establish  any  necessary  relations  with  a  bank  or 
other  appropriate  institution  to  facilitate  the  payment  of  Revenue  Obligations, 
including  (without  limitation)  the  use  of  general  or  standby  letters  of  credit,  lines 
of  credit,  bond  insurance,  dennand  features,  revolving  loans  or  notes,  loan 
agreements,  back  up  loan  arrangements  or  notes  or  similar  arrangements  and 
combinations  thereof.  If  necessary,  the  Board  of  Finance  may  authorize  the  is- 
suance, with  or  without  immediate  formal  delivery,  of  a  parallel  series  of 
Revenue  Obligations  having  an  interest  rate  different  from  the  initial  series,  as  a 
means  of  effecting  a  credit  arrangement  with  a  bank  or  other  financial  institu- 
tion. 

(E)  The  Board  of  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  take  such  further  or  addi- 
tional actions  as  are  needed  (i)  to  permit  the  issuance  of  Revenue  Obligations  in 
the  nature  of  commercial  paper,  (ii)  to  permit  the  use  of  book-entry  obligations  or 
the  issuance  of  denominations  of  Revenue  Obligations  which  represent  Revenue 
Obligations  of  smaller  demonination  ("umbrella  certificates"),  or  the  use  of  any 
system  that  does  not  result  in  the  formal  delivery  of  an  instrument  to  each  holder 
of  a  Revenue  Obligation  or  owner  of  any  beneficial  or  partial  interest  therein,  or 
(iii)  to  utilize  other  Market  Structures  identified  in  this  Ordinance  or  then 
available. 

(F)  The  Board  of  Finance  may  establish  and  maintain,  or  authorize  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of,  a  system  of 
registration  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  which  satisfies  any  applicable  federal, 
state  or  local  laws.  Among  the  alternative  approaches  to  the  registration  require- 
ment which  the  Board  may  consider  are  systems  which  incorporate,  among  other 
considerations,  the  following: 

(i)  The  selection  of  agents  to  assist  the  Director  of  Finance  in  the  perform- 
ance of  functions  as  registrar  and  paying  agent  for  the  Revenue  Obligations,  in- 
cluding the  use  of  a  depository  or  depository  agent; 

(ii)  The  issuance  of  Revenue  Obligations  in  any  denomination  to  represent 
Revenue  Obligations  of  smaller  denomination; 

(iii)  The  insertion  of  a  date  of  actual  issuance  of  a  Revenue  Obligation; 

(iv)  The  use  of  a  variety  of  formats  or  a  standardized  size  and  format  for 
the  Revenue  Obligations,  and  where  authorized,  facsimile  signatures  only; 
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(v)  The  establishment  of  a  record  date  for  determining  ownership  of  the 
Revenue  ObHgations,  in  conjunction  with  an  established  interest  payment  date; 

(vi)  Provisions  for  the  amendment,  discontinuance  or  reinstatement  of  a 
system; 

(vii)  Conversions  of  a  system  to  some  other  system  which  does  not  adverse- 
ly affect  the  exemption  of  interest  paid  on  the  Revenue  Obligation  from  federal 
income  taxation; 

(viii)  Adoption  by  an  officer  of  the  City  of  the  signature  of  a  predecessor  in 
office  as  his  own  signature; 

(ix)  Provisions  and  benefits  of  any  state  legislation  hereinafter  adopted 
that  relates  to  the  registration  of  obligations;  and 

(x)  Procedures  under  which  costs  of  the  registration  system  are  assessed  or 
assumed. 

(G)  The  Board  may  authorize  the  use  of  a  depository  agent  or  transfer  agent, 
subject  to  such  rules  of  eligibility  as  the  Board  may  establish,  including  Securities 
and  Exchange  Commission  transfer  agent  turnaround  rules,  to  hold  blank  or  pre- 
printed certificates,  maintain  records  of  ownership  in  umbrella  certificates  or 
maintain  a  book-entry  system  under  which  no  certificates  or  instruments  are 
delivered. 

(H)  If  any  official  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  any  series  of  the  Revenue 
Obligations  shall  cease  to  be  such  official  prior  to  the  delivery  of  any  series  of 
Revenue  Obligations,  or,  in  the  event  any  such  official  whose  signature  shall  ap- 
pear on  any  series  of  Revenue  Obligations  shall  have  become  such  after  the  date 
of  issue  thereof,  the  Revenue  Obligations  of  such  series  shall  nevertheless  be 
valid  and  legally  binding  obligations  of  the  City  in  accordance  with  their  terms. 

(I)  The  Revenue  Obligations  shall  be  fully  registered  as  to  both  principal  and  in- 
terest in  the  name  or  names  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  on  books  kept  for 
such  purpose  at  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  City  Hall, 
Baltimore,  Maryland  21202  or  at  such  other  office  and  in  such  other  manner  as 
the  Board  of  Finance  may  authorize  which  is  consistent  with  applicable  law.  The 
principal  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  Director 
of  Finance  of  the  City,  unless  a  different  place  of  payment  is  established  by 
resolution  of  the  Board  of  Finance.  The  interest  on  the  Revenue  Obligations  shall 
be  payable  by  the  City  by  check  or  draft  mailed  to  the  registered  owners  thereof 
at  their  respective  addresses  as  they  appear  on  the  registration  books  of  the  City 
for  the  Revenue  Obligations.  The  Board  of  Finance  by  resolution  may  alter  the 
method  of  payment  of  either  prinicipal  or  interest,  or  both. 

(J)  The  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such 
changes  in  the  form  of  Revenue  Obligations  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  to  effect 
the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance  or  to  comply  with  recommendations  of  legal 
counsel,  and  the  Director  of  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  further 
modifications  in  such  form  as  will  not  alter  the  substance  of  such  form,  all  such 
modifications  to  be  in  accordance  with  and  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  the 
Enabling  Laws. 
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(K)  Except  as  provided  hereinafter  or  in  ordinances  or  resolutions  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  any 
series  of  Revenue  Obligations,  or  in  resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Finance  (to  the 
extent  authorized  by  this  Ordinance),  all  Revenue  Obligations  shall  be  substan- 
tially in  the  following  form,  with  appropriate  insertions  as  therein  indicated  or  as 
otherwise  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance  and  with  such  modifications  as  may 
be  appropriate  for  Refunding  Notes,  which  form  is  hereby  adopted  by  the  City 
and  all  of  the  covenants  and  conditions  therein  contained  are  hereby  made  bind- 
ing upon  the  City,  including  the  promise  to  pay  therein  contained:

(L)  The  Administrative  Resolution  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  an  administrative 
nature  and  shall  take  effect  on  and  from  the  date  of  its  passage. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(A)  The  Revenue  Obligations  (i)  shall  be  payable  solely  and  only  from  (1) 
Pledged  Revenues,  (2)  amounts  in  any  reserve  fund  established  by  the  Board  of 
Finance  for  payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium  on,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the 
Revenue  Obligations,  including  any  investment  earnings  on  any  such  fund  (to  the 
extent  provided  by  the  Board  of  Finance),  (3)  unexpended  proceeds  of  the 
Revenue  Obligations,  including  investment  earnings  on  such  proceeds  (to  the  ex- 
tent provided  by  the  Board  of  Finance),  and  (4)  other  amounts  legally  available 
therefor,  and  (ii)  shall  not  ever  constitute  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitu- 
tional or  charter  provision  or  otherwise  (a)  an  indebtedness  of  the  City  or  any 
other  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of  Maryland  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland,  or  (b)  a  charge  against  the  general 
credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  City.  The  issuance  of  the  Revenue  Obligations 
shall  not  constitute  (directly,  indirectly  or  contingently)  an  obligation,  moral  or 
otherwise,  of  the  State  of  Maryland  or  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  in-

eluding  the  City,  to  levy  or  pledge  any  form  of  taxation  whatever  therefor  for 
their  payment. 

(B)  The  Pledged  Revenues,  amounts  in  any  reserve  funds  established  by  the 
Board  of  Finance  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium  on,  if  any,  and  in- 
terest on  the  Revenue  Obligations,  including  investment  earnings  on  any  such 
fund  (to  the  extent  provided  by  the  Board  of  Finance),  and  unexpended  proceeds 
of  the  Revenue  Obligations,  including  investment  earnings  on  such  proceeds  (the 
"Pledged  Amounts")  are  hereby  pledged  by  the  City  to  secure  the  repayment  of 
the  principal  of,  premium  on,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Revenue  Obligations, 
subject  to  such  limitations  and  restrictions  as  are  established  by  the  Board  of 
Finance,  The  City  represents  and  warrants  that  the  Pledged  Amounts  will  be 
free  and  clear  of  any  pledge,  lien,  charge  or  encumbrance  thereon  or  with  respect 
thereto  prior  to,  or  of  equal  rank  with,  the  pledge  created  by  this  Ordinance.  The 
City  covenants  and  agrees  that  it  shall  at  all  times,  to  the  extent  permitted  by 
law,  defend,  preserve  and  protect  the  pledge  of  the  Pledged  Amounts,  and  all  the 
rights  of  the  holders  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  under  this  Ordinance  and  the 
Administrative  Resolution  against  all  claims  and  demands  of  all  persons  whom- 
soever. 

(C)  The  Board  of  Finance  may,  in  the  Administrative  Resolution,  establish  such 
arrangements  or  create  such  security  devices  as  are  appropriate  to  implement 
the  pledge  and  encumbrance  of  the  Pledged  Revenues,  subject  to  the  Enabling 
Laws  and  this  Ordinance. 

(D)  UPON  PAYMENT  IN  FULL  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF,  PREMIUM  ON, 
IF  ANY,  AND  INTEREST  ON  THE  REVENUE  OBLIGATIONS,  AND  PAY- 
MENT OF  ALL  PROJECT  COSTS  AND  COSTS  OF  ISSUANCE,  ANY  RE- 
MAINING PLEDGED  REVENUES  SHALL  BE  PAJD  OVER  TO  THE 
GENERAL  FUND  OF  THE  CITY. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  Board  of  Finance  may  establish 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  or  the  Pledged  Revenues  or  any 
other  amounts  whatsoever,  one  or  more  reserve  funds  for  the  Revenue  Obliga- 
tions, including  (without  limitation)  a  Debt  Service  Reserve  Fund,  which  fund  or 
funds  may  be  pledged  to  the  payment  of  principal  of,  prenruum  on,  if  any,  and  in- 
terest on  such  notes  and  bonds  in  the  event  that  the  Pledged  Amounts  for  any 
year  are  insufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium  on,  if  any,  and  interest  on 
the  Revenue  Obligations  for  such  year.  This  section  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
preclude  establishment  of  other  reserve  funds,  the  amounts  in  which  are  not 
Pledged  Amounts,  in  connection  with  the  Revenue  Obligations. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  City  shall  not,  except  as  provided 
in  the  Administrative  Resolution,  directly  or  indirectly  extend  or  assent  to  the 
extension  of  the  maturity  of  any  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  or  the  time  of  pay- 
ment of  any  of  the  coupons  or  claims  for  interest  on  such  Revenue  Obligations. 
Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  deemed  to  limit  the  right  of  the  City  to  issue 
Refunding  Obligations  and  such  issuance  shall  not  be  deemed  to  constitute  an  ex- 
tension of  maturity  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  or  an  extension  of  the  time  of 
payment  of  any  coupons  or  claims  for  interest  on  the  Revenue  Obligations. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  not 
amend,  seek  to  amend  or  have  amended  any  existing  law,  the  City  Charter  or

current  City  procedures  in  any  manner  which  would  cause  the  covenants  of  the 
City  contained  in  this  Ordinance  to  be  abrogated  or  breached.  The  City 
recognizes  and  acknowledges  that  its  covenants  with  the  holders  of  any  Revenue 
Obligations  are  binding  upon  the  City  notwithstanding  any  change  in  applicable 
law,  the  Charter  or  current  City  procedures. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  unless  otherwise  authorized  under  ap- 
plicable law,  all  Revenue  Obligations  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  manual  or  facsimile 
signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  of  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City  and 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  shall  be  imprinted  thereon,  attested  by  the  manual 
signature  of  the  Custodian  or  the  Alternate  Custodian  of  the  Seal  of  the  City. 
However,  if  the  Board  of  Finance  finds  that  the  nature  of  a  transaction  requires 
the  use  of  a  different  manner  of  executing  the  Revenue  Obligations  which  is 
nonetheless  authorized  under  applicable  law,  the  Board  may  by  resolution 
establish  a  procedure  to  permit  the  use  of  uncertificated  Revenue  Obligations,  in- 
cluding book-entry  or  umbrella  certificates,  or  to  permit  the  trustee  for  the 
Revenue  Obligations,  or  a  responsible  trust  company  or  other  duly  authorized 
trustee,  depository,  issuing  agent  or  paying  agent,  to  maintain  an  inventory  of 
blank  Revenue  Obligations  previously  imprinted  and  signed,  available  for 
delivery  to  purchasers  of  Revenue  Obligations  under  conditions  which  require 
prompt  action  and  delivery. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the 
Revenue  Obligations  shall  be  paid  to  the  Director  of  Finance  for  immediate 
deposit  with  the  Trustees  for  the  Revenue  Obligations.  The  Trustee  shall  invest 
and  disburse  such  proceeds  in  accordance  with  the  Enabling  Laws,  this  Or- 
dinance and  the  Administrative  Resolution. 

Upon  presentation  to  the  Trustee  of  the  appropriate  vouchers  therefor,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Administrative  Resolution,  the  Trustee  shall  pay,  from  the  proceeds 
of  each  series  of  Revenue  Obligations  in  his  hands,  all  expenses  incurred  in  the  is- 
suance of  such  series  of  notes  or  bonds,  including,  without  limitation,  costs  of 
engraving,  printing,  advertising,  attorneys'  fees,  underwriting  discount,  place- 
ment fees,  consultants'  fees,  bond  insurance  fees,  rating  agency  fees,  initial  fees 
for  letters  of  credit  or  lines  of  credit,  initial  fees  of  the  Trustee  (as  hereinafter 
defined)  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  connected  therewith  (collectively  re- 
ferred to  herein  as  the  "Costs  of  Issuance").  Nothing  shall  prevent  the  payment 
by  the  City  of  any  underwriting  discount  or  placement  fee  payable  in  connection 
with  any  series  of  Revenue  Obligations  by  the  deduction  by  the  underwriters  or 
placement  agents  of  an  amount  equal  to  the  discount  or  placement  fee  from  the 
offering  price  of  such  series  of  Revenue  Obligations. 

The  Trustee  shall  credit  to  a  special  account  on  its  books  the  amount,  if  any,  of 
the  proceeds  of  each  series  of  Revenue  Obligations  designated  as  capitalized  in- 
terest on  such  series  of  obligations. 

Prior  to  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  any  series  of  Revenue  Obligations,  the 
same  or  any  part  thereof  may  be  invested  by  the  Trustee,  in  accordance  with  the 
Administrative  Resolution  and  within  any  limitation  and  in  the  manner  provided 
by  law.  Upon  presentation  to  the  Trustee  of  appropriate  requests  therefor,  as 
provided  in  the  Administrative  Resolution,  the  Trustee  shall  pay  to  the  Director 
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of  Finance  from  the  proceeds  of  any  series  of  Revenue  Obligations,  amounts  for 
any  of  the  purposes  specified  in  this  Ordinance  and  in  the  Administrative  Resolu- 
tion. 

Sec.  11.  Ajid  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  authority  is  hereby  conferred  on  the 
Board  of  Finance,  to  take  the  following  actions  and  to  make  the  following  com- 
mitments on  behalf  of  the  City: 

(1)  to  determine  and  set  forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions  (including  redemp- 
tion provisions  and  sinking  fund  requirements,  if  any),  manner  or  method  of  issu- 
ing and  selling  (including  negotiated  or  competitive  bid  sale)  and  the  time  or 
times  of  issuance  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Revenue  Obligations; 

(2)  to  prepare  and  distribute,  in  conjunction  with  the  prospective  underwriters 
or  placement  agents,  if  any,  for  the  Revenue  Obligations,  preliminary  and  final 
official  statements  or  placement  memoranda  or  circulars  as  the  Board  of  Finance 
deems  necessary  and  appropriate  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  the  Revenue 
Obligations;  provided,  however,  that  any  such  preliminary  official  statements  or 
placement  memoranda  or  circulars  shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  they 
are  subject  to  completion  and  amendment; 

(3)  to  determine  the  dates,  times  and  places  when  an  underwriting  or  place- 
ment agreement  or  purchase  contract  shall  be  subniitted  by  the  underwriters  or 
placement  agents  for  the  Revenue  Obligations  or  purchasers  of  the  Revenue 
Obligations,  such  underwriting  or  placement  agreement  or  purchase  contract  to 
specify  the  interest  rate  or  rates  proposed  to  be  paid  on  the  Revenue  Obligations 
or  the  method  of  computing  interest  rates,  the  price  at  which  such  Revenue 
Obligations  are  to  be  sold  to  such  underwriters,  placement  agents  or  purchasers, 
and  such  other  matters  as  the  underwriters,  placement  agents  or  purchasers  and 
the  Board  of  Finance  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  in  order  to  effect  the  sale 
and  delivery  of  the  Revenue  Obligations; 

(4)  to  determine  the  interest  rate  or  rates  to  be  paid  by  the  City  on  the  Revenue 
Obligations  in  accordance  with  the  proposed  underv^iting  or  placement  agree- 
ment or  purchase  contract  submitted  by  the  underwriters  or  placement  agents 
for  the  Revenue  Obligations  or  purchasers  of  the  Revenue  Obligations; 

(5)  to  appoint,  as  the  Board  of  Finance  deems  necessary  and  appropriate,  a 
bank  having  trust  powers,  or  a  trust  company,  as  trustee  for  the  Revenue  Obliga- 
tions (The  "Trustee"); 

(6)  to  approve  the  form  of  trust  agreements  between  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
(which  may  be  the  Administrative  Resolution),  which  trust  agreements  may  (i) 
pledge  or  assign  all  or  any  part  of  the  security  for  the  Revenue  Obligations  so 
long  as  such  provisions  are  consistent  with  the  covenants  contained  in  this 
Ordinance  and  the  Administrative  Resolution,  (ii)  contain  reasonable  and  proper 
provisions  for  the  protection  and  enforcement  of  the  rights  and  remedies  of  the 
holders  of  the  Revenue  Obligations,  (iii)  set  forth  the  rights  and  remedies  of  the 
holders  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  and  any  Trustee  and  may  restrict  the  in- 
dividual right  of  action  by  the  holders  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  and  (iv)  contain 
whatever  other  provisions  are  deemed  reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of 
the  holders  of  the  Revenue  Obligations; 
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(7)  to  approve  the  form  of  any  agreements  with  a  depository  or  transfer  agent 
or  registrar  agent;  and 

(8)  to  approve  the  form  of  any  agreement  by  the  terms  of  which  the  City 
derives  or  will  derive  Pledged  Revenues,  including  the  Project  Disposition 
Agreement. 

The  Board  of  Finance  shall  perform  any  and  all  actions  necessary  or  deemed 
appropriate  by  such  Board  in  order  to  effect  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Revenue 
Obligations  in  accordance  with  and  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  and  the  under- 
writing or  placement  agreements  or  purchase  contracts  for  the  Revenue  Obliga- 
tions. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Revenue 
Obligations,  the  Board  of  Finance,  unless  the  City  shall  otherwise  prescribe,  may 
determine  by  resolution: 

(1)  the  provisions  of  trust  between  the  City  and  the  Trustee; 

(2)  the  manner  of  execution,  authentication,  registration  and  transfer  of  the 
Revenue  Obligations; 

(3)  provisions  for  authentication  and  delivery  of  the  Revenue  Obligations; 

(4)  the  terms  of  any  private  insurance,  public  insurance  or  any  other  security 
for  the  Revenue  Obligations; 

(5)  provisions  for  creation,  holding  and  disbursement  of  any  funds  and  accounts 
to  be  held  by  the  Trustee  or  the  Director  of  Finance; 

(6)  provisions  for  the  obtaining,  securing  application  and  use  of  the  Pledged 
Revenues  and  the  Pledged  Amounts; 

(7)  provisions  for  the  security  for  and  investment  of  moneys  held  by  the 
Trustee  or  the  Director  of  Finance; 

(8)  the  details  of  the  procedure  for  any  redemption  of  the  Revenue  Obligations; 

(9)  remedies  for  holders  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  in  the  event  of  default; 

(10)  the  duties,  rights  and  immunities  of  the  Trustee; 

(11)  the  manner  of  execution  of  instruments  by  holders  of  the  Revenue  Obliga- 
tions and  the  method  of  proof  of  ownership  of  the  Revenue  Obligations; 

(12)  provisions  for  modification  of  this  Ordinance,  including  amendment  of  this 
Ordinance  to  increase  the  aggregate  amount  of  Revenue  Obligations  authorized 
hereunder; 

(13)  provisions  for  defeasance  of  the  Revenue  Obligations; 

(14)  the  forms  of  the  Revenue  Obligations,  coupons  and  the  Trustee's  authen- 
tication certificate;  and 

(15)  such  other  matters  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  securi- 
ty, sale  and  payment  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate 
by  the  Board  of  Finance. 
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Any  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  of  an  administrative  nature. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  Board  of  Finance  may  by  resolu- 
tion approve  the  renewal,  restructuring,  extension  or  modification  of  the  terms 
of  the  Revenue  Obligations,  without  the  formal  issuance  of  Refunding  Obliga- 
tions, and  with  the  benefit  of  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance,  provided  such  action  is 
otherwise  consistent  with  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance.  In  connection  with  the  is- 
suance of  the  Revenue  Obligations,  the  City  may  find  it  necessary  or  appropriate 
to  purchase  the  Revenue  Obligations  and  hold  them  for  resale  rather  than  to  have 
such  purchase  serve  as  a  redemption  of  the  Revenue  Obligations.  The  Board  of 
Finance  may  provide  for  such  purchase,  include  any  appropriate  provisions  in  the 
form  of  Revenue  Obligation  to  that  effect,  and  provide  that  purchase  of  the 
Revenue  Obligations  by  the  City  shall  not  be  deemed  a  redemption  unless  other- 
wise indicated  by  the  City  by  cancellation  of  the  Revenue  Obligation  or  other- 
wise. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  Board  of  Finance  may,  prior  to 
the  implementation  of  any  financing  program  described  herein,  select  and  retain 
legal  counsel  to  assist  in  the  establishment  of  the  program  and  to  perform  such 
services  as  are  necessary  or  desirable  in  connection  therewith. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  although  this  Ordinance  provides 
for,  and  the  Administration  Resolution  shall  provide  for,  a  pledge  of  the  Pledged

other  obhgations  to  the  credit  of  any  account  of  the  City  which  may  be  deemed  to 
be  proceeds  of  the  series  of  Revenue  Obligations  pursuant  to  Section  103(c)  or 
the  Arbitrage  Regulations  (collectively,  "Revenue  Obligation  Proceeds").  The 
City  covenants  with  each  of  the  holders  of  any  of  the  Revenue  Obligations  that  (i) 
the  facts,  estimates  and  circumstances  set  forth  in  the  Section  103(c)  Certificate 
will  be  based  on  the  City's  reasonable  expectations  on  the  date  of  issuance  of  the 
series  of  Revenue  Obligations  and  will  be,  to  the  best  of  the  certifying  officials' 
knowledge,  true  and  correct,  as  of  that  date. 

The  City  covenants  with  each  of  the  holders  of  any  of  the  Revenue  Obligations 
that  it  will  not  make,  or  (to  the  extent  that  it  exercises  control  or  direction)  per- 
mit to  be  made,  any  use  of  the  Revenue  Obligation  Proceeds  which  would  cause 
the  Revenue  Obligations  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
103(c)  and  the  Arbitrage  Regulations.  The  City  further  covenants  that  it  will 
comply  with  Section  103(c)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended, 
and  the  regulations  thereunder  which  are  applicable  to  the  Revenue  Obligations 
on  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  notes  and  which  may  subsequently  lawfully  be 
made  applicable  to  the  Revenue  Obligations.

FINDINGS  AND  DECLARATIONS 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  finds  and  declares.  That 

1.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  has  engaged  in  an  ex- 
tensive program  of  economic  and  urban  development  and  redevelopment, 

2.  An  integral  part  of  this  program  has  been  the  establishment  of  tourist  at- 
tractions and  facilities,  including,  without  limitation,  the  construction  of  the  Con- 
vention Center,  financial  assistance  and  other  aid  for  Development  of  new  hotel 
accommodations  and  for  the  renovation  of  existing  hotel  accommodations. 

3.  The  existence  of  a  number  of  teams  engaged  in  professional  sports  within 
Baltimore  City  has  had  a  salutary  effect  on  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
City  and  contributed  substantially  both  directly  and  indirectly,  to  the  economic 
development  and  general  welfare  of  Baltimore  City. 
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4.  It  is  in  the  furtherance  of  the  public  interest  that  such  teams  continue  to 
operate  in  Baltimore  City  and  represent  the  City  in  the  several  leagues  or 
associations  devoted  to  professional  sports. 

5.  Irreparable  harm  and  injury  would  result  to  the  City  if  it  were  to  lose  the 
team  representing  the  City  in  the  National  Football  League. 

6.  The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  National  Football  League  prohibit 
municipal  ownership  and  operation  of  a  National  Football  League  franchise,  but 
does  not  preclude  the  City  from  acquiring  the  franchise  and  all  rights  incidental 
thereto  and  transferring  the  same  to  private  entities. 

7.  It  is  necessary  for  the  City  to  acquire  the  National  Football  League  franchise 
rights  now  owned  or  exercised  by  the  Baltimore  Colts,  as  well  as  all  other  mat- 
ters and  things  necessary  and  appropriate  to  the  ownership  and  operation  of 
such  a  franchise,  in  order  that  they  may  be  transferred  to  an  entity  which  will 
assure  the  City  of  continued  representation  in  the  National  Football  League. 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  City  is  authorized  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  condemnation  and  to  dispose  of 
any  and  all  of  the  following  incidents  of  ownership  and  operation  of  any  entity  or 
entities  (collectively  the  "Entity")  franchised  by  the  National  Football  League  to 
operate  a  professional  football  club  in  Baltimore  City,  where  the  Entity  has  in 
fact  operated  such  a  football  club  in  Baltimore  City  from  or  after  January  1, 
1983: 

1.  Franchise  and  other  rights  granted  by  the  National  Football  League  to  the 
Entity; 

2.  All  contract  rights  of  the  Entity  including,  without  limitation,  contracts  for 
personal  services;  and  contracts  for  provision  of  goods  and  services  to  the  Entity 
or  from  the  Entity; 

3.  All  licenses,  easements,  grants,  and  negotiating  rights  belonging  to  the 
Entity; 

4.  All  indicia  of  ownership  including,  without  limitation,  shares  of  stock, 
general  partnership  interests  and  limited  partnership  interests  in  the  Entity; 

5.  All  leases,  agreements  and  rights  in  real  property  used  or  useful  in  the 
operation  of  a  National  Football  League  and  owned  by  the  Entity; 

6.  All  other  rights  and  interests  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever  necessary 
and  appropriate  to  the  ownership  and  operation  of  a  National  Football  League 
professional  football  club,  owned  by  the  Entity  or  to  which  the  Entity  may  have  a 
future  claim  or  right. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City,  or  such 
other  person  authorized  by  law,  shall  exercise  the  power  hereby  granted  in  the 
manner  provid^ed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the  event  it  be  judicially  deter- 
mined, that  any  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  part  in  or 
of  this  ordinance,  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstance,  is  in- 
valid, the  remaining  provisions  and  the  application  of  such  provisions  to  other 
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persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the  remaining  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  without  the  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section 
or  part  of  the  application  thereof  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

1964  revised  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  as  amended;  and 

Whereas,  the  additional  sum  here  appropriated  is  for  a  new  program  which 
could  not  reasonably  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  formulation  of  the  proposed 
Ordinance  of  Estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1984,  in  accordance 
with  Article  VI,  Section  2(hX3)  of  said  Charter;  and 

Whereas,  the  supplementary  general  fund  appropriation  ordained  here  has 
been  recommended  to  the  City  Council  by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  said  recom- 
mendation having  been  made  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said  Board  held  on  the  15th 
day  of  February,  1984,  all  in  accordance  with  Article  VI,  Section  2(hX3)  of  said 
Charter. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  VI,  Section  2(hX3)  of  the  1964  Revision  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars 
($230,000)  shall  be  made  available  to  the  Department  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  as  a  supplementary  general  fund  appropriation  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1984,  for  the  purpose  of  management  of  leased  property 
located  at  118  North  Howard  Street  and  300-302  West  Fayette  Street.  The 
amount  thus  made  available  as  a  supplementary  general  fund  appropriation  shall 
be  expended  from  surplus  general  funds  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  carried  over  from  the  preceding  budget  year;  and  said  funds  from  the 
said  surplus  shall  be  the  source  of  revenue  for  this  supplementary  general  fund 
appropriation,  as  required  by  Article  VI,  Section  2  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter 
(1964  Revision  as  amended). 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS- 
(CANTON  HOUSE  LIMITED  PARTNERSHIP  FACILITY) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $1,250,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of  Ar- 
ticle II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  Canton 
House  Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland  limited  partnership,  of  a  certain  facili- 
ty in  Baltimore  City  consisting  of  the  acquisition  of  approximately  1/20  acre  of 
real  property  located  at  300  Water  Street,  corner  of  South  Street  in  Baltimore 
City,  the  renovation  of  an  approximately  20,000  square  foot  building  thereon 
known  as  the  "Canton  House",  and  the  purchase  and  installation  of  certain 
machinery,  equipment  and  other  improvements  therein,  to  be  owned  by  Can- 
ton House  Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland  limited  partnership,  and  leased  to 
David  Cordish  and  Associates,  a  Maryland  general  partnership,  for  use  as  of- 
fice space  in  its  business  of  real  estate  development,  to  Cordish  and  Cordish, 
attorneys  at  law,  for  use  as  office  space  in  its  legal  profession,  and  to  various 
other  tenants  whose  identities  are  presently  unknown  for  use  as  office  space  in 
their  respective  businesses;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the 
City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  date  February  10,  1984  and  the  supplemen- 
tal letter  of  intent  dated  March  7,  1984  from  David  S.  Cordish,  prospective 
general  partner  of  Canton  House  Limited  Partnership,  to  the  City;  making 
certain  legislative  findings;  RESERVING  IN  THE  CITY  CERTAIN  RIGHTS 
CONCERNING  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  SUCH  BONDS;  authorizing  and  em- 
powering the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds,  to 

(a)  APPROVE  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  SUCH  BONDS.  (B)  prescribe,  among 
other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method 
of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and 
the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and 

(b)  (C)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  Canton  House  Limited 
Partnership  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coor- 
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dinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  con- 
nection with  the  completion  of  such  facility;  providing  that  such  bonds  (or  bond 
anticipation  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds)  must  be 
issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by 
the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as 
provided  in  this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of 
the  issuance  of  such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determin- 
ing various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such 
bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  February  10,  1984  and  the  sup- 
plemental letter  of  intent  dated  March  7,  1984  (collectively,  the  "Letters  of  In- 
tent") from  David  S.  Cordish,  prospective  general  partner  of  Canton  House 
Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland  limited  partnership  (the  "Borrower"),  pursuant 
to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the  financing  of 
the  costs  of  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City, 
Maryland  (the  "Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  economic  development 
revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,250,000  (the 
"Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs 
of  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of  land  containing  approximately  1/20 
acre  located  at  300  Water  Street,  corner  of  South  Street  in  Baltimore  City,  (b) 
the  renovation  of  an  approximately  20,000  square  foot  building  thereon,  known 
as  the  "Canton  House",  consisting  of  office  space,  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installa- 
tion in  such  building  of  any  or  all  machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  or  all  other 
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improvements  therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the 
operation  thereof,  and  (d)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land  as  may  be 
necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access, 
utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities.  Upon  completion,  the 
Facility  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  and  leased  to  (a)  David  Cordish  and 
Associates,  a  Maryland  general  partnership,  for  use  as  office  space  in  its  business 
of  real  estate  development,  (b)  Cordish  and  Cordish,  attorneys  at  law,  for  use  as 
office  space  in  its  legal  profession,  and  (c)  various  other  tenants  whose  identities 
are  presently  unknown  for  use  as  office  space  in  their  respective  businesses. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  I.Beit  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  allowing  the  Borrower  to  maintain  its  commercial 
operations  in  Baltimore  City. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $1,250,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Facility. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letters  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  THE  CITY  INTENDS  THAT  THE 
ENACTMENT  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE  SHALL  BE  AND  CONSTITUTE  "OF- 
FICIAL ACTION"  WITHIN  THE  MEANING  OF  SECTION  L103-8(AX5)  OF 
THE  INCOME  TAX  REGULATIONS  PRESCRIBED  BY  THE  UNITED 
STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  TREASURY  PURSUANT  TO  SECTION  103  OF 
THE  INTERNAL  REVENUE  CODE  OF  1954,  AS  AMENDED.  THE  CITY 
AND  THE  BORROWER  CONTEMPLATE  THAT,  UPON  THE  EFFEC- 
TIVENESS OF  THIS  ORDINANCE,  THE  BORROWER  MAY  COMMENCE 
THE  ACQUISITION  OF  THE  FACILITY  PRIOR  TO  THE  ISSUANCE,  SALE 
AND  DELIVERY  OF  THE  BONDS;  PROVIDED,  HOWEVER  THAT  IF  THE 
BORROWER  PROCEEDS  WITH  THE  ACQUISITION  OF  THE  FACILITY 
PRIOR  TO  THE  ADOPTION  OF  A  RESOLUTION  BY  THE  BOARD,  AS 
DESCRIBED  IN  SECTION  5(A)  BELOW,  THE  BORROWER  DOES  SO  AT 
ITS  OWN  RISK. 

SECTION  4.  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED,  THAT  THE  CITY 
RESERVES  THE  RIGHT,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION,  TO 
TAKE  ANY  ACTIONS  DEEMED  NECESSARY  BY  THE  CITY  IN  ORDER 
TO  INSURE  THAT  THE  CITY  (A)  COMPLIES  WITH  PRESENT  FEDERAL 
AND  STATE  LAWS  AND  ANY  PENDING  OR  FUTURE  FEDERAL  OR 
STATE  LEGISLATION,  WHETHER  PROPOSED  OR  ENACTED,  WHICH 
MAY  RESTRICT  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 
BONDS,  AND  (B)  ISSUES  ITS  BONDS  (WITHIN  THE  MEANING  OF  THE 
ENABLING  LAW  AND  ANY  PRESENT  OR  FUTURE  STATE  AND  LOCAL 
LAWS),  WITHIN  THE  LIMITS  IMPOSED  BY  ANY  SUCH  PRESENT  LAWS 
OR  ANY  SUCH  PENDING  OR  FUTURE  LEGISLATION  OR  ANY  FUTURE 
LOCAL  LAWS,  TO  FINANCE  THOSE  FACILITIES  WHICH  THE  CITY 
DETERMINES,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION,  WILL  PRO- 
VIDE THE  GREATEST  BENEFIT  TO  THE  CITY. 

PURSUANT  TO  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THIS  SECTION  4.  THE  CUT 
RESERVES  THE  RIGHT,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION, 
TO,  AMONG  OTHER  THINGS,  (1)  NEVER  ISSUE  THE  BONDS,  (2)  ISSUE 
ONLY  A  PORTION  OF  THE  AGGREGATE  PRINCIPAL  AMOUNT  OF  THE 
BONDS  REQUESTED  BY  THE  APPLICANT,  (3)  RESTRICT  THE  USE  OF 
THE  PROCEEDS  OF- THE  BONDS,  (4)  DELAY  INDEFINITELY  THE  IS- 
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SUANCE  OF  THE  BONDS,  OR  (5)  TAKE  ANY  OTHER  ACTIONS  DEEMED 
NECESSARY  BY  THE  CITY,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION, 
IN  ORDER  TO  INSURE  THAT  THE  CITY  ACHIEVES  THE  GOALS  SET 
FORTH  IN  THE  PRECEDING  PARAGRAPH. 

IN  ADDITION,  IN  THE  EVENT  THAT  ANY  PRESENT  LAW  OR  ANY 
PENDING  OR  FUTURE  LEGISLATION  LIMITS  OR  WOULD  LIMIT  (BY  A 
VOLUME  CAP  OR  OTHERWISE)  THE  CITY'S  ABILITY  TO  ISSUE  BONDS 
OR  OTHER  OBLIGATIONS,  THE  INTEREST  PAYABLE  ON  WHICH  IS  TO 
BE  EXEMPT  FROM  FEDERAL  INCOME  TAXATION,  THE  CITY 
RESERVES  THE  RIGHT  TO  CHOOSE  TO  ISSUE  ITS  BONDS  (WITHIN  THE 
MEANING  OF  THE  ENABLING  LAW  AND  Am'  PRESENT  OR  FUTURE 
STATE  AND  LOCAL  LAWS)  FOR  FACILITIES  OTHER  THAN  THE 
FACILITY.  IN  SUCH  ORDER  OF  PRIORITY  AS  IT  MAY  DETERMINE  IN 
ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION. 

Sec.  4  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  EnabUng  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(A)  APPROVE  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  THE  BONDS; 

(a)  (B)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(b)  (C)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  &  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or 
similar  agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agree- 
ment, as  provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust 
agreement  or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper 
for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

ic)  (D)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City 
(other  than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under 
which  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(<i)  (E)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  ^6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  nego- 
tiable, payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely 
by  a  pledge  of  (1)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or 
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other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,

all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  %1.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  ?  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  trust  agreement  or 
other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its 
behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise 
reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual 
signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature 
shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid 
documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  cer- 
tificates as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  8  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  9  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is 
intended  and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to 
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the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the 
Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(A)  APPROVE  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  SUCH  BOND  ANTICIPATION  NOTES; 

(a)  (B)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  pro- 
visions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(b)  (C)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or 
similar  agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agree- 
ment, as  provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust 
agreement  or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  nnay  deem  reasonable  and  proper 
for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(e)  (D)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower 
to  finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(d)  (E)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  iO  11.  And  be  it  further  ordauied,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
are  severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is 
held  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  cir- 
cumstances, such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sec- 
tions, or  parts  of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  cir- 
cumstances. It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance 
would  have  been  passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision, 
sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person 
or  circumstances  to  which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had 
been  specifically  exempted  herefrom. 
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Sec.  H  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  9  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  i2  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
(MONUMENT  STREET  REALTY  COMPANY  FACILITY) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $240,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of  Arti- 
cle II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  Monu- 
ment Street  Realty  Company,  a  Maryland  general  partnership,  of  a  certain 
facility  in  Baltimore  City  consisting  of  the  acquisition  of  the  real  property  con- 
taining approximately  .324  acres  known  as  the  Orem  Medical  Building  located 
at  4501-4503  E.  Monument  Street,  in  Baltimore  City  (adjacent  to  the  existing 
facility  of  Dennis  J.  Moran  and  Sons,  Inc.  at  4509  E.  Monument  Street  and 
comprising  an  expansion  of  such  existing  facility),  including  the  acquisition  of 
all  improvements  on  the  4501-4503  E.  Monument  Street  property,  which  im- 
provements consist  of  a  one-story  brick  two-building  complex  with  combina- 
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tion  office  and  warehouse  space  containing  approximately  9,732  square  feet, 
to  be  owned  by  Monument  Street  Realty  Company,  and  leased  to  Dennis  J. 
Moran  and  Sons,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation,  for  use  as  a  warehouse  and  of- 
fice in  its  business  of  fabricating  and  distributing  metal  doors  and  frames, 
hardware  accessories,  wooden  doors,  carpeting  and  flooring;  authorizing  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  to  the 
City  dated  February  10,  1984  from  Dennis  J.  Moran  and  Patsy  A.  Moran,  L/a 
Monument  Street  Realty  Company;  making  certain  legislative  findings; 
RESERVING  IN  THE  CITY  CERTAIN  RIGHTS  CONCERNING  THE  IS- 
SUANCE OF  SUCH  BONDS;  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds,  to  (a)  APPROVE  THE 
ISSUANCE  OF  SUCH  BONDS,  (B)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not 
limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  sell- 
ing (including  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times 
of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (fe)-(C)  do  any  and 
all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  a  partnership  to  be  formed  or  Monument 
Street  Realty  Company  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to, 
and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Develop- 
ment in  connection  with  the  completion  of  such  facility;  providing  that  such 
bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such 
bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance 
is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month 
extension  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in 
anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for 
and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  such  bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  wliich  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherv^'ise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  February  10,  1984  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  Dennis  J.  Moran  and  Patsy  A.  Moran,  tya  Monument  Street  Realty 
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Company,  a  Maryland  general  partnership  (the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which 
the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of 
the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland 
(the  "Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  economic  development  revenue 
bonds  in  the  aggretate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $240,000  (the  "Bonds"), 
and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by 
the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of  land  containing  approximately  .324 
acres,  known  as  the  Orem  Medical  Building  located  at  4501-4503  E.  Monument 
Street,  in  Baltimore  City  (adjacent  to  the  existing  facility  of  Dennis  J.  Moran  and 
Sons,  Inc.  at  4509  E.  Monument  Street  and  comprising  an  expansion  of  such  ex- 
isting facility),  including  the  acquisition  of  all  improvements  on  the  4501-4503 
E.  Monument  Street  property,  which  improvements  consist  of  a  one-story  brick 
two-building  complex  with  combination  office  and  warehouse  space  containing 
approximately  9,732  square  feet.  Upon  completion,  the  Facility  will  be  owned  by 
the  Borrower  and  leased  to  Dennis  J.  Moran  and  Sons,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corpora- 
tion, for  use  as  a  warehouse  and  office  in  its  business  of  fabricating  and 
distributing  metal  doors  and  frames,  hardware  accessories,  wooden  doors, 
carpeting  and  flooring. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as"  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bond  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  will  enable  the  Borrower  to  expand  its  manufacturing 
business. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
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City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $240,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Facility. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  THE  CITY  INTENDS  THAT  THE 
ENACTMENT  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE  SHALL  BE  AND  CONSTITUTE  "OF- 
FICIAL ACTION"  WITHIN  THE  MEANING  OF  SECTION  1.103-8(AX5)  OF 
THE  INCOME  TAX  REGULATIONS  PRESCRIBED  BY  THE  UNITED 
STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  TREASURY  PURSUANT  TO  SECTION  103  OF 
THE  INTERNAL  REVENUE  CODE  OF  1954.  AS  AMENDED.  THE  CITY 
AND  THE  BORROWER  CONTEMPLATE  THAT,  UPON  THE  EFFEC- 
TIVENESS OF  THIS  ORDINANCE.  THE  BORROWER  MAY  COMMENCE 
THE  ACQUISITION  OF  THE  FACILITY  PRIOR  TO  THE  ISSUANCE,  SALE 
AND  DELIVERY  OF  THE  BONDS;  PROVIDED.  HOWEVER.  THAT  IF  THE 
BORROWER  PROCEEDS  WITH  THE  ACQUISITION  OF  THE  FACILITY 
PRIOR  TO  THE  ADOPTION  OF  A  RESOLUTION  BY  THE  BOARD,  AS 
DESCRIBED  IN  SECTION  5(A)  BELOW,  THE  BORROWER  DOES  SO  AT 
ITS  OWN  RISK. 

SECTION  4.  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED,  THAT  THE  CUT 
RESERVES  THE  RIGHT,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION.  TO 
TAKE  ANY  ACTIONS  DEEMED  NECESSARY  BY  THE  CITY  IN  ORDER 
TO  INSURE  THAT  THE  CITY  (A)  COMPLIES  WITH  PRESENT  FEDERAL 
AND  STATE  LAWS  AND  ANY  PENDING  OR  FUTURE  FEDERAL  OR 
STATE  LEGISLATION,  W^iETHER  PROPOSED  OR  ENACTED.  WTIICH 
MAY   RESTRICT  THE    ISSUANCE   OF   INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 
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BONDS,  AND  (B)  ISSUES  ITS  BONDS  (WITHIN  THE  MEANING  OF  THE 
ENABLING  LAW  AND  ANY  PRESENT  OR  FUTURE  STATE  AND  LOCAL 
LAWS),  WITHIN  THE  LIMITS  IMPOSED  BY  ANY  SUCH  PRESENT  LAWS 
OR  ANY  SUCH  PENDING  OR  FUTURE  LEGISLATION  OR  ANY  FUTURE 
LOCAL  LAWS,  TO  FINANCE  THOSE  FACILITIES  WHICH  THE  CITY 
DETERMINES,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION,  WILL  PRO- 
VIDE THE  GREATEST  BENEFIT  TO  THE  CITY. 

PURSUANT  TO  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THIS  SECTION  4,  THE  CITY 
RESERVES  THE  RIGHT,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION, 
TO,  AMONG  OTHER  THINGS,  (1)  NEVER  ISSUE  THE  BONDS,  (2)  ISSUE 
ONLY  A  PORTION  OF  THE  AGGREGATE  PRINCIPAL  AMOUNT  OF  THE 
BONDS  REQUESTED  BY  THE  APPLICANT,  (3)  RESTRICT  THE  USE  OF 
THE  PROCEEDS  OF  THE  BONDS,  (4)  DELAY  INDEFINITELY  THE  IS- 
SUANCE OF  THE  BONDS,  OR  (5)  TAKE  ANY  OTHER  ACTIONS  DEEMED 
NECESSARY  BY  THE  CITY.  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION, 
IN  ORDER  TO  INSURE  THAT  THE  CITY  ACHIEVES  THE  GOALS  SET 
FORTH  IN  THE  PRECEDING  PARAGRAPH. 

IN  ADDITION,  IN  THE  EVENT  THAT  ANY  PRESENT  LAW  OR  ANY 
PENDING  OR  FUTURE  LEGISLATION  LIMITS  OR  WOULD  LIMIT  (BY  A 
VOLUME  CAP  OR  OTHERWISE)  THE  CITY'S  ABILITY  TO  ISSUE  BONDS 
OR  OTHER  OBLIGATIONS,  THE  INTEREST  PAYABLE  ON  WHICH  IS  TO 
BE  EXEMPT  FROM  FEDERAL  INCOME  TAXATION,  THE  CITY 
RESERVES  THE  RIGHT  TO  CHOOSE  TO  ISSUE  ITS  BONDS  (WITHIN  THE 
MEANING  OF  THE  ENABLING  LAW  AND  ANY  PRESENT  OR  FUTURE 
STATE  AND  LOCAL  LAWS)  FOR  FACILITIES  OTHER  THAN  THE 
FACILITY,  IN  SUCH  ORDER  OF  PRIORITY  AS  IT  MAY  DETERMINE  IN 
ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION. 

Sec.  4  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(A)     APPROVE  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  THE  BONDS; 

(a)  (B)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(b)  (C)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  5  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or 
similar  agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agree- 
ment, as  provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust 
agreement  or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper 
for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(e)  (D)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
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proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs 
of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(tJ)  (E)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec,  5  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facili- 
ty, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or 
(III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  6  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  7  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  trust  agreement  or 
other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its 
behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise 
reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual 
signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature 
shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid 
documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
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powered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  cer- 
tificates as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  8  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,'  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  9  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is 
intended  and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1978  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the 
Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(A)  APPROVE  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  SUCH  BOND  ANTICIPATION  NOTES; 

(a)  (B)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  pro- 
visions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale)  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(b)  (C)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or 
similar  agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agree- 
ment, as  provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust 
agreement  or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper 
for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(c)  (D)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower 
to  finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(^  (E)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
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Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  i6  II.  A  Jid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
are  severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is 
held  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  cir- 
cunnstances,  such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sec- 
tions, or  parts  of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  cir- 
cumstances. It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance 
would  have  been  passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision, 
sentence,  clause,  section  or  parfhad  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person 
or  circumstances  to  which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had 
been  specifically  exempted  herefrom. 

Sec.  13  12.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  9  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  sbc  month 
period.

To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  vsithin  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  12  13.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

POLLUTION  CONTROL  REVENUE  BONDS 
(GENERAL  MOTORS  CORPORATION  PROJECT)  SERIES  1984 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  pollution  control  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $13,200,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (50)  of  Article  II 
of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the  sole  and 
exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  General  Motors 
Corporation,  a  Delaware  corporation,  of  a  certain  project  in  Baltimore  City 
consisting  of  (a)  the  construction  of  a  building  on  land  with  respect  to  the 
General  Motors  Corporation  -  Worldwide  Truck  and  Bus  Division,  Baltimore, 
Maryland  (the  "Building"),  (b)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  the  Building  of 
such  machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  or  all  other  improvements  therein,  as 
may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  an  industrial 
waste  water  pretreatment  plant,  (c)  the  construction  of  improvements  as  may 
be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  ac- 
cess, utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  and  (d)  the  costs  incidental 
thereto  (the  "Project");  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City 
Council,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  dated  February  22,  1984  from  General 
Motors  Corporation,  to  the  City;  making  certain  legislative  findings;  RE- 
SERVING IN  THE  CITY  CERTAIN  RIGHTS  CONCERNING  THE  IS- 
SUANCE OF  SUCH  BONDS;  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds,  to  (a)  APPROVE  THE 
ISSUANCE  OF  SUCH  BONDS,  (B)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not 
limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  sell- 
ing (including  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times 
of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  (C)  do  any  and 
all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  General  Motors  Corporation  shall  agree  to 
submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  connection  with  the  completion  of 
such  Project;  providing  that  such  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in 
anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six 
months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the 
Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this 
Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of 
such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  mat- 
ters and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  and 
bond  anticipation  notes. 
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RECITALS 

Subsection  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "EnabHng  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  February  22,  1984  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  General  Motors  Corporation,  a  Delaware  corporation  (the  "Bor- 
rower"), pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in 
the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  project 
in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Project"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's 
pollution  control  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$13,200,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  available  to 
the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of 
financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Baltimore  City  Council  adopted  a  Resolution  on  March  5,  1984  (the 
"Resolution")  and  therein  stated  the  present  intention  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Council  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Project.  The 
Resolution  provided  that  upon  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Letter  of  Intent 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Resolution  would  indicate  the  present  intent  of  the 
City  to  provide  assistance  in  such  financing  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$13,200,000,  by  authorizing  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  its  Bonds  pursuant 
to  the  Enabling  Law  and  by  lending  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Applicant  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  the  acquisition  of  the  Project,  directly  or  by  reimbursement, 
and  paying  the  necessary  expenses  of  preparing,  printing  and  selling  the  Bonds, 
and  any  other  costs  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
Enabling  Law.  On  March  12,  1984,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  accepted,  executed  and 
delivered  the  Letter  of  Intent. 

The  Project,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  (a)  the  construction  of  a  building  on  land  with  respect  to  the  General 
Motors  Corporation -Worldwide  Truck  and  Bus  Division,  Baltimore,  Maryland 
(the  "Building"),  (b)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  the  Building  of  such 
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machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  or  all  other  improvements  therein,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  an  industrial  waste  water 
pretreatment  plant,  (c)  the  construction  of  improvements  as  may  be  necessary  or 
suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other 
necessary  site  preparation  and  (d)  the  costs  incidental  thereto  (the  "Project"). 
Upon  completion,  the  Project  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  for  use  in  connec- 
tion with  the  manufacture  of  motor  vehicles. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE.  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  I.Beit  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  Resolution  as  adopted  by  the  Baltimore  City  Council  is  confirmed  and 
the  intent  of  the  City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  the  Project  as  evidenced  by  the 
Resolution  and  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Letter  of  Intent  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  is  confirmed. 

(2)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Project  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

(3)  The  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  (d)  promote  economic  development  and  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City  and  the  State  of  Maryland;  (e)  assist  in 
the  protection  of  natural  resources  and  the  retention  of  existing  industry  in 
Baltimore  City  and  the  State  of  Maryland  through  the  control,  reduction  or 
abatement  of  pollution  in  the  environment;  and  (f)  will  enable  the  Borrower  to 
maintain  its  manufacturing  operations  in  the  City. 

(4)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
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to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Project,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or 
arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
pollution  control  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$13,200,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Project. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  acceptance  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  is  hereby  ratified  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  THE  CITY  INTENDS  THAT  THE 
ENACTMENT  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE  SHALL  BE  AND  CONSTITUTE  "OF- 
FICIAL ACTION"  WITHIN  THE  MEANING  OF  SECTION  1.103-8(a)  (5)  OF 
THE  INCOME  TAX  REGULATIONS  PRESCRIBED  BY  THE  UNITED 
STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  TREASURY  PURSUANT  TO  SECTION  103  OF 
THE  INTERNAL  REVENUE  CODE  OF  1954,  AS  AMENDED.  THE  CITY 
AND  THE  BORROWER  CONTEMPLATE  THAT,  UPON  THE  EFFEC- 
TIVENESS OF  THIS  ORDINANCE,  THE  BORROWER  ^L\Y  COMMENCE 
THE  ACQUISITION  OF  THE  PROJECT  PRIOR  TO  THE  ISSUANCE,  SALE 
AND  DELIVERY  OF  THE  BONDS;  PROVIDED,  HOWEVER  THAT  IF  THE 
BORROWER  PROCEEDS  WITH  THE  ACQUISITION  OF  THE  PROJECT 
PRIOR  TO  THE  ADOPTION  OF  A  RESOLUTION  BY  THE  BOARD,  AS 
DESCRIBED  IN  SECTION  5(A)  BELOW,  THE  BORROWER  DOES  SO  AT 
ITS  OWN  RISK. 

SEC.  4.  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED,  THAT  THE  CITY 
RESERVES  THE  RIGHT.  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION,  TO 
TAKE  ANY  ACTIONS  DEEMED  NECESSARY  BY  THE  CITY  IN  ORDER 
TO  INSURE  THAT  THE  CITY  (A)  COMPLIES  WITH  PRESENT  FEDERAL 
AND  STATE  LAWS  AND  ANY  PENDING  OR  FUTURE  FEDERAL  OR 
STATE  LEGISLATION,  WHETHER  PROPOSED  OR  ENACTED,  WHICH 
MAY  RESTRICT  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  POLLUTION  CONTROL  REVENUE 
BONDS,  AND  (B)  ISSUES  ITS  BONDS  (WITHIN  THE  MEANING  OF  THE 
ENABLING  LAW  AND  ANY  PRESENT  OR  FUTURE  STATE  AND  LOCAL 
LAWS),  WITHIN  THE  LIMITS  IMPOSED  BY  ANY  SUCH  PRESENT  LAWS 
OR  ANY  SUCH  PENDING  OR  FUTURE  LEGISLATION  OR  ANY  FUTURE 
LOCAL  LAWS.  TO  FINANCE  THOSE  PROJECTS  WHICH  THE  CITY 
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DETERMINES,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION,  WILL  PRO- 
VIDE THE  GREATEST  BENEFIT  TO  THE  CITY. 

PURSUANT  TO  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THIS  SECTION  4,  THE  CITY 
RESERVES  THE  RIGHT,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION, 
TO,  AMONG  OTHER  THINGS,  (1)  NEVER  ISSUE  THE  BONDS,  (2)  ISSUE 
ONLY  A  PORTION  OF  THE  AGGREGATE  PRINCIPAL  AMOUNT  OF  THE 
BONDS  REQUESTED  BY  THE  BORROWER,  (3)  RESTRICT  THE  USE  OF 
THE  PROCEEDS  OF  THE  BONDS,  (4)  DELAY  INDEFINITELY  THE  IS- 
SUANCE OF  THE  BONDS,  OR  (5)  TAKE  ANY  OTHER  ACTIONS  DEEMED 
NECESSARY  BY  THE  CITY,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION, 
IN  ORDER  TO  INSURE  THAT  THE  CITY  ACHIEVES  THE  GOALS  SET 
FORTH  IN  THE  PRECEDING  PARAGRAPH. 

IN  ADDITION,  IN  THE  EVENT  THAT  ANY  PRESENT  LAW  OR  ANY 
PENDING  OR  FUTURE  LEGISLATION  LIMITS  OR  WOULD  LIMIT  (BY  A 
VOLUME  CAP  OR  OTHERWISE)  THE  CITY'S  ABILITY  TO  ISSUE  BONDS 
OR  OTHER  OBLIGATIONS,  THE  INTEREST  PAYABLE  ON  WHICH  IS  TO 
BE  EXEMPT  FROM  FEDERAL  INCOME  TAXATION,  THE  CITY  RE- 
SERVES THE  RIGHT  TO  CHOOSE  TO  ISSUE  ITS  BONDS  (WITHIN  THE 
MEANING  OF  THE  ENABLING  LAW  AND  ANY  PRESENT  OR  FUTURE 
STATE  AND  LOCAL  LAWS)  FOR  PROJECTS  OTHER  THAN  THE  PROJ- 
ECT, IN  SUCH  ORDER  OF  PRIORITY  AS  IT  MAY  DETERMINE  IN  ITS 
SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION. 

Sec.  4  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  perniitt€d  by  the  Enabhng  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(A)  APPROVE  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  THE  BONDS;  (a)  (B)  prescribe,  among 
other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of 
issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the 
time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  is- 
suance and  sale  thereof;

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Sec.  ^6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Project  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  if  applicable,  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group 
appointed  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order 
to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  7  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex-

Any  trust  agree- 
ment or  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City 
and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature, 
and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or 
otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by 
his  manual  or  facsimile  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  fac- 
simile of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid 
documents  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any 
of  the  other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  Or  such  facsimile  shall  never- 
theless be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  re- 
mained in  office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of 
the  City,  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such 
documents  and  certificates  as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof 
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Sec.  8  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  appro- 
priate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to 
execute  such  financing  statements.

(e)  (D)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  (Closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower 
to  finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Project;  and 

(tJ)  (E)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  W  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
are  severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is 
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held  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  cir- 
cumstances, such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sec- 
tions, or  parts  of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  other  cir- 
cumstances.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  9  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  i£  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
(OLD  FRIENDS  LIMITED  PARTNERSHIP  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $3,000,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of 
Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  Old 
Friends  Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland  limited  partnership,  of  a  certain 
project  in  Baltimore  City  located  at  1714-1736  Park  Avenue,  in  Bolton  Hill,  in 
Baltimore  City,  consisting  generally  of  the  acquisition  of  such  land,  which  con- 
tains approximately  24,245  square  feet,  and  the  building  thereon,  which  con- 
tains approximately  50,000  square  feet  and  is  known  as  the  "Old  Friends 
School",  the  renovation  of  such  building  into  approximately  51  TO  53  rental 
apartments,  the  construction  of  approximately  27  parking  spaces,  and  the 
equipping  of  such  building,  to  be  owned  by  Old  Friends  Limited  Partnership 
and  operated  as  a  rental  apartment  facility;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City, 
on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  from  Herbert  J.  Bitrgal 
SIEGEL,  on  behalf  of  Old  Friends  Limited  Partnership,  to  the  City  dated 
December  20,  1983,  as  supplemented;  making  certain  legislative  findings; 
authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or 
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resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such 
bonds,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms, 
provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well 
as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expe- 
dient in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that 
Old  Friends  Limited  Partnership  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and  specifica- 
tions to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  in  connection  with  the  completion  of  such  project;  providing  that 
such  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of 
such  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  this 
Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves 
one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  is- 
suance of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  revenue  bonds;  and 
generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connec- 
tion with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  renovation  of  an  abandoned  structure  into  modern  apart- 
ment units  and  thereby  increasing  the  availability  of  rental  housing  in  Baltimore 
City  and  increasing  the  City's  tax  base,  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment 
in  Baltimore  City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  pro- 
moting the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  from  Herbert  J.  Siegal  SIEGEL,  on 
behalf  of  Old  Friends  Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland  limited  partnership  (the 
"Borrower")  dated  December  20,  1983  (such  letter  of  intent,  as  supplemented,  is 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Letter  of  Intent"),  pursuant  to  which  Herbert  J. 
Siegal  SIEGEL,  on  behalf  of  the  Borrower,  has  requested  the  City  to  participate 
in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  proj- 
ect in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Project"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's 
industrial  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $3,000,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds 
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available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  tiie  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Project,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  (i)  a  parcel  of  land  containing  approximately 
24,245  square  feet,  located  at  1714-1736  Park  Avenue,  in  Bolton  Hill,  in 
Baltimore  City,  and  (ii)  the  building  thereon,  which  contains  approximately  50,000 
square  feet  and  is  known  as  "Old  Friends  School",  (b)  the  renovation  of  such 
building  into  approximately  51  TO  53  rental  apartments,  (c)  the  construction  of 
approximately  27  parking  spaces,  (d)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  such 
building  of  any  or  all  machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  and  all  other  im- 
provements therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  opera- 
tion thereof  as  a  rental  apartment  facility,  and  (e)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  in- 
terests in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads 
and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities. 
Upon  completion,  the  Project  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  and  operated  as  a 
rental  apartment  facility. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  methods  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE.  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  I.Beit  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Project  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  renovating  an  aban- 
doned structure  into  modern  apartment  units  and  thereby  increasing  the 
availability  of  rental  housing  in  Baltimore  City  and  increasing  the  City's  tax  base; 
(b)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  in- 
crease of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  promoting 
the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
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other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Project,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or 
arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  Arid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $3,000,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Project. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  amount,  form,  terms, 
provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well 
as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(b)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  5  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agreement 
or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(c)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs  of 
the  completion  of  the  Project;  and 

(d)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 
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Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained.,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenue  REVENUES  from  or  arising  in  connection 
with  the  Project,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  other- 
wise acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II) 
or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec,  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Project  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Conununity  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsinule  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature.  If  the  Bonds  are 
required  to  be  manually  signed  by  a  trustee,  issuing  agent,  fiscal  agent, 
registrar,  or  other  agent  or  custodian,  the  signatures  of  the  Mayor,  the  Director 
of  Finance  and  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  may  all  be  executed  by  facsimile. 
Any  trust  agreement  or  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to 
effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the 
name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be 
impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the 
City  Seal  by  his  manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  fac- 
simile of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid 
documents  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any 
of  the  other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  never- 
theless be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  re- 
mained in  office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of 
the  City,  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  do  ail  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such 
documents  and  certificates  as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof 
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Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the 
Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  amount,  form,  terms, 
provisions,  nmnner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well 
as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(b)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  5  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(c)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Project;  and 

(d)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  partners,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
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such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  9  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  sue  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  \2.Andbe  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS 
B.  GREEN  &  CO.,  INC. 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to 
time  and  in  one  or  more  series,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  as 
limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  to  be 
designated  "Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds  (B.  Green  &  Co.,  Inc.  Project),"  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
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exceed  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,500,000.00)  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Sub-Section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore 
City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financ- 
ing a  portion  of  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  of  the  acquisition  of  a 
parcel  of  real  property  known  as  410  Russell  Street  in  Baltimore  City, 
Maryland  and  the  improvements  located  thereon,  the  property  to  be  used  as 
its  principal  place  of  business  in  Baltimore  City;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  letter  of  intent  of  B.  Green  &  Co.,  Inc. 
to  the  City  dated  February  13,  1984;  making  certain  legislative  findings; 
RESERVING  IN  THE  CITY  CERTAIN  RIGHTS  CONCERNING  THE  IS- 
SUANCE OF  SUCH  BONDS;  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City,  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds,  to 
adopt  a  resolution  pursuant  to  which  the  Board  of  Finance  (a)  SHALL  AP- 
PROVE THE  ISSUANCE  OF  SUCH  BONDS,  (B)  shall  prescribe,  among 
other  things,  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or 
method  of  issuing  and  selling,  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and 
all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  (C)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary, 
proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds; 
authorizing  the  private  (negotiated)  sale  of  such  bonds;  and  generally  pro- 
viding for  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the 
authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale  and  payment  of  such  bonds. 

RECITALS 

Sub-Section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision, 
as  amended)  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  issue  revenue  bonds  and  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  such  revenue  bonds  to  finance  undertakings  for  the'accomplishment  of  any  of 
the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City.  Some  of  the  general  objectives  of 
the  City,  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law,  include  (a)  the  relief  of  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  (b)  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of 
the  residents  of  Baltimore  City,  and  (c)  promoting  commercial  and  economic 
development  in  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  February  13, 1984  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  B.  Green  &  Co.,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation  (the  "Borrower"), 
pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the 
financing  of  the  acquisition  of  a  parcel  of  real  property  known  as  410  Russell 
Street  in  Baltimore  City  and  the  improvements  located  thereon  (the  "Project"), 
by  the  issuance  and  sale  by  the  City  of  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($2,500,000.00)  and  by  loaning  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds  to 
the  Borrower,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  loan  agreement  to  be  entered 
into  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower  (the  "Loan  Agreement"),  as  permitted 
by  the  Enabling  Law  (such  loan  being  referred  to  as  the  "Loan"). 

The  Project  will  consist  generally  of  the  acquisition  of  a  parcel  of  real  property 
and  the  improvements  thereon  known  as  410  Russell  Street  in  Baltimore  City 
(the  "Property').  Specifically,  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds  will  be  used  to 
finance  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  (a)  acquiring  the  Property  and  (b)  paying  the 
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costs  of  issuance  of  the  revenue  bonds,  including  the  expense  of  engraving  and 
printing  the  revenue  bonds,  the  official  statement  and  other  legal  documents 
related  thereto,  advertising,  legal  and  accounting  fees  and  all  other  incidental  ex- 
penses connected  therewith. 

The  Loan  Agreement  will  require  the  Borrower  (a)  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the 
revenue  bonds  solely  to  finance  the  Project,  and  (b)  to  make  Loan  Payments 
which  will  be  sufficient  to  enable  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  and 
premium,  if  any,  on  the  revenue  bonds  when  and  as  the  same  shall  become  due 
and  payable. 

As  security  for  the  revenue  bonds,  the  City  will  enter  into  an  Assignment  and 
Security  Agreement  (the  "Assignment")  with  the  original  purchaser  of  the  Bonds 
(the  "Original  Purchaser").  Pursuant  to  the  Assignment,  the  City  will  assign  to 
the  Original  Purchaser,  its  successors  and  assigns  (among  other  things),  (a)  all  of 
the  City's  rights,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  any  remedies  under  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, including  (without  limitation)  any  and  all  collateral  referred  to  therein,  ex- 
cepting only  the  right  of  the  City  to  indemnification  by  the  Borrower  and  to 
payments  to  the  City  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  City  itself,  (b)  the  receipts  and 
revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  (c)  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and 
remedies  with  respect  to  any  and  all  other  property  of  every  description  and 
nature  from  time  to  time  by  delivery  or  by  writing  of  any  kind  conveyed, 
pledged,  assigned  or  transferred,  as  and  for  additional  security  for  the  revenue 
bonds,  by  the  City  or  by  anyone  on  its  behalf  or  with  its  written  consent,  to  the 
Original  Purchaser,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and  (d)  all  of  the  City's  right,  title 
and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  under  such  other  documents,  including 
(without  limitation)  mortgages,  deeds  of  trust,  guaranties  and  security  in- 
struments, as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

The  Bonds  will  be  sold  at  a  private  (negotiated)  sale. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
acting  pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as 
follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the 
Enabling  Law  in  order  to  lend  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Project  will 
facilitate,  enable  and  expedite  the  construction  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  construction  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  thereof 
as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the  general  purposes 
contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  and  increasing  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City,  thus  relieving  conditions  of  unemployment  in 
Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of 
Baltimore  City;  and  (c)  promoting  commercial  and  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City. 

(3)  Neither  the  revenue  bonds  nor  the  interest  or  premium,  if  any,  thereon  shall 
ever  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  or  constitute  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the 
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faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  powers  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall  constitute  a 
debt  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution 
of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any  other  constitutional  or  charter  provi- 
sion or  statutory  limitation,  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  revenue  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall 
be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  revenue 
derived  from  Loan  repayments  (both  principal  and  interest)  made  to  the  City  by 
the  Borrower  on  account  of  the  Loan  and  from  any  other  moneys  made  available 
to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  The  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds  will  be  paid 
directly  to  the  Borrower.  Payments  of  the  principal  of  and  premium  (if  any)  and 
interest  on  the  Loan  will  be  paid  by  the  Borrower  to  the  Original  Purchaser,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  as  provided  in  the  Assignment  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolution.  No  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with  the 
City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City,  but  will  be  sub- 
ject only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or 
desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  revenue  bonds  are  used  to 
accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  this  Ordinance.  The 
transaction  authorized  hereunder  shall  in  no  event  constitute  a  capital  project 
within  the  meaning  of  any  charter  or  statutory  provision.  The  public  purposes  ex- 
pressed in  the  Enabling  Law  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating,  enabling  and  ex- 
pediting the  construction  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

(4)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Project  other  than  (a)  any  general  in- 
terest in  the  Borrower's  property  shared  by  all  holders  of  the  Borrower's  obliga- 
tions which  rank  and  are  secured  equally  with  the  Borrower's  obligations 
pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  (b)  any  lien  and  security  interest  created  by  the 
Loan  Agreement,  and  (c)  any  interest  created  by  any  other  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust  or  other  security  instrument  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Borrower  or 
any  third  party  as  security  for  the  Loan  or  the  revenue  bonds  as  the  Board  of 
Finance  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Resolution.  The  security  for  the 
revenue  bonds  shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  (a)  the  absolute,  irrevocable  and  un- 
conditional obligation  of  the  Borrower  to  make  the  payments  required  by  the 
Loan  Agreement,  (b)  moneys  realized  from  the  liquidation  of  any  lien  and  securi- 
ty interest  created  by  the  Loan  Agreement  and  of  any  other  lien  or  security  in- 
terest created  with  respect  to  any  property  as  security  for  the  Loan  or  the 
revenue  bonds,  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the 
Resolution,  and  (c)  moneys  realized  from  any  guaranty  of  the  revenue  bonds  or  of 
the  Loan  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Resolution. 

(5)  The  Borrower  shall  covenant  and  agree  in  the  Loan  Agreement  to  properly 
operate  and  maintain  the  Project  during  the  time  any  of  the  revenue  bonds  are 
outstanding.  Such  covenant  and  agreement  shall  include  a  specific  undertaking 
by  the  Borrower  to  make  all  replacements  and  repairs  necessary  to  insure  that 
the  security  for  the  revenue  bonds  shall  not  be  impaired. 

(6)  The  best  interests  of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  revenue  bonds  at 
private  (negotiated)  sale,  as  authorized  by  the  Enabling  Law,  upon  terms  and 
conditions  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon 
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its  full  faith  and  credit,  its  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development 
Revenue  Bonds (B.  Green  &  Co.,  Inc.  Project),  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,500,000.00)  (the 
"Bonds"),  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds 
will  be  loaned  to  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of 
financing  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Project.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest 
thereon  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  solely  from 
the  revenue  derived  from  Loan  repayments  (both  principal  and  interest)  made  to 
the  City  by  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  and  from  any  other 
moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  The  security  for  the  Bonds 
shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  binding 
commitment  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  binding  commitment  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  THE  CITY  INTENDS  THAT 
THE  ENACTMENT  OF  THIS  0RDINAN(:E  SHALL  BE  AND  CONSTITUTE 
"OFFICIAL  ACTION"  WITHIN  THE  MEANING  OF  SECTION  1.103-8(AX5) 
OF  THE  INCOME  TAX  REGULATIONS  PRESCRIBED  BY  THE  UNITED 
STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  TREASURY  PURSUANT  TO  SECTION  103  OF 
THE  INTERNAL  REVENUE  CODE  OF  1954,  AS  AMENDED.  THE  CITY 
AND  THE  BORROWER  CONTEMPLATE  THAT,  UPON  THE  EFFECTIVE- 
NESS OF  THIS  ORDINANCE,  THE  BORROWER  MAY  COMMENCE  THE 
ACQUISITION  OF  THE  PROJECT  PRIOR  TO  THE  ISSUANCE,  SALE  AND 
DELIVERY  OF  THE  BONDS;  PROVIDED,  HOWEVER  THAT  IF  THE  BOR- 
ROWER pr(x:eeds  with  the  acquisition  of  the  project  prior 

TO  THE  ADOPTION  OF  A  RESOLUTION  BY  THE  BOARD,  AS  DESCRIBED 
IN  SECTION  5(A)  BELOW.  THE  BORROWER  DOES  SO  AT  ITS  OWN  RISK. 

SEC.  4.  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED,  THAT  THE  CITY  RE- 
SERVES THE  RIGHT,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION,  TO 
TAKE  ANY  ACTIONS  DEEMED  NECESSARY  BY  THE  CITY  IN  ORDER 
TO  INSURE  THAT  THE  CITY  (A)  COMPLIES  WITH  PRESENT  FEDERAL 
AND  STATE  LAWS  AND  ANY  PENDING  OR  FUTURE  FEDERAL  OR 
STATE  LEGISLATION,  WHETHER  PROPOSED  OR  ENACTED,  WHICH 
MAY  RESTRICT  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 
BONDS.  AND  (B)  ISSUES  ITS  BONDS  (WITHIN  THE  MEANING  OF  THE 
ENABLING  LAW  AND  ANY  PRESENT  OR  FUTURE  STATE  AND  LOCAL 
LAWS).  WITHIN  THE  LIMITS  IMPOSED  BY  ANY  SUCH  PRESENT  LAWS 
OR  ANY  SUCH  PENDING  OR  FUTURE  LEGISLATION  OR  ANY  FUTURE 
LOCAL  LAWS.  TO  FINANCE  THOSE  FACILITIES  WHICH  THE  CITY 
DETERMINES.  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION.  WILL  PRO- 
VIDE THE  GREATEST  BENEFIT  TO  THE  CITY. 

PURSUANT  TO  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THIS  SECTION  4.  THE  CITY 
RESERVES  THE  RIGHT,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION, 
TO,  AMONG  OTHER  THINGS,  (1)  NEVER  ISSUE  THE  BONDS,  (2)  ISSUE 
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ONLY  A  PORTION  OF  THE  AGGREGATE  PRINCIPAL  AMOUNT  OF  THE 
BONDS  REQUESTED  BY  THE  BORROWER,  (3)  RESTRICT  THE  USE  OF 
THE  PROCEEDS  OF  THE  BONDS,  (4)  DELAY  INDEFINITELY  THE  IS- 
SUANCE OF  THE  BONDS,  OR  (5)  TAKE  ANY  OTHER  ACTIONS  DEEMED 
NECESSARY  BY  THE  CITY,  IN  ITS  SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION, 
IN  ORDER  TO  INSURE  THAT  THE  CITY  ACHIEVES  THE  GOALS  SET 
FORTH  IN  THE  PRECEDING  PARAGRAPH. 

IN  ADDITION,  IN  THE  EVENT  THAT  ANY  PRESENT  LAW  OR  ANY 
PENDING  OR  FUTURE  LEGISLATION  LIMITS  OR  WOULD  LIMIT  (BY  A 
VOLUME  CAP  OR  OTHERWISE)  THE  CITY'S  ABILITY  TO  ISSUE  BONDS 
OR  OTHER  OBLIGATIONS,  THE  INTEREST  PAYABLE  ON  WHICH  IS  TO 
BE  EXEMPT  FROM  FEDERAL  INCOME  TAXATION,  THE  CITY 
RESERVES  THE  RIGHT  TO  CHOOSE  TO  ISSUE  ITS  BONDS  (WITHIN  THE 
MEANING  OF  THE  ENABLING  LAW  AND  ANY  PRESENT  OR  FUTURE 
STATE  AND  LOCAL  LAWS)  FOR  PROJECTS  OTHER  THAN  THE  PROJ- 
ECT. IN  SUCH  ORDER  OF  PRIORITY  AS  IT  MAY  DETERMINE  IN  ITS 
SOLE  AND  ABSOLUTE  DISCRETION. 

Sec.  4  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  each  of  the  Bonds  shall  bear  the 
descriptive  title  "Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds  (B.  Green  &  Co.,  Inc.  Project)",  provided,  that  the  descriptive  title  may 
contain  such  other  descriptive  information  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may 
prescribe  in  the  Resolution  (e.g.  "1984  Series").  The  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  to  be  determined  by  negotiation  with  the  Original 
Purchaser  of  the  Bonds  and  to  be  approved  and  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Finance  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  h  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  definitive  Bonds,  which  may  be 
engraved,  printed  or  typewritten,  shall  be  in  such  form,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Enabling  Law  and  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may 
apj^rove  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  %1.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  dated,  shall  be  in 
such  denominations,  shall  be  of  such  form  and  tenor,  and  shall  be  payable  in  such 
amounts  at  such  times  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  years  from  the  first  day  of  the 
first  month  immediately  following  the  date  thereof  and  at  such  place  or  places  as 
the  Board  of  Finance  shall  prescribe  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  9  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  may  be  subject  to 
redemption  prior  to  their  stated  maturities  upon  such  other  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  prescribe  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  fO  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds,  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  adopt  the  Resolution  pursuant 
to  which  the  Board  of  Finance  shall: 

(A)  APPROVE  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  THE  BONDS;

That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
are  severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is 
held  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  cir- 
cumstances, such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaning  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sec- 
tions, or  parts  of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  cir- 
cumstances.

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Mayor  of  the  City,  the  authorization  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to 
issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  shall  expire;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of 
Finance  may,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  of  Finance,  extend  such  authorization  for  one  additional  term  not  to  ex- 
ceed six  months.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

ISSUANCE  OF  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 

MUTUAL  HOUSING  ASSOCIATION  OF  BALTIMORE,  INC. 

(ALAMEDA  PLACE) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery 
by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "Cit/')  of  its  revenue  bonds  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $2,000,000  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  or  such 
other  statutory  authority  as  may  be  effective  when  the  bonds  are  issued,  in 
order  to  lend  or  otherwise  make  available  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Mutual 
Housing  Association  of  Baltimore,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  private  non-profit 
organization,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  and  refinancing  the  acquisition  of 
certain  property  located  at  The  Alameda  and  Coldspring  Lane  and  the  con- 
struction on  that  property  of  approximately  90  units  of  mutual  housing; 
authorizing  the  acceptance  of  a  letter  of  intent  as  evidence  of  the  present  in- 
tent of  the  City  to  issue  such  revenue  bonds;  making  certain  legislative  find- 
ings, among  others,  concerning  the  public  benefit  and  purpose  of  such  revenue 
bonds;  providing  that  the  principal  amount  of  such  revenue  bonds  and  the  in- 
terest thereon  (a)  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  revenues  to  be  received  in 
connection  with  the  financing  of  such  facilities  and  from  any  other  money 
made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  and 
(b)  shall  never  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  full  faith  and 
credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or 
charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise 
to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City;  authorizing  the  Board  of  Finance,  by 
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resolution,  order  or  otherwise,  to  specify,  prescribe,  determine,  provide  for 
and  approve  all  other  matters,  details,  forms,  documents  and  procedures  per- 
taining to  the  authorization,  sale,  security,  issuance,  delivery  and  payment  of 
and  for  such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining 
various  matters  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  sale,  delivery, 
security  and  payment  of  such  revenue  bonds  and  the  consummation  of  the 
transactions  contemplated  by  this  Ordinance. 

RECITALS 

The  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Sections  266A 
through  266-1  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replace- 
ment Volume),  as  amended,  (the  "Act"),  empowers  the  counties  and 
municipalities  of  the  State  of  Maryland  to  borrow  money  by  issuing  revenue 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  cost  of  acquiring,  constructing, 
reconstructing,  extending,  improving,  rehabilitating  or  remodeling  any  "facility" 
or  "facilities"  (defined  in  the  Act).  The  declared  legislative  purposes  of  the  Act 
are  to  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State  of  Maryland  (the  "State"); 
to  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced  economy  in 
the  State;  to  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  commerce  and  in  the 
attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  the  State  through,  among  other 
things,  port  development  and  the  control,  reduction,  or  abatement  of  pollution  of 
the  environment  and  the  utilization  and  disposal  of  wastes;  to  promote  economic 
development;  to  protect  natural  resources  and  encourage  resource  recovery  and 
generally  to  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the 
counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State. 

On  December  5,  1983,  the  City  Council  adopted  a  Resolution  (Bill  No.  1792) 
(the  "Resolution")  as  official  action  of  the  City,  indicating  the  City's  intent  to  sell 
revenue  bonds  not  to  exceed  $2,000,000  in  principal  amount,  the  proceeds  of 
which  were  to  be  loaned  to  Mutual  Housing  Association  of  Baltimore,  Inc.,  a 
Maryland  private,  non-profit  organization  (the  "Borrower")  for  the  acquisition, 
development,  and  equipping  of  certain  property  located  at  The  Alameda  and 
Coldspring  Lane  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  with  approximately  90  mutual  housing 
units  (the  "Facilities").  The  Resolution  further  provided  that  it  did  not  constitute 
final  authority  for  the  issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  the  bonds  contemplated  by 
the  Resolution  since  a  proper  ordinance  and  resolution  must  be  enacted  and 
resolved,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  applicable  law, 
providing  for  the  authorization,  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  revenue  bonds  and 
determining  all  other  matters  in  connection  with  the  consummation  of  the  trans- 
actions contemplated  by  the  Resolution. 

On  February  13,  1984,  the  "Borrower,  submitted  a  letter  of  intent  (the  "Letter 
of  Intent")  to  the  City  requesting  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  in  a  principal 
amount  not  exceeding  $2,000,000,  and  the  loan  of  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  Borrower  for  the  purpose  of  the  acquisition,  develop- 
ment and  equipping  of  the  Facilities,  including  (1)  the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of 
land  upon  which  the  improvements  are  to  be  constructed  (2)  the  performance  of 
all  necessary  site  work  in  connection  with  the  development  of  the  property,  (3) 
the  construction  of  approximately  90  housing  units  and  development  of  common 
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spaces  and  open  areas,  (4)  the  acquisition  of  machinery  and  equipment  and  other 
useful  improvements  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  operation  of  residential  rental 
property  or  the  operation  of  the  Facilities  and  (5)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  in- 
terests in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads 
and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation.  The  Borrower 
recognizes  that  such  bonds  are  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  are  not  to  be 
issued  upon  the  City's  faith  and  credit  or  taxing  powers.  The  City  has  determined 
to  authorize  the  issuance  of  such  bonds. 

Section  I.  Beit  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That, 
acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(a)  The  City  intends  to  issue  and  sell  its  revenue  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  obligation  authorized  by  the  Act  (the  "Bonds")  in  an  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  not  to  exceed  $2,000,000  in  order  to  lend  or  otherwise  make 
available  the  proceeds  thereof  (the  "Loan")  to  Mutual  Housing  Association  of 
Baltimore,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  private,  non-profit  organization  (the  "Borrower"), 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  and  refinancing  the  acquisition,  development  and 
equipping  of  the  Facilities.  The  Facilities  shall  include  land  or  interests  in  land, 
buildings,  structures,  machinery,  equipment,  furnishings  or  other  real  or  per- 
sonal property  necessary  or  desirable  in  connection  with  the  Borrower's  opera- 
tions at  the  site  at  The  Alameda  and  Coldspring  Lane.  The  term  "acquisition" 
shall  have  the  meaning  prescribed  in  the  Act  and  shall  include  acquisition,  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  extension,  improving,  rehabilitation  and  remodelling. 

(b)  The  Facilities  constitute  a  "facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  The  Bor- 
rower constitutes  a  "facility  applicant"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  as  evi- 
denced by  a  letter  dated  February  13,  1984  (the  "Letter  of  Intent"),  in  which  the 
Borrower  proposed  the  contemplated  transactions  to  the  City.  The  Borrower 
constitutes  a  "facility  user"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

(c)  The  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  will  promote  and  expedite  the 
acquisition  of  the  Facilities.  The  accomplishment  of  the  transactions  con- 
templated and  authorized  by  this  Ordinance,  including  (without  limitation)  the  ac- 
quisition of  the  Facilities  and  the  financing  thereof,  shall  promote  the  declared 
legislative  purposes  of  the  Act  by  relieving  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the 
City  and  the  State,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce  and  a 
balanced  economy  in  the  City  and  the  State,  assisting  in  the  retention  of  existing 
industry  and  commerce  and  in  the  attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in 
the  City  and  the  State,  promoting  economic  development  and  generally  pro- 
moting the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  and  the  State. 

(d)  The  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  never  con- 
stitute an  indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  full  faith  and  credit  or  taxing 
powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision 
or  statutory  limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary 
liability  of  the  City.  The  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  the  prin- 
cipal of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  which  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the 
revenues  received  in  connection  with  the  financing  of  the  Facilities  and  from  any 
other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose. 
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(e)  Neither  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  nor  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  will  be  commingled  with  the  City's 
funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City,  but  will  be  subject  only 
to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  to 
insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes 
of  the  Act  and  this  Ordinance. 

(f)  This  Ordinance  is  in  furtherance  of  the  Resolution  of  the  City  Council,  Bill 
No.  1792,  passed  December  5,  1983,  concerning  Industrial  Revenue  Bonds- 
Mutual  Housing  Association  of  Baltimore,  Inc. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  ac- 
cept, on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  Letter  of  Intent  to  evidence  the  City's  intent  to 
issue  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance.  The  City  contemplates  that  the 
Borrower  may  proceed  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facilities  prior  to  the  issuance 
of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue, 
sell  and  deliver  the  Bonds  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time  in  one  or  more  series 
in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  TWO  MILLION  DOLLARS 
($2,000,000),  in  order  to  lend  or  otherwise  make  available  the  proceeds  thereof 
(the  "Loan"),  to  the  Borrower  for  the  purpose  of  financing  and  refinancing  the  ac- 
quisition of  the  Facilities,  including  (without  limitation)  the  expenses  of  prepar- 
ing, printing,  selling  and  issuing  the  Bonds,  the  funding  of  any  reserves  in  con- 
nection with  the  Bonds,  the  payment  of  interest  with  respect  to  the  financing  of 
the  acquisition  of  the  Facilities  by  the  Bonds  for  a  period  to  be  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Finance  by  resolution,  order  or  otherwise  but  not  to  exceed  three  years 
from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  payment  of  other  costs  permitted 
by  the  Act.  The  Bonds  may  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series.  The  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the 
revenues  to  be  received  in  connection  with  the  financing  of  the  Facilities  and 
from  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose  all  as  more 
particularly  specified,  prescribed  and  determined  by  the  Board  of  Finance  by 
resolution,  order  or  otherwise. 

The  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  intended  to  and  shall  include  the  authority 
to  issue  revenue  refunding  bonds.  Reference  herein  to  the  "Bonds"  shall  include 
revenue  refunding  bonds  where  appropriate.  If  revenue  refunding  bonds  are 
issued,  the  outstanding  principal  amount  of  any  "refunded  bonds"  (as  hereinafter 
defined)  shall  not  be  taken  into  account  in  determining  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  Bonds  issued,  sold  and  delivered  hereunder.  The  term  "refunded 
bonds"  means  any  Bonds  (i)  for  the  payment  of  which  (both  principal  and  interest) 
provision  has  been  made  from  the  proceeds  (including  any  earnings  on  the  invest- 
ment thereof)  of  revenue  refunding  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  or 
other  sources  or  (ii)  which  have  been  paid  from  such  proceeds,  in  either  case 
whether  such  provision  for  payment,  or  such  payment  is  made  at  or  prior  to  the 
maturity  of  such  Bonds. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Board  of  Finance  is  hereby 
authorized  to  specify,  prescribe,  determine,  provide  for  and  approve,  all  within 
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the  limitations  of  this  Ordinance  and  the  Act,  all  matters,  details,  forms, 
documents  and  procedures  pertaining  to  the  sale,  security,  issuance,  delivery  and 
payment  of  or  for  the  Bonds,  including  (without  limitation): 

(a)  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  at  any  one  time  and  from  time  to 
time;  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  thereon;  the  date  or  dates  of  maturity  thereof 
that  are  within  thirty  years  of  the  date  of  issuance  of  such  series  of  Bonds  (or 
such  later  date  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  terms  of  the  Act  in  effect  on  the  date 
of  issuance  of  such  series  of  Bonds);  payment  provisions  therefor;  prepayment, 
sinking  fund  and  redemption  provisions  (if  any)  thereof;  the  designation  or 
designations  of  the  Bonds  and  of  any  series  thereof  and  the  date  or  dates  of  is- 
suance thereof  at  any  one  time  and  from  time  to  time; 

(b)  the  form,  tenor,  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Bonds,  and  provisions  for  the 
registration  and  transfer  of  the  Bonds; 

(c)  the  form  and  contents  of,  and  provisions  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of, 
such  financing  documents  as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  deem  necessary  or 
desirable  to  evidence,  secure  or  effectuate  the  Loan  and  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  any  loan  agreements,  notes, 
mortgages,  security  agreements,  guarantees,  financing  agreements  or  escrow 
agreements; 

(d)  provision  for  the  payment  directly  by  the  Borrower  of  all  expenses  of 
preparing,  printing  and  selling  the  Bonds,  mcluding  (without  limitation)  any  and 
all  costs,  fees  and  expenses  incurred  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection 
with  the  authorization,  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  and  all  costs  in- 
curred in  connection  with  the  development  of  the  appropriate  legal  documents, 
including  the  fees  of  counsel  to  the  City  and  compensation  to  any  persons  (other 
than  full-time  employees  of  the  City)  or  entities  performing  services  for  or  on 
behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  therewith  and  in  connection  with  all  other  trans- 
actions contemplated  by  this  Ordinance  whether  or  not  the  proposed  financing  is 
consummated. 

(e)  the  creation  of  security  for  the  Bonds  and  provision  for  the  administration 
of  the  Bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  the  appointment  of  such  trustees, 
escrow  agents,  paying  agents,  registrars  or  other  agents  as  the  Board  of  Finance 
shall  deem  necessary  or  desirable  to  effectuate  the  transactions  authorized 
hereby; 

(f)  the  preparation  and  distribution,  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  the 
Borrower  and  the  prospective  purchasers  of  or  underwriters  for  the  Bonds  of 
any  series,  of  both  a  preliminary  and  a  final  official  statement,  a  placement 
memorandum  or  an  offering  circular  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  of 
any  series,  if  such  preliminary  official  statement  and  final  official  statement, 
placement  memorandum  or  offering  circular  are  determined  to  be  necessary  or 
desirable  for  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  of  such  series;  provided,  however,  that  any 
such  preliminary  official  statement,  placement  memorandum  or  offering  circular 
shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject  to  completion  and  amend- 
ment; 
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(g)  the  form  and  content  of,  and  provisions  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of,  a 
contract  or  contracts  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  (or  any 
portion  thereof);  and 

(h)  such  other  matters  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  execu- 
tion, sale,  delivery  and  payment  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  security  for  the  Bonds  and 
the  Loan  and  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Or- 
dinance, as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance, 
including  (without  limitation)  establishing  procedures  for  the  execution,  acknowl- 
edgement, sealing  and  delivery  of  such  other  and  further  agreements,  documents 
and  instruments,  and  the  authorization  of  the  officials  of  the  City  to  take  any  and 
all  actions,  as  are  or  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  consummate  the  trans- 
actions contemplated  by  this  Ordinance  in  accordance  with  the  terms  hereof. 

The  Board  of  Finance  is  authorized  to  prescribe  procedures  to  facilitate  the 
prompt  determination  and  approval  of  one  or  more  of  the  matters  set  forth 
above.  Such  procedures  may  include  telephonic  approval  and  subsequent 
telegraphic  or  written  confirmation  of  one  or  more  of  such  matters  by  a 
designated  officer  of  the  City  within  guidelines  or  parameters  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Finance.  The  Board  of  Finance  is  further  authorized  (1)  to  establish  pro- 
cedures for  the  utilization  of  variable  or  floating  rates  of  interest,  (2)  to  enter  into 
arrangements  with  a  bank  or  other  appropriate  institution  to  facilitate  the  pur- 
chase, repurchase,  sale,  transfer  or  payment  of  Bonds,  including  (without  limita- 
tion) the  use  of  general  or  standby  letters  of  credit,  revolving  credit  facilities, 
repurchase  agreements  or  other  similar  arrangements,  and  (3)  to  take  such  ac- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  a  program  for  the  issuance  of  Bonds  in 
the  nature  of  commercial  paper,  demand  notes  or  floating  rate  obligations. 

Resolutions  adopted  and  orders  issued  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  of  an  administrative  nature  and  shall  be  effective  upon  the  effective 
date  specified  therein. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Act,  the  Bonds 
are  authorized  to  be  sold  at  private  (negotiated)  sale  and  at  par,  unless  the  Board 
of  Finance  deems  it  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City  to  sell  the  Bonds  at 
public  sale  or  at  above  or  below  par,  in  which  event,  the  Bonds  shall  be  sold  in 
such  manner,  at  such  price  or  prices  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  Board  of  Finance 
deems  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City.  The  Bonds  of  each  series  shall  be 
sold  at  such  times  and  on  such  dates  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  determine.  The 
Bonds  shall  be  sold  to  one  or  more  persons,  firms  or  corporations  (including 
banks  or  other  financial  institutions)  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Finance  with 
the  consent  of  the  Borrower. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  by  the 
manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Mayor  and  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature 
of  the  Custodian  or  Alternate  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  and  the  seal  of  the  City 
shall  be  affixed  thereon.  In  case  any  official  of  the  City  whose  signature  or  a  fac- 
simile of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid 
documents  shall  cease  to  be  such  official  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any 
of  the  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be 
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code  or  regulation  in  force  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  the  provision  which 
establishes  the  higher  standard  shall  prevail;  and  (7)  provide  for  an  effective 
date  hereof. 

Whereas,  an  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  Orchard-Biddle  was  first  approved  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  by  Ordinance  No.  1066,  dated  May  17, 
1971,  and  last  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  1095,  dated  December  1,  1983;  and 

Whereas,  pursuant  to  Article  13  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1983  Replace- 
ment Volume),  no  substantial  change  or  changes  shall  be  made  in  any  renewal 
plan,  after  approval  by  ordinance,  without  such  change  or  changes  first  being 
adopted  and  approved  in  the  same  manner  as  set  forth  in  sai^  Article  13  for  the 
approval  of  a  renewal  plan,  namely  the  preparation  of  such  change  or  changes  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development,  the  approval  of  such 
change  or  changes  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Planning,  and  approval 
and  adoption  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  after  a 
public  hearing  in  relation  thereto,  all  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  said  Article  13; 
and 

Whereas,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  has 
prepared  a  list  of  changes  to  the  Renewal  Plan  for  Orchard-Biddle,  identified  as 
"Amendment  No.  10  to  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  Orchard-Biddle",  dated 
February  27,  1984;  and 

Whereas,  said  Amendment  No.  10  to  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  Orchard- 
Biddle  has  been  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Planning  with 
respect  to  its  conformity  as  to  the  Master  Plan,  the  detailed  location  of  any  public 
improvements  proposed  in  the  amended  Renewal  Plan,  jts  conformity  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  for  subdivisions,  and  its  conformity  to  existing  and  pro- 
posed zoning  classifications;  and  said  Amendment  No.  10  to  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  has  been  approved  and  recommended  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development;  now,  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  following  amendment  and  changes  to  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  Orchard- 
Biddle,  having  been  duly  reviewed  and  considered,  are  hereby  approved  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  City  Council  is  hereby  directed  to  file  a  copy  of  said  Urban  Renewal

ISSUANCE  OF  PARKING  REVENUE  OBLIGATIONS 

FOR  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
Revenue  Obligations  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  pursuant  to  Ordinance  No.  998  (Bill  No.  1602)  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  and  effective  on  June  30,  1983,  from  not  ex- 
ceeding Thirty  Million  Dollars  ($30,000,000)  to  not  exceeding  Sixty  Million 
Dollars  ($60,000,000).  and  providing  that  the  issuance  of  such  Revenue  Obliga- 
tions shall  have  priority  over  the  issuance  of  any  other  revenue  bonds,  notes  or 
other  revenue  obligations  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

BY  repealing  and  reenacting  with  amendments  Section  1  and  amending 
paragraph  (A)  of  Section  3  of  Ordinance  No.  998  (Bill  No.  1602)  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (approved  and  effective  on  June  30,  1983). 

RECITALS 

Ordinance  No.  998  (Bill  No.  1602)  (the  "Ordinance")  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City"),  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  effec- 
tive on  June  30,  1983,  authorizes  the  issuance  from  time  to  time  by  the  City  of  its 
Revenue  Obligations  (as  defined  in  the  Ordinance)  (the  "Revenue  Obligations")  in 
order  to  finance  Parking  Facilities  (as  defined  in  the  Ordinance)  (the  "Parking 
Facilities")  to  be  located  within  the  geographical  limits  of  the  City. 

Because  of  certain  events  that  have  occurred  since  the  passage  of  the  Or- 
dinance which  affect  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Revenue  Obligations 
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which  may  be  required  to  be  issued  by  the  City  in  order  to  finance  Parking 
Facilities,  including  (without  limitation)  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Parking 
Facilities  which  the  City  may  desire  to  finance  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
Revenue  Obligations,  the  City  wishes  to  enact  this  supplemental  ordinance  to  in- 
crease to  Sixty  Million  Dollars  ($60,000,000)  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
Revenue  Obligations  that  may  be  issued  under  the  Ordinance. 

H.R.4170  is  pending  before  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives.  Such 
bill  subjects  industrial  development  bonds  to  an  annual  per-state  ceiling  based  on 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  industrial  development  bonds  issued  within  the 
state.  H.R.4170  makes  provision  for  issuers  within  each  state  to  be  allocated  a  por- 
tion of  the  total  principal  amount  of  industrial  development  bonds  which  may  be 
issued  within  the  limitations  of  such  ceiling,  including  an  issuer  such  as  the  City.  In 
certain  instances,  Revenue  Obligations  of  the  City  may  be  determined  by  the  City 
to  be  industrial  development  bonds.  The  City,  therefore,  wishes  to  indicate  its  in- 
tention to  give  the  highest  priority  to  the  issuance  of  any  Revenue  Obligations 
which  constitute  industrial  development  bonds  under  the  provisions  of  H.R.4170,  if 
enacted,  or  any  other  law  providing  for  a  similar  ceiling. 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
Section  1  of  Ordinance  No.  998  (Bill  No.  1602)  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  approved  and  effective  June  30, 1983,  be  repealed  and  reenacted  with 
amendments  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That, 
acting  pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Laws,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as 
follows: 

(A)  There  is  a  need  for  additional  off-street  parking  in  various  parts  of 
Baltimore  City,  with  a  particular  need  for  such  facilities  in  the  central  business 
district  (the  "CBD"). 

(B)  Land  currently  and  previously  used  for  Parking  Facilities  is  increasingly 
being  used  for  redevelopment,  thereby  reducing  available  public  parking. 

(C)  As  redevelopment  continues  in  the  CBD,  land  available  for  Parking 
Facilities  is  eliminated  and  remaining  land  becomes  progressively  more  valuable. 
In  order  to  maximize  the  use  of  remaining  land.  Parking  Facilities  must  be 
developed  as  multi-level  structures,  often  in  conjunction  with  adjoining  multi-use 
or  single-use  structures,  which  facilities  are  more  costly  than  the  open  parking 
lots  they  replace. 

(D)  Parking  Facilities  are  difficult  to  finance  on  the  basis  of  projected  demand 
and  use  because  of  historic  uncertainty  regarding  the  use  of  the  automobile,  the 
cost  of  fuel  and  the  role  of  mass-transit  facilities.  As  a  result,  Parking  Facilities, 
even  if  likely  to  achieve  a  level  of  self-sustaining  revenue,  have  not  been  accept- 
able credit  risks  or  have  been  subjected  to  higher  financing  costs. 

(E)  The  Enabling  Laws  authorize  the  use  of  certain  Pledged  Revenues  as  a 
means  of  creating  a  financing  program  that  will  overcome  the  lack  of  acceptance 
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of  Parking  Facilities  in  the  credit  markets.  Such  a  financing  program  is  needed  in 
Baltimore  City  in  order 

(i)  to  meet  existing  needs  for  Parking  Facilities; 

(ii)  to  meet  projected  needs  for  Parking  Facilities  in  the  future; 

(iii)  to  facilitate  and  expand  the  redevelopment  and  renewal  of  Baltimore 
City,  particularly  in  the  CBD; 

(iv)  to  promote  and  foster  the  economic  development  and  growth  of 
Baltimore  City; 

(v)  to  create  and  maintain  employment  opportunities;  and 

(vi)  to  improve  in  general  the  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Baltimore  City. 

(F)  The  financing  program  authorized  in  this  Ordinance  is  designed  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  certain  favorable  market  conditions.  Current  bond  market  conditions 
are  unusual,  erratic,  and  unfavorable  in  comparison  to  historical  bond  market 
conditions.  An  inflexible  approach  to  borrowing  by  the  City  would  threaten  its 
ability  to  initiate  necessary  capital  projects  and  would  diminish  the  resources 
available  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  in  the  future.  A  flexi- 
ble approach  to  borrowing,  taking  advantage  of  demand  for  certain  short  term 
and  other  municipal  obligations  will  best  serve  the  interest  of  the  City. 

(G)  The  Board  of  Finance,  being  primarily  responsible  for  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  the  City's  certificates  of  indebtedness,  has  the  expertise  and  experience 
necessar>'  to  be  primarily  responsible  for  the  determination  of  matters  set  forth 
herein  to  be  within  its  jurisdiction.  The  market  for  revenue  obligations  of  the 
City  may  change  from  time  to  time  from  those  conditions  prevailing  at  the  time 
of  issuance  of  any  series  of  Revenue  Notes  or  Revenue  Bonds  and  it  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  City  to  grant  broad  authority  and  flexibility  to  the  Board  of 
Finance  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Revenue  Obligations. 

(H)  The  existence  of  a  growing  market  for  specially  structured  tax-exempt 
obligations,  as  for  example  (i)  structured  in  the  form  of  short  term  commercial 
paper,  (ii)  structured  as  bond  anticipation  notes  or  refunding  notes,  (iii)  tied  to  an 
interest  rate  or  rates  that  vary  with  a  defined  or  stated  indicator  or  index  or  com- 
binations thereof,  (iv)  utilizing  zero  coupon  bonds  or  compound  interest  bonds,  (v) 
issued  in  connection  with  a  sale  lease-back  transaction  or  a  financing  lease,  (vi) 
utilizing  letters  of  credit  or  lines  of  credit  and  (vii)  otherwise  structured  in  a  form 
then  responsive  to  the  market,  necessitates  the  establishment  of  procedures 
which  permit  the  City  to  utilize  such  a  market  for  its  obligations  in  addition  to  the 
traditional  tax-exempt  markets.  (The  structures  contemplated  in  this  paragraph 
are  referred  to  herein  as  the  "Market  Structures".)  In  addition,  the  imposition  of 
requirements  for  the  registration  of  all  tax-exempt  obligations  necessitates  the 
authorization  of  alternative  forms  of  registration  which  satisfy  applicable  laws 
while  permitting  for  some  degree  of  flexibility. 

(I)  Private,  negotiated  sales  are  the  primary  and  most  efficient  means  of 
marketing  short  term  obligations,  and  in  the  absence  of  a  determination  by  the 
Board  of  Finance  to  the  contrary  as  to  a  particular  issue  or  series,  sales  of  short- 
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term  Revenue  Obligations  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  on  a  negotiated  basis  are  in 
the  best  public  interest  and  will  result  in  the  lowest  cost  to  the  City. 

(J)  The  issuance  by  the  City  vf  Revenue  Ogligalwtis  lofina)iee  Parking  Develop' 
mtnt  Activities  at  or  within  Parking  Facilities  owned  by  the  City  shall  be  given 
priority  by  the  City  over  the  issuance  by  the  City  of  any  iyidu^trial  development 
boiuis  or  other  private  activity  bonds  in  the  event  that  the  aggregate  principal 
anwunt  of  industrial  development  bonds  or  other  private  activity  bonds  which 
may  be  issued  by  the  City  is  subject  io  any  limitation  or  ceiling  pursuant  to 
federal  law  or  otherwise,  it  being  the  intention  of  the  City  that  the  issuance  of 
Revenue  Obligations  under  this  Ordinance  shall  have  the  highest  priority. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  paragraph  (A)  of  Section  3  of  Ordinance 
No.  998  (Bill  No.  1602)  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  and 
effective  June  30,  1983,  be  and  hereby  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

(A)  The  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
Revenue  Obligations  which,  when  issued,  will  result  in  receipt  by  the  City  (in- 
clusive of  Costs  of  Issuance,  as  defined  herein)  of  not  exceeding  (Thirty  Million 
Dollars  ($30,000,000)]  Sixty  Million  Dollars  ($60,000,000)  is  hereby  authorized 
for  the  general  public  purposes  of  financing  the  cost  of  Parking  Development  Ac- 
tivities at  or  for  Parking  Facilities  owned  by  the  City,  the  proceeds  of  which  are 
to  finance  the  applicable  Parking  Development  Activities,  and  repaying  the  City 
for  amounts  expended  on  Parking  Facilities  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  the 
Revenue  Obligations.  This  n^ximum  amount  may  consist  of  (i)  Revenue  Notes, 
(ii)  Revenue  Bonds,  (iii)  Refunding  Revenue  Notes,  (iv)  Refunding  Revenue 
Bonds,  or  (v)  any  combination  of  items  (i)  to  (iv)  above.  Any  Refunding  Obliga- 
tions issued  hereunder  to  refund  any  Revenue  Obligations  previously  issued 
hereunder  shall  replace  that  portion  of  the  authorized  amount  of  Revenue  Obliga- 
tions previously  issued  and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  reduce  the  maximum  author- 
ized amount  of  Revenue  Obligations  permitted  to  be  issued  hereunder. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  Ordinance  No.  998  (Bill  No.  1602)  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  and  effective  June  30,  1983,  as 
amended  by  this  ordinance,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

(B)  The  Director  of  Finance  will  take  all  steps  necessary  to  implement  and 
maintain  the  Parking  Enterprise  Fund  in  accordance  with  accounting  procedures 
required  under  the  Charter.  The  Director  of  Finance  shall  account  for  all 
revenues  received  by  the  Parking  Enterprise  Fund  resulting  from  the  manage- 
inent,  operations,  lease,  rental,  conveyance,  or  sale  of  any  Parking  Facilities 
financed  by  Revenue  Obligations,  and  for  Pledged  Revenues. 

Any  expenses  relating  to  the  management,  operations,  lease,  rental,  con- 
veyance, or  sale  of  Parking  Facilities,  including  any  required  debt  service 
ainmints  shall  be  paid  from  the  Parking  Enterprise  Fund.  INTEREST  INCOME

PARKING  FINES,  PARKING  TAXES,  AND  PARKING  FEES  AND 
PENALTIES  SHALL  BE  CREDITED  TO  THE  GENERAL  FUND  OF  THE

That  the  approval  of  Amendment  No.  1  to 
the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Brooklyn  Business  Area  shall  not  be  construed 
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as  an  enactment  of  the  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  Baltimore  City 
that  are  shown  in  the  amended  Urban  Renewal  Plan  on  Exhibit  4,  Zoning 
Districts,  dated  as  revised  March  9,  1984. 

Sec.  8  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Exhibits  1  through  2  AND  A,  dated 
as  .revised  March  9,  1984  AND  EXHIBITS  1  AND  3,  DATED  AS  REVISED 
APRIL  20,  1984,  which  are  a  part  of  said  amended  Renewal  Plan  and  reflect  the 
changes  proposed  herein  are  hereby  approved. 

Sec.  9  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  whatever  respect,  if  any,  the 
amended  Renewal  Plan  approved  hereby  for  the  Brooklyn  Business  Area  may 
not  meet  the  requirements  as  to  the  content  of  a  Renewal  Plan  or  the  procedures 
for  the  preparation,  adoption,  and  approval  of  renewal  plans,  as  provided  in 
Article  13  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1983  Replacement  Volume),  the  said  re- 
quirements are  hereby  waived  and  the  amended  Renewal  Plan  approved  hereby 
is  exempted  therefrom. 

Sec.  ^  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the  event  it  be  judicially  deter- 
mined that  any  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  part  in  or  of 
this  ordinance  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  in- 
valid, the  remaining  provisions  and  the  application  of  such  provisions  to  other 
persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the  remaining  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  without  the  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section 
or  part  of  the  application  thereof  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  14  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  in  any  case  where  a  provision  of 
this  ordinance  concerns  the  same  subject  matter  as  an  existing  provision  of  any 
zoning,  building,  electrical,  plumbing,  health,  fire  or  safety  ordinance  or  code  or 
regulation,  the  applicable  provisions  concerned  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  give 
effect  to  each;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  provisions  are  found  to  be  in  ir- 
reconcilable conflict,  the  provision  which  establishes  the  higher  standard  for  the 
promotion  of  the  public  health  and  safety  shall  prevail.  In  any  case  where  a  provi- 
sion of  this  ordinance  is  found  to  be  in  conflict  with  an  existing  provision  of  any 
other  ordinance  or  code  or  regulation  in  force  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  which 
establishes  a  lower  standard  for  the  promotion  of  the  public  health  and  safety, 
the  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  prevail,  and  the  other  existing  provision  of 
such  other  ordinance  or  code  or  regulation  is  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  that  it 
may  be  found  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  i2  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
RIEMAN  BLOCK  PROJECT 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time 
and  in  one  or  more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full 
faith  and  credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  to  be  designated 
"Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Reiman 
RIEMAN  Block  Project)"  (the  "Bonds")  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $950,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-Section  (50)  of  Article  II  of 
the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision)  as  amended,  in  order  to  make  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  thereof  available  to  Rieman  Block  Limited  Partnership,  a 
Maryland  limited  partnership  (the  "Borrower")  by  making  a  direct  loan  to  the 
Borrower,  all  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs,  charges, 
fees  and  expenses  in  connection  with  (a)  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds;  (b) 
the  acquisition,  reconstruction  and  rehabilitation  of  certain  real  property  and  the 
improvements  located  in  Baltimore  City;  and  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation 
of  certain  machinery  and  equipment,  said  REAL  PROPERTY,  improvements, 
machinery  and  equipment  (the  "Project")  to  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  as  a 
multi-family  RENTAL  housing  project  to  provide  27  apartment  units  and  one 
commercial  unit  in  Baltimore  City,  at  least  twenty  percent  (20%)  (or  at  least  fif- 
teen percent  (15%),  if  the  Project  is  deemed  to  be  a  "Targeted  Area  Project")  of 
which  rental  dwelling  units  shall,  upon  completion,  be  leased  to  persons  having 
low  or  moderate  income,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section 
103(fiXBX4XA)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the 
regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  authorizing  the  City  to  loan  the  proceeds 
to  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  a  loan  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Bor- 
rower; authorizing  Mayor  of  the  City  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  BOR- 
ROWER'S letter  of  intent  dated  March  2,  1984;  making  certain  legislative  find- 
ings; authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  prior  to  the 
issuance  and  delivery  of  such  Bonds,  to  adopt  a  resolution  pursuant  to  which  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  shall  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not 
limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  sources  of  payment,  manner  or  method  of 
issuing  and  selling,  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  Bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessiiry,  proper  and  ex- 
pedient in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  Bonds;  authorizing  the 
sale  of  the  Bonds  by  private  (negotiated)  or  public  (retail)  sale;  providing  that  the 
Borrower  shall  agree  to  submit  certain  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coor- 
dinate with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  con- 
nection with  such  reconstruction,  rehabilitation  and  equipping  of  the  Project; 
and  generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  con- 
nection with  the  authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale  and  payment  of  such 
series  of  Bonds. 
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RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision, 
as  amended,  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  is?ue  revenue  bonds  and  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  such  revenue  bonds  to  finance,  undertakings  for  the  accomplishment  of  any  of 
the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City.  Some  of  the  general  objectives  of 
the  City,  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law,  include  (a)  the  relief  of  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  (b)  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of 
the  residents  of  Baltimore  City,  and  (c)  promoting  commercial  and  economic 
development  in  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  March  2,  1984  (the  "Letter  of  In- 
tent") from  Rieman  Block  Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland  partnership  (the 
"Borrower")  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  that  the  City  par- 
ticipate in  the  financing  of  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  in  connection 
with  a  certain  project  (hereinafter  described  and  referred  to  as  the  "Project")  by 
issuing  and  selling  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $950,000  (the  "Bonds")  and  loaning  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  thereof  to  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  a  loan  agreement  (the  "Loan 
Agreement"). 

The  Project  will  consist  of  (a)  the  acquisition,  reconstruction  and  rehabilitation, 
so  as  to  contain  rental  dwelling  units  and  one  commercial  unit  of  certain  real 
estate  and  those  eight  certain  buildings  that  are  known  as  617-31  West  Lex- 
ington Street  in  Baltimore  City  together  with  all  existing  improvements  located 
therein,  (b)  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  certain  equipment  and  machinery 
that  is  necessary  or  deemed  by  the  Borrower  to  be  usefuMn  connection  with  the 
operation  of  the  Project  and  (c)  the  acquisition  of  such  interests  in  land  as  may  be 
necessary  or  desirable  for  the  Project,  together  with  roads,  other  rights  of  ac- 
cess, utilities  and  other  necessary  facilities.  The  Project  will  be  owned  by  the 
Borrower.  At  least  twenty  percent  (20%)  of  the  rental  Unita  UNITS  in  the  Project 
(or  at  least  fifteen  percent  (15%)  if  the  Project  is  deemed  to  be  a  "targeted  area 
project")  are  to  be  leased,  upon  completion,  to  persons  having  low  or  moderate  in- 
come, in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  103(BXBX4XA)  of  the  Inter- 
nal Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the  regulations  promulgated 
thereunder. 

The  Loan  Agreement  will  provide  that  payments  by  the  Borrower  shall  be  suf- 
ficient to  enable  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any, 
on  the  Bonds  when  and  as  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable. 

The  Loan  Agreement  will  require  the  Borrower  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  solely  to  finance  the  Project  (except  to  the  extent  of  amounts  permitted 
hereunder  and  by  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be  expended  for  other  purposes). 

As  security  for  the  Bonds,  the  City  may  enter  into  a  trust  indenture  (the  "In- 
denture" )  with  a  corporate  trustee  (the  "Trustee")  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board  of  Finance")  or  an  assignment  agreement  (the 
"Assignment")  with  the  ORIGINAL  purchaser  of  the  Bonds  (the  "Purchaser") 
AND  A  TRUSTEE  (WHICH  MAY  BE  THE  PURCHASER)  (THE  "PROJECT 
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FUND  TRUSTEE").  Pursuant  to  an  Indenture  or  pursuant  to  the  Assignment  in 
the  event  that  an  Indenture  is  determined  to  be  unnecessary,  the  City  will  assign 
to  the  Trustee  or  the  Purchaser  (among  other  things),  (a)  all  of  the  City's  right, 
title  and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  under  any  Loan  Agreement  or  any 
regulatory  agreement  between  the  Borrower  and  the  City  relating  to  the  tax  ex- 
emption of  interest  on  the  Bonds  (the  "Regulatory  Agreement")  (excepting  only 
the  right  of  the  City  to  indemnification  by  the  Borrower  and  to  payments  to  the 
City  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  City  itself)  including  any  and  all  collateral 
referred  to  therein,  (b)  the  receipts  and  revenues  of  the  City  from  any  loan 
payments  by  the  Borrower,  (c)  moneys  which  are  at  any  time  or  from  time  to 
time  on  deposit  with  the  Trustee,  (d)  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and 
remedies  with  respect  to  any  and  all  other  property  of  every  description  and 
nature  from  time  to  time  by  delivery  or  by  writing  of  any  kind  conveyed, 
pledged,  assigned  or  transferred,  as  and  for  additional  security  for  the  Bonds,  by 
the  City  or  by  anyone  on  its  behalf  or  with  its  written  consent,  to  the  Trustee, 
and  (e)  all  of  the  City's  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  under  such 
other  documents,  including,  without  limitation,  mortgages,  deeds  of  trust, 
assignments,  leases,  guaranties  and  security  agreements,  as  the  Board  of 
Finance  shall  deem  appropriate  or  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  which  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  approve  by  resolution 
(the  "Resolution")  to  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Finance  prior  to  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

The  Bonds  may  be  sold  by  private  (negotiated)  sale  or  by  public  (retail)  sale  sub- 
ject to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance, 
including  the  form  of  and  the  manner  of  execution  and  delivery  of  an  official 
statement  or  other  offering  circular  to  be  distributed  in  connection  with  a  public 
offering  of  the  Bonds  or  an  information  memorandum  or  other  official  informa- 
tional document  prepared  in  connection  with  a  private  placement  of  Bonds. 

THE  TAXATION  AND  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL 
HELD  A  PUBLIC  HEARING,  PURSUANT  TO  NOTICE  PUBLISHED  IN  A 
NEWSPAPER  OF  GENERAL  CIRCULATION  IN  THE  CITY  FOR  THE  PUR- 
POSE OF  APPRISING  AFFECTED  RESIDENTS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  THE 
PROPOSED  ISSU.AJ^CE  OF  THE  BONDS  AND  ALLOWING  SUCH 
RESIDENTS  TO  APPEAR  AND  BE  HEARD  CONCERNING  THE  IS- 
SUANCE OF  THE  BONDS  AND  THE  LOCATION  AND  NATURE  OF  THE 
PROJECT.  MAYOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL  OF  BALTIMORE  HAS  DETER- 
MINED FOLLOWING  SUCH  PUBLIC  HEARING  THAT  THE  ISSUANCE 
OF  THE  BONDS  TO  FINANCE  THE  PROJECT  IS  IN  THE  PUBLIC  IN- 
TEREST AND  FOR  A  PUBLIC  PURPOSE  AND  BY  THIS  ORDINANCE  HAS 
GIVEN  ITS  APPROVAL  THERETO. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  act- 
ing pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(a)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  lend  the  proceeds  thereof  directly  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  and  the 
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costs  of  the  Project  will  facilitate,  enable  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Proj- 
ect by  the  Borrower. 

(b)  The  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  thereof  as 
provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the  general  purposes  con- 
templated by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (i)  sustaining  jobs  and  employment  in 
Baltimore  City,  (ii)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  and  (iii) 
encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City. 

(c)  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  the  interest  or  premium  (if  any)  thereon  shall  ever  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  or  constitute  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and 
credit  or  the  taxing  powers  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any  other  constitutional  or  charter  provision 
or  statutory  limitation,  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be 
limited  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  sources 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolution  which  may  include  loan 
repayments  made  by  the  Borrower,  moneys  derived  from  any  collateral  pledged 
under  any  document  or  security  agreement  executed  and  delivered  in  connection 
with  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  any  moneys  held  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Trustee  (IF  ONE  IS  APPOINTED),  including  unexpended  Bond  proceeds 
and  investment  earnings  thereon,  and  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the 
City  for  such  purpose.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  each  series  will  be  paid 
directly  to  the  Trustee  (or  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  in  the  event  a  trustee  is  not 
appointed  for  such  purpose)  OR  TO  PROJECT  FUND  TRUSTEE  to  be  dis- 
bursed by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Indenture  or  a  Loan  Agreement  OR 
BY  THE  PROJECT  FUND  TRUSTEE  AS  PROVIDED  IN  THE  ASSIGN- 
MENT, EITHER  OF  WHICH  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the 
Resolution.  Loan  payments  will  be  paid  directly  to  the  Trustee  (or  the  holders  of 
the  Bonds  in  the  event  a  Trustee  is  not  appointed  for  such  purpose)  as  provided  in 
the  Indenture  or  a  Loan  Agreement  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in 
the  Resolution.  No  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with  the  City's  funds  or  will 
be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such 
limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City 
to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  pur- 
poses of  the  Enabling  Law  and  this  Ordinance.  The  transactions  authorized 
hereunder  shall  in  no  event  constitute  capital  projects  within  the  meaning  of  any 
charter  or  statutory  provisions.  The  public  purposes  expressed  in  the  Enabling 
Law  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating,  enabling  and  expediting  the  completion  of 
the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

(d)  The  Board  of  Finance  shall,  in  its  discretion,  provide  in  the  Resolution  for 
whatever  form  of  security,  if  any,  it  deems  appropriate  in  connection  with  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds.  It  is  contemplated  that,  if  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  are  loaned  to  the  Borrower,  the  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the 
Project  other  than  (i)  any  general  interest  in  the  Borrower's  property  shared  by 
all  holders  of  the  Borrower's  obligations  which  rank  and  are  secured  equally  with 
the  Borrower's  obligations  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  as  applicable,  (ii) 
the  lien  and  security  interest  created  by  a  deed  of  trust,  if  any,  and  by  the  Loan 
Agreement,  as  applicable,  and  (iii)  any  interest  created  by  any  other  mortgage  or 
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deed  of  trust  or  other  security  instrurnent  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Bor- 
rower or  any  third  party  as  security  for  a  loan  of  the  Bond  proceeds  as  the  Board 
of  Finance  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Resolution  and  that  the  security 
for  the  Bonds  shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  (iv)  the  absolute,  irrevocable  and  un- 
conditional obligation  of  the  Borrower  to  make  the  payments  required  by  the 
Loan  Agreement,  (v)  moneys  from  the  liquidation  of  the  lien  and  security  interest 
created  by  the  deed  of  trust,  if  any,  and  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  of  any  other 
lien  or  security  interest  created  with  respect  to  any  property  as  security  for  a 
loan  of  the  Bonds  proceeds  or  the  Bonds  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  provide  for 
and  approve  in  the  Resolution,  and  (vi)  moneys  realized  from  any  guaranty  of  the 
Bonds  or  of  any  such  loan  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  provide  for  and  approve 
in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or 
more  series,  and  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and 
credit,  its  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds 
(Rieman  Block  Project),  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$950,000  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds 
will  be  loaned  to  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  issuance  and  cost 
of  the  Bonds  and  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Project.  The  Bonds 
and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the 
City  solely  from  the  sources  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolution 
which  may  include  loan  repayments  by  the  Borrower  on  account  of  a  loan  by  the 
City  of  the  Bond  proceeds,  any  moneys  derived  from  any  collateral  pledged 
under  any  document  or  security  agreement  executed  and  delivered  in  connection 
with  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  any  moneys  held  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Trustee,  including  unexpended  Bonds  proceeds  and  investment  earn- 
ings thereon,  and  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose. 
The  security  for  the  Bonds  shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  as  provided  in  Section  1 
of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  S.And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  commit- 
ment of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  commitment  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  each  of  the  Bonds  shall  bear  the 
descriptive  title  "Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds  (Rieman  Block  Project)",  provided  that  the  descriptive  title  may  contain 
such  other  descriptive  information  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  prescribe  in  the 
Resolution  (e.g.  "Series  A",  or  "1984  Series").  The  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  to  be  approved  and  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Finance  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  definitive  Bonds,  which  may  be 
engraved,  printed  or  typewritten,  including  the  Trustee's  Certificate  of  Authen- 
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tication  to  be  endorsed  thereon,  shall  be  in  such  form,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Enabling  Law  and  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may 
approve  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the 
name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be 
impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the 
City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  Loan  Agreement,  Indenture,  Regulatory 
Agreement  or  any  other  document  which  the  Board  of  Finance  deems  necessary 
or  appropriate  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  shall  be 
executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (or 
such  other  officer  as  the  Mayor  shall  lawfully  designate  for  the  purpose)  by  his 
manual  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall 
be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of 
the  City  Seal  by  his  manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a 
facsimile  of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid 
documents  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any 
of  the  other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  never- 
theless be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  re- 
mained in  office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of 
the  City,  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such 
documents  and  certificates  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  determine  in  the  Resolu- 
tion to  be  necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed,  issued 
and  delivered  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  in  one  or  more  series  and  in  such 
amount  or  amounts  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the  principal  amount  of 
$950,000  as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  prescribe  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  dated,  shall  be  in 
such  denominations,  shall  be  of  such  form  and  tenor,  and  shall  be  payable  in  such 
amounts  at  such  times  not  exceeding  46  42  years  from  the  date  thereof  and  at 
such  place  or  places  as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  prescribe  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Bonds  may  be  subject  to  redemp- 
tion prior  to  their  stated  maturities  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board 
of  Finance  shall  prescribe  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds,  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  adopt  the  Resolution  pursuant 
to  which  the  Board  of  Finance  shall: 

(a)  prescribe  the  form,  tenor,  terms,  sources  of  payment,  provisions  and  condi- 
tions of  and  security  for  the  Bonds; 
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(b)  prescribe  the  actual  amounts,  rate  or  rates  of  interest  (or  the  method  of 
determining  the  same),  denominations,  date,  actual  maturity  or  maturities  and 
the  place  or  places  of  payment  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  and 
details  under  which  the  Bonds  may  be  called  for  redemption  prior  to  their  stated 
maturities. 

(c)  appoint  a  bank  having  trust  powers,  or  a  trust  company,  as  Trustee  for  the 
Bonds  (IF  A  TRUSTEE  IS  TO  BE  APPOINTED)  and  appoint  a  paying  agent  or 
agents  for  the  Bonds,  which  may  be  the  Trustee; 

(d)  approve  the  form  and  contents,  and  authorize  the  execution  and  delivery 
(where  applicable)  of  any  of  the  following  documents:  (i)  a  Loan  Agreement, 
(ii)  an  Indenture,  (iii)  a  Regulatory  Agreement,  (iv)  any  preliminary  and  final  of- 
ficial statement  or  offering  circular  prepared  in  connection  with  the  public  sale  of 
the  Bonds  or  any  offering  memorandum  or  other  official  informational  document 
prepared  in  connection  with  a  private  placement  of  the  Bonds,  and  (v)  such  other 
documents  as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  deem  appropriate  or  necessary  in  order 
to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds; 

(e)  determine  the  time  of  execution,  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds 
and  prescribe  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds; 

(f)  provide  for  the  direct  payment  by  the  Lender  or  the  Borrower  of  all  costs, 
fees  and  expenses  incurred  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  with  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  o*'  the  Bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  costs  of 
printing  (if  any)  and  issuing  the  Bonds,  legal  expenses  and  compensation  to  any 
person  (other  than  full  time  employees  of  the  City)  performing  services  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  therewith; 

(g)  provide  for  the  issuance  and  sale  (subject  to  the  passage  of  an  appropriate 
ordinance  authorizing  the  same  as  may  be  required  at  the  time)  of  one  or  more 
series  of  additional  bonds  and  one  or  more  series  of  refunding  bonds;  and 

(h)  do  any  and  all  things,  and  authorize  the  officials  of  the  City  to  do  any  and  all 

things,  necessar>',  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  Loan  Agreement, Lender  Loan 
Agreement,  Indenture,  Deposit  Agreement,  Development  Agreement  ASSIGN- 
MENT, Regulatory  Agreement  or  any  official  statement,  offering  circular  or  in- 
formation memorandum  prepared  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall 
contain  such  terms,  provisions  and  conditions,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Enabling 
Law  and  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  approve 
in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  authorized  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Bonds  may  be  sold  by  private  (negotiated)  sale  or  by  public  (retail)  sale  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the 
Resolution.  The  Board  is  hereby  authorized: 

(a)  to  consent  to  the  use  by  representatives  of  the  Borrrower,  any  investment 
bankers  or  other  firms  acting  as  underwriters  or  placement  agents  or  otherwise 
in  regard  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  of  (i)  a  preliminary  and  final  official  statement 
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or  offering  circular  in  connection  with  any  public  offering  of  the  Bonds  or  (ii)  an 
offering  memorandum  or  other  official  informational  document  in  connection 
with  any  private  placement  of  the  Bonds;  and 

(b)  to  execute  and  deliver  any  purchase  agreement  for  the  Bonds  by  and  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  underwriters  or  other  purchasers  of  the  Bonds  consistent 
with,  and  subject  to,  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  the  Enabling  Law  and 
to  accomplish  any  and  all  actions  necessary  or  deemed  appropriate  by  the  City  of- 
ficials to  issue  and  deliver  the  Bonds  to  such  underwriters  or  purchasers  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  any  such  purchase  agree- 
ment. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon 
shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  or  constitute  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the 
faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of 
the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Maryland  Con- 
stitution or  any  other  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation, 
limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  of 
the  City.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  not  constitute  or  give  rise  to 
any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  Bonds,  and  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be 
limited  obligations  of  the  City,  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  which  Bonds  shall 
be  payable  by  the  City  solely  from  and  to  the  extent  of  sources  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolution  which  may  include  loan  repayments  made  by 
the  Borrower  on  account  of  a  loan  of  the  Bond  proceeds  by  the  City  to  such  party, 
moneys  derived  from  any  collateral  pledged  under  any  document  executed  and 
delivered  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  moneys 
held  from  time  to  time  by  the  Trustee  (IF  ONE  IS  APPOINTED),  including 
unexpended  Bond  proceeds  and  investment  earnings  thereon,  and  from  any 
other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  The  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  and  the  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Borrower  will  be  paid  directly  to  the 
Trustee  (or  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  if  no  such  trustee  is  appointed)  OR  THE 
PROJECT  FUND  TRUSTEE  to  be  held  and  disbursed  by  the  Trustee  as  provid- 
ed in  the  Indenture  or  the  Loan  Agreement  OR  BY  THE  PROJECT  FUND 
TRUSTEE  AS  PROVIDED  IN  THE  ASSIGNMENT  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolution.  No  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with  the 
City's  Funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City,  but  will  be  sub- 
ject only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or 
desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  are  used  to  ac- 
complish the  public  purposes  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  It  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  and  equip- 
ping of  the  Project  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
for  approval,  and  that  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional 
reasons;  and 

(b)  It  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  and  design. 
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Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances  and  the 
remaining  provisions  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  give  practical  realization  to  the 
public  purposes  intended  to  be  achieved  hereunder  and  the  protection  against 
pecuniary  liability  to  be  afforded  to  the  City.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the 
legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been  passed  if  such  illegal,  in- 
valid or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  had  not  been 
included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to  which  this  Ordinance  or 
any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  exempted  herefrom. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  the  Bonds  are  not  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  the  authorization  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to 
issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  shall  expire;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of 
Finance  may,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  of  Finance,  extend  such  authorization  for  one  additional  term  not  to  ex- 
ceed six  months.  The  Board  of  Finance,  in  its  sole  discretion,  shall  determine  the 
sufficiency,  or  lack  thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension 
of  this  Ordinance.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the 
reasons  therefore  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council  of  the  City. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

URBAN  RENEWAL -CANTON  WATERFRONT- RENEWAL  AREA 
DESIGNATION  AND  URBAN  RENEWAL  PLAN 

FOR  the  purpose  of  designating  as  a  "Renewal  Area"  an  area  situate  in 
Baltimore  City,  Maryland  known  as  the  Canton  Waterfront,  bounded  general- 
ly by  O'Donnell,  Elliott,  and  Toone  Streets  on  the  north,  Clinton  Street  on  the 
east,  and  the  North  West  Branch  of  the  Patapsco  River  on  the  south  and  west; 
approving  a  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Canton  Waterfront;  authorizing  the  acquisi- 
tion of  certain  properties  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  for  urban  renewal 
purposes;  providing  for  the  review  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Com- 
munity Development  of  all  plans  for  new  construction,  exterior  rehabilitation, 
or  change  in  use  of  properties  within  the  Canton  Waterfront;  establishing  pro- 
cedures for  the  issuance  and  denial  of  demolition  permits;  providing  that  in 
selling  land  in  the  Canton  Waterfront  area,  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  shall  require  that  developers  agree  in  writing  not  to 
discriminate  in  the  sale,  lease,  use  or  occupancy  of  the  property  developed  by 
them  against  any  person  because  of  national  origin,  race,  religion,  sex  or  color; 
providing  that  the  cleaning  of  masonry  facades  by  means  of  sandblasting  shall 
not  be  permitted  unless  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  determines  it  to  be  the  only  feasible  means  of  sur- 
face cleaning;  providing  a  penalty  for  violation  of  this  standard;  providing  that 
the  approval  of  said  Renewal  Plan  is  not  an  enactment  of  such  amendments  to 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  as  are  proposed  in  said  Renewal  Plan;  establishing  per- 
mitted land  uses;  creating  disposition  lots  for  residential,  mixed,  maritime 
services,  right-of-way,  and  public  uses;  recommending  the  closing  of  certain 
streets  and/or  alleys;  approving  certain  regulations,  controls  and  restrictions 
applicable  to  all  land  and  property  within  the  Canton  Waterfront;  waiving 
such  requirements,  if  any  as  to  content  or  procedure  for  the  preparation, 
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adoption  and  approval  of  Renewal  Plans  as  set  forth  in  Article  13  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1983  Replacement  Volume)  which  the  Renewal  Plan  for  the 
Canton  Waterfront  may  not  meet;  PROVIDING  FOR  COMMUNITY  REVIEW 
OF  CONSTRUCTION  PLANS,  AND  FOR  COMMUNITY  REVIEW  OF  ALL 
PLAN  AMENDMENTS;  providing  for  the  severability  of  the  various  parts  and 
application  of  this  ordinance;  providing  that  where  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  conflict  with  any  other  ordinance,  code  or  regulation,  the  provi- 
sion which  establishes  the  higher  standard  shall  prevail;  and  providing  for  the  ef- 
fective date  hereof. 

Whereas,  the  basic  goal  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  the  Canton  Waterfront 
area  is  to  eliminate  blighting  influences  and  protect  the  area  from  any  future 
blighting  influences,  to  bring  about  general  physical  improvements  in  the  area 
through  coordinated  public  and  private  improvements,  to  promote  home  owner- 
ship opportunities,  and  to  maximize  public  access  to  the  waterfront;  and 

Whereas,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  13  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1983  Replacement  Volume),  the  Canton  Waterfront  area  has  been  found  to 
be  in  need  of  undertakings  and  activities  for  the  elimination,  the  correction,  or 
the  prevention  of  the  development  or  the  spread  of  slums,  blight,  or  deteriora- 
tion; and 

Whereas,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development,  after  consultation  with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Plan- 
ning, acting  pursuant  to  powers  vested  by  Section  23(a)  of  Article  13  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1983  Replacement  Volume),  has  heretofore  determined 
that  the  Canton  Waterfront  area,  as  hereinbelow  more  particularly  described, 
may  be  benefited  through  the  exercise  of  those  functions  and  powers  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore  which  are  vested  in  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  by  said  Article  13,  and  has  recommended  to  the  City  Council  that 
an  ordinance  be  passed  to  designate  the  Canton  Waterfront  as  a  "Renewal  Area"; 
and 

Whereas,  under  Article  13  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1983  Replacement 
Volume),  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is  authorized 
to  prepare  and  administer  renewal  plans  in  renewal  areas;  and 

Whereas,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  has 
prepared  a  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Canton  Waterfront,  consisting  of  a  cover  page, 
a  table  of  contents,  9  pages  of  text,  and  four  (4)  exhibits;  and 

Whereas,  the  Renewal  Plan  for  the  Canton  Waterfront  was  approved  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Planning  with  respect  to  its  conformity  as  to  the 
Master  Plan,  the  detailed  location  of  any  public  improvements  proposed  in  the 
Renewal  Plan,  its  conformity  to  the  rules  and  regulations  for  subdivisions,  and  all 
zoning  changes  proposed  in  the  Renewal  Plan;  and  the  Renewal  Plan  was  ap- 
proved and  recommended  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  by  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development; 
now,  therefore. 

Section  I.Beit  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it 
is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  area  known  as  the  Canton  Waterfront, 
as  hereinbelow  more  particularly  described,  may  be  benefitted  through  the  exer- 
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cise  of  the  functions  and  powers  vested  in  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Com- 
nnunity  Development: 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  intersection  of  the  north  side  of  O'Donnell 
Street  and  the  northwestern  side  of  Boston  Street;  thence  binding  on  the 
north  side  of  O'Donnell  Street  crossing  Lakewood  Avenue  to  intersect  an  ex- 
tended straight  line  of  the  east  side  of  Lakewood  Avenue;  thence  binding  on 
said  extended  line  and  the  east  side  of  Lakewood  Avenue  southerly  to  in- 
tersect the  south  side  of  O'Donnell  Street;  thence  binding  on  the  south  side  of 
O'Donnell  Street  easterly  to  intersect  the  east  side  of  S.  Kenwood  Avenue; 
thence  binding  on  the  east  side  of  S.  Kenwood  Avenue  southerly  to  intersect 
the  north  side  of  the  first  3  foot  alley;  thence  binding  on  the  north  side  of  said  3 
foot  alley  easterly  to  intersect  the  west  side  of  S.  Streeper  Street;  thence  bind- 
ing on  the  west  side  of  S.  Streeper  Street  southerly  to  intersect  an  extended 
straight  line  of  the  south  side  of  Price  Alley;  thence  binding  on  said  extended 
straight  line  and  the  south  side  of  Price  Alley  easterly  to  intersect  the  west 
side  of  S.  Linwood  Avenue;  thence  binding  on  the  west  side  of  S.  Linwood 
Avenue  southerly  to  intersect  the  north  side  of  the  first  10  foot  alley;  thence 
binding  on  the  north  side  of  said  10  foot  alley  easterly  to  intersect  the  east  side 
of  Curley  Street;  thence  binding  on  the  east  side  of  Curley  Street  southerly  to 
intersect  the  north  side  of  Elliott  Street;  thence  binding  on  the  north  side  of 
Elliott  Street  easterly  to  intersect  the  east  side  of  Potomac  Street;  thence 
binding  on  the  east  side  of  Potomac  Street  southerly  crossing  Elliott  Street 
and  continuing  southerly  to  intersect  the  north  side  of  the  second  10  foot  alley; 
thence  binding  on  the  north  side  of  said  10  foot  alley  easterly,  crossing  Decker 
Street,  and  continuing  to  intersect  the  east  side  of  S.  Ellwood  Avenue;  thence 
binding  on  the  east  side  of  S.  Ellwood  Avenue  southerly  to  intersect  the  divi- 
sion line  between  Lots  20,  27  and  19,  Block  1898;  thence  binding  on  said  divi- 
sion line  easterly  to  intersect  the  west  side  of  Robinson  Street;  thence  binding 
on  the  west  side  of  Robinson  Street  southerly  to  intersect  the  south  side  of 
Toone  Street;  thence  binding  on  the  south  side  of  Toone  Street  easterly  cross- 
ing East  Avenue  to  intersect  the  west  side  of  Clinton  Street;  thence  binding  on

(8)  "Easement"  means  a  grant  or  reservation  by  the  owner  of  land  for  the  use  of 
sueh  land  by  others  for  a  specific  purpose  or  purposes,  and  which  must  be  in- 
eluded  in  the  conveyance  vf  WILL  BE  RECORDED  AND  WILL  ENCUMBER 
TITLE  TO  THE  land  affected  by  such  easement.

(13)  "Off  site  stormwater  management"  m£ans  the  design  and  construction  of  a 
fcuyility  necessary  to  control  stormwater  from  more  than  one  developinent. 

(H)  "On-site  stormwater  management"  means  the  design  and  construction  of 
systems  FACILITIES  necessary  to  control  stormwater  within  an  immediate 
development. 

(15)  "Porous  paving"  means  an  open  graded  asphaltic  or  reticular  concrete  or 
other  material  which  allows  water  to  pass  through  it.

(25)  (27)  "Watercourse"  means  any  natural  or  artificial  stream,  river,  creek, 
ditch,  channel,  canal,  conduit,  culvert,  drain,  waterway,  gully,  ravine  or  wash, 
in  and  including  any  area  adjacent  thereto  which  is  subject  to  inundation  by 
reason  of  overflow  of  flood  water. 

(26)  (28)  "Watershed"  means  the  total  drainage  area  contributing  runoff  to  a 
single  point. 

(2f)  (29)  "Wetlands"  means  an  area  that  has  saturated  soils  or  periodic  high 
groundwater  levels  and  vegetation  adapted  to  wet  conditions  and  periodic 
flooding. 

119    Stormwater  Management  Plans.  The  applicant  shall: 

(1)  Be  responsible  for  submitting  a  stormwater  management  plan  which  meets 
the  design  requirements  provided  by  this  subtitle  and  the  detailed  requirements  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works'  Stormwater  Management  Design  Manual.  The 
plan  shall  contain  supporting  computations,  drawings,  and  sufficient  informa- 
tion to  evaluate  the  environmental  characteristics  of  the  affected  areas,  the  poten- 
tial impacts  of  the  proposed  development  on  water  resources,  and  the  effectiveness 
and  acceptability  of  measures  for  managing  stormwater  runoff.  This  informa- 
tion shall  also  be  sufficient  to  ei^aluate  the  effects  that  the  stormwater  manage- 
ment measures  may  have  on  the  environmental  characteristics  of  the  affected 
areas.  The  applicant  or  builders  BUILDER  shall  certify  on  the  drawings  that  all 
clearing,  grading,  drainage,  construction,  and  development  shall  be  accomp- 
lished in  strict  accordance  with  the  approved  plan;  and 

(2)  Submit  the  stormwater  management  plan  including  all  documentation,  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  review  and  approval.  The  Department  of 
Public  Works  shall  review  the  plan  to  determine  compliance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  subtitle  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works'  Stormwater 
Management  Design  Manual  prior  to  approval.  The  approved  plan  shall  serve  as 
the  basis  for  all  subsequent  construction  requiring  stormwater  management;  and 

(3)  Receive  notification  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  within  30  days 
after  submission  of  a  completed  stormwater  management  plan  concerning  plan 
approval  or  reasons  for  disapproval  or  the  need  for  plan  modification^;  OR  IF 
a  decision  cannot  be  made  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  within  30  days,  the 
applicant  shall  be  informed  of  the  status  of  the  review  process  and  the  anticipated 
completion  date.  The  stormwater  management  plan  shall  not  be  considered  ap- 
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proved  without  the  incliLsion  of  the  signature  and  the  date  of  signature  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works,  or  designee,  on  this  plan. 

120  Stormwater  Manxigement  Criteria.  The  minimum  stormwater  control  re- 
quirements shall: 

(1)  Require  that  all  developments  provide  management  measures  necessary  to 
maintain  the  post-development  peak  discharges  for  a  24-hour,  2-  and  10-year  fre- 
quency storm  event  at  a  level  that  is  equal  to  or  less  than  the  respective,  2Jt-hour, 
2-and  10-year  predevelopment  peak  discharge  rate,  through  stormwater  mxinage- 
ment  pi-actice  PRACTICES  that  control  the  volume,  timing,  and  rate  of  flaws; 
and 

(2)  Require  no  increase  in  the  downstream  peak  discharge  for  the  100-year  fre- 
quency  storm  event  in  watersheds  designated  as  interjurisdictional  flood  hazard 
watersheds.  The  Jov£s  Falls  and  the  Gwynns  Falls  have  been  designated  as  inter- 
jurisdictional flood  hazard  watersheds;  and 

(3)  Require  that  where  runoff  is  discharged  into  an  off-site  stormwater  manage- 
ment facility,  the  control  requirements  and  procedures  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  detailed  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works'  Stormwater 
Management  Design  Manual;  and 

(If)  Be  altered  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  subject  to  the  Water  Resources 
Administration  approval  if  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  conducted  com- 
prehensive watershed  studies  which  demxmstrate  that  alternate  requirements 
may  better  control  flood  damage,  mitigate  accelerated  stream  erosion  and 
sedimentation,  and  improve  water  quality;  and 

(5)  Require  that  stormwater  management  plans  be  consistent  with  adopted  and 
approved  watershed  management  plans  or  flood  mxinagement  plans  as  approved 
by  the  Water  Resources  Administration  in  accordance  with  the  Flood  Hazard 
Management  Act  of  1976  (Section  8-9A-01  et  seq..  Natural  Resources  Article, 
ANNOTATED  CODE  OF  MARYLAND  (1983  REPLACEMENT  VOLUME)). 

121  Stormwater  Management  Measures.  Stormwater  TYianagement  measures 
shall  be  required  to  satisfy  the  minimum  control  requirements.  The  stormwater 
management  measures  to  be  utilized  in  developing  a  stormwater  management 
plan  shall  be  according  to  the  following  order  of  preference: 

(1)  Infiltration  of  runoff  on-site: 

(2)  Flow  attenuation  by  use  of  open  vegetated  swales  and  natural  depressions; 

(3)  Stormwater  retention  structures;  and 
(Jf)  Stormwater  detention  structures. 

122  Stormwater  Management  Measures  Sequence.  Infiltration  measures  shall 
be  u^ed  to  reduce  volume  increases  to  the  extent  possible  as  determined  in  accord- 
ance urith  the  Department  of  Public  Works'  Stormwater  Management  Design 
Manual.  A  combination  of  successive  preferred  practices  may  be  used  to  achieve 
the  applicable  minimum  control  requirements.  Justification  shall  be  provided  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  by  the  applicant  for  vejecting  each  pitjetiee 
EACH  PRACTICE  REJECTED  based  on  site  conditions. 
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123  Exemptions.  The  following  develojmient  activities  are  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  the  requirements  of  providing  stormwater  manage- 
ment. 

(1)  Additions  or  modifications  to  existing  single  family  residential  structures, 
detached  garages,  sheds,  surimming  pools  or  similar  accessory  improvements;  or 

(2)  Construction  and/or  grading  operations,  that  do  not  disturb  over  5,000 
square  feet  of  land  area  unless  such  construction  or  grading  operations  are  part 
of  an  approved  subdivision  plan  which  contains  provisions  for  stormwater 
manageynent;  or 

(3)  Residential  development  consisting  of  single  family  houses  each  on  a  lot  of 
two  acres  or  greater;  or 

(Jt)  Land  dei^elopment  activities  which  the  Water  Resources  Administration 
determines  will  be  regulated  under  specific  State  laws  which  provide  for  manag- 
ing stormwater  runoff 

124  Waivers.  The  Dii'ectoi's  DIRECTOR  of  Public  Works,  or  designee,  may 
grant  a  waiver  of  ANY  OF  the  stormwater  management  requirenrients  for  in- 
dividual developments  provided  that  a  written  request  is  submitted  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  by  the  applicant  containing  descriptions,  drawings,  and 
any  other  information  that  is  necessary  to  evaluate  the  proposed  development.  A 
separate  urritten  waiver  request  shall  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  if  there  are  subsequent  additions,  extensions,  or  modifica- 
tions to  a  development  receiving  a  waiver.  Eligibility  for  a  waiver  shall  be  deter- 
mined if  the  applicant  can  conclusively  demonstrate  that  it  will  not  cause  an 
adverse  impact  on  the  receiving  wetlands  water  coarse  or  waterway  and  that: 

(1)  The  proposed  development  shall  not  generate  more  than  a  10  percent  in- 
crease in  the  2-year  pre-development  peak  discharge  rate;  or 

(2)  A  site  is  surrounded  by  existing  developed  areas  which  are  served  by  an  ex- 
isting network  of  public  storm  drainage  systems  of  adequate  capacity  to  accom- 
modate the  runoff  from  the  additional  development;  or 

(3)  Provisions  to  control  direct  outfall  to  tidewater  are  provided  when  the  first 
inch  of  rainfall  is  managed  according  to  infiltration  standards  and  specifica- 
tions promulgated  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works'  Stormwater  Management 
Design  Manuxil. 

125  Variances.  The  Director  of  Public  Works,  or  designee,  may  grant  a  writ- 
ten variance  from  any  requirements  of  Section  120  (Stormwater  Management 
Criteria)  or  the  Department  of  Public  Works'  Stomnwater  Management  Design 
Manual  if  there  are  exceptional  circumstances  applicable  to  the  site  such  that 
strict  adherence  to  these  provisions  will  result  in  unnecessary  hardship  and  not 
fulfill  the  intent  of  this  subtitle.  A  written  request  for  variance  shall  be  provided 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  shall  state  the  specific  variances  sought 
and  reasons  for  their  granting.  The  Director  of  Public  Works,  or  his  designee, 
shall  not  grant  a  variance  unless  and  until  sufficient  specific  reasons  justifying 
the  variance  are  provided  by  the  applicant. 
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126  Permit  Requirements.  A  grading  or  building  permit  shall  not  be  issued  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  any  parcel  or  lot 
unless  a  stormwater  marmgement  exemption  or  waiver  is  granted,  or  a  storm- 
water  management  plan  meeting  the  requirements  of  this  subtitle  and  the  detailed 
requirements  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works'  Stormwater  Management 
Design  Manual  has  been  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Where  ap- 
propriate, a  building  permit  shall  not  be  issued  until  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  certifies  that  the  following  have  been  properly  executed: 

(1)  Recorded  easements  for  the  stormwater  management  facility  and  easements 
to  provide  adequate  access  for  inspection  and  maintenance  from  a  public  right-of- 
way;  and 

(2)  A  recorded  stormwater  management  maintenance  agreement;  and 

(3)  A  performance  bond. 

127  Permit  Fee.  A  non-refmidable  pennitfee,  IN  CASES  WHERE  A  STORM- 
WATER MANAGEMENT  PERMIT  IS  REQUIRED,  A  NON-REFUNDABLE 
STORMWATER  MANAGEMENT  PERMIT  FEE,  in  addition  to  the  usual  fee 
charged  for  processing  a  grading  or  building  permit,  shall  be  collected  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Comf^munity  Development  at  the  time  a  grading  or 
building  permit  is  issued.  The  permit  fee  may  provide  for  the  cost  of  stormwater 
management  plan  review,  administration,  management  of  the  stormwater  per- 
mitting process,  and  inspection  of  all  projects  subject  to  the  requirenvents  of  this 
subtitle.  A  fee  schedule  shall  be  established  based  upon  the  relative  complexity  of 
the  project  and  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time.  The  fee  schedule  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  the  Commissioner  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  subject  to  approval  by  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

128  Permit  Suspension  and  Revocation.  Any  grading  or  building  permit 
issued  by  the  Department  OF  HOUSING  AND  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT 
shall  be  suspended  or  revoked  by  the  Departm£nt  OF  HOUSING  AND  COM- 
MUNITY DEVELOPMENT  after  ujritten  notice  is  given  to  the  permittee  and  the 
Department  OF  HOUSING  AND  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  for  any  of  the  follounng  reasons: 

(1)  Any  violation(s)  of  the  conditions  of  the  stormwater  management  plan  ap- 
proval. 

(2)  Changes  in  site  runoff  characteristics  upon  which  a  waiver  was  granted. 

(3)  Construction  is  not  in  accordance  urith  the  approved  plans. 

(4)  Noncompliance  unth  correction  notice(s)  or  stop  work  orderfs)  issued  for  the 
construction  of  the  stormwater  management  facility. 

(5)  An  immediate  danger  exists  in  a  dmunstream  area  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  or  designee. 

129  Permit  Conditions.  The  Director  of  Public  Works,  or  designee,  in  grant- 
ing plan  approval,  may  impose  additional  conditions  thereto  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works'  Stormwater  Management  Design  Manual,  and  the  preser- 
vation of  the  public  safety,  health,  and  general  welfare. 
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130  Construction  Inspection  Schedule  and  Reports.  Prior  to  the  approval  of  a 
stomiwater  managnient  plan,  the  applicant  shall  submit  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  a  proposed  construction  and  inspection  control  schedule.  The 
Department  of  Public  Works,  or  an  authorized  representative,  shall  conduct  in- 
spections at  the  construction  stages  specified  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
Stormwater  Management  Design  Manual  and  file  reports  of  inspections  during 
construction  of  stormwater  management  systems  to  ensure  compliance  with  the 
approved  plans. 

No  other  scheduled  stormwater  management  work  shall  proceed  until  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  inspects  and  approves  the  work  previously  com- 
pleted and  furnishes  the  applicant  unth  the  results  of  the  inspection  soon  after 
completion  of  each  required  inspection. 

After  receiving  written  notice  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  appli- 
cant shall  promptly  correct  any  portion  of  the  work  which  cbes  not  comply  with 
the  approved  plans.  The  notice  shall  set  forth  the  nature  of  corrections  required 
and  the  time  urithin  which  corrections  shall  be  made. 

131  Final  Inspection  Reports.  A  final  inspection  shall  be  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  upon  completion  of  the  stormwater  management 
facility  to  determine  if  the  completed  work  is  constructed  in  accordance  urith  ap- 
proved plans,  the  detailed  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works' 
Stormwater  Management  Design  Manual,  and  the  intent  of  this  subtitle.  A 
registered  professional  engineer  licensed  in  Maryland  is  required  to  certify  on 
"As-Built"  plans  that  the  stormwater  management  facility  has  been  constructed 
in  accordance  urith  the  approved  plans  and  specifications.  The  applicant  shall 
receive  written  notification  of  the  final  inspection  results.  The  Department  of 
Public  Works  shall  maintain  a  permanent  file  of  inspection  reports. 

132  Performance  Bond.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  require  from 
the  applicant  a  surety  or  cash  bond,  irrevocable  letter  of  credit,  or  other  means  of 
security  acceptable  to  the  City  of  Baltimore  prior  to  issuance  of  any  building 
and/or  grading  permit  for  construction  of  a  development  requimng  a  stormwater 
management  facility.  The  amount  of  security  shall  not  be  less  than  the  total 
estimated  construction  cost  of  the  stormwater  management  facility.  This  estimate 
shall  be  prepared  by  a  registered  professional  engineer  and  submitted  with  the 
plan.  The  bond  so  required  in  this  section  shall  include  provisions  relative  to 
forfeiture  for  failure  to  complete  work  specified  in  the  approved  stormwater 
management  plan,  compliance  unth  all  provisions  of  this  subtitle,  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  Stormwater  Management  Design  Manual,  other  applicable  laws 
and  regulations,  and  any  time  limitations.  The  bonds  BOND  shall  not  be  fully 
released  without  a  final  inspection  of  completed  work  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  submission  of  'As-Built"  plans,  and  certification  of  completion  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  stormwater  management  facility  as  being  in 
compliance  with  the  approved  plan  and  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle.  A  prmn- 
sion  may  be  made  for  partial  release  of  the  amount  of  the  bond,  pro-rated  upon 
completion  and  acceptance  of  the  vamous  stages  of  the  development  as  specifically 
delineated,  described,  and  scheduled  on  the  required  plans  and  specifications. 
The  applicant  shall  notify  the  Department  of  Public  Works  upon  completion  of 
each  stage  that  the  facility  is  ready  for  inspection. 
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138  Maintenance  Responsibility.  The  owner  of  the  property  on  which  work  has 
been  done  pursuant  to  this  subtitle  for  private  stormwater  management  facilities, 
or  any  other  person  or  agent  in  control  of  such  property,  shall  maintain  in  good 
condition  and  pr&rnptly  repair  and  restore  all  grade  surfaces,  walls,  drains 
dams  and  structures,  vegetation,  erosion  and  sediment  control  measures,  and 
other  protective  devices.  Su£h  repairs  or  restorations  shall  be  in  accordance  vnth 
approved  plans. 

A  maintenance  schedule  for  any  stormwater  management  facility  shall  be 
developed  for  the  life  of  the  development  and  shall  state  the  maintenance  to  be  com- 
pleted, the  time  period  for  completion,  and  who  shall  perform  the  muintenance  in- 
cluding provisions  for  normal  and  abnormal  maintenance.  The  maintenance 
schedule  shall  be  printed  on  the  stormwater  management  plan. 

ISJt  Maintenance  Agreement.  The  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  shall  not  issue  any  grading  or  building  permit  for  which  stomn- 
water  m/inagement  is  required  until  the  Department  of  Public  Works  certifies 
that  the  applicant  or  owner  has  executed  an  inspection  and  maintenance  agree- 
ment  binding  on  all  subsequent  owners  of  land  seinjed  by  the  private  stormwater 
management  faeility.  Sueh  agreement  shall  provide  for  aecess  to  the  facility  at 
reasonable  times,  for  regular  inspection  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  or 
its  authorized  representative,  and  for  regular  or  special  assessments  of  property 
owners  to  ensure  that  the  facility  is  maintained  in  proper  working  condition  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  this  subtitle,  the  Department  of  Public  Works'  Storm- 
water Management  Design  Manual  and  any  other  provisions  required  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  or  designee. 

The  agreement  shall  be  recorded  in  the  land  records  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  by 
the  applicant  and/or  owner. 

The  agreement  shall  also  provide  that,  if  after  urritten  notice  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  to  correct  a  violation  requiring  maintenance  work,  sastisfactory 
corrections  are  not  made  by  the  oumerfs)  of  land  served  by  the  facility  urithin  a 
reasonable  period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  30  days  unless  extended  for  good  cause 
shoum,  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  or  its  designee,  may  perform  all 
necessary  work  to  place  the  facility  in  proper  working  condition.  The  owners  of 
property  served  by  the  facility  shall  be  assessed  the  cost  of  the  work  and  any 
penalties  and  there  shall  be  a  lien  on  any  property  served  by  the  facility,  which 
may  be  placed  on  the  tax  bill  and  collected  as  ordinary  taxes  by  the  Department  of 
Finance. 

135  Preventive  Maintenance  Inspection.  Preventive  maintenance  shall  be  en- 
sured through  inspection  of  all  infiltration  systems,  swales,  retention,  or  deten- 
tion structures  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  inspection  shall  occur 
during  the  first  year  of  operation  and  at  least  once  every  three  years  thereafter. 

Preventive  maintenance  inspection  reports  shall  be  maintained  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  on  all  stormwater  management  structures  FACILITIES. 
The  reports  shall  conform  to  the  detailed  requirements  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works'  Stormwater  Management  Design  Manual. 

If,  after  an  inspection  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  condition  of  a 
stormwater  management  facility  presents  an  immediate  danger  to  the  public 
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safety  or  health,  because  of  an  unsafe  condition  or  improper  maintenance,  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  shall  take  such  action;  as  may  be  necessary  to  pro- 
tect the  public  and  make  the  facility  safe.  Any  cost  incurred  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  shall  be  assessed  against  the  ownerfs)  and  collected,  as  provided  in 
Section  13U. 

136  Appeals.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  any  official  charged  with 
the  enforcement  of  this  subtitle,  as  a  result  of  the  disapproval  of  an  (properly 
filed)  application  for  a  peivnit,  issuance  of  a  written  notice  ofmolation,  or  an  al- 
leged failure  to  properly  enforce  this  subtitle,  in  regard  to  a  specific  application, 
shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  the  action  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works.  The  ap- 
peal shall  be  filed  in  writing  within  seven  days  of  the  date  of  official  transmittal 
of  the  final  decision  or  deteyvnination  to  the  applicant  AGGRIEVED  PARTY, 
shall  state  clearly  the  grounds  on  which  the  appeal  is  based,  ayid  shall  be  processed 
in  the  manner  prescribed  for  hearing  administrative  appeals  under  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  Department  of  Public  Works,  Specifications  for  Materials, 
Highways,  Bridges,  Utilities  and  Incidental  Structures,  issue  of  1979  and  all 
amendments  thereto. 

137  Penalties.  Any  person  convicted  of  violating  the  provisions  ANY  PROVI- 
SION of  this  subtitle  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conmction 
thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000) 
or  imprisoyunent  not  exceeding  one  (1)  year  or  both.  Each  day  that  a  violation 
continues  shall  be  a  deemed  separate  ojjetise.  In  addition  thereof  the  Ctty  of 
Baltunore.  may  i-tistitute  inj-unctive,  tnandamus,  or  other  appropriate  action  or 
proceedings  at  law  or  EXCEEDING  ONE  (1)  YEAR  OR  BOTH.  EACH  DAY 
THAT  A  MOLA  TION  CONTINUES  SHALL  BE  DEEMED  A  SEPARATE  OF- 
FENSE. IN  ADDITION,  THE  MAYOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL  OF 
BALTIMORE  AL\Y  INSTITUTE  INJUNCTIl'E  OR  OTHER  APPROPRIATE 
ACTIONS  OR  PROCEEDINGS  AT  LAW  OR  IN  equity  for  the  eyiforceyneyit  of 
this  subtitle  or  to  correct  violations  of  this  subtitle.  Any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  shall  have  the  right  to  issue  restraining  orders,  temporary  or  penna 
nent  injunctions,  or  manduniuses  or  other  appropriate  fonns  ofrrrnedy  or  relief. 

Sec.  2.  Ayid  be  it  further  ordaiywd,  That  in  the  event  it  be  judicially  determined 
that  any  word,  phrases  PHRASE,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section,  or  part 
m-or  of  this  ordinance  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstances 
is  invalid,  the  remaining  provisions  and  the  application  of  such  provisions  to 
other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  OF  BALTIMORE  hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the 
remaining  provisions  of  this  ordinance  without  the  word,  phrase,  clause, 
sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  part  or  the  application  thereof  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  3.  Ayid  be  it  further  ordauied,  That  in  any  case  where  a  provision  of  this 
ordinance  concerns  the  same  subject  matter  as  an  existing  provision  of  any  plan- 
ning, public  works,  zoning,  building,  plumbing,  health,  or  safety  ordinance  or 
code  or  regulation,  the  applicable  provisions  concerned  shall  be  construed  so  as  to 
give  effect  to  each;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  provisions  are  found  to  be  in 
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irreconcilable  contlict,  the  provision  wnicn  establishes  the  higher  standard  for 
the  promotion  and  protection  of  the  public  health  and  safety  shall  prevail.  In  any 
case  where  a  provision  of  this  subtitle  is  found  to  be  in  conflict  with  an  existing 
provision  of  any  other  ordinance  or  code  or  regulation  in  force  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  which  establishes  a  lower  standard  for  the  promotion  and  protection  of 
the  public  health  and  safety,  the  provision  of  this  subtitle  shall  prevail,  and  the 
other  existing  provision  of  such  other  ordinance  or  code  or  regulations  is  hereby 
repealed  to  the  extent  that  it  may  be  found  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Director  of  Public  Works  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  make,  revise,  and  amend  from  time  to  time,  as 
necessary,  such  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
subtitle  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  its  requirements. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
July  1,  1984.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS 
(MICRO-COMP.,  INC.  FACILITY) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  (a)  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding  $1,000,000 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  II,  sub-section  (50)  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the 
costs  of  the  acquisition  by  Bernard  Goodman  of  a  certain  facility  consisting  of 
the  acquisition  of  two  tracts  of  land,  (a)  one  tract  containing  three  parcels  of 
land  known  respectively,  as  (i)  1411  S.  Caton  Avenue,  (ii)  3215  Clarinda 
Avenue,  and  (iii)  a  14,000  square  foot  (approx.)  parcel  lying  on  the  south  side  of 
Clarinda  Avenue  160  feet  east  of  S.  Caton  Avenue  and  (b)  a  second  tract 
known  as  1421  S.  Caton  Avenue,  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  and  the  con- 
struction of  an  office  building  thereon  containing  approximately  15,000  square 
feet,  to  be  owned  by  Bernard  Goodman,  individually,  and  leased  to  Micro- 
Comp.,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation,  for  use  in  its  business  as  a 
manufacturer's  representative  in  high  technology  electronics  industries,  Micro 
Parts,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation,  for  use  in  its  business  as  a  distributor  of 
high  technology  electronics  parts,  and  others,  for  use  by  such  tenants  as  office

facilities;  (b)  making  certain  legislative  findings;  (c)  authorizing  and  empower- 
ing the  City's  Board  of  Finance  by  one  or  more  resolutions  to  effectuate  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds,  (d)  authorizing  the  Board 
to  adopt  one  or  more  supplemental  resolutions  for  certain  purposes;  (e) 
authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds. 

RECITALS 

Article  II,  sub-section  (50)  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as 
amended  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Enabling  Law"),  empowers  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (herein  referred  to  as  "the  City")  to  borrow  money 
to  finance  undertakings  for  the  accomplishment  of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects 
and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  connection  therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes  or  other 
obligations  (including  refunding  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which 
shall  be  fully  negotiable  and  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely 
from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  any  one  or  more  of  (a)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities,  developments  and  im- 
provements whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  notes 
or  other  obligations,  (b)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities,  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (c)  the  contracts,  mort- 
gages or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of 
such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations.  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the 
City  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  encouraging  the  increase  of 
industry  and  a  balanced  economy  therein,  promoting  economic  development 
therein,  and  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  thereof. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  March  9,  1984  (hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  "the  Letter  of  Intent")  from  Bernard  (ioodman  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  "the  Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  recjuested  the  City  to 
participate  in  financing  the  costs  of  a  certain  facility  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
Marylanii  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  F^icilily"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the 
City's  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,000 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the 
B«>nds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  it  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the 
costs  of  its  acquisition  and  completion  of  the  Facility. 

The  Facility  will  consist  generally  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  two  tracts  of  land, 
(i)  one  39.000  square  foot  (approximately)  tract  containing  three  parcels  known, 
respectively,  as  (A)  1411  S.  Caton  Avenue.  (B)  3215  Clarinda  Avenue,  and  (C)  a 
14,000  sijuare  foot  (approximately)  parcel  lying  on  the  soutii  side  of  Clarinda 
Avenue  KU)  feet  east  of  S.  Caton  Avenue,  and  (ii)  the  secorul  tract  known  as  1421 
S.  Caton  Avenue,  and  ci)nlaining  approximately  27,000  scjuare  feet  of  land,  both 
tracts  being  located  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  (b)  the  construction  of  certain 
improvements  consisting  of,  among  other  things,  a  two-story  masonry  building 
containing  ap|)roximately  15,000  scjuare  feet,  for  use  as  office  facilities,  (c)  the 
acijuisilion.  construction  and  installation  in  such  iniprovemenls  of  machinery  and 
etjuipment  as  may  be  useful  or  necessary  in  connection  with  the  improvements, 
and  (d)  the  acc|uisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land  (including,  by  way  of  exam- 
ple rather  than  of  limitation,  roads,  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary 
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site  preparation  facilities)  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing  pur- 
poses. The  F'acility  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  and  leased  to  several  tenants 
for  use  as  office  facilities.  The  Borrower  anticipates  that  two  of  such  tenants  will 
be  Micro-Comp.,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation  and  a  manufacturer's  repre- 
sentative in  high  technology  electronics  industries,  and  Micro  Farts,  Inc.,  a 
Maryland  corporation,  and  a  distributor  of  high  technology  electronics  parts.  The 
identities  of  the  other  tenants  have  not  yet  been  determined. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
City's  Board  of  Finance  (herein  referred  to  as  "the  Board")  by  resolution  to  deter- 
mine and  set  forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing 
and  selling  the  Bonds  (including  one  or  more  negotiated  or  competitive  bid  sales), 
the  time  or  times  of  their  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and 
the  issuance  and  sale  thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or 
expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  PROVISIONS  OF 
THE  ENABLING  LAW, 

Section  \.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That, 
acting  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and 
determined  that: 

LI.  The  City's  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Enabling  Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  acquisition  and  completion  of  the  Facili- 
ty will  facilitate  and  expedite  such  acquisition  and  completion. 

1.2.  The  Borrower's  acquisition  and  completion  of  the  Facility  and  the  financ- 
ing of  the  costs  thereof  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  and  in- 
creasing jobs  and  employment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  (b)  promoting  economic 
development  therein,  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced 
economy  therein,  and  (d)  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the 
residents  thereof. 

1.3.  The  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City,  shall  not  be  a  pledge 
of  or  involve  the  City's  faith  and  credit  or  taxing  power,  and  shall  not  constitute  a 
debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  the  provisions  of  Article  XI,  section  7 
of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter 
provision  limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  the  City's  bonds,  notes  or 
other  obligations.  The  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  and  shall  be  payable,  as  to  both  prnicipal  and  interest,  st)lely  from  and 
secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  any  one  or  more  of  (a)  the  revenues  from  or  arising

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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $1,000,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  shall  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions 
approved  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  resolution,  and  shall  be  used  by  the  Bor- 
rower for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and  completion  of 
the  Facility. 

Stc.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  shall  also  constitute  acceptance  of  the 
Letter  of  Intent  by  the  City. 

Stc".  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  one  or  more  resolutions 
adopted  before  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to 

4.1.  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  the  Bonds  (including  one  or  more 
negotiated  or  competitive  bid  sales),  the  time  or  times  of  their  issuance,  and  any 
and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  their  issuance  and  sale; 

4.2.  approve  (a)  the  City's  pledge  or  assignment  of  any  of  the  security  described 
in  the  provisions  of  Section  6  hereof,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (b)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (c)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

4.3.  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs 
of  the  acquisition  and  completion  of  the  F'acility;  and 

4.4.  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sb:e .  5.  And  be  it  further  urdaimd.  That  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  adopt  one  or  more  resolutions  from  time  to  time,  either  before  or 
after  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  to  supplement  the  resolution 
or  resolutions  referred  to  in  the  provisions  of  Sections  4  and  8  hereof,  and 
thereby  to  approve  amendments  or  supplements  to  or  substitutes  for  the  forms 
and  provisions  of  the  Bonds,  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement  and  all 
other  documents  approved  by  such  resolution  or  resolutions,  provided  that  each 
such  supplemental  resolution  and  each  such  amentimenl,  supplement  or 
substitute  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Enabling  Law  and 
this  Ordinance. 

Ski  .  6.  And  be  it  further  itrdaiitt-d.  That  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obliga- 
tions of  the  City,  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  CMty's  faith  and  credit  or 
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taxing  power,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning 
of  the  provisions  of  Article  XI,  section  7  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  the  City's  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations.  The  Bonds  shall  be

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their  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and 
their  issuance  and  sale; 

8.2.  approve  (a)  the  City's  pledge  or  assignment  of  any  of  the  security  described 
in  the  provisions  of  Section  6  hereof,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (b)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law  or  the  Note  Enabling  Law,  and  (c)  such  provisions 
in  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem 
reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation 
notes; 

8.3.  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower 
to  finance  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

8.4.  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Note  Enabling  Law,  the  City  hereby  covenants  (a)  to 
pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section, 
and  the  interest  thereon,  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in  anticipation  of  the 
sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  (b)  to  issue  such  Bonds  when,  and  as  soon 
as,  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  time- 
ly issuance  of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the 
City's  control,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers of  such  Bonds  when  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds 
no  longer  exists,  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Borrower, 
its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  9.  And  bt  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that 

9.1.  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the  City's 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that 
such  Department  may  refuse  approval  of  any  such  plans  and  specifications  for 
aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

9.2.  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  aiivisory  group  appointed  by 
such  Department  to  achieve  high  cjuality  site,  building  aiuJ  landscape  design. 

Skc.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstance, 
such  illegality,  invalidity,  unconstitutionality  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  secticiiis  or  parts  of 
this  Ordinance  or  their  applicaticui  toother  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is  hereby 
declared  to  l)e  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been  passed 
if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or 
part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  av  circumstances  to  which 
this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  is  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  exempted 
herefrom. 
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Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  either  the  Bonds  or  any  bond  an- 
ticipation notes  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8  hereof  must  be 
issued  and  sold  within  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor;  provided,  that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at 
a  public  hearing  held  before  the  Board  before  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six- 
month  period,  may  extend  the  period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond 
anticipation  notes  may  be  issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  exceeding 
six  (6)  months  from  the  date  on  which  the  first  six-month  period  expires.  The 
Board,  in  its  sole  discretion  and  without  action  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City, 
shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack  thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any 
requested  extension  of  such  six-month  period.

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(2)  Flat  signs  shall  be  placed  parallel  to  the  building  face  and  shall  not  project 
more  than  12"  from  the  surface  of  the  building  and  shall  not  exceed  in  area  three 
times  the  width  in  feet  of  the  frontage  of  the  building.  In  the  case  of  corner  prop- 
erties, each  facade  is  to  be  calculated  separately  as  to  size  allowed  for  each.  Flat 
signs  shall  be  placed  no  higher  than  the  bottom  of  the  second  story  window  where 
windows  exist  or  13  feet  above  grade  level,  whichever  is  lower.  Lettering  applied 
to  ground  floor  show  windows  or  entrance  doors  shall  not  exceed  two  and  one- 
half  (2  V2)  inches  in  height.  [,  and  the  text  limited  to  identification  of  the  business.] 
Signs  identifying  the  occupant  shall  be  permitted  at  the  rear  entrance  doors  but 
shall  not  exceed  six  square  feet  in  size,  except  where  authorized  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Community  Development. 

(3)  Marquees  shall  not  be  permitted  on  any  portion  of  any  building,  other  than 
theaters  in  operation. 

(4)  Painted  signs  on  building  surfaces  or  use  of  separate  cutout  letters  shall  be 
permitted  in  accordance  with  the  above  limits  for  flat  signs. 

(5)  Non-illuminated  secondary  signs  [shall  be  permitted  for  the  identification  of 
commercial  tenants  occupying  the  upper  floors  of  a  building.  Such  signs]  shall  not 
exceed  two  (2)  square  feet  in  area  and  shall  not  project  more  than  one  inch 
beyond  the  surface  of  the  building,  nor  shall  they  be  placed  higher  than  13  feet 
above  grade  level. 

(6)  Roof  top  signs,  above  the  parapet  of  a  building,  billboards,  or  outdoor  adver- 
tising signs  painted  or  mounted  on  structures  other  than  billboards,  except  as 
otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  not  be  permitted. 

(7)  Painted  or  inlaid  signs  on  cloth  awnings  are  permitted. 

(8)  Flashing  or  moving  signs  other  than  barber  poles  shall  not  be  permitted. 

(9)  All  signs  not  conforming  to  the  above  regulations  shall  be  removed  within 
two  years  from  the  date  of  enactment  of  Ordinance  178,  dated  November  18, 
1976  except  billboards  larger  than  sixty  square  feet,  which  shall  be  removed 
within  five  years.  No  lease  for  such  billboards  expiring  after  date  of  enactment  of 
Ordinance  178,  dated  November  18,  1976  shall  be  renewed.  Future  minor 
privilege  permits  for  signs  shall  be  issued  only  for  those  signs  meeting  project 
design  criteria. 

(10)  No  private  signs  shall  be  permitted  except  as  herein  provided  or  as  other- 
wise authorized  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for 
temporary  purposes  not  exceeding  thirty  days." 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Period  of  Compliance  provisions 
set  forth  in  the  amended  Renewal  Plan  under  Section  C.3.h.  shall  be  revised.

Sec.  II.  And  be  t7/ur//ierordai/i<?(i,  That  any  person  guilty  of  violating  the  pro- 
visions contained  in  Sections  8,  9  and  10  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  One  Hundred  Dollars 
($100.00)  and  that  each  day's  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  whatever  respect,  if  any,  the 
amended  Renewal  Plan  approved  hereby  for  the  East  Lombard  Street  Business 
Area  may  not  meet  the  requirements  as  to  the  content  of  a  Renewal  Plan  or  the 
procedures  for  the  preparation,  adoption,  and  approval  of  renewal  plans,  as  pro- 
vided in  Article  13  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1983  Replacement  Volume),  the 
said  requirements  are  hereby  waived  and  the  amended  Renewal  Plan  approved 
hereby  is  exempted  therefrom.

such  other  ordinance  or  code  or  regulation  is  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  that  it 
may  be  found  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance.

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Finance  of  said  municipality,  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to

(b)  Said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  a  serial 
maturity  plan  so  worked  out  as  to  discharge  the  entire  principal  amount 
represented  thereby  within  not  more  than  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date  of  their 
issuance;  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the 
maturity  of  any  part  of  the  principal  amount  represented  by  any  of  said  bonds  for 
the  first  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  their  issuance. 

(c)  Said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  may  be 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  F^inance  by  resolution  at  such  time  or 
times  when  any  of  said  bonds  are  issued,  and  such  interest  shall  be  payable  semi- 
annually. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to 
pass  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  from  time  to  time,  to  determine  and  set  forth 
any  or  all  of  the  following: 

(a)  The  amount  of  debt  to  be  incurred  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  any  particular  time,  and  from  time  to  time,  under  and  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  the  date  or  dates  when  any  bonds  representing 
said  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  are  to  mature,  and  the  amount  or  amounts  of  said 
debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  shall  mature  upon  the  aforesaid  date  or  dates; 
and  the  semi-annual  dates  in  each  year,  during  the  entire  period  of  time  when  any 
of  said  bonds  are  outstanding,  when  interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable. 

(b)  The  form  or  forms  of  the  bonds  representing  the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof, 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  at  any  particular 
time,  including  any  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto;  the  provisions,  if 
any,  for  the  issuance  of  coupon  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  issuance  of 
fully  registered  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  registration  as  to  principal 
of  any  coupon  bonds;  and  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  conversion  and  reconver- 
sion into  coupon  bonds  of  any  fully  registered  bonds  or  coupon  bonds  registered 
as  to  principal;  the  place  or  places  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of

said  bonds;  and  the  date  of  said  bonds  issued  at  any  particular  time,  and  the  right 
of  redemption  of  said  bonds  by  the  City  prior  to  maturity;  and 

(c)  The  time,  place,  manner  and  medium  of  advertisement  of  the  readiness  of 
the  Board  of  Finance,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  to  receive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
hereunder,  or  any  part  thereof;  the  form,  terms  and  conditions  of  such  bids;  the 
time,  place,  and  manner  of  awarding  bonds  so  bid  for,  including  the  right 
whenever  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  are  offered  for  sale  and 
sold  at  the  same  time  as  other  bonds  of  said  City,  to  establish  the  conditions  for 
bids  and  awards  and  to  award  all  of  said  bonds  on  an  all  or  none  basis;  and  the 
time,  place,  terms  and  manner  of  settlement  for  the  bonds  so  bid  for. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  All  premiums  resulting  from  the  sale  of  any  of  the  bonds  issued  and  sold 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  applied  first  to  defray  the 
cost  of  issuance  thereof  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  becoming  due  and  payable  during  the  fiscal  year  in 
which  said  bonds  are  issued  and  sold  or  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  debt  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  bonds 
issued  and  sold  pursuant  thereto  and  their  transfer,  and  the  principal  and  in- 
terest payable  thereon  (including  any  profit  made  in  the  sale  thereof),  shall  be 
and  remain  exempt  from  any  and  all  State,  county  and  municipal  taxation  in  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

(c)  All  bonds  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  sold  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders  therefor  after 
due  notice  of  such  sale,  but  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by 
and  through  the  Board  of  Finance  thereof,  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all 
bids  therefor  for  any  reason,  and  thereafter  reoffer  such  bonds  at  public  sale  as 
aforesaid  or  at  private  sale,  provided  that  if  such  bonds  be  offered  at  private  sale 
they  shall  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  for  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest. 

Stc.  b.And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  until  all  of  the  interest  on  and  principal 
of  any  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  have  been  paid 
in  full,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  levy  and  impose  an  annual 
tax  on  each  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  of  assessable  property  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  at  a  rate  sufficient  to  produce  revenue  to  pay  all  interest  on  and  prin- 
cipal of  all  bonds  theretofore  issued  and  outstanding  or  authorized  to  be  issued 
and  outstanding,  payable  in  the  next  succeeding  year. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  at  the 
General  Election  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  City,  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of 
November,  1984. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  date  of  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  public  of  the  amount  of 
money  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  authorized  to  borrow, 
and  the  general  purposes  for  which  such  borrowed  funds  may  be  expended. 
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under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  time  when  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned  is  to  be  held;  and  such  pubhc  notice  shall  be  given  in  such 
manner  and  by  such  means  or  through  such  media  and  at  such  time  or  times  as 
may  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  actual  cash  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  thereof,  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the 
following  purposes,  to  wit: 

(a)  So  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  in  addition  to  the  premiums  realized 
from  the  sale,  if  any,  for  the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engraving, 
printing,  advertising,  attorneys'  fees,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  con- 
nected therewith;  and 

(b)  The  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  for  the  acquisitions,  by  pur- 
chase, condemnation  or  any  other  legal  means,  of  land  or  property,  or  any  rights 
therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  constructing  and  erecting  on  said  land  or 
property  now  or  hereafter  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  new  City  Jail  buildings,  structures  or  facilities  and  for  additions  and 
improvements  to,  or  the  reconstruction  of,  existing  City  Jail  buildings,  struc- 
tures or  facilities,  and  for  the  reconstruction,  renovation,  modernization  or  im- 
provement of  any  buildings,  structures  or  facilities  now  or  hereafter  owned  or 
controlled  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  be  used  or  now  being 
used  for  or  in  connection  with  the  operations,  functions  and  activities  of  the  City 
Jail;  and  for  acquiring  and  installing  equipment  for  any  and  all  buildings,  struc- 
tures or  facilities  authorized  to  be  constructed,  erected,  improved,  renovated, 
reconstructed,  or  modernized  under  the  provisions  hereof;  and  for  doing  any  and 
all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  or  pertaining  to  any 
or  all  of  the  matters  or  things  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal  agency  desigriated  in 
the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

SUPPLEMENTARY  APPROPRIATION -PARKING  FACILITY 

TO  BE  LOCATED  NEAR  THE  CORNER  OF  PRATT  AND 

CALVERT  STREETS 

FOR  the  purpose  of  providing  a  supplementary  special  fund  appropriation  in  the 
maximum  amount  of  Twenty  Seven  EIGHT  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($27,500,000  $28,500,000)  to  the  Off-Street  Parking  Commission  to  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  establishing,  constructing,  erecting,  altering,  expand- 
ing, enlarging,  improving,  equipping,  repairing,  maintaining,  operating,  con- 
trolling and  regulating  off-street  parking  facilities  to  be  located  on  a  parcel  of 
land  bounded  by  Pratt  Street,  Calvert  Street,  Lombard  Street  and  South 
Street  in  Baltimore  City.

RECITALS 

Article  XI -C,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  Article  II, 
subsection  (20Xc),  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  1964  Revision,  as  amended, 
and  Ordinance  No.  998  (Bill  No.  1602),  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  June  30, 
1983  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  June  30,  1983  (the  "Ordinance"),  provide  for 
the  issuance  from  time  to  time  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the 
"City")  of  its  revenue  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  (including  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes)  for  the  purpose  of  providing  off-street  parking  facilities  within  the 
geographical  limits  of  the  City. 

The  money  appropriated  by  this  Ordinance  represents  the  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  a  series  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  (the  "Bonds")  in  the 
maximum  principal  amount  of  $27,500,000  $28,500,000  to  be  made  available  to 
the  City  on  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

The  sum  appropriated  by  this  Ordinance  is  for  a  new  program  which  could  not 
reasonably  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  formulation  of  the  proposed  Ordinance 
of  Estimates  for  the  1984  fiscal  year,  in  accordance  with  Article  VI,  Section 
2(hX3).  of  said  Charter. 

The  supplementary  special  fund  appropriation  made  available  by  this  Ordi- 
nance has  been  recommended  to  the  City  Council  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  said  Board,  all  in  accordance  with  Article  VI,  Section  2(hX3), 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1964  Revision,  as  amended). 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That, 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  VI,  Section  2(hX3),  of  the  1964  Revision  of  the 
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Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  the  sum  of  up  to  Twenty  Seven  EIGHT  Million  Five 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($27,500,000  $28,500,000)  shall  be  made  available  to 
the  Off-Street  Parking  Commission  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  a  supplementary 
special  fund  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1984  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing,  constructing,  erecting,  altering,  expanding,  enlarging,  im- 
proving, equipping,  repairing,  maintaining,  operating,  controlling  and  regulating 
certain  off-street  parking  facilities  to  be  located  on  a  parcel  of  land  bounded  by 
Pratt  Street,  Calvert  Street,  Lombard  Street  and  South  Street  in  Baltimore  City 
and  consisting  (by  way  of  general  description  and  not  limitation)  of  a  multi-level 
parking  facility  containing  approximately  1,200  parking  spaces,  including 
(without  limitation)  any  interests  in  land  necessary  or  desirable  for  such  facility 
(the  "Facilities").  The  exact  amount  to  be  made  available  to  the  Off-Street  Park- 
ing Commission  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  shall  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  of  the  Bonds  issued  by  the  City,  acting  through  the  Board  of 
Finance  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance,  in  order  to  finance  the  Facilities  and 
provide  for  such  other  costs  in  connection  with  the  Facilities  or  the  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  determine  in  accordance 
with  the  Ordinance.  The  Bonds  shall  not  be  sold  and  issued,  and  such  amounts 
shall  not  be  made  available,  until  an  ordinance  has  been  passed  by  the  City 
amending  the  Ordinance  to  provide  that  the  maximum  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  Revenue  Obligations  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Ordinance) 
authorized  to  be  issued,  sold  and  delivered  thereunder  is  at  least  Fifty  Seven 
Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($57,500,000).  The  amount  made 
available  hereunder  as  a  supplementry  special  fund  appropriation  shall  be  ex- 
pended from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  received  by  the  City  on  the 
date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and  said  amount  shall  be  the  source  of  revenue  for 
the  supplementary  special  fund  appropriation,  as  required  by  Article  VI,  Section 
2,  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1964  Revision,  as  amended). 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

up  to  the  period  permitted  by  law);  (c)  refunding  and  refinancing  such  notes  as 
they  mature  or  are  redeemed;  and  (d)  paying  the  costs  of  issuance  of  such 
notes;  authorizing  the  use  of  obligations  in  the  nature  of  commercial  paper  or 
demand  notes  and  letters  of  credit  or  related  instruments;  prescribing  the 
form  and  tenor  of  the  notes  and  determining  certain  other  matters  relating  to 
the  issuance  and  sale  thereof;  providing  that  certain  matters  pertaining  to  the 
notes,  including  (without  limitation)  the  amounts  and  dates  of  any  series, 
maturity  or  maturities,  method  of  competitive  sale,  if  any,  interest  rate  or 
rates,  redemption  provisions,  if  any,  and  the  period,  if  any,  during  which  in- 
terest will  be  capitalized,  shall  be  determined  administratively  at  or  prior  to 
the  time  of  the  sale  of  any  series  of  such  notes  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City;  providing  for  the  private  (negotiated)  sale  of  such  notes 
or,  upon  certain  findings  and  determinations  by  the  Board  of  Finance,  for  the 
competitive  sale  of  all  or  part  of  such  notes;  providing  for  the  disbursement  of 
the  proceeds  of  such  notes;  providing  for  the  payment  of  such  notes  from 
refunding  notes  or  from  the  first  proceeds  of  bonds  to  be  issued  on  the  full 
faith  and  credit  of  the  City  in  an  amount  necessary,  together  with  any  other 
available  funds,  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on 
such  notes  at  maturity;  convenanting  to  issue  general  obligation  bonds  when, 
and  as  soon  as,  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  thereof  no  longer  exists; 
covenanting  (in  the  event  general  obligation  bonds  are  not  issued  to  pay  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  notes  when  due)  to  levy  and  collect  all  taxes 
necessary  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  such 
notes;  providing  that  the  proceeds  of  such  notes,  or  any  monies  which  may  be 
deemed  to  be  proceeds,  will  not  be  used  in  a  manner  which  would  cause  such 
notes  to  be  arbitrage  notes;  authorizing  the  Board  of  Finance  and  the  Director 
of  Finance  to  make  certain  alterations  in  the  form  and  tenor  of  the  notes  upon 
certain  conditions;  providing  that  the  Board  of  Finance  may  determine  by 
resolution  or  other  appropriate  action  certain  other  matters  pertaining  to  the 
issuance,  sale  or  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  notes;  and  generally  relating  to 
the  issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  and  payment  of  all  such  notes. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  an 
amount  not  exceeding  that  permitted  by  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Act,  the 
Refunding  Bond  Enabling  Act  and  the  Bond  Acts,  but  not  outstanding  at  any 
one  time  in  excess  of  (fifty  million  dollars  ($50,000,000)]  seventy-five  rnillicm 
dollars  ($75,000,000),  aggregate  principal  amount  of  notes  or  refunding  notes, 
hereby  designated  "Consolidated  Bond  Anticipation  Notes"  or  "Consolidated 
Bond  Anticipation  Refunding  Notes"  (the  "Notes")  is  hereby  authorized,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  Notes  may  be  issued  in  one  or 
more  series,  and  each  such  series  shall  be  identified  by  a  designation  by  year 
and  by  letter  so  that,  for  example,  the  first  series  (if  issued  in  1982  and  if  the 
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issuance  of  more  than  one  series  of  notes  hereunder  is  then  contemplated) 
shall  be  designated  "Consolidated  Bond  Anticipation  Notes- 1982  Series  A". 
The  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Notes  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  this 
ordinance  at  any  one  time  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Finance  by 
resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  Notes." 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  its  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
adopted  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause, 
section  or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances 
to  which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  thereof  is  inapplicable  had  been  specifically 
exempted  herefrom. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

BOND  ISSUE -ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  LOAN 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (Pur- 
suant to  Resolution  XI  of  1984  approved  by  the  Members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  representating  Baltimore  City),  to  issue  and  sell  its  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Nine  Million  Five  Hun- 
dred Thousand  Dollars  ($9,500,000.00),  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of 
the  same  to  be  used  for  the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engrav- 
ing, printing,  advertising,  attorney's  fees,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses 
connected  therewith,  and  the  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  for  or 
in  connection  with  planning,  developing,  executing,  and  making  operative  the 
commercial  and  industrial  economic  development  program  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  acquisition,  by  pur- 
chase, lease,  condemnation  or  any  other  legal  means,  of  land  or  property,  or 
any  right,  interest,  franchise,  easement  or  privilege  therein,  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore;  the  payment  of  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  connec- 
tion with  or  incidental  to  the  acquisition  and  management  of  said  land  or  prop- 
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erty,  including  any  and  all  rights  or  interest  therein  hereinbefore  mentioned; 
the  payment  of  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  for  or  in  connection 
with  relocating  and  moving  persons  or  other  legal  entities  displaced  by  the  ac- 
quisition of  said  land  or  property,  or  any  of  the  rights  or  interests  therein 
hereinbefore  mentioned;  the  development,  or  redevelopment,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  the  comprehensive  renovation  or  rehabilitation  of  any  land  or 
property,  or  any  rights  or  interests  therein  hereinbefore  mentioned,  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  and  the  disposition  of  land  and  property  for  such  purposes; 
the  elimination  of  unhealthful,  unsanitary  or  unsafe  conditions,  lessening 
denisty,  eliminating  obsolete  or  other  uses  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare  or 
otherwise  removing  or  preventing  the  spread  of  blight  or  deterioration  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore;  the  demolition,  removal,  relocation,  renovation  or  altera- 
tion of  land,  buildings,  streets,  highways,  alleys,  utilities  or  services,  and  other 
structures  or  improvements,  and  for  the  construction,  reconstruction,  installa- 
tion, relocation  or  repair  of  buildings,  streets,  highways,  alleys,  utilities  or 
services,  and  other  structures  or  improvements;  the  planning,  developing,  ex- 
ecuting, and  making  operative  the  enterprise  development  program  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  for  purposes  of  making  equity  in- 
vestments in,  and  loans  and  loan  guarantees  to,  enterprises,  including  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  corporation,  joint  venture,  or  other  entity,  carrying  on 
business,  or  proposing  to  carry  on  business  within  the  City  of  Baltimore,  to  be 
used  for  or  in  connection  with  the  financing,  developing,  operating  and  ad- 
ministering of  such  enterprises;  the  payment  of  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses 
incurred  for  or  in  connection  with  doing  any  or  all  of  the  things  herein  men- 
tioned, including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  costs  and  expenses  of  securing  ad- 
ministrative, appraisal,  economic  analysis,  engineering,  planning,  designing, 
architectural,  surveying,  and  other  professional  services;  and  doing  any  and  all 
things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  or  pertaining  to  any 
or  all  of  the  matters  or  things  hereinbefore  mentioned;  lirniting  the  use  of  the 
proceeda  of  the  sale  of  the  bunds  to  expetftjitures  for  capital  ituprovement  proj- 
ecls  having  an  estimated  service  life  of  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  years,  and 
providing  that  such  proceeds  shall  not  be  used  for  current  operating  expenses 
of  the  City;  conferring  and  imposing  upon  the  Board  of  Finance  of  Baltimore 
City  certain  powers  and  duties;  authorizing  the  submission  of  th  s  Ordinance 
to  the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval, 
at  the  General  Election  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  City  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of 
November,  1984  and  providing  for  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
said  certificates  of  indebtedness  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal 
agency  designated  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas,  by  Resolution  XI  of  1984  of  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland  representing  Baltimore  City,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  authorized  to  create  a  debt  and  to  issue  and  sell  its  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness (hereinafter  called  '"bonds")  as  evidence  thereof,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding Nine  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($9,500,000.00)  in  the  man- 
ner and  upon  the  terms  set  forth  in  said  Resolution,  the  proceeds  thereof,  not  ex- 
ceeding the  par  value  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness,  to  be  used  for  or  in  con- 
nection with  the  commercial  and  industrial  Economic  Development  Program  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore;  and 
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Whereas,  Funds  are  now  needed  for  said  purposes;  therefore 

Section  \.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  said  municipaHty,  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
issue  bonds  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding Nine  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($9,500,000.00),  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  same  may  be  needed  or  required  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
named  and  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  by  said  Board  of  Finance  from  time  to  time 
and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  requisite,  and  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named,  provided  that  this 
Ordinance  shall  not  become  effective  unless  it  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of 
the  votes  of  the  legal  voters  of  Baltimore  City  cast  at  the  time  and  place 
hereinafter  designated  by  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  2,  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  denominations  of  not  less  than  One  Thousand 
Dollars  ($1,000.00)  each,  but  may  be  in  sums  of  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000.00),  or  any  suitable  multiple  thereof. 

(b)  Said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  a  serial 
maturity  plan  so  worked  out  as  to  discharge  the  entire  principal  amount 
represented  thereby  within  not  more  than  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date  of  their 
issuance;  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the 
maturity  of  any  part  of  the  principal  amount  represented  by  any  of  said  bonds  for 
the  first  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  their  issuance. 

(c)  Said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  may  be 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance  by  resolution  at  such  time  or 
times  when  any  of  said  bonds  are  issued,  and  such  interest  shall  be  payable  semi- 
annually. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to 
pass  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  from  time  to  time,  to  determine  and  set  forth 
any  or  all  of  the  follov\ing: 

(a)  The  amount  of  debt  to  be  incurred  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  any  particular  time,  and  from  time  to  time,  under  and  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  the  date  or  dates  when  any  bonds  representing 
said  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  are  to  mature,  and  the  amount  or  amounts  of  said 
debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  shall  mature  upon  the  aforesaid  date  or  dates; 
and  the  semi-annual  dates  in  each  year,  during  the  entire  period  of  time  when  any 
of  said  bonds  are  outstanding,  when  interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable. 

(b)  The  form  or  forms  of  the  bonds  representing  the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof, 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  at  any  particular 
time,  including  any  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto;  the  provisions,  if 
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any,  for  the  issuance  of  coupon  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  issuance  of 
fully  registered  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  registration  as  to  principal 
of  any  coupon  bonds;  and  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  conversion  and  reconver- 
sion into  coupon  bonds  of  any  fully  registered  bonds  or  coupon  bonds  registered 
as  to  principal;  the  place  or  places  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds;  and  the  date  of  said  bonds  issued  at  any  particular  time,  and  the  right 
of  redemption  of  said  bonds  by  the  City  prior  to  maturity;  and 

(c)  The  time,  place,  manner  and  medium  of  advertisement  of  the  readiness  of 
the  Board  of  Finance,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  to  receive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
hereunder,  or  any  part  thereof;  the  form,  terms  and  conditions  of  such  bids;  the 
time,  place  and  manner  of  awarding  bonds  so  bid  for,  including  the  right 
whenever  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  are  offered  for  sale  and 
sold  at  the  same  time  as  other  bonds  of  said  City,  to  establish  the  conditions  for 
bids  and  awards  and  to  award  all  of  said  bonds  on  an  all  or  none  basis;  and  the 
time,  place,  terms  and  manner  of  settlement  for  the  bonds  so  bid  for. 

Stc.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  All  premiums  resulting  from  the  sale  of  any  of  the  bonds  issued  and  sold 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  applied  first  to  defray  the 
cost  of  issuance  thereof  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  becoming  due  and  payable  during  the  fiscal  year  in 
which  said  bonds  are  issued  and  sold  or  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  debt  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  bonds 
issued  and  sold  pursuant  thereto  and  their  transfer,  and  the  principal  and  in- 
terest payable  thereon  (including  any  profit  made  in  the  sale  thereof),  shall  be 
and  remain  exempt  from  any  and  all  State,  county  and  municipal  taxation  in  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

(c)  All  bonds  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  sold  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders  therefor  after 
due  notice  of  such  sale,  but  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by 
and  through  the  Board  of  Finance  thereof,  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all 
bids  therefor  for  any  reason,  and  thereafter  reoffer  such  bonds  at  public  sale  as 
aforesaid  or  at  private  sale,  provided  that  if  such  bonds  be  offered  at  private  sale 
they  shall  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  for  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest. 

Skc.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  until  all  of  the  interest  on  and  principal 
of  any  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  have  been  paid 
in  full,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  levy  and  impose  an  annual 
tax  on  each  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  of  assessable  property  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  at  a  rale  sufficient  to  produce  revenue  to  pay  all  interest  on  and  prin- 
cipal of  all  bonds  theretofore  issued  and  outstanding  or  authorized  to  be  issued 
and  outstanding,  payable  in  the  next  succeeding  year. 

Stc  .  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  at  the 
General  Election  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  City,  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of 
November.  1984. 
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Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  date  of  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  public  of  the  amount  of 
money  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  authorized  to  borrow, 
and  the  general  purposes  for  which  such  borrowed  funds  may  be  expended, 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  time  when  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned  is  to  be  held;  and  such  public  notice  shall  be  given  in  such 
manner  and  by  such  means  or  through  such  media  and  at  such  time  or  times  as 
may  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  actual  cash  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  thereof,  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the 
following  purposes,  to  wit: 

(a)  So  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  in  addition  to  the  premiums  realized 
from  the  sale,  if  any,  for  the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engraving, 
printing,  advertising,  attorneys'  fees,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  con- 
nected therewith;  and 

(b)  The  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with  plan- 
ning, developing,  executing  and  making  operative  the  commercial  and  industrial 
Economic  Development  Program  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to: 

(i)  The  acquisition,  by  purchase,  lease,  condemnation,  or  any  other  legal 
means,  of  land  or  property,  or  any  right,  interest,  franchise,  easement  or 
privilege  therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore; 

(ii)  The  payment  of  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  connection 
with  or  incidental  to  the  acquisition  and  management  of  said  land  or  property,  in- 
cluding any  and  all  rights  or  interest  therein  hereinbefore  mentioned; 

(iii)  The  payment  of  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  for  or  in  con- 
nection with  relocating  and  moving  persons  or  other  legal  entities  displaced  by 
the  acquisition  of  said  land  or  property,  or  any  of  the  rights  or  interests  therein 
hereinbefore  mentioned; 

(iv)  The  development  or  redevelopment,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
comprehensive  renovation  or  rehabilitation  of  any  land  or  property,  or  any  rights 
or  interests  therein  hereinbefore  mentioned,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the 
disposition  of  land  and  property  for  such  purposes; 

(v)  The  elimination  of  unhealthfuJ,  unsanitary  or  unsafe  conditions,  lessen- 
ing density,  eliminating  obsolete  or  other  uses  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare 
or  otherwise  removing  or  preventing  the  spread  of  blight  or  deterioration  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore; 

(vi)  The  demolition,  removal,  relocation,  renovation  or  alteration  of  land, 
buildings,  streets,  highways,  alleys,  utilities  or  services,  and  other  structures  or 
improvements,  and  for  the  construction,  reconstruction,  installation,  relocation 
or  repair  of  buildings,  streets,  highways,  alleys,  utilities  or  services,  and  other 
structures  or  improvements; 
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(vii)  The  planning,  developing,  executing,  and  making  operative  the  enter- 
prise development  program  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  for  pur- 
poses of  making  equity  investments  in,  and  loans  and  loan  guarantees  to,  enter- 
prises, including  any  individual,  partnership,  corporation,  joint  venture,  or  other 
entity,  carrying  on  business,  or  proposing  to  carry  on  business  within  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  to  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with  the  financing,  developing, 
operating  and  administering  of  such  enterprises. 

(viii)  The  payment  of  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  for  or  in  con- 
nection with  doing  any  or  all  of  the  things  herein  mentioned,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  costs  and  expenses  of  securing  administrative,  appraisal, 
economic  analysis,  engineering,  planning,  designing,  architectural,  surveying 
and  other  professional  services;  and 

(ix)  Doing  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  or  pertaining  to  any  or  all  of  the  matters  or  things  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

All  of  such  land  or  property  shall  be  acquired,  developed,  redeveloped, 
renovated,  rehabilitated,  altered,  improved,  held  or  disposed  of,  as  provided  by 
law. 

(c)  The  use  of  the  proceeda  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds  shall  be  limited  to  expendi- 
tures fur  capital  improvement  projt?ct3  having  an  estimated  service  life  of  not 
less  than  fifteen  (15)  years,  and  providing  that  such  proceeds  shall  not  be  used  for 
current  operating  expenses  of  the  City. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal  agency  desigiiated  in 
the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

BOND  ISSUE-MUSEUM  LOAN 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (pur- 
suant to  Resolution  VIII  of  1984  of  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland  representing  Baltimore  City),  to  issue  and  sell  its  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Four  Million  Nine  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($4,900,000.00),  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  same  to  be 
used  for  the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engraving,  printing, 
advertising,  attorneys'  fees,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  connected 
therewith,  and  the  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  for  the  acquisi- 
tion, by  purchase,  condemnation,  or  any  other  legal  means,  of  land  or  proper- 
ty, or  any  rights  therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  for  constructing  and 
erecting,  on  said  land  or  property,  or  on  any  land  or  property  now  or  hereafter 
owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  on  any  land  or  property 
now  or  hereafter  owned  or  controlled  by  any  private,  public  or  quasi-public 
corporation,  partnership,  association,  person  or  other  legal  entity,  new 
buildings,  structures,  or  other  auxiliary  facilities  to  be  or  now  being  used  for  or 
in  connection  with  the  operations,  functions  and  activities  of  the  Baltimore 
Museum  of  Art,  the  Walters  Art  Gallery,  the  Science  Center  and  the  Municipal 
(Peale)  Museum,  and  for  additions  and  improvements  to,  and  the  renovation, 
rehabilitation,  modernization,  and  reconstruction  of  the  Baltimore  Museum  of 
Art,  the  Walters  Art  Gallery,  the  Science  Center  and  the  Municipal  (Peale) 
Museum;  and  for  acquiring  and  installing  equipment  for  any  and  all  buildings, 
structures  or  facilities  authorized  to  be  constructed,  erected,  improved, 
renovated  or  modernized  under  the  provisions  hereof,  and  for  doing  any  and 
all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  or  pertaining  to 
any  and  all  of  the  matters  or  things  hereinbefore  mentioned  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  costs  of  securing  administrative,  appraisal,  economic  analysis, 
engineering,  planning,  designing,  architectural  surveying,  and  other  profes- 
sional services;  to  confer  and  impose  upon  the  Board  of  Finance  of  Baltimore 
City  certain  powers  and  duties;  to  authorize  the  submission  of  this  Ordinance 
to  the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval, 
at  the  General  Election  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  City  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of 
November,  1984  and  providing  for  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
said  certificates  of  indebtedness  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal 
agency  designated  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore. 

Whekeas,  by  Resolution  VIII  of  1984  approved  by  the  Members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  representing  Baltimore  City,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  is  authorized  to  create  a  debt  and  to  issue  and  sell  its  certificates  of 
indebtedness  (hereinafter  called  "bonds")  as  evidence  thereof,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  Four  Million  Nine  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($4,900,000.00)  in  the 
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manner  and  upon  the  terms  set  forth  in  said  Resolution,  the  net  cash  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  of  said  bonds,  to 
be  used  for  Museum  purposes  as  authorized  by  said  Resolution;  and 

Whereas,  Funds  are  now  needed  for  said  purposes;  therefore 

Section  \.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  said  municipality,  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
issue  bonds  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding Four  Million  Nine  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($4,900,000.00),  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  same  may  be  needed  or  required  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
named  and  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  by  said  Board  of  Finance  from  time  to  time 
and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  requisite,  and  the  proceeds  derived  from  t^e  sale  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named,  provided  that  this 
Ordinance  shall  not  become  effective  unless  it  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of 
the  votes  of  the  legal  voters  of  Baltimore  City  cast  at  the  time  and  place 
hereinafter  designated  by  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  denominations  of  not  less  than  One  Thousand 
Dollars  ($1,000.00)  each,  but  may  be  in  sums  of  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000.00).  or  any  suitable  multiple  thereof. 

(b)  Said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  a  serial 
maturity  plan  so  worked  out  as  to  discharge  the  entire  principal  amount 
represented  thereby  within  not  more  than  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date  of  their 
issuance;  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the 
maturity  of  any  part  of  the  principal  amount  represented  by  any  of  said  bonds  for 
the  first  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  their  issuance. 

(c)  Said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  may  be 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance  by  resolution  at  such  time  or 
times  when  any  of  said  bonds  are  issued,  and  such  interest  shall  be  payable  semi- 
annually. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to 
pass  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  from  time  to  lime,  to  determine  and  set  forth 
any  or  all  of  the  following: 

(a)  The  amount  of  debt  to  be  incurred  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  any  particular  time,  and  from  lime  to  time,  under  and  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance;  the  date  or  daces  when  any  bonds  representing 
said  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  are  to  mature,  and  the  amount  or  amounts  of  said 
debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  shall  mature  upon  the  aforesaid  date  or  dates; 
and  the  semi-annual  dates  in  each  year,  during  the  entire  period  of  time  when  any 
of  said  bonds  are  outstanding,  when  interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable. 
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(b)  The  form  or  forms  of  the  bonds  representing  the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof, 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  at  any  particular 
time,  including  any  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto;  the  provisions,  if 
any,  for  the  issuance  of  coupon  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  issuance  of 
fully  registered  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  registration  as  to  principal 
of  any  coupon  bonds;  and  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  conversion  and  reconver- 
sion into  coupon  bonds  of  any  fully  registered  bonds  or  coupon  bonds  registered 
as  to  principal;  the  place  or  places  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds;  and  the  date  of  said  bonds  issued  at  any  particular  time,  and  the  right 
of  redemption  of  said  bonds  by  the  City  prior  to  maturity;  and 

(c)  The  time,  place,  manner  and  medium  of  advertisement  of  the  readiness  of 
the  Board  of  Finance,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  to  receive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
hereunder,  or  any  part  thereof;  the  form,  terms  and  conditions  of  such  bids;  the 
time,  place  and  manner  of  awarding  bonds  so  bid  for,  including  the  right 
whenever  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  are  offered  for  sale  and 
sold  at  the  same  time  as  other  bonds  of  said  City,  to  establish  the  conditions  for 
bids  and  awards  and  to  award  all  of  said  bonds  on  an  all  or  none  basis;  and  the 
time,  place,  terms  and  manner  of  settlement  for  the  bonds  so  bid  for. 

Sec,  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  All  premiums  resulting  from  the  sale  of  any  of  the  bonds  issued  and  sold 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  applied  first  to  defray  the 
cost  of  issuance  thereof  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  becoming  due  and  payable  during  the  fiscal  year  in 
which  said  bonds  are  issued  and  sold  or  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  debt  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  bonds 
issued  and  sold  pursuant  thereto  and  their  transfer,  and  the  principal  and  in- 
terest payable  thereon  (including  any  profit  made  in  the  sale  thereof),  shall  be 
and  remain  exempt  from  any  and  all  State,  county  and  municipal  taxation  in  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

(c)  All  bonds  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  sold  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders  therefor  after 
due  notice  of  such  sale,  but  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by 
and  through  the  Board  of  Finance  thereof,  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all 
bids  therefor  for  any  reason,  and  thereafter  reoffer  such  bonds  at  public  sale  as 
aforesaid  or  at  private  sale,  provided  that  if  such  bonds  be  offered  at  private  sale 
they  shall  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  for  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest. 

Sec.  5.  Ayid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  until  all  of  the  interest  on  and  principal 
of  any  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  have  been  paid 
in  full,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  levy  and  impose  an  annual 
tax  on  each  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  of  assessable  property  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  at  a  rate  sufficient  to  produce  revenue  to  pay  all  interest  on  and  prin- 
cipal of  all  bonds  theretofore  issued  and  outstanding  or  authorized  to  be  issued 
and  outstanding,  payable  in  the  next  succeeding  year. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  at  the 
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General  Election  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  City,  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of 
November,  1984. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  date  of  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  public  of  the  amount  of 
money  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  authorized  to  borrow, 
and  the  general  purposes  for  which  such  borrowed  funds  may  be  expended, 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  time  when  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned  is  to  be  held;  and  such  public  notice  shall  be  given  in  such 
manner  and  by  such  means  or  through  such  media  and  at  such  time  or  times  as 
may  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  actual  cash  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  thereof,  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the 
following  purposes,  to  wit: 

(a)  So  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  in  addition  to  the  premiums  realized 
from  the  sale,  if  any,  for  the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engraving, 
printing,  advertising,  attorneys'  fees,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  con- 
nected therewith;  and 

(b)  The  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  for  the  acquisition,  by  pur- 
chase, condemnation  or  any  other  legal  means,  of  land  or  property,  or  any  rights 
therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  for  constructing  and  erecting,  on  said  land 
or  property,  or  on  any  land  or  property  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  on  any  land  or  property  now  or  hereafter 
owned  or  controlled  by  any  private,  public  or  quasi-public  corporation,  partner- 
ship, association,  person  or  other  legal  entity,  new  buildings,  structures,  or  other

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  expenditure  of  the  pr(x.'eeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal  agency  designated  in 
the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

URBAN  RENEWAL-MARKET  CENTER  WEST- 
URBAN  RENEWAL  PLAN 

FOR  the  purpose  of  deleting  a  tract  of  land  from  the  Orchard-Biddle  Urban 
Renewal  Area,  designating  it  as  Market  Center  West,  and  approving  a 
Renewal  Plan  for  Market  Center  West,  generally  bounded  by  Franklin  Street 
on  the  north,  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Boulevard  on  the  west,  Baltimore  and 
Fayette  Streets  on  the  south,  and  Greene  and  Paca  Streets  on  the  east,  to 
among  other  things,  authorize  the  acquisition  of  certain  properties  by  pur- 
chase or  by  condemnation;  designate  permitted  land  uses;  provide  for  review 
and  approval  of  all  plans  for  construction/rehabilitationychange  in  use  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development;  establish  procedures 
for  the  issuance  and  denial  of  demolition  permits;  establish  property 
rehabilitation  standards;  establish  deadlines  for  compliance  with  and  penalties 
for  violating  these  property  rehabilitation  standards;  prohibit  discrimination 
in  the  sale,  lease,  use  or  occupancy  of  property  by  developers;  approve  regula- 
tions applicable  to  land  to  be  acquired  by  the  City;  create  certain  disposition 
lots;  waive  such  requirements,  if  any,  as  to  content  or  procedure  for  the 
preparation,  adoption  and  approval  of  Renewal  Plans  as  set  forth  in  Article  13 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  which  the  Renewal  Plan  for  Market  Center  West 
may  not  meet;  provide  for  the  separability  of  the  various  parts  and  applica- 
tions of  this  Ordinance;  provide  that  where  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  conflict  with  any  other  public  laws,  the  provision  which  establishes  the 
higher  standard  shall  prevail;  and  provide  for  the  effective  date  hereof. 

Whereas,  it  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  delete  the  southern  portion  from  the 
Orchard-Biddle  Urban  Renewal  Area,  said  portion  being  generally  bounded  by 
Franklin  Street  on  the  north,  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Boulevard  on  the  west, 
Baltimore  and  Fayette  Streets  on  the  south,  and  Greene  and  Paca  Streets  on  the 
east  and  to  designate  this  area  as  a  separate  Urban  Renewal  Project  to  be  known 
as  "Market  Center  West";  and 

Whereas,  under  Article  13  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1983  Replacement 
Volume),  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is  authorized 
to  prepare  and  administer  renewal  plans  in  renewal  areas;  and

prepared  a  Renewal  Plan  for  Market  Center  West,  consisting  of  a  cover  page,  a 
table  of  contents,  fourteen  (14)  pages  of  text,  an  Appendix  containing  Property 
Rehabilitation  Standards,  and  seven  (7)  exhibits;  and 

Whereas,  the  Renewal  Plan  for  Market  Center  West  was  approved  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Planning  with  respect  to  its  conformity  as  to  the 
Master  Plan,  the  detailed  location  of  any  public  improvements  proposed  in  the 
Renewal  Plan,  its  conformity  to  the  rules  and  regulations  for  subdivisions,  and  its 
conformity  to  existing  zoning  classifications;  and  the  Renewal  Plan  was  ap- 
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proved  and  recommended  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  by  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development; 
now,  therefore;-. 

Beotiun  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  Ikt  Mayor  and  City  Council  ofBallimort,  That  it 
13  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  hereinbelow  more  particularly  described 
area,  be  deleted  from  the  Qrchard-Biddle  Urban  Renewal  Area,  and  from  the  ef- 
fect of  the  related  Renewal  Plan,  aa  established  under  Ordinance  No.  1006,  ap- 
proved May  17,  1071,  aa  amended;  and  said  hereinbelow  tract  of  land  ia  hereby 
desigriated  as  "Market  Center  West"  and  subjected  to  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
aa  established  by  ttiis  Ordinance: 

SECTION  I.BEIT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  AM  YOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL  OF

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  identified  as 
"Urban  Renewal  Plan  ,-^-,  Market  Center  West",  is  hereby  approved  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  City  Council  is  hereby  directed  to  file  a  copy  of  said  Renewal  Plan 
with  the  Department  of  Legislative  Reference  as  permanent  public  record  and  to 
make  the  same  available  for  public  inspection  and  information. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  it  is  necessary  to  acquire  by  purchase 
or  by  condemnation,  for  urban  renewal  purposes,  the  fee  simple  interest  or  any 
lesser  interest  in  and  to  the  following  properties  or  portions  thereof,  together 
with  all  right,  title,  interest  and  estate  that  the  owrier  or  owners  of  said  property 
interests  may  have  in  all  streets,  alleys,  ways  or  lanes,  public  or  private,  both 
abutting  the  whole  area  described  andVor  contained  within  the  perimeter  of  said 
area,  situate  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  and  described  as  follows:

234  Pearl  Street 
236  Pearl  Street 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  it  may  be  necessary  to  acquire  by  pur- 
chase or  by  condemnation,  for  urban  renewal  purposes,  the  fee  simple  interest  or 
any  lesser  interest  in  and  to  such  properties  or  portions  thereof  together  with  all 
right,  title,  interest,  and  estate  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  property  in- 
terests may  have  in  all  streets,  alleys,  ways,  or  lanes,  public  or  private,  both  abut- 
ting the  whole  area  described  andyor  contained  within  the  perimeter  of  said  area, 
not  specifically  designated  for  acquisition,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  prop- 
er by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Develop- 
ment to  effect  the  proper  implementation  of  the  Renewal  Plan.  This  may  include: 

(a)  any  property  in  the  project  area  containing  a  non-salvable  structure,  i.e.  a 
structure  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Hous- 
ing and  Community  Development;  cannot  be  economically  rehabilitated; 

(b)  Arty  ANY  privately  owned  structure  in  the  project  area  which  the  owner  in- 
tends to  rehabilitate  or  demolish  in  a  manner  not  in  substantial  conformity  with 
the  property  rehabilitation  standards  contained  in  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance 
or  the  objectives  of  the  Renewal  Plan:; 

(c)  any  property,  the  owner  of  which  is  unable  or  unwilling  to  comply  or  con- 
form to  the  property  rehabilitation  standards  set  forth  in  Section  10  of  this 
Ordinance  within  12  months  from  the  date  of  written  notice  of  the  required  im- 
provements. The  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development,  after 
due  consideration  that  the  property  owner  has  failed  to  achieve  substantial  con- 
formity with  the  property  rehabilitation  standards  may  acquire  such  property

pursuant  to  the  Eminent  Domain  Law  of  this  State  as  if  the  property  had 
originally  been  planned  for  acquisition  after  90  days  written  notice  to  the  owner. 
The  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  reserves  the  right  to 
acquire  any  such  non-complying  property  for  a  period  of  two  (2)  years  from  the 
date  said  written  notice  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Develop- 
ment. 

Sec.  b.  And  be  it  further  orda  ined,  That  upon  acquisition  of  the  properties  men- 
tioned in  Section  4  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Communi- 
ty Development  will  either: 

(a)  rehabilitate  the  property  in  conformance  with  the  codes  and  ordinances  of 
Baltimore  City  and  the  property  rehabilitation  standards  set  forth  in  Section  10 
of  this  Ordinance  and  dispose  of  THE  property  at  its  fair  value  in  accordance 
with  applicable  regulations.  If  sale  cannot  be  consummated  by  the  time 
rehabilitation  is  accomplished,  the  property  may  be  rented  pending  continuing 
sale  efforts;  or 

(b)  sell  or  lease  the  property  subject  to  rehabilitation  and/or  maintenance  in 
conformance  with  the  codes  and  ordinances  of  Baltimore  City  and  the  property 
rehabilitation  standards  set  forth  in  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  and  the  objec- 
tives set  forth  in  the  Renewal  Plan;  or 

(c)  demolish  the  structure  or  structures  thereon  and  dispose  of  THE  land  for 
redevelopment  at  its  fair  value  for  uses  consistent  with  the  Renewal  Plan;  or 

(d)  devote  the  property  and/or  structure  to  a  public  use  consistent  with  the 
Renewal  Plan. 

Sec  Q.Atid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Real  Estate  Acquisition  Division  of 
the  Department  of  the  Comptroller,  or  such  person  or  persons  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  Board  of  Estimates,  in  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  it  by  Article 
V,  Section  5,  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter,  may  hereafter  from  time  to  time 
designate,  is  or  are  authorized  to  acquire  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  and  for  the  purposes  described  in  this  Ordinance,  the  fee  simple  in- 
terest or  any  lesser  interest  in  and  to  the  properties  or  portions  thereof 
hereinabove  mentioned.  If  the  Real  Estate  Acquisition  Division  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Comptroller,  or  such  person  or  persons  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
Board  of  Estimates,  in  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  it  by  Article  V,  Section 
5,  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter,  may  hereafter  from  time  to  time  designate,  is 
or  are  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  on  the  purchase  price  for  said 
properties  or  portions  thereof,  it  or  they  shall  forthwith  notify  the  City  Solicitor 
of  Baltimore  City,  who  shall  thereupon  institute  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  the  necessary  legal  proceedings  to  acquire  by  condem- 
nation the  fee  simple  interest  or  any  lesser  interest  in  and  to  said  properties  or 
portions  thereof. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  only  the  land  uses  indicated  in  Section 
C.  of  the  Renewal  Plan  and  shown  on  Exhibit  1 A -Land  Use  Plan,  dated 
February  29,  1984,  shall  be  permitted  within  Market  Center  West. 

Sec  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  all  plans  for  new  construction  (in- 
cluding parking  lots),  exterior?  or  highly  visible  rehabilitation,  repairs,  expansion 
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or  change  in  use  of  any  property  in  Market  Center  West  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  review  and  approval 
by  the  Department  shall  be  required  before  proceeding  with  the  work  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  F.  and  Appendix  A  (Section  II)  of  the  Renewal  Plan.  Only  upon 
finding  that  the  proposed  plans  are  consistent  with  the  objectives  of  the  Renewal 
Plan  shall  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  authorize  the  processing  of  the  plans  for  issuance  of  a  building  per- 
mit. The  provisions  of  this  Section  are  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  all  other  ap- 
plicable laws  and  ordinances  relating  to  new  construction. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  all  proposals  for  demolition  of  all  or  a 
portion  of  a  structure  within  Market  Center  West  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  review  and  approval  in 
order  to  determine  if  the  proposed  demolition  is  consistent  with  the  objectives 
and  requirements  of  the  Renewal  Plan.  Upon  finding  that  the  proposed  demoli- 
tion is  consistent  with  the  objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  shall 
authorize  the  issuance  of  the  necessary  permit.  If  the  Commissioner  finds  that 
the  proposal  is  inconsistent  with  the  objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and 
therefore  denies  the  issuance  of  the  permit,  he  THE  COMMISSIONER  shall, 
within  90  days  of  such  denial,  seek  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  to  acquire 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  the  property,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  on  which  said  demolition  was  to  have  occurred  by  purchase, 
lease,  condemnation,  gift  or  other  legal  means  for  the  renovation,  rehabilitation 
and  disposition  thereof.  In  the  event  that  the  Board  of  Estimates  does  not 
authorize  the  acquisition,  the  Commissioner  shall,  without  delay,  issue  the 
demolition  permit. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  over  and  above  the  codes  and 
ordinances  of  Baltimore  City,  the  following  additional  provisions  shall  be  applied 
to  all  exterior  improvements  to  existing  properties,  WHETHER  OCCUPIED 
OR  VACANT,  within  Market  Center  West  and  ahall  be  applied  to  all  properties, 
whether  occupied  or  vacant.  These  provisions  should  in  no  way  discourage 
creative  and  innovative  design  so  long  as  the  design  proposal  is  in  harmony  with 
the  broad  intent  of  the  Renewal  Plan.  Such  creative  and  innovative  designs  may 
be  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for 
review  and,  at  the  sole  discretion  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development,  approval  of  such  designs,  including  ex- 
ceptions to  the  following  provisions,  may  be  granted.  Nothing  in  the  following 
provisions  shall  be  construed  to  permit  any  construction,  alteration,  change, 
repair,  use  or  sign  or  any  other  matter  otherwise  forbidden,  restricted,  or  con- 
trolled by  any  other  public  law  except  as  specifically  noted.  All  work  performed 
in  compliance  with  the  Renewal  Plan  shall  be  done  in  a  workmanlike  manner  and 
according  to  accepted  standards  of  the  building  trades.  Materials  used  in  making 
repairs  shall  be  of  quality  suitable  for  the  purpose  and  of  a  kind  normally  used  to 
accomplish  the  required  repairs. 

1.  Exterior  Walb  (front,  side,  and  rear) 

a.  All  of  the  exterior  walls  of  structures  located  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be 
included  in  this  requirement. 
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b.  All  exposed  and  visible  surfaces  shall  be  repaired,  cleaned  or  painted  to 
present  an  acceptable  appearance. 

c.  All  colors  and  color  schemes  used  in  the  Project  Area  shall  be  compatible 
vvith  the  design  of  the  buildings  in  the  Area. 

d.  All  defective  structural  and  decorative  elements  of  building  fronts  and 
sides  abutting  streets  shall  be  repaired  or  replaced  in  a  workmanlike  manner  to 
match  as  closely  as  possible  the  architecture  of  that  building.  All  damaged,  sag- 
ging, or  otherwise  deteriorated  storefronts,  signs,  show  windows,  or  entrances 
shall  be  repaired  or  replaced. 

e.  All  miscellaneous  unused  elements  on  the  exterior  walls  of  the  struc- 
tures such  as  empty  electrical  boxes,  conduits,  pipes,  unused  sign  brackets,  etc., 
shall  be  removed. 

f.  All  exterior  walls  which  have  not  been  wholly  or  partially  resurfaced  or 
built  over  shall  be  repaired  and  cleaned  or  painted  in  an  acceptable  manner.  Brick 
walls  shall  be  pointed  where  necessary  to  match  existing  bond.  Painted  masonry 
walls  shall  have  loose  material  removed  and  be  painted  a  single  color  except  for 
trim  or  decorative  details  which  may  be  another  color.  Surfaces  shall  be  painted 
v^ith  products,  and  employing  application  methods  that  will  prevent  early 
deterioration.  Patched  walls  shall  match  the  existing  adjacent  surfaces  as  to 
materials,  color,  bond  and  joining.  Cleaning  of  masonry  walls  by  means  of  sand- 
blasting shall  not  be  permitted,  except  where  sandblasting  is  determined  by  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  to  be 
the  only  feasible  means  of  surface  cleaning  of  masonry  and  where,  in  his  opinion, 
it  will  not  cause  damage  to  historic  materials. 

g.  All  brick  and  concrete  block  walls  shall  be  cleaned,  repaired,  and  re- 
pointed  as  required.  Brick  walls  shall  be  either  preserved  in  their  natural  state  or 
painted  a  color  compatible  with  neighboring  structures.  Unfmished  concrete 
block  walls  shall  be  painted. 

h.  All  natural  stone  walls  shall  be  cleaned,  repaired,  and  pointed. 

i.  All  stucco  surfaces  shall  be  cleaned  and  repaired.  Repaired  and  new  stucco 
surfaces  shall  have  a  continuous  and  even  finish,  with  no  patching  visible. 

j.  No  new  formstone  finishes  shall  be  permitted.  All  defective  formstone 
finishes  shall  be  removed  and  the  walls  behind  them  restored. 

k.  Existing  wood  siding  material,  in  sound  condition  and  permissible  under 
the  Baltimore  City  Building  Code,  shall  be  cleaned,  stripped,  and  painted.  All 
other  wood  siding  shall  be  removed.  All  siding  hiding  or  covering  the  original 
building  above  the  sign  area  shall  be  removed.  Real  or  simulated  wood  shakes  are 
not  considered  to  be  compatible  with  this  renewal  area  and  new  applications  of 
these  materials  will  be  not  permitted. 

1.  Existing  metal  siding  which  is  undamaged,  structurally  sound,  and  per- 
missible under  the  Baltimore  City  Building  Code  shall  be  kept  bright,  clean,  in  a 
good  state  of  repair,  or  painted  a  color  compatible  with  the  colors  of  the 
neighboring  structures.  M\  other  metal  siding  shall  be  removed.  All  siding  hiding 
or  covering  the  original  building  above  the  sign  area  shall  be  removed.  Metal 
siding  shall  be  limited  to  the  street  level  and  shall  not  cover  more  than  25%  of  the 
total  front.  The  metal  shall  be  of  sufficient  gage  GAUGE,  thickness  and  finish 
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quality  to  prevent  denting,  scratching  and  discoloration  through  normal  wear 
and  tear. 

m.  AJl  gutters  and  rain  water  leaders  must  be  in  good  condition  and  shall  be 
repaired  or  replaced  as  necessary  and  shall  be  neatly  located  and  securely  in- 
stalled. Gutters  and  down-spouts  shall  be  prepainted,  baked  enamel,  non-ferrous 
material  or  painted  and  shall  be  compatible  with  the  other  building  colors. 

n.  All  cornices,  upper  floor  windows,  and  all  other  portions  of  a  building 
containing  metal  or  wood  trim  shall  be  made  structurally  sound.  Rotten,  rusted, 
or  weakened  portions  shall  be  restored,  where  feasible,  or  replaced  to  match  as 
closely  as  possible  the  original  architecture.  All  exposed  metal  or  wood  shall  be 
painted  or  stained,  or  otherwise  treated  for  protection.  The  removal  of  cornice 
work,  without  prompt  replacement  of  approved  design,  will  not  be  permitted. 

o.  Walls,  ledges,  cornices,  sills  and  other  projections  shall  be  kept  clean  of 
bird  droppings  and  may  be  provided  with  deterrent  devices  to  protect  them  from 
soiling  by  birds. 

p.  No  new  mechanical  equipment  such  as  exhaust  fans,  vents  and  air  condi- 
tioning units  shall  be  allowed  to  project  through  building  fronts  or  sides  facing 
streets  unless  suitably  concealed. 

2.  Roofs 

a.  All  roof  mounted  signs  and  unused  roof  hardware  shall  be  removed. 

b.  Roofs  shall  be  kept  free  of  trash,  debris,  or  any  other  element  which  is 
not  a  permanent  part  of  the  building  or  a  functioning  element  of  its  mechanical  or 
electrical  system. 

c.  Television  and  radio  antennae  shall  be  located  so  as  to  be  as  inconspicu- 
ous as  possible  AS  VIEWED  from  the  sidewalk  across  the  street. 

d.  Rooftop  mechanical  equipment  shall  be  located  far  enough  back  from 
THE  edge  of  the  roof  so  that  it  cannot  be  seen  from  the  sidewalk  across  the 
street,  either  in  front  of  or  to  one  side  of  the  building.  Functional  equipment  may 
be  retained  until  major  repair  or  replacement  of  the  equipment .  becomes 
necessary,  at  which  time  it  shall  be  repositioned  as  above.  All  mechanical  equip- 
ment shall  be  painted  with  a  flat  paint  in  a  color  compatible  with  the  color  of  the 
front  of  the  building  upon  which  it  rests  IS  LOCATED  to  minimize  visibility. 

e.  Any  new  mechanical  equipment  placed  on  a  roof  shall  be  so  located  as  to 
be  hidden  from  the  streets,  and  to  be  as  inconspicuous  as  possible  from  other 
viewpoints.  New  equipment  shall  be  screened  with  suitable  elements  of  a  perma- 
nent nature  and  finished  so  as  to  be  compatible  with  the  rest  of  the  building. 
Where  such  screening  is  unfeasible,  equipment  shall  be  installed  in  a  neat, 
presentable  manner  and  shall  be  painted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  mmimize  its 
visibility. 

f.  All  chimneys,  elevator  penthouses  or  other  auxiliary  structures  on  the 
roofs  shall  be  clean  and  in  good  repair.  All  deteriorated  masonry  chimneys  shall 
be  either  removed  or  restored.  All  future  metal  chimneys  shall  be  located  so  that 
they  cannot  be  seen  from  the  sidewalk  across  the  street  either  in  front  of,  or  to 
one  side  of,  the  building. 
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g.  Flashing  visible  from  the  sidewalk  must  be  neat  and  free  of  pitch.  Visible 
flashing  shall  be  painted  to  match  the  surface  of  the  wall  and  AND/OR  roof. 

h.  For  pitched  roofs  visible  from  the  sidewalk  across  the  street,  additional 
roof  requirements  shall  apply: 

(1)  The  finished  roofing  material  shall  be  clean  and  in  good  state  of 
repair. 

(2)  The  finished  roofing  material  shall  be  limited  to  one  of  the  follow- 
ing: 

-Flat  or  standing  seam  natural  or  painted  sheet  metal  roofing 

-Asphalt  shingle  or  clay  tile 

-Slate 

(3)  The  finished  roofing  material  shall  have  a  color  compatible  with  the 
building  color  scheme. 

(4)  Dormers  shall  be  compatible  with  the  design  of  the  building's  street 
facade.  The  finish  materials  and  colors  shall  be  compatible  with  both  the  roof  and 
facade  of  the  buildings. 

(5)  Skylights  and  solar  panels  shall  be  of  low  profile  and  all  metal  parts 
shall  match  the  roofing  material. 

3.  Windows 

a.  Windows  not  in  the  front  or  side  of  the  buildings  shall  be  kept  properly 
repaired  or,  with  Fire  Department  approval,  may  be  closed  SEALED,  in  which 
case,  sills,  lintels,  and  frames  must  be  removed  and  the  opening  properly  closed 
to  match  the  material,  design,  and  finish  of  the  adjacent  wall,  or  other  solution 
satisfactory  to  the  Department. 

b.  All  windows  must  be  tight-fitting  and  have  sashes  of  proper  size  and 
design.  Sashes  with  rotten  wood,  broken  joints  or  loose  mullions  or  muntins  shall 
be  replaced.  All  broken  and  missing  windows  shall  be  replaced  with  glass  or  ap- 
proved clear  plastic  glazing.  All  exposed  wood  shall  be  repaired  and  painted. 

c.  Window  openings  in  upper  floors  of  the  front  and  all  visible  sides  of  the 
building  shall  not  be  filled,  boarded  up  or  covered  by  any  signs.  Windows  in  upper 
floors  may  be  backed  by  suitable  curtains,  blinds,  interior  wood  shutters,  or  other 
approved  materials.  W^ere  this  treatment  is  not  feasible,  window  glass  may  be 
painted.  When  glass  is  painted,  mullions  shall  be  a  contrasting  color.  Window 
glass  at  street  level  shall  not  be  painted  over  entirely. 

d.  The  use  of  shutters  shall  not  be  allowed  in  cases  where  shutters  would 
not  be  compatible  with  the  architecture  of  the  building. 

e.  All  of  the  windows  in  a  single  facade  shall  be  of  matching  design.  All  win- 
dow openings  shall  have  the  same  height  and  width  they  did  at  the  time  that  the 
wall  in  which  the  openings  are  located  was  originally  built.  Filling  in  these  open- 
ings at  the  top,  bottom,  or  sides  is  not  permitted.  The  following  additional  re- 
quirements shall  apply  for  all  new  windows: 

(1)  All  windows  shall  have  frames,  sash,  and  mullions  of  a  material, 
design,  and  color  appropriate  to  the  architecture  of  the  building.  Wherever  possi- 
ble, the  original  number  of  window  lights  shall  be  retained. 
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(2)  All  windows,  frames,  and  mullions  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and 
properly  painted. 

(3)  Ornamental  windows,  grilles,  and  balconetta  FALSE  BALCONIES 
may  be  incorporated  as  a  decorative  or  security  device. 

(4)  The  lintels  over  windows  shall  be  preserved  or  restored.  Rotten 
wood  lintels  shall  be  replaced  with  steel  lintels  concealed  behind  a  wood  facing. 
Brick  archwork  and  stone  lintels  shall  be  restored. 

(5)  Window  sills  shall  be  preserved,  replaced,  and  restored  to  match  the 
original  design  of  the  building. 

(6)  Installation  of  exhaust  fans,  vents,  and  air  conditioning  units  in 
front  windows  is  not  allowed;  however,  where  there  is  no  other  alternative,  the 
unit  shall  be  painted  in  a  color  that  makes  it  as  inconspicuous  as  possible  or  shall 
otherwise  be  suitably  screened. 

4.  Storefonts 

a.  A  storefront  as  a  part  of  the  building  facade  shall  be  defined  to  include: 

(1)  The  building  face  and  the  entrance  area  leading  to  the  door: 

(2)  The  door,  sidelights,  transoms,  show  windows,  display  platforms, 
devices  including  lighting  and  signing  designe(;i  to  be  viewed  from  A  public  right- 
of-way  and/or  the  areas  visible  to  the  public  prior  to  entering  the  interior  portion 
of  the  structure. 

b.  All  elements  of  the  storefront  including  marquees,  awnings,  show  win- 
dows, entrances,  signs,  lighting,  sun  protection,  security  grilles,  etc.,  shall  be 
compatible  with  the  architecture  of  the  building.  All  such  elements  shall  be 
located  no  higher  than  one  inch  below  the  second  story  wmdow  sill  line.  New 
metal  awnings  shall  not  be  permitted. 

c.  All  extraneous  and  unused  hardware,  signing,  and  equipment  shall  be 
removed. 

d.  All  broken,  rotten,  or  damaged  elements  shall  be  removed  and  replaced 
with  elements  that  are  compatible  with  the  architecture  of  the  building.  All 
damaged,  sagging,  or  otherwise  deteriorated  storefronts,  show  windows,  or  en- 
trances shall  be  repaired  or  replaced.  The  practice  of  "patching"  or  layering 
materials  one  on  top  of  the  other  is  not  permitted.  Damaged  parts  shall  be  re- 
placed so  as  to  be  undetectable  as  replacement  parts. 

e.  At  such  time  as  sign  panels  covering  or  replacing  store  cornices  are 
removed,  the  cornice  shall  be  restored  or  replaced. 

f.  Materials  used  on  storefronts  shall  be  compatible  with  the  architecture  of 
other  buildings  in  the  renewal  area  as  well  as  other  materials  used  on  the  building 
itself.  Other  factors  such  as  durability,  ease  of  maintenance  and  historical  com- 
patibility of  materials  shall  be  considered  in  relation  to  future  material  installa- 
tions. Material  not  approved  by  the  Department,  shall  not  be  permitted  for  any 
future  use.  All  such  materials  now  in  use  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  or  shall  be 
removed. 
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g.  Soft  Awnings 

(1)  Existing  retractable  awning  boxes  or  fixed  awning  hardware  on 
storefronts  shall  be  reconditioned  to  accommodate  a  new  awning  which  shall  be 
compatible  with  the  building  design.  Torn,  frayed,  faded  or  dirty  awnings  shall 
be  reconditioned,  repaired,  cleaned,  or  replaced. 

(2)  Awnings  are  to  be  installed  along  the  full  width  of  existing  awning 
boxes  and  frames  and  on  upper  floors  over  windows  only. 

(3)  The  color  of  the  material  and  any  graphics  or  striping  shall  be  com- 
patible with  the  building  architecture. 

(4)  Fixed  awnings  shall  have  a  fall  sufficient  to  shed  a  snow  load.  A  6- 
inch  fall  for  every  foot  should  be  the  minimum. 

(5)  Awnings  shall  not  be  designed  so  as  to  prevent  vehicular  movement 
at  the  curb  or  to  interfere  with  improvements  to  the  public  R.Q.W.  RIGHT  OF 
WAY  such  as  street  lights,  landscaping,  and  street  furniture.  Awnings  shall  not 
be  lower  than  eight  (8)  feet  above  the  sidewalk,  and  one  (1)  foot  inside  the  curb 
and  shall  otherwise  conform  with  the  provisions  of  City  Ordinances. 

(6)  Street  level  awnings  shall  terminate  against  the  building  at  a  height 
not  to  exceed  one  inch  below  the  second  floor  window  sill  or  no  higher  than  the 
bottom  of  a  first  floor  cornice,  unless  it  exists  as  a  part  of  the  cornice. 

h.  Security  screens,  grates,  bars,  and  grilles  shall  be  designed  to  be  as  in- 
conspicuous as  possible.  They  shall  be  constructed  of  non-ferrous  material  or 
kept  painted  and  free  of  rust.  Non-metal  grilles  and  screens  shall  be  prohibited. 
Enclosures  and  housings  for  security  grilles  and  screens  shall  be  painted  and 
compatible  with  the  architecture  of  the  storefront  and  the  facade  or  hidden  from 
view  as  an  integral  part  of  a  sign  or  awning.  All  screens  and  grilles  shall  be  total- 
ly opened  or  removed  during  the  normal  business  hours.  No  signs  or  product 
advertising  shall  be  permitted  on  grilles  or  grille  housings. 

i.  Solid  or  permanently  enclosed  or  covered  storefronts  or  painted  show 
windows  or  show  windows  replaced  by  solid  materials  shall  not  be  f>ermitted 
unless  treated  architecturally  as  an  integral  part  of  the  building  facade  and  com- 
patible with  these  standards.  Where  the  window  treatment  of  the  first  floor  is  to 
be  modified,  these  new  window  openings  shall  not  be  smaller  in  size  than  the 
openings  of  the  second  or  third  floor  windows.  These  new  windows  shall  be  com- 
patible with  the  upper  windows  in  the  structure. 

j.  New  storefronts  that  project  beyond  the  property  lines  of  the  stores  are 
not  permitted.  Where  the  original  front  is  behind  the  property  line  and  where  a 
new  prujectmg  front  would  ni)t  be  disruptive  to  adjacent  stores  and  is  compatible 
with  the  building  architecture,  a  new  front  may  be  installed  u[)  to  the  property 
line. 

k.  All  new  storefronts  shall  provide  a  street  side  hose  bibb  to  provide  water 
for  storefront  and  sidewalk  cleaning  and  to  aid  in  watering  street  trees. 

I.  Doorways  and  Entrances- In  cases  where  there  are  doorways  to 
buildings  that  are  not  incorporated  in  the  storefront,  the  character  of  the  original 
doorway  shall  be  preserved,  where  possible.  The  original  style  of  these  door- 
ways,  if  possible,   shall   be   incorjjorated   into   the  design  of  the   retnodellcd 
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REMODELED  storefront.  The  following  additional  requirements  shall  apply  to 
all  doorways  and  entrances. 

(1)  Storm  and  screen  doors  and  hardware  visible  from  the  outside  shall 
be  compatible  with  entrance  doors. 

(2)  Any  grilles,  bars,  and  grates  covering  doors  or  windows  shall  be 
designed  to  be  compatible  with  the  architecture  of  the  building  and  of  the 
neighboring  structures. 

(3)  Where  steps  or  stoops  are  required  at  a  doorway  or  entrance,  they 
shall  be  designed  to  match  the  original  design.  In  cases  where  there  are  are 
MORE  than  two  risers,  the  steps  or  stoops  shall  be  provided  with  a  railing  of 
compatible  design. 

(4)  Doorways  and  entrances  shall  be  designed  with  consideration  for 
the  needs  of  the  handicapped  and  the  elderly. 

m.  Each  store  is  required  to  display  a  postal  address  number  on  the 
storefront.  The  number  size,  style,  location  shall  be  designed  so  that  it  is  easily 
visible  from  the  center  line  of  the  street. 

n.  Footways  adjacent  to  all  properties  within  the  Project  Area  boundaries 
shall  be  maintained  in  a  manner  consistent  with  applicable  Baltimore  City  Codes 
and  Ordinances.  In  addition,  when  required,  footways  shall  be  repaired  or  re- 
placed to  present  a  neat  and  even  appearance  and  in  a  manner  that  is  compatible 
with  the  materials,  design  and  finish  of  adjacent  footway  surfaces  including 
specially  designed  and  installed  sidewalk,  plaza  and  mall  paving. 

o.  This  Plan  encourages  the  use  of  adjacent  footways  for  sidewalk  cafes 
(outdoor  table  service)  with  or  without  awnings,  where  accessory  to  a  restaurant 
use.  A  clear  walkway  not  less  than  four  (4)  feet  in  width  shall  be  maintained  in  ac- 
cordance with  provisions  of  City  Ordinances. 

5.  Sigtis 

All  new  signs  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  Baltimore 
City  and  subject  to  the  requirements  for  a  minor  privilege.  In  addition,  the 
following  provisions  shall  apply: 

a.  All  signs  not  conforming  to  these  regulations  shall  be  removed  at  the 
time  rehabilitation  work  is  undertaken.  All  other  signs  must  be  removed  within 
twelve  months  after  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  approving  this  Plan,  except 
billboards  larger  than  sixty  square  feet.  All  those  billboards  larger  than  sixty 
square  feet  shall  be  removed  only  in  the  event  they  are:  1.  located  on,  2.  across 
the  street,  alley  or  footway  from,  3.  diagonally  across  from,  or  4.  adjacent  to  any 
development  site.  "Development  site"  for  the  purpose  of  this  Plan  shall  be  de- 
fined as  any  public  or  private  development,  redevelopment,  rehabilitation,  con- 
struction, improvement  or  other  investment  the  aggregate  cost  of  which  exceeds 
$200,000  (Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars)."  No  lease  for  billboard  signs  expir- 
ing after  enactment  of  this  Plan  may  be  renewed. 

b.  Size,  shape,  letter  style(s),  colors,  and  method  of  installation  of  all  signs 
shall  be  compatible  with  the  architecture  of  the  building  and  the  neighboring

structures.  Design  of  signs  by  graphic  designers  is  encouraged.  This  Plan  re- 
quires that  design  drawings  of  all  proposed  signs  and  showing  their  location  on 
the  building  facade  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Department  for  approval  prior  to 
fabrication  and  installation. 

c.  Materials  employed  for  construction  of  signs  shall  be  durable  and 
weather  resistant,  shall  be  fabricated  and  installed  by  qualified  and  experienced 
mechanics,  and  shall  be  maintained  in  good  repair. 

d.  Placement  of  signs  shall  be  restricted  to  the  first  floor  only,  placed  no 
higher  than  the  bottom  of  the  second  story  window  sill,  where  windows  exist,  and 
the  sign  bottom  shall  be  directly  above  the  storefront  or  awning/security 
enclosure.  Signs  shall  be  designed  in  a  manner  so  that  they  do  not  interfere  with 
important  architectural  details  (e.g.,  window,  cornices,  carved  friezes,  arches)  of 
the  buildings.  Placement  entirely  on  a  flat  portion  of  facade  or  an  area  entirely 
within  the  confines  of  an  opening  and  lined  up  with  architectural  details  or 
elements  is  required.  Upper  floor  signs  are  contrary  to  the  intent  of  this  Plan. 
However,  in  special  circumstances,  signs  may  be  placed  on  upper  floors  if  it  is 
determined  that  there  IS  no  prudent  means  of  accommodating  the  signs  on  the 
first  floor  consistent  with  these  provisions  or  as  special  exceptions  approved  by 
the  Department. 

e.  "Temporary  signs"  may  be  displayed  within  storefront  windows  only 
provided  that  these  signs  do  not  cover  more  than  20%  of  the  area  of  the  window 
in  which  they  are  displayed  and  are  on  display  not  more  than  thirty  consecutive 
days. 

f.  Signs  shall  be  permitted  at  rear  entrance  and  delivery  doors,  but  shall 
not  exceed  two  square  feet  in  area  and  may  be  illuminated. 

g.  If  a  projecting  sign  to  indicate  the  location  of  a  parking  garage  or  park- 
ing lot  entrance  is  to  be  provided,  one  such  sign  for  each  garage  or  lot  entrance 
shall  be  permitted  and  the  sign  be  a  Department-approved  standardized  letter 
"P"  and  arrow. 

h.  Signs  in  the  form  of  letters,  symbols  or  other  graphics  may  be  incor- 
porated in  the  design  of  any  awning  included  in  the  design  of  a  storefront,  pro- 
vided such  signs  are  compatible  with  the  architecture  of  the  building  and  the 
awning. 

i.  Signs  may  be  painted  on  the  inside  surface  of  upper  floor  and  storefront 
show  windows  and  sign  panels  may  be  hung  inside  the  show  window.  These  signs 
must  be  designed  to  be  compatible  with  the  architecture  of  the  facade. 

j.  Signs  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  design  of  the  storefront  and  shall  not 
project  more  than  12"  except  where  a  sign  will  serve  to  hide  a  security  grille 
enclosure  which  exists  beyond  the  primary  surface  of  the  building.  If  the 
storefront  design  includes  a  cornice,  the  sign  may  be  incorporated  in  the  cornice 
design.  If  a  st(jrefront  cornice  is  not  appropriate  for  a  sign,  or  there  is  no  cornice, 
the  sign  may  be  placed  either  in  the  store  window  or  on  the  portion  of  the 
building  facade  above  the  store  window/cornice  and  below  the  sill  of  the  second 
floor  windows.  Signs  which  are  an  integral  part  of  the  building  structure  and 
compatible  with  the  original  architecture  of  the  building  are  permitted. 
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k.  Painted  signs  on  building  surfaces  or  use  of  separate  cutout  letters  shall 
be  permitted  in  accordance  with  these  provisions. 

1.  Neon  tube  signs  are  permitted  above  a  show  window  and  on  the  inside  of 
and  behind  show  windows  as  provided  for  herein  and  as  provided  for  in 
"Lighting"  in  this  Plan. 

m.  Flags  and  banners,  conforming  to  existing  City  Ordinances,  may  be 
displayed  on  a  temporary  and  permanent  basis  so  long  as  the  poles  are  main- 
tained in  good  condition  and  the  material  is  not  faded,  torn,  or  frayed. 

n.  Roof  top  signs,  signs  above  the  parapet  of  a  building,  billboards,  or  other 
outdoor  advertising  signs  painted  or  mounted  on  structures  other  than 
billboards,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  not  be  permitted.  All  exist- 
ing rooftop  and  facade  mounted  sign  brackets  and  hardware  shall  be  removed. 

0.  Flashing  or  moving  signs  other  than  barber  poles  shall  not  be  permitted. 

p.  No  signs,  projecting  more  than  12",  will  be  permitted  to  be  mounted  to 
the  face  of  any  building;  such  existing  signs  shall  be  removed  as  provided  for  in 
III.  Compliance.  "SECTION  III.  COMPLIANCE"  OF  THE  RENEWAL  PLAN. 

q.  No  marquees  shall  be  allowed  on  buildings  other  than  operating  theatres 
or  hotels.  When  SUCH  BUILDING  IS  rehabilitated,  an  existing  marquee  shall  be 
redesigned  so  that  it  is  compatible  with  the  architecture  of  the  building. 

r.  Super  graphics  or  murals  are  a  special  form  of  out-door  art  and  the 
Department  may  permit  their  application  upon  submission  and  approval  of  full 
color  drawings  of  the  intended  super  graphic  or  mural  on  wall  surfaces  that  are 
predominantly  blank,  except  on  buildings  designated  of  either  historic  or  ar- 
chitectural significance.  The  application  should  be  appropriate  to  the  use,  activity 
or  theme  of  a  building  or  place.  Such  super  graphics  or  murals  shall  be  designed 
by  recognized  professional  graphic  artists,  artists  or  designers. 

s.  The  Department  may  permit  freestanding  signs  and  sign  kiosks  on  the 
sites  where  buildings  are  set  back  from  their  property  lines  upon  submission  and 
approval  to  OF  site  plans  and  sign  design  drawings. 

6.  Lighting 

a.  Exterior  lighting  shall  be  limited  to  lighting  fixtures  designed  to  be  in 
harmony  with  the  character  of  the  buildings  and  the  street.  Such  fixtures  shall  be 
mounted  in  the  entrance  ways  or  on  the  front  facade  of  the  building.  Flood 
lighting,  concealed  above  a  shopfront  cornice,  may  be  used  to  light  the  facades  of 
buildings  except  where  the  upper  floors  are  in  residential  use.  Lighting  of  the 
shops  will  be  encouraged  during  the  evening  hours  at  times  agreed  upon  by  the 
merchants. 

b.  Lighting  of  the  facades  of  the  buildings  may  be  accomplished  with  pro- 
jecting fixtures  at  the  roofline  or  at  the  shopfront  cornice  line.  Such  fixtures  shall 
be  inconspicuous  and  compatible  with  the  building  architecture  and  project  not 
more  than  24"  from  the  face  of  the  building. 

c.  All  lighting  and  electrical  elements  such  as  wires,  conduits,  junction 
boxes,  transformers,  ballasts,  switches  and  panel  boxes  shall  be  concealed  from 
view. 
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d.  The  following  lighting  methods  are   not   pernutted   for  signs  and 
buildings: 

(1)  Exposed  flourescent  lighting 

(2)  Exposed  quartz  or  mercury  vapor  lamps 

(3)  Exposed  incandescent  lamps  other  than  low  wattage,  purely 
decorative  lighting  and  neon  as  provided  for  herein. 

e.  The  following  lighting  methods  are  permitted  for  signs  and  buildings: 

(1)  Fully  recessed  flourescent  downlights  or  wall  washers  in  a  valance 
box.  Box  must  run  full  length  of  storefront  at  top  of  sign  area. 

(2)  Internally  illuminated  box  signs  and  individual  letters  or  back-lit 
(halo)  letters. 

(3)  Fully  recessed  downlights  or  wallwashers  in  projecting  metal  box. 
Box  must  run  length  of  storefront  at  top  of  sign  area. 

(4)  Shielded  flourescent  lamps  with  diffusers  in  projecting  metal  box. 
Box  must  run  full  length  of  storefront  at  top  of  sign  area. 

(5)  "Gooseneck  incandescent",  porcelain  enamel  reflector  on  bent  metal 
tube  arm.  Housing  must  prevent  glare  at  pedestrian  eye  level. 

(6)  Neon  tube  illumination  in  the  form  of  a  neon  tube  graphic  where  a 
light  source  is  supplied  by  a  neon  tube  which  is  bent  to  form  letters,  symbols  or 
other  shapes  in  various  colors  are  permitted  as  flat  signs  above  a  show  window 
when  enclosed  in  a  sign  box  and  protected  by  a  glass  front  and  on  the  inside  of 
show  windows. 

7.  Rear  Yards 

Where  a  front,  side,  or  rear  yard  exists  or  is  created  through  the  demolition  of 
structures,  the  open  areas  shall  be  treated  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the 
following  standards. 

a.  Enclosures  of  Yards 

A  rear  yard  may  be  enclosed  along  side  and  rear  property  lines  by  an 
unperforated  masonry  wall  or  metal  grille  fence  compatible  with  the  architecture 
of  the  rear  walls  of  the  building.  Solid  doors  or  gates  may  be  used  to  the  extent 
necessary  for  access  and  delivery.  Such  walls  must  be  not  less  than  three  feet  in 
height.  Use  of  barbed  wire  or  broken  glass  OR  SIMILAR  MATERIALS  on  top  of 
walls  shall  not  be  permitted.  Solid  masonry  walls  shall  be  used  where  fronting  on 
public  streets  and  adjacent  properties. 

b.  Provision  of  Parking  Area 

Rtrar  A  REAR  yard  may  be  used  as  a  parking  or  loading  area  providing 
that  it  is  properly  screened,  paved,  illuminated  and  maintained.  A  sign  not  ex- 
ceeding two  square  feet  in  area  may  be  used  to  identify  and  control  parking  and 
loading.  The  owner  of  the  building  shall  be  responsible  for  maintenance  of  the 
parking  area  in  a  neat  and  clean  manner.  No  storage  of  trash  containers  shall  be 
allowed  in  this  area  except  when  housed  in  permanent  enclosures  of  acceptable 
design. 
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c.  Structures  that  are  attached  or  unattached  to  the  rear  of  the  principal 
structure  and  which  are  structurally  deficient,  shall  be  properly  repaired  or 
demolished.  Yards  and  areaways  shall  be  kept  free  of  trash,  debris,  or  any  other 
element  which  is  not  a  permanent  part  of  the  building  or  a  functional  element  of 
its  mechanical  or  electrical  system. 

8.  Ojf-Street  Parking 

a.  Parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  as  established  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance 
of  Baltimore  City,  or  in  such  lesser  amount  as  may  be  authorized  by  Board  of 
Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  as  a  Special  Exception  or  Variance.  In  addition  to 
these  requirements,  off-street  parking  areas  shall  be  visually  screened  from 
public  streets  and  adjacent  properties  as  provided  for  herein. 

b.  All  required  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  with  the  proper  ingress 
and  egress  to  a  public  street  or  alley. 

c.  All  parking  facilities  shall  be  effectively  screened.  When  fronting  on 
public  streets  and  adjacent  properties,  screening  shall  consist  of  a  masonry  wall 
or  combination  masonry  wall  and  metal  grille  fence,  not  less  than  three  (3)  feet  in 
height.  Screening  shall  be  maintained  in  good  condition  and  shall  be  so  designed 
and  placed  so  as  not  to  obstruct  vehicle  sight  distances  at  entrances  and  exits. 
Solid  masonry  walls  shall  be  used. 

d.  All  exterior  (surface)  parking  areas  shall  be  paved  with  a  hard,  dust-free 
surface,  and  shall  be  properly  illuminated,  and  maintained  in  a  neat  and  clean 
manner. 

e.  A  sign  not  exceeding  sixteen  square  feet  in  area  may  be  used  to  identify 
and  control  parking  and  loading. 

9.  Off-Street  Loading,  Storage  and  Service 

a.  Where  permitted  by  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  Baltimore  City,  front,  side, 
or  rear  yards  may  be  used  for  loading,  storage,  or  service.  In  addition  to  any  re- 
quirements of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  these  areas  shall  be  appropriately  screened 
from  all  adjacent  streets,  alleys,  and  properties.  Screening  shall  consist  of  an 
unperforated  masonry  wall  or  metal  grill  fence  at  least  three  feet  in  height. 

b.  All  yards  used  for  loading  and  vehicle  storage  and  service  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  the  proper  ingress  and  egress  to  a  public  street  or  alley  by  means  of 
access  drives  and  aisles.  Such  drives  and  aisles  shall  be  consistent  with  the  in- 
tended use  of  the  property  and  shall  not  be  excessive  in  size. 

c.  All  exterior  (surface)  parking  areas  shall  be  paved  with  a  hard,  dust-free 
surface,  and  shall  be  properly  illuminated,  and  maintained  in  a  neat  and  clean 
manner. 

d.  A  sign  not  exceeding  two  square  feet  in  area  may  be  used  to  identify  and 
control  parking  and  loading. 
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10.  Refuse  Storage 


All  outdoor  refuse  storage  areas  and  dumpsters  on  private  property  shall 
be  screened  from  the  view  of  adjacent  properties  and  public  rights-of-way,  and 
no  dumpsters  or  rubbish  containers  shall  be  exposed  at  the  fronts  of  buildings. 
Screening  shall  consist  of  a  masonry  wall  or  metal  fence,  or  combination  not  less 
than  five  (5)  feet  in  height.  Trash  storage  areas  shall  be  maintained  in  a  neat  and 
clean  manner  at  all  times. 

11.  Existing  Passageways 

a.  All  existing  passageways  fronting  on  any  street  or  alley  providing  public 
access  shall  comply  with  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  Plan,  especially  maintenance 
and  repair  of  exterior  walls. 

b.  They  shall  be  kept  structurally  intact  and  free  from  hazards  to  the 
general  public. 

c.  They  shall  be  kept  free  of  debris  by  the  abutting  owner(s). 

d.  All  masonry  surfaces  shall  be  repaired  and  cleaned  or  painted  to  present 
a  neat,  fresh,  and  uniform  appearance. 

e.  Provision  for  metal  security  gates  at  each  end  of  such  passageways  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  occupants  of  buildings  immediately  adjacent.  These 
gates  must  be  provided  with  a  lock.  Non-metal  gates  and  non-metal  locks  are  not 
permitted.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  first  floor  occupants  of  buildings  im- 
mediately adjacent  to  both  sides  of  such  passageways  to  lock  gates  after  normal 
business  hours.  Passageways  must  be  provided  with  sufficient  lighting  if  gates 
are  to  be  left  unlocked  during  normal  business  hours  of  darkness.  When  security 
gates  are  "open",  they  shall  be  fixed  to  the  wall  by  a  metal  latch. 

Sec.  l\.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  all  rehabilitation  work  necessary  to 
meet  the  standards  and  provisions  contained  in  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  completed  within  one  (1)  year  from  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  unless  ex- 
tended by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development.  Thereafter,  all  work  shall  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the 
date  of  completion  set  forth  in  the  notice  from  the  Commissioner.  No  work, 
alterations,  or  improvements  shall  be  undertaken  after  enactment  of  this 
Ordinance  which  do  not  conform  with  the  requirements  set  forth  in  Section  10  of 
this  Ordinance.  However,  the  Commissioner  may  waive  compliance  with  one  or 
more  of  the  standards  and  provisions  contained  in  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  if 
such  waiver  is  determined  by  the  Commissioner  not  to  adversely  affect  the  objec- 
tives for  Market  Center  West.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  permit  any 
sign,  construction,  alteration,  change,  repair,  use  or  any  other  matter  otherwise 
forbidden  or  controlled  by  any  other  public  law. 

Stc.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  person  violating  the  provisions 
contained  in  Sections  10  and  11  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  One  Hundred  Dollars 
($100. UU)  and  that  each  day's  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 
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Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  selling  or  otherwise  disposing  of 
property  in  Market  Center  West,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  shall  require  that  developers  agree  in  writing  not  to  discriminate  in 
the  sale,  lease,  use  or  occupancy  of  the  property  developed  by  them  against  any 
person  because  of  race,  religion,  color,  sex  or  national  origin. 

Sec.  \4.And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  regulations,  controls,  and  restric- 
tions applicable  to  land  to  be  acquired  by  the  City  as  stated  in  Section  E.  of  the 
Renewal  Plan  are  hereby  approved. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  certain  new  disposition  lots  shall  be 
created  as  shown  in  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  on  Exhibit  2A- Property 
Acquisition-Land  Disposition,  dated  February  20,  1984  MAY  28,  1984. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  whatever  respect,  if  any,  the  said 
Renewal  Plan  approved  hereby  may  not  meet  the  requirements  as  to  the  content 
of  a  renewal  plan  or  the  procedures  for  the  preparation,  adoption,  and  approval 
of  renewal  plans,  as  provided  in  Article  13  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1983 
Replacement  Volume),  the  said  requirements  are  hereby  waived  and  the 
Renewal  Plan  approved  hereby  is  exempted  therefrom. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  in  the  event  it  be  judicially  deter- 
mined that  any  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  part  in  or  of 
this  Ordinance  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  p<rr«m  PERSONS  or  circum- 
stances in  IS  invalid,  the  remaining  provisions  and  the  application  of  such  provi- 
sions to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the  remaining 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  without  the  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence, 
paragraph,  section  or  part  or  the  application  thereof  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  in  any  case  where  a  provision  of  this 
Ordinance  concerns  the  same  subject  matter  as  an  existing  provision  of  any 
urban  renewal,  zoning,  building,  electrical,  plumbing,  health,  fire  or  safety 
ordinance  or  code  or  regulation,  the  applicable  provisions  concerned  shall  be  con- 
strued so  as  to  give  effect  to  each;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  provisions  are 
found  to  be  in  irreconcilable  conflict,  the  provision  which  establishes  the  higher 
standard  for  the  promotion  of  the  public  health  and  safety  shall  prevail.  In  any 
case  where  a  provision  of  this  Ordinance  is  found  to  be  in  conflict  with  an  existing 
provision  of  any  other  ordinance  or  code  or  regulation  in  force  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  which  establishes  a  lower  standard  for  the  promotion  and  protection  of 
the  public  health  and  safety,  the  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall  prevail,  and  the 
other  existing  provision  of  such  other  ordinance  or  code  or  regulation  is  hereby 
repealed  to  the  extent  that  it  may  be  found  in  conflict  with  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

and/or  revise  the  boundaries  of  certain  disposition/development  parcels  for

Urban  Renewal  Project,  and  the  block  bounded  by  Madison  Street,  Howard 
Street,  Monument  Street  and  Linden  Avenue,  which  lies  within  a  portion  of  the 
Downtown  Urban  Renewal  Area;  and 

Whereas,  said  amended  Renewal  Plan  for  Market  Center  has  been  approved

ANCE WITH  THE  PROCEDURAL  REQUIREMENTS  OF  THE  ZONING 
ORDINANCE  AND  ARTICLE  66-B  OF  THE  ANNOTATED  CODE  OF 
MARYLAND  (1957  EDITION,  AS  AMENDED)." 

Sec.  9  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  section  on  Compliance  in  the 
Property  Rehabilitation  Standards,  Appendix  A  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan  shall 
be  revised.  Therefore,  Page  25,  lines  29-50  through  Page  26,  lines  51-58  of 
Ordinance  657,  dated  June  8,  1982  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"III.  COMPLIANCE 

All  rehabilitation  work  necessary  to  meet  the  above  standards  for  the 
Market  Center  shall  be  completed  within  two  (2)  years  in  the  Special  areas 
and  within  four  (4)  years  in  other  areas  from  the  effective  date  of  Ordinance 
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No.  124,  approved  July  11,  1980  unless  extended  by  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development.

No  work,  alterations  or  im- 
provements shall  be  undertaken  after  enactment  of  Ordinance  No.  124,  ap- 
proved July  11,  1980  which  does  not  conform  with  the  requirements  herein. 
However,  the  Commissioner  may  waive  compliance  with  one  or  more  of 
these  standards  if  such  waiver  is  determined  by  the  Commissioner  not  to 
adversely  affect  the  Property  Rehabilitation  Objectives  for  the  Market 
Center  area.  If  the  City  and  a  property  owner  have  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment with  respect  to  the  rehabilitation  of  that  owner's  building(s),  then  com- 
pliance with  the  standards  hereinabove  set  forth  shall  be  waived  by  the  Com- 
missioner, provided  that  the  Commissioner  determines  that  such  waiver 
does  not  adversely  affect  the  Property  Rehabilitation  Objectives  of  the 
Market  Center.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  permit  any  sign,  con- 
struction, alteration,  change,  repair,  use  of  any  other  matter  otherwise  for- 
bidden or  restricted  or  controlled  by  any  other  public  law." 

Sec.  i^  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  person  violating  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  9  11  of  this  ordinance  ORDINANCE  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  One  Hundred  Dollars 
($100.00)  and  that  each  day's  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Sec.  H  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  revised  Exhibits:  Exhibit  1, 
entitled  Land  Use  Plan.  DATED  AS  REVISED  FEBRUARY  17,  1984;  Exhibit 
2,  entitled  Property  Acquisition/Land  Disposition/Development  Area  AREAS, 
DATED  AS  REVISED  MAY  28,  1984;  and  Exhibit  3,  entitled  Zoning  Districts, 
dated  as  revised  February  17,  1984,  are  hereby  approved. 

Sec  \2  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  whatever  respect,  if  any, 
the  Renewal  Plan  approved  hereby  for  the  Market  Center  area  may  not  meet  the 
requirements  as  to  the  content  of  a  renewal  plan  or  the  procedure  for  the 
preparation,  adoption,  and  approval  of  renewal  plans  as  provided  in  Article  13  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1983  Replacement  Volume),  the  said  requirements  are 
hereby  waived  and  the  amended  Renewal  Plan  approved  hereby  is  exempted 
therefrom. 

Sec  i3  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  in  the  event  it  be  judicially  de- 
termined that  any  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  part  in 
or  of  this  ordinance  ORDINANCE,  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  persons  or 
circumstances  is  invalid,  the  remaining  provisions  and  the  application  of  such 
provisions  to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained  the  re- 
maining provisions  of  this  ordinance  ORDINANCE  without  the  word,  phrase, 
clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  part,  or  the  application  thereof  so  held 
invalid. 
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Sec  14  16.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  any  case  where  a  provision  of 
this  ordinance  concerns  the  same  subject  matter  as  an  existing  provision  of  any 
zoning,  building,  electrical,  plumbing,  health,  fire  or  safety  ordinance,  or  code  or 
regulation,  the  applicable  provisions  concerned  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  give 
effect  to  each;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  provisions  are  found  to  be  in  ir- 
reconcilable conflict  with  an  existing  provision  of  any  other  ordinance  or  code  or 
regulation  in  force  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  which  establishes  a  lower  standard 
for  the  promotion  and  protection  of  the  public  health  and  safety,  the  provision  of 
this  ordinance  ORDINANCE  shall  prevail,  and  the  other  existing  provision  of 
such  other  ordinance  or  code  or  regulation  is  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  that  it 
may  be  found  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  ORDINANCE. 

Sec  16  17.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  ORDINANCE  shall 
take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Baltimore  City  Charter  (1984  Revision  as  amended) 

WiiKKEAS,  the  money  appropriated  herein  represents  the  amount  of  a  payment 
to  be  made  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  by  the  North- 
east Maryland  Waste  Disposal  Authority  (the  "Authority")  in  connection  with  the 
leasing  by  the  City  to  the  Authority  of  a  parcel  of  land  located  southwest  of 
Haines  Street  in  the  Carroll  Industrial  Park  in  Baltimore  City  (the  "Property"), 
such  amount  being  in  addition  to  the  revenues  estimated  and  relied  upon  by  the 
Board  of  Estimates  in  deternuning  the  tax  levy  required  to  balance  the  budget 
for  the  1984  fiscal  year,  and  said  money  is  therefore  available  for  appropriation 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VI,  Sec- 
tion 2(h)  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1964  Revision  as  amended);  and 
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Whkreas,  the  additional  sum  herein  appropriated  is  for  a  new  prot^rani  which 
could  not  reasoFiably  be  anticipated  at  the  time  of  formulation  of  the  proposed 
Ordinance  of  Estimates  for  the  1984  fiscal  year,  in  accordance  with  Article  VI, 
Section  2(hX3)  of  said  Charter;  and

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
(UNIVERSAL  MARBLE  AND  GRANITE  COMPANY  PROJECT) 

F'OR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or 
more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and 
credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $700,000,  pursuant  and  in  accordance  with,  the 
Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Sections  266-A  to  266-1, 
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inclusive  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1983  Cumulative 
Supplement)  (the  "Act"),  as  amended,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  acquisi- 
tion of  approximately  one  acre  of  real  property  located  at  1301-1325  Ridgely 
Street  in  Baltimore  City,  the  renovation  of  an  approximately  31,200  square 
foot  building  thereon,  and  the  purchase  and  installation  of  certain  machinery, 
equipment  and  other  improvements  therein,  to  be  owned  by  Aaron  I.  Levy,  a 
resident  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  to  be  leased  to  Universal  Marble  & 
Granite  Company,  a  Maryland  corporation,  as  the  sole  tenant,  for  use  as  a 
manufacturing  and  warehouse  facility;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  dated  May  7,  1984  to  the  City; 
making  certain  legislative  findings;  reserving  in  the  City  certain  rights  con- 
cerning the  issuance  of  such  bonds;  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds,  to  (a)  approve  the  is- 
suance of  such  bonds,  (b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the 
form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including 
negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance, 
and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (c)  do  any  and  all  things 
necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
such  bonds;  providing  that  Aaron  I.  Levy  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans 
and  specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  in  connection  with  the  completion  of  such  facility; 
providing  that  such  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of 
the  issuance  of  such  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the 
date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance 
approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance;  authorizing 
the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  revenue  bonds;  and 
generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  con- 
nection with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  and  bond  anticipation 
notes. 

RECITALS 

The  Act  empowers  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  to 
borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  accomplishment  of  any  of  the  pur- 
poses, objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  connection  therewith  to  issue  bonds, 
notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding  bonds,  notes  or  other 
obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal 
and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities,  developments  and  im- 
provements whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  notes 
or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III).  The 
purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the  Act  include  the 
relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  encouraging  the  increase 
of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City,  promoting  economic 
development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of 
the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 
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The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  May  7,  1984  (the  "Letter  of  In- 
tent") from  Aaron  I.  Levy  (the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has 
requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion 
by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Facility"), 
by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  ag- 
gregate principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $700,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  making 
the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Facility  by  the  Borrower.  The  Borrower  anticipates  that  such  financing  may  be 
insured  by  the  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Act,  will  consist  generally  of  (a) 
the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of  land  containing  approximately  one  acre  located  at 
1301-1325  Ridgely  Street  in  Baltimore  City,  (b)  the  renovation  of  an  approx- 
imately 31,200  square  foot  building  thereon,  consisting  of  manufacturing  and 
warehouse  space,  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  such  building  of  any  or  all 
machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  or  all  other  improvements  therein,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation  thereof,  and  (d)  the  acquisi- 
tion of  such  other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the 
foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site 
preparation  facilities.  Upon  completion,  the  Facility  will  be  owned  by  the  Bor- 
rower and  leased  to  Universal  Marble  and  Granite  Company,  a  Maryland  cor- 
poration, as  the  sole  tenant,  for  use  as  a  manufacturing  and  warehouse  facility. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set  forth  the 
form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including 
negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  or  issuance,  and 
any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof,  and  to  do 
any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ACT: 

Section  \.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  atid  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Act  in  order 
to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will  facilitate  and  ex- 
pedite the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Act  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and  employment 
in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  (c) 
encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City; 
(d)  allowing  the  Borrower  to  maintain  its  commercial  operations  in  Baltimore 
City. 
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(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  m^re 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $700,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Facility.  The  City  has  been  informed  that  the  Borrower  anticipates  that  the 
Bonds  may  be  insured  by  the  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letters  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  intends  that  the  enactment  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  and  constitute  "official  action"  within  the  meaning  of  Sec- 
tion 1.103-8(aX5)  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations  prescribed  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Treasury  pursuant  to  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
of  1954,  as  amended.  The  City  and  the  Borrower  contemplate  that,  upon  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  this  Ordinance,  the  Borrower  may  commence  the  acquisition  of  the 
Facility  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds;  provided,  however 
that  if  the  Borrower  proceeds  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board,  as  described  in  Section  5(a)  below,  the  Bor- 
rower does  so  at  his  own  risk. 

Sec.  \.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in 
order  to  insure  that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  and 
any  pending  or  future  federal  or  State  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted, 
which  may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues 
its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future 
State  and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  any 
such  pending  or  future  legislation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those 
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facilities  which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  pro- 
vide the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  Bonds,  (2) 
issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  requested  by 
the  Applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (4)  delay  in- 
definitely the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to  insure  that 
the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  in  the  event  that  any  present  law  or  any  pending  or  future  legisla- 
tion limits  or  would  limit  (by  a  volume  cap  or  otherwise)  the  City's  ability  to  issue 
bonds  or  other  obligations,  the  interest  payable  on  which  is  to  be  exempt  from

In  any  other 
respect,  construction  of  such  concrete  footings  shall  be  in  compliance  with  all 
other  pertinent  ordinances,  regulations  and  building  code  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  requirements  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Develop- 
ment and  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  construction  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned concrete  piles  and  pile  caps  shall  be  installed,  constructed,  operated  and 
maintained  in  accordance  with  the  plan  and  design  as  shown  on  a  drawing  of 
NAM  Reno,  Reno,  Nevada,  entitled  "Foundation  Plan"  dated  February  3,  1984, 
as  revised,  and  numbered  RS15,  which  in  all  respects  is  hereby  made  a  part  of 
this  ordinance.

THE  HOPKINS  APARTMENTS  (GNMA  COLLATERALIZED) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  ORIGINAL  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  not  to  exceed  $2,500,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub- 
section (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as 
amended,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  ac- 
quisition and  renovation  by  Baltimore  Apartments  Limited  Partnership,  a 
Maryland  limited  partnership,  (the  "Borrower")  of  a  certain  project  in 
Baltimore  City  located  at  3100  St.  Paul  Street,  consisting  generally  of  the  ac- 
quisition of  such  project  which  contains  144  residential  units  and  5  offices  and 
is  known  as  "The  Hopkins,"  the  renovation  and  equipping  of  such  building,  to 
be  owned  by  the  Borrower  and  operated  as  a  rental  apartment  facility; 
authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of 
intent  from  the  Rojac  Group,  Inc.,  to  the  City  dated  April  9,  1984,  making  cer- 
tain legislative  findings;  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Finance  of 
the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery'  of  any  series  of  such  bonds,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but 
not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and 
selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or 
times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any 
and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  such  bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  matters 
and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds. 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as 
amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
(the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  accomplishment  of 
any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  connection  therewith 
to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding  bonds,  notes  or 
other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (1)  the  revenues 
from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities,  developments  and  im- 
provements whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  notes 
or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  ur  other  obligations,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  ur  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III).  The 
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purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the  Enabhng  Law  in- 
clude acquisition  and  renovation  of  an  older  structure  into  modern  apartment 
units  and  thereby  increasing  the  availability  of  rental  housing  in  Baltimore  City 
and  increasing  the  City's  tax  base,  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in 
Baltimore  City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in 
Baltimore  City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltiniore  City,  and  pro- 
moting the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  from  the  Rojac  Group,  Inc.,  on  behalf  of 
Baltimore  Apartments  Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland  limited  partnership  (the 
"Borrower"),  dated  April  9,  1984,  (such  letter  of  intent  is  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  "Letter  of  Intent"),  pursuant  to  which  The  Rojac  Group,  Inc.,  on  behalf  of 
the  Borrower,  has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs 
of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  project  in  Baltimore  City, 
Maryland  (the  "Project"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  industrial  development 
revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $2,500,000  (the 
"Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs 
of  the  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Project,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  the  acquisition  of  (i)  a  parcel  of  land  containing  approximately  1.923 
acres  located  at  3100  St.  Paul  Street  in  Baltimore  City,  and  (ii)  the  building 
thereon,  which  contains  144  residential  units  and  5  offices  and  is  known  as  "The 
Hopkins,"  (b)  the  renovation  of  such  building,  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation 
in  such  building  of  any  or  all  machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  and  all  other  im- 
provements therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  opera- 
tion thereof  as  a  rental  apartment  facility,  and  (d)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  in- 
terests in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads 
and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities. 
Upon  completion,  the  Project  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  and  operated  as  a 
rental  apartment  facility. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Tliat  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

1.  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law 
in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and 
exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Project  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 
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2.  The  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the  costs 
of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  renovating  an  older 
structure  into  modern  apartment  units  and  thereby  preserving  and  increasing 
the  availability  and  quality  of  rental  housing  in  Baltimore  City  and  increasing  the 
City's  tax  base;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  (c)  en- 
couraging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City; 
and  (d)  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore 
City. 

3.  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall 
not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City, 
and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of 
Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any  other 
constitutional,  statutory'  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  is- 
suance of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be 
limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both 
principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  a  mortgage-backed  security  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  on  which  are  fully  guaranteed  by  the  United  States  govern- 
ment acting  by  and  through  the  Government  National  Mortgage  Association 
("GNM  A"),  which  security  is  based  on  and  backed  by  a  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage 
on  the  Project,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or 
otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted 
prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Stc.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  Cit>'  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  creiiit,  its 
multifamily  rental  housing  revenue  bonds,  in  the  ORIGIN.AL  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $2,5UU,U00,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  \sill  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  tlirough  DR(]  Fund- 
ing CorjKiration,  a  Delaware  corporation  (the  "Lender")  under  terms  and  conditions 
approved  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Project. 

Sk(  .  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Slc  .  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 
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(a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  amount,  torm,  terms, 
provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  seUing  (including  negotiated  as  well 
as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(b)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  5  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agreement 
or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(c)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower,  through  the  Lender, 
to  finance  the  costs  of  acquisition  and  rehabilitation  of  the  Project;  and 

(d)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  a  mort- 
gage backed  security  the  principal  and  interest  on  which  are  fully  guaranteed  by 
the  United  States  government  acting  by  and  through  the  Government  National 
Mortgage  Association  ("GNMA"),  which  security  is  based  on  and  backed  by  a 
deed  of  trust  or  mortgage  on  the  Project,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other 
securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or 
(IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II),  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolu- 
tion or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the 
Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature.  If  the  Bonds  are 
required  to  be  manually  signed  by  a  trustee,  issuing  agent,  fiscal  agent, 
registrar,  or  other  agent  or  custodian,  the  signatures  of  the  Mayor,  the  Director 
of  Finance  and  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  may  be  executed  by  facsimile.  Any 
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trust  atjreement  or  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effec- 
tuate the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name 
of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile 
si^ature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  im- 
pressed or  othe^\^'ise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the 
City  Seal  by  his  manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  fac- 
simile of  whose  signature  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the 
Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile 
shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  of- 
ficer had  remained  in  office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of

Sec.  7.  Ajid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  Cit>'  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Se(  .  8.  Afid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good 
cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the  Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of 
such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the  period  during  which  the  Bonds  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  perioii  expired.

AMBULANCES 

FOR  the  purpose  of  defining  certain  terms,  requiring  an  application  and  license 
for  an  ambulance  company,  and  an  ambulance;  requiring  an  application  and 
permit  to  be  an  attendant  or  an  attendant-driver;  establishing  requirements 
and  standards  for  an  ambulance  company  license,  ambulance  license,  am- 
bulance equipment,  attendant,  attendant-driver;  requiring  insurance  for  an 
ambulance  company  and  ambulances;  providing  for  the  suspension  and  revoca- 
tion of  permits  and  licenses;  providing  for  fees  for  ambulance  company  license, 
ambulance  license,  attendant  permit,  attendant-driver  permit  AND  PROVID- 
ING EXEMPTIONS  FOR  CERTAIN  NON-PROFIT  ORGANIZATIONS;  re- 
quiring an  ambulance  company  to  maintain  certain  reports;  AUTHORIZING 
THE  HEALTH  OFFICER  TO  ISSUE  A  SUBPOENA  FOR  RECORDS  OR 
PERSONS;  PROVIDING  FOR  ADMINISTRATIVE  HEARINGS  BEFORE 
THE  HEALTH  OFFICER;  authorizing  the  Health  Officer  to  adopt  and  pro- 
mulgate general  regulations  concerning  standards,  requirements  and  the  man- 
ner of  operation  of  ambulance  companies,  ambulances,  attendants  and  attend- 
ant drivers;  providing  for  appeals  from  actions  of  the  Health  Officer;  pro- 
viding for  penalties  for  violation  of  this  subtitle  and  regulations  issued  pur- 
suant thereto.

Section  \.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
Sections(s)  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1983  Replacement  Volume,  as  amended) 
be  added,  repealed,  or  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  15- LICENSES 

(AMBULANCES 

1.  Operation. 

It  is  unlawful  to  operate  an  ambulance  in  this  City  unless  it  is  licensed  under 
this  subtitle  and  the  owner  of  the  vehicle  is  conforming  in  all  respects  to  this  sub- 
title. 

2.  Definitions. 

(a)  Provided.  For  the  purposes  of  this  subtitle,  the  words  and  phrases  listed  in 
this  section  are  defined  as  here  indicated. 
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(b)  AmbuJance.  "Ambulance"  means  a  vehicle  constructed  and  operated  with 
the  primary  purpose  of  transporting  an  ill,  sick,  or  injured  patient.  The  term  in- 
cludes any  such  vehicle  which  is  regularly  operated  or  held  out  for  providing  com- 
mercial ambulance  service  in  Baltimore  City  or  to  residents  of  Baltimore  City; 
and  the  term  does  not  include  any  such  vehicle  which  operates  within  Baltimore 
City  or  for  residents  of  Baltimore  City  only  upon  rare,  unusual,  or  emergency 
conditions. 

(c)  Person.  "Person"  means  an  individual,  firm,  partnership,  or  corporation,  but 
does  not  include  any  governmental  body. 

3.  Licenses. 

The  licensing  provisions  of  this  subtitle  shall  be  administered  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health.  Each  license  shall  be  issued  only  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$25  annually  for  each  vehicle  or  a  pro  rata  portion  of  that  sum  for  portions  of  a 
year.  The  license  year  shall  extend  from  July  1  to  June  30,  inclusive,  in  each  year. 
Applications  for  licenses  shall  be  made  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  and  he 
may  adopt  and  promulgate  reasonable  and  general  rules  and  regulations  not  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  for  the  filing  and  processing  of  ap- 
plications and  the  grant  and  display  of  licenses. 

4.  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  adopt  and  promulgate  general  rules  and 
regulations  concerning  the  operation  of  ambulances  to  which  this  subtitle  ap- 
plies, including  specifications  for  the  equipment  required,  the  manner  of  opera- 
tion and  use,  the  health  and  physical  condition  of  operator  and  attendants,  the 
mechanical  condition  of  the  vehicle,  technical  knowledge  required  of  operators 
and  attendants,  safety  standards,  reports  of  use,  and  such  other  problems  and 
matters  as  relate  directly  to  the  operation  of  such  ambulances  and  to  the  safety, 
health,  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  this  City. 

5.  Suspension  or  revocation  of  licenses. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  suspend  any  license  for  a  period  of  up  to 
thirty  days  upon  a  finding  by  him  that  the  operator  or  owner  of  an  ambulance 
licensed  under  this  subtitle  has  been  guilty  of  carelessness  or  unsafe  conduct  pre- 
judicial to  the  safety,  health,  and  welfare  of  users  of  such  ambulances  or  of  the 
residents  of  this  City.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  revoke  a  license  for  any 
conduct  or  action  which  in  his  judgment  would  have  been  proper  cause  for  an  ini- 
tial refusal  to  issue  the  license, 

6.  Appeals. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  action  or  refusal  of  action  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  under  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  may  appeal  his  case  to  the 
Baltimore  City  Court  where  it  shall  be  heard  de  novo.  The  Court  may  affirm, 
reverse,  or  modify  the  action  or  refusal  of  action  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 

7.  Penalty  provisions. 

Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  subtitle  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  is  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $100.  Each  day 
that  a  violation  continues  is  deemed  to  be  a  separate  offense.) 
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ARTICLE  11 -HEALTH 

AMBULANCES 

252.  Definitions.  For  the  purpose  of  this  subtitle,  the  words  and  phrases  listed 
in  this  section  are  defined  as  here  indicated. 

A.  A^nbulance.  A  vehicle  constructed  and  operated  with  the  purposes  of 
transporting  an  til,  sick,  or  injured  person.  The  term  includes  any  such  vehicle 
which  is  operated  or  held  out  for  providing  ambulance  service  in  Baltimore  City 
or  to  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

B.  Ambulance  Crew.  No  fewer  than  two  (2)  qualified  individuals,  one  of  whom 
shall  hold  a  currently  valid  permit  as  an  Attendant-Driver  and  the  other  shall 
have  a  currently  valid  permit  as  an  Attendant  or  Attendant-Driver. 

C.  Ambulance  Comnpany.  A  person,  firm,  partnership,  corporation,  association 
or  organization  engaged  in  providing  non-emergency,  non-ambulatory  am- 
bulance transports.  The  primary  purposes  of  the  service  is  to  provide  scheduled 
elective  transportation.  The  service  can  respond  to  and  treat  onboard  medical 
emsrgencies  utilizing  basic  life  support  skills. 

D.  Ambulance  License.  A  document  issued  to  an  ambulance  company  by  the 
License  Officer  evidencing  permission  to  use  a  specific  ambulance  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  ambulance  transportation. 

E.  Attendant.  An  individual  who  meets  the  requirements  of  being  an  attendant 
and  holds  an  attendant  permit  issued  by  the  License  Officer. 

F.  Attendant-Driver.  An  attendant  who  holds  an  attendaiit  driver  permit  and 
is  licensed  to  drive  an  ambulance. 

G.  Basic  Life  Support.  The  level  of  training  necessary  to  provide  emergency 
care  to  the  sick,  injured,  or  incapacitated  patient.  The  training  will  include  skills 
necessary  in  dressing  wounds,  splinting  fractures,  controlling  hemorrhage,  pro- 
viding oxygen,  maintaining  an  airway  and  cardio-pulmoyiary  resuscitation. 

H.  Company  License.  A  document  issued  to  an  ambulance  company  by  the 
License  Officer  evidencing  permission  to  provide  ambulance  transportation. 

L  Disinfectant.  An  agent  that  frees  from  infection;  usually  a  chemical  agent 
which  destroys  genn^  or  other  microorganisms,  chiefly  on  inanimate  objects. 

J.  Health  Officer.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  of  Baltimore  City  or  License 
Officer  or  designee. 

K.  Intravenous  Therapy.  Parenteral  administration  of  sterile  solutions. 

L.  License  Ojficer.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  of  Baltimore  City  or  his 
designee. 

M.  Licensee.  The  person  to  whom  an  ambulance  company  license  and  one  or 
more  ambulance  vehicle  licenses  are  issued  by  the  License  Ojficer. 
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N.  Non-Ambulatory.  A  condition  which  renders  a  patient  physically  unable  to 
use  a  bus,  tojci,  or  private  mode  of  tratisportation  in  going  to  or  from  a  medical 
facility  for  needed  treatment. 

0.  Non-Emergency.  A  situation  not  requiring  prompt  assessment  and  treat- 
ment of  conditions  having  the  potential  of  causing  imminent  disability  or  death. 

P.  Patient.  An  individual  who  is  ill,  sick,  injured,  or  incapacitated. 

Q.  Permit.  A  document  which  may  be  issued  by  the  License  Officer  evidencing 
permission  to  perform  the  duties  of  an  ambulance  attendant  or  ambulance 
attendant-driver. 

R.  Permittee.  An  individual  who  is  trained  or  qualified  and  has  been  issued  a 
permit  by  the  License  Officer  to  perform  the  duties  of  an  attendant  or  attendant- 
driver. 

S.  Person.  An  individual,  firm,  company,  partnership,  corporation,  am- 
bulance  crew,  ambulance  company,  attendant,  attendant-driver,  licensee,  permit- 
tee, but  does  not  include  any  governmental  body. 

T.  Shall.  As  used  herein  indicates  a  mandatory  requirement. 

U.  Sterile.  An  absolute  term  meaning  free  from  living  microorganisms,  and 
implies  all  forms  of  bacteria,  spores,  fungi,  and  viruses  have  been  killed. 

V.  Trained  or  Qualified.  Means  an  attendant  or  attendant-driver  who  holds  a 
current  valid  certification  in  the  following  training  programs.: 

i.  Prior  to  30  June,  1985,    current  valid  certification  in  the  following: 

A.  Emergency  Medical  Technician-Ambulance  (EMT-A)  or  AmeHcan 
Red  Cross  Advanced  First  Aid  and  Emergency  Care  or  designated  military 
training  or  other  equivalent  training  courses  approved  in  writing  by  the  License 
Officer;  and, 

B.  Cardio-Pulmonary  Resuscitation  (C.P.R.);  and, 

C.  Ayiy  other  training  courses  the  License  Officer  may  require. 

2.  Effective  1  July,  1985,  attendants  and  attendant-drivers  shall  hold  a  cur- 
rent valid  certification  in  the  following  training  program: 

A.  Emergency  Medical  Technician-Ambulance  (EMT-A),  designated 
military  training  or  other  equivalent  training  courses  approved  iii  writing  by 
the  License  Officer. 

B.  Any  other  training  courses  the  License  Officer  may  require. 
W.  Valid.  Current  Certification,  up-to-date,  in  effect. 

253.  Ambulance  Company  License. 

A.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  furnish,  operate,  conduct,  maintain, 
advertise,  or  otherwise  be  engaged  in  the  business  or  service  of  the  transportation 
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of  persons  or  patients  upon  the  streets,  alleys,  or  any  public  way  or  place  of 
Baltimore  City,  unless  such  person  has  been  issued  an  ambulance  company 
license  by  the  Health  Officer. 

B.  Any  person  applying  for  an  ambulance  company  license  shall  complete  an 
application  form  provided  by  the  Health  Officer.  The  contents  of  such  farm  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Health  Officer,  who  may  request  such  information  as  the 
Health  Officer  deems  necessary  to  make  a  determination  as  to  whether  a  license 
should  be  issued. 

C.  An  ambulance  company  license  may  be  issued  by  the  Health  Officer  provided 
the  person  seeking  such  license  pays  the  applicable  license  fee  and  provided  the 
person  provides  sufficient  information  that  its  ambulances  which  are  to  be  li- 
censed or  which  are  licensed  are  properly  equipped  and  maintained,  it  has  a  suf- 
ficient staff  of  attendants  and  attendant-dHvers  to  provide  ambulance  services, 
its  operating  base  site  is  in  accordance  urith  Health  Department  rules  and  regula- 
tions, and  that  the  general  operation  of  the  ambulance  company  is  in  conform- 
ance urith  Health  Department  rules  and  regulations,  this  subtitle  and  other  ap- 
plicable laws  and  regulations. 

D.  After  the  ambulance  c&tnpany  license  has  been  issued,  the  ambulance  com^ 
pany  urill  provide  sufficient  information  that  its  ambulances  are  properly 
equipped,  maintained  and  licensed.  The  ambulance  company  shall  allow  the  in- 
spection of  its  records,  ambulances  and  operating  base  site  by  the  Health  Officer. 
The  ambulance  company  shall  also  provide  a  sufficient' staff  of  attendants  and 
attendant-drivers  who  hold  valid  permits  to  provide  ambulance  service.  The  am- 
bulance company  shall  maintain  a  daily  record  of  all  calls  received  and  services 
rendered.  The  daily  record  form  shall  be  in  a  format  determined  by  the  Health  Of- 
ficer and  shall  be  available  for  inspection  at  the  request  of  the  Health  Officer. 

E.  An  ambulance  company  shall  be  operated  in  accordance  urith  the  provisions 
of  this  subtitle,  all  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Health  Officer  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  all  other  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 

F.  An  ambulance  company  shall  carry  such  insurance  as  may  be  required  by 
State  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Health  Officer.  Such  am- 
bulance owned  or  operated  by  an  ambulance  company  shall  carry  such  insurance 
as  may  be  required  by  State  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the 
Health  Officer. 

25 Jt.  Ambulance  License. 

A.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  furnish,  operate,  conduct,  maintain, 
advertise,  or  otherwise  engage  in  the  busitiess  or  service  of  transportation  of  pa- 
tients in  Baltimore  City  by  means  of  any  vehicle  urdess  such  vehicle  has  been 
issued  an  ambulance  license  by  the  Health  Officer. 

B.  Any  person  applying  for  an  ambulance  license  shall  complete  an  application 
form  provided  by  the  Health  Officer.  The  contents  of  such  form  shall  be  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Health  Officer,  who  may  request  such  information  as  the  Health  Of- 
ficer deems  necessary  to  make  a  deteivnination  as  to  whether  a  license  should  be 
issued. 
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C.  An  ambuUnice  licenae  may  be  issued  by  the  Health  Officer  provided  the  per- 
son seeking  such  license  pays  the  applicable  license  fee,  and  proi/ided  the  person 
provides  sufficient  infornuition  that  such  ambulance  will  be  staffed  by  a  (fualified 
ambulance  crew,  is  equipped  with  operable  sirens  and  lights,  contains  necessary 
medical  equipment  and  supplies,  has  appropriate  ijis2irance  coverage,  and  pro- 
vided the  ambulajwe  complies  with  Health  Department  rules  and  regulations, 
this  subtitle  and  other  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 

D.  Ajler  an  ambulance  license  has  been  issued,  the  ambulance  shall  be  inspected 
and  maintained  and  the  license  displayed  as  required  by  the  Health  Department 
rules  and  regulations.  A  record  of  the  maintenance  performed,  shall  be  nmin- 
tained  for  each  ambulance. 

E.  Each  ambulance  shall  carry  such  insurance  as  nmy  be  required  by  State  law 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Health  Officer. 

F.  All  ambulance  shall  be  operated  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
subtitle  and  all  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Health  Officer  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  all  other  applicable  laws  aiui  regulations. 

255.  Permit  for  attendant. 

A.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  perform  the  functions  or  duties  of  an 
attendant  uiUess  such  person  is  a  trained  or  qualified  attendayit  and  has  been 
issued  an  attendant  permit  by  the  Health  Officer. 

B.  Any  person  applying  for  an  attendant  permit  shall  complete  an  application 
form  provided  by  the  Health  Officer.  The  contents  of  such  form  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Health  Officer,  who  nuiy  request  such  information  as  the  Health  Of- 
ficer deems  necessary  to  make  a  determination  as  to  whether  a  permit  should  be 
issued. 

C.  An  attendant  permit  may  be  issued  by  the  Health  Officer  provided  the  person 
seeking  such  permit  pays  the  applicable  permit  fee  and  provided  the  person  is 
trained  or  qualified  as  determined  by  the  Health  Officer. 

D.  An  attendant  shall  obey  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  the, rules  and 
regulations  adopted  by  the  Health  Officer  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
title and  all  other  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 

256.  Permit  for  attendant- driver. 

A.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  perform  the  functions  or  duties  of  an 
attendant  driver  unless  such  person  is  a  trained  or  qualified  attendant,  has  a 
driver's  license  in  good  standing,  and  has  been  issued  an  attendant-driver  permit 
by  the  Health  Officer. 

B.  Any  person  applying  for  an  attendant-driver  permit  shall  complete  an 
application  form  provided  by  the  Health  Officer.  The  contents  of  such  form  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Health  Officer,  who  may  request  such  information  as  the 
Health  Officer  deems  necessary  to  make  a  determination  as  to  whether  a  permit 
should  be  issued.

C.  An  attendant- driver  permit  may  be  issued  by  the  Health  Officer  provided  the 
person  seeking  such  permit  pays  the  applicable  permit  fee  and  provided  the  per- 
son has  a  driver's  license  in  good  standing,  and  is  trained  or  qualified  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Health  Officer. 

D.  An  attendant-dHver  shall  obey  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  the  rules 
and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Health  Officer  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
subtitle  and  all  other  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 

257.  Fees  for  an  ambulance  company  license,  ambulance  license,  attendant  per- 
mit, attendant-driver  permit. 

A.  The  license  year  for  an  ambulance  company  license  and  for  an  ambulance 
license  shall  extend  from  July  1  to  June  30,  inclusive,  in  each  year. 

B.  The  permit  period  for  an  attendant  and  an  attendant  driver  is  to  run  con- 
current with  the  training  certification  period  of  the  attendant  or  attendant 
driver. 

C.  The  fees  for  an  ambulance  company  license,  ambulance  license,  attendant 
permit  or  attendant-driver  permit,  may  be  established  by  the  Health  Officer  with 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

D.  Permits  issued  under  this  subtitle  are  not  transferable.  An  ambulance  com- 
pany license  issued  under  this  subtitle  is  iwt  transferable.  An  ambulame  license 
issued  under  this  subtitle  vmy  be  transferred  only  with  the  prior  approval  of  the 
Health  Officer 

E.  NOTWITHSTANDING  ANY  OTHER  PROVISIONS  OF  THIS  SUB- 
TITLE, ANY  TAX  EXEMPT  ORGANIZATION  AS  DEFINED  IN  SECTION 
501(C)  OF  THE  INTERNAL  REVENUE  CODE.  AS  AMENDED.  WHICH  PRO- 
VIDES AMBULANCE  SERVICES.  IS  EXEMPT  FROM  THE  AMBULANCE 
COMPANY  AND  AMBULANCE  LICENSE  FEE.  NOTWITHSTANDING  ANY 
OTHER  PROVISIONS  OF  THIS  SUBTITLE.  ANY  PERSON  UT/O  SERVES 
AS  AN  ATTENDANT  OR  ATTENDANT-DRIVER  FOR  A  TAX  EXEMPT 
ORGANIZATION  WHICH  PROVIDES  AMBULANCE  SERVICES  SHALL 
NOT  BE  REQUIRED  TO  PAY  AN  A  TTENDANT  OR  A  TTENDANT-DRIVER 
PERMIT  FEE  PROVIDED  SUCH  PERSON  PROVIDES  THEIR  SERVICES 
ONL  Y  TO  TAX  EXEMPT  ORGANIZA  TIONS.  THESE  EXEMPTIONS  APPL  Y 
SOLELY  TO  LICENSE  AND  PERMIT  FEES  AND  TO  NO  OTHER  PROVI- 
SIONS OF  THIS  SUBTITLE.  TAX  EXEMPT  ORGANIZATIONS  WHICH 
PROVIDE  AMBULANCE  SERVICES.  AMBUL.ANCES  OPERATED  BY 
SUCH  ORGANIZATIONS.  AND  PERSONS.  ATTENDANTS  AND 
ATTENDANT-DRIVERS  nHO  SERVE  OR  ASSIST  SUCH  ORGANIZATIONS 
SHALL  COMPLY  WITH  THE  REQUIREMENTS  AND  STANDARDS  OF 
THIS  SUBTITLE  AND  REGULATIONS  ADOPTED  PURSUANT  THERETO. 

258.  Subpoena  of  records  or  persons. 

A.  The  Health  Officer  may  subpoena  any  person,  records  and  evidence,  ad- 
minister oaths,  and  take  depositions  and  other  testimony. 
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B.  If  a  person  fails  to  comply  with  a  subpoena  issued  under  this  subtitle,  on 
petition  of  the  Health  Officer,  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  may  compel  obe- 
dience to  the  subpoena  or  compel  testimony  or  the  production  of  evidence. 

259.  Suspension  or  revocation  of  licenses  or  permits. 

A.  Subject  to  the  hearing  provisions  of  Section  260  of  this  subtitle,  the  Health  Of- 
ficer viay  suspend  or  revoke  a  permit  or  license  issued  under  this  subtitle  if: 

1.  The  holder  of  the  permit  or  license  obtained  the  permit  or  license 
fraudulently  or  deceptively; 

2.  The  holder  of  the  peinnit  or  license  has  violated  this  subtitle,  or  rule  or 
regulations  adopted  pursuant  to  this  subtitle,  or  any  applicable  Federal,  State  or 
Local  law  or  rule; 

3.  The  holder  of  the  permit  or  license  has  interfered  with  the  Health  Officer 
in  the  performance  of  the  Health  Officer's  duties; 

B.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Section,  before  suspending  or  revok- 
ing a  permit  or  license,  the  Health  Ojjicer  shall  give  to  the  holder  of  the  permit  or 
licetuie  iiotice  of  intent  to  suspend  or  to  revoke. 

1.  The  notice  shall: 

(a)  Specify  the  condition  or  violation  that  the  Health  Ojficer  believes 
justijies  the  suspejision  or  revocation;  and 

(b)  State  that  the  holder  hcLS  an  opportunity  to  correct  the  condition  or  viola- 
tion before  a  time  that  is: 

1.  At  least  ^8  hours  ajler  the  holder  receives  notice  of  intent  to  suspend 
or  to  revoke;  or 

2.  Set  by  the  Health  Officer 

(c)  Be  seri'ed  on  the  holder  by  registered  mail,  at  the  address  stated  by  the 
holder  in  its  application  for  a  permit  or  license. 

C.  The  Health  Ojficer  is  not  required  to  give  prior  notice  of  intent  to  suspend  or 
to  revoke  a  permit  or  license  if: 

1.  The  condition  or  violation  creates  an  imminent  hazard  to  the  public 
health  or  safety;  or 

2.  The  holder  of  the  permit  or  license  has  willfully  refused  to  permit  an 
authorized  inspection. 

D.  The  Health  Ojficer  may  suspend  a  permit  or  license  for  such  a  period  of  time 
as  the  Health  Ofj'icer  deems  necessary  under  the  particular  circumstances  of  each 
case. 

E.  The  Health  Ojficer  is  not  rf quired  to  issue  a  notice  of  intent  to  suspend  or  to 
revoke  prior  to  enforcing  the  criminal  penalties  provided  under  this  subtitle. 
Furthermore,  the  issuance  of  a  notice  of  intent  to  suspend  or  to  revoke  by  the 
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Health  Officer,  shall  not  constitute  a  bar  to  the  Health  Officer  to  also  enforce  the 
criminal  penalties  provided  under  this  subtitle. 

260.  Hearings. 

A.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  259  of  this  subtitle,  before  the  Health  Officer 
denies  an  application  for  a  permit  or  license  or  takes  any  ax^tion  under  Section 
259  of  this  subtitle,  the  Health  Officer  shall  give  the  person  against  whom  the  ac- 
tion is  contemplated  an  opportunity  for  a  hearing  before  the  Health  Officer  or  the 
Health  Officer's  designated  Hearing  Officer. 

B.  Within  48  hours  after  the  person  receives  notice  of  the  Health  Officer's  ac- 
tion, a  person  whose  application  for  a  permit  or  license  has  been  denied  or  whose 
permit  or  license  has  been  suspended  or  revoked  or  who  has  received  a  notice  that 
the  Health  Officer  intends  to  susrpend  or  revoke  the  permit  or  license  of  said  per- 
son, may  request  a  hearing. 

C.  Within  96  hours  after  receiving  the  request  for  a  hearing,  the  Health  Officer 
shall  hold  the  hearing. 

D.  Within  15  days  after  the  hearing,  the  Health  Officer  or  the  designated  Hear- 
ing Officer  shall  render  a  written  decision. 

E.  If  after  due  notice  the  person  for  whom  the  hearing  is  held  fails  or  refuses  to 
appear,  nevertheless  the  Health  Officer  or  the  Health  Officer's  designated  Hear- 
ing Officer  may  hear  and  determine  the  matter. 

F.  The  Health  Officer  may  adopt  hearing  procedures. 

261.  Appeals. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Health  Officer  may  appeal  the  deci- 
sion to  the  Circuit  Court  for  Baltimore  City  where  it  shall  be  heard  on  the  record. 
The  aggrieved  person  must  exhaust  all  administrative  remedies,  in  a  timely  man- 
ner, prior  to  filing  an  action  with  the  Courts.  The  person  appealing  the  decision 
of  the  Health  Officer  shall  pay  all  expenses  related  to  the  transcription  of  the 
record.  The  procedures  for  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Health  Officer  shall 
be  as  provided  by  the  Maryland  Rules  of  Procedure  for  appeals  from  an  ad- 
ministrative agency. 

262.  Rules  and  regulations. 

The  Health  Officer  may  adopt  and  promulgate  general  rules  and  regulations  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle,  including,  but  not  by  way  of  limita- 
tion, rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  operations  of  an  ambulance  company, 
the  records  and  reports  which  are  to  be  jnaintained  by  an  ambulance  company, 
the  standards  which  an  ambulance  company  must  meet,  the  use  of  intravenous 
maintenance,  tfie  qualifications  required  of  persons  providing  intravenous 
maintenance,  the  manner  of  operation  and  use  of  an  ambulance,  the  required 
mechanical  condition  of  an  ambulance,  the  specifications  for  the  equipment  and 
supplies  required  for  an  ambulance,  the  general  standards  which  an  ambulance 
must  meet,  the  required  standards  the  operating  base  site  must  comply  with,  the 
health  and  physical  condition  of  an  attendant  and  attendant  driver,  the  technical 
knowledge  required  of  an  attendant  and  an  attendant-driver  and  the  standards 
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which  aji  attendant  and  an  attendant  driver  must  meet,  hearing  procedures  for 
administrative  hearings,  the  issuance  of  waivers  and  such  other  matters  as  relate 
to  the  operation  of  an  ambulance  company  or  ambulance  or  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  an  attendant  or  attendant- driver. 

263.  Penalties. 

Any  person  violatiiig  any  provisions  of  this  subtitle  or  any  rule  or  regulation 
promulgated  by  the  Health  Officer  pursuant  to  this  subtitle,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  arid,  upon  convictioji  thereof  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $250.00  nor  more  than  $1,000.00,  or  shall  serve  a  tenn  in  prison  of  not  more 
than  twelve  (12)  months,  or  shall  both  pay  such  fine  and  seri'e  such  prison  term,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court.  If  a  violation  be  continuing,  each  day's  violation  shall 
C07istitute  a  separate  violation. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  in  case  it  be  judicially  determined  that 
any  word,  phrase,  clause,  item,  sentence,  paragraph,  or  section  of  this  ordinance, 
or  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  pursuant  to  this  ordinance,  or  the  application 
thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstance,  is  invalid,  the  remaining  provisions  and 
the  application  of  such  provisions  to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be 
affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  hereby  declaring  that  they  would 
have  ordained  the  remaining  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  rule  or  regulation 
promulgated  pursuant  to  this  ordinance,  without  the  word,  phrase,  clause,  item, 
sentence,  paragraph  or  section,  or  the  application  thereof,  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  S.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  thirty 
(30)  days  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
Section(s)  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (198:i  Replacement  \'olume,  as  amended) 
be  added,  repealed,  or  amended,  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  22- RETIREMENT  SYSTEMS 
Employees'  Retirement  System 

9.  Class  C  membership. 

(aX2)  Subject  to  the  provisions  ccjntained  in  Subsection  (5),  any  Class  A  or  Class 
B  Member,  including  any  Class  A  or  Class  B  Member  who  is  entitled  to  any 
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benefits  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  6(bX12)and  6(bX13)of  tliis  subtitle,  who 
is  interested  in  becoming  a  Class  C  Member  must  file  a  Notice  of  Intent  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Retirement  System  on  ol*  before  (June  30,  1982J 
December  SI.  19S5.  Such  Notice  of  Intent  shall  state  that  the  Member  is  consider- 
ing becoming  a  Class  C  Member  to  be  effective  and  irrevocable  after  tlie  expira- 
tion of  ninety  (90)  days  beginning  with  the  date  that  such  Notice  is  filed;  and  if  he 
does  become  a  Class  C  Member,  whether  his  accumulated  contributions,  with  or 
without  excess  voluntary  contributions  provided  for  in  Section  8(aX4),  with  in- 
terest are  to  be  refunded  to  him  or  are  to  remain  in  the  Retirement  System.  Not- 
withstanding anything  to  the  contrary,  a  Member's  Notice  shall  not  become  ef- 
fective nor  create  any  Class  C  rights  in  such  Member  until  the  expiration  of  nine- 
ty (90)  days  after  it  is  filed  with  the  Board  of  Trustees.  During  such  ninety  (90) 
day  period,  the  Member  may  modify  or  revoke  such  Notice  of  Intent  in  full  or  in 
part  in  such  written  form  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Upon  the 
expiration  of  such  ninety  (90)  days  following  the  filing  of  such  Notice  of  Intent,  if 
not  sooner  revoked,  a  Member's  Notice  of  Intent,  including  his  election  as  to  the 
disposition  of  his  accumulated  contributions  with  interest,  shall  become  ir- 
revocable, and  he  shall  become  a  Class  C  Member  of  the  Retirement  System  at 
that  time. 

If  the  Member  elects  to  have  said  accumulated  contributions  remain  in  the 
Retirement  System  then  at  the  time  of  his  retirement,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  9(m),  he  shall  receive  an  annuity  for  said  accumulated  contributions  in 
addition  to  the  benefits  provided  under  this  section.  If  the  Class  C  Member  dies 
before  retirement,  then  such  accumulated  contributions,  if  any,  shall  be  refunded 
to  his  designated  beneficiary  or  estate. 

If  the  Member,  in  the  Notice  of  Intent,  elected  to  receive  a  refund  of  his  ac- 
cumulated contributions  with  interest,  such  refund  shall  be  paid  to  him  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  with 
due  consideration  for  the  fiscal  integrity  of  the  system.  Notwithstanding 
anything  to  the  contrary,  the  refund  of  the  Member's  contributions  with  interest, 
whether  in  a  lump  sum  payment  or  annual  installments,  shall  be  paid  or  com- 
menced to  be  paid  at  such  time  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
but  in  no  event  earlier  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  Member's  becoming  a  Class 
C  Member  or  later  than  the  expiration  of  three  (3)  years  from  the  date  of  his 
becoming  a  Class  C  Member.  As  long  as  the  Member's  contributions  or  any  part 
thereof  remain  in  the  Retirement  System,  interest  shall  continue  to  be  credited 
on  any  undistributed  portion  of  the  Member's  contribution  account. 

Notwithstanding  an^lhing  to  the  contrary,  the  refund  of  the  accumulated  con- 
tributions of  any  Class  A  or  Class  B  Member  who  has  previously  pledged  such

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (pur- 
suant to  Resolution  V  of  1984  approved  by  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  representing  Baltimore  City),  to  issue  and  sell  its  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  million  dollars 
($3,000,000.00),  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  same  to  be  used  for 
the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engraving,  advertising,  at- 
torneys' fees,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  connected  therewith,  and  the 
remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  to  make  or  contract  to  make  financial 
loans  to  any  person  or  other  legal  entity  to  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with 
the  purchase,  acquisition,  construction,  erection,  development,  rehabilitation, 
renovation,  redevelopment  or  improvement  of  buildings  or  structures,  in- 
cluding any  land  necessary  therefor,  within  the  boundaries  of  Baltimore  City, 
which  buildings  or  structures  are  to  be  used  or  occupied  for  residential  pur- 
poses; to  guarantee  or  insure  financial  loans  made  by  third  parties  to  any  per- 
son or  other  legal  entity  which  are  to  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with  the  pur- 
chase, acquisition,  construction,  erection,  development,  rehabilitation,  renova- 
tion, redevelopment  or  improvement  of  buildings  or  structures,  including  any 
land  necessary  therefor,  within  the  boundaries  of  Baltimore  City,  which 
buildings  or  structures  are  to  be  used  or  occupied  for  residential  purposes;  and 
for  doing  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with 
or  pertaining  to  any  or  all  of  the  matters  or  things  hereinbefore  mentioned; 
conferring  and  imposing  upon  the  Board  of  Finance  of  Baltimore  City  certain 
powers  and  duties;  authorizing  the  submission  of  this  ordinance  to  the  legal 
voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  at  the 
general  election  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  City  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of 
November,  1984;  providing  that  the  financial  loans  made,  guaranteed  or  in- 
sured shall  be  self-supporting,  and  providing  for  the  expenditure  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  sale  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the 
municipal  agency  designated  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

WnEKE.AS,  by  Resolution  V  of  1984  approved  by  the  Members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  representing  Baltimore  City  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  is  authorized  to  create  a  debt  and  to  issue  and  sell  its  certificates  of 
indebtedness  (hereinafter  called  "bonds")  as  evidence  thereof,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  Three  Million  Dollars  ($3,000,000.00)  in  the  manner  and  upon  the 
terms  set  forth  in  said  Resolution,  the  proceeds  thereof,  not  exceeding  the  par 
value  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness,  to  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with 
making,  guaranteeing,  or  insuring  financial  loans  for  the  purchase,  acquisition, 
construction,  erection,  development,  rehabilitation,  renovation,  redevelopment 
or  improvement  of  residential  properties  in  Baltimore  City,  as  authorized  by  said 
Resolution;  and 
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WnEKEAS,  Funds  are  now  needed  for  said  purposes;  therefore 

Section  \.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  said  municipality,  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
issue  bonds  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding Three  Million  Dollars  ($3,000,000.00),  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same 
may  be  needed  or  required  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named  and  said  bonds 
shall  be  sold  by  said  Board  of  Finance  from  time  to  time  and  at  such  times  as  shall 
be  requisite,  and  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used 
for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named,  provided  that  this  Ordinance  shall  not 
become  effective  unless  it  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  legal 
voters  of  Baltimore  City  cast  at  the  time  and  place  hereinafter  designated  by  this 
Ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That: 

(a)  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  denominations  of  not  less  than  One  Thousand 
Dollars  ($1,000.00)  each,  but  may  be  in  sums  of  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000.00),  or  any  suitable  multiple  thereof. 

(b)  Said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  a  serial 
maturity  plan  so  worked  out  as  to  discharge  the  entire  principal  amount 
represented  thereby  within  not  more  than  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date  of  their 
issuance;  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the 
maturity  of  any  part  of  the  principal  amount  represented  by  any  of  said  bonds  for 
the  first  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  their  issuance. 

(c)  Said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  may  be 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance  by  resolution  at  such  time  or 
times  when  any  of  said  bonds  are  issued,  and  such  interest  shall  be  payable  semi- 
annually. 

Sei".  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to 
pass  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  from  time  to  time,  to  determine  and  set  forth 
any  or  all  of  the  following: 

(a)  The  amount  of  debt  to  be  incurred  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  any  particular  time,  and  from  time  to  time,  under  and  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  the  date  or  dates  when  any  bonds  representing 
said  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  are  to  mature,  and  the  am'ount  or  amounts  of  said 
debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  shall  mature  upon  the  aforesaid  date  or  dates; 
aiid  the  semi-annual  dates  in  each  year,  during  the  entire  period  of  time  when  any 
of  said  bonds  are  outstanding,  when  interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable. 

(b)  The  form  or  forms  of  the  bonds  representing  the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof, 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  at  any  particular 
time,  including  any  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto;  the  provisions,  if 
any,  for  the  issuance  of  coupon  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  issuance  of 
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fully  registered  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  registration  as  to  principal 
of  any  coupon  bonds;  and  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  conversion  and  reconver- 
sion into  coupon  bonds  of  any  fully  registered  bonds  or  coupon  bonds  registered 
as  to  principal;  the  place  or  places  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds;  and  the  date  of  said  bonds  issued  at  any  particular  time,  and  the  right 
of  redemption  of  said  bonds  by  the  City  prior  to  maturity;  and 

(c)  The  time,  place,  manner  and  medium  of  advertisement  of  the  readiness  of 
the  Board  of  Finance,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  to  receive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
hereunder,  or  any  part  thereof;  the  form,  terms  and  conditions  of  such  bids;  the 
time,  place,  and  manner  of  awarding  bonds  so  bid  for,  including  the  right 
whenever  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  are  offered  for  sale  and 
sold  at  the  same  time  as  other  bonds  of  said  City,  to  establish  the  conditions  for 
bids  and  awards  and  to  award  all  of  said  bonds  on  an  all  or  none  basis;  and  the 
time,  place,  terms  and  manner  of  settlement  for  the  bonds  so  bid  for. 

Sec.  i.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  All  premiums  resulting  from  the  sale  of  any  of  the  bonds  issued  and  sold 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  applied  first  to  defray  the 
cost  of  issuance  thereof  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  becoming  due  and  payable  during  the  fiscal  year  in 
which  said  bonds  are  issued  and  sold  or  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  debt  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  bonds 
issued  and  sold  pursuant  thereto  and  their  transfer,  and  the  principal  and  in- 
terest payable  thereon  (including  any  profit  made  in  the  sale  thereoO,  shall  be 
and  remain  exempt  from  any  and  all  State,  county  and  municipal  taxation  in  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

(c)  All  bonds  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  sold  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders  therefor  after 
due  notice  of  such  sale,  but  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by 
and  through  the  Board  of  Finance  thereof,  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all 
bids  therefor  for  any  reason,  and  thereafter  reoffer  such  bonds  at  public  sale  as 
aforesaid  or  at  private  sale,  provided  that  if  such  bonds  be  offered  at  private  sale 
they  shall  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  for  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest.

In  the  event  any  such  land  or  property  is  sold  by 
the  municipality  as  aforesaid  and  such  land  or  property  is  then  reconveyed  back 
to  the  municipality  as  security  for  any  loan  made  by  the  municipality  to  the  pur- 
chaser under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  then  such  purchaser  shall  pay  an- 
nually to  the  municipality  in  lieu  of  taxes  a  tax  equivalent  charge  on  such  land  or 
property  on  the  basis  of  the  then  prevailing  tax  assessment  on  the  land  and  im- 
provements and  calculated  at  the  City  and  State  tax  rates  then  in  effect,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  the  municipality.  All 
payments  made  in  lieu  of  taxes  shall  be  made  when  real  estate  taxes  of  the 
municipality  ordinarily  become  due  and  payable. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal  agency  designated  in 
the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal  agency  designated  in 
the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

Whereas,  by  Resolution  I  of  1984  approved  by  the  Members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  representing  Baltimore  City,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  is  authorized  to  create  a  debt  and  to  issue  and  sell  its  certificates  of 
indebtedness  (hereinafter  called  "bonds")  as  evidence  thereof,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  Twelve  Million  Dollars  ($12,000,000.00)  in  the  manner  and  upon  the 
terms  set  forth  in  said  Resolution,  the  proceeds  thereof,  not  exceeding  the  par 
value  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness,  to  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with  the 
Community  Development  Program  of  the  City  of  Baltimore;  and 

Whereas,  Funds  are  now  needed  for  said  purposes;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  said  municipality,  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
issue  bonds  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding Twelve  Million  Dollars  ($12,000,000.00),  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same 
may  be  needed  or  required  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named  and  said  bonds 
shall  be  sold  by  said  Board  of  Finance  from  time  to  time  and  at  such  times  as  shall 
be  requisite,  and  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used 
for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named,  provided  that  this  Ordinance  shall  not 
become  effective  unless  it  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  legal 
voters  of  Baltimore  City  cast  at  the  time  and  place  hereinafter  designated  by  this 
Ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  denominations  of  not  less  than  One  Thousand 
Dollars  ($1,000.00)  each,  but  may  be  in  sums  of  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000.00),  or  any  suitable  multiple  thereof. 

(b)  Said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  a  serial 
maturity  plan  so  worked  out  as  to  discharge  the  entire  principle  amount 
represented  thereby  within  not  more  than  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date  of  their 
issuance;  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the 
maturity  of  any  part  of  the  principal  amount  represented  by  any  of  said  bonds  for 
the  first  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  their  issuance. 

(c)  Said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  may  be 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance  by  resolution  at  such  time  or 
times  when  any  of  said  bonds  are  issued,  and  such  interest  shall  be  payable  semi- 
annually. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to 
pass  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  from  time  to  time,  to  determine  and  set  forth 
any  or  all  of  the  following: 

(a)  The  amount  of  debt  to  be  incurred  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  any  particular  time,  and  from  time  to  time,  under  and  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  the  date  or  dates  when  any  bonds  representing 
said  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  are  to  mature,  and  the  amount  or  amounts  of  said 
debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  shall  mature  upon  the  aforesaid  date  or  dates; 
and  the  semi-annual  dates  in  each  year,  during  the  entire  period  of  time  when  any 
of  said  bonds  are  outstanding,  when  interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable. 

(b)  The  form  or  forms  of  the  bonds  representing  the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof, 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  at  any  particular 
time,  including  any  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto;  the  provisions,  if 
any,  for  the  issuance  of  coupon  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  issuance  of 
fully  registered  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  registration  as  to  principal 
of  any  coupon  bonds;  and  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  conversion  and  reconver- 
sion into  coupon  bonds  of  any  fully  registered  bonds  or  coupon  bonds  registered 
as  to  principal;  the  place  or  places  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds;  and  the  date  of  said  bonds  issued  at  any  particular  time,  and  the  right 
of  redemption  of  said  bonds  by  the  City  prior  to  maturity;  and 

(c)  The  time,  place,  manner  and  medium  of  advertisenient  of  the  readiness  of 
the  Board  of  Finance,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  to  receive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
hereunder,  or  any  part  thereof;  the  form,  terms  and  conditions  of  such  bids;  the 
time,  place,  and  manner  of  awarding  bonds  so  bid  for,  including  the  right 
whenever  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  are  offered  for  sale  and 
sold  at  the  same  time  as  other  bonds  of  said  City,  to  establish  the  conditions  for 
bids  and  awards  and  to  award  all  of  said  bonds  on  an  all  or  none  basis;  and  the 
time,  place,  terms  and  manner  of  settlement  for  the  bonds  so  bid  for. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  All  premiums  resulting  from  the  sale  of  any  of  the  bonds  issued  and  sold 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  applied  first  to  defray  the 
cost  of  issuance  thereof  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  becoming  due  and  payable  during  the  fiscal  year  in 
which  said  bonds  are  issued  and  sold  or  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  debt  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  bonds 
issued  and  sold  pursuant  thereto  and  their  transfer,  and  the  principal  and  in- 
terest payable  thereon  (inclucJing  any  profit  made  in  the  sale  thereof),  shall  be 
and  remain  exempt  from  any  and  all  State,  county  and  municipal  taxation  in  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

(c)  All  bonds  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  sold  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders  therefor  after 
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due  notice  of  such  sale,  but  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by 
and  through  the  Board  of  Finance  thereof,  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all 
bids  therefor  for  any  reason,  and  thereafter  reoffer  such  bonds  at  public  sale  as 
aforesaid  or  at  private  sale,  provided  that  if  such  bonds  be  offered  at  private  sale 
they  shall  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  for  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  until  all  of  the  interest  on  and  principal 
of  any  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  have  been  paid 
in  full,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  levy  and  impose  an  annual 
tax  on  each  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  of  assessable  property  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  at  a  rate  sufficient  to  produce  revenue  to  pay  all  interest  on  and  prin- 
cipal of  all  bonds  theretofore  issued  and  outstanding  or  authorized  to  be  issued 
and  outstanding,  payable  in  the  next  succeeding  year. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  at  the 
General  Election  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  City,  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of 
November,  1984. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  date  of  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  public  of  the  amount  of 
money  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  authorized  to  borrow, 
and  the  general  purposes  for  which  such  borrowed  funds  may  be  expended, 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  time  when  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned  is  to  be  held;  and  such  public  notice  shall  be  given  in  such 
manner  and  by  such  means  or  through  such  media  and  at  such  time  or  times  as 
may  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  actual  cash  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  thereof,  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the 
following  purposes,  to  wit: 

(a)  So  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  in  addition  to  the  premiums  realized 
from  the  sale,  if  any,  for  the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engraving, 
printing,  advertising,  attorneys'  fees,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  con- 
nected therewith;  and 

(b)  The  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with  plan- 
ning, developing,  executing  and  making  operative  the  Community  Development 
Program  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  including,  but  not  limited  to: 

(i)  the  acquisition,  by  purchase,  lease,  condemnation  or  any  other  legal 
means,  of  land  or  property,  or  any  right,  interest,  franchise,  easement  or 
privilege  therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore; 

(ii)  The  payment  of  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  connection 
with  or  incidental  to  the  acquisition  and  management  of  said  land  or  property,  in- 
cluding any  and  all  rights  or  interest  therein  hereinbefore  mentioned; 

(iii)  The  payment  of  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  for  or  in  con- 
nection with  relocating  and  moving  persons  or  other  legal  entities  displaced  by 
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the  acquisition  of  said  land  or  property,  or  any  of  the  rights  or  interests  therein 
hereinbefore  mentioned; 

(iv)  The  development  or  redevelopment,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the 
comprehensive  renovation  or  rehabilitation  of  any  land  or  property,  or  any  rights 
or  interests  therein  hereinbefore  mentioned,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the 
disposition  of  land  and  property  for  such  purposes; 

(v)  The  elimination  of  unhealthfuJ,  unsanitary  or  unsafe  conditions,  lessen- 
ing density,  eliminating  obsolete  or  other  uses  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare 
or  otherwise  removing  or  preventing  the  spread  of  blight  or  deterioration  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore; 

(vi)  The  demolition,  removal,  relocation,  renovation  or  alteration  of  land, 
buildings,  streets,  highways,  alleys,  utilities  or  services,  and  other  structures  or 
improvements,  and  for  the  construction,  reconstruction,  installation,  relocation 
or  repair  of  buildings,  streets,  highways,  alleys,  utilities  or  services  and  other 
structures  or  improvements; 

(vii)  The  payment  of  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  for  or  in  con- 
nection with  doing  any  or  all  of  the  things  herein  mentioned,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  costs  and  expenses  of  securing  administrative,  appraisal, 
economic  analysis,  engineering,  planning,  designing,  architectural,  surveying 
and  other  professional  services;  and 

(viii)  Doing  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  or  pertaining  to  any  or  all  of  the  matters  or  things  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

All  of  such  land  or  property  shall  be  acquired,  developed,  redeveloped, 
renovated,  rehabilitated,  altered,  improved,  held  or  disposed  of,  as  provided  by 
law. 

(c)  The  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds  shall  be  limited  to  expendi- 
tures for  capital  improvement  projects  having  an  estimated  service  life  of  not 
less  than  fifteen  (15)  years,  and  providing  that  such  proceeds  shall  not  be  used  for 
current  operating  expenses  of  the  City. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal  agency  designated  in 
the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

BOND  ISSUE -HOUSING  DEVELOPMENT  LOAN 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (pur- 
suant to  Resolution  VII  of  1984  approved  by  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  representing  Baltimore  City),  to  issue  and  sell  its  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Four  Million  Dollars 
($4,000,000.00),  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  same  to  be  used  for 
the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engraving,  printing,  advertising, 
attorneys'  fees,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  connected  therewith,  and  the 
remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  to  make  or  contract  to  make  financial 
loans  to  any  person  or  other  legal  entity  to  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with 
the  purchase,  acquisition,  construction,  erection,  development,  rehabilitation, 
renovation,  redevelopment  or  improvement  of  buildings  or  structures,  in-

(a)  The  amount  of  debt  to  be  incurred  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  any  particular  time,  and  from  time  to  time,  under  and  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  the  date  or  dates  when  any  bonds  representing 
said  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  are  to  mature,  and  the  amount  or  amounts  of  said 
debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  shall  mature  upon  the  aforesaid  date  or  dates; 
and  the  semi-annual  dates  in  each  year,  during  the  entire  period  of  time  when  any 
of  said  bonds  are  outstanding,  when  interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable. 

(b)  The  form  or  forms  of  the  bonds  representing  the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof, 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  at  any  particular 
time,  including  any  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto;  the  provisions,  if 
any,  for  the  issuance  of  coupon  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  issuance  of 
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fully  registered  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  registration  as  to  principal 
of  any  coupon  bonds;  and  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  conversion  and  reconver- 
sion into  coupon  bonds  of  any  fully  registered  bonds  or  coupon  bonds  registered 
as  to  principal;  the  place  or  places  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds;  and  the  date  of  said  bonds  issued  at  any  particular  time,  and  the  right 
of  redemption  of  said  bonds  by  the  City  prior  to  maturity;  and 

(c)  The  time,  place,  manner  and  medium  of  advertisement  of  the  readiness  of 
the  Board  of  Finance,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  to  receive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
hereunder,  or  any  part  thereof;  the  form,  terms  and  conditions  of  such  bids;  the 
time,  place,  and  manner  of  awarding  bonds  so  bid  for,  including  the  right 
whenever  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  are  offered  for  sale  and 
sold  at  the  same  time  as  other  bonds  of  said  City,  to  establish  the  conditions  for 
bids  and  awards  and  to  award  all  of  said  bonds  on  an  all  or  none  basis;  and  the 
time,  place,  terms  and  manner  of  settlement  for  the  bonds  so  bid  for. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  All  premiums  resulting  from  the  sale  of  any  of  the  bonds  issued  and  sold 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  applied  first  to  defray  the 
cost  of  issuance  thereof  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  becoming  due  and  payable  during  the  fiscal  year  in 
which  said  bonds  are  issued  and  sold  or  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  debt  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  bonds 
issued  and  sold  pursuant  thereto  and  their  transfer,  and  the  principal  and  in- 
terest payable  thereon  (including  any  profit  made  in  the  sale  thereof),  shall  be 
and  remain  exempt  from  any  and  all  State,  county  and  municipal  taxation  in  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

(c)  All  bonds  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  sold  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders  therefor  after 
due  notice  of  such  sale,  but  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by 
and  through  the  Board  of  Finance  thereof,  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all 
bids  therefor  for  any  reason,  and  thereafter  reoffer  such  bonds  at  public  sale  as 
aforesaid  or  at  private  sale,  provided  that  if  such  bonds  be  offered  at  private  sale 
they  shall  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  for  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  until  all  of  the  interest  on  and  principal 
of  any  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  have  been  paid 
in  full,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  levy  and  impose  an  annual 
tax  on  each  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  of  assessable  property  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  at  a  rate  sufficient  to  produce  revenue  to  pay  all  interest  on  and  prin- 
cipal of  all  bonds  theretofore  issued  and  outstanding  or  authorized  to  be  issued 
and  outstanding,  payable  in  the  next  succeeding  year. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  at  the 
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General  Election  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  City,  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of 
November,  1984. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  date  of  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  public  of  the  amount  of 
money  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  authorized  to  borrow, 
and  the  general  purposes  for  vvhich  such  borrowed  funds  may  be  expended, 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  time  when  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned  is  to  be  held;  and  such  public  notice  shall  be  given  in  such 
manner  and  by  such  means  or  through  such  media  and  at  such  time  or  times  as 
may  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  actual  cash  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  thereof,  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the 
following  purposes,  to  wit: 

(a)  So  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  in  addition  to  the  premiums  realized 
from  the  sale,  if  any,  for  the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engraving, 
printing,  advertising,  attorneys'  fees,  and  all  other  incidental  expense  connected 
therewith;  and 

(b)  The  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  to  make  or  contract  to  make 
financial  loans  to  any  person  or  other  legal  entity  to  be  used  for  or  in  connection 
with  the  purchase,  acquisition,  construction,  erection,  development,  rehabilita- 
tion, renovation,  redevelopment  or  improvement  of  buildings  or  structures,  in- 
cluding any  land  necessary  therefor,  within  the  boundaries  of  Baltimore  City, 
which  buildings  or  structures  are  to  be  used  or  occupied  for  residential  purposes; 
to  guarantee  or  insure  financial  loans  made  by  third  parties  to  any  person  or 
other  legal  entity  which  are  to  be  used  for  or  in  connection  with  the  purchase,  ac- 
quisition, construction,  erection,  development,  rehabilitation,  renovation, 
redevelopment  or  improvement  of  buildings  or  structures,  including  any  land 
necessary  therefor,  within  the  boundaries  of  Baltimore  City,  which  buildings  or 
structures  are  to  be  used  or  occupied  for  residential  purposes,  and  for  doing  any 
and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  or  pertaining  to 
any  or  all  of  the  matters  or  things  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no  part  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the 
bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  be  expended  until  after  the  Board  of 
Finance  has  determined,  based  upon  such  data  as  said  Board  of  Finance  shall  re- 
quire to  be  submitted  to  it  to  enable  it  to  make  such  determination,  that  any 
financial  loans  made,  guaranteed  or  insured  from  such  proceeds,  shall,  in  fact,  be 
self-supporting. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  in  case  any  land  or  property  now  or 
hereafter  owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  sold  by  it  to  any 
legal  entity  for  the  purpose  of  construction,  erection,  development,  rehabilita- 
tion, renovation,  redevelopment  or  improvement  of  buildings  or  structures, 
which  buildings  or  structures  are  to  be  used  or  occupied  for  residential  purposes, 
then  the  purchaser  of  said  land  or  property  shall  pay  to  the  municipality  at  least 
an  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  full  appraised  value  of  said  land  or  property, 
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and  in  case  any  such  land  or  property  is  leased  by  the  municipality  to  any  legal 
entity  for  any  of  the  purposes  hereinbefore  mentioned,  then  the  lessee  shall  pay 
annually  to  the  municipality  an  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  reasonable  rental 
value  of  said  land  or  property.  In  the  event  any  such  land  or  property  is  sold  by 
the  municipality  as  aforesaid  and  such  land  or  property  is  then  reconveyed  back 
to  the  municipality  as  security  for  any  loan  made  by  the  municipality  to  the  pur- 
chaser under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  then  such  purchaser  shall  pay  an- 
nually to  the  municipality  in  lieu  of  taxes  a  tax  equivalent  charge  on  such  land  or 
property  on  the  basis  of  the  then  prevailing  tax  assessment  on  the  land  and  im- 
provements and  calculated  at  the  City  and  State  tax  rates  then  in  effect,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  the  municipality.  All 
payments  made  in  lieu  of  taxes  shall  be  made  when  real  estate  taxes  of  the 
municipality  ordinarily  become  due  and  payable. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal  agency  designated  in 
the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
(BALTIMORE  CAR  &  TRUCK  RENTAL  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  (1)  to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to 
time  and  in  one  or  more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon 
its  full  faith  and  credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  to  be 
designated  "Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds  (Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental  Project)  Series  "A",  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $200,000  (the  "Series  A  Bonds"),  pursuant  to 
Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (1982  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as 
amended,  in  order  to  use  the  Series  A  Bonds  or  the  proceeds  thereof  to  pur- 
chase a  facility  to  be  sold  to  Leasing  Syndications,  Ltd.  (the  "Borrower")  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  ex- 
penses in  connection  with  one  or  more  of  the  following:  (i)  the  acquisition  of  an 
interest  in  land  consisting  of  approximately  3  acres  located  at  200  North  War- 
wick Avenue  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  (the  "Land"),  (ii)  the  acquisition  of  an  ex- 
isting building  of  approximately  7,500  square  feet  situated  on  the  land  (the 
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"Building")  to  be  used  as  a  truck  and  car  rental,  service,  repair  and 
maintenance  facility,  and  (iii)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land  as 
may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of 
access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities  (collectively  the 
"Series  A  Project"),  and  (if  necessary)  the  funding  of  reserves  and  payment  of 
interest  on  such  Series  A  Bonds,  which  facility  (the  "Series  A  Facility")  shall 
be  leased  by  the  Borrower  to,  and  used  by,  a  tenant  or  tenants  yet  to  be  deter- 
mined, and  (2)  to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  in  one 
or  more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and 
credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  to  be  designated  "Baltimore 
City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Baltimore  Car  & 
Truck  Rental  Project)  Series  B",  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $1,800,000  (the  "Series  B  Bonds"),  pursuant  to  Sections  266A  to  266-1, 
inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replacement 
Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended,  in  order  to  loan  the 
proceeds  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  pur- 
pose of  financing  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  in  connection  with  one 
or  more  of  the  following:  (i)  the  renovation  of  the  building,  (ii)  the  acquisition 
and  installation  in  the  building,  or  use  with  respect  to  the  building,  of  certain 
machinery  and  equipment  (including  trucks,  tractors,  trailers  and  related 
equipment  which  shall  be  used  in  connection  with  the  truck  and  car  rental, 
service,  repair  and  maintenance  businesses  of  Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental, 
Inc.  and  another  lessee  or  lessees  of  said  equipment  yet  to  be  determined),  and 
other  improvements  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the 
building  or  the  use  thereof,  and  (iii)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in 
land,  machinery  and  equipment  (including  trucks,  tractors,  trailers  and  related 
equipment  which  shall  be  used  in  connection  with  the  truck  and  car  rental, 
service,  repair  and  maintenance  businesses  of  Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental, 
Inc.  and  another  lessee  or  lessees  of  said  equipment  yet  to  be  determined)  as 
may  be  necessary  or  suitiible  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of 
access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities  (collectively  the 
"Series  B  Project"),  and  (if  necessary)  the  funding  or  reserves  and  payment  of 
interest  on  the  Series  B  Bonds,  which  facility  (the  "Series  B  F'acility")  shall  be 
leased  to  Baltimore  Car  &.  Truck  Rental,  Inc.  and  another  lessee  or  lessees  yet 
to  be  determined  for  use  in  their  truck  and  car  rental,  service,  repair  and 
maintenance  businesses  at  200  North  Warwick  Avenue  in  Baltimore  City, 
Maryland  and  2303  North  Howard  Street  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland;  reserv- 
ing in  the  City  certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  the  Series  A  Bonds 
and  the  Series  B  Bonds;  making  certain  legislative  findings  with  respect  to  the 
Series  A  Bonds  and  the  Series  B  Bonds;  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  Series  A 
Project  financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  to  the  Borrower; 
authorizing  the  loan  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  to  the  Borrower; 
authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  prior  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  Series  A  Bonds,  to  adopt  a  resoluti(jn  jjursuant  to 
which  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  (a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Series  A 
Bonds,  (b)  specify,  prescribe,  determine,  provide  for  and  approve  certain 
details,  forms,  documents  or  procedures  in  connection  with  the  Series  A  Bonds 
issued  hereunder  and  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  such  Series  A  Bonds  to  pur- 
chase a  facility  to  be  sold  to  the  Borrower  and  any  other  matters  necessary  or 
desirable  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  sale,  and  payment  of 
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such  Series  A  Revenue  Bonds,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms, 
provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selhng,  and  the  time  or  times  of 
issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  Series  A  Bonds,  and  (c)  do  any 
and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  such  Series  A  Bonds;  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City,  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  B 
Bonds,  to  adopt  a  resolution  pursuant  to  which  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  (a) 
approve  the  issuance  of  the  Series  B  Bonds,  (b)  specify,  prescribe,  determine, 
provide  for  and  approve  certain  details,  forms,  documents  or  procedures  in 
connection  with  the  Series  B  Bonds  issued  hereunder  and  the  loan  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  Series  B  Bonds  to  the  Borrower  and  any  other  matters  necessai7 
or  desirable  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  sale,  and  i^ayment  of 
such  Series  B  Revenue  Bonds,  including,  but  not  lin^ited  to,  the  form,  terms, 
provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling,  and  the  time  or  times  of 
issuance,  and  all  other  details  of  such  Series  B  Bonds,  and  (c)  do  any  and  all 
things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  such  Series  B  Bonds;  providing  that  the  Borrower  shall  agree  to  develop,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Manpower  Resources  its  successors  and 
assigns  ("MOMR"),  a  plan  covering  future  hiring  needs  and  the  use,  wherever 
possible,  of  the  training  and  recruitment  services  of  the  MOMR  in  connection 
with  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  the  Series  A  Project  and  the  Series  B 
Project;  providing  that  the  Borrower  shall  agree  to  submit  certain  plans  and 
specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Com- 
munity Development  and  the  Department  of  Planning  and  their  successors 
and  assigns  in  connection  with  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  the  Series  A 
Project  and  the  Series  B  Project;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  accept 
the  letter  of  intent  from  the  Borrower  dated  March  10,  1984;  providing  that 
the  authorization  for  the  issuance  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  the  Series  B 
Bonds  hereunder  shall  be  of  limited  duration;  and  generally  providing  for  and 
determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  authorization, 
issuance,  security,  sale  and  payment  of  such  Series  A  Bonds  and  such  Series  B 
Bonds. 

RECITALS 

The  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Sections  2()6A 
through  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982 
Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement)  (the  "Act")  constitute 
those  provisions  of  Maryland  law  authorizing  the  issuance  of  industrial  develop- 
ment revenue  bonds  by  all  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  (the  "State"). 

The  Act  empowers  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  to  issue  revenue 
bonds,  bond  anticipation  notes,  notes  in  the  nature  of  commercial  paper  and 
other  instruments,  certificates  or  evidences  of  obligation  and  to  loan  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  such  revenue  bonds  to  a  facility  applicant  (as  defined  in  the 
Act)  to  finance  the  acquisition  (as  that  term  is  defined  in  the  Act)  l)y  such  facility 
applicant  of  a  facility  (as  that  term  is  defined  in  Section  266A  of  the  Act).  The  Act 
also  empowers  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  to  issue  revenue 
bonds,  bond  anticipation  notes,  not'js  in  the  nature  of  commercial  paper  and 
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other  instruments,  certificates  or  evidences  of  obligation  and  to  finance  the  ac- 
quisition (as  that  term  is  defined  in  the  Act)  of  a  facihty  (within  the  definition  of 
the  Act)  by  acquiring  the  facihty  and  leasing  or  selling  the  facility  to  a  facility  ap- 
plicant (as  that  term  is  defined  in  the  Act).  The  Act  declares  it  to  be  its  legislative 
purpose  to  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State,  to  encourage  the  in- 
crease of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State,  to  assist 
in  the  retention  of  existmg  industry  and  commerce  and  in  the  attraction  of  new 
industry  and  commerce  in  the  State  through,  among  other  things,  port  develop- 
ment and  the  control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  environment 
and  the  utilization  and  disposal  of  wastes  (where  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  are 
used  for  such  purpose),  to  promote  economic  development,  to  protect  natural 
resources  and  encourage  resource  recovery  and,  generally,  to  promote  the 
health,  welfare,  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  counties  and 
municipalities  of  the  State. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  (as  contemplated  by  Section  266A(h)  of 
the  Act)  dated  March  10,  1984  (the  "Letter  of  Intent")  from  Leasing  Syndica- 
tions, Ltd.,  a  Maryland  corporation  and  a  facility  applicant  (as  defined  in  the  Act) 
and  a  facility  user  (as  defined  in  the  Act)  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Bor- 
rower"), and  Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental,  Inc.  ("Baltimore  Car  &  Truck 
Rental"),  a  Maryland  corporation  and  a  facility  applicant  and  a  facility  user,  pur- 
suant to  which  the  Borrower  and  Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental  have  requested 
as  follows:  (1)  that  the  City  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  (within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act)  by  the  Borrower  of  a  facility  (within  the  definition  of  the 
Act)  to  be  located  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Series  A  Facility")  by  the  is- 
suance and  sale  by  the  City  of  its  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Revenue  Bonds  (Baltimore  Car  &.  Truck  Rental  Project)  Series  A,  in  an  ag- 
gregate principal  amount  not  exceeding  $200,000  (the  "Series  A  Bonds"),  and  by 
acquiring  the  Series  A  Facility  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Series  A 
Bonds  and  then  selling  the  Series  A  Facility  to  the  Borrower  (the  "Sale")  upon 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  conditional  sale  or  similar  form  of  agreement  to  be 
entered  into  by  the  City  and  the  Borrower  (the  "Sale  Agieement"),  as  permitted 
by  the  Act.  aiui  (2)  that  the  City  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  acquisition 
(within  the  meaning  of  the  Act)  by  the  Borrower  of  a  facility  (within  the  defini- 
tion of  the  Act)  to  be  located  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Series  B  Facility") 
by  the  issuance  and  sale  by  the  City  of  its  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial 
Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental  Project)  Series  B, 
in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding  $1,800,000  (the  "Series  B 
Bonds"),  and  by  loaning  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  to  the  Borrower  upon 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  one  or  more  loan  or  other  agreements  to  be  entered 
into  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower  (collectively,  the  "Loan  Agreement"),  as 
permitted  by  the  Act  (such  loan  being  herein  referred  to  as  the  "Loan"). 

The  Series  A  Facility  will  consist  generally  of  one  or  more  of  the  following:  (i) 
the  acquisition  of  an  approximately  3  acre  tract  of  land  located  at  200  North  War- 
wick Avenue,  Baltimore,  Maryland  (the  "Land"),  (ii)  the  accjuisition  of  an  existing 
building  of  approxinuitely  7,500  stjuare  feet  situated  on  the  Land  (the  "Building") 
to  be  used  as  a  car  and  truck  rental,  service,  repair  and  maintenance  facility,  and 
(iii)  the  ac(juisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable 
for  the  foregoing,   including  roads  and  rights  of  access,   utilities  and  other 
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necessary  site  preparation  facilities.  The  Series  A  Facility  will  be  acquired  by  the 
City  and  then  sold  by  the  City  to  the  Borrower.  The  Borrower  will  lease  the 
Series  A  Facility  to  a  tenant  or  tenants  yet  to  be  determined  (collectively,  the 
"Series  A  Facility  User"). 

The  Series  B  Facility  will  consist  generally  of  one  or  more  of  the  following:  (i) 
the  renovation  of  the  Building  to  be  used  as  a  car  and  truck  rental,  service,  repair 
and  maintenance  facility,  (ii)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  the  Building,  or 
use  with  respect  thereto,  of  certain  machinery  and  equipment  (including  trucks, 
tractors,  trailers  and  related  equipment  which  shall  be  used  in  connection  with 
the  truck  and  car  rental,  service,  repair  and  maintenance  businesses  of  the  Series 
B  Facility  User  (hereinafter  defined)  and  other  improvements  therein  as  may  be 
necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  Facility  User's 
businesses,  and  (iii)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land,  machinery  and 
equipment  (including  trucks,  tractors,  trailers  and  related  equipment  which  shall 
be  used  in  connection  with  the  truck  and  car  rental,  service,  repair  and 
maintenance  businesses  of  the  Series  B  Facility  User)  as  may  be  necessary  or 
suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other 
necessary  site  preparation  facilities.  The  Series  B  Facility  will  be  leased  by  the 
Borrower  to  Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental,  Inc.  and  another  lessee  or  lessees 
yet  to  be  determined  (collectively,  the  "Series  B  Facility  User")  to  be  used  in  their 
truck  and  car  rental,  service,  repair  and  maintenance  businesses  at  200  North 
Warwick  Avenue  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  and  2303  North  Howard  Street  in 
Baltimore  City,  Maryland. 

The  Sale  Agreement  will  require  the  Borrower  (a)  to  make  purchase  payments 
which  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  necessary  costs  of  preparing,  printing,  selling 
and  issuing  the  Series  A  Bonds,  the  funding  of  reserves,  and  the  payment  of  in- 
terest with  respect  to  such  financing,  in  such  amounts  or  for  such  period  as  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  deems  reasonable,  or  to  finance  other 
costs  permitted  by  the  Act,  and  (b)  to  make  purchase  payments  which  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  principal  of,  and  interest  and  redemption  premium  (if  any)  on, 
the  Series  A  Bonds  and  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  City  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  and  the  sale  of  the  Series  A  Facility,  as  the  same 
become  due  and  payable. 

The  Loan  Agreement  will  require  the  Borrower  (a)  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  B  Bonds  solely  to  finance  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility,  to  pay  the 
necessary  costs  of  preparing,  printing,  selling  and  issuing  the  Series  B  Bonds, 
the  funding  of  reserves,  and  the  payment  of  interest  with  respect  to  such  financ- 
ing, in  such  amounts  or  for  such  period  as  the  Board  deems  reasonable,  or  to 
finance  other  costs  permitted  by  the  Act,  and  (b)  to  make  Loan  payments  which 
will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of,  and  interest  and  redemption  premium  (if 
any)  on,  the  Series  B  Bonds  and  all  expenses  incurred  by  the  City  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  and  the  making  and  administra- 
tion of  the  Loan,  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable. 

The  City  has  determined  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent,  (1)  to  issue  and  sell  the 
Series  A  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding  $200,000  and  to 
acquire  the  Series  A  F^acility  with  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  to  sell  the  Series  A 
Facility  to  the  Borrower  on  the  terms  and  conditions  to  be  set  forth  in  the  Sale 
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Agreement  in  order  to  help  finance  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  A  Facihty  by  the 
Borrower  and  thereby  facilitate  the  leasing  of  the  Series  A  F^acility  to  the  Series 
A  Facility  User,  and  (2)  to  issue  and  sell  the  Series  B  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  not  exceeding  $1,800,000  and  to  lend  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  B 
Bonds  to  the  Borrower  on  the  terms  and  conditions  to  be  set  forth  in  the  Loan 
Agreement  in  order  to  help  finance  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  B  Facility  by  the 
Borrower  and  thereby  facilitate  the  leasing  of  the  Series  B  Facility  to  the  Series 
B  Facility  User.  It  has  further  determined  that  such  action  should  be  taken  in 
order  (i)  to  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  City  and  in  the  State,  (ii)  to 
encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the 
State,  (iii)  to  promote  economic  development,  and  (iv)  generally,  to  promote  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  and  the  State. 

As  security  for  the  Series  A  Bonds,  the  City  will,  for  each  series  of  Series  A 
Bonds,  enter  into  a  Purchase,  Assignment  and  Security  Agreement  or  other 
similar  agreement  (the  "Series  A  Assignment")  with  the  original  purchaser  of  the 
Series  A  Bonds  (the  "Series  A  Original  Purchaser"),  and,  if  appropriate,  a  trustee 
or  trustees  (which  may  be  the  Original  Purchaser).  Pursuant  to  the  Series  A 
Assignment,  the  City  will  assign  to  the  Series  A  Original  Purchaser  or  other  ap- 
plicable party,  its  successors  and  assigns,  (among  other  things)  (a)  all  of  the  City's 
right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  under  the  Sale  Agreement,  in- 
cluding (without  limitation)  all  security  referred  to  therein,  excepting  only  the 
rights  of  the  City  to  indemnification  by  the  Borrower,  certain  rights  to  consent  to 
certain  actions  or  events  and  to  payments  to  the  City  for  expenses  incurred  by 
the  City  itself,  (b)  the  receipts  and  revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Sale,  (c)  all 
right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  with  respect  to  any  and  all  other 
property  of  every  description  and  nature  from  time  to  time  by  delivery  or  by 
writing  of  any  kind  conveyed,  pledged,  assigned  or  transferred,  as  and  for  addi- 
tional security  for  the  Series  A  Bonds,  (d)  certain  moneys  which  are  at  any  time 
or  from  time  to  time  on  deposit  with  the  City,  and  (e)  all  of  the  City's  right,  title 
and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  under  such  other  documents,  including 
(without  limitation)  mortgages,  deeds  of  trust,  guaranties  and  security  in- 
struments, as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  which  the  Board  shall  approve  by  a  resolution 
or  resolutions  (the  "Resolution")  to  be  adopted  by  the  Board  prior  to  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Series  A  Bonds. 

As  security  for  the  Series  B  Bonds,  the  City  will,  for  each  series  of  the  Series  B 
Bonds,  enter  into  either  (a)  a  Trust  Agreement  (the  "Trust  Agreement")  with  a 
"corporate  trustee  (the  "Trustee")  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  or  (b)  an  Assign- 
ment and  Security  Agreement  or  other  similar  agreement  (the  "Series  B  Assign- 
ment") with  the  original  purchaser  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  (the  "Series  B  Original 
Purchaser"),  and,  if  appropriate,  a  trustee  or  trustees  (which  may  be  the  Series  B 
Original  Purchaser)  (collectively,  the  "Project  Fund  Trustee").  Pursuant  to  the 
Trust  Agreement  or  the  Series  B  Assignment,  the  City  will  assign  to  the  Trustee 
or,  if  the  Series  B  Assigimient  is  entered  into,  the  Series  B  Original  Purchaser  or 
other  applicable  party,  its  successors  and  assigns,  (among  other  things)  (a)  all  of 
the  City's  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  under  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, including  (without  limitation)  all  security  referred  to  therein,  excepting 
only  the  rights  of  the  City  to  indemnification  by  the  Borrower,  certain  rights  to 
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consent  to  certain  actions  or  events  and  to  payments  to  the  City  for  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  City  itself,  (b)  the  receipts  and  revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan, 
(c)  certain  moneys  which  are  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  on  deposit  with  the 
Trustee  or  tlie  Project  Fund  Trustee,  (d)  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and 
remedies  with  respect  to  any  and  all  other  property  of  every  description  and 
nature  from  time  to  time  by  delivery  or  by  writing  of  any  kind  conveyed, 
pledged,  assigned  or  transferred,  as  and  for  additional  security  for  the  Series  B 
Bonds,  and  (e)  all  of  the  City's  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies 
under  such  other  documents,  including  (without  limitation)  mortgages,  deeds  of 
trust,  guaranties  and  security  instruments,  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to 
effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  and  which  the 
Board  shall  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  (the  "Series  B  Resolution")  to 
be  adopted  by  the  Board  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the 
Series  B  Bonds. 

The  Trust  Agreement  or  the  Series  B  Assignment  and  the  Loan  Agreement 
may  be  combined  into  one  agreement  (a  "Series  B  Financing  Agreement").  All 
references  to  Trust  Agreement,  Series  B  Assignment  and/or  Loan  Agreement 
herein  shall  also  mean  and  refer  to  a  Series  B  Financing  Agreement. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ACT: 

Section  \.  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(a)  The  issuance  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Act  in  order 
to  acquire  the  Series  A  Facility  and  sell  the  Series  A  Facility  to  the  Borrower  and 
to  pay  the  costs  of  preparing,  printing  and  selling  the  Series  A  Bonds,  to  fund 
reserves,  to  pay  interest  on  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  to  pay  other  costs  permitted 
by  the  Act,  will  facilitate  and  expedite  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  A  Facility  by 
the  Borrower  and  its  leasing  to  the  Series  A  Facility  User. 

(b)  The  accomplishment  of  the  transactions  contemplated  and  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance,  including  (without  limitation)  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  A 
Facility  by  the  City,  the  sale  of  the  Series  A  Facility  to  the  Borrower  and  the 
leasing  of  the  Series  A  Facility  by  the  Borrower  to  the  Series  A  Facility  User  and 
the  financing  thereof,  will  (i)  sustain  jobs  and  employment  opportunities  and  aid 
in  maintaining  employment,  thus  relieving  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the 
State  and  in  the  City;  (ii)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce  and  a 
balanced  economy  in  the  State  and  in  the  City;  (iii)  promote  economic  develop- 
ment; and  (iv)  generally  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents 
of  the  State  and  of  the  City. 

(c)  The  Series  A  Facility  constitutes  a  "facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act, 
and  the  Borrower  is  a  "facility  applicant"  and  "facility  user"  (as  those  terms  are 
defined  in  the  Act)  as  evidenced  by  the  Letter  of  Intent,  which  is  a  letter  of  intent 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

(d)  It  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  to  finance  the  acquisition 
of  the  Series  A  Facility  by  an  acquisition  of  the  Series  A  Facility  by  the  City  and 
the  sale  of  the  Series  A  Facility  to  the  Borrower  and  the  leasing  of  the  Series  A 
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Facility  by  the  Borrower  to  the  Series  A  Facility  User.  This  Ordinance  con- 
templates and  authorizes  a  transaction  in  the  form  of  an  acquisition  of  the  Series 
A  Facihty  by  the  City  and  the  sale  of  the  Series  A  Facility  to  the  Borrower.  Ac- 
cordingly, this  Ordinance,  together  with  the  Sale  Agreement  and  other  con- 
tracts, instruments  and  agreements  authorized  hereby,  will  contain  such  provi- 
sions as  the  City  deems  appropriate  to  effect  the  financing  of  the  Series  A  Facili- 
ty by  the  sale  form  of  transaction. 

(e)  Neither  the  Series  A  Bonds  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  ever  constitute  a 
pledge  of,  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of,  the  City,  and 
neither  shall  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Arti- 
cle XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or 
charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or 
other  obligations  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  Series  A  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall 
be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  revenue 
derived  from  purchase  payments  (both  principal  and  interest)  made  to  the  City 
by  the  Borrower  on  account  of  the  Sale  pursuant  to  the  Sale  Agreement,  and 
from  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purposes.  Payments 
of  the  principal  of  and  premium  (if  any)  and  interest  on  the  purchase  payments 
pursuant  to  the  Sale  Agreement  will  be  paid  by  the  Borrower  directly  to  the 
Series  A  Original  Purchaser,  its  successors  and  assigns,  as  provided  in  the  Series 
A  Assignment,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  in  the  Series  A  Resolution.  No  such 
moneys  will  be  commingled  with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute 
control  of  the  City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks 
as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  A  Bonds  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this 
Ordinance.  The  sale  form  of  the  transaction  authorized  hereunder  shall  in  no 
event  constitute  a  capital  project  within  the  meaning  of  any  charter  or  statutory 
provision.  The  public  purposes  expressed  in  the  Act  are  to  be  achieved  by 
facilitating  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  A  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  its  leas- 
ing to  the  Series  A  Facility  User  by  the  sale  form  of  transaction. 

(t^  The  City  will  acquire  an  interest  in  the  Series  A  Facility  which  it  will 
promptly  convey,  pursuant  to  the  Sale  Agreement,  to  the  Borrower.  The  security 
for  the  revenue  bonds  shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  (a)  the  absolute,  irrevocable 
and  unconditional  obligations  of  the  Borrower  to  make  the  payments  required  by 
the  Sale  Agreement,  (b)  moneys  realized  from  the  liquidation  of  any  lien  and 
security  interest  created  by  the  Sale  Agreement  and  of  any  other  lien  or  security 
interest  created  with  respect  to  any  property  as  security  for  the  sale  of  the 
revenue  bonds  as  the  Board  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Series  A  Resolu- 
tion, and  (c)  moneys  realized  from  any  guaranty  of  the  revenue  bonds  or  of  the 
Sale  as  the  Board  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Series  A  Resolution. 

Ste".  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or 
more  series,  and  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and 
credit,  its  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds 
(Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental  Project)  Series  A,  in  the  aggregate  principal 
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amount  not  to  exceed  $200,000  (the  "Series  A  Bonds"),  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  will  be  used  by  the  City  to 
acquire  the  Series  A  Facility  which  will  be  sold  to  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  the  Sale  Agreement,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose 
of  financing  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  the  Series  A  Facility 
and  the  funding  of  reserves  and  payment  of  interest  on  the  Series  A  Bonds,  to 
the  extent  permitted  in  the  Series  A  Resolution.  The  Series  A  Bonds  and  the  in- 
terest thereon  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  sole- 
ly from  the  revenue  derived  from  purchase  payments  (both  principal  and  in- 
terest) made  to  the  City  by  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  Sale  Agreement  and 
from  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  The  security 
for  the  Series  A  Bonds  shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  as  provided  in  Section  1  of 
this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  each  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  shall  bear 
the  descriptive  title  "Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bond  (Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental  Project)  Series  A",  provided  that  the 
descriptive  title  may  contain  such  other  descriptive  information  as  the  Board 
may  prescribe  in  the  Series  A  Resolution  (e.g.  "1984  Series  A").  The  Series  A 
Bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  to  be  determined  by 
negotiation  with  the  original  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  and 
to  be  approved  and  prescribed  by  the  Board  in  the  Series  A  Resolution. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  definitive  Series  A  Bonds,  which 
may  be  engraved,  printed  or  typewritten,  shall  be  in  such  form,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Act  and  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  as  the  Board  may  approve  in 
the  Series  A  Resolution. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Series  A  Bonds  shall  be  executed 
in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  manual 
or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his  manual 
or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof 
shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  a  Custodian 
of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  as  permitted  by  law.  The 
Sale  Agreement,  the  Series  A  Assignment  and,  where  applicable,  all  other 
documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  Series  A  Bonds,  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on 
its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and,  if 
applicable,  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed 
or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  a  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by 
his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  as  required  by  law.  In  case  any  officer  whose 
signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Series  A  Bonds  or 
any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  (ease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery 
of  the  Series  A  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or 
such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same 
as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  a  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of 
the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and 
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execute  such  documents  and  certificates  as  the  Board  may  determine  in  the 
Series  A  Resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions 
hereof. 

Stc.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Series  A  Bonds  shall  be  executed, 
issued  and  delivered  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more  series 
and  in  such  amount  or  amounts  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the  principal 
amount  of  $200,000  as  the  Board  shall  prescribe  in  the  Series  A  Resolution. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Series  A  Bonds  shall  be  dated, 
shall  be  in  such  denominations,  shall  be  of  such  form  and  tenor,  and  shall  be 
payable  in  such  amounts,  at  such  times  and  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Board 
shall  prescribe  in  the  Series  A  Resolution. 

Sec.  8.  A  nd  be  it  further  ordained.  That  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery 
of  the  Series  A  Bonds,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  Series  A  Resolution  pursuant  to 
which  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Series  A 
Bonds  and  to  specify,  determine,  provide  for  or  approve,  all  or  any  of  the  follow- 
ing matters,  details,  forms,  documents  or  procedures  in  connection  with  the  Sale 
and  the  Series  A  Bonds: 

(a)  The  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Series  A  Bonds,  including,  without  limita- 
tion, the  principal  amount  of  the  Series  A  Bonds,  the  maturity  or  maturities  of 
the  Series  A  Bonds,  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  the  Series  A  Bonds  are  to  bear 
and  the  redemption  provisions  of  the  Series  A  Bonds; 

(b)  The  form  and  tenor  of  the  Series  A  Bonds,  including  the  determination  as  to 
whether  the  Series  A  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series,  the  form  in 
which  the  Series  A  Bonds  are  issued,  and  the  designation  of  each  series  of  Series 
A  Bonds; 

(c)  The  terms  and  provisions  and  form  of  the  Sale  Agreement  between  the  City 
and  the  Borrower  and  the  terms  and  provisions  and  form  of  any  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  obligation  issued  by  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  Sale  Agreement; 

(d)  The  terms  and  provisions  and  form  of  the  Series  A  Assignment  by  which  the 
City  assigns  transfers,  without  recourse,  all  of  its  rights,  title  and  interest  in  and 
to,  and  remedies  with  respect  to  (except  for  certain  rights  to  indemnification  and 
to  payment  of  administrative  expenses  of  the  City,  including  any  enforcement 

"remedies  available  to  the  City  with  respect  thereto)  the  receipts  and  revenues  of 
the  City  from  the  Sale  as  set  forth  in  Section  1  hereof,  such  Series  A  Assignment 
to  provide,  in  substance,  that  the  holders  of  the  Series  A  Bonds,  the  agent,  or  the 
trustee  or  trustees,  if  any,  appointed  pursuant  to  the  Series  A  Assignment,  shall 
enforce  each  and  every  right,  power  or  remedy  granted  to  the  City  pursuant  to 
the  Sale  Agreement  and  any  mortgage,  deed  of  trust,  assignment  of  leases, 
security  agreement  or  any  contract,  agreement,  trust  or  other  instrument  (in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  any  guaranty  agreement)  executed  and  delivered  in 
connection  with  the  Sale,  and  that  nothing  in  the  Sale  Agreement,  the  aforesaid 
instruments,  or  the  Series  A  Assignment  shall  obligate  the  City  to  act  or  refrain 
from  acting  under  such  instruments,  it  being  understood  that  the  holders  of  the 
Series  A  Bonds  shall  look  solely  to  themselves  and  any  agent,  trustee  or  trustees 
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appointed  pursuant  to  the  Series  A  Assignment  for  enforcement  of  the  rights 
and  remedies  under  the  Sale  Agreement,  such  instruments  and  the  Series  A 
Bonds  available  to  the  holders  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
holders  of  the  Series  A  Bonds; 

(e)  The  determination  as  to  whether  the  purchase  payments  made  pursuant  to 
the  Sale  Agreement  shall  be  made  directly  to  the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Series 
A  Bonds  or  to  an  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the 
Series  A  Bonds,  and,  if  necessary,  the  appointment  of  such  agent,  trustee  or 
trustees,  provided  that  such  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  shall  have  been  approved 
by  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  or  shall  be  a  financial  institution 
which  regularly  serves  in  such  capacity  or  a  similar  capacity; 

(f)  The  determination  as  to  whether  the  assignment  of  the  receipts  and 
revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Sale  should  be  made  directly  to  the  holder  of  the 
Series  A  Bonds  or  to  an  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of 
the  Series  A  Bonds,  and,  if  necessary,  the  appointment  of  such  agent,  trustee  or 
trustees,  provided  that  such  agent,  trustee,  or  trustees  shall  have  been  approved 
by  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Bonds  or  shall  be  a  financial  institution  regular- 
ly serving  in  such  capacity  or  a  similar  capacity; 

(g)  The  form  of,  and  the  terms  and  provisions  of  any  mortgage,  deed  of  trust, 
assignment  of  leases  or  security  agreement  or  other  security  instrument  cover- 
ing the  Series  A  Facility  or  any  portion  thereof  or  any  interest  therein  or  any 
other  property  as  security  for  the  Sale  or  the  Series  A  Bonds; 

(h)  The  terms  and  the  provisions  of  any  contract,  agreement,  trust  or  other  in- 
strument (including,  without  limitation,  any  guaranty  agreement)  which  it  deems 
necessary  or  appropriate  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of 
the  Series  A  Bonds,  the  making  of  the  Sale  and  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  A 
Facility; 

(i)  To  the  extent  it  considers  necessary  or  appropriate  in  any  of  the  documents 
referred  to  above,  the  determination  of  any  provisions  regarding  the  commence- 
ment and  completion  of  the  Series  A  Facility,  provisions  regarding  damage  to 
and  condemnation  of  the  Series  A  Facility  or  any  part  thereof,  provisions  for  the 
appointment  of  an  authorized  City  representative  and  an  authorized  Borrower 
representative,  provisions  and  covenants  with  respect  to  the  use,  maintenance, 
modification,  operation  and  transfer  of,  and  access  to,  the  Series  A  Facility;  pro- 
visions with  respect  to  the  issuance,  application,  use  and  disbursement  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Series  A  Bonds;  provisions  for  the  funding  of  reserves  for  the  Series 
A  Bonds;  provisions  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  Series  A  Bonds  for  a 
period  which  it  deems  reasonable;  provisions  regarding  the  assignment  of  the 
Sale  Agreement  and  any  instrument  referred  to  above,  provisions  regarding  the 
remedies  of  the  holders  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  any  agent,  trustee  or  trustees 
appointed  pursuant  to  any  o."  the  documents  above  in  the  event  of  a  default  under 
any  such  documents;  and  such  other  terms,  provisions  and  conditions  as  it  may 
determine  to  be  necessary  or  appropriate  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  the  making  of  the  Sale; 

(j)  The  determination  of  the  form  and  content  of  any  representations,  warran- 
ties, findings  and  affirmative  and  negative  covenants  of  the  City,  the  Borrower 
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and  any  other  party  which  may  be  contained  in  any  of  the  documents  referred  to 
above; 

(k)  Provisions  for  the  amendment  or  modification  of  tlie  Sale  Agreement,  the 
Series  A  Assignment  or  any  assignment  of  leases,  any  trust  agreement,  any 
guaranty  agreement,  any  deed  of  trust,  any  mortgage  or  any  other  security 
agreement  or  other  instrument  executed  in  connection  with  the  Sale,  or  with  the 
sale,  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Series  A  Bonds,  including  any  certificate,  fi- 
nancing statement  and  any  statement  of  election  as  required  pursuant  to  Section 
103(bX6XD)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended; 

(I)  A  determination  of  the  identity  of  any  investment  banker,  underwriter, 
placement  agents  or  other  broker  to  be  employed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in 
connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  the 
form  of  any  preliminary  and  fmal  official  statement  issued  in  connection  with  any 
public  offering  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  or  any  offering  memorandum  or  other  of- 
ficial informational  document  prepared  in  connection  with  any  private  placement 
of  the  Series  A  Bonds; 

(m)  The  determination  of  the  date,  time  and  place  when  any  purchase  agree- 
ment or  proposal  shall  be  submitted  for  the  Series  A  Bonds,  the  terms  or  provi- 
sions of  any  such  agreement  or  proposal  and  such  other  matters  as  the  under- 
writers, investment  bankers  or  other  placement  agents  employed  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  may  request;  and 

(n)  Such  other  matters,  details,  forms,  documents  or  procedures  as  the  Board 
may  deem  appropriate  or  desirable  to  the  sale,  security,  issuance,  delivery  or 
payment  of  or  for  the  Series  A  Bonds  for  the  Sale,  including,  without  limitation, 
the  creation  of  security  for  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  the  Sale  and  provision  for  the 
administration  of  the  Series  A  Bonds,  such  as  trusts  or  other  instruments  with 
banks  or  trust  companies  regarding  countersignature  or  delivery  of  the  Series  A 
Bonds  or  security  for  the  Series  A  Bonds  or  the  Sale. 

Sue.  9.  And  be  it  further  urdained,  That  neither  the  Series  A  Bonds  nor  the  in- 
terest thereon  shall  ever  constitute  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or 
the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or 
any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  the  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City,  and  neither 
shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  Series 
A  Bonds,  and  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  which  Series  A  Bonds  shall  be  payable  by  the  City 
solely  from  the  revenue  derived  from  purchase  payments  (both  principal  and  in- 
terest) made  to  the  City  by  the  Borrower  on  account  of  the  Sale  and.  to  the  ex- 
tent provided  by  the  Board  in  the  Series  A  Resolution,  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  A  Bonds,  and  from  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such 
purpose.  The  proceeds  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  will  be  used  by  the  City  to  acquire 
the  Series  A  Facility  which  will  then  be  sold  by  the  City  to  the  Borrower  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Sale  Agreement,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  in  the  Series  A  Resolu- 
tion. No  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject 
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to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervi- 
sion and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that 
the  proceeds  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of 
the  Act  and  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  consideration  of  the  purchase  and 
acceptance  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  by  those  who  shall  hold  the  Series  A  Bonds 
from  time  to  time,  the  City  does  hereby,  and  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Series  A  Assignment  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  shall,  set  aside  and  pledge  the 
income  and  revenue  under  the  Sale  Agreement  (other  than  payments  to  the  City 
for  indemnification  or  to  reimburse  the  City  for  expenses  incurred  by  the  City 
itself)  to  the  Series  A  Original  Purchaser,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  be  used 
and  applied  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  A 
Bonds.  Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Sale  Agreement,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board  in  the  Series  A  Resolution,  payments  sufficient  for  the  prompt  payment 
when  due  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series  A  Bonds 
are  to  be  paid  by  the  Borrower,  to  the  Series  A  Original  Purchaser  or  other 
party,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  account  of  the  City. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is 
hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(a)  The  issuance  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Act  in  order 
to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose 
of  financing  its  acquisition  (as  that  term  is  used  in  the  Act)  of  the  Series  B  Facili- 
ty and  to  pay  the  costs  of  preparing,  printing  and  selling  the  Series  B  Bonds,  to 
fund  reserves,  to  pay  interest  on  the  Series  B  Bonds  and  to  pay  other  costs  per- 
mitted by  the  Act,  will  facilitate  and  expedite  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  B 
Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  its  leasing  to  the  Series  B  Facility  User. 

(b)  The  accomplishment  of  the  transactions  contemplated  and  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance,  including  (without  limitation)  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  B 
Facility  by  the  Borrower,  the  leasing  of  the  Series  B  Facility  to  the  Series  B 
Facility  User  and  the  financing  thereof,  will  (i)  sustain  jobs  and  employment  op- 
portunities and  aid  in  maintaining  employment,  thus  relieving  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  the  State  and  in  the  City;  (ii)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry 
and  commerce  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State  and  in  the  City;  (iii)  promote 
economic  development;  and  (iv)  generally  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety 
of  the  residents  of  the  State  and  of  the  City. 

(c)  The  Series  B  Facility  constitutes  a  "facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act, 
and  the  Borrower  and  Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental  are  each  a  "facility  appli- 
cant" and  "facility  user"  (as  those  terms  are  defined  in  the  Act)  as  evidenced  by 
the  Letter  of  Intent,  which  is  a  letter  of  intent  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

(d)  In  addition  to  authorizing  the  City  itself  to  acquire  the  Series  B  Facility  and 
either  to  lease  or  to  sell  such  Series  B  Facility  to  the  Borrower  or  the  Series  B 
Facility  User  or  to  otherwise  accomplish  the  financing  of  the  acquisition,  the  Act 
also  authorizes  the  financing  of  the  Series  B  Facility  to  be  accomplished  in  the 
form  of  a  loan  to  the  Borrower  and  the  accjuisition  of  the  Series  B  Facility  by  the 
Borrower  with  the  loan  proceeds.  The  loan  form  of  transaction  avoids  indirect 
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costs  and  burdens  on  the  City  by  not  requiring  any  direct  involvement  by  the 
City  in  the  construction,  ownership  or  administration  of  the  Series  B  FaciUty;  it 
permits,  however,  controls  to  be  imposed  on  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
the  Series  B  Bonds  to  insure  that  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  the  Series  B 
Bonds  are  fully  accomplished.  It  is.  therefore,  in  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens 
of  the  City  to  finance  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  B  Facility  by  a  loan  of  the 
Series  B  Bond  proceeds  to  the  Borrower,  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  B  Facility 
by  the  Borrower  with  the  loan  proceeds  and  the  leasing  of  the  Series  B  Facility  to 
the  Series  B  Facility  User.  This  Ordinance  contemplates  and  authorizes  a  trans- 
action in  the  form  of  a  loan  by  the  City  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  to 
the  Borrower  rather  than  a  transaction  in  the  form  of  a  lease  or  sale  of  the  Series 
B  Facility  to  the  Borrower  or  some  other  form  of  financing  as  permitted  by  the 
Act.  Accordingly,  this  Ordinance,  together  with  the  Loan  Agreement  and  other 
contracts,  instruments  and  agreements  authorized  hereby,  will  contain  such  pro- 
visions as  the  City  deems  appropriate  to  effect  the  financing  of  the  Series  B 
Facility  by  the  loan  form  of  transaction. 

(e)  Neither  the  Series  B  Bonds  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  ever  constitute  a 
pledge  of,  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of,  the  City,  and 
neither  shall  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Arti- 
cle XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or 
charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or 
other  obligations  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  Series  B  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall 
be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  revenue 
derived  from  Loan  repayments  (both  principal  and  interest)  made  to  the  City  by 
the  Borrower  on  account  of  the  Loan,  and  from  any  other  moneys  made  available 
to  the  City  for  such  purposes.  The  proceeds  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  will  be  paid 
directly  to  (a)  the  Trustee  to  be  held  and  disbursed  by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in 
the  Trust  Agreement  or  (b)  if  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board,  by  the  Project 
Fund  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Series  B  Assignment  or,  (c)  if  deemed 
appropriate  by  the  Board,  the  Borrower,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  in  the 
Series  B  Resolution.  Payments  of  the  principal  of  and  premium  (if  any)  and  in- 
terest on  the  Loan  will  be  paid  by  the  Borrower  directly  to  the  Trustee  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Trust  Agreement  or  to  the  Series  B  Original  Purchaser,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  as  provided  in  the  Series  B  Assignment,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Board  in  the  Series  B  Resolution.  No  such  moneys  will  l)e  commingled  with 
the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City,  but  will  be 
subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or 
desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  are  used 
to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this  Ordinance.  The  loan  form  of 
the  transaction  authorized  hereunder  shall  in  no  event  constitute  a  capital  project 
within  the  meaning  of  any  charier  or  statutory  provision.  The  public  purposes  ex- 
pressed in  the  Act  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the  accjuisition  and  installa- 
tion of  the  Series  B  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  its  leasing  to  the  Series  B 
Facility  User. 

(f)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Series  B  Facility  other  than  (a)  any 
general  interest  in  the  Borrowe/s  property  shared  by  all  holders  of  the  Bor- 
rower's obligations  which  rank  and  are  secured  equally  with  the  Borrower's 
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obligations  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  (b)  any  lien  and  security  interest 
created  by  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  (c)  any  interest  created  by  any  other  mort- 
gage or  deed  of  trust  or  other  security  instrument  executed  and  delivered  by  the 
Borrower  or  any  third  party  as  security  for  the  Loan  or  the  revenue  bonds  as  the 
Board  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Series  B  Resolution.  The  security  for 
the  revenue  bonds  shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  (a)  the  absolute,  irrevocable  and 
unconditional  obligations  of  the  Borrower  to  nmke  the  payments  required  by  the 
Loan  Agreement,  (b)  moneys  realized  from  the  liquidation  of  any  lien  and  securi- 
ty interest  created  by  the  Loan  Agreement  and  of  any  other  lien  or  security  in- 
terest created  with  respect  to  any  property  as  security  for  the  Loan  or  the 
revenue  bonds  as  the  Board  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Series  B  Resolu- 
tion, and  (c)  moneys  realized  from  any  guaranty  of  the  revenue  bonds  or  of  the 
Loan  as  the  Board  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Series  B  Resolution. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or 
more  series,  and  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and 
credit,  its  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds 
(Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental  Project)  Series  B,  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $1,800,000  (the  "Series  B  Bonds"),  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  will  be  loaned  to  the  Bor- 
rower pursuant  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  to  be  used 
by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the 
acquisition  and  installation  of  the  Series  B  Facility  and  the  funding  of  reserves 
and  payment  of  interest  on  the  Series  B  Bonds,  to  the  extent  permitted  in  the 
Series  B  Resolution.  The  Series  B  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  limited 
obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  revenue  derived 
from  Loan  repayments  (both  principal  and  interest)  made  to  the  City  by  the  Bor- 
rower pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  and  from  any  other  nK)neys  made 
available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  The  security  for  the  Series  B  Bonds  shall 
be  solely  and  exclusively  as  provided  in  Section  11  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  IS.And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  each  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  shall  bear 
the  descriptive  title  "Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bond  (Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental  Project)  Series  B",  provided  that  the 
descriptive  title  may  contain  such  other  descriptive  information  as  the  Board 
may  prescribe  in  the  Series  B  Resolution  (e.g.  "1984  Series  B").  The  Series  B 
Bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  or  rales  of  interest  to  be  determined  by 
negotiation  with  the  original  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  and 
to  be  approved  and  prescribed  by  the  Board  in  the  Series  B  Resolution. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  definitive  Series  B  Bonds,  which 
may  be  engraved,  printed  or  typewritten,  including  the  Trustee's  Certificate  of 
Authentication,  to  be  endorsed  thereon,  if  the  Trust  Agreement  is  entered  into, 
shall  be  in  such  form,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Act  and  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  as  the  Board  may  approve  in  the  Series  B  Resolution. 

Sec.  Ib.And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Series  B  IJonds  shall  be  executed 
in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  manual 
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or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  hy  his  manual 
or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof 
shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  a  Custodian 
of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  as  permitted  by  law.  The 
Loan  Agreement,  the  Trust  Agreement  or  the  Series  B  Assignment  and,  where 
applicable,  all  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  B  Bonds,  shall  be  executed  in  the 
name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and,  if  applicable,  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  a 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  as  required  by 
law.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature  shall 
appear  on  the  Series  B  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other 
aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid 
and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office 
until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  a 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and 
certificates  as  the  Board  may  determine  in  the  Series  B  Resolution  to  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Stc.  16.  A  ltd  be  it  further  urdaintd.  That  the  Series  B  Bonds  shall  be  executed, 
issued  and  delivered  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more  series 
and  in  such  amount  or  amounts  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the  principal 
amount  of  $1,800,000  as  the  Board  shall  prescribe  in  the  Series  B  Resolution. 

Skc  17.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Series  B  Bonds  shall  be  dated, 
shall  be  in  such  denominations,  shall  be  of  such  form  and  tenor,  and  shall  be 
payable  in  such  amounts,  at  such  times  and  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Board 
shall  prescribe  in  the  Series  B  Resolution.

pointed pursuant  to  the  Series  B  Assignment,  shall  enforce  each  and  every  right, 
power  or  remedy  granted  to  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  and  any 
mortgage,  deed  of  trust,  assignment  of  leases,  security  agreement  or  any  con- 
tract, agreement,  trust  or  other  instrument  (including,  without  limitation,  and 
guaranty  agreement)  executed  and  delivered  in  connection  with  the  Loan,  and 
that  nothing  in  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  aforesaid  instruments,  or  the  Series  B 
Assignment  or  Trust  Agreement,  shall  obligate  the  City  to  act  or  refrain  from 
acting  under  such  instruments,  it  being  understood  that  the  holders  of  the  Series 
B  Bonds  shall  look  solely  to  themselves  and  any  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  ap- 
pointed pursuant  to  the  Series  B  Assignment  for  enforcement  of  the  rights  and 
remedies  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  such  instruments  and  the  Series  B  Bonds 
available  to  the  holders  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of 
the  Series  B  Bonds; 

(e)  The  determination  as  to  whether  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  shall  be 
paid  directly  to  the  Borrower  or  paid  to,  and  disbursed  by,  a  trustee  or  trustees 
or  agent  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Series  B  Bonds,  if  any  such  agent, 
trustee  or  trustees  is  appointed,  and,  if  necessary,  the. appointment  of  such 
agent,  trustee  or  trustees,  provided  that  such  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  shall 
have  been  approved  by  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  or  shall  be  a 
financial  institution  which  regularly  serves  in  such  a  capacity  or  a  similar  capaci- 
ty; 

(f)  The  determination  as  to  whether  the  Loan  payments  shall  be  made  directly  to 
the  holder  or  holders  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  or  to  an  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  for 
the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Series  B  Bonds,  and,  if  necessary,  the  appointment 
of  such  agent,  trustee  or  trustees,  provided  that  such  agent,  trustee  or  trustees 
shall  have  been  approved  by  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  or 
shall  be  a  financial  institution  which  regularly  serves  in  such  capacity  or  a  similar 
capacity; 

(g)  The  determination  as  to  whether  the  assignment  of  the  receipts  and 
revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  should  be  made  directly  to  the  holder  of  the 
Series  B  Bonds  or  to  an  agent,  trustee  or  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of 
the  Series  B  Bonds,  and,  if  necessary,  the  appointment  of  such  agent,  trustee  or 
trustees,  provided  that  such  agent,  trustee,  or  trustees  shall  have  been  approved 
by  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  or  shall  be  a  financial  institution 
regularly  serving  in  such  capacity  or  a  similar  capacity; 
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(h)  The  form  of,  and  the  terms  and  provisions  of  any  mortgage,  deed  of  trust, 
assignment  of  leases  or  security  agreement  or  other  security  instrument  cover- 
ing the  Series  B  Facility  or  any  portion  thereof  or  any  interest  therein  or  any 
other  property  as  security  for  the  Loan  or  the  Series  B  Bonds; 

(i)  The  terms  and  the  provisions  of  any  contract,  agreement,  trust  or  other  instru- 
ment (including,  without  limitation,  any  guaranty  agreement)  which  it  deems 
necessary  or  appropriate  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the 
Series  B  Bonds,  the  making  of  the  Loan  and  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  B  Facility; 

(j)  To  the  extent  it  considers  necessary  or  appropriate  in  any  of  the  documents 
referred  to  above,  the  determination  of  any  provisions  regarding  the  commence- 
ment and  completion  of  the  Series  B  Facility,  provisions  regarding  damage  to 
and  condemnation  of  the  Series  B  Facility  or  any  part  thereof,  provisions  for  the 
appointment  of  an  authorized  City  representative  and  an  authorized  Borrower 
representative,  provisions  and  covenants  with  respect  to  the  use,  maintenance, 
modification,  operation  and  transfer  of,  and  access  to,  the  Series  B  Facility;  pro- 
visions with  respect  to  the  issuance,  application,  use  and  disbursement  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Series  B  Bonds;  provisions  for  the  funding  of  reserves  for  the  Series 
B  Bonds;  provisions  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  Series  B  Bonds  for  a 
period  which  it  deems  reasonable;  provisions  regarding  the  assignment  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  any  instrument  referred  to  above,  provisions  regarding  the 
remedies  of  the  holders  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  and  any  agent,  trustee  or  trustees 
appointed  pursuant  to  any  of  the  documents  above  in  the  event  of  a  default  under 
any  such  documents;  and  such  other  terms,  provisions  and  conditions  as  it  may 
determine  to  be  necessary  or  appropriate  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  and  the  making  of  the  Loan; 

(k)  The  determination  of  the  form  and  content  of  any  representations,  warran- 
ties, findings  and  affirmative  and  negative  covenants  of  the  City,  the  Borrower 
and  any  other  party  which  may  be  contained  in  any  of  the  documents  referred  to 
above; 

(I)  Provisions  for  the  amendment  or  modification  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
Series  B  Assignment  or  Trust  Agreement,  any  assignment  of  leases,  any  trust 
agreement,  any  guaranty  agreement,  any  deed  of  trust,  any  mortgage  or  any 
other  security  agreement  or  other  instrument  executed  in  connection  with  the 
Loan,  or  with  the  sale,  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Series  B  Bonds,  including  any 
certificate,  financing  statement  and  any  statement  of  election  as  required  pur- 
suant to  Section  103(bX6XD)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended; 

(in)  A  determination  of  the  identity  of  any  investment  banker,  underwriter, 
placement  agents  or  other  broker  to  be  employed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in 
connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  and  the 
form  of  any  preliminary  and  final  official  statement  issued  in  connection  with  any 
public  offering  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  or  any  offering  memorandum  or  other  of- 
ficial informational  document  prepared  in  connection  with  any  private  placement 
of  the  Series  B  Bonds; 

(n)  The  determination  of  the  date,  time  and  place  when  any  purchase  agree- 
ment or  proposal  shall  be  submitted  for  the  Series  B  Bonds,  the  terms  or  provi- 
sions of  any  such  agreement  or  proposal  and  such  other  matters  as  the  under- 
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writers,  investment  bankers  or  other  placement  agents  employed  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  may  request;  and 

(o)  Such  other  matters,  details,  forms,  documents  or  procedures  as  he  may 
deem  appropriate  or  desirable  to  the  sale,  security,  issuance,  delivery  or  payment 
of  or  for  the  Series  B  Bonds  for  the  Loan,  including,  without  limitation,  the  crea- 
tion of  security  for  the  Series  B  Bonds  and  the  Loan  and  provision  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Series  B  Bonds,  such  as  trusts  or  other  instruments  with 
banks  or  trust  companies  regarding  countersignature  or  delivery  of  the  Series  B 
Bonds  or  security  for  the  Series  B  Bonds  or  the  Loan. 

Sec.  \9.And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  neither  the  Series  B  Bonds  nor  the  in- 
terest thereon  shall  ever  constitute  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or 
the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or 
any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  the  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City,  and  neither 
shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  Series 
B  Bonds,  and  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  which  Series  B  Bonds  shall  be  payable  by  the  City 
solely  from  the  revenue  derived  from  Loan  repayments  (both  principal  and  in- 
terest) made  to  the  City  by  the  Borrower  on  account  of  the  Loan  and,  to  the  ex- 
tent provided  by  the  Board  in  the  Series  B  Resolution,  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  B  Bonds,  and  from  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such 
purpose.  The  proceeds  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  will  be  paid  directly  to  the  Trustee 
or  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  to  be  held  and  disbursed  by  the  Trustee  as  provided 
in  the  Trust  Agreement  or  if  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Board,  by  the  Project 
Fund  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Series  B  Assignment  or  if  deemed  appropriate 
by  the  Board,  such  proceeds  will  be  paid  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  Borrower,  to 
be  approved  by  the  Series  B  Board  in  the  Series  B  Resolution.  No  such  moneys 
will  be  commingled  with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control 
of  the  City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are 
deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  B  Bonds  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this 
Ordinance. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  consideration  of  the  purchase  and 
acceptance  of  the  Series  B  Bonds  by  those  who  shall  hold  the  Series  B  Bonds 
from  time  to  time,  the  City  does  hereby,  and  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Trust  Agreement  or  the  Series  B  Assignment  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  shall, 
set  aside  and  pledge  the  income  and  revenue  under  the  Loan  Agreement  (other 
than  payments  to  the  City  for  indemnification  or  to  reimburse  the  City  for  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  City  itself)  to  the  Trustee  or,  if  the  Series  B  Assignment  is 
entered  into,  the  Series  B  Original  Purchaser,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  be 
used  and  applied  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  B 
Bonds.  Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board  in  the  Series  B  Resolution,  payments  sufficient  for  the  prompt  payment 
when  due  of  the  principal  of,  premium  (if  any)  and  interest  on,  the  Series  B  Bonds 
are  to  be  paid  by  the  Borrower  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the 
Series  B  Bonds  or,  if  the  Series  B  Assignment  is  entered  into,  to  the  Series  B 
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Original  Purchaser  or  other  party,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  account  of 
the  City. 

Stc.  21.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  It  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  acquisition  and  installa- 
tion of  any  portion  of  the  Series  A  Facility  and  the  Series  B  Facility  (other  than 
the  acquisition  and  installation  of  equipment  only)  to  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Community  Development,  and  the  Department  of  Planning  and  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Com- 
munity Development  and  the  Department  of  Planning  and  their  successors  and 
assigns  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  func- 
tional reasons;  and 

(b)  With  respect  to  such  portion  of  the  Series  A  Facility  and  the  Series  B  Facili- 
ty, the  Borrower  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  and  the  Department  of 
Planning  and  their  successors  and  assigns  in  order  to  achieve  high  quality  site, 
building  and  landscape  design. 

Stc.  22.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that  it  shall 
develop,  in  conjunction  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Manpower  Resources,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns  ("MOMR"),  a  plan  covering  future  hiring  needs  and  the  use, 
wherever  possible,  of  the  training  and  recruitment  services  of  the  MOMR  in  con- 
nection with  the  Series  A  Facility  and  the  Series  B  Facility. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  commitment  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  the  Series 
B  Bonds  for  the  benefit  of  the  Borrower.  The  City  intends  that  the  enactment  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  and  constitute  "official  action"  within  the  meaning  of  Sec- 
tion 1.103-8(a)(5)of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations  prescribtjd  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Treasury  pursuant  to  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
of  1954,  as  amended.  The  City  and  the  Borrower  contemplate  that,  upon  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  this  Ordinance,  the  Borrower  may  commence  the  acquisition  of  the 
Series  A  Facility  and  the  Series  B  Facility  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery 
of  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  the  Series  B  Bonds,  respectively;  provided,  however 
-  that  if  the  Borrower  proceeds  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  A  Facility  or  the 
Series  B  Facility  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  Series  A  Resolution  or  the  Series  B 
Resolution,  respectively,  by  the  Board,  as  described  in  Sections  8  and  18  above, 
the  Borrower  does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Stc.  2i.Ayid  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in 
order  to  insure  that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  and 
any  pending  or  future  federal  or  State  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted, 
which  may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues 
its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  any  present  or  future  State  and  local 
laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  any  such  pending  or 
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future  le^slation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those  facilities  which  the 
City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  provide  the  greatest 
benefit  of  the  City. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  24,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  Series  A 
Bonds  and/or  the  Series  B  Bonds,  (2)  issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  and/or  the  Series  B  Bonds  requested  by  the 
Facility  Applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  A  Bonds 
and/or  the  Series  B  Bonds,  (4)  delay  indefinitely  the  issuance  of  the  Series  A 
Bonds  and/or  the  Series  B  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed  necessary 
by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to  insure  that  the  City 
achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  in  the  event  that  any  present  law  or  any  pending  or  future  legisla- 
tion limits  or  would  limit  (by  a  volume  cap  or  otherwise)  the  City's  ability  to  issue 
bonds  or  other  obligations,  the  interest  payable  on  which  is  to  be  exempt  from 
federal  income  taxation,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to  choose  its  bonds  (within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  any  present  or  future  State  and  local  laws)  for 
facilities  other  than  the  Series  A  Facility  and/or  the  Series  B  Facility,  in  such 
order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Sec.  25.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Series  A  Bonds 
and  the  Series  B  Bonds,  at  par,  at  private  (negotiated)  sale  as  authorized  by  the 
Act,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  determined  by  the  Board  in  the  Series  A 
Resolution  and  the  Series  B  Resolution,  respectively,  subject  to  the  terms  of  this 
Ordinance;  provided,  however,  that  the  Series  A  and  the  Series  B  Bonds  may  be 
sold  at  public  (competitive)  sale  or  below  or  above  par  (with  the  consent  of  the 
Borrower)  if  the  Board  determines  that  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  to 
sell  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  the  Series  B  Bonds  at  a  public  (competitive)  sale  or 
sale  above  or  below  par. 

Sec.  26.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  in  lieu  of  the  Series  A  Resolution  and 
the  Series  B  Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Finance,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  approve  or  prescribe,  by  Executive  Order,  any  matters  which  the 
Board  is  authorized  to  approve  or  prescribe  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  27.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically 
exempted  herefrom. 
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Sec.  2S.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  this  Ordinance  is  intended  to  be,  and 
shall  constitute,  a  commitment  by  the  City  to  the  Borrower  to  issue  and  deliver 
the  Series  A  Bonds  and  the  Series  B  Bonds  authorized  hereby  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  hereof,  provided  however,  that  if  no  Series  A  Bonds  or  no  Series  B 
Bonds  have  been  issued  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  within  six  months  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  the  authority  and  commitment  of  the  City  to 
issue  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  the  Series  B  Bonds  granted  hereunder  shall  end; 
provided,  however,  that  the  Board  may,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public 
hearing  held  before  the  Board,  extend  such  authorization  for  one  additional  term 
not  to  exceed  six  months.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  shall  determine  the 
sufficiency,  or  lack  thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension 
of  this  Ordinance.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the 
reasons  therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  2^.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
he  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

REVENUE  BONDS - 
(ANNUNCIATION  ORTHODOX  CENTER  FACILITY) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$2,500,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the  sole  and  ex- 
clusive purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Greek  Orthodox 
Cathedral  of  the  Annunciation,  a  non-profit  religious  corporation  of  the  State 
of  Maryland,  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City  consisting  of  the  acquisition 
of  approximately  2/3  acre  of  real  property  located  at  1225  Maryland  Avenue 
(also  known  as  24  West  Preston  Street)  and  27,  29,  31  and  33  West  Preston 
Street,  in  Baltimore  City,  the  renovation,  restoration,  and  construction  of  a 
building  of  approximately  28,000  square  feet  thereon  to  be  known  as  the  "An- 
nunciation Orthodox  Center",  and  the  purchase  and  installation  of  certain  fur- 
nishings, machinery,  equipment  and  other  improvements  therein,  to  be  owned 
by  the  Greek  Orthodox  Cathedral  of  the  Annunciation  and  to  be  used  as  a 
cultural  center;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  ac- 
cept the  letter  of  intent  dated  April  13,  1984,  from  the  Greek  Orthodox 
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Cathedral  of  the  Annunciation  to  the  City;  making  certain  legislative  findings; 
authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or 
resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such 
bonds,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms, 
provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as 
well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all 
other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or 
expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing 
that  the  Greek  Orthodox  Cathedral  of  the  Annunciation  shall  agree  to  submit 
any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development  in  connection  with  the  completion  of 
such  facility;  providing  that  such  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in 
anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold  within 
twelve  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless 
the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  twelve-month  extension  as  provided  in  this 
Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of 
such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  mat- 
ters and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  and 
bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (H)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (HI).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  April  13,  1984  (the  "Letter  of  In- 
tent"), from  the  Greek  Orthodox  Cathedral  of  the  Annunciation,  a  Maryland  non- 
profit religious  corporation  (the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower 
has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  comple- 
tion by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Facili- 
ty"), by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $2,500,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and 
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exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the 
Borrower. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  EnabliFig  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of  land  containing  approximately  2/3 
acre  located  at  1225  Maryland  Avenue  (also  known  as  25  West  Preston  Street) 
and  27,  29,  31  and  33  West  Preston  Street  in  Baltimore  City,  (b)  the  renovation, 
restoration  and  construction  of  a  building  of  approximately  28,000  square  feet 
thereon,  to  be  known  as  the  "Annunciation  Orthodox  Center",  to  be  used  as  a 
cultural  center,  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  such  building  of  any  or  all 
furnishings,  machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  or  all  other  improvements 
therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation  thereof, 
and  (d)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or 
suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other 
necessary  site  preparation  facilities.  Upon  completion,  the  Facility  will  be  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  l.Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purjx)ses  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  (d)  promoting  cultural  development  and  the  welfare  of  the 
residents  of  Baltimore  City;  and  (e)  allowing  the  Borrower  to  maintain  its  opera- 
tions in  Baltimore  City. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
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sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $2,500,000,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made 
available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  approved  by  the  Board  and 
set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(b)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  5  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(c)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs 
of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(d)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 
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Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordciitied,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facili- 
ty, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or 
(III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Stc.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  trust  agreement  or 
other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its 
behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise 
reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual 
signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature 
'^shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid 
documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  docunients  and  cer- 
tificates as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
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Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute sucli  financing  statements. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the 
Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof. 

(b)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  5  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(c)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower 
to  finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(d)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Slc.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
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of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  ll.And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  9  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from  the  date 
on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided, 
however,  that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held 
before  the  Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  twelve-month  period, 
may  extend  the  period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation 
notes  may  be  issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  twelve  months 
from  the  date  on  which  the  first  twelve-month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its 
sole  discretion,  and  without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  suffi- 
ciency, or  lack  thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of 
the  twelve-month  period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and 
the  reasons  therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither 
the  Bonds  nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twenty- 
four  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of 
the  City,  the  authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell 
the  Bonds  and  such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
STEPHEN'S  SQUARE  PROJECT 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to 
time  and  in  one  or  more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon 
its  full  faith  and  credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  to  be 
designated  "Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds  (Stephen's  Square  Project)"  (the  "Bonds")  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $1,875,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-Section 
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(50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision)  as  amended, 
in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  thereof  available  to  Stephen's 
Square  Limited  Partnership,  a  California  MARYLAND  limited  partnership 
the  "Borrower")  by  making  a  direct  loan  to  the  Borrower,  all  for  the  sole  and 
exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  in  connec- 
tion with  (a)  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds;  (b)  the  acquisition,  construc- 
tion, reconstruction  and  rehabilitation  of  certain  real  property  and  the  im- 
provements located  in  Baltimore  City;  and  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation 
of  certain  machinery  and  equipment,  said  real  property,  improvements, 
machinery  and  equipment  (the  "Project")  to  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  as  a 
multi-family  rental  housing  project  to  provide  approximately  92  apartment 
units  in  Baltimore  City,  at  least  twenty  percent  (20%)  (or  at  least  fifteen  per- 
cent (15%),  if  the  Project  is  deemed  to  be  a  "Targeted  Area  Project")  of  which 
rental  dwelling  units  shall,  upon  completion,  be  leased  to  persons  having  low 
or  moderate  income,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section 
103(bX4XA)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the 
regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  authorizing  the  City  to  loan  the  proceeds 
to  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  a  loan  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Bor- 
rower; authorizing  Mayor  of  the  City  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  Bor- 
rower's letter  of  intent  dated  April  4,  1984;  making  certain  legislative  find- 
ings; authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  prior  to 
the  issuance  and  delivery  of  such  Bonds,  to  adopt  a  resolution  pursuant  to 
which  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  shall  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things 
but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  sources  of  payment,  manner  or 
method  of  issuing  and  selling,  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and 
all  other  details  of  such  Bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper 
and  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  Bonds; 
authorizing  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  private  (negotiated)  or  public  (retail)  sale; 
providing  that  the  Borrower  shall  agree  to  submit  certain  plans  and  specifica- 
tions to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  in  connection  with  such  reconstruction,  rehabilitation  and  equip- 
ping of  the  Project;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  mat- 
ters and  details  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale 
and  payment  of  such  series  of  Bonds. 

RECITALS 

Sub-Section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964)  Revision, 
as  amended,  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  issue  revenue  bonds  and  to  use  the  pro<:eeds  of  the  sale 
of  such  revenue  bonds  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  accomplishment  of  any  of 
the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City.  Some  of  the  general  objectives  of 
the  City,  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law,  include  (a)  the  relief  of  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  (b)  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of 
the  residents  of  Baltimore  City,  and  (c)  promoting  commercial  and  economic 
development  in  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  April  4,  1984  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  Stephen's  Square  Limited  Partnership,  a  California  partnership 
(the  "Borrower")  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  that  the  City 
participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  in  cormection 
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with  a  certain  project  (hereinafter  described  and  referred  to  as  the  "Project")  by 
issuing  and  selling  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,875,000  (the  "Bonds")  and  loaning  proceeds 
from  the  sale  thereof  to  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  a  loan  agreement  (the  "Loan 
Agreement"). 

The  Project  will  consist  of  (a)  the  acquisition,  construction,  reconstruction  and 
rehabilitation,  so  as  to  contain  rental  dwelling  units,  of  certain  real  estate  and 
those  approximately  56  properties  located  at  14-20  N.  Strieker  (even  numbers 
only),  1504-1532  W.  Fairmotit  (even  numbers  only)  1503-1535  WEST  FAIR- 
MOUNT  (EXCEPT  1520  AND  1534),  13-17  N.  Gilmor  (odd  numbers  only), 
1503-1535  W.  Fairmont  (odd  numbers  only).  1408-1412  W.  Baltimore  (even 
numbers  only),  1504-1512  W.  Baltimore  (even  numbers  only),  1521-1529  W. 
Baltimore  (odd  numbers  only,  excluding  1523  and  1525),  1415,  1417  and  1429  W. 
Fayette,  21  N.  Calhoun  and  21-23  N.  Strieker  (odd  numbers  only)  in  Baltimore 
City  together  with  all  existing  improvements  located  therein,  (b)  the  acquisition 
and  installation  of  certain  equipment  and  machinery  that  is  necessary  or  deemed 
by  the  Borrower  to  be  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  Project  and 
(c)  the  acquisition  of  such  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  for 
the  Project,  together  \\ith  roads,  other  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other 
necessary  facilities.  The  Project  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower.  At  least  twenty 
percent  (20%)  of  the  rental  units  in  the  Project  and  in  each  noncontiguous  portion 
of  the  Project  (or  at  least  fifteen  percent  (15%)  if  the  Project  is  deemed  to  be  a 
"targeted  area  project")  are  to  be  leased,  upon  completion,  to  persons  having  low 
or  moderate  income,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  103(bX4XA) 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the  regulations  pro- 
mulgated thereunder. 

The  Loan  Agreement  will  provide  that  payments  by  the  Borrower  shall  be  suf- 
ficient to  enable  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any, 
on  the  Bonds  when  and  as  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable. 

The  Loan  Agreement  will  require  the  Borrower  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  solely  to  finance  the  Project  (except  to  the  extent  of  amounts  permitted 
hereunder  and  by  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be  expended  for  other  purposes). 

As  security  for  the  Bonds,  the  City  may  enter  into  a  trust  indenture  (the  "In- 
denture") with  a  corporate  trustee  (the  "Trustee")  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board  of  Finance")  or  an  assignment  agreement  (the 
"Assignment")  with  the  original  purchaser  of  the  Bonds  (the  "Purchaser")  and  a 
trustee  (which  may  be  the  Purchaser)  (the  "Project  Fund  Trustee").  Pursuant  to 
an  Indenture  or  pursuant  to  the  Assignment  in  the  event  that  an  Indenture  is 
determined  to  be  unnecessary,  the  City  will  assign  to  the  Trustee  or  the  Pur- 
chaser (among  other  things),  (a)  all  of  the  City's  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to 
and  remedies  under  any  Loan  Agreement  or  any  regulatory  agreement  between 
the  Borrower  and  the  City  relating  to  the  tax  exemption  of  interest  on  the  Bonds 
(the  "Regulatory  Agreement")  (excepting  only  the  right  of  the  City  to  indem- 
nification by  the  Borrower  and  to  payments  to  the  City  for  expenses  incurred  by 
the  City  itself)  including  any  and  all  collateral  referred  to  therein,  (b)  the  receipts 
and  revenues  of  the  City  from  any  loan  payments  by  the  Borrower,  (c)  moneys 
which  are  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  on  deposit  with  the  Trustee,  (d)  all 
right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  with  respect  to  any  and  all  other 
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property  of  every  description  and  nature  from  time  to  time  by  delivery  or  by 
writing  of  any  kind  conveyed,  pledged,  assigned  or  transferred,  as  and  for  addi- 
tional security  for  the  Bonds,  by  the  City  or  by  anyone  on  its  behalf  or  with  its 
written  consent,  to  the  Trustee,  and  (e)  all  of  the  City's  right,  title  and  interest  in 
and  to  and  remedies  under  such  other  documents,  including,  without  limitation, 
mortgages,  deeds  of  trust,  assignments,  leases,  guaranties  and  security 
agreements,  as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  deem  appropriate  or  necessary  to  ef- 
fectuate the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  which  the  Board  of 
Finance  shall  approve  by  resolution  (the  "Resolution")  to  be  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Finance  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

The  Bonds  may  be  sold  by  private  (negotiated)  sale  or  by  public  (retail)  sale  sub- 
ject to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance, 
including  the  form  of  and  the  manner  of  execution  and  delivery  of  an  official 
statement  or  other  offering  circular  to  be  distributed  in  connection  with  a  public 
offering  of  the  Bonds  or  an  information  memorandum  or  other  official  informa- 
tional document  prepared  in  connection  with  a  private  placement  of  Bonds. 

The  Taxation  and  Finance  Comnuttee  of  the  City  Council  held  a  public  hearing, 
pursuant  to  notice  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  for 
the  purpose  of  apprising  affected  residents  of  the  City  of  the  proposed  issuance 
AND  SALE  of  the  Bonds  and  allowing  such  residents  to  appear  and  be  heard 
concerning  the  issuance  AND  SALE  of  the  Bonds  and  the  location  and  nature  of 
the  Project.  THE  BONDS  MAY  BE  SOLD  TOGETHER  WITH  BONDS  THE 
PROCEEDS  OF  WHICH  BONDS  ARE  TO  BE  USED  TO  FINANCE  A 
RENTAL  HOUSING  PROJECT  THAT  WILL  CONTAIN  TWENTY-SEVEN 
(27)  RENTAL  UNITS  AND  ONE  (1)  COMMERCIAL  UNIT  LOCATED  AT 
617-631  WEST  LEXINGTON  STREET  IN  BALTIMORE  CITY  (THE 
"RIEMAN  BLOCK  PROJECT").  THE  MAXIMUM  PRINCIPAL  AMOUNT  OF 
THE  BONDS  FOR  THE  RIEMAN  BLOCK  PROJECT  IS  $950,000  AND  THE 
PROJECT  IS  TO  BE  OWNED  BY  THE  RIEMAN  BLOCK  LIMITED  PART- 
NERSHIP. ORDINANCE  NO.  78  FOR  THE  RIEMAN  BLOCK  PROJECT 
WAS  PASSED  BY  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  MAY  29,  1984  AND  SIGNED  BY 
THE  MAYOR  ON  JUNE  4,  1984.  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  had  HAS 
determined  following  such  public  hearing  that  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  to 
finance  the  Project  it*  AND  THE  SALE  OF  THE  BONDS  TOGETHER  WITH 
THE  BONDS  FOR  THE  RIEMAN  BLOCK  PROJECT  ARE  in  the  public  in- 
terest and  for  a  public  purpose  and  by  this  Ordinance  has  given  its  approval 
thereto. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  l.Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(a)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  lend  the  proceeds  thereof  directly  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  and  the 
costs  of  the  Project  will  facilitate,  enable  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the 
Project  by  the  Borrower. 
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(b)  The  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  thereof  as 
provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the  general  purposes  con- 
templated by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (i)  sustaining  jobs  and  employment  in 
Baltimore  City,  (ii)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  and  (iii) 
encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City. 

(c)  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  the  interest  or  premium  (if  any)  thereon  shall  ever  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  or  constitute  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and 
credit  or  the  taxing  powers  of  the  City,  and  neither  shall  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  within  the  meamng  of  any  other  constitutional  or  charter  provision 
or  statutory  limitation,  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be 
limited  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the  City  solely  from  the  sources 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolution  which  may  include  loan 
repayments  made  by  the  Borrower,  moneys  derived  from  any  collateral  pledged 
under  any  document  or  security  agreement  executed  and  delivered  in  connection 
with  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  any  moneys  held  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Trustee  (if  one  is  appointed),  including  unexpended  Bond  proceeds  and  in- 
vestment earnings  thereon,  and  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for 
such  purpose.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  each  series  will  be  paid  directly  to  the 
Trustee  or  to  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  to  be  disbursed  by  the  Trustee  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Indenture  or  by  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Assign- 
ment, either  of  which  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolution. 
Loan  payments  will  be  paid  directly  to  the  Trustee  (or  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  in 
the  event  a  Trustee  is  not  appointed  for  such  purpose)  as  provided  in  the  Inden- 
ture or  a  Loan  Agreement  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolu- 
tion. No  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject 
to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City,  but  \^ill  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervi- 
sion and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that 
the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the 
Enabling  Law  and  this  Ordinance.  The  transactions  authorized  hereunder  shall 
in  no  event  constitute  capital  projects  within  the  meaning  of  any  charter  or 
statutor>'  provisions.  The  public  purposes  expressed  in  the  Enabling  Law  are  to 
be  achieved  by  facilitating,  enabling  and  expediting  the  completion  of  the  Project 
by  the  Borrower. 

(d)  The  Board  of  Finance  shall,  in  its  discretion,  provide  in  the  Resolution  for 
wliatever  form  of  security,  if  any,  it  deems  appropriate  in  connection  with  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds.  It  is  contemplated  that,  if  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  are  loaned  to  the  Borrower,  the  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the 
Project  other  than  (i)  any  general  interest  in  the  Borrower's  property  shared  by 
all  holders  of  the  Borrower's  obligations  which  rank  and  are  secured  equally  with 
the  Borrower's  obligations  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  as  applicable,  (ii) 
the  lien  and  security  interest  created  by  a  deed  of  trust,  if  any,  and  by  the  Loan 
Agreement,  as  applicable,  and  (iii)  any  iriterest  created  by  any  other  mortgage  or 
deed  of  trust  or  other  security  instrument  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Bor- 
rower or  any  third  party  as  security  for  a  loan  of  the  Bond  pr(x.eeds  as  the  Board 
of  Finance  may  provide  for  and  approve  in  the  Resolution  and  that  the  security 
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for  the  Bonds  shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  (iv)  the  absolute,  irrevocable  and  un- 
conditional obligation  of  the  Borrower  to  make  the  payments  required  by  the 
Loan  Agreement,  (v)  moneys  from  the  liquidation  of  the  lien  and  security  interest 
created  by  the  deed  of  trust,  if  any,  and  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  of  any  other 
lien  or  security  interest  created  with  respect  to  any  property  as  security  for  a 
loan  of  the  Bond  proceeds  or  the  Bonds  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  provide  for 
and  approve  in  the  Resolution,  and  (vi)  moneys  realized  from  any  guaranty  of  the 
Bonds  or  of  any  such  loan  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  provide  for  and  approve 
in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue,  sell  and  deliver,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or 
more  series,  and  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and 
credit,  its  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds 
(Stephen's  Square  Project),  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$1 ,875,000  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds 
will  be  loaned  to  the  Borrower  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  issuance  and  cost 
of  the  Bonds  and  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Project.  The  Bonds 
and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  repayable  by  the 
City  solely  from  the  sources  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolution 
which  may  include  loan  repayments  by  the  Borrower  on  account  of  a  loan  by  the 
City  of  the  Bond  proceeds,  any  moneys  derived  from  any  collateral  pledged 
under  any  document  or  security  agreement  executed  and  delivered  in  connection 
with  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  any  moneys  held  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Trustee,  including  unexpended  Bond  proceeds  and  investment  earn- 
ings thereon,  and  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose. 
The  security  for  the  Bonds  shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  as  provided  in  Section  1 
of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  ap- 
proval of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  commitment  of  the  City  to  issue  the 
Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of 
Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further  evidence  the  commitment  of  the  City 
to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ardaijied.  That  each  of  the  Bonds  shall  bear  the 
descriptive  title  "Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds  (Stephen's  Square  Project)",  provided,  that  the  descriptive  title  may  con- 
tain such  other  descriptive  information  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  prescribe  in 
the  Resolution  (e.g.  "Series  A",  or  "1984  Series").  The  Bonds  shall  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  to  be  approved  and  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Finance  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  definitive  Bonds,  which  may  be 
engraved,  printed  or  typewritten,  including  the  Trustee's  Certificate  of  Authen- 
tication to  be  endorsed  thereon,  shall  be  in  such  form,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Enabling  Law  and  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may 
approve  in  the  Resolution. 
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Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the 
name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be 
impressed  or  other\s'ise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the 
City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  Loan  Agreement,  Indenture,  Regulatory 
Agreement  or  any  other  document  which  the  Board  of  Finance  deems  necessary 
or  appropriate  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  shall  be 
executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (or 
such  other  officer  as  the  Mayor  shall  lawfully  designate  for  the  purpose)  by  his 
manual  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall 
be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of 
the  City  Seal  by  his  manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a 
facsimile  of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid 
documents  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any 
of  the  other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  never- 
theless be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  re- 
mained in  office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of 
the  City,  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such 
documents  and  certificates  as  the  Board  of  Finance  may  determine  in  the  Resolu- 
tion to  be  necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed,  issued 
and  delivered  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  m  one  or  more  series  and  in  such 
amount  or  amounts  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the  principal  amouFit  of 
$1,875,000  as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  prescribe  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  dated,  shall  be  in 
such  denominations,  shall  be  of  such  form  and  tenor,  and  shall  be  payable  in  such 
amounts  at  such  times  not  exceeding  42  years  from  the  date  thereof  and  at  such 
place  or  places  as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  prescribe  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  may  be  subject  to  redemp- 
tion prior  to  their  stated  maturities  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board 
of  Finance  shall  prescribe  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds,  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  adopt  the  Resolution  pursuant 
to  which  the  Board  of  Finance  shall: 

(a)  prescribe  the  form,  tenor,  terms,  sources  of  payment,  provisions  and  condi- 
tions of  and  security  for  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe  the  actual  amounts,  rate  or  rates  of  interest  (or  the  method  of 
determining  the  same),  denominations,  date,  actual  maturity  or  maturities  and 
the  place  or  places  of  payment  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  and 
details  under  which  the  Bonds  may  be  called  for  redemption  prior  to  their  stated 
maturities; 
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(c)  appoint  a  bank  having  trust  powers,  or  a  trust  company,  as  Trustee  for  the 
Bonds  (if  a  Trustee  is  to  be  appointed)  and  appoint  a  paying  agent  or  agents  for 
the  Bonds,  which  may  be  the  Trustee; 

(d)  approve  the  form  and  contents,  and  authorize  the  execution  and  delivery 
(where  appUcable)  of  any  of  the  following  documents:  (i)  a  Loan  Agreement,  (ii) 
an  Indenture,  (iii)  a  Regulatory  Agreement,  (iv)  any  preliminary  and  final  official 
statement  or  offering  circular  prepared  in  connection  with  the  public  sale  of  the 
Bonds  or  any  offering  memorandum  or  other  official  informational  document 
prepared  in  connection  with  a  private  placement  of  the  Bonds,  and  (v)  such  other 
documents  as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  deem  appropriate  or  necessary  in  order 
to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds; 

(e)  determine  the  time  of  execution,  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds 
and  prescribe  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds; 

(f)  provide  for  the  direct  payment  by  the  Lender  or  the  Borrower  of  all  costs, 
fees  and  expenses  incurred  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  with  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  costs  of 
printing  (if  any)  and  issuing  the  Bonds,  legal  expenses  and  compensation  to  any 
person  (other  than  full  time  employees  of  the  City)  performing  services  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  therewith; 

(g)  provide  for  the  issuance  and  sale  (subject  to  the  passage  of  an  appropriate 
ordinance  authorizing  the  same  as  may  be  required  at  the  time)  of  one  or  more 
series  of  additional  bonds  and  one  or  more  series  of  refunding  bonds;  and 

(h)  do  any  and  all  things,  and  authorize  the  officials  of  the  City  to  do  any  and  all 
things,  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  1L  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  Loan  Agreement,  Indenture, 
Assignment,  Regulatory  Agreement  or  any  official  statement,  offering  circular 
or  information  memorandum  prepared  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  the  Bonds 
shall  contain  such  terms,  provisions  and  conditions,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Enabling  Law  and  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall 
approve  in  the  Resolution. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordaiiied,  That,  as  authorized  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Bonds  may  be  sold  by  private  (negotiated)  sale  or  by  public  (retail)  sale  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the 
Resolution.  The  Board  is  hereby  authorized: 

(a)  to  consent  to  the  use  by  representatives  of  the  Borrower,  any  investment 
bankers  or  other  firms  acting  as  underwriters  or  placement  agents  or  otherv\ise 
in  regard  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  of  (i)  a  preliminary  and  final  official  statement 
or  offering  circular  in  connection  with  any  public  offering  of  the  Bonds  or  (ii)  an 
offering  memorandum  or  other  official  informational  document  in  connection 
with  any  private  placement  of  the  Bonds;  and 

(b)  to  execute  and  deliver  any  purchase  agreement  for  the  Bonds  by  and  beUveen 
the  City  and  the  undenvTiters  or  other  purchasers  of  the  Bonds  consistent  uith. 
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and  subject  to,  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  the  Enabling  Law  and  to  ac- 
complish any  and  all  actions  necessary  or  deemed  appropriate  by  the  City  officials 
to  issue  and  deliver  the  Bonds  to  such  underwriters  or  purchasers  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  any  such  purchase  agreement:;  AND 

(C)  TO  APPROVE  THE  SALE  OF  THE  BONDS  TOGETHER  WITH  THE 
SALE  OF  THE  BONDS  FOR  THE  RIEMAN  BLOCK  PROJECT  AND  TO 
TAKE  ANY  AND  ALL  ACTIONS  NECESSARY  TO  EFFECT  SUCH  SALE 
CONSISTENT  WITH  THE  TERMS  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE  AND 
ORDINANCE  NO.  78. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon 
shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  or  constitute  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the 
faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of 
the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Maryland  Con- 
stitution or  any  other  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation, 
limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  of 
the  City.  The  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  not  constitute  or  give  rise  to 
any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  Bonds,  and  the  interest  thereon,  shall  be 
limited  obligations  of  the  City,  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  which  Bonds  shall 
be  payable  by  the  City  solely  from  and  to  the  extent  of  sources  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolution  which  may  include  loan  repayments  made  by 
the  Borrower  on  account  of  a  loan  of  the  Bond  proceeds  by  the  City  to  such  party, 
moneys  derived  from  any  collateral  pledged  under  any  document  executed  and 
delivered  in  connection  with  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  moneys 
held  from  time  to  time  by  the  Trustee  (if  one  is  appointed),  including  unexpended 
Bond  proceeds  and  investment  earnings  thereon,  and  from  any  other  moneys 
made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  and  the 
pa>7nents  to  be  made  by  the  Borrower  will  be  paid  directly  to  the  Trustee  or  the 
Project  Fund  Trustee  to  be  held  and  disbursed  by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  the 
Indenture  or  by  the  Project  Fund  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Assignment  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the  Resolution.  No  such  moneys  will  be  com- 
mingled with  the  City's  Funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City, 
but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  are  used 
to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  It  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  and  equip- 
ping of  the  Project  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
for  approval,  and  that  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional 
reasons;  and 

(b)  It  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  and  design. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
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legal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances  and  the 
remaining  provisions  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  give  practical  realization  to  the 
public  purposes  intended  to  be  achieved  hereunder  and  the  protection  against 
pecuniary  liability  to  be  afforded  to  the  City.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the 
legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been  passed  if  such  illegal,  in- 
valid or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  had  not  been 
included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to  which  this  Ordinance  or 
any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  exempted  herefrom. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  the  Bonds  are  not  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  the  authorization  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to 
issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  shall  expire;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of 
Finance  may,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  of  Finance,  extend  such  authorization  for  one  additional  term  not  to  ex- 
ceed six  months.  The  Board  of  Finance,  in  its  sole  discretion,  shall  determine  the 
sufficiency,  or  lack  thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension 
of  this  Ordinance.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the 
reasons  therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council  of  the  City. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

BOND  ISSUE -SCHOOL  LOAN 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (pur- 
suant to  Resolution  IV  of  1984  approved  by  the  Members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  representing  Baltimore  City),  to  issue  and  sell  its  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  six  million  dollars 
($6,000,000.00),  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  same  to  be  used  for 
the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engraving,  printing,  advertising, 
attorneys'  fees,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  connected  therewith,  and  the 
remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  for  the  acquisition,  by  purchase,  con- 
demnation or  any  other  legal  means,  of  land  or  property,  or  any  rights  therein, 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  constructing  and  erecting  on  said  land  or  proper- 
ty, or  on  any  land  or  property  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
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Council  of  Baltimore,  new  school  buildings,  athletic  and  other  auxiliary 
facilities,  and  for  additions  and  improvements  to,  or  the  modernization  or 
reconstruction  of,  existing  school  buildings  or  facilities,  and  for  equipment  for 
any  and  all  new  facilities  authorized  to  be  constructed  or  erected  by  the  provi- 
sions hereof,  and  for  architectural  or  engineering  services  or  surveys,  and  any 
other  activities  relating  to  planning  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned  or 
relating  to  planning  for  future  projects  of  the  same  general  character  which 
may  be  constructed  out  of  future  loans;  limiting  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  the  bonds  to  expenditures  for  capital  improvement  projects  having  an 
estimated  service  life  of  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  years,  and  providing  that 
such  proceeds  shall  not  be  used  for  current  operating  expenses  of  the  City; 
conferring  certain  powers  upon  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of 
Baltimore  City  and  imposing  certain  conditions  in  connection  with  the  expen- 
diture of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness; conferring  and  imposing  upon  the  Board  of  Finance  of  Baltimore 
City  certain  powers  and  duties;  authorizing  the  submission  of  this  Ordinance 
to  the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval, 
at  the  General  Election  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  City  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of 
November,  1984;  and  providing  for  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
said  certificates  of  indebtedness  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the  municipal 
agency  designated  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas,  by  Resolution  IV  of  1984  approved  by  the  Members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland  representing  Baltimore  City,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  is  authorized  to  create  a  debt  and  to  issue  and  sell  its  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness (hereinafter  called  "bonds")  as  evidence  thereof,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding Six  Million  Dollars  ($6,000,000.00)  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms  set 
forth  in  said  Resolution,  the  net  cash  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds, 
not  exceeding  the  par  value  of  said  bonds,  to  be  used  for  educational  structures  and 
other  auxiliary  facilities  and  for  acquiring  propeny  for  such  purposes,  all  as 
authorized  by  said  Resolution;  and 

Where.as,  Funds  are  now  needed  for  said  purposes;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  said  municipality,  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
issue  bonds  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding Six  Million  Dollars  ($6,000,000.00),  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  may 
be  needed  or  required  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  named  and  said  bonds  shall  be 
sold  by  said  Board  of  Finance  from  time  to  time  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  req- 
uisite, and  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used  for  the 
purposes  hereinafter  named,  provided  that  this  Ordinance  shall  not  become  ef- 
fective unless  it  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  legal  voters  of 
Baltimore  City  cast  at  the  time  and  place  hereinafter  designated  by  this 
Ordinance. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That: 

(a)  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  denominations  of  not  less  than  One  Thousand 
Dollars  ($1,000.00)  each,  but  may  be  in  sums  of  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1,000.00),  or  any  suitable  multiple  thereof. 

(b)  Said  bonds,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  a  serial 
maturity  plan  so  worked  out  as  to  discharge  the  entire  principal  amount 
represented  thereby  within  not  more  than  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date  of  their 
issuance;  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the 
maturity  of  any  part  of  the  principal  amount  represented  by  any  of  said  bonds  for 
the  first  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  their  issuance. 

(c)  Said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  may  be 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance  by  resolution  at  such  time  or 
times  when  any  of  said  bonds  are  issued,  and  such  interest  shall  be  payable  semi- 
annually. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to 
pass  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  from  time  to  time,  to  determine  and  set  forth 
any  or  all  of  the  following: 

(a)  The  amount  of  debt  to  be  incurred  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council'  of 
Baltimore  at  any  particular  time,  and  from  time  to  time,  under  and  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  the  date  or  dates  when  any  bonds  representing 
said  debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  are  to  mature,  and  the  amount  or  amounts  of  said 
debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  shall  mature  upon  the  aforesaid  date  or  dates; 
and  the  semi-annual  dates  in  each  year,  during  the  entire  period  of  time  when  any 
of  said  bonds  are  outstanding,  when  interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable. 

(b)  The  form  or  forms  of  the  bonds  representing  the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof, 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  at  any  particular 
time,  including  any  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto;  the  provisions,  if 
any,  for  the  issuance  of  coupon  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  issuance  of 
fully  registered  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  registration  as  to  principal 
of  any  coupon  bonds;  and  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  conversion  and  reconver- 
sion into  coupon  bonds  of  any  fully  registered  bonds  or  coupon  bonds  registered 
as  to  principal;  the  place  or  places  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds;  and  the  date  of  said  bonds  issued  at  any  particular  time,  and  the  right 
of  redemption  of  said  bonds  by  the  City  prior  to  maturity;  and 

(c)  The  time,  place,  manner  and  medium  of  advertisement  of  the  readiness  of 
the  Board  of  Finance,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  to  receive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
hereunder,  or  any  part  thereof;  the  form,  terms  and  conditions  of  such  bids;  the 
time,  place  and  manner  of  awarding  bonds  so  bid  for,  including  the  right 
whenever  any  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  are  offered  for  sale  and 
sold  at  the  same  time  as  other  bonds  of  said  City,  to  establish  the  conditions  for 
bids  and  awards  and  to  award  all  of  said  bonds  on  an  all  or  none  basis;  and  the 
time,  place,  terms  and  manner  of  settlement  for  the  bonds  so  bid  for. 
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Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That: 

(a)  All  premiums  resulting  from  the  sale  of  any  of  the  bonds  issued  and  sold 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  applied  first  to  defray  the 
cost  of  issuance  thereof  and  the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  becoming  due  and  payable  during  the  fiscal  year  in 
which  said  bonds  are  issued  and  sold  or  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  debt  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  bonds 
issued  and  sold  pursuant  thereto  and  their  transfer,  and  the  principal  and  in- 
terest payable  thereon  (including  any  profit  made  in  the  sale  thereof),  shall  be 
and  remain  exempt  from  any  and  all  State,  county  and  municipal  taxation  in  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

(c)  All  bonds  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  sold  at  public  sale  to  the  highest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders  therefor  after 
due  notice  of  such  sale,  but  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by 
and  through  the  Board  of  Finance  thereof,  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all 
bids  therefor  for  any  re^on,  and  thereafter  reoffer  such  bonds  at  public  sale  as 
aforesaid  or  at  private  sale,  provided  that  if  such  bonds  be  offered  at  private  sale 
they  shall  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  for  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  until  all  of  the  interest  on  and  principal 
of  any  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  have  been  paid 
in  full,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  levy  and  impose  an  annual 
tax  on  each  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  of  assessable  property  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  at  a  rate  sufficient  to  produce  revenue  to  pay  all  interest  on  and  prin- 
cipal of  all  bonds  theretofore  issued  and  outstanding  or  authorized  to  be  issued 
and  outstanding,  payable  in  the  next  succeeding  year. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  at  the 
General  Election  to  be  held  in  Baltimore  City,  on  Tuesday,  the  6th  day  of 
November,  1984. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  date  of  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  public  of  the  amount  of 
money  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  is  authorized  to  borrow, 
and  the  general  purposes  for  which  such  borrowed  funds  may  be  expended, 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  time  when  the  election 
hereinbefore  mentioned  is  to  be  held;  and  such  public  notice  shall  be  given  in  such 
n^nner  and  by  such  means  or  through  such  media  and  at  such  time  or  times  as 
may  be  determined,  from  time  to  time,  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance. 

Sec.  S.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  actual  cash  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  not  exceeding  the  par  value  thereof,  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the 
following  purposes,  to  wit: 

(a)  So  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  in  addition  to  the  premiums  realized 
from  the  sale,  if  any,  for  the  cost  of  issuance,  including  the  expense  of  engraving, 
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printing,  advertising,  attorneys'  fees,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  con- 
nected therewith;  and 

(b)  The  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  for  the  acquisition,  by  pur- 
chase, condemnation  or  any  other  legal  means,  of  land  or  property,  or  any  rights 
therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  constructing  and  erecting  on  said  land  or 
property,  or  on  any  land  or  property  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  new  school  buildings,  athletic  and  other  auxiliary 
facilities,  and  for  additions  and  improvements  to,  or  the  modernization  or 
reconstruction  of,  existing  school  buildings  or  facilities,  and  for  equipment  for 
any  and  all  new  facilities  authorized  to  be  constructed  or  erected  by  the  provi- 
sions hereof,  and  for  architectural  or  engineering  services  or  surveys,  and  any 
other  activities  relating  to  planning  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned  or  relating 
to  planning  for  future  projects  of  the  same  general  character  which  may  be  con- 
structed out  of  future  loans. 

(c)  The  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds  shall  be  linuted  to  expendi- 
tures for  capital  improvement  projects  having  an  estimated  service  life  of  not 
less  than  fifteen  (15)  years,  and  providing  that  such  proceeds  shall  not  be  used  for 
current  operating  expenses  of  the  City. 


Sec.  d.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  in  the  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of 
sale  of  said  bonds,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  observe  the 
following  conditions: 

(a)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  relating  to  the 
Planning  Commission,  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City 
shall  have  the  authority  to  select  sites  for  the  construction  of  the  new  school 
buildings  hereby  authorized; 

(b)  All  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  or  reconstruction  of  school 
buildings,  or  for  additions  or  improvements  to  school  buildings,  to  be  financed 
out  of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized  to  be 
issued,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  Board  of  School  Commissioners 
prior  to  final  acceptance  of  such  plans  and  specifications,  and  the  endorsement  of 
approval  by  said  Board  of  such  plans  and  specifications  shall  be  made  thereon, 
and  shall  also  be  recorded  by  said  Board  in  its  official  minutes; 

(c)  All  changes  in  approved  plans  and  specifications  which  may  be  found 
necessary  and  expedient  during  the  course  of  construction  shall  also  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City,  and  shall 
also  be  recorded  by  said  Board  in  its  official  minutes;  and 

(d)  No  part  of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  hereby  author- 
ized to  be  issued  shall  be  expended  without  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  School 
Commissioners  of  Baltimore  City.

connected  therewith,  and  the  remainder  of  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  for  ad-

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  said  municipality,  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to

debt,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  shall  mature  upon  the  aforesaid  date  or  dates; 
and  the  semi-annual  dates  in  each  year,  during  the  entire  period  of  time  when  any 
of  said  bonds  are  outstanding,  when  interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable. 

(b)  The  form  or  forms  of  the  bonds  representing  the  debt,  or  any  part  thereof, 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  at  any  particular 
time,  including  any  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto;  the  provisions,  if 
any,  for  the  issuance  of  coupon  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  issuance  of 
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fully  registered  bonds;  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  registration  as  to  principal 
of  any  coupon  bonds;  and  the  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  conversion  and  reconver- 
sion into  coupon  bonds  of  any  fully  registered  bonds  or  coupon  bonds  registered 
as  to  principal;  the  place  or  places  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds;  and  the  date  of  said  bonds  issued  at  any  particular  time,  and  the  right 
of  redemption  of  said  bonds  by  the  City  prior  to  maturity;  and 

(c)  The  time,  place,  manner  and  medium  of  advertisement  of  the  readiness  of

in  Baltimore  City,  and  for  acquiring  and  installing  equipment  for  any  and  all 
buildings,  structures  or  facilities  authorized  to  be  improved,  renovated  or  mod- 
ernized under  the  provisions  hereof,  and  for  doing  any  and  all  things  necessary, 
proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  or  pertaining  to  any  or  all  of  the  matters 
or  things  hereinbefore  mentioned.

SEWERS  (PRETREATMENT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  repealing  Sections  1-25,  inclusive,  of  Article  25  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1983  Replacement  Volume),  title  "Sewers",  and  to  insert 
in  lieu  thereof  new  sections,  1  through  27,  relating  generally  to  the  regulation 
of  the  quantity  and  quality  of  wastewater  admitted  to  the  public  sewers;  pro- 
viding protection  against  obstruction  or  damage  to  the  sanitary  sewer  and/or 
storm  drain  systems  of  Baltimore  City;  regulating  the  tapping,  opening, 
repairing,  or  altering  of  sanitary  sewers  and/or  storm  drains;  providing  for 
proper  handling  of  unused  connections;  providing  procedures  by  which  the 
City  may  terminate  and/or  suspend  service;  providing  for  control  and  use  of 
the  sanitary  and  storm  sewers;  providing  for  the  control  and  pretreatment  of 
industrial  wastewater;  providing  for  the  assessment  of  surcharges  for  the 
discharge  of  amounts  exceeding  maximum  values  of  polluting  materials;  pro- 
viding for  the  control  of  waste  haulers;  providing  for  the  enforcement  of 
regulations  which  will  be  promulgated  to  cover  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance; providing  for  the  authority  to  make  connections  to  the  sanitary 
and/or  storm  drains  located  in  the  highway;  providing  penalties  for  in- 
terference; providing  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  right  of  entry  upon  any 
property  connected  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  public  sewers;  providing  for 
notices  to  make  connections  including  proper  service  of  notices,  compliance, 
violations,  and  enforcement;  providing  for  the  prohibition  of  ground  water  in 
the  sanitary  sewer  system;  providing  the  Director  with  authority  to  require 
property  owners  to  install  walls  along  the  Jones  Falls  and  to  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  said  walls  should  the  property  owners  refuse  or  neglect  to  do  so; 
providing  permits  for  construction  of  private  sewers  in  the  public  right-of- 
way;  providing  the  Director  of  Public  Works  with  authorization  to  acquire,  by 
purchase  or  condemnation,  any  sanitary  or  storm  drain  or  sewage  disposal 
plant  as  authorized  by  State  law;  controlling  the  discharge  of  prohibited 
wastes  into  the  sanitary  and/or  storm  drain  owned  by  the  City  of  Baltimore; 
providing  for  the  legal  authority  to  enforce  and  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance-  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  SEVERABILITY  OF  THE  VARIOUS 
PARTS  AND  APPLICATIONS  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE;  PROVIDE  FOR  AN 
EFFECTIVE  DATE  HEREOF. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
Sections  1  to  25  inclusive,  of  Article  25  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1983 
Replacement  Volume)  title  "Sewers",  are  hereby  repealed  and  that  new  sections, 
1  through  27,  are  hereby  ordained  in  lieu  thereof  to  read  as  follows: 

DAMAGE,  USE.  AND  PRETREATMENT 

1.  Definitions. 

Whenever  and  wherever  in  this  article  the  following  phrases  or  designations 
appear,  they  shall  have  the  meanings  hereinafter  respectively  ascribed  to  them: 
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a.  "Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand"  (herein  abbreviated  as  BOD)  means  the 
quantity  of  oxygen  expressed  in  mg/1  utilized  in  biochemical  oxidation  of  organic 
matter  during  incubation  at  20°  C.  for  a  period  of  5  days.  The  tests  shall  be  made 
in  accordance  with  "Standard  Methods." 

b.  "Chemical  Oxygen  Demand"  (herein  abbreviated  as  COD)  means  the  quanti- 
ty of  oxygen  expressed  in  mg/1  utilized  in  the  chemical  oxidation  of  organic  mat- 
ter in  accordance  with  procedures  given  in  "Standard  Methods." 

c.  "City"  means  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  acting  as  the  legal  entity 
known  as  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

d.  "Combined  sewer"  means  a  pipe  or  sewer  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  carry 
both  sanitary  wastewater  or  mixtures  of  sanitary  and  industrial  wastewaters, 
and  storm  and  surface  waters,  ground  drainage  and  street  washings. 

e.  "Director"  or  "The  Director  of  Public  Works"  means  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  or  his  delegated  representative. 

f.  "Environmental  Protection  Agency"  (EPA)  means  the  U.S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  or  its  successor  agency,  or  where  appropriate  the  Ad- 
ministrator or  other  duly  authorized  official  of  that  agency. 

g.  "Free  floating  oil"  means  that  oil  which  can  be  removed  in  adequate  facilities 
for  gravity  separation. 

h.  "Garbage"  means  solid  waste  from  domestic  and  commercial  preparation, 
cooking  and  dispensing  of  food,  and  from  the  handling,  storage,  and  sale  of 
products. 

i.  "Hexane  soluble  materials"  means  fats,  greases  or  oils  extractable  from 
wastes  in  accordance  with  "Standard  Methods". 

j.  "Industrial  wastewater"  means  all  water-carried  solid,  liquid  or  gaseous 
wastes  or  a  combination  thereof  resulting  from  any  process  of  industry, 
manufacturing,  trade  or  business  or  from  the  development  or  recovery  of  any 
natural  resource. 

k.  "Manhole"  means  a  structure  designed  to  provide  access  to  the  sewer  or 
drain  for  purposes  of  examination,  cleaning,  or  sampling. 

1.  "MG/L"  means  milligrams  per  liter;  sometimes  referred  to  as  parts  per 
million  (p.p.m.). 

m.  "Person,"  "Establishment,"  or  "Owner"  means  any  individual,  partnership, 
corporation,  fiduciary,  association,  or  other  entity.  Whenever  used  in  any  clause 
prescribing  and  imp)osing  a  penalty,  the  term  "person"  as  applied  to  any  partner- 
ship or  association  shall  mean  the  partners  or  members  thereof  and  as  applied  to 
any  corporation  shall  include  the  officers  thereof. 

n.  "pH"  means  the  logarithm  of  the  reciprocal  of  the  hydrogen  ion  concentra- 
tion of  a  solution.  It  indicates  the  intensity  of  acidity  and  alkalinity  on  a  scale  run- 
ning from  0  to  14.  A  pH  of  7.0  represents  neutrality,  values  above  7.0  alkalinity 
and  below  7.0  acidity. 
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0.  "PRETRE ATMENT"  MEANS  THE  REDUCTION  OF  THE  AMOUNT  OF 
POLLUTANT,  THE  ELIMINATION  OF  POLLUTANTS,  OR  THE  AT- 
TENUATION OF  THE  NATURE  OF  POLLUTANT  PROPERTIES  IN 
WASTE  WATER  TO  A  LESS  HARMFUL  STATE  PRIOR  OR  IN  LIEU  OF 
DISCHARGING  OR  OTHERWISE  INTRODUCING  THESE  POLLUTANTS 
INTO  THE  SYSTEM.  THE  REDUCTION  OF  ALTERATION  CAN  BE  OB- 
TAINED BY  ANY  MEANS  EXCEPT  AS  PROHIBITED  BY  FEDERAL, 
STATE,  OR  LOCAL  LAW. 

e  P.  "Private  sewer"  or  "private  drain"  means  that  sewer  or  drain  either  on 
public  or  private  property  not  owned  by  the  City. 

p  Q.  "Public  sewer"  or  "public  drain"  means  that  sewer  or  drain  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  the  City. 

q  R.  "Sanitary  sewer"  means  a  sewer  or  drain  the  specific  purpose  of  which  is 
to  carry  sanitary  wastewater  or  nuxtures  of  sanitary  and  industrial  wastewaters, 
as  defined  above. 

F  S.  "Sanitary  wastewater"  means  a  combination  of  water-carried  wastes 
discharging  from  the  sanitary  conveniences  of  dwellings,  (including  apartment 
houses  and  hotels),  business  buildings,  institutions  and  industrial  establishments 
and  free  from  stormwater,  surface  water  and  industrial  wastewater. 

B  T.  "Scavenger  Vehicle"  means  any  vehicle  used  in  the  transportation  of 
wastewater. 

fcU.  "Sewer  system"  means  the  combination  of  the  City's  sewers,  pumping  sta- 
tions, force  mains  and  appurtenant  structures  or  devices  used  for  collecting 
wastewaters  and  including  the  wastewater  treatment  plant;  sometimes  referred 
to  as  "sewer  system." 

u  V.  "Significant  User"  shall  mean  any  user  whose  user  classification  is  iden- 
tified in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifications  (SIC)  Manual  in  any  of  Divi- 
sions A,  B,  D,  E,  and  I  and  who  (a)  has  any  discharge  flows  of  25,000  gallons  or 
more  per  average  work  day,  or  (b)  has  a  flow  greater  than  5%  of  the  flow  in  the 
sewer  system,  or  (c)  has  in  his  wastes  toxic  pollutants  in  toxic  amounts  as  defined 
in  standards  issued  under  Section  307(a)  of  the  Federal  Clean  Water  Act;  or  any 
user  who  is  found  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  have  significant  impact, 
either  singly  or  in  combination  with  other  contributing  users,  on  the  sewer 
system  or  the  quality  of  the  receiving  waters. 

V  W.  "Slug"  means  any  discharge  of  sanitary  or  industrial  wastewaters  having 
a  concentration  of  any  constituent  sufficiently  above  the  average  and  for  a  period 
to  be  considered  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  as  harmful  to  the  collection 
system  or  the  performance  of  the  treatment  works. 

w  X.  "Standard  Methods"  means  the  laboratory  procedures  set  forth  in  the  latest 
edition  of  "Standard  Methods  for  the  Examination  of  Water  and  Wastewater" 
published  by  the  American  Public  Health  Association,  the  American  Water  Works 
Association,  and  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Federation. 

K  Y.  "Storm  sewer"  or  "storm  drain"  means  a  pipe  or  sewer  the  purpose  of 
which  is  to  carry  storm  and  surface  waters,  ground  drainage,  and  street 
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washings.  It  may,  however,  carry  cooling  waters,  water  condensates,  unpolluted 
waters  from  any  source,  or  wastewater  permitted  under  the  National  Pollutant 
Discharge  Elimination  System. 

y  Z.  "Stormwater"  means  the  excess  water  running  off  from  the  surface  of  a 
drainage  area  during  and  immediately  following  a  rain,  or  as  a  result  of  other 
precipitation. 

&  A. A.  "Suspended  Solids"  (herein  abbreviated  as  SS)  means  the  laboratory 
determination  of  the  dry  weight  expressed  in  mg/l  of  solids  that  either  float  on 
the  surface,  or  are  in  suspension  and  which  can  be  removed  from  the  wastewater 
in  accordance  with  procedures  given  in  "Standard  Methods." 

aa  B.B.  "Toxic  substances"  means  any  substance,  gaseous,  liquid  or  solid, 
which  when  discharged  to  a  sewer  or  drain  may  tend  to  interfere  with  any  waste 
treatment  process,  or  to  constitute  a  hazard  to  human  beings  or  animals,  or  to  in- 
hibit aquatic  life  or  to  create  a  hazard  to  recreation  in  the  receiving  water  of  the 
effluent  from  the  wastewater  treatment  plant  or  from  the  storm  sewer  into 
which  wastes  may  be  discharged. 

bb  C.C.  "Waste  Hauler"  means  any  person  engaged  in  transportation  or  con- 
veyance of  wastewater  for  discharge  directly  or  indirectly  into  the  sewer  system. 

ec  D.D.  "Wastewater"  means  any  combination  of  sanitary  and  industrial 
wastewaters,  and  such  ground  water  and  surface  water  as  may  be  present. 

dd  E.E.  "Wastewater  Treatment  Plant"  means  any  arrangement  of  structures 
and  devices  for  treating  wastewaters  or  industrial  wastewater  and  for  handling 
the  sludge  resulting  from  such  treatment. 

2.  Obstruction  or  damage. 

Any  person  who  shall  wilfully,  intentionally  or  negligently  damage,  obstruct, 
stop,  or  otherwise  interfere  with  any  sewer  or  stormwater  drain  in  the  City  or 
wilfully,  intentionally  or  negligently  place  any  obstruction  or  any  matter  in  such 
sewer  or  stormwater  drain  of  a  nature  to  obstruct  the  same,  and  which  shall 
obstruct  the  same  and  cause  damage,  and  any  person  who  shall  wilfully,  inten- 
tionally, or  negligently  place  any  obstruction  or  any  matter  in  any  connection  or 
sewer  on  public  or  private  property  or  fixture  connecting  with  the  sewerage 
system,  of  a  nature  to  obstruct  or  otherwise  interfere  with  the  said  sewer  or  con- 
nection on  such  public  or  private  property,  and  which  shall  obstruct  the  same  and 
cause  damage,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine,  imprisonment,  or  both,  as  provided  in  Section  Ua  and 
shall  be  liable  for  costs  incurred  as  a  consequence  of  such  obstruction,  damage,  or 
interference  as  provided  in  Section  He. 

3.  Permit  to  open  sewer. 

No  person  shall  tap,  open,  repair,  alter,  or  cause  to  be  tapped,  opened,  repaired 
or  altered,  any  sewer,  either  stormwater  or  sanitary,  connected  with,  or  cause  to 
be  connected  with  said  sewers,  any  land,  building  or  premises,  without  first  ob- 
taining a  permit  therefor  from  the  Director  of  Public  Works;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Director  to  cause  a  notice  to  be  served  upon  the  person  tapping,  open- 
ing, repairing,  altering  or  connecting  with  any  sewer  without  having  first  ob- 
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tained  a  permit  so  to  do,  directing  said  person  to  close  or  restore  the  sewer  so 
tapped,  opened,  altered  or  connected  with,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  said 
notice.  Any  person  tapping,  opening,  repairing,  altering  or  connecting  with  any 
sewer  without  a  permit  as  aforesaid  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine,  imprisonment,  or 
both,  as  provided  in  Section  1  la,  and  shall  moreover  pay  the  expenses  incurred  in 
case  such  sewer  shall  be  closed  or  restored  under  the  direction  of  the  Director, 
which  the  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to  have  done  in  case  of  such  neglect  or 
refusal. 

4.  Unused  connections. 

Whenever  it  shall  appear  that  more  than  one  sanitary  sewer  connection  has 
been  made  to  any  land,  building  or  premises,  and  the  subsequent  improvement  or 
alteration  of  said  land,  building  or  premises  makes  one  or  more  of  said  sanitary 
sewer  connections  unnecessary  then  upon  notice  from  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  occupier  of  said  land,  building  or 
premises  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  official  giving  said  notice,  to 
remove  the  cast-iron  pipe  from  the  end  or  ends  of  such  unused  sanitary  sewer 
connection  or  connections,  or  to  cut  off  the  terra  cotta  pipe,  where  no  cast-iron 
pipe  is  used,  at  its  connection  to  the  sewer  or  at  such  other  points  as  may  be 
directed  and  to  properly  close  up  the  terra  cotta  pipe  of  said  sanitary  sewer  con- 
nection or  connections.  Any  person  failing  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine,  imprisonment,  or  both,  as  provided 
in  Section  11a. 

5.  City  may  terminate  service. 

a.  In  addition  to  the  fines  prescribed  for  violations  of  Sections  2,  3,  and  4,  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  power  and  right,  after  giving  notice  as 
provided  in  Subsection  c  OF  THIS  SECTION,  to  close  up  any  sewer  or  sewer 
connection,  so  tapped  or  connected  with,  or  to  remove  said  cast-iron  pipe  or  to 
cut  off  said  terra  cotta  pipe  from  any  unused  sanitary  sewer  connection  or  con- 
nections and  to  properly  close  up  the  terra  cotta  pipe,  and  the  cost  and  expense  of 
such  work  shall  be  charged  to  the  person  failing  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the 
notice  as  aforesaid. 

b.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  may  suspend  or,  interrupt  OR  TERMINATE 
wastewater  service  to  any  premise,  or  take  such  other  action  as  he  deems 
necessary  if  a  violation  of  this  article  or  a  discharge  of  wastewater  causes  or 
threatens  to  cause  a  condition  which  could  present  an  imnunent  and  substantial 
danger  to  life,  safety,  or  the  sewer  system.  Said  suspension  will  be  effective  until 
the  Director  is  satisfied  that  the  danger  is  no  longer  imminent  and  that  adequate 
precautions  have  been  taken  to  prevent  future  occurrence  of  the  violation  or 
discharge  and  has  so  notified  the  user.  The  Director  shall  provide  whatever  prior 
notice  of  the  suspension  which  is  in  his  opinion  reasonably  permitted  by  the  cir- 
cumstances. If  such  notice  does  not  conform  to  the  notice  provided  by  Subsection  c 
of  this  section  and  the  suspension  is  expected  to  continue  or  has  continued  in  effect 
for  more  than  48  hours,  the  Director  shall  provide  notice  as  set  forth  in  said  Subsec- 
tion c  after  the  suspensions  have  taken  effect.  This  provision  is  in  addition  to  other 
statutes,  rules,  or  regulations  authorizing  termination  of  service  for  delinquency  in 
payment.  This  may  include  termination  of  wastewater  connections. 
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c.  Unless  otherwise  provided  herein,  any  notice  required  to  be  given  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  under  this  article  shall  be  in  writing  and  served  in  per- 
son or  by  registered  or  certified  mail.  If  served  by  mail,  the  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
the  last  address  known  to  the  Director.  Where  the  address  is  unknown,  service 
may  be  made  upon  the  owner  of  record  of  the  property  involved.  Notice  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  given  at  the  time  of  deposit,  postage  prepaid,  in  a  facility 
regularly  serviced  by  the  United  States  Postal  Service. 

d.  Whenever  a  discharge  of  wastewater  is  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
article  or  otherwise  causes  or  threatens  to  cause  a  condition  which  could  present 
an  imminent  and  substantial  danger  to  life,  safety,  or  the  sewer  system,  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  may  petition  the  courts  for  the  issuance  of  an  ex  parte 
preliminary  or  permanent  injunction  or  both,  as  may  be  appropriate  in  restrain- 
ing the  continuance  of  such  discharge. 

6.  Disturbing  manhole. 

Any  person  who  shall  enter  any  manhole  of  any  public  sewer,  either  storm- 
water  or  sanitary,  or  who  shall  disturb  or  interfere  with  any  such  sewer  or 
manhole  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  without  a  permit  from  the  Director  of  Public 
Works,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine,  imprisonment,  or  both,  as  provided  in  Section 
11a. 

7.  Control  of  sanitary  and  storm  sewers. 

a.  Use  of  Public  Sewers 

The  following  restrictions  are  applicable  to  users  of  all  sewers  a  part  of,  or 
tributary  to,  Baltimore  City's  sewer  system. 

(1)  No  person  shall  discharge  or  cause  to  be  discharged  any  stormwater, 
ground  water,  roof  run-off,  subsurface  drainage,  uncontaminated  cooling  water 
or  unpolluted  waters  into  any  sanitary  sewer.  Stormwater  runoff  from  limited 
areas  which  is  likely  to  be  polluted  at  times  may  be  admitted  to  the  system  by  a 
permit  from  the  Director  of  Public  Works.  Where  storm  sewers  or  drains  are  not 
or  cannot  be  made  available,  limited  quantities  of  approved  water  from  installa- 
tions such  as  swimming  pools,  may  be  admitted  to  the  sanitary  sewers  by  permit 
from  the  Director. 

(2)  No  person  shall  discharge  or  cause  to  be  discharged  to  INTO  any 
sanitary  or  storm  sewer  any  of  the  following  described  substances,  materials, 
liquids  or  wastes; 

(a)  Any  flammable  or  explosive  liquid,  solid,  or  gaseous  material  or 
other  substance  which  may  be  injurious  to  the  system  including  but  not  limited  to 
gasoline,  kerosene,  naptha,  benzene,  toluene,  xylene  ethers,  alcohols,  ketones, 
aldehydes,  peroxides,  chlorates,  perchlorates,  bromates,  carbides,  hydrides  and 
sulfides.  At  no  time  shall  the  reading  on  an  explosion  hazard  meter,  at  the  point 
of  the  user's  discharge  into  the  system,  be  greater  than  the  level  established  by 
the  Director. 

(b)  Liquids  or  vapors  having  a  temperature  sufficiently  high  to  cause 
damage  to  the  public  sewers,  to  cause  vapors  hazardous  to  personnel  working  in 
the  sewers,  or  causing  the  temperature  of  the  influent  at  a  wastewater  treatment 
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plant  to  exceed  104  F.  (40  C),  such  temperature  unless  otherwise  noted  to  be 
150  F.  (65  C). 

(c)  Any  solid  or  viscous  substance  capable  of  causing  obstruction  to  the 
flow  in  sewers  or  interference  with  the  operation  of  the  sewer  system.  Such 
materials  include,  but  are  not  limited  to  ashes,  sand,  mud,  straw,  shavings, 
metal,  glass,  rags,  feathers,  tar,  plastics,  paunch  manure,  hair,  fleshings,  en- 
trails, lime  slurries,  concentrated  distillery  slops,  chemical  or  plant  residues, 
paraffins,  bulk  solids  and  free  floating  oil. 

(d)  Any  noxious  or  malodorous  solid,  liquid,  or  gas  which  either  singly 
or  by  interaction  with  other  wastes  is  capable  of  creating  a  public  nuisance  or 
hazard  to  life  or  of  preventing  entrance  into  sewers  for  their  maintenance  and 
repair. 

(e)  Radioactive  materials  shall  be  discharged  only  after  a  permit  issued 
by  the  City  of  Baltimore  is  obtained.  The  issuance  of  said  permit  should  be  con- 
tingent upon  the  person(s)  being  authorized  to  use  radioactive  materials  by  the 
State  Department  of  Health  AND  MENTAL  HYGIENE  or  other  governmental 
agency  empowered  to  regulate  the  use  of  radioactive  materials.  In  addition,  the 
waste  must  be  discharged  in  strict  conformity  with  current  California  radiation 
control  regulations  (California  Adminiatpativc  Code,  Title  17)  and  the  STATE 
AND  federal  regulations  and  recommendations  for  safe  disposal. 

(3)  No  discharge  of  the  following  materials  shall  be  made  into  the  sanitary 
sewers  beyond  the  limits  or  conditions  hereafter  stipulated,  or  to  be  established 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

(a)  Free  or  emulsified  hexane  soluble  materials  that  are  not  readily 
biodegradable  shall  be  limited  on  analysis  to  an  average  of  100  mg/1  of  either  or 
both.  Where  oils  or  greases  are  of  the  nature  that  they  will  solidify  at 
temperatures  of  normal  sewage  and  it  is  probable  that  they  will  collect  in  the 
sewer  lines  and  contribute  to  clogging  or  can  overload  skimming  and  grease 
handling  equipment  or  interfere  with  the  treatment  process,  additional  restric- 
tions may  be  required.  When  the  material  is  biodegradable  to  the  extent  that  it 
will  have  no  deleterious  effect  on  the  treatment  process,  higher  concentrations 
may  be  pernutted. 

(b)  Any  garbage  that  has  not  been  properly  comminuted  or  shredded  as 
determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

(c)  Acids  or  alkalies  having  pH  values  upon  dilution  in  the  immediate 
public  sewer  lower  than  6.0  or  higher  than  10.00  or  which  would  in  any  way  at- 
tack or  corrode  sewers  or  waste  treatment  equipment.  Where  concrete  sewers 
without  special  protection  are  involved,  a  more  neutral  discharge  may  be 
required. 

(d)  Any  wastewater  containing  toxic  pollutants  in  sufficient  quantity 
which,  either  alone  or  by  interaction  with  other  pollutants,  injure  or  interfere 
with  any  wastewater  treatment  process,  constitute  a  hazard  to  humans  or 
animals,  create  a  toxic  effect  in  the  receiving  waters  of  the  system  or  cause  the 
system  to  violate  its  National  Pollutant  Discharge  Elimination  System  permit  or 
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the  State  Disposal  System  permit  or  both,  or  the  receiving  water  quality 
standards. 

(e)  Any  substance  which  may  cause  the  treatment  plant's  effluent  or 
any  other  product  of  the  treatment  plant  to  be  unsuitable  for  reclamation  and 
reuse  or  which  may  interfere  with  the  reclamation  process  where  the  system  is 
pursuing  a  reuse  and  reclamation  program. 

(f)  Concentrated  dye  waste  or  other  wastes  high  in  color  which  are  suf- 
ficiently strong  to  affect  the  color  of  the  treatment  plant  effluent. 

(g)  Any  wastes  requiring  an  excessive  quantity  of  chlorine  or  other 
chemical  compound  used  for  disinfection  purposes  or  for  neutralizing  said 
wastes. 

(h)  Any  excessive  amounts  of  deionized  water,  steam  condensate, 
distilled  water,  or  single  pass  cooling  water. 

(4)  No  person  shall  discharge  into  any  storm  drain  any  of  the  following 
materials: 

(a)  Free  floating  oil  or  emulsified  oils  that  will  accumulate  in  the  drains 
or  along  banks  of  streanis  into  which  discharge  is  made,  which  will  result  in  a 
readily  discernable  film  on  the  receiving  water  or  which  will  accumulate  on 
facilities  or  structures  alongside  or  in  the  receiving  waters. 

(b)  Acids  or  alkalies  in  concentrations  sufficient  to  damage  the 
drainage  system  or  the  waters  into  which  the  drains  discharge. 

(c)  Organic,  chemical  or  other  pollutants  that  will  deleteriously  affect 
the  water  quality  as  defined  by  the  State  Water  Quality  Standards  of  the  waters 
into  which  the  drain  will  ultimately  discharge. 

(5)  Wastes  containing  permissible  constituents,  with  BOD,  suspended 
solids  and  if  so  established  other  concentrations  greater  than  that  set  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  will  be  subject  to  a  sewer  service  surcharge,  which  is  to 
be  based  upon  the  unit  cost  of  handling  and  of  treating  the  wastes  at  the  receiv- 
ing treatment  plant,  and  may  be  subject  to  discharge  limitations. 

(6)  Where  average  daily  flows  into  the  sanitary  sewers  are  greater  than  2% 
of  the  average  daily  flow  at  the  wastewater  treatment  plant  or  where  flow  occurs 
in  slugs  the  discharge  shall  be  subject  to  review  and  special  regulation  or  ap- 
proval of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  before  discharge  is  permitted. 

b.  Measurement  of  Discharges  to  Sanitary  Sewers 

(1)  All  persons  who  discharge  or  desire  to  discharge  to  the  sanitary  sewers, 
industrial  wastes  or  wastewaters  other  than  sanitary,  shall  furnish  the  City  data 
covering  quantity  and  variations  of  flow  and  concentrations  of  constituents  to  be 
discharged,  including  averages  and  peaks  or  slugs.  After  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  has  satisfied  himself  of  the  accuracy  and  completeness  of  the  information 
provided,  he  shall  determine  what  regulation  of  discharge  is  required  and  what 
agreements  if  any  are  necessary.  Those  industries  now  connected  must  provide 
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the  required  information  within  6  months  of  the  date  this  article  ORDINANCE 
takes  effect. 

(2)  Where  the  required  data  and  information  cannot  be  provided,  the  Direc- 
tor of  PubUc  Wo,-ks  may  require  installation  of  facilities  for  measuring  flow  and 
concentration  of  the  discharge  at  the  expense  of  the  user  and  will  establish 
regulations,  agreements  and  charges  based  upon  the  results  of  these 
measurements. 

(3)  The  City  may  require  that  any  person  discharging  or  proposing  to 
discharge  wastewater  into  a  public  sewer  file  a  periodic  discharge  report.  The 
discharge  report  may  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  nature  of  process,  volume, 
rate  of  flow,  mass  discharge  rate,  production  quantities,  hours  of  operation,  or 
other  information  which  relates  to  the  generation  of  waste,  including  wastewater 
constituents  and  characteristics  in  the  wastewater  discharge.  Such  reports  may 
also  include  the  chemical  constituents  and  quantity  of  liquid  or  gaseous  materials 
stored  on  site  even  though  they  may  not  normally  be  discharged.  In  addition  to 
discharge  reports,  the  City  may  require  information  in  the  form  of  Wastewater 
Discharge  Permit  applications  and  self-monitoring  reports. 

c.  Records  Retention 

All  users  subject  to  this  article  shaU  retain  and  preserve  for  not  less  than  three 
(3)  years,  any  records,  books,  documents,  memoranda,  repoj-ts,  correspondence 
and  any  and  all  summaries  thereof,  relating  to  monitoring,  sampling  and 
chemical  analyses  made  by  or  in  behalf  of  a  user  in  connection  with  its  discharge. 
All  records  which  pertain  to  matters  which  are  the  subject  of  administrative  ac- 
tion or  any  other  enforcement  or  litigation  activities  brought  by  the  City  shall  be 
retained  and  preserved  by  the  user  until  all  enforcement  activities  have  concluded 
and  all  periods  of  limitation  with  respect  to  any  and  all  appeals  have  expired. 

8.  Control  and  pretreatment  of  industrial  wastewater, 
a.  Wastewater  Discharge  Permits 

(1)  Permits.  All  significant  users  proposing  to  connect  or  to  discharge, 
directly  or  indirectly,  into  a  public  sanitary  or  combined  sewer  must  obtain  a 
Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  before  connecting  to  or  discharging  into  a  public 
sanitary  or  combined  sewer.  All  existing  significant  users  coimected  to  or 
discharging  into  a  public  sewer  must  have  applied  for  a  Wastewater  Discharge 
Permit  no  later  than  30  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  article 
ORDINANCE.  Thereafter,  no  significant  user  shall  discharge  wastewater, 
directly  or  indirectly,  into  a  public  sewer  except  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance 
with  a  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit. 

(2)  Permit  Application.  Users  seeking  a  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit 
shall  complete  and  file  with  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  an  application  in  the 
form  prescribed  by  the  Director,  and  accompanied  by  the  applicable  fees.  The  ap- 
plicant shall  be  required  to  submit,  in  units  and  terms  appropriate  for  evaluation, 
the  following  information,  if  applicable: 

(a)  Name,  address,  and  SIC  number  of  applicant; 
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(b)  Volume  of  wastewater  to  be  discharged; 

(c)  Wastewater  constituents  and  characteristics  including  but  not 
liniited  to  those  mentioned  in  Section  6b  as  determined  by  a  laboratory  approved 
by  the  Director; 

(d)  Time  and  duration  of  discharge; 

(e)  Average  and  peak  wastewater  flow  rates,  including  daily,  monthly 
and  seasonal  variations,  if  any; 

(f)  Description  of  activities,  facilities  and  plant  process  on  the  premises 
including  all  materials,  processes  and  types  of  materials  which  are  or  could  be 
discharged; 

(g)  Any  other  information  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  Director  to  be 
necessary  to  evaluate  the  permit  application. 

The  Director  will  evaluate  the  data  furnished  by  the  user  and  may  require  addi- 
tional information.  After  evaluation  and  acceptance  of  the  data  furnished,  an  on- 
site  inspection  of  the  waste  discharge  system,  treatment  system,  or  other 
systems  relating  to  the  waste  discharge  may  be  required.  The  Director  may  then 
issue  a  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  subject  to  terms  and  conditions  provided 
herein. 

(3)  Permit  Conditions.  Wastewater  Discharge  Permits  shall  be  subject  to 
all  provisions  of  this  article  and  all  other  regulations,  user  charges  and  fees 
established  by  the  City.  The  conditions  of  Wastewater  Discharge  Permits  shall 
be  uniformly  enforced  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  in  accordance  with  this 
article,  and  applicable  state  and  federal  regulations.  In  the  event  of  conflict  be- 
tween local,  state,  or  federal  regulations,  the  most  stringent  regulation  shall  be 
enforced  by  the  Director.  Permits  may  contain  the  following: 

(a)  The  average  and  maximum  wastewater  constituents  and 
characteristics; 

(b)  Limits  on  rate  and  time  of  discharge  or  requirements  for  flow 
regulations  and  equalization; 

(c)  Requirements  for  installation  of  inspection  and  sampling  facilities; 

(d)  Pretreatment  requirements; 

(e)  Specifications  for  monitoring  programs  which  may  include  sampling 
locations,  frequency  and  method  of  sampling,  number  and  types  of  tests,  and 
reporting  schedules; 

(f)  Requirements  for  submission  of  technical  reports  or  discharge 
reports; 

(g)  Requirements  for  maintaining  plant  records  relating  to  wastewater 
discharge  as  specified  under  Section  7c,  and  affording  the  City  access  thereto; 

(h)  Mean  and  maximum  mass  discharge  rates,  or  other  appropriate 
limits  when  incompatible  pollutants  are  proposed  or  present  in  the  user's 
wastewater  discharge; 
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(i)  Other  conditions  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Director  to  insure 
compliance  with  this  article; 

(j)  Requirements  for  amending  the  permit  if  discharge  is  significantly 
changed. 

(4)  Discharges.  No  person  shall  discharge  wastewaters  in  violation  of  the 
limitations  set  by  the  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit.  Any  person  desiring  to 
discharge  wastewater  or  use  facilities  which  are  not  in  conformance  with  the 
Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  should  apply  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works  for 
an  amended  permit. 

(5)  Duration  of  Permits.  Permits  shall  be  issued  for  a  specified  time  period, 
not  to  exceed  five  (5)  years.  A  pernut  nmy  be  issued  for  a  period  less  than  a  year 
or  may  be  stated  to  expire  on  a  specific  date.  If  the  user  is  not  notified  by  the 
Director  30  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  permit,  the  permit  shall  be  extend- 
ed one  additional  year.  The  terms  and  conditions  of  the  permit  may  be  subject  to 
modification  and  change  by  the  City  during  the  life  of  the  permit  as  limitations  or 
requirements  as  identified  in  Section  7a  are  modified  and  changed.  The  user  shall 
be  informed  of  any  proposed  changes  in  his  permit  at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  ef- 
fective date  of  change.  Any  changes  or  new  conditions  in  the  permit  shall  include 
a  reasonable  time  schedule  for  compliance. 

(6)  Transfer  of  a  Permit.  Wastewater  Discharge  Permits  are  issued  to  a 
specific  user  for  a  specific  operation.  A  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  shall  not 
be  reassigned  or  transferred  or  sold  to  a  new  owner,  new  user,  or  a  new  or 
changed  operation  without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the  Director.  A  permit 
shall  not  be  transferred  to  any  other  location. 

(7)  Suspension  of  Permit.  A  user's  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  may  be 
suspended  for  any  violation  of  this  article  or  applicable  state  and  federal  regula- 
tions or  for  failure  to  act  in  strict  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  user's 
Wastewater  Discharge  Permit,  including  failing  to  report  or  inaccurately  report- 
ing wastewater  constituents  and  characteristics  or  changes  therein.  The  Director 
shall  provide  whatever  prior  notice  of  the  suspension  which  is  in  his  opinion 
reasonably  permitted  by  the  circumstances.  If  such  notice  does  not  conform  to 
Section  5c  of  this  article  and  the  suspension  is  expected  to  continue  or  has  con- 
tinued in  effect  for  more  than  48  hours,  the  Director  shall  provide  notice  as  set 
forth  in  said  Section  5c  after  the  suspensions  have  taken  effect.  This  provision  is 
in  addition  to  other  statutes,  rules,  or  regulations  authorizing  termination  of 
service  for  delinquency  in  payment.  This  may  include  termination  of  existing 
wastewater  connections. 

(8)  Permit  Fee.  A  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  fee  may  be  established  by 
the  Director  of  Public  Works.  Such  a  fee  shall  be  based  on  the  City's  costs  of 
operating  the  Industrial  Waste  Control  Program.  Costs  shall  include,  but  not  be 
limited  to,  issuance  of  permits,  inspection  of  facilities,  sampling,  testing,  and 
operation  of  the  City's  industrial  wastes  laboratory. 

b.  Sampling,  Self-Monitoring  and  Flows 

(1)  The  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  require  significant  users  to  provide 
results  of  periodic  measurements  of  his  discharge  which  are  to  include  chemical 
analyses  and  flow.  The  Director  may  require  a  monitoring  facility  to  be  furnished 
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and  operated  at  user's  expense.  All  dischargers  making  periodic  measurements 
shall  furnish  and  install  at  an  appropriate  location,  a  calibrated  flume,  weir,  flow 
meter  or  similar  device  suitable  to  measure  flow  rate  and  total  volume  approved 
by  the  Director.  In  lieu  of  wastewater  flow  measurement,  the  Director  may  ac- 
cept records  of  water  usage  and  adjust  the  flow  volumes  by  suitable  factors  to 
determine  peak  and  average  flow  rates  for  the  specific  industrial  wastewater 
discharge. 

(2)  All  self-monitoring  analyses  shall  be  made  by  a  laboratory  using 
methods  and  quality  control  programs  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public 
Works. 

(3)  The  monitoring  facility  should  normally  be  suited  on  the  user's 
premises,  but  the  Director  of  Public  Works  may,  when  such  a  location  would  be 
impractical  or  cause  undue  hardship  on  the  user,  allow  the  facility  to  be  con- 
structed in  the  public  street  or  sidewalk  area  and  located  so  that  it  will  not  be 
obstructed  by  landscaping  or  parked  vehicles. 

(4)  Whether  constructed  on  public  or  private  property,  the  sampling  and 
monitoring  facilities  shall  be  provided  in  accordance  with  the  Director  of  Public 
Works's  requirements  and  all  applicable  local  construction  standards  and 
specifications.  Construction  shall  be  completed  within  ninety  (90)  days  following 
written  notification  by  the  Director;  unless  a  time  extension  is  granted  by  the 
Director. 

(5)  Those  significant  users  required  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to 
make  periodic  measurements  of  industrial  wastewater  flows  and  constituents 
shall  annually  make  the  minimum  number  of  such  measurements  as  required  in 
the  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit.  When  required  by  the  Director,  users  shall  in- 
stall and  maintain  in  proper  order  automatic  flow-proportional  sampling  equip- 
ment and/or  automatic  analysis  and  recording  equipment. 

(6)  Persons  or  occupants  of  premises  where  wastewater  is  generated  or 
discharged  shall  allow  the  Director  of  Public  Works  ready  access  at  all  times  to 
all  of  those  parts  of  the  premises  for  purposes  of  sampling  or  performance  of  any 
other  duties.  The  Director  shall  have  the  right  to  set  up  on  the  user's  property 
such  devices  as  are  necessary  to  conduct  sampling  or  metering  operations. 
Where  a  user  has  security  measures  in  force,  the  user  shall  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  with  the  security  guards  so  that  upon  presentation  of  suitable 
identification,  the  Director  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  without  unnecessary 
delay. 

(7)  All  sampling,  analysis  and  flow  measurement  procedures,  equipment, 
results,  and  records  shall  be  subject  at  any  time  to  inspection  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Works. 

c.  Pretreatment 

Users  shall  make  wastewater  acceptable  under  the  limitations  established 
herein  before  discharging  to  any  public  sanitary  or  combined  sewer.  Any 
facilities  required  to  pretreat  wastewater  to  a  level  acceptable  to  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  shall  be  provided  and  maintained  at  the  user's  expense.  Plans,  com- 
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pliance  schedules,  and  operating  procedures  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director 
for  review,  and  shall  be  acceptable  to  the  Director  before  construction  of  the 
facility.  The  review  of  such  plans  and  operating  procedures  will  in  no  way  relieve 
the  user  from  the  responsibility  of  modifying  the  facility  as  necessary  to  produce 
an  effluent  acceptable  to  the  Director  under  the  provisions  of  this  article.  Accept- 
ance of  plans  and  operating  procedures  does  not  constitute  acceptance  of  the 
level  of  the  treatment  provided  by  such  facilities  and  operations  nor  does  the  City 
thereby  accept  any  responsibility  for,  or  provide  any  guarantee  as  to,  the  per- 
formance of  the  facilities  and  operations.  Any  subsequent  changes  in  the 
pretreatnient  facilities  or  method  of  operation  shall  be  reported  to  and  be  accept- 
able to  the  Director.  No  user  shall  increase  the  use  of  process  water  or,  in  any  way, 
attempt  to  dilute  a  discharge  as  a  partial  or  complete  substitute  for  adequate  treat- 
ment to  achieve  compliance  with  any  local,  state,  or  federal  discharge  standard. 

d.  Protection  from  Accidental  Discharge 

(1)  Each  user  shall  provide  protection  from  accidental  discharge  of  pro- 
hibited materials  or  from  other  substances  regulated  by  this  article.  Facilities  to 
prevent  accidental  discharge  of  prohibited  materials  shall  be  provided  and  main- 
tained at  the  user's  own  cost  and  expense. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  an  accidental  discharge,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  user 
to  inunediately  notify  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of  the  incident.  The  notifica- 
tion shall  include  location  of  discharge,  type  of  waste,  concentration  and  volume 
and  corrective  actions.  Within  five  (5)  days  following  an  accidental  discharge,  the 
user  shall  submit  to  the  Director  a  detailed  written  report  describing  the  cause  of 
the  discharge  and  the  measures  to  be  taken  by  the  user  to  prevent  similar  future 
occurrences.  Such  notifications  shall  not  relieve  the  user  of  any  expense,  loss, 
damages,  or  other  liability  which  may  be  incurred  as  a  result  of  damage  to  the 
wastewater  system,  fish  kills,  or  any  other  damage  to  persons  or  property;  nor 
shall  such  notification  relieve  the  user  of  any  fines,  civil  penalties  or  other  liabili- 
ty which  may  be  imposed  by  this  article  or  other  applicable  law.  A  notice  shall  be 
permanently  posted  on  the  user's  bulletin  board  or  other  prominent  place  advis- 
ing employees  whom  to  call  in  the  event  of  all  accidental  discharges.  Users  shall 
insure  that  all  employees  who  may  cause  or  discover  such  a  discharge  are  advised 
of  the  emergency  notification  procedures. 

e.  Confidential  Information 

(1)  Information  and  data  on  a  person  obtained  from  reports,  questionnaires 
and  inspections  shall  be  available  to  the  public  or  any  governmental  agency 
without  restriction  unless  the  person  specifically  requests  and  is  able  to 
demonstrate  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Director  of  Pubhc  Works  that  the  release 
of  such  information  would  divulge  information,  processes  or  methods  of  produc- 
tion entitled  to  protection  as  trade  secrets  of  that  person. 

(2)  When  requested  by  the  person  furnishing  a  report,  and  until  the  infor- 
mation is  determined  not  to  be  confidential,  the  portions  of  a  report  which  might 
disclose  trade  secrets  or  secret  processes  shall  not  be  made  available  for  inspec- 
tion by  the  public  but  shjill  be  made  available  to  government  agencies  for  uses 
related  to  this  article  upon  their  written  request  and  after  a  10  day  notification 
has  been  given  the  person  furnishing  the  information.  However,  such  portions  of 
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a  report  shall  be  immediately  available  for  use  by  the  City  injudicial  review  or  en- 
forcement proceedings  involving  the  person  furnishing  the  report  without  such 
10  day  notification. 

(3)  In  no  case  shall  wastewater  constituents  and  characteristics  be 
recognized  as  confidential  information. 

f.  Special  Agreements. 

No  provision  contained  in  this  article  shall  be  deemed  to  prevent  any  special 
agreement  or  arrangement  between  the  City  and  any  person  whereby 
wastewater  of  unusual  strength  or  characteristic  may  be  accepted  by  the  City  for 
treatment  which  will  not  violate  or  cause  the  City  AND/OR  THE  USER  to 
violate  federal  or  state  PRETREATMENT  OR  discharge  standards  and  which 
will  not  be  harmful  to  the  system. 

g.  Inspections 

(1)  Adequate  identification  shall  be  provided  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  for  all  inspectors  and  other  authorized  personnel  and  those  persons  shall 
identify  themselves  when  entering  any  property  for  inspection  purposes. 

(2)  Inspection  and  sampling  of  every  facility  that  is  involved  directly  or  in- 
directly with  the  discharge  of  wastewater  to  the  City's  wastewater  system  may 
be  made  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works.  These  facilities  shall  include  but  not  be 
limited  to  sewers,  wastewater  pumping  stations,  pollution  control  plants,  all  in- 
dustrial processes,  industrial  wastewater  generation,  conveyance  and  pretreat- 
ment  facilities,  and  all  similar  wastewater  facilities.  Inspections  may  be  made  to 
determine  that  such  facilities  are  maintained  and  operated  properly  and  are  ade- 
quate to  meet  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

(3)  Access  to  all  of  the  above  facilities  or  to  other  facilities  directly  or  in- 
directly connected  to  the  City's  wastewater  system  shall  be  given  to  authorized 
personnel  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  at  all  times.  No  person  shall  in- 
terfere with,  delay,  resist  or  refuse  entrance  to  an  authorized  Department  in- 
spector attempting  to  inspect  any  wastewater  generation,  conveyance  or  treat- 
ment facility  connected  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  City's  wastewater  system. 

h.  Public  Notification. 

A  list  of  the  users  who  were  significantly  violating  provisions  of  Section  7, 8,  or 
10  of  this  article  during  the  twelve  (12)  previous  months  shall  be  annually 
published  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  in  the  largest  daily  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  Baltimore  City.  The  notification  shall  also  summarize  any  enforcement 
actions  taken  against  the  user  during  the  same  twelve  (12)  months.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  this  provision,  significant  violations  are  those  violations  which  remain  un- 
corrected 45  days  after  notification  of  noncompliance;  which  are  part  of  a  pattern 
of  noncompliance  over  a  twelve  (12)  month  period;  or  which  involve  a  failure  to 
accurately  report  noncompliance. 

i.  Falsifying  of  Information 

Any  person  who  knowingly  makes  any  false  statement,  representation,  record, 
report,  plan  or  other  document  filed  with  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  or  who 
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falsifies,  tampers  with,  or  knowingly  renders  inaccurate  any  monitoring  device 
or  method  required  under  this  article  shall  be  subject  to  a  fme,  imprisonment,  or 
both  as  provided  in  Section  lib. 

a.  In  addition  to  normal  sewer  charges,  which  are  based  on  the  volume  of 
wastewater  discharged  into  the  public  sanitary  sewers,  there  shall  be  levied  a 
surcharge  for  discharging  any  wastewater  into  the  sanitary  sewer  system  which 
exceeds  the  maximum  values  of  polluting  materials  established  by  the  surcharge 
formula  in  Subsection  b  of  this  section.  Such  surcharge  shall  be  applicable  to  all 
establishments  th^t  discharge  directly  or  indirectly  into  the  City  sewer  system 
and  shall  be  payable  to  the  City  on  an  annual  basis. 

b.  Computation  of  Surcharges 

(1)  Surcharges  will  be  based  upon  the  average  volume  and  concentration  of 
flow  discharged  to  the  sanitary  sewer  multiplied  by  factors  expressing  the  cost  of 
treating  the  constituents  covered  by  the  formula. 

(2)  The  amount  of  surcharge  will  be  determined  from  the  following 
formula: 

(a)  Total  surcharge 

V  X  8.34  X  Fa  (BOD  -  300  mg/1)  +  V  x  8.34  x  Fb  (SS  -  300  mg/1) 
where 

V  =  Volume  of  waste  in  nuUions  of  gallons  discharged  to  the  public 
sewer  tributary  to  the  treatment  plants. 

Fa = Cost  per  pound  (in  dollars)  of  removing  BOD  constituents  from 
the  wastewater  expressed  to  the  nearest  tenth  of  a  cent. 

Fb  -  Cost  per  pound  (in  dollars)  of  removing  suspended  solids  from  the 
wastewater  expressed  to  the  nearest  tenth  of  a  cent. 

BOD  s  Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand  as  defmed  in  Section  la  of  this 
article. 

SS  =  Suspended  Solids  as  defmed  in  Section  Iz  of  this  article. 

(3)  300  mg/1  =  maximum  milligrams  per  liter  by  weight  of  BOD  and  SS 
allowable  without  payment  of  surcharge. 

(4)  Should  it  become  necessary  to  place  a  surcharge  on  other  constituents, 
charges  will  be  computed  in  the  same  manner. 

(5)  Until  a  reliable  cost  can  be  established  for  treating  each  constituent  at 
City's  treatment  plants,  the  cost  factor  may  be  based  upon  the  average  cost  of 
treating  those  constituents  at  other  plants  having  like  or  similar  processes  and 
effluent  requirements. 

c.  Measurements  of  Volume  of  Flow 

(1)  Where  the  person  or  establishment  purchases  all  of  its  water  from  the 
City  and  discharges  all  of  it  as  wastewater  to  the  sewer  system,  the  volume  of 
water  purchased  shall  be  used  as  a  measure  of  the  quantity  of  industrial 
wastewater  discharged. 
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(2)  Where  the  person  or  estabhshment  purchases  its  water  from  the  City 
and  only  discharges  a  part  of  it  to  the  sewer  system  an  allowance  for  water  not 
put  into  the  sewer  system  shall  be  made  in  computing  wastewater  flow,  or  flow 
shall  be  measured  separately  before  it  discharges  to  the  sewer  system.  The  per- 
son or  establishment  shall  provide  at  its  own  expense  metering  facilities  as  re- 
quired to  indicate  accurately  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City,  the  amount  of  water 
claimed  as  a  credit,  or  the  flow  discharging  to  the  sewer  system.  The  Engineer 
DIRECTOR  shall  determine  which  method  is  acceptable. 

(3)  Whenever  a  person  or  establishment  using  a  private  water  supply 
discharges  wastewater  to  the  sewer  system,  either  sanitary  or  (where  allowed) 
storm,  the  flow  will  be  based  upon: 

(a)  Metered  use  of  water  in  the  establishment  or  in  that  portion  of  the 
establishment  discharging  wastewater  to  the  public  sewer,  or 

(b)  Metered  flow  discharged  to  the  sewer  system. 

d.  Method  of  Payment  for  Surcharge. 

(1)  Imposed.  There  ia  hereby  imposed  for  the  period  commencing  on 
January  1,  1077  and  ending  on  December  31,  1977,  a  surcharge  for,  and  there  is 
hereby  imposed  in  all  subsequent  years  THERE  IS  HEREBY  IMPOSED  an  an- 
nual surcharge  for,  the  use  of,  and  the  services  rendered  by,  the  plants,  properties, 
works,  systems  or  facilities,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  are  owned  or  controlled  by 
the  City  for  discharging  any  wastewater  into  the  sanitary  sewer  system  and/or 
storm  sewer  system  which  exceed  the  maximum  values  of  polluting  materials 
established  by  the  surcharge  formula  in  Subsection  b  of  this  section. 

(2)  Annual.  The  surcharge  imposed  hereunder  for  the  period  commencing 
on  January  1,  1977,  and  ending  on  December  31,  1977,  shall  be  based  on  a  year 
period  SHALL  BE  BASED  ON  A  CALENDAR  YEAR  BASIS  at  the  annual 
rate  as  established  by  the  surcharge  formula  in  Subsection  b  of  this  sectionrtmcl 
all  subsequent  years  the  charge  imposed  thereunder  shall  be  an  annual  charge.  . 

(3)  Charges  and  Determinations.  In  all  cases  where  the  volume  of  industrial 

wastewater  and/or  the  cost  of  treating  the  constituents  covered  by  the  formula 
based  on  the  type  of  discharge  from  any  particular  property  which  is  being 
discharged  into  the  City's  sewerage  system  or  storm  drain  facilities  cannot  be 
reasonably  agreed  upon  between  the  person  discharging  said  industrial 
wastewater  and  the  Engineer  DIRECTOR,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  or  his 
delegate  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  determine  the  volume  of  in- 
dustrial wastewater  being  discharged  into  the  City's  sewerage  system  or  storm 
drain  facilities  andyor  the  cost  for  treating  the  constituents  covered  by  the  for- 
mula of  the  discharge  under  the  facts  and  circumstances  in  each  case  and  the 
charges  imposed  under  this  section  shall  be  calculated  and  based  upon  the  volume 
of  industrial  wastewater  and/or  the  cost  for  treating  the  constituents  covered  by 
the  formula  of  the  discharge  being  discharged  into  the  City's  sewerage  system  or 
storm  drain  facilities  as  determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  or  his 
delegate  as  aforesaid. 
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(4)  Appeals.  In  the  event  that  any  particular  property  owner  PERSON, 
who  is  legally  liable  for  the  payment  of  the  surcharge  imposed  under  this  section, 
disagrees  with,  or  is  aggrieved  by,  any  determination,  decision,  order,  or  notice 
of  any  kind,  which  is  made,  rendered,  issued  or  given  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  such  property  owner  PERSON,  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  notice  of 
any  such  determination,  decision,  order  or  notice  has  been  given  to,  or  mailed  to, 
such  property  owner  PERSON  ,  shall  have  the  right  to  take  such  action  as  may 
be  necessary  or  proper  to  bring  the  matter  in  dispute  before  the  Board  of 
Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  for  review  by  it.  Upon  reasonable  notice  in  accord- 
ance with  its  rules  and  the  provisions  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter,  the  Board 
shall  determine  whether  or  not  the  determination,  decision,  order,  or  notice 
which  is  the  subject  to  review  is  proper  or  correct.  The  Board,  by  a  majority  vote 
thereof,  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  reverse  or  affu-m,  wholly,  or  part- 
ly, or  may  modify  the  determination,  decision,  order  or  notice  appealed  from,  and 
may  give  or  make  such  determination,  decision,  order,  requirement  or  notice  as 
ought  to  be  made.  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  contained  herein  shall  be 
taken  or  construed  as  authorizing  the  Board  to  waive,  set  aside  or  in  any  manner 
change  any  specific  provision  or  provisions  of  this  section. 

(5)  Collections. 

(a)  Billings.  All  surcharges  imposed  under  this  section  shall  be  due  and 
payable  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  and  every  year  beginning  January  I7 
1077,  for  the  fiac&l  year  January  1, 1977,  to  December  31, 1077.  Any  surcharges 
unpaid  on  April  1  of  such  taxable  year  shall  be  considered  in  arrears  and  delin- 
quent and  all  water  service  shall  be  subject  to  turn-off  for  nonpayment  of  such 
surcharges  at  any  time  thereafter.  All  surcharges  shall  be  billed  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  of  the  City;  said  surcharges  may  be  included  in  the  same  bills 
rendered  for  water  charges,  or  stated  in  sep)arate  bills,  and  shall  be  collected  by 
the  Department  of  Finance  of  the  City.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply 
to  all  properties  and  the  owners  thereof  which  are  subject  to  the  payment  of  the 
surcharges  imposed  under  this  section  without  regard  to  the  source  or  sources  of 
water  used  on  said  properties. 

(b)  Penalty.  For  all  surcharges  beconung  due  and  payable  or  which  are 
overdue  and  in  arrears  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  1,  1078  JANUARY, 
there  are  hereby  imposed  the  following  penalties,  which  include  interest  at  the 
rate  of  eight  per  centum  (8%)  per  annum,  on  all  such  surcharges  becoming  in  ar- 
rears, the  same  to  be  imposed  in  or  for  the  year  for  which  such  surcharges  were 
levied.  One  and  one-tliird  per  centum  (1-1/3%)  on  April  1  on  surcharges  remain- 
ing unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  March,  two  and  two-thirds  percentum 
(2-2/3%)  on  May  1  on  surcharges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of 
April;  four  per  centum  (4%)  on  June  1  on  surcharges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end 
of  the  month  of  May;  five  and  one-third  per  centum  (5-1/3%)  on  July  1  on  sur- 
charges remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  June,  six  and  two-thirds  per 
centum  (6-2/3%)  on  August  1  on  surcharges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the 
month  of  July;  eight  per  centum  (8%)  on  September  1  on  surcharges  remaining 
unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  August;  nine  and  one-third  per  centum  (9-1/3%) 
on  October  1  on  surcharges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of 
September;  ten  and  two-thirds  per  centum  (10-2/3%)  on  November  1  on  sur- 
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charges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  October;  twelve  per  centum 
(12%)  on  December  1  on  surcharges  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  month  of 
November;  thereafter,  in  addition  to  the  aforegoing  penalties,  a  penalty  at  the 
rate  of  one  and  one-third  per  centum  (1-1/3%)  per  month,  which  includes  interest 
at  the  rate  of  eight  per  centum  (8%)  per  annum,  shall  be  imposed  until  said  sur- 
charges are  paid. 

(c)  Arrears.  All  bills  in  arrears  for  charges  imposed  under  this  section 
may  be  deemed  a  sufficient  reason  for  discontinuing  water  furnished  by  the  City 
until  all  such  surcharges  and  interest  and  penalties  have  been  paid  in  full. 
Whenever  water  is  shut  off  for  nonpayment  of  the  surcharges  imposed 
hereunder,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  shall  be  paid  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  of  the  City  before  the  water  supply  is  turned  on  again. 

(6)  Surcharges  to  be  liens.  The  surcharges  imposed  under  this  section  and 
all  increases,  interests  and  penalties  thereon,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  of 
any  person  liable  to  pay  the  same  to  the  City  and  such  lien  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
Tax  Lien  Record  maintained  by  the  Department  of  Finance,  Bureau  of  Collec- 
tions. 

(7)  Regulations.  In  order  to  properly  carry  out  and  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  Section  and  to  collect  the  surcharges  levied  and  imposed  under  this  sec- 
tion, the  City  Department  of  Finance  and/or  Department  of  Public  Works  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make,  adopt,  promulgate  and  amend,  from 
time  to  time,  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  to 
carry  out  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  to  fully  collect  the  sur- 
charges imposed  under  this  section,  and  to  define  or  construe  any  of  the  terms 
and  provisions  used  in  this  section  in  connection  with  the  imposition  or  collection 
of  said  surcharges.  Copies  of  said  regulations  shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Depart- 
ment of  Legislative  Reference. 

(8)  Penalty  Provisions.  Every  person  or  other  legal  entity  who  shall  par- 
ticipate or  aid  in  any  manner  in  the  evasion  of  the  surcharges  imposed  under  this 
section  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  any  of  the  rules 
or  regulations  made,  adopted  or  promulgated  by  the  City  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Court,  for  each  offense. 

10.  Waste  haulers. 

a.  Waste  Hauler  Permits 

(1)  All  waste  haulers  as  defined  in  Section  Ibb  proposing  to  discharge 
wastewater  into  the  sewer  system  must  obtain  a  Waste  Hauler  Permit  before 
discharging  wastewater  to  the  sewer  system.  All  existing  waste  haulers  must 
apply  for  a  Waster  Hauler  Permit  within  30  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
article  ORDINANCE.  Thereafter,  no  waste  hauler  shall  discharge  wastewater 
into  the  sewer  system  except  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  a  Waste  Hauler 
Permit. 
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(2)  Permit  Application.  Waste  haulers  seeking  a  Waste  Hauler  Permit  shall 
complete  and  file  with  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  an  application  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  the  Director,  and  accompanied  by  the  applicable  fees.  The  appli- 
cant shall  be  required  to  submit,  in  units  and  terms  appropriate  for  evaluation, 
the  following  information  if  applicable: 

(a)  Name  and  address; 

(b)  Volume  of  wastewater  to  be  discharged; 

(c)  Wastewater  constituents  and  characteristics  as  determined  by  a 
laboratory  approved  by  the  Director; 

(d)  Name,  location,  and  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  number,  if  any, 
of  the  facility  where  the  wastewater  is  generated; 

(e)  A  description  of  the  processes  generating  the  wastewater  and  the 
types  of  materials  which  are  or  could  be  included  in  the  wastewater; 

(f)  Any  other  information  as  n^y  be  deemed  by  the  Director  to  be 
necessary  to  evaluate  the  pemnit  application.  The  Director  of  Public  Works  will 
evaluate  the  data  furnished  by  the  waste  hauler  and  may  require  additional  infor- 
nrmtion.  After  evaluation  and  acceptance  of  the  data  furnished,  an  inspection  of  the 
equipment  to  be  used  for  transport  of  the  wastewater  and  an  inspection  of  the 
facilities  where  the  wastewater  is  generated  may  be  required.  The  Director  may 
then  issue  a  Waste  Hauler  Permit  subject  to  terms  and  conditions  provided  herein. 

(3)  Permit  Conditions.  Waste  Hauler  Permits  shall  be  subject  to  all  provi- 
sions of  this  article  and  all  other  regulations,  user  charges  and  fees  established  by 
the  City.  However,  no  person  issued  a  Waste  Hauler  Permit  shall  be  required  to 
obtain  a  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  with  regard  to  discharges  from 
scavenger  vehicles.  The  conditions  of  the  Waste  Hauler  Permits  shall  be  uniform- 
ly enforced  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  in  accordance  with  this  article,  and 
applicable  state  and  federal  regulation.  In  the  event  of  conflict  between  local, 
state,  or  federal  regulations,  the  most  stringent  regulation  shall  be  enforced  by 
the  Director.  Permits  may  contain  the  following: 

(a)  Any  of  the  conditions  applicable  to  Wastewater  Discharge  Permits; 

(b)  Requirements  for  scavenger  vehicles  including  vehicle  permits, 
type,  equipment,  maintenance,  cleaning,  and  identification  and  limitations  on 
other  uses  of  such  vehicles; 

(c)  Discharge  procedures; 

(d)  Limitations  as  to  time,  location,  volume,  and  flow  of  discharges; 

(e)  Requirements  for  inspection  and  sampling; 

(f)  Fee  payment  procedures; 

(g)  Limitations  on  constituents  and  materials  to  be  discharged; 

(h)  Requirements  for  reports; 

(i)  Requirements  for  amending  the  permit  if  discharge  is  significantly 
changed  or  if  source  of  discharge  is  changed; 
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(j)  Other  conditions  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Director  to  insure 
compHance  with  this  article. 

(4)  Duration,  Transfer  and  Suspension  of  Permits.  Waste  Hauler  Permits 
are  subject  to  the  same  limitations  on  duration,  transfer,  and  suspension  as 
Wastewater  Discharge  Permits  as  provided  under  Sections  8a(5),  8a(6),  and 
8a(7). 

b.  Vehicle  Tags 

No  vehicle  shall  discharge  any  material  into  the  sewer  system  unless  it  has 
been  issued  a  permit  to  do  so  and  displays  the  appropriate  identification  and 
Scavenger  Vehicle  Permit  Tag. 

c.  Fees 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  may  establish  a  schedule  of  fees  for  Waste 
Hauler  Permits,  Scavenger  Vehicle  Permit  Tags,  and  discharges  by  waste 
haulers.  Such  fees  shall  be  based  on  the  City's  costs  of  providing  services  to 
waste  haulers.  Costs  may  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  issuance  of  permits,  in- 
spections, sampling,  testing,  and  charges  for  use  of  the  sewer  system. 

d.  Sources  Outside  of  City 

All  waste  haulers  providing  waste  removal  services  to  sources  of  wastewater 
outside  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  will  include  in  their  service  contracts 
provisions  allowing  the  Director  of  Public  Works  OF  THE  APPLICABLE 
JURISDICTION  to  inspect  the  source  of  wastewater  to  be  discharged  into  the 
sewer  system. 

e.  Refusal  of  Wastewater 

When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  wastewater  proposed  to 
be  discharged  by  a  waste  hauler  constitutes  a  hazard  to  health,  safety,  operation 
of  the  sewer  system,  violation  of  this  article  or  of  a  waste  hauler  permit  condi- 
tion, or  may  cause  the  violation  of  any  restrictions  upon  discharges  from  the 
sewer  system,  the  Director  may  refuse  discharge  of  said  wastewater  to  the 
sewer  system.  The  Director  may  order  any  discharge  in  progress  to  be  stopped 
or  may  order  any  waste  hauler  not  to  discharge  into  the  sewer  system.  The 
storage  tank  and  lines  through  which  wastewater  passes  of  any  scavenger  vehi- 
cle which  contained  wastewater  refused  by  the  Director  shall  be  emptied  and 
thoroughly  cleaned  before  collecting  any  wastewater  to  be  discharged  into  the 
sewer  system. 

f.  Reciprocity 

The  City  of  Baltimore  will  accept  the  permitting  inspections  and  approvals  of 
waste  haulers  located  in  counties  with  similar  programs  for  monitoring  and 
regulating  waste  haulers.  Such  waste  haulers  wishing  to  operate  scavenger 
vehicles  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  will  be  required  to  apply  for  a  Waste  Hauler 
Permit  and  a  City  of  Baltimore  Scavenger  Vehicle  Permit  Tag  for  each 
scavenger  vehicle  but  will  not  be  required  to  pay  any  fees  to  the  City  for  the 
Waste  Hauler  Permit.  Such  waste  haulers  will  be  required  to  pay  fees  for  each 
Scavenger  Vehicle  Permit  Tag  and  fees  for  discharges  to  the  sewer  system. 
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11.  Enforcement. 

a.  Connections  and  Manholes 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  Sections  2, 3, 4,  6, 13  or  26  of  this 
article  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000),  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  ten  (10)  days,  or  both,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court,  for  each  and  every  offense.  Every  such  person  who  shall  fail  to 
comply  with  the  notice  as  provided  in  Section  3,  shall  upon  conviction,  as 
aforesaid,  be  subject  to  an  additional  fine  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  for  each  and  every  day  that  he  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply.  All 
said  fines  are  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  are  collected,  and  all  said  imprison- 
ment imposed  as  other  imprisonment  is  imposed,  for  violation  of  the  City's 
ordinances. 

b.  Effluent  and  Pretreatment 

(1)  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  Sections  7,  8,  or  10  of  this 
article,  wastewater  discharge  permit  condition,  cease  and  desist  order,  prohibi- 
tion, effluent  limitation,  or  pretreatment  or  toxicity  standard  shall  be  liable  to  a 
civil  penalty  of  not  less  than  $250.00  nor  more  than  that  allowed  under  state  law 
for  each  day  in  which  such  violation  occurs. 

(2)  Any  person  who  intentionally  violates  any  provision  of  Sections  7,  8,  or 
10  of  this  article,  wastewater  discharge  permit  condition,  cease  and  desist  order, 
prohibition,  effluent  limitation,  or  pretreatment  or  toxicity  standard  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $250.00  nor  more  than  that 
allowed  under  state  law  for  each  day  in  which  such  violation  occurs,  or  to  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  six  (6)  months  in  jail,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  court.  If  the  conviction  is  for  a  violation  committed  after  the  first  conviction 
of  such  person,  punishment  shall  be  a  fine  not  to  exceed  that  allowed  under  state 
law  for  each  day  in  which  such  violation  occurs,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  one  (1)  year  in  jail,  or  both. 

(3)  Any  person  found  to  be  violating  any  provision  of  Sections  7,  8,  or  10  of 
this  article  shall  be  served  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  with  written  notice 
stating  the  nature  of  the  violation.  Within  30  days  after  the  date  of  the  notice 
unless  a  shorter  time  is  necessary  due  to  the  nature  of  the  violation,  a  plan  for  the 
satisfactor>'  correction  thereof  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director.  If  the  violation 
is  not  corrected  by  timely  compliance,  or  a  satisfactory  correction  plan  submitted 
within  the  specified  time,  the  Director  may  order  any  user  to  show  cause  before 
the  Director  why  enforcement  action  should  not  be  taken.  A  written  notice  shall 
be  served  on  the  user  specifying  the  time  and  place  of  a  hearing,  the  reason  why 
the  action  is  to  be  taken,  and  the  proposed  enforcement  action.  The  Director  may 
propose  any  enforcement  action  reasonably  necessary  to  abate  the  violation. 
Based  upon  the  evidence  presented  at  the  hearing,  the  Director  shall  determine 
the  appropriate  enforcement  action  which  should  be  taken,  if  any.  This  deter- 
mination may  be  appealed  to  the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  by  filing 
a  written  petition  with  the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  within  10 
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days  of  the  Director's  ruling.  The  Board  of  Municiai  and  Zoning  Appeals  shall  fix 
a  reasonable  time  for  hearing  the  appeal  and  give  written  notice  to  the  parties, 
stating  the  time  and  place  for  the  hearing.  The  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning 
Appeals  shall  decide  the  appeal  within  a  reasonable  time  and  notify  the  parties  of 
their  decision. 

(4)  As  an  alternative  to  the  actions  set  forth  in  (3)  of  this  subsection 
SUBSECTION  B(3)  OF  THIS  SECTION,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  may 
refer  the  complaint  or  charges  for  violations  to  the  City  Solicitor  or  State's  At- 
torney for  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

c.  Costs  of  Damage  and  Violations 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article  or  who  causes  a 
deposit,  obstruction,  damage,  or  any  other  impairment  to  the  City's  facilities 
shall  be  notified  that  he  is  liable  to  the  City  for  all  expense,  enforcement  cost, 
loss,  or  damage  occasioned  the  City  by  reason  of  such  violation  or  discharge. 

HOUSE  CONNECTIONS 

12.  Authority  to  make. 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  in  construct- 
ing all  pipes  connecting  from  the  sewer  or  sewer  pipes  in  the  highway  to  a 
building  on  a  lot  adjacent  to  such  highway  where  the  wall  of  such  building  stands 
upon  or  near  to  the  building  line,  to  carry  said  connecting  pipe  to  the  inside  of 
such  wall,  so  that  the  connections  with  the  house  fixtures  can  be  thereafter  made 
from  the  inside,  without  digging  up  the  pavement  or  surface  outside  of  such  wall. 

13.  Penalty  for  interference. 

The  owners  of  all  improvements  on  lots  adjacent  to  any  highway,  where  sewers 
have  been  or  may  be  laid,  and  where  the  Director  of  Public  Works  is  directed  by 
Section  12  of  this  article  to  carry  the  pipes  to  the  inside  of  the  walls  of  such  im- 
provements, are  hereby  directed  not  to  interfere  with  the  Director,  his  agents  or 
servants,  in  any  manner  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  put  upon  him  by  Sec- 
tion 12  of  this  article;  and  any  owner  of  a  property  interfering  with  the  Director, 
his  agents  or  servants,  in  the  performance  of  said  duty  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine, 
imprisonment,  or  both,  as  provided  in  Section  11a. 

14.  Right  of  entry. 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  upon 
the  property  of  any  person,  association  or  corporation  through  which  the  public 
or  private  sewers  now  or  may  hereafter  run  in  order  to  regulate  or  repair  the 
same. 

15.  Notices  to  make  connection. 

Immediately  after  the  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  notify  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  that  any  portion  of  the  sewerage  system  provided  for  by  Chapter  349 
or  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1904',  and  any  amendments 

1  See  City  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws,  (1969  Edition),  sees.  20-8  to  20-10. 
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thereto,  is  in  actual  operation  and  in  a  condition  to  collect,  transmit  and  dispose 
of  domestic  or  house  sewerage,  and  shall  impart  to  the  said  Commissioner  of 
Health  the  metes  and  bounds  of  said  portion  of  said  sewerage  system  in  such 
state  of  preparedness,  the  said  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  notify,  in  writing, 
all  owners  of  property  within  such  metes  and  bounds,  to  connect,  at  their  own 
cost  and  expense,  their  respective  house-drains,  at  their  respective  building  lines, 
with  said  sewerage  system,  and  to  clean  out  and  fill  up  their  respective  privy 
sinks,  wells,  cesspools,  or  other  sewerage  or  drainage  receptacles,  and  to  aban- 
don the  use  of  their  existing  arrangments  of  every  sort  for  the  disposal  of 
sewerage  or  drainage,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  upon  application,  within  said  fifteen  days,  by  any  such 
owner,  to  the  Health  Commissioner,  for  an  extension  of  time  within  which  to 
complete  said  connection,  and  other  work  by  this  section  directed  to  be  done,  the 
said  Health  Commissioner  shall  grant  a  further  time  of  not  less  than  fifteen  days 
for  the  doing  of  all  said  work. 

16.  Same;  service. 

The  notice  provided  for  in  Section  15  hereof  shall  be  left  with  the  owner  or 
occupier,  or  agent  of  the  owner  of  the  property  mentioned  in  said  notice;  and  if 
there  be  no  owner  or  occupier,  or  agent  of  the  owner  of  said  property,  upon 
which  said  notice  can  be  served,  notice  shall  be  deemed  in  all  respects  sufficient  if 
exposed,  in  some  open  way,  upon  the  property  to  which  it  refers. 

17.  Same;  compliance. 

After  receiving  the  notice  provided  for  in  Section  15  hereof,  and  within  the 
time  stated  therein,  the  owner  of  all  such  property  shall  comply  with  the  terms 
and  requirements  of  said  notice,  and  shall  make  said  connections  with  the  said 
sewerage  system  and  do  all  of  the  things  prescribed  by  said  notice,  in  a  thorough 
and  workmanlike  manner,  and  in  faithful  conformity  with  all  existing  laws, 
ordinances  or  regulations  relating  to  plumbing  and  especially  so  that  no  water 
from  roofs  or  cellars  or  ground  water  will  enter  such  portion  of  said  sewerage 
system,  and  shall  also  fill  in  all  cesspools  cleaned  out  pursuant  to  said  notice  with 
good,  pure  material,  and  in  cases  where  the  old  drain  is  to  cross  a  cesspool  in 
order  to  reach  the  new  sewers,  shall  lay  an  iron  instead  of  a  vitrified  pipe  across 
said  cesspool. 

18.  Same;  violations. 

Before  the  work  provided  for  in  Section  17  hereof  shall  be  covered  up  or  put  in 
operation,  the  said  work  must  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  or  his 
representative.  Any  violation  of  the  provision  of  this  section  shall  subject  the  of- 
fender to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  ($5.00)  nor  more  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars  ($1,000),  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  are  collected. 

19.  Same;  enforcement. 

a.  Procedure 

Should  any  owner  of  any  such  property  refuse,  neglect  or  fail  to  comply  with 
any  of  the  terms  or  requirements  of  their  said  notice  within  the  time  therein

stated  or  the  extension  thereof,  if  extended  as  provided  in  Section  15  hereof; 
then  upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  in  said  notice,  if  no  appHcation  has 
been  made  for  an  extension,  or  upon  the  expiration  of  the  extended  time,  if  any 
extension  has  been  granted  as  hereinabove  provided,  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  make  written  request  upon  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  of  Baltimore  City  to  make  the  necessary  connection 
and  do  the  other  work  hereinabove  required  to  be  done  in  and  upon  such  prop- 
erty, and  thereupon,  the  said  Director  is  hereby  directed  to  perform  all  the  work 
required  of  the  said  owner  of  said  property  and  supply  all  the  materials  needed 
therefor,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  cost  of  such  materials  and  work 
upon  each  of  such  properties  separately,  and,  upon  the  completion  of  the  work, 
the  said  Director  shall  make  a  written  report  stating  as  to  each  property 
separately  that  the  said  connections  have  been  made  and  said  work  done,  and  the 
cost  of  the  labor  and  materials  required  in  doing  the  same,  to  which  he  shall  add  a 
lump  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  as  a  penalty  upon  the  owner  for  failing  to  com- 
ply with  Sections  15  and  17  hereof  and  to  cover  administrative  or  supervisory  ex- 
penses, and  the  description  of  the  property  by  street  and  number  and  the  name 
of  the  owner,  and  thereupon  the  Director  shall  notify  the  owner  of  said  property, 
of  the  amount  of  the  total  expense  and,  in  said  notice,  appoint  a  day  for  such 
owner  to  appear  before  him  and  show  cause  if  any  exists  why  said  total  expense 
should  not  be  charged  against  the  said  property.  If  such  party  shall  fail  to  appear 
within  the  time  limited,  or  fail  to  show  any  just  reason  why  said  charge  should 
not  be  made,  the  Director  shall  cause  such  charge  to  be  entered  in  the  records  to 
be  provided  for  that  purpose  and  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Finance, 
said  records  shall  show  the  amount  of  the  expense  for  making  the  sewer  connec- 
tion and  the  date  when  said  expense  was  incurred  by  the  Director  and  said  ad- 
ministrative charge  or  penalty.  Any  j^erson  thus  charged  with  the  expense  of 
such  connection,  as  hereinabove  provided,  shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal  to 
the  Board  of  Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  and  within  the  same  time  and  by  the 
same  procedure,  as  is  now  provided  by  law. 

b.  Penalties. 

Any  person  interfering  with  the  Health  Commissioner  or  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  or  their  agents  or  servants  in  the  performance  of  any  of  the  duties  by  Sec- 
tions 15-21  required  of  them  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  ($10.00),  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  to  be  collected  as 
other  penalties  due  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  are  collected. 

c.  Interest 

The  interest  herein  directed  to  be  charged  shall  be  at  the  rate  set  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

20.  Ground  water  in  system. 

Should  it  appear  at  any  time  as  to  any  connection  made  with  any  portion  of  the 
said  sewerage  system,  as  provided  for  in  Section  17  hereof,  that  ground  water 
passes  through  said  connection,  then  upon  notice  to  that  effect,  which  may  be 
given  in  the  same  manner  as  that  pointed  out  by  Section  16  hereof,  the  offending 
owner  shall  within  thirty  days  relay  said  connection  so  that  said  ground  water 
will  cease  to  enter  said  sewerage  system. 
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Should  any  such  owner  refuse,  neglect  or  fail  to  relay  said  connection  in  said 
manner  within  the  time  specified,  then  upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  proceed  in  the 
same  way  as  that  set  forth  in  Section  19  hereof,  and  there  shall  be  the  same  lien 
and  the  same  right  to  charge  and  add  to  the  tax  bill  and  the  same  liability  to 
punishment,  and  the  same  consequences  in  every  respect  as  are  provided  for  in 
Section  19  hereof. 

21.  Owners  of  property. 

Whenever  any  person  or  persons  shall  occupy,  or  shall  be  in  actual  possession, 
or  have  charge,  care  or  control  of  any  property  within  the  City,  as  executor,  ad- 
ministrator, trustee,  guardian  or  other  fiduciary,  or  as  agent,  such  person  shall 
be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  owner  of  such  property,  within  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  Sections  15-20,  and  shall  be  bound  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of 
said  sections  so  far  as  the  same  may  affect  such  property,  in  the  same  manner, 
and  subject  to  the  same  consequences  in  every  respect  prescribed  by  said  sec- 
tions as  if  such  person  were  actually  the  owner  of  such  property,  and  notice  to 
any  such  person  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  as  hereinbefore  prescribed, 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  as  good  and  sufficient  notice  as  if  such  person 
were  actually  the  owner  of  such  property. 

JONES'  FALLS 

22.  Walls  required. 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized,  whenever  he  shall  deem  it 
necessary,  to  notify  the  owner  or  owTiers  of  property  binding  upon  Jones'  Falls, 
or  any  part  thereof,  to  have  the  same  walled  up  on  the  line  of  said  Jones'  Falls, 
with  a  good  and  sufficient  stone,  brick,  masonry  or  concrete  wall,  to  such  height 
as  said  Director  may  direct,  and  to  have  the  same  backed  up  or  filled  with  earth, 
so  as  to  secure  such  property  or  other  property  in  the  vicinity  from  inundation  or 
damage  by  water,  and  when  the  same  shall  have  been  walled  up  wholly  or  in  part, 
to  rebuild  or  repair  in  a  good  and  sufficient  manner  any  such  wall;  all  such  work 
to  be  done  at  the  entire  expense  cf  such  owner  or  owners. 

23.  Same;  work  done  by  City. 

If  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  have  any  such  wall 
built,  rebuilt  or  repaired,  as  aboved  provided  for,  within  two  months  after  receiv- 
ing notice  from  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  as  set  forth  in  Section  22,  it  shall 
then  be  the  duty  of  the  Director,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  such  wall  to  be  built,  rebuilt  or  repaired,  as  specified  in  said  notice,  and  the 
cost  thereof  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  so  walled  up,  repaired  or  rebuilt,  as 
aforesaid,  to  be  recovered  in  due  course  of  law  from  the  owner  or  owners  so 
refusing  to  build,  rebuild  or  repair,  after  notice  as  aforesaid. 

PRIVATE  SEWERS 

24.  Permit  required. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  construct  within  the 
city  limits  a  private  sewer,  under  the  streets,  Lnes  or  alleys,  without  having  had 
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and  obtained  the  written  permission  therefor  from  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
under  a  penalty  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for  each  and  every 
day  the  same  shall  remain  without  such  permit. 

PURCHASE  OF  SEWERS 

25.  Authorized. 

The  Director  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  acquire,  by  purchase  or 
condemnation,  any  sanitary  or  stormwater  sewers  or  sewage  disposal  plants  as 
authorized  by  Chapter  222'  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  for 
the  year  1924,  and  also  by  Ordinance  No.  233'  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  approved  September  9th,  1924,  said  ordinance  having  been  submitted 
to  the  legal  voters  of  Baltimore  City  at  an  election  held  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
on  Tuesday,  the  fourth  day  of  November,  1924,  and  by  said  voters  approved. 

REFUSE  IN  SEWERS 

26.  Waste  matter. 

If  any  person  or  persons  shall  carelessly  or  intentionally  throw,  sweep  or  place 
any  waste  paper,  street  sweepings,  garbage,  dirt,  ashes,  dead  animal,  offal  or 
other  putrescible  matter,  or  any  rubbish  or  refuse  of  any  sort,  into  any  inlet, 
grating,  manhole  or  other  appurtenance  of  any  sewer  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
he,  she  or  they  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine,  imprisonment,  or  both  as  provided  in 
Section  11a;  provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  matter  commonly  designated  as  sewage  discharged  from  a  house  sewer  into 
another  sewer. 

LEGAL  AUTHORITY 

27.  Revision,  conflict,  and  severability 

a.  The  City  reserves  the  right  to  amend  this  article  in  any  manner  and  to 
establish  more  stringent  limitations  or  regulations  where  deemed  necessary  to 
comply  with  the  objectives  of  this  article. 

b.  This  article  regulating  sewer  construction,  sewer  use,  wastewater 
discharges,  and  waste  haulers  shall  supersede  all  previous  regulations  and 
policies  of  the  City  governing  items  covered  in  this  article.  All  other  articles  and 
regulations,  or  parts  thereof,  inconsistent  or  conflicting  with  any  part  of  this 
article  are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  inconsistency  or  conflict. 

c.  The  invalidity  of  any  section,  clause,  sentence  or  provision  of  this  article  shall 
not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other  part  of  this  article  which  can  be  given  effect 
without  such  invalid  part  or  parts. 

d.  In  order  to  properly  carry  out  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  make,  adopt,  promulgate  and 
amend,  from  time  to  time,  rules  and  regulations  and  operating  procedures  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ar- 
ticle and  which  are  not  inconsistent  therewith.  Copies  of  said  rules  and  regula-

SEC.  2.  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED,  THAT  IN  THE  EVENT  IT  BE 
JUDICIALLY  DETERMINED  THAT  ANY  WORD,  PHRASE,  CLAUSE, 
SENTENCE,  PARAGRAPH,  SECTION  OR  PART  IN  OR  OF  THIS 
ORDINANCE.  OR  THE  APPLICATION  THEREOF  TO  ANY  PERSON  OR 
CIRCUMSTANCES,  IS  INVALID,  THE  REMAINING  PROVISIONS  AND 
THE  APPLICATION  OF  SUCH  PROVISIONS  TO  OTHER  PERSONS  OR 
CIRCUMSTANCES  SHALL  NOT  BE  AFFECTED  THEREBY,  THE  MAYOR 
AND  CITY  COUNCIL  HEREBY  DECLARING  THAT  THEY  WOULD  HAVE 
ORDAINED  THE  REMAINING  PROVISIONS  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE 
WITHOUT  THE  WORD,  PHRASE,  CLAUSE,  SENTENCE,  PARAGRAPH, 
SECTION  OR  PART.  OR  THE  APPLICATION  THEREOF  SO  HELD 
INVALID.

ARTICLE  28 -TAXES 

Pole  Licenses 

50.  Fees;  metal  plates. 

Annually  in  the  first  week  of  January  all  persons  or  corporations  shall  pay  to 
the  Director  of  Finance,  a  fee  of  [twenty  dollars]  $d5  $S8  for  each  and  every 
telephone,  electric  light  or  other  pole  used,  possessed  or  maintained  by  them  in 
any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  except  trolley  poles, 
used  exclusively  for  stringing  thereon  wires  for  use  in  the  propulsion,  by  elec- 
tricity, of  street  passenger  cars.  Upon  receiving  the  above  fee  in  January,  1948 
and  subsequent  years,  the  Director  of  Finance  shall  deliver  to  the  person  or  cor- 
poration paying  the  same  a  permanent  metal  plate,  with  a  plain  and  conspicuous 
number  thereon,  to  be  provided  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Section  51,  only  for 
such  poles  for  which  permanent  metal  plates  have  not  been  issued  prior  thereto; 
and  the  Director  of  Finance  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  the  name  of  the  person  or 
corporation  to  whom  the  license  is  issued,  and  the  number  of  poles  for  which 
license  fees  are  paid;  he  shall  also  deliver  to  such  person  or  corporation  a  certifi- 
cate that  such  p)erson  or  corporation  has  paid  the  required  license  fee  for  that 
year,  on  the  specified  number  of  poles,  and  that  permanent  metal  plates  of  the 
given  numbers  have  been  issued  therefor;  such  person  or  corporation  shall  then 
have  one  of  such  permanent  metal  plates  securely  fastened  in  some  conspicuous 
place  upon  each  of  the  poles  used,  possessed  or  maintained  by  it  or  him. 

Sec.  2.  Ayid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
January  1,  1985.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

REVENUE  BONDS  (LOVEGROVE  ASSOCIATES  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  (a)  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding  $1,000,000 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  II,  subsection  (50)  of  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the 
costs  of  the  acquisition  by  Lovegrove  Associates  of  a  certain  project  consisting 
of  the  acquisition  of  all  or  a  portion  of  the  real  property  located  at  7  and  9  East 
Centre  Street,  529  North  Charles  Street  and  1,  3  and  5  East  Centre  Street, 
521-523  Lovegrove  Alley,  and  527  North  Charles  Street,  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland  including  existing  buildings  consisting  of  two  vacant 
shells,  retail  and  commercial  stores,  and  a  mixed  commercial  and  residential 
building,  the  reconstruction  and/or  renovation  of  such  improvements,  and  the 
purchase  and  installation  of  certain  machinery  and  equipment  therein,  to  be 
owned  by  Lovegrove  Associates  and  leased  to  one  or  more  tenants  for  use  as 
retail  and  commercial  facilities;  (b)  making  certain  legislative  findings;  (c) 
authorizing  and  empowering  the  City's  Board  of  Finance  by  one  or  more 
resolutions  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such 
bonds,  (d)  authorizing  the  Board  to  adopt  one  or  more  supplemental  resolu- 
tions for  certain  purposes;  (e)  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation 
of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds. 

RECITALS 

Article  II,  subsection  (50)  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as 
amended  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Enabling  Law"),  empowers  the  Mayor 
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and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (herein  referred  to  as  "the  City")  to  borrow  money 
to  finance  undertakings  for  the  accomplishment  of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects 
and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  connection  therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes  or  other 
obligations  (including  refunding  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which 
shall  be  fully  negotiable  and  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely 
from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  any  one  or  more  of  (a)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities,  developments  and  im- 
provements whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  notes 
or  other  obligations,  (b)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities,  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (c)  the  contracts,  mort- 
gages or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of 
such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations.  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the 
City  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  encouraging  the  increase  of 
industry  and  a  balanced  economy  therein,  promoting  economic  development 
therein,  and  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  thereof. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  March  29,  1984  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  "the  Letter  of  Intent")  from  Lovegrove  Associates,  a  general  part- 
nership organized  and  existing  under  the  law  of  Maryland  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  "the  Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to 
participate  in  financing  the  costs  of  a  certain  project  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Project"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the 
City's  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,000 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  it  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the 
costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Project. 

The  Project  will  consist  generally  of  all  or  a  portion  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  the 
real  property  land  located  at  7  and  9  East  Centre  Street,  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  more  or  less,  and  the  existing  improvements  thereon  (con- 
sisting of  a  two  vacant  shell  structures)  (b)  the  acquisition  of  four  condominium 
units  located  at  529  N.  Charles  Street  and  1,  3  and  5  East  Centre  Street,  also 
known  as  The  Consulate  Condominium,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and 
the  existing  improvements  thereon  (consisting  of  retail  stores),  (c)  the  acquisition 
of  a  tract  of  land  located  at  521-523  Lovegrove  Alley,  and  the  existing  im- 
provements thereon,  (d)  the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of  land  located  at  527  North 
Charles  Street,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  the  existing  im- 
provements thereon  (consisting  of  a  mixed  commercial  and  residential  building), 
(e)  the  renovation  and  reconstruction  of  such  existing  improvements  for  use  as 
retail,  commercial  and  residential  facilities,  (f)  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
installation  in  such  improvements  of  such  machinery  and  equipment,  and  such 
other  improvements,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  opera- 
tion thereof,  and  (g)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  real  and  personal 
property  (including,  by  way  of  example  rather  than  of  limitation,  roads,  rights  of 
access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities)  as  may  be 
necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing  purposes.  The  Project  will  be  owned  by 
the  Borrower  and  leased  to  one  or  more  tenants  for  use  as  offices,  commercial 
and  residential  facilities.  The  identities  of  the  tenants  have  not  yet  been  finally 
determined. 
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The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
City's  Board  of  Finance  (herein  referred  to  as  "the  Board")  by  resolution  to  deter- 
mine and  set  forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and 
seUing  the  Bonds  (including  one  or  more  negotiated  or  competitive  bid  sales),  the 
time  or  times  of  their  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the 
issuance  and  sale  thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  ex- 
pedient in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  PROVISIONS  OF 
THE  ENABLING  LAW, 

Section  \.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
acting  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and 
determined  that: 

LI  The  City's  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Enabling  Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Project  will  facilitate 
and  expedite  such  completion. 

L2.  The  Borrower's  acquisition  of  the  Project  and  the  financing  of  the  costs 
thereof  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the  general  purposes 
contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  and  increasing  jobs  and 
employment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  (b)  promoting  economic  development 
therein,  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  therein, 
and  (d)  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  thereof. 

L3.  The  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City,  shall  not  be  a  pledge 
of  or  involve  the  City's  faith  and  credit  or  taxing  power,  and  shall  not  constitute  a 
debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  the  provisions  of  Article  XI,  section  7 
of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter 
provision  limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  the  City's  bonds,  notes  or 
other  obligations.  The  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  and  shall  be  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and 
secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  any  one  or  more  of  (a)  the  revenues  from  or  arising 
in  connection  with  the  Project,  (b)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection 
with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  ac- 
quired with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  and  (c)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other 
securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  all  as 
the  Board  may  approve  by  one  or  more  resolutions  adopted  before  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  any  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000,000,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  made 
available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  approved  by  the  Board  and 
set  forth  in  a  resolution,  and  shall  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  purpose  of 
financing  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Project. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  shall  also  constitute  acceptance  of  the 
Letter  of  Intent  by  the  City. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  one  or  more  resolutions 
adopted  before  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to 

4.L  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  the  Bonds  (including  one  or  more 
negotiated  or  competitive  bid  sales),  the  time  or  times  of  their  issuance,  and  any 
and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  their  issuance  and  sale; 

4.2.  approve  (a)  the  City's  pledge  or  assignment  of  any  of  the  security  described 
in  by  the  provisions  of  Section  6  hereof,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (b)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (c)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

4.3.  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs 
of  the  completion  of  the  Project;  and 

4.4.  approve  the  issuance  and  sale  of  all  or  a  portion  of  the  Bonds  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance,  from  time  to  time  at  and  in  one  or  more  series,  the  proceeds  of 
which  may  be  used  to  finance  the  acquisition  of  all  or  a  portion  of  the  Project;  and 

4.5.  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  adopt  one  or  more  resolutions  from  time  to  time,  either  before  or 
after  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  to  supplement  the  resolution 
or  resolutions  referred  to  in  the  provisions  of  Sections  4  and  8  hereof,  and 
thereby  to  approve  amendments  or  supplements  to  or  substitutes  for  the  forms 
and  provisions  of  the  Bonds,  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement  and  all 
other  documents  approved  by  such  resolution  or  resolutions,  provided  that  each 
such  supplemental  resolution  and  each  such  amendment,  supplement  or 
substitute  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Enabling  Law  and 
this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obliga- 
tions of  the  City,  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  City's  faith  and  credit  or 
taxing  power,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning 
of  the  provisions  of  Article  XI,  section  7  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  the  City's  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations.  The  Bonds  shall  be 
limited  obligations  of  the  City,  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  and  shall  be  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  any 
one  or  more  of  (a)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Project, 
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(b)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or 
other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds, 
or  (c)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  ac- 
quired with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  one  or 
more  resolutions  adopted  before  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the 
Bonds. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the 
City's  name  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"the  Mayor"),  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  City's  Director  of 
Finance,  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  City's  corporate  seal  or  a 
facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  at- 
tested by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  The  trust 
agreement  or  similar  agreement  and  all  other  documents  approved  by  the  resolu- 
tion or  resolutions  referred  to  in  the  provisions  of  Sections  4  and  8  hereof,  and 
any  and  all  amendments  thereto  approved  by  a  resolution  referred  to  in  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  5  hereof,  shall  be  executed  in  the  City's  name  and  on  its  behalf 
by  the  Mayor  by  his  manual  signature,  and  the  City's  corporate  seal  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose 
signature  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  said 
documents  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any 
other  such  document,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid 
and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
delivery.  The  Mayor,  the  City's  Director  of  Finance,  the  Custodian  of  the  City 
Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all 
such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  certificates  as  the  Board 
may  determine  in  the  resolutions  referred  to  in  the  provisions  of  Sections  4,  5 
and  8  hereof  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  article  31,  section  12  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Mar>'land  (1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1982  Cumulative  Supplement),  as 
amended  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Note  Enabling  Law").  Reference  in  this 
Ordinance  to  the  Bonds  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  ap- 
propriate. As  permitted  by  the  provisions  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  the  Note 
Enabling  Law,  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  one  or  more 
resolutions  adopted  before  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  such  bond  an- 
ticipation notes,  to 

8.1.  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  any  such  bond  anticipation  notes 
(including  one  or  more  negotiated  or  competitive  bid  sales),  the  time  or  times  of 
their  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and 
their  issuance  and  sale; 

8.2.  approve  (a)  the  City's  pledge  or  assignment  of  any  of  the  security  described 
in  the  provisions  of  Section  6  hereof,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (b)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
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provided  in  the  Enabling  Law  or  the  Note  Enabling  Law,  and  (c)  such  provisions 
in  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem 
reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation 
notes; 

8.3.  approve  the  ternis  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower 
to  finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Project;  and 

8.4.  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Note  Enabling  Law,  the  City  hereby  covenants  (a)  to 
pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section, 
and  the  interest  thereon,  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in  anticipation  of  the 
sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  (b)  to  issue  such  Bonds  when,  and  as  soon 
as,  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  time- 
ly issuance  of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the 
City's  control,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers of  such  Bonds  when  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds 
no  longer  exists,  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Borrower, 
its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that 

9.L  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Project  to  the  City's 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that 
such  Department  may  refuse  approval  of  any  such  plans  and  specifications  for 
aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

9.2.  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
such  Department  to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstance, 
such  illegality,  invalidity,  unconstitutionality  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections  or  parts  of 
this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been  passed 
if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or 
part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to  which 
this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  is  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  exempted 
herefrom. 

Sec.  n.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  either  the  Bonds  (or  a  portion 
thereof)  or  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 8  hereof  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor;  provided,  that  the  Board,  after  a 
showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the  Board  before  or  after 
the  expiration  of  such  six-month  period,  may  extend  the  period  during  which 
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either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be  issued  and  sold  for  one 
additional  term  not  exceeding  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  on  which  the  first  six- 
month  period  expires.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion  and  without  action  by  the 
City  Council  of  the  City,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack  thereof,  of  the 
reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  such  six-month  period.  If  an  ex- 
tension is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons  therefor  must  be 
sent  to  the  City  Council  of  the  City.  If  neither  the  Bonds  (or  any  portion  thereof) 
nor  any  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  (12)  months 
from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  the  authority 
provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and  such  bond 
anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

SEC.  12.  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED,  THAT  THE  BOARD,  IN  ITS 
SOLE  DISCRETION,  MAY  REFUSE  TO  APPROVE  THE  FINAL  IS- 
SUANCE AND  SALE  OF  THE  BONDS  FOR  SUCH  REASONS  AS  IT 
DETERMINES  NECESSARY  OR  PROPER. 

Sec.  12  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect 
from  the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
(COIL  METAL  PROCESSING  COMPANY  FACILITY) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $9,440,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of 
Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  Coil 
Metal  Processing  Company,  a  Delaware  general  partnership  (whose  general 
partners  are  CMI,  Inc.,  a  Delaware  corporation,  and  Wilmington  Coil  Corpora- 
tion, a  Delaware  corporation),  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City  consisting 
of  (a)  the  construction  of  a  building  consisting  of  up  to  three  bays  and  contain- 
ing up  to  135,000  square  feet,  in  the  aggregate,  on  up  to  22V2  acres  of  land  to 
be  leased  from  Baltimore  City  as  6300-6400  Beckley  Street  (between  R.J. 
Carpets  and  General  Motors)  in  the  Holabird  Industrial  Park  in  Baltimore 
City,  and  (b)  the  purchase  and  installation  of  certain  machinery  and  equipment 
in  connection  therewith,  including,  without  limitation,  five  coil  processing 
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lines,  including  metal  slitters,  a  round  edge  machine,  and  a  triplate  coil  prep 
line,  all  to  be  owned  by  Coil  Metal  Processing  Company  and  used  as  a  coil 
metal  processing  plant  in  its  business  of  metal  processing;  authorizing  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  dated 
May  4,  1984  from  Coil  Metal  Processing  Company  to  the  City;  making  certain 
legislative  findings;  reserving  in  the  City  certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance 
of  such  Bonds;  authorizing  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or 
resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such 
bonds,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms, 
provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well 
as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all 
other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or 
expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing 
that  Coil  Metal  Processing  Company  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and 
specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Com- 
munity Development  in  connection  with  the  completion  of  such  facility;  pro- 
viding that  such  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the 
date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance  ap- 
proves one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the 
issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  revenue  bonds;  and 
generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connec- 
tion with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  May  4,  1984  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  Coil  Metal  Processing  Company,  a  Delaware  general  partnership 
whose  general  partners  are  CMI,  Inc.,  a  Delaware  corporation,  and  Wilmington 
Coil  Corporation,  a  Delaware  corporation  (the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which 
the  Borrov/er  has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of 
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the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland 
(the  "Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  economic  development  revenue 
bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $9,440,000  (the  "Bonds"), 
and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by 
the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Facility  Applicant's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  such  bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pursuant  to 
Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The  Facility 
Applicant  has  acknowledged  that  certain  federal  legislation  has  been  proposed 
which,  among  other  things,  may  adversely  affect  the  exemption  from  federal 
income  taxation  with  respect  to  interest  payable  on  such  bonds,  limit  the  use 
which  may  be  made  of  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  or  limit  (by  a  volume  cap  or 
otherwise)  the  ability  of  the  City  to  issue  bonds  or  other  obligations,  the  interest 
payable  on  which  is  to  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation.  In  addition,  the 
Facility  Applicant  has  acknowledged  that  the  City  reserves  certain  rights  con- 
cerning the  issuance  of  such  bonds  as  provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  (a)  the  construction  of  a  building  consisting  of  up  to  three  bays  and 
containing  up  to  135,000  square  feet,  in  the  aggregate,  on  22  V2  acres  of  land  to  be 
leased  from  the  City  at  6300-6400  Beckley  Street  (between  R.J.  Carpets  and 
General  Motors)  in  the  Holabird  Industrial  Park,  and  (b)  the  acquisition  and  in- 
stallation of  certain  machinery  and  equipment  in  connection  therewith,  in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  five  coil  processing  lines,  including  metal  slitters,  a 
round  edge  machine,  and  a  triplate  coil  prep  line.  Upon  completion,  the  Facility 
will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  for  use  as  a  coil  metal  processing  plant  in  its 
business  of  coil  metal  processing. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW.  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Sectio.s  l.Be  It  ordained  by  Mayor  arid  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
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general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  (d)  creating  a  significant  number  of  new  jobs  in  Baltimore 
City;  (e)  eliminating  a  severe  bottleneck  in  the  stainless  steel  operations  of 
Eastern  Stainless  Steel  Company,  one  of  its  customers,  permitting  Eastern  to  in- 
crease its  employment  by  a  significant  degree,  as  well;  (f)  providing  modern  ter- 
minal coil  processing  operations  for  Bethlehem  Steel,  allowing  it  to  be  more  com- 
petitive and  to  enlarge  its  markets;  (g)  encouraging  existing  metal  manufac- 
turers to  stay  in  Baltimore  and  encouraging  new  metal  manufacturers  to  locate 
in  Baltimore,  and  (h)  providing  the  City  with  one  of  the  most  modern  facilities  for 
processing  metal  coils  on  the  Eastern  Seaboard. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $9,440,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Facility. 

Sec.  S.Ayidbe  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  ihe  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  intends  that  the  enactment  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  and  constitute  "official  action"  within  the  meaning  of  Sec- 
tion M03-8(aX5)  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations  prescribed  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Treasury  pursuant  to  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
of  1954,  as  amended.  The  City  and  the  Borrower  contemplate  that,  upon  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  this  Ordinance,  the  Borrower  may  commence  the  acquisition  of  the 
Facility  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds;  provided,  however 
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that  if  the  Borrower  proceeds  with  the  acquisition  of  the  FaciHty  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board,  as  described  in  Section  5(a)  below,  the  Bor- 
rower does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in 
order  to  insure  that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  and 
any  pending  or  future  federal  or  State  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted, 
which  may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues 
its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future 
State  and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  any 
such  pending  or  future  legislation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those 
facilities  which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  pro- 
vide the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City, 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  Bonds,  (2) 
issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  requested  by 
the  Applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (4)  delay  in- 
definitely the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to  insure  that 
the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  in  the  event  that  any  present  law  or  any  pending  or  future  legisla- 
tion limits  or  would  limit  (by  a  volume  cap  or  otherwise)  the  City's  ability  to  issue 
bonds  or  other  obligations,  the  interest  payable  on  which  is  to  be  exempt  from 
federal  income  taxation,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to  choose  to  issue  its  bonds 
(within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future  State  and 
local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such  order  of  priority  as  it  may 
determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  tmie  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  sinular  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
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ceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs  of 
the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  ConstWtion  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All 
of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable, 
payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  arid  secured  solely  by  a 
pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other 
securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III) 
the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as 
the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  trust  agreement  or 
other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its 
behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise 
reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual 
signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature 
shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid 
documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
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powered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  cer- 
tificates as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the 
Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreem.ent,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bumls,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  linulation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers fur  such  Bonds  at  the  lime  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
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Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  W.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically 
exempted  herefrom. 

Sec.  \2.And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  is.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  Uke  effect  from 

the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
(MELLIN  FOODS  COMPANY,  INC.  FACILITY) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  (i)  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $7,500,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of 
Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  and 
(ii)  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  and,  if  necessary,  insurance  by  the 
Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority,  pursuant  to  the 
Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act  and  the  Maryland  In- 
dustrial Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  of  one  or  more  series  of  the 
Authority's  economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $7,500,000,  both  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of 
financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  Mellin  Foods  Company,  Inc.,  a 
Maryland  corporation  trading  as  Mellin  Ice  Cream  Company,  of  a  certain 
facility  (as  defined  in  such  Acts)  to  consist  of  and  include  (a)  the  construction 
(on  a  parcel  of  land  to  be  acquired  by  Mellin  Foods  Company,  Inc.  containing 
approximately  six  acres,  located  at  Plot  if9,  Carlin  Park  Drive,  Park  Circle 
Industrial  Park,  in  Baltimore,  Maryland)  of  a  building  containing  approximately 
50,000  square  feet,  and  (b)  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  certain  necessary 
or  useful  equipment  and  machinery,  and  (c)  the  acquisition  of  such  interests  in 
land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and 
rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities;  to  be 
owned  and  operated  by  Mellin  Foods  Company,  Inc.,  and  used  as  a  production 
plant  and  office  complex  in  its  business  of  manufacturing  premium  ice  cream; 
authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  CJity,  to  accept  the  letters  of 
intent  dated  April  12,  1984  and  April  13,  1984  from  Mellin  Foods  Company, 
Inc.  to  the  City;  making  certain  legislative  findings;  reserving  in  the  City  cer- 
tain rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  any  Bonds  issued  by  the  City;  authoriz- 
ing the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted 
prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds  issued  by 
the  Cit>',  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form, 
terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including 
negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance, 
and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  ail  things 
necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
such  bonds  by  the  City  or  the  Authority;  providing  that  Mellin  Foods  Com- 
pany, Inc.  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coor- 
dinate with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  con- 
nection with  the  completion  of  such  facility;  providing  that  any  bonds  (or  bond 
anticipation  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds), 
whether  issued  by  the  City  or  the  Authority,  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six 
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months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the 
Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this 
Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of 
the  bonds  of  the  City;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining  various 
matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  bonds  of  the 
City,  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  bonds  of  the  Authority. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployinent  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  as  amended, 
(the  "MIDFA  Act"),  provides  that  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  MIDFA  Act, 
the  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  (the  "Authority"),  on 
behalf  of  the  State  of  Maryland  (the  "State"),  may  issue  and  sell  bonds  as  pro- 
vided in  and  in  accordance  with  the  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue 
Bond  Act  (the  "Revenue  Bond  Act").  The  MIDFA  Act  and  the  Revenue  Bond  Act 
are  herein  sometimes  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Acts".  The  MIDFA  Act 
further  provides  that  the  Authority  may  accomplish  the  acquisition  of  one  or 
more  facilities  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  its  bonds  by  one  or  more  of  the 
methods  described  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Act. 

Section  13-138  of  the  MIDFA  Act  provides  that  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  bonds  by  the  Authority,  the  legislative  body  of  the  county  or  municipality  in 
which  the  facility  to  be  financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  is  to  be  located 
shall  adopt  a  resolution  which  (a)  is  administrative  m  nature,  is  not  subject  to  the 
procedures  required  for  legislative  acts  and  is  not  subject  to  referendum,  (b) 
specify  and  describe  the  facility,  and  (c)  generally  describe  the  public  purpose  to 
be  served  by  the  facility. 

The  City  has  received  two  letters  of  intent  dated  April  12,  1984  and  April  13, 
1984  (collectively,  the  "Letter  of  Intent")  from  Mellin  Foods  Company,  Inc.,  a 
Maryland  corporation  trading  as  Mellin  Ice  Cream  Company  (the  "Borrower"), 
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pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the 
financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  facility  in 
Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's 
economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  |7, 500,000  (the  "City  Bonds")  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds 
available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

Alternatively,  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City,  a  "county"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Act,  to  approve  the  financing  by  the  Authority  of 
the  Facility,  and  to  approve  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the 
Facility  by  the  Authority's  issuance  and  sale  pursuant  to  the  Acts  and,  if 
necessary,  insurance  by  the  Authority,  through  its  bond  insurance  fund,  pur- 
suant to  the  MIDFA  Act,  of  one  or  more  series  of  its  economic  development 
revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $7,500,000  (the 
"Authority  Bonds"). 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pur- 
suant to  Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The 
Borrower  acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  certain  federal  legislation 
has  been  proposed  which,  among  other  things,  may  adversely  affect  the  exemp- 
tion from  federal  income  taxation  with  respect  to  interest  payable  on  such  bonds, 
limit  the  use  which  may  be  made  of  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  or  limit  (by  a 
volume  cap  or  otherwise)  the  ability  of  the  City  to  issue  bonds  or  other  obliga- 
tions, the  interest  payable  on  which  is  to  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxa- 
tion. In  addition,  the  Letter  of  Intent  contains  an  acknowledgement  by  the  Bor- 
rower that  the  City  reserves  certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  the  City 
Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  which  is  a 
"facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts,  will  consist  of  and  include  (a)  the  con- 
struction (on  a  parcel  of  land,  to  be  acquired  by  the  Borrower,  containing  ap- 
proximately six  acres,  located  at  Plot  #9,  Carlin  Park  Drive,  Park  Circle  In- 
dustrial Park,  in  Baltimore,  Maryland)  of  a  building  containing  approximately 
50,000  square  feet,  (b)  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  certain  necessary  or 
useful  equipment  or  machinery,  and  (c)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in 
land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights 
of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities.  The  Borrower 
will  use  the  Facility  as  a  production  plant  and  office  complex  in  the  Borrower's 
business  of  manufacturing  premium  ice  cream. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times,  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  City  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  City  Bonds. 
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NOW  THEREFORE,  PURSUANT  TO  AND  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE 
ENABLING  LAW  AND  THE  ACTS: 

Section  I.Beit  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  o/Baltimare,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  City  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the 
Enabling  Law  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  providing  financial  assistance  to  a  minority  business 
enterprise.  Specifically,  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  is  anticipated  to  increase 
employment  in  Baltimore  City  by  creating  approximately  179  new  full  time,  part 
time,  permanent  and  seasonal  jobs  over  three  years,  and  encourage  a  new 
business  enterprise  to  locate  in  an  Enterprise  Zone. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  City 
Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable, 
payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a 
pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other 
securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III) 
the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all 
as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell  (but  only  if  none  of  the  Authority  Bonds  are  issued  and 
sold  by  the  Authority),  at  any  lime  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more  series, 
as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $7,500,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of 
the  City  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  condi- 
tions approved  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  use  by  the  Bor- 
rower for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion 
of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  confirms  the  Resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  Baltimore  City  Council  concerning  Industrial  Development 
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Revenue  Bonds -(Mellin  Foods  Company,  Inc.  Project),  indicating  the  present  in- 
tent of  the  City  to  provide  assistance  in  the  financing  of  the  Facility  by  the  is- 
suance of  the  City  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  ac- 
cept the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  further  evidence  the  present  in- 
tent of  the  City  to  issue  the  City  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  and  the  Borrower  contemplate  that,  upon  the 
effectiveness  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Borrower  may  commence  the  acquisition  of 
the  Facility  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds;  provided, 
however  that  if  the  Borrower  proceeds  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior 
to  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board,  as  described  in  Section  5(a)  below, 
the  Borrower  does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordaiTied,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  to  in- 
sure that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  and  any  pend- 
ing or  future  federal  or  State  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted,  which 
may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues  its 
bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  any  such 
pending  or  future  legislation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those  facilities 
which  the  City  deternrunes,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  provide  the 
greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  City 
Bonds,  (2)  issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  City 
Bonds  requested  by  the  Borrower,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds,  (4)  delay  indefinitely  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other 
actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to  in- 
sure that  the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  in  the  event  that  any  present  law  or  any  pending  or  future  legisla- 
tion limits  or  would  limit  (by  a  volume  cap  or  otherwise)  the  City's  ability  to  issue 
bonds  or  other  obligations,  the  interest  payable  on  which  is  to  be  exempt  from 
federal  income  taxation,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to  choose  to  issue  its  bonds 
(within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future  State  and 
local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such  order  of  priority  as  it  n\ay 
determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  Hmited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  City  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
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agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  City  Bonds; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  City  Bonds  will  be  make  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the 
costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Sec.  6  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  not 
be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facili- 
ty, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II) 
or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  nrmy  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  the  Borrower  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of 
any  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  the  Borrower  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group 
appointed  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order 
to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be 
executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  trust  agreement  or 
other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and 
on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  other- 
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wise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his 
manual  si^ature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose 
signature  shall  appear  on  the  City  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall 
cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other 
aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid 
and  sufficient  for  ail  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office 
until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and 
certificates  as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry 
out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to 
execute  such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  City  Bonds 
is  intended  and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as 
amended  (the  "Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this 
Ordinance  to  the  "City  Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where 
appropriate.  Prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  an- 
ticipation notes,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary'  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 
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In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City 
hereby  further  covenants  to  issue  such  City  Bonds,  as  the  case  nnay  be,  when,  and 
as  soon  as,  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  no  longer 
exists.  The  timely  issuance  of  such  City  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  mat- 
ters not  within  the  control  of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  ex- 
istence of  a  purchaser  or  purchasers  for  such  City  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason 
for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effec- 
tiveness of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Borrower,  its  officers,  agents  and 
employees. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained!,  That  in  accordance  with  Section 
13-138(eX2)  of  the  MIDFA  Act,  the  Facility  consists  of  and  includes  those  items 
described  in  the  Recitals  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Facility  and  the  financial  assistance  to  be  provided  by  the  Authority 
through  the  issuance  of  the  Authority  Bonds  will  fulfill,  accomplish  and  promote 
the  declared  public  purposes  of  the  Acts,  which  are  to  (a)  relieve  conditions  of  un- 
employment in  the  State;  (b)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce 
and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State;  (c)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  in- 
dustry and  commerce  and  in  the  attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  the 
State;  (d)  promote  economic  development;  (e)  provide  financial  assistance  to  a 
minority  business  enterprise;  and  (f)  generally  promote  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  municipalities  of  the  State.  Specifically,  it  is 
hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  is  anticipated  to 
increase  employment  in  Baltimore  City  by  creating  approximately  179  new  full 
time,  part  time,  permanent,  and  seasonal  jobs  over  three  years,  and  encourage  a 
new  business  enterprise  to  locate  in  an  Enterprise  Zone.  Accordingly,  it  is  in  the 
interest  of  the  public  welfare  and  purpose  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  of  the 
City  that  the  City  approve  the  financing  by  the  Authority  of  the  costs  of  the  ac- 
quisition of  the  Facility  within  the  geographical  boundaries  and  jurisdiction  of 
the  City. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  hereby  approves  any  one  or 
more  of  the  following: 

(a)  the  issuance  and  sale  (but  only  if  none  of  the  City  Bonds  are  issued  and  sold 
by  the  City)  and,  if  necessary,  insurance  by  the  Authority  through  its  bond  in- 
surance fund,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  of  one  or  more  series  of  the 
Authority  Bonds,  the  proceeds  of  any  series  of  which  may  be  used  by  the  Author- 
ity to  make  a  loan  to  the  Borrower,  the  proceeds  of  which  loan  shall  be  used  to 
pay  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility;  and 

(b)  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  with  funds  other  than  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  (a)  except  for  the  Authority's  in- 
surance of  the  Authority  Bonds  (if  necessary),  the  Authority  Bonds  and  the  in- 
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terest  thereon  will  be  limited  obligations  of  the  Authority,  payable  solely  from 
revenues  or  moneys  to  be  received  by  the  Authority  in  connection  with  the  fi- 
nancing of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  or  from  any  other  funds  provided 
therefor,  (b)  the  Authority  Bonds  will  not  constitute  an  indebtedness  to  which  the 
faith  and  credit  of  the  State,  the  Department  of  Economic  and  Community 
Development  of  the  State  (the  "Department"),  the  Authority,  the  City  or  any 
other  public  body  is  pledged,  and  (c)  neither  the  Authority  Bonds  nor  the  interest 
thereon  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  general 
credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  State,  the  Department,  the  Authority,  the  City,  or 
any  other  public  body  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  State,  the  Department,  the  Authority,  the  City  or  any 
other  public  body. 

Sec.  15.  Ajid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Authority  Bonds  shall  be 
authorized,  issued,  sold  and  delivered  without  direct  or  indirect  cost  to  the  City, 
and  to  that  end,  the  Borrower  shall  pay  all  necessary  expenses  of  preparing, 
printing,  selling  and  issuing  the  Authority  Bonds  and  all  other  costs  con- 
templated and  permitted  by  the  Acts,  including  (without  limitation)  any  and  all 
costs,  fees  and  expenses  (including,  without  limitation,  any  attorneys'  fees)  in- 
curred by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  with  this  Ordinance  or  the 
publication  of  notices  of  any  public  hearings  to  be  held  in  connection  herewith, 
whether  or  not  the  proposed  fmancing  is  consummated. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
not  in  any  way  indicate  the  approval  of,  or  constitute  any  commitment  for  ap- 
proval by,  the  City  or  any  of  its  officers  or  employees  of,  any  license,  permit,  ap- 
plication or  any  other  request  to  the  City  with  respect  to  the  acquisition  and 
operation  of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  17.  A  nd  be  it  further  ordained.  That  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Authority 
Bonds,  the  Board  shall  have  received  and  approved  evidence  of  an  equity  con- 
tribution to  the  Borrower  and  approval  of  an  Urban  Development  Action  Grant 
for  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Facility.  No  further  action  by  the  City  is 
necessary  to  effect  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Authori- 
ty or  the  completion  of  the  transactions  contemplated  in  this  Ordinance,  in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Authority  Bonds. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  is  intemled  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  Section  13  138(e)  of  the  MIDFA  Act. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  urdamed,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
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which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  City  Bonds  or  bond  an- 
ticipation notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of 
the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  the  Authority  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good 
cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the  Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of 
such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the  period  during  which  either  the  City  Bonds 
or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  or  the  Authority  Bonds  may  be  issued  and  sold 
for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  the  first 
six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and  without  action  by 
the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack  thereof,  of  the  reasons 
presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month  period.  If  an  extension  is 
granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons  therefor  must  be  sent  to  the 
City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  City  Bonds  nor  such  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes  nor  the  Authority  Bonds  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months 
from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  City  Bonds 
and  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  approval  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for 
the  Authority  to  issue  and  sell  the  Authority  Bonds  shall  expire. 

Immediately  upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any  or  all  of  the  City  Bonds,  the  ap- 
proval provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  Authority  to  issue  and  sell  the  Authori- 
ty Bonds  shall  expire.  Conversely,  immediately  upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any 
or  all  of  the  Authority  Bonds,  the  authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the 
City  to  issue  and  sell  the  City  Bonds  shall  expire.  In  no  event  shall  any  City 
Bonds  and  Authority  Bonds  both  be  issued  and  outstanding  at  any  one  time. 

Sec.  21.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS- 
(ALLENDALE  ASSOCIATES  LIMITED  PARTNERSHIP  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $9,000,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of 
Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by 
Allendale  Associates  Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland  limited  partnership,  of 
a  certain  project  in  Baltimore  City  located  at  3600  West  Franklin  Street,  in 
Baltimore  City,  consisting  generally  of  the  acquisition  of  such  land,  which  con- 
tains approximately  2.6  acres,  the  construction  on  such  land  of  a  thirteen-story 
highrise  apartment  building  containing  approximately  164  one-bedroom  rental 
apartments,  and  the  equipping  of  such  building,  which  project  will  be  owned  by 
Allendale  Associates  Lin\ited  Partnership  during  construction  and  will  be  con- 
veyed by  Allendale  Associates  Limited  Partnership  to  the  Housing  Authority 
of  Baltimore  City  upon  completion,  to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  Housing 
Authority  of  Baltimore  City  as  a  rental  apartment  facility  for  the  elderly; 
authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of 
intent  from  Allendale  Associates  Limited  Partnership  to  the  City  dated  May  4, 
1984;  making  certain  legislative  findings;  authorizing  and  empowering  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds,  to  (a)  prescribe, 
among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or 
method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid 
sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such 
bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connec- 
tion with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  Allendale 
Associates  Limited  Partnership  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and  specifica- 
tions to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  in  connection  with  the  completion  of  such  project;  providing  that 
such  bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  this 
Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves 
one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance;  and  generally  pro- 
viding for  and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  C'ity  and  in  con- 
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nection  therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obUgations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II),  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  construction  of  rental  housing  for  the  elderly,  the  relief  of 
conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  in- 
dustry and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City,  promoting  economic  develop- 
ment in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the 
residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  from  Allendale  Associates  Limited 
Partnership,  a  Maryland  limited  partnership  (the  "Borrower")  dated  May  4, 1984 
(such  letter  of  intent,  as  supplemented,  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Letter 
of  Intent"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  participate 
in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  proj- 
ect in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Project"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's 
industrial  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $9,000,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds 
available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Project,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  a  parcel  of  land  containing  approximately  2.6 
acres,  located  at  3600  W.  Franklin  Street,  in  Baltimore  City,  (b)  the  construction 
on  such  land  of  a  thirteen-story  highrise  apartment  building  containing  approx- 
imately 164  one-bedroom  rental  apartments,  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in 
such  building  of  any  or  all  machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  and  all  other  im- 
provements therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  opera- 
tion thereof  as  a  rental  apartment  facility,  and  (d)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  in- 
terests in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads 
and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities.  The 
Project  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  during  construction  and  will  be  conveyed 
by  the  Borrower  to  the  Housing  Authority  of  Baltimore  City  (the  "Authority") 
upon  completion.  Thereafter,  the  Project  will  be  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Authority  as  a  rental  apartment  facility  for  the  elderly. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 
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NOW  THEREFORE.  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  l.Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Project  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  increasing  the 
availability  of  rental  housing  for  the  elderly  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting 
economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  in- 
dustry and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  promoting  the  health, 
welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Project,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or 
arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Stc.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  anmunt  not  to 
exceed  $9,000,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  fmancing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Project. 

Stc.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Stc.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That,  as  permitted  by  the  F^nabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resi)luti«in  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 
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(a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  amount,  form,  terms, 
provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  seUing  (including  negotiated  as  well 
as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(b)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  5  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(c)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs  of 
the  completion  of  the  Project;  and 

(d)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (1)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the 
Project,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mort- 
gages or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  other- 
wise acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II) 
or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Project  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
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thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature.  If  the  Bonds  are 
required  to  be  manually  signed  by  a  trustee,  issuing  agent,  fiscal  agent, 
registrar,  or  other  agent  or  custodian,  the  signatures  of  the  Mayor,  the  Director 
of  Finance  and  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  may  all  be  executed  by  facsimile. 
Any  trust  agreement  or  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to 
effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the 
name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be 
impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the 
City  Seal  by  his  manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  fac- 
simile of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid 
documents  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any 
of  the  other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  never- 
theless be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  re- 
mained in  office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of 
the  City,  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such 
documents  and  certificates  as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consunrunation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold 
v^ithin  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good 
cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the  Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of 
such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the  period  during  which  the  Bonds  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
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therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  the  Bonds  are  not 
issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is 
approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for 
the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  shall  expire.

THE  UNDERGROUND  STEAM  DISTRIBUTION  SYSTEM 
SERVING  THE  CITY  OF  BALTIMORE 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  Thermal  Resources  of  Baltimore,  Inc.,  a  body 
corporate,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay,  operate  and  maintain 
subways  and  pipe  lines  upon,  under  and  along  certain  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Whereas,  Baltimore  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  a  body  corporate  of  the  State 
of  Maryland,  has  through  mesne  conveyances  become  vested  with  all  the  right, 
title  and  interest  of  Richard  B.  Fentress  and  Summerfield  B.  Medairy,  under  or 
by  virtue  of  Ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  No.  18,  ap- 
proved December  12,  1901,  whereby  permission  was  granted  the  said  Fentress 
and  Medairy,  their  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay,  operate  and  main- 
tain subways  and  pipe  lines  upon,  under  and  along  certain  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  The  Ter- 
minal Freezing  and  Heating  Company,  a  body  corporate  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  under  or  by  virtue  of  Ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  No.  900,  approved  December  8,  1926,  as  amended  by  Ordinance  No. 
765,  approved  July  11,  1929,  and  whereby  permission  was  granted  the  Con- 
solidated Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  of  Baltimore,  a  body  corporate 
of  the  State  of  Maryland,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay,  operate 
and  maintain  subways  and  pipelines  upon,  under  and  along  certain  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  under  or  by  virtue  of  Ordinance  No.  39  ap- 
proved July  26,  1951,  whereby  the  aforesaid  franchises  were  renewed  and  per- 
mission was  granted  the  said  The  Ternunal  Freezing  and  Heating  Company  and 
Consolidated  Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  of  Baltimore,  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  operate  and  maintain  subways  and  pipe 
lines  upon,  under  and  along  certain  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  for  the  purpose  of  transmitting  heat,  or  refrigeration,  or  both;  and 

Whereas,  the  said  Baltimore  Gas  and  Electric  Company  received  a  re-grant  of 
the  franchises  granted  by  said  Ordinances  by  virtue  of  Ordinance  No.  1027  ap- 
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proved  November  24,  1975;  and  whereas  Ordinance  No.  18  approved  December 
12,  1901,  Ordinance  No.  900  approved  Decembers,  1926,  Ordinance  No.  765  ap- 
proved July  11,  1929,  and  Ordinance  No.  39  approved  July  26,  1951  were  re- 
pealed by  Ordinance  1027  approved  November  24,  WH  1975;  and 

Whereas,  Thermal  Resources  of  Baltimore,  Inc.  entered  into  an  Agreement 
dated  December  22, 1983  to  purchase  from  Baltimore  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
the  underground  steam  distribution  system  which  was  operated  pursuant  to  the 
franchise  granted  Baltimore  Gas  and  Electric  Company  pursuant  to  Ordinance 
No.  1027  approved  November  24,  1975;  and 

Whereas,  Bankers  Trust  Company,  Trustee  of  a  Deed  of  Trust  covering  the 
underground  steam  distribution  system  owned  by  Baltimore  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  has  advised  that  Baltimore  Gas  and  Electric  Company  may  not  assign 
the  rights  granted  to  it  under  Ordinance  No.  1027  approved  November  24,  1975 
and  that  the  issuance  of  a  new  Ordinance  granting  a  franchise  to  Thermal 
Resources  of  Baltimore,  Inc.  is  necessary;  and 

Whereas,  Thermal  Resources  of  Baltimore,  Inc.  desires  to  enlarge  the 
underground  steam  distribution  system  presently  operated  by  Baltimore  Gas 
and  Electric  Company;  and 

Whereas,  Thermal  Resources  of  Baltimore,  Inc.  has  applied  for  a  grant  of  the 
franchises  granted  by  THE  aforesaid  ordinances;  and 

Whereas,  Baltimore  Gas  and  Electric  Company  will  discontinue  its  enjoyment 
of  the  franchise  granted  it  under  Ordinance  1027  approved  November  24,  1975 
at  such  time  that  Thermal  Resources  of  Baltimore,  Inc.  takes  legal  title  to  the 
underground  steam  distribution  system;  now  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
permission  be,  and  it  is  hereby  granted  to  Thermal  Resources  of  Baltimore,  Inc., 
a  body  corporate  (hereinafter  called  "Grantee"),  its  successors  and  assigns,  to 
construct,  lay,  operate  and  maintain  subways  and  pipe  lines,  including  the 
necessar>'  roadway  frames,  valve  boxes,  pipes,  manholes  and  other  ap- 
purtenances, under  the  surface  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  or  any  of  them,  within  the  district  hereinafter  designated,  or  such 
other  streets  outside  said  district  and  contiguous  to  or  connecting  therewith  as 
the  Board  of  Estimates  may,  by  written  permission  issued  by  them,  authorize 
and  designate,  upon  application  by  the  Grantee  for  the  purpose  of  transmitting 
heat  or  refrigeration,  or  both  heat  and  refrigeration. 

The  use  of  the  public  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  be 
under  such  regulations  affecting  the  general  supervision  and  maintenance  of  the 
public  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  Baltimore  City  as  are  now  or  shall  be  hereafter 
prescribed  by  law  and  the  ordinances  of  said  City;  the  franchises  and  permission 
hereby  granted  to  be  exercised,  used  and  enjoyed  along  the  streets,  lanes  or 
alleys  or  such  of  them  as  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  select, 
within  the  follovMng  district  and  such  other  streets  and  alleys  outside  said  district 
as  the  Board  of  Estimates  shall  approve;  viz:  beginning  at  Washington  Street 
and  the  Baltimore  Harbor  and  extending  northerly  al(;/ng  Washington  Street  to 
Preston  Street,  thence  westerly  along  Preston  Street  to  Dolphin  Street,  thence 
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southwesterly  along  Dolphin  Street  to  Harlem  Street,  thence  westerly  along 
Harlem  Street  to  Carey  Street,  thence  southerly  along  Carey  Street  to  Pratt 
Street,  thence  easterly  along  Pratt  Street  to  Scott  Street,  thence  southerly  along 
Scott  Street  to  Ridgely  Street,  thence  southwesterly  along  Ridgely  Street  to 
Bush  Street,  thence  southeasterly  along  Bush  Street  to  the  Baltimore  Harbor 
and  continuing  in  a  straight  line  southeasterly  crossing  Ferry  Point  and  thence 
easterly  along  the  line  shown  in  the  attached  Plat,  which  is  attached  hereto  and 
marked  Exhibit  A  and  thence  northerly  along  the  line  shown  on  the  attached  Plat 
(Exhibit  A)  to  the  beginning  point  at  Washington  Street  and  the  Baltimore  Har- 
bor; the  boundaries  of  the  aforesaid  district  (as  described  above)  are  designated 
on  the  attached  Plat. 

Authority  is  hereby  granted  to  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  con- 
nect any  buildings,  warehouses,  houses,  or  dwellings  along  or  upon  such  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys  with  its  pipes  or  mains  laid  under  the  surface  thereof,  Baltimore 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  having  heretofore,  under  or  by  virtue  of  provisions  of 
Ordinance  No.  18,  approved  December  12,  1901,  and  Ordinance  No.  900,  ap- 
proved December  8,  1926,  as  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  765,  approved  July  11, 
1928,  Ordinance  No.  39  approved  July  26,  1951,  and  Ordinance  No.  1027,  ap- 
proved November  24, 1975,  laid,  operated  and  maintained  from  time  to  time,  for 
the  purposes  specified  in  said  ordinances,  subways  and  pipe  lines,  including  the 
necessary  roadway  frames,  valve  boxes,  pipes,  manholes  and  other  ap- 
purtenances under  the  surface  of  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  within  the  district  heretofore  set  out. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said  Grantee  is  hereby  particularly 
authorized  without,  however,  any  derogation  from  the  general  grant  of  franchise 
herein,  or  of  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance  to  install  and/or  operate  and  main- 
tain the  subways  and  pipe  lines,  including  the  necessary  roadway  frames,  valve 
boxes,  pipes,  manholes  and  other  appurtenances  in  said  streets,  lanes  or  alleys, 
or  any  of  them,  provided  that  this  privilege  and  right  shall  only  apply  to  such  sub- 
ways and  pipe  lines,  including  the  necessary  roadway  frames,  valve  boxes,  pipes, 
manholes  and  other  appurtenances  within  the  heretofore  described  district  and 
described  streets  outside  the  described  district  and  as  to  any  and  alt  future  sub- 
ways and  pipe  lines,  or  extensions  and  appurtenances  thereto,  sought  to  be  laid 
and  maintained  outside  the  heretofore  described  streets,  said  Grantee  shall  apply 
to  and  receive  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates  therefor  as  specified  in 
Section  1  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Board  of  Estimates  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  grant  permission  to  said  Grantee,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay,  operate  and  maintain  subways  and  pipe  lines,  in- 
cluding the  necessary  roadway  frames,  valve  boxes,  pipes,  manholes  and  other 
appurtenances,  under  the  surface  of  such  other  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  not 
within  the  district  and  described  streets  specially  designated  in  Section  1  of  this 
ordinance,  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  decide  to  be  expedient  and  proper. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  before  exercising  any  of  the  privileges 
hereby  granted,  or  exercising  any  extension  thereof  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Estimates  as  designated  herein,  but  not  yet  exercised,  the  said  Grantee,  its  sue- 
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cessors  and  assigns,  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Works,  before  doing  any  of  said  work,  a  plan  showing  the  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  so  to  be  used  by  it  under  this  ordinance,  and  showing  also  the  location  and 
character  of  the  proposed  work  then  in  contemplation;  and  all  work  to  be  done  by 
it  under  this  ordinance,  when  said  plans  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Director 
of  Public  Works,  shall  be  performed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Works. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  whenever  work  shall  be  done  under 
this  ordinance  or  repairs  put  upon  said  work,  or  any  of  it,  or  whenever  said  work 
or  any  of  it  shall  be  altered,  relocated  or  removed,  the  said  Grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  restoration  of  all  portions  of  any 
streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  which  shall  be  disturbed  in  the  doing  of  such  work  or 
repairs,  to  the  same  condition  that  it  or  they  was  or  were  in  before  such  disturb- 
ance, and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  paving  over  all  excavations  made  by  it  for  a 
period  of  two  years  thereafter,  all  paving  and  repairing  to  de  done  by  the  Direc- 
tor of  Public  Works  as  directed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  or  by  the  parties 
employed  by  him,  and  the  total  cost  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns.  In  case  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
become  non-users  of  the  pipes  after  laying  the  same,  it  shall  remove  said  pipes 
from  the  streets  without  cost  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  upon  sixty  (60)  days  notice 
given  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to  such  license,  taxes,  assessments  and 
charges  as  may  be  duly  and  lawfully  imposed  upon  persons,  firms  and  corpora- 
tions engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying  heat  and  refrigeration,  or  either,  and 
for  that  purpose  using  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  City.  It  shall  also  be 
subject  to  the  City  ordinances  now  in  existence  or  which  may  hereafter  be  lawful- 
ly passed,  relating  to  the  use  of  public  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  or  relating  to  the 
work  of  putting  subways  or  pipe  lines  under  ground  and  maintaining  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  not  at  any  time  excavate  or  encumber  more  of  any  street,  lane  or 
alley,  within  the  district  or  streets  described  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance,  or 
that  may  be  designated  in  any  permission  that  shall  hereafter  be  granted  to  it  by 
the  Board  of  Estimates,  as  provided  in  Section  3  of  this  ordinance,  than  shall  be 
necessary  to  enable  it  to  perform  with  proper  economy  the  work  of  laying  said 
subways  or  pipe  lines,  nor  shall  it  permit  such  excavation  or  encumbrance  to  re- 
main for  a  longer  period  than  shall  be  reasonably  necessary  to  do  the  work  for 
which  such  excavation  shall  have  been  made,  and  it  shall  promptly  obey  and  com- 
ply with  the  directions  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  in  the  efficient  and 
diligent  performance  of  said  work  to  minimize  public  inconvenience. 

Sec.  S.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said  subways  and  pipe  lines  shall  be 
laid  at  least  two  (2)  feet  below  the  surface  of  said  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  and 
shall  be  so  laid  as  not  to  obstruct  or  interfere  unnecessarily  with  public  travel,  or 
to  do  damage  to  public  or  private  property  whilst  the  work  of  excavation  and  lay- 
ing and  constructing  said  subways  and  pipe  lines  shall  be  going  on;  provided, 
however,  that  the  sizes  and  dimensions  of  the  conduits  in  which  the  said  heating 
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and  refrigerating  pipes  are  laid  and  enclosed  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
Director  of  Public  Works  as  to  each  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  section  thereof,  in 
which  said  conduits  are  to  be  laid  or  renewed  from  time  to  time;  and  provided  fur- 
ther that  the  transverse  cross  section  of  the  conduits  in  which  the  said 
refrigerating  and  heating  pipes  are  laid  and  enclosed  shall  in  no  case  be  of 
greater  horizontal  or  vertical  dimensions  than  four  (4)  feet. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  con- 
strued to  give  to  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  an  exclusive  right 
to  occupy  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  embraced  in  and  covered  by  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance,  nor  to  prevent  the  Mayor  and  City  Counsel  of  Baltimore 
from  granting  similar  privileges  to  any  other  person  or  company,  nor  to  prevent 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  from  granting  to  such  other  person  or 
company  the  privilege  of  laying  subways,  pipe  lines,  ducts  or  conduits  in  jux- 
taposition to  those  embraced  in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  be  liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any  and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims, 
demands,  damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  to  which  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected  by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting  from  the 
presence,  construction,  use,  operation,  maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location, 
relocation  and/or  removal  of  said  subways  and  pipe  lines  and  appurtenances,  or 
any  of  them,  and  whether  such  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands,  costs  and/or 
expenses  be  against,  suffered,  or  sustained  by  other  corporations  and  persons  to 
whom  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  become  liable  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns  shall,  upon  notification  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works  or  other  proper 
municipal  official,  that  the  City  intends  to  repair,  relocate,  alter  or  lay  sewers, 
water  or  other  pipes,  or  wires  or  other  municipal  construction  belonging  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  at  once  proceed  to  remove,  relocate  or  alter  any  of  its  subways 
or  pipe  lines  that  may  interfere  with  the  progress  of  such  work  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  or  other  proper  municipal  official,  or  else,  at  the  option  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works,  protect  the  same,  at  its  expense  and  without  cost  to 
the  City,  and  if  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  in  the  performance  of  any  public 
work  (whether  the  said  work  be  performed  and/or  financed,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  by  the  City,  the  State,  and/or  the  Federal  Government,  or  any  of  their  agen- 
cies), the  said  Director  of  Public  Works  shall  in  his  judgment  determine  that  the 
public  interest,  convenience,  safety,  and/or  welfare  require  the  adjusting,  alter- 
ing, shifting,  moving,  relocating,  supporting,  protecting  and/or  accommodating 
of  any  or  all  of  said  subways,  pipe  lines  and  appurtenances  the  said  Grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  shall,  in  any  and  all  such  cases  promptly  upon  written 
notice  from  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of 
the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  adjust,  alter,  shift,  move,  relocate, 
support,  protect  and/or  accommodate  their  said  subways,  pipe  lines  and  ap- 
purtenances, in  whole  or  in  part  and  temporarily  or  permanently,  so  as  to  fully 
meet  the  exigencies  occasioning  such  notice.  And  further,  in  the  event  that 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  in  the  construction,  prosecution  or 
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repair  of  its  work  injure  any  sewer,  water  or  other  pipes,  wires  or  facilities 
belonging  to  the  City,  the  City  may  repair  the  same  at  the  cost  and  expense  of 
said  Grantee. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said  Grantee,  for  and  on  behalf  of 
itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  within  six  (6)  months  after  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  accept  the  same  in  writing,  which  acceptance  shall  be  filed  in  the 
Office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  within  said  period  of  six  (6)  months. 

Sec.  \3.  Andbe  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  all  persons  and  corporations  to  whom  it  shall 
furnish  refrigeration  or  heat  under  this  ordinance  such  sum  or  sums,  its  rates 
being  fair  and  reasonable,  for  such  refrigeration  or  heat  as  established  by  and  sub- 
ject to  the  jursidiction  of  The  Public  Service  Comnnission  of  Maryland. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  franchises  and  privileges  hereby 
granted  are  granted  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  as  expressed  and  reserved  in  the  Baltimore  City  Charter.  In  the  event 
of  a  conflict  between  this  Ordinance  and  the  Baltimore  City  Charter,  the 
Baltimore  City  Charter  shall  prevail. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  shall  at  all  times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to  reasonably 
regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted,  and  that 
the  said  right  shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  within  six  (6)  months  after  the  grant, 
and  that  the  right  herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  the 
period  of  twenty-five  (25)  years,  and  with  the  further  right  to  said  Grantee,  at  a 
fair  revaluation,  including  in  such  revaluation  the  value  derived  from  said  right, 
to  renewals  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  (25)  years,  the  said 
revaluation  hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be  determined  by  mutual  consent  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  and  Grantee,  but  if  they  are  unable  to  agree,  then  to  be  deter- 
mined upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  ap- 
point a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  be 
final  and  binding  as  to  the  revaluation  aforesaid;  provided,  that  if  the  said  ar- 
bitrators shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail  to  agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the 
Mayor  shall  appoint  such  umpire. 

Sec.  \6.Andbe  it  further  ordained,  That  it  is  hereby  agreed  by  said  Grantee  for 
itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  pay  annually  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  as  compensation  for  the  use  and  occupation  by  them  of  the  streets,  lanes 
and  alleys  of  the  Cit>'  under  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  in  lieu  of  an  easement  tax, 
the  sum  of  SEVEN  AND  ONE-HALF  CENTS  (7V2<r)  per  lineal  foot  of  conduit  (ex- 
clusive of  house  connections),  for  all  subways  and  pipe  lines  when  the  transverse 
horizontal  dimension  of  the  conduits  in  which  the  heating  and  refrigerating  pipes 
are  laid  and  enclosed  does  not  exceed  twenty-four  (24)  inches,  and  the  sum  of 
FIFTEEN  CENTS  (15<)  per  lineal  foot  of  conduit  when  such  transverse  cross  sec- 
tion of  the  conduits  is  in  excess  of  twenty-four  (24)  inches. 
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Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  consideration  of  the  grant  of  the 
franchises  conferred  by  this  ordinance,  the  said  Thermal  Resources  of  Baltimore, 
Inc.,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  City  Comptroller  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  the  sum  of  SEVEN  THOUSAND 
FIVE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS  ($7,500),  the  said  sum  to  be  paid  after  approval  by 
the  Mayor  of  this  ordinance  and  within  five  (5)  days  from  the  date  on  which  the 
Grantee  takes  legal  title  to  the  underground  steam  distribution  system. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
September  1,  1984.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

DEPARTMENT  OF  TRANSPORTATION 
COUNTY  TRANSPORTATION  BONDS 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  between  the  Department  of  Transportation  of 
Maryland  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  connection  with  the 
participation  by  the  City  in  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  bonds  by  said 
department,  which  bonds  are  to  be  known  as  Department  of  Transportation - 
County  Transportation  Bonds-  First  Issue,  Seventh  Series  and  to  be  issued  to 
the  Transportation  Article,  Title  3,  Subtitle  3  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (1977  Volume,  1983  Supplement)  and  authorizing  the  City  to  take 
such  other  and  further  action  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  secure  the 
share  of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  to  which  it  is  entitled. 

Whereas,  The  Transportation  Article,  Title  3,  Subtitle  3  of  the  Annotated 
Code  of  Maryland  (1977  Volume,  1983  Supplement)  authorizes  the  Department 
of  Transportation  of  Maryland  to  issue  its  bonds  and  to  provide  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  with  funds  to  assist  the  City  in  its  program  of  highway 
construction  and  reconstruction,  and  to  make  major  road  repairs  necessary  to 
eliminate  damage  caused  by  severe  and  unforeseen  weather  condition,  upon  the 
condition  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  enter  into  an  appropriate 
agreement  with  the  Department  of  Transportation  of  Maryland  to  secure  the 
payment  of  the  City's  proportionate  share  of  the  principal  of,  and  the  interest  on, 
any  such  bond  issues;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  has  notified  said  Depart- 
ment of  its  desire  to  participate  in  the  proceeds  of  the  series  of  bonds  to  be  issued 
by  the  Department  in  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1984  to  the  extent  of 
Eight  Million  Dollars  ($8,000,000.00)  pursuant  to  Subtitle  3;  and 
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WnERtAS,  The  Department  has  submitted  to  the  City  for  execution  a  proposed 
agreement  in  comphance  with  said  Subtitle  3,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto 
and  made  a  part  hereof;  now,  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  That 
the  proposed  agreement  between  the  Department  of  Transportation  of  Maryland 
and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  substantially  the  form  which  is 
attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  for  the  participation  to  the  extent  of 
Eight  Million  Dollars  ($8,000,000.00),  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  in  the  proceeds  of  a  bond  issue,  to  be  known  as  Department  of 
TransporUtion- County  Transportation  Bonds -First  Issue,  Seventh  Series,  as 
part  of  a  financing  program  for  roads  and  highways  as  authorized  by  the 
Transportation  Article,  Title  3,  Subtitle  3,  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1977  Volume,  1983  Supplement)  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  approved. 
When  properly  executed,  said  agreement  shall  constitute  a  binding  contract  by 
and  between  the  Department  of  Transportation  of  Maryland  and  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  accordance  with  the  terms;  and  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  such  other  and  further  action 
as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  secure  for  the  City  its  share,  in  accordance 
with  the  said  Title  3,  Subtitle  3  of  the  Transportation  Article,  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  said  bond  issue. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 


ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS -(BALTIMORE 
TRAVEL  PLAZA  LIMITED  PARTNERSHIP  FACILITY) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  (i)  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $6,000,000  $10,000,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub- 
section (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as 
amended,  and  (ii)  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  and,  if  necessary,  insurance 
by  the  Mar>'land  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority,  pursuant  to  the 
Mar>'land  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act  and  the  Maryland  In- 
dustrial Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  of  one  or  more  series  of  the 
Authority's  economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal 
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amount  not  to  exceed  $8,000,000  $10,000,000,  both  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing,  to  the  extent  possible  pursuant  to  federal  and  state  laws 
relating  to  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  the  costs  of  the  com- 
pletion by  Baltimore  Travel  Plaza  Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland  limited 
partnership,  of  a  certain  facility  (as  defmed  in  such  Acts)  to  consist  of  and  in- 
clude (a)  the  acquisition  of  a  parcel  or  parcels  of  land  located  at  a  site  bounded 
on  the  north  aide  by  Q'Donnell  Btreet,  on  the  eaat  by  the  Broeiiing  Manor  com- 
munity, on  the  south  by  the  Q'DonncIl  Street  cutoff  and  on  the  west  by 
relocated  Boston  Btreet,  and  parcela  of  land  known  aa  6420,  6601, 6616, 6621, 
and  6011  Q'Donnell  Btreet.  PARCELS  OF  LAND  KNOWN  AS  5429,  5501, 
5515,  5521,  5611,  AND  5625  O'DONNELL  STREET,  AND  POSSIBLY  A 
CERTAIN  PARCEL  OF  LAND  KNOWN  AS  5423  O'DONNELL  STREET, 
all  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  and  containing  approximately  15  acres  in  the 
aggregate,  (b)  the  construction  on  such  land  of  a  travel  plaza  consisting  of 
three  basic  service  areas:  (i)  a  fuel  and  garage  area  of  approximately  15,000 
square  feet  providing  services  for  automobiles,  recreational  vehicles,  buses 
and  trucks,  (ii)  a  plaza  area  of  approximately  79,000  square  feet  providing  a 
400  seat  cafeteria,  travel  store,  game  and  vending  area,  tourist  and  travel  in- 
formation center,  meeting  rooms,  dinner  theatre,  nightclub  and  restrooms, 
and  (iii)  and  eleven  story  hotel  containing  400  rooms  (200  rooms  to  be  con- 
structed in  each  of  two  phases),  a  restaurant/lounge,  swinuning  pool  and  health 
club/fitness  area,  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  such  machinery  and  equip- 
ment, and  any  or  all  other  improvements  therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful 
in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  business  of  Baltimore  Travel  Plaza 
Limited  Partnership,  (d)  paving  of  an  area  to  provide  parking  for  600  auto- 
mobiles, recreational  vehicles,  buses  and  trucks,  and  (e)  the  acquisition  of  such 
other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  in- 
cluding roads  and  rights  of  access  including,  but  not  limited  to  portions  of  Vail 
Street  and  Elliott  Street,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities; 
to  be  owned  and  operated  by  Baltimore  Travel  Plaza  Limited  Partnership,  and 
used  as  a  travel  plaza,  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to 
accept  the  letter  of  intent  dated  July  19, 1064  LETTERS  OF  INTENT  DATED 
JULY  19,  1984  AND  AUGUST  17,  1984  from  Baltimore  Travel  Plaza  Limited 
Partnership  to  the  City;  making  certain  legislative  findings;  reserving  in  the  City 
certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  any  Bonds  issued  by  the  City;  authoriz- 
ing the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds  issued  by  the  City, 
to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expe- 
dient in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  by  the  City  or  the 
Authority;  providing  that  Baltimore  Travel  Plaza  Limited  Partnership  shall 
agree  to  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  connection  with  the 
completion  of  such  facility;  providing  that  any  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes 
issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds),  whether  issued  by  the  City 
or  the  Authority,  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  this 
Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one 
six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of 
notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  of  the  City  and  generally  pro- 
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viding  for  and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  is- 
suance and  saJe  of  the  bonds  of  the  City,  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  bonds  of 
the  Authority. 


RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  city  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  flilly  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages,  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  as  amended 
(the  "MIDFA  Act"),  provides  that  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  MIDFA  Act, 
the  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  (the  "Authority"),  on 
behalf  of  the  State  of  Maryland  (the  "State"),  may  issue  and  sell  bonds  as  pro- 
vided in  and  in  accordance  with  the  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue 
Bond  Act  (the  "Revenue  Bond  Act").  The  MIDFA  Act  and  the  Revenue  Bond  Act 
are  herein  sometimes  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Acts".  The  MIDFA  Act  fur- 
ther provides  that  the  Authority  n^y  accomplish  the  acquisition  of  one  or  more 
facilities  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  its  bonds  by  one  or  more  of  the  methods 
described  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Act. 

Section  13-138  of  the  MIDFA  Act  provides  that  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  bonds  by  the  Authority,  the  legislative  body  of  the  county  or  municipality  in 
which  the  facility  to  be  financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  is  to  be  located 
shall  adopt  a  resolution  which  (a)  is  administrative  in  nature,  is  not  subject  to  the 
procedures  required  for  legislative  acts  and  is  not  subject  to  referendum,  (b) 
specify  and  describe  the  facility,  and  (c)  generally  describe  the  public  purpose  to 
be  served  by  the  facility. 

The  City  has  received  a  ietttr  of  intent  dated  July  I'J,  l'J84  (the  "Letter  of  In- 
ttmt^  TWO  LETTERS  OF  INTENT.  ONE  DATED  JULY  19.  1984.  AND  THE 
OTHER  DATED  AUGUST  17,  1984  (COLLECTIVELY.  THE  "LETTER  OF 
INTENT")  from  Baltimore  Travel  Plaza  Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland 
limited  partnership  (the  "Boirower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  re- 
quested the  City  to  participate  in  the  financing,  to  the  extent  possible  pursuant 
to  federal  and  state  laws  relating  to  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,

of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore 
City,  Maryland  (the  "Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  economic  develop- 
ment revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  |»6,000,000 
$10,000,000  (the  "City  Bonds")  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds 
available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

Alternatively,  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City,  a  "county"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Act,  to  approve  the  financing  by  the  Authority  of 
the  Facility,  and  to  approve  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the 
Facility  by  the  Authority's  issuance  and  sale  pursuant  to  the  Acts  and,  if 
necessary,  insurance  by  the  Authority,  through  its  bond  insurance  fund,  pur- 
suant to  the  MIDFA  Act,  of  one  or  more  series  of  its  economic  development 
revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $6,000,000 
$10,000,000  (the  "Authority  Bonds"). 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pur- 
suant to  Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The 
Borrower  acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  the  City  reserves  certain 
rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  which  is  a 
"facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts,  will  consist  of  and  include  (a)  the  acquisi- 
tion of  a  parcel  or  parcels  of  land  located  at  a  site  bounded  on  the  north  aide  by 
Q'Donnell  Street,  on  the  eaat  by  the  Droening  Manor  community,  on  the  south  by 
the  Q'Donnell  Street  cutoff  and  on  the  west  by  relocated  Boston  Street,  and  parcels 
of  land  known  as  5420.  5501,  5515,  6521  and  6C11  Q'DonneU  Street,  PARCELS 
OF  LAND  KNOWN  AS  5429,  5501,  5515,  5521,  5611,  AND  5625  O'DONNELL 
STREET,  AND  POSSIBLY  A  CERTAIN  PARCEL  OF  LAND  KNOWN  AS  5423 
O'DONNELL  STREET,  all  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  and  containing  approx- 
imately 15  acres  in  the  aggregate,  (b)  the  construction  on  such  land  of  a  travel  plaza 
consisting  of  three  basic  service  areas:  (i)  a  fuel  and  garage  area  of  approximately 
15,000  square  feet  providing  services  for  automobiles,  recreational  vehicles,  buses 
and  trucks,  (ii)  a  plaza  area  of  approximately  79,000  square  feet  providing  a  400 
seat  cafeteria,  travel  store,  game  and  vending  area,  tourist  and  travel  information 
center,  meeting  rooms,  dinner  theatre,  nightclub  and  restrooms,  and  (iii)  an  eleven 
story  hotel  containing  400  rooms  (200  rooms  to  be  constructed  in  each  of  two 
phases),  a  restaurant/lounge,  swimming  pool  and  health  club/fitness  area,  (c)  the  ac- 
quisition and  installation  of  such  machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  or  all  other  im- 
provements therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation 
of  the  Borrower's  business,  (d)  paving  of  an  area  to  provide  parking  for  600 
automobiles,  recreational  vehicles,  buses  and  trucks,  and  (e)  the  acquisition  of  such 
other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including 
roads  and  rights  of  access  including,  but  not  limited  to  portions  of  Vail  Street  and 
Ellicott  Street,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities.  The  Bor- 
rower is  an  entity  recently  formed  for  the  purpose  of  developing  and  operating  the 
Facility. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
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forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  City  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  City  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  PURSUANT  TO  AND  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE 
ENABLING  LAW  AND  THE  ACTS: 

Section  l.Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  City  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  En- 
abling Law  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City,  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  and  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced 
economy  in  Baltimore  City.  Specifically,  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  is  an- 
ticipated to  increase  employment  in  Baltimore  City  by  creating  approximately 
200  new  jobs  within  the  next  two  years. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
Cit>',  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  Cit>',  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Mar>'land  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutor>'  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  City 
Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable, 
payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a 
pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other 
securities  purchased  or  other\^^se  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III) 
the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all 

"as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell  (but  only  if  none  of  the  Authority  Bonds  are  issued  and 
sold  by  the  Authority),  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more  series, 
as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  of  this 
Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds  v\ill  be  made  available  to  the  Bor- 
rower under  terms  and  conditions  approved  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a 
Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  fi- 
nancing the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  confirms  the  Resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  Baltimore  City  Council  concerning  Industrial  Development 
Revenue  Bonds -(Baltimore  Travel  Plaza  Limited  Partnership  Project),  in- 
dicating the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  provide  assistance  in  the  financing  of 
the  Facility  by  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is 
hereby  authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  City  Bonds  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  and  the  Borrower  con- 
template that,  upon  the  effectiveness  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Borrower  may  com- 
mence the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of 
the  City  Bonds;  provided,  however  that  if  the  Borrower  proceeds  with  the  ac- 
quisition of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board,  as 
described  in  Section  5(a)  below,  the  Borrower  does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  to  in- 
sure that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  and  any  pend- 
ing or  future  federal  or  State  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted,  which 
may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues  its 
bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  any  such 
pending  or  future  legislation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those  facilities 
which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  provide  the 
greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  City 
Bonds,  (2)  issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  City 
Bonds  requested  by  the  Borrower,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds,  (4)  delay  indefinitely  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other 
actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to  in- 
sure that  the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  in  the  event  that  any  present  law  or  any  pending  or  future  legisla- 
tion limits  or  would  limit  (by  a  volume  limitation  or  otherwise)  the  City's  ability  to 
issue  bonds  or  other  obligations,  the  interest  payable  on  which  is  to  be  exempt 
from  federal  income  taxation,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to  choose  to  issue  its 
bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such  order  of  priority  as  it 
may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  City  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 
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(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  City  Bonds; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the 
costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  not 
be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facili- 
ty, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II) 
or  (HI),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Sue.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  the  Borrower  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of 
any  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  the  Borrower  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group 
appointed  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order 
to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Skc.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  tlie  City,  by  his 
nianual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  OK  FACSIMILE  signature.  AT  LEAST 
ONE  SIGNATURE  REQUIRED  OR  PERMITTED  TO  BE  PLACED  ON  THE 
BONDS  SHALL  BE  MANUALLY  SUBSCRIBED.  IF  THE  BONDS  ARE  RE- 
QUIRED TO  BE  MANUALLY  SUBSCRIBED  BY  A  TRUSTEE,  ISSUING 
A(;ENT.  FISCAL  AGENT.  REGISTRAR,  OR  OTHER  AGENT  OR  CUSTO- 
DIAN.  ANY  OTHER  SIGNATURE  REQUIRED  OR  PERMUTED  TO  BE 
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PLACED  ON  THE  BONDS  MAY  BE  EXECUTED  BY  FACSIMILE.  Any  trust 
agreement  or  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the 
City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature, 
and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  other- 
wise reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his 
manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose 
signature  shall  appear  on  the  City  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall 
cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other 
aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid 
and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  un- 
til delivery.

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  itfui-ther  ordained.  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  City  Bonds  is 
intended  and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Mar>iand 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to  the 
"City  Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the 
Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof;

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 
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In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City 
hereby  further  covenants  to  issue  such  City  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and 
as  soon  as,  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  no  longer  ex- 
ists. The  timely  issuance  of  such  City  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  mat- 
ters not  within  the  control  of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  ex- 
istence of  a  purchaser  or  purchasers  for  such  City  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason 
for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effec- 
tiveness of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Borrower,  its  officers,  agents  and 
employees. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  accordance  with  Section 
13-138(eX2)  of  the  MIDFA  Act,  the  Facility  consists  of  and  includes  those  items 
described  in  the  Recitals  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Facility  and  the  financial  assistance  to  be  provided  by  the  Authority 
through  the  issuance  of  the  Authority  Bonds  will  fulfill,  accomplish  and  promote 
the  declared  public  purpose  of  the  Acts,  which  are  to  (a)  relieve  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  the  State;  (b)  encouarge  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce 
and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State;  (c)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  in- 
dustry and  commerce  and  in  the  attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  the 
State;  (d)  promote  economic  development;  (e)  provide  financial  assistance  to  a 
minority  business  enterprise;  and  (f)  generally  promote  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  municipalities  of  the  State.  Specifically,  it  is 
hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  is  anticipated  to 
increase  employment  in  Baltimore  City  by  creating  approximately  200  new  jobs 
within  the  next  two  years.  Accordingly,  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  public  welfare 
and  purpose  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  of  the  City  that  the  City  approve  the 
financing  by  the  Authority  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  within 
the  geographical  boundaries  and  jurisdiction  of  the  City. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  City  hereby  approves  any  one  or 
more  of  the  following: 

(a)  the  issuance  and  sale  (but  only  if  none  of  the  City  Bonds  are  issued  and  sold 
by  the  City)  and.  if  necessary,  insurance  by  the  Authority  through  its  bond  in- 
s^urance  fund,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  of  one  or  more  series  of  the 
Authority  Bonds,  the  proceeds  of  any  series  of  which  may  be  used  by  the 
Authority  to  make  a  loan  to  the  Borrower,  the  proceeds  of  which  loan  shall  be 
used  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility;  and 

(b)  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  with  funds  other  than  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds. 

Sf.(  .  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  (a)  except  for  the  Authority's  in- 
surance of  the  Authority  Bonds  (if  necessary),  the  Authority  Bonds  and  the  in- 
terest thereon  will  be  linuled  obligations  of  the  Authority,  payable  solely  from 
revenues  or  moneys  to  be  received  by  the  Authority  in  connection  with  the  fi- 
nancing of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  or  from  any  other  funds  provided 
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therefor,  (b)  the  Authority  Bonds  will  not  constitute  an  indebtedness  to  which  the 
faith  and  credit  of  the  State,  the  Department  of  Economic  and  Community 
Development  of  the  State  (the  "Department"),  the  Authority,  the  City  or  any 
other  pubHc  body  is  pledged,  and  (c)  neither  the  Authority  Bonds  nor  the  interest 
thereon  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  general 
credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  State,  the  Department,  the  Authority,  the  City,  or 
any  other  public  body  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  State,  the  Department,  the  Authority,  the  City  or  any 
other  public  body. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Authority  Bonds  shall  be  author- 
ized, issued,  sold  and  delivered  without  direct  or  indirect  cost  to  the  City,  and  to 
that  end,  the  Borrower  shall  pay  all  necessary  expenses  of  preparing,  printing, 
selling  and  issuing  the  Authority  Bonds  and  all  other  costs  contemplated  and  per- 
mitted by  the  Act,  including  (without  limitation)  any  and  all  costs,  fees  and  ex- 
penses (including,  without  limitation,  any  attorneys'  fees)  incurred  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  with  this  Ordinance  or  the  publication  of  notices 
of  any  public  hearings  to  be  held  in  connection  herewith,  whether  or  not  the  pro- 
posed financing  is  consummated.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.

Arid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  City  Bonds  or  bond  an- 
ticipation notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of 
the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  the  Authority  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good 
cause  at  a  pubhc  hearing  held  before  the  Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of 
such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the  period  during  which  either  the  City  Bonds 
or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  or  the  Authority  Bonds  may  be  issued  and  sold 
for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  sbc  months  from  the  date  on  which  the  first 
six  month  period  expired.

Immediately  upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any  or  all  of  the  City  Bonds,  the  ap- 
proval provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  Authority  to  issue  and  sell  the  Authori- 
ty Bonds  shall  expire.  Conversely,  immediately  upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any 
or  all  of  the  Authority  Bonds,  the  authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the 
City  to  issue  and  sell  the  City  Bonds  shall  expire.  In  no  event  shall  any  City 
Bonds  and  Authority  Bonds  both  be  issued  and  outstanding  at  any  one  time. 

sec.  21.  and  be  it  further  ordained,  that,  as  required  by

St(  TioN  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  provisions  of  Section  310.1,  entitled  "Subsurface  structures",  of  Article  32  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1982  Supplement),  said  Article  being  known  generally 
as  the  Building  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  be  and  they  are  hereby  waived  in  order  to 
permit  the  construction  and  maintenance,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  proper- 
ty owner,  of  permanent  projections  of  concrete  pile  caps  and  underlying  pressure 
injected  footings  to  support  concrete  foundation  walls  and  superstructures  of 
portions  of  the  improvements  to  be  constructed  on  the  property  bounded  by  the 
rights  of  way  for  Light  Street,  Lee  Street  and  Charles  Street  which  projecting 
pile  caps,  footings  and/or  piles  are  to  be  constructed  along  the  boundary  lines  be- 
tween said  property  and  the  rights  of  way  for  Light  Street  and  Lee  Street  and 
project  within  said  rights  of  way  a  maximum  of  48  inches.  Such  construction  is 
necessary  for  the  efficient  utilization  of  the  total  area  of  the  site,  said  site  being 
more  particularly  described  in  the  application  and  plans  of  Murdock  Develop- 
ment Company  filed  with  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Develop- 
ment, said  project  to  be  known  as  Harbor  Court.  These  maximum  48-inch  projec- 
tions shall  apply  only  to  the  subsurface  pile  caps,  footings  and/or  piles  and  not  to 
the  walls  supported  by  such  pile  caps  and  footings.  The  bottom  of  such  projecting 
piles  shall  not  be  lower  than  Elevation -25  feet  and  the  top  of  such  projecting 
pile  caps  and  footings  shall  be  at  a  depth  not  less  than  2.5  feet  below  the  final  ex- 
terior grade  level  of  the  sidewalks  in  said  rights  of  way.

The  construction  of  the  aforementioned  pile  caps, 
footings  and/or  piles  shall  be  installed,  constructed,  operated  and  maintained 
subslanlially  in  accordance  with  the  plan  and  desigii  as  shown  on  a  drawing  of 
Leo  A.  Daly  Planning  Architecture  Engineering,  Omaha,  Nebraska,  entitled 
"FoundatioiVFirst  Floor  Plans",  General  Revisions  dated  October  17,  1983,  as 
revised  through  F\*bruary  17,  1984,  and  numbered  "Sl.l",  which  in  all  respects  is 
hereby  nutde  a  part  of  this  ordinance,  by  reference  hereto. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

LICENSING  OF  RAZING  CONTRACTORS 

FOR  the  purpose  of  requiring  that  those  persons,  firms,  corporations,  partner- 
ships or  other  legal  entities  engaged  in  the  razing  or  demolition  of  buildings  or 
other  structures  be  properly  licensed,  bonded  and  insured  by  a  public  liability 
insurance  policy. 

BY  adding 

Article  32 -Building  Code 
Section(s)  115.4  and  115.5 

Baltimore  City  Building  Code  (1983  Replacement  Volume  and  1982  Supple- 
ment) 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
Section(s)  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1983  Replacement  Volume)  be  added, 
repealed  or  amended,  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  32 -BUILDING  CODE 

Article  l-Adn\inistration  and  Enforcement 

SECTION  115.0  DEMOLITION  OF  STRUCTURES 

115.-i  Razing  Contractors -Licenses:  (a)  No  person,  firm,  corporation,  partner- 
ship or  other  legal  entity  (hereinafter  called  "Contractor")  shall  engage  in  the  raz- 
ing or  demolition  of  any  building  or  other  structure,  as  contemplated  by  Section 
115.0,  without  first  obtaining  a  license  from  the  Commissioner  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  (herein  referred  to  as  "Commissioner"). 

(b)  Every  Contractor  applying  for  a  new  license  or  any  renewal  thereof,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  subsection,  shall: 

(1)  Register  with  the  Commissioner  the  address  of  the  Contractor's  business 
and  the  name  under  ivhich  such  business  is  earned  on,  and  shall  give  immediate 
notice  to  the  Commissioner  of  any  change  in  either; 

(2}  Furnish  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  Commissioner  that  the  Contractor 
has  obtained  a  bond  as  provided  in  Section  115.5. 

(c)  Said  license  shall  be  renewed  annually,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  January, 
and  shall  terminate  on  the  31st  day  of  December.  The  annual  fee  for  such  license 
shall  be  Fijty  Dollars  ($50.00}. 

(d)  No  licensee  shall  allow  his  or  its  name  to  be  used  by  another  person,  firm  or 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  permits  or  for  doing  any  demolition  or 
razing  work  under  his  or  its  license. 

(e)  Every  application  for  a  permit  to  raze  or  demolish  any  building  or  structure 
shall  contain,  in  addition  to  the  name  of  the  Contractor  who  will  perform  such 
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razing  or  deynolition  ope^rations,  the  number  of  such  Contractor's  license,  and 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  insurance,  stating  that  the  Contractor  is 
insured  by  a  public  liability  iyisurance  policy  covering  the  operations  to  be  car- 
ried on  at  the  particular  location  for  which  the  permit  is  sought,  and  such  public 
liability  insurance  policy  shall  promde  coverage  in  an  amount  not  less  than  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000.00)  for  damages  including  damages  for  care 
and  loss  of  services,  because  of  bodily  injury,  including  death  at  any  time 
resulting  therefrom,  sustained  by  any  one  person  in  any  one  accident,  and  subject 
to  that  lijnitfor  each  person,  in  an  amount  not  less  than  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($300,000.00)  for  damages,  including  damages  for  care  and  loss  of  serv- 
ices, because  of  bodily  injury,  including  death  at  any  time  resulting  therefrom, 
sustained  by  more  than  one  person  in  any  one  accident,  and  an  amount  not  less 
than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000.00)  because  of  injury  to  or  destruction 
of  property  of  others  in  any  one  accident;  said  policy  shall  contain  no  "collapse 
hazard"  exclusion  and  shall  further  provide  that  said  policy  will  either  not  be 
cancellable  during  the  duration  of  the  operations  to  be  performed,  or,  in  lieu 
thereof,  shall  provide  that  the  Commissioner  shall  be  notified  at  least  fifteen  days 
in  advance  of  the  insurer's  intent  to  cancel  such  policy;  the  Contractor  may,  in 
lieu  of  filing  a  certificate  of  insurance  with  each  application  for  a  permit,  furnish 
a  certificate  of  continuing  insurance  to  the  Commissioner,  so  long  as  such  cer- 
tificate provides  the  coverage,  as  hereinbefore  required,  for  all  work  to  be  per- 
formed by  the  Contractor,  including  a  provision  that  the  Commissioner  shall  be 
notified  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  cancellation  of  said  policy. 

(f)  The  Commissioner  shall  immediately  suspend  the  license  of  any  Contractor: 

(1)  Upon  receipt  of  notice  of  intent  to  cancel  the  public  liability  insurance  as 
hereinbefore  required;  or 

(2)  Upon  receipt  of  notice  of  intent  to  cancel  the  bond  as  hereinafter  re- 
quired; or 

(3)  When  the  Contractor  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Code  as  the  same  may  relate  to  razing  or  demolition  operations;  or 

(Jt)  When  the  Commissioner  has  been  formally  notified  by  the  Director  of 
Construction  and  Buildings  Inspection  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Com- 
munity Development  that  the  Contractor  has  created  or  caused  to  be  created  a 
condition  or  conditions  which  are  imminently  hazardous  and  constitute  a  datiger 
to  the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare. 

Such  suspension  shall  continue  in  force  uyitil  the  Contractor  gives  evidence 
satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner  that  the  condition  complained  of,  or  for  which 
the  license  was  suspended,  has  been  adequately  corrected.  In  addition  to  the  said 
suspension  of  license,  the  Commissioner  shall  forthwith  suspend  all  outstanding 
razing  permits,  ayid  shall  refuse  to  issue  any  further  razing  permits  for  which 
application  is  pending,  wherein  the  Contractor  is  designated,  until  the  Contrac- 
tor corrects  the  condition  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

(b)  Any  Contractor  violating  any  provisions  of  this  subtitle  is  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  upon  coyiviction  thereof  is  subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $25.00  per 
day.  Each  day  that  a  violation  continues  is  deemed  to  be  a  separate  offense. 
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(k)  The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  may  be  waived,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Commissioner,  when  the  structure  to  be  demolished  is  a  "miscellaneous"  struc- 
ture, as  defined  in  Section  2  111  of  this  Article  32,  and  such  miscellaneous  struc- 
ture is  located  sufficiently  remote  from  an  adjoining  property  line,  public  street 
or  alley. 

115.5  Razing  Contractors ~ Bond:  (a)  Before  any  Contractor  shall  receive  a 
license,  as  hereinabove  provided,  he  shall  be  required  to  give  bond  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  any  amount  discretionary  with  the  Commis- 
sioner, but  in  no  event  to  be  less  than  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00)  and  con- 
ditioned upoji  the  fact  that  he  shall  comply,  in  all  respects,  with  each  and  every 
provision  of  this  Code,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Commissioner  in 
regard  to  all  razing  or  demolition  operations,  all  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore  and  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  that  he  shall  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  and  from  all  costs,  ex- 
penses, damages,  injury  and/or  loss  to  which  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  may  be  subject,  by  reason  of  any  wrongdoing,  misconduct,  want  of  care 
or  skill,  negligence  or  default  on  the  part  of  the  said  Contractor,  his  agents  or 
employees,  in  or  about  the  execution  or  performance  of  such  operations,  and  shall 
further  indemnify  the  Mayor  ayid  City  Council  agaiyist  any  and  all  expenses 
which  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  incur  or  expend  or  be  caused  to  incur 
or  expend  in  the  correction  of  any  of  the  Contractor's  work,  which  work,  if  not  cor- 
rected, may  be  prejudicial  to  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  the  general  public, 
or  may  adversely  affect  adjoining  or  adjacent  property. 

(b)  Said  bond  shall  be  continuous,  and  shall  provide  for  an  indemnification  for 
the  principal  in  the  amount  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00),  or  an  amount 
otherwise  required  by  the  Commissioner,  for  each  and  every  year  said  bond  shall 
be  in  effect.  Before  any  said  bond  shall  be  cancelled,  the  Commissioner  and  the 
licensee  shall  be  notified  by  the  surety  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  such  cancellation.  Should  the  licensee  fail  to  obtain  a  new  bond  prior  to  the 
ejfective  date  of  said  cancellation,  the  Commissioner  shall  forthwith  suspend  the 
license  of  the  licensee,  as  well  as  any  and  all  permits  issued  and  outstanding  Jor 
work  to  be  performed  by  the  licensee,  which  suspension  shall  continue  until  the 
licensee  shall  furnish  a  new  bond  in  the  form  and  manner  acceptable  to  the  Com- 
missioner. Every  such  bond  shall  provide  that,  notwithstatiding  cancellation 
thereof,  the  surety  and  the  licensee  shall  be  and  remain  liable,  as  hereinafter 
jjrocided,  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  any  work  shall  have  been  per- 
formed by  the  licensee. 

(c)  Whenever  the  surety  on  the  bond  shall  be  deemed  by  the  Commissioner  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  the  Contractor,  after  ten  (10)  days'  written  notice  by  the  Commis- 
sioner to  that  effect,  shall  furnish  and  deliver  a  neu>  bond  to  the  Commissioner,  in 
the  same  penalty  and  on  the  same  conditions  with  a  surety  satisfactory  to  the 
Commissioner.  If  the  licensee  shall  fail  to  furnish  such  new  bond  within  said  ten 
(10)  days,  the  Commissioner  shall  revoke  all  permits  previously  issued  to  such 
Contractor  on  which  the  work  has  not  been  completed  for  at  least  one  year,  and 
shall  further  suspend  the  license  held  by  the  Contractor  ujitil  a  satisfactory  bond 
h  us  been  fu  rn  ish  ed. 
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(d)  Should  the  Contractor  fail  to  perform  any  razing  or  demolition  operations 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  code,  or  performs  such  operations  in  an 
unworkmanlike  manner  so  as  to  create  any  condition  which  may  be  injurious  to 
the  general  public  or  to  adjoining  or  adjacent  property,  and  fails  or  refuses  to 
correct  any  such  conditions  as  may  be  required  by  the  Commissioner  within  the 
time  required  by  the  Commissioner,  the  Commissioner,  except  in  the  case  of 
emergency,  shall  notify  the  surety  of  such  failure  or  refusal,  and  shall  give  the 
surety  such  time  as,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner,  may  be  necessary  to 
rectify  such  conditions.  In  the  event  of  an  emergency,  in  which  the  said  conditions 
constitute  an  immediate  danger  to  the  health,  safety  or  welfare  of  the  general 
public  or  in  the  event  the  surety,  after  notice,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  correct  any 
condition  which  may  be  injurious  to  the  general  public  or  to  adjoining  or  adja- 
cent property,  the  Commissioner  shall  have  the  authority  to  correct  any  such  con- 
ditions, or  to  perform  such  further  operations  as  to  make  the  razing  or  demoli- 
tion operations  comply  with  the  proinsions  of  this  Code  at  the  expense  of  the  Con- 
tractor. All  costs  and  expenses  incurred  thereby  shall  be  chargeable  and  collectible 
from  the  surety  on  the  bond  furnished  by  the  Contractor.  Any  work  performed  for 
the  Contractor  by  the  Commissioner  as  aforesaid  shall  not  relieve  the  Contractor 
in  any  way  from  the  responsibility  for  any  work  performed  by  the  Contractor, 
and  any  remedies  or  penalties  herein  mentioned  are  specifically  intended  to  be, 
and  are,  in  addition  to  any  other  remedies  or  penalties  provided  by  the  laws  of 
Maryland  and  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

(e)  The  liability  of  the  surety  or  sureties  on  any  bond  given  pursuant  to  Section 
115.0  and  the  liability  of  any  Contractor  for  materials  furnished  or  work  per- 
formed under  this  Code  shall  not  extend  to  defects  in  materials  or  workmanship 
discovered  more  than  twelve  (12)  months  after  completion  of  the  work.  The  surety 
or  sureties  and  the  Contractor  are  responsible  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  correct  all  such  defects  discovered  before  the  expiration  of  twelve  (12) 
months'  period  and  about  which  they  were  promptly  notified  in  uniting.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  liabilities  of  the  surety  or  sureties  and  the  Contractor,  the  owner  of  the 
property  shall  at  all  times  be  responsible  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  coi-rect  the  defects  in  the  razing  operations  performed  or  being  per- 
formed in  or  on  his  property. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

FOR  the  purpose  of  (i)  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $10,000,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of 
Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  and 
(ii)  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  and,  if  necessary,  insurance  by  the 
Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority,  pursuant  to  the 
Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act  and  the  Maryland  In- 
dustrial Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  of  one  or  more  series  of  the 
Authority's  economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000,  both  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of 
financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  The  Zamoiski  Co.,  a  Maryland  cor- 
poration, OR  BY  AN  ENTITY  RELATED  TO  THE  ZAMOISKI  CO.,  of  a  cer- 
tain facility  (as  defined  in  such  Acts)  to  consist  of  and  include  (a)  the  acquisition 
of  approximately  six  lots  of  land  approximately  thirty-five  acres  in  the  ag- 
gregate located  at  2525  Erick  Street,  in  Baltimore  City  Maryland;  (b)  the  con- 
struction on  such  land,  AND,  POSSIBLY  ON  AN  ADJACENT  PARCEL  OF 
LAND  KNOWN  AS  3000-40  WATERVIEW  AVENUE,  IN  BALTIMORE 
CITY,  MARYLAND,  of  a  building  containing  approximately  300,000  square 
feet  of  warehouse  space  and  approximately  70,000  square  feet  of  office  space; 
(c)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  the  building  of  such  machinery  and  equip- 
ment, and  any  and  all  other  improvements  therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
useful  in  connection  with  The  Zamoiski  Co.'s  business;  and  (d)  the  acquisition 
of  such  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing, 
including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site 
prej)aration  facilities;  to  be  owned  and  operated  by  The  Zamoiski  Co.,  OR  BY 
AN  ENTITY  RELATED  TO  THE  ZAMOISKI  CO.  and  used  as  a  wholesale 
distribution  center  in  the  business  of  The  Zamoiski  Co.  of  v.holesale  distri- 
bution of  consumer  goods;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the 
City,  to  accept  the  Irttrr  LETTERS  of  intent  dated  July  19,  1984  AND 
AUGUST  31,  1984  from  The  Zamoiski  Co.  t(.  the  City;  making  certain  legislative 
findings;  resening  in  the  City  certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  any 
Bonds  issued  by  the  City;  authorizing  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a 
resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prit)r  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any 
series  of  such  bonds  issued  by  the  City,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but 
not  limited  to.  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  sell- 
ing (including  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  l)id  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of 
issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bomis.  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things 
necessary',  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such 
bonds  by  the  City  or  the  Authority;  providing  that  The  Zamoiski  Co.,  OR  SUCH 
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OTHER  ENTITY  RELATED  TO  THE  ZAMOISKI  CO.,  shall  atpee  to  submit 
any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  ccx)rdinate  with,  the  Department  of  Hous- 
in^,^  and  Community  Development  in  connection  with  the  completion  of  such 
facility;  providing  that  any  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  iisued  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds),  whether  issued  by  the  City  or  the  Authority, 
must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  ex- 
tension as  provided  in  this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  of  the  City;  and  generally  providing  for 
and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  the  bonds  of  the  City,  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  bonds  of  the 
Authority. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (HI)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages,  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  as  amended 
(the  "MIDFA  Act"),  provides  that  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  MIDFA  Act, 
Jhe  Marjiand  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  (the  "Authority"),  on 
behalf  of  the  State  of  Maryland  (the  "State"),  may  issue  and  sell  bonds  as  pro- 
vided in  and  in  accordance  with  the  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue 
Bond  Act  (the  "Revenue  Bond  Act").  The  MIDFA  Act  and  the  Revenue  Bond 
Act  are  herein  sometimes  collectively  referred  to  as  tiie  "Acts".  The  MIDFA  Act 
further  provides  that  the  Authority  may  accomplish  the  acquisition  of  one  or  more 
facilities  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  its  bonds  by  one  or  more  of  the  methods 
descnl)ed  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Act. 

Sectii»n  13-138  of  the  MIDFA  Act  provides  that  prior  to  the  issuance  and  siile  of 
bonds  by  the  Authority,  the  legislative  body  of  the  county  or  municipality  in  which 
the  facility  to  be  financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  is  to  be  located  shall  adopt 
a  resolution  which  (a)  is  administrative  in  nature,  is  not  subject  to  the  procedures 
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required  for  legislative  acts  and  is  not  subject  to  referendum,  (b)  specify  and 
describe  the  facility,  and  (c)  generally  describe  the  public  purpose  to  be  served  by 
the  facility. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  July  19,  1084  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  TWO  LETTERS  OF  INTENT,  ONE  DATED  JULY  19,  1984,  AND  THE 
OTHER  DATED  AUGUST  31,  1984  (COLLECTIVELY,  THE  "LETTER  OF  IN- 
TENT") from  The  Zamoiski  Co.,  a  Maryland  corporation  (the  "Borrower"), 
pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the 
financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  facility  in 
Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  economic 
development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$10,000,000  (the  "City  Bonds")  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  available 
to  the  Borrower  OR  TO  AN  ENTITY  RELATED  TO  THE  BORROWER  (THE 
BORROWER  AND  SUCH  OTHER  ENTITY  RELATED  TO  THE  BORROW^ER 
HEREIN  COLLECTIVELY  SOMETIMES  REFERRED  TO  AS  THE  BOR- 
ROWER") to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financ- 
ing the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

Alternatively,  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City,  a  "county"  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Revenue  Bond  Act,  to  approve  the  financing  by  the  Authority  of  the 
Facility,  and  to  approve  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility 
by  the  Authorit/s  issuance  and  sale  pursuant  to  the  Acts  and,  if  necessary,  in- 
surance by  the  Authority,  through  its  bond  insurance  fund,  pursuant  to  the  MIDFA 
Act,  of  one  or  more  series  of  its  economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  ag- 
gregate principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000  (the  "Authority  Bonds"). 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest  payable 
on  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pursuant  to  Sec- 
tion 103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The  Borrower 
acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  the  City  reserves  certain  rights  concern- 
ing the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  which  is  a 
"facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts,  will  consist  of  and  include  (a)  the  ac- 
quisition of  approximately  six  lots  of  land  of  approximately  thirty-five  acres  in 
the  aggregate  located  at  2525  Erick  Street,  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the 
"Land";  (b)  the  construction  on  the  Land,  AND,  POSSIBLY  ON  AN  ADJACENT 
PARCEL  OF  LAND  KNOW^N  AS  3000-40  WATERVIEW  AVENUE.  IN 
BALTIMORE  CITY,  MARYLAND,  of  a  building  containing  approximately 
300.000  square  feet  of  warehouse  space  and  approximately  70,000  square  feet  of 
office  space  (the  "Building");  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  the  Building  of 
such  machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  and  all  other  improvements  therein,  as 
may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  The  Zamoiski  Co.'s  business;  and 
(d)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable 
for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other 
necessary  site  preparation  facilities.  The  Borrower  will  use  the  Facility  as  a 
wholesale  distribution  center  in  the  Borrower's  business  of  wholesale  distribu- 
tion of  consumer  goods. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
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eluding  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  City  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  City  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  PURSUANT  TO  AND  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE 
ENABLING  LAW  AND  THE  ACTS: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  City  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  En- 
abling Law  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the  costs 
of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the  general 
purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and  employment 
in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  and  (c) 
encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City; 
and  (d)  increasing  the  taxable  base  of  the  City.  Specifically,  the  acquisition  of  the 
Facility  will  enable  the  Borrower  to  consolidate  its  commercial  operations  in  the  Ci- 
ty and  is  anticipated  to  increase  employment  in  Baltimore  City  by  creating  approx- 
imately 200  new  jobs  within  the  next  two  years. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  Ci- 
ty, and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of 
Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any  other  con- 
stitutional, statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  issuance 
of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be 
limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and' shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both 
pnncipal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (1)  the  revenues 
from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in 
connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  other- 
wise acquired  v^^th  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or 
other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a 
resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of 
the  City  Bonds. 

Ski".  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell  (but  only  if  none  of  the  Authority  Bonds  are  issued  and 
sold  by  the  Authority),  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more  series, 
as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $10,000,000,  subject  to  the  pro\isions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of 
the  City  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions 
approved  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Facility. 

Skc.  3.  And  bf  It  further  urdained.  That  this  Ordinance  confirms  the  Resolution 
adopted  by   the   Baltimore  City  Council  concerning   Industrial   Development 
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Revenue  Bonds -(The  Zamoiski  Co.  Project),  indicating  the  present  intent  of  the 
City  to  provide  assistance  in  the  financing  of  the  Facility  by  the  issuance  of  the 
City  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  the  Letter 
of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  further  evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City 
to  issue  the  City  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Or- 
dinance. The  City  and  the  Borrower  contemplate  that,  upon  the  effectiveness  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  Borrower  may  commence  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds;  provided,  however  that  if  the 
Borrower  proceeds  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  by  the  Board,  as  described  in  Section  5(a)  below,  the  Borrower  does  so 
at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  to  in- 
sure that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  and  any  pend- 
ing or  future  federal  or  State  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted,  which 
may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues  its 
bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  any  such 
pending  or  future  legislation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those  facilities 
which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  provide  the 
greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  City 
Bonds,  (2)  issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  City 
Bonds  requested  by  the  Borrower,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds,  (4)  delay  indefinitely  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other 
actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to  in- 
sure that  the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  in  the  event  that  any  present  law  or  any  pending  or  future  legisla- 
tion limits  or  would  limit  (by  a  volume  limitation  or  otherwise)  the  City's  ability  to 
issue  bonds  or  other  obligations,  the  interest  payable  on  which  is  to  be  exempt 
from  federal  income  taxation,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to  choose  to  issue  its 
bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such  order  or  priority  as  it 
may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  City  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
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agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  a^eement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  City  Bonds; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the 
costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  not 
be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facili- 
ty, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II) 
or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Stc.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  the  Borrower  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of 
any  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  the  Borrower  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group 
appointed  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order 
to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  tlie  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  OR  FACSIMILE  signature.  AT  LEAST 
ONE  SIGNATURE  REQUIRED  OR  PERMITTED  TO  BE  PLACED  ON  THE 
BONDS  SHALL  BE  MANUALLY  SUBSCRIBED.  IF  THE  BONDS  ARE  RE 
QUIRED  TO  BE  MANUALLY  SUBSCRIBED  BY  A  TRUSTEE.  ISSUING 
AGENT.  FISCAL  AGENT.  REGISTRAR.  OR  OTHER  AGENT  OR  CUSTO- 
DIAN. ANY  OTHER  SIGNATURE  REQUIRED  OR  PERMITTED  TO  BE 
PLACED  ON  THE  BONDS  MAY  BE  EXECUTED  BY  FACSIMILE.  Any  trust 
agreement  or  other  dwuments  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the 
issuance,  sale  and  deliver)'  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the

City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature, 
and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  other- 
wise reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his 
manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose 
signature  shall  appear  on  the  City  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall 
cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other 
aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid 
and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  un- 
til delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  SeaJ  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  certificates 
as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply 
with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  City  Bonds 
is  intended  and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as 
amended  (the  "Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this 
Ordinance  to  the  "City  Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where 
appropriate.  Prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  an- 
ticipation notes,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 
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In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City 
hereby  further  covenants  to  issue  such  City  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and 
as  soon  as,  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  no  longer  ex- 
ists. The  timely  issuance  of  such  City  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  mat- 
ters not  within  the  control  of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  ex- 
istence of  a  purchaser  or  purchasers  for  such  City  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason 
for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effec- 
tiveness of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Borrower,  its  officers,  agents  and 
employees. 

Sec.  U.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  accordance  with  Section 
13-138(eX2)  of  the  MIDFA  Act,  the  Facility  consists  of  and  includes  those  items 
described  in  the  Recitals  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Facility  and  the  financial  assistance  to  be  provided  by  the  Authority 
through  the  issuance  of  the  Authority  Bonds  will  fulfill,  accomplish  and  promote 
the  declared  public  purpose  of  the  Acts,  which  are  to  (a)  relieve  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  the  State;  (b)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce 
and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State;  (c)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  in- 
dustry and  commerce  and  in  the  attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  the 
State;  (d)  promote  economic  development;  (e)  provide  financial  assistance  to  a 
minority  business  enterprise;  and  (f)  generally  promote  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  municipalities  of  the  State.  Specifically,  it  is 
hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  will  enable  the 
Borrower  to  consolidate  its  commercial  operations  in  the  City  and  is  anticipated 
to  increase  employment  in  Baltimore  City  by  creating  approximately  200  new 
jobs  within  the  next  two  years.  Accordingly,  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  public 
welfare  and  purpose  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  of  the  City  that  the  City  ap- 
prove the  financing  by  the  Authority  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility 
within  the  geographical  boundaries  and  jurisdiction  of  the  City. 

Stc.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  City  hereby  approves  any  one  or 
more  of  the  following: 

(a)  the  issuance  and  sale  (but  only  if  none  of  the  City  Bonds  are  issued  and  sold 
by  the  City)  and,  if  necessary,  insurance  by  the  Authority  through  its  bond  in- 
surance fund,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  of  one  or  more  series  of  the 
Authority  Bonds,  the  proceeds  of  any  series  of  which  may  be  used  by  the 
Authority  to  make  a  loan  to  the  Borrower,  the  proceeds  of  which  loan  shall  be 
used  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility;  and 

(b)  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  with  funds  other  than  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  (a)  except  for  the  Authority's  in- 
surance of  the  Authority  Bonds  (if  necessary),  the  Authority  Bcjnds  and  the  in- 
terest thereon  will  be  limited  obligations  of  the  Authority,  payable  solely  from 
revenues  or  moneys  to  be  received  by  the  Authority  in  connection  with  the  fi- 
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nancing  of  tlie  acquisition  of  the  Facility  or  from  any  other  funds  provided 
therefor,  (b)  the  Authority  Bonds  will  not  constitute  an  indebtedness  to  which  the 
faith  and  credit  of  the  State,  the  Department  of  Economic  and  Community 
Development  of  the  State  (the  "Department"),  the  Authority,  the  City  or  any 
other  public  body  is  pledged,  and  (c)  neither  the  Authority  Bonds  nor  the  interest 
thereon  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  general 
credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  State,  the  Department,  the  Authority,  the  City,  or 
any  other  public  body  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  State,  the  Department,  the  Authority,  the  City  or  any 
other  public  body. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Authority  Bonds  shall  be  author- 
ized, issued,  sold  and  delivered  without  direct  or  indirect  cost  to  the  City,  and  to 
that  end,  the  Borrower  shall  pay  all  necessary  expenses  of  preparing,  printing, 
selling  and  issuing  the  Authority  Bonds  and  all  other  costs  contemplated  and  per- 
mitted by  the  Act,  including  (without  limitation)  any  and  all  costs,  fees  and  ex- 
penses (including,  without  limitation,  any  attorneys'  fees)  incurred  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  with  this  Ordinance  or  the  publication  of  notices 
of  any  public  hearings  to  be  held  in  connection  herewith,  whether  or  not  the  pro- 
posed financing  is  consummated. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
not  in  any  way  indicate  the  approval  of,  or  constitute  any  commitment  for  ap- 
proval by,  the  City  or  any  of  its  officers  or  employees  of,  any  license,  permit,  ap- 
plication or  any  other  request  to  the  City  with  respect  to  the  acquisition  and 
operation  of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Authority 
Bonds,  the  Board  shall  have  received  and  approved  evidence  of  an  equity  con- 
tribution to  the  Borrower  and  approval  of  an  Urban  Development  Action  Grant 
for  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Facility.  No  further  action  by  the  City  is 
necessary  to  effect  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Authori- 
ty or  the  completion  of  the  transactions  contemplated  in  this  Ordinance,  includ- 
ing, without  limitation,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Authority  Bonds. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  is  intended  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  Section  13-138(e)  of  the  MIDFA  Act. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
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which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically 
exempted  herefrom. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  City  Bonds  or  bond  an- 
ticipation notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of 
the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  the  Authority  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good 
cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the  Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of 
such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the  period  during  which  either  the  City  Bonds 
or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  or  the  Authority  Bonds  may  be  issued  and  sold 
for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  the  first 
six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and  without  action  by 
the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack  thereof,  of  the  reasons 
presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month  period.  If  an  extension  is 
granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons  therefor  must  be  sent  to  the 
City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  City  Bonds  nor  such  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes  nor  the  Authority  Bonds  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months 
from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  City  Bonds 
and  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  approval  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for 
the  Authority  to  issue  and  sell  the  Authority  Bonds  shall  expire. 

Immediately  upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any  or  all  of  the  City  Bonds,  the  ap- 
proval provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  Authority  to  issue  and  sell  the  Authori- 
ty Bonds  shall  expire.  Conversely,  immediately  upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any 
or  all  of  the  Authority  Bonds,  the  authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the 
Cit}'  to  issue  and  sell  the  City  Bonds  shall  expire.  In  no  event  shall  any  City 
Bonds  and  Authority  Bonds  both  be  issued  and  outstanding  at  any  one  time. 

SEC.  21.  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED,  THAT,  AS  REQUIRED  BY 
SECTION  103(NX12KA)  OF  THE  INTERNAL  REVENUE  CODE,  AS 
AMENDED  (THE  "CODE").  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY,  BY  ITS 
PASSAGE  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE,  AND  THE  MAYOR  OF  THE  CITY,  BY 
HIS  APPROVAL  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE,  HEREBY  COLLECTIVELY  CER- 
TIFY UNDER  PENALTY  OF  PERJURY  THAT  ANY  ALLOCATION  BY  THE 
cm'  OF  Am'  STATE  VOLUME  LIMITATION  IN  THE  AGGREGATE 
AMOUNT  OF  "PRIVATE  ACTIVITY  BONDS"  (AS  DEFINED  IN  THE  CODE) 
'WHICH  CAN  BE  ISSUED  BY  THE  STATE  OF  MARYLAND,  ITS  AGEN- 
CIES AND  SUBDIVISIONS,  ESTABLISHED  PURSUANT  TO  SECTION 
103(N)  OF  THE  CODE,  WAS  NOT  NL\DE  IN  CONSIDERATION  OF  ANY

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS- 

(EXECUTIVE  HOTEL  AT  COLDSPRING  LIMITED 

PARTNERSHIP  FACILITY) 

For  the  purpose  of  (i)  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $10,000,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of 
Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  and 
(ii)  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  and,  if  necessary,  insurance  by  the 
Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority,  pursuant  to  the 
Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act  and  the  Maryland  In- 
dustrial Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  of  one  or  more  series  of  the 
Authority's  econonuc  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000,  both  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of 
financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  Executive  Hotel  at  Coldspring  Linuted 
Partnership,  a  limited  partnership  formed  or  to  be  formed  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut,  of  a  certain  facility  (as  defined  in  such  Acts)  to  con- 
sist of  and  include  (a)  the  construction  of  a  building  of  approximately  113,000 
square  feet  on  a  parcel  of  land  containing  approximately  six  (6)  acres  located 
off  of  Tamarind  Road  in  Coldspring  New  Town,  in  Baltimore,  Maryland  and 
leased  to  Executive  Hotel  at  Coldspring  Limited  Partnership  by  the  City  con- 
taining approximately  180  hotel  room  modules,  a  specialty  restaurant  of  ap- 
proximately 60  seats,  a  restaurant  of  150  seats,  a  cocktail  lounge  of  approx- 
imately 100  seats,  and  a  ballroom/banquet  room  of  approximately  350  seats, 
and  (b)  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  certain  necessary  or  useful  equip- 
ment and  machinery,  and  (c)  the  acquisition  of  such  interests  in  land  as  may  be 
necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access, 
utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities;  to  be  owned  by  Ex- 
ecutive Conference  Center  at  Coldspring  Limited  Partnership  and  operated 
by  Americana  Hotels  Corporation  or  a  similar  type  of  entity  as  a  hotel  com- 
plex; authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  let- 
ter of  intent  dated  July  19,  1984  from  Executive  Hotel  at  Ci»l(ispring  Limited 
Partnership  to  the  City;  making  certain  legislative  findings;  reserving  in  the 
City  certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  any  Bonds  issued  by  the  City; 
authorizing  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds  by 
the  City,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form, 
terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including 
negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance, 
and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  all  (b)  do  any  and  all  things 
necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
such  bonds  by  the  City  or  the  Authority;  providing  that  Executive  Hotel  at 
Coldsjjring  Limited  F^artnership  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and  specifica- 
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lions  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  in  connection  with  the  completion  of  such  facihty;  providing  tliat 
any  honds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of 
such  honds),  whether  issued  by  the  City  or  the  Authority,  must  be  issued  and 
sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  api)roved  by  the  Mayor, 
unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  bonds  of  the  City;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining 
various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the 
bonds  of  the  City,  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  bonds  of  the  Authority. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bunds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acijuired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (I\')  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore  City, 
encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City, 
promoting  ^^conon\ic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  pronKjting  the  health. 
Welfare  and  safety  of  the  resiilents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  as  amended 
(ihe'MIDFA  Act"),  provides  that  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  MIDFA  Act, 
the  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  (the  "Authority"),  on 
behalf  of  the  State  of  Maryland  (the  "State"),  may  issue  and  sell  bonds  as  pro- 
vided in  and  in  accordance  with  the  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue 
Bond  Act  (the  "Revenue  Bond  Act").  The  MIDFA  Act  and  the  Revenue  Bond  Act 
are  herein  sometimes  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Acts".  The  MIDFA  Act  fur- 
ther provides  that  the  Authority  may  accomplish  the  acquisition  of  one  or  more 
facilities  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  its  bonds  by  one  or  more  of  the  methods 
described  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Act. 

Section  13-138  of  the  MIDFA  Act  provides  that  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  bonds  by  the  Authority,  the  legislative  body  of  the  county  or  municipality  in 
which  the  facility  to  be  financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  is  to  be  located 
shall  adopt  a  resolution  which  (a)  is  administrative  in  nature,  is  not  subject  to  the 
pnxredures  required  for  legislative  acts  and  is  not  subject  to  referendum,  (b) 
specify  and  describe  the  facility,  and  (c)  generally  describe  the  public  purposes  to 
be  ser\'ed  by  the  facility. 
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The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  July  19,  1984  (the  "Letter  of  In- 
tent") from  Executive  Hotel  at  Coldspring  Limited  Partnership,  a  limited  part- 
nership formed  or  to  be  formed  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  (the 
"Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  cer- 
tain facility  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling 
the  City's  economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000  (the  "City  Bonds")  and  by  making  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility 
by  the  Borrower. 

Alternatively,  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City,  a  "county"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Act,  to  approve  the  financing  by  the  Authority  of 
the  Facility,  and  to  approve  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the 
Facility  by  the  Authority's  issuance  and  sale  pursuant  to  the  Acts  and,  if 
necessary,  insurance  by  the  Authority,  through  its  bond  insurance  fund,  pur- 
suant to  the  MIDFA  Act,  of  one  or  more  series  of  its  economic  development 
revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $10,00,000  (the 
"Authority  Bonds"). 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pur- 
suant to  Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The 
Borrower  acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  the  City  reserves  certain 
rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  which  is  a 
"facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts,  will  consist  of  and  include  (a)  the  con- 
struction of  a  building  of  approximately  113,000  square  feet  on  a  parcel  of  land 
containing  approximately  six  (6)  acres  located  off  of  Tamarind  Road  in  Cold- 
spring  New  Town,  in  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  leased  to  Executive  Hotel  at 
Coldspring  Limited  Partnership  by  the  City,  containing  approximatley  180  hotel 
room  modules,  a  specialty  restaurant  of  approximately  60  seats,  a  restaurant  of 
approximately  150  seats,  a  cocktail  lounge  of  approximately  100  seats,  and  a 
ballroonVbanquet  room  of  approximately  350  seats,  and  (b)  ihe  acquisition  and  in- 
stallation of  certain  necessary  or  useful  equipment  and  machinery,  and  (c)  the  ac- 
quisition of  such  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  forego- 
ing, including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site 
preparation  facilities.  The  Borrower  intends  to  enter  into  a  management  agre^'- 
ment  with  Americana  Hotels  Corporation  or  a  similar  type  of  entity  for  the 
operation  of  the  Facility  as  a  hotel  complex. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  (ielermine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  City  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  City  Bonds. 
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NOW  THEREFORE  PURSUANT  TO  AND  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE 
ENABLING  LAW  AND  THE  ACTS: 

StiTloN  \.Be  it  ordai)ied  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  City  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabl- 
ing Law  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and 
exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  providing  financial  assistance  to  a  minority  business 
enterprise.  Specifically,  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  is  anticipated  to  increase 
employment  in  Baltimore  City  by  creating  approximately  261  construction  jobs 
and  126  new  permanent  jobs  over  two  years. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
Cily,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  City 
Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable, 
payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a 
pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other 
securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (HI) 
the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds,  or(IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all 
as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Ski.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell  (but  only  if  none  of  the  Authority  Bonds  are  issued  and 
soKl  by  the  Authority),  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more  series, 
as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its  economic 
ilevelopnienl  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$H).()(U),()0(),  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bitmis  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing,  to  the  extent  possible  pursuant  to 
k'deral  and  stale  laws  relating  to  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds, 
the  costs  (jf  the  completion  of  the  Facility. 

Ski  .  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  confirms  the  Resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  Baltimore  City  Council  concerning  Industrial  I-)evelo[)ment 
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Revenue  Bonds -(Executive  Conference  Center  at  Coldspring  Limited  Partner- 
ship Facility),  indicating  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  provide  assistance  in 
the  financing  of  the  Facihty  by  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City 
to  further  evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  City  bonds  in  accor- 
dance with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  and  the  Bor- 
rower contemplate  that,  upon  the  effectiveness  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Borrower 
may  commence  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  City  Bonds;  provided,  however  that  if  the  Borrower  proceeds  with 
the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board, 
as  described  in  Section  5(a)  below,  the  Borrower  does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  to  in- 
sure that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  and  any  pen- 
ding or  future  federal  or  State  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted,  which 
may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues  its 
bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  aFiy  such 
pending  or  future  legislation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those  facilities 
which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  provide  the 
greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  City 
Bonds,  (2)  issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  City 
Bonds  requested  by  the  Borrower,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds,  (4)  delay  indefinitely  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other 
actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to  in- 
sure that  the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  in  the  event  that  any  present  law  or  any  pending  or  future  legisla- 
tion limits  or  would  limit  (by  a  volume  limitation  or  otherwise)  the  City's  ability  to 
issue  bonds  or  other  obligations  the  interest  payable  on  which  is  to  be  exempt 
from  federal  income  taxation,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to  choose  to  issue  its 
bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  law  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such  order  of  priority  as  it 
may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  methods  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  City  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 
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(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  of  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  City  Bonds; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  City  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the 
costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  not 
be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facili- 
ty, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (I\')  any  combination  of  (I),  (II) 
or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  the  Borrower  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of 
any  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  the  Borrower  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group 
appointed  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order 
to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

SFv:.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  tlie  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  OR  FACSIMILE  signature.  AT  LEAST 
ONE  SIGNATURE  REQUIRED  OR  PERMITTED  TO  BE  PLACED  ON  THE 
BONDS  SHALL  BE  MANUALLY  SUBSCRIBED.  IF  THE  BONDS  ARE  RE- 
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QUIRED  TO  BE  MANUALLY  SUBSCRIBED  BY  A  TRUSTEE,  ISSUING 
AGENT,  FISCAL  AGENT.  REGISTRAR,  OR  OTHER  AGENT  OR  CUSTO- 
DIAN, ANY  OTHER  SIGNATURE  REQUIRED  OR  PERMITTED  TO  BE 
PLACED  ON  THE  BONDS  MAY  BE  EXECUTED  BY  FACSIMILE.  Any  trust 
agreement  or  other  document  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the 
City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  si^ature, 
and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  other- 
wise reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his 
manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose 
signature  shall  appear  on  the  City  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall 
cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other 
aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  of  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid 
and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  un- 
til delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  certificates 
as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply 
with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  City  Bonds 
is  intended  and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as 
amended  (the  "Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this 
Ordinance  to  the  "City  Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where 
appropriate.  Prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  an- 
ticipation notes,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assigment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
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ceeds  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds 
in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  City  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as, 
the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely 
issuance  of  such  City  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the 
control  of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or 
purchasers  for  such  City  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of 
the  City  Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by 
the  Borrower,  its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  accordance  with  Sfection 
13-138(eX2)  of  the  MIDFA  Act,  the  Facility  consists  of  and  includes  those  items 
described  in  the  Recitals  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Facility  and  the  financial  assistance  to  be  provided  by  the  Authority 
through  the  issuance  of  the  Authority  Bonds  will  fulfill,  accomplish  and  promote 
the  declared  public  purposes  of  the  Acts,  which  are  to  (a)  relieve  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  the  State;  (b)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce 
and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State;  (c)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  in- 
dustry' and  commerce  and  in  the  attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  the 
State;  (d)  promote  economic  development;  (e)  provide  financial  assistance  to  a 
minority  business  enterprise;  and  (f)  generally  promote  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  municipalities  of  the  State.  Specifically,  it  is 
hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  is  anticipated  to 
increase  employment  in  Baltimore  City  by  creating  approximately  261  construc- 
tion jobs  and  126  new  permanent  jobs  over  two  years.  Accordingly,  it  is  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  public  welfare  and  purpose  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  of  the 
City  that  the  City  approve  the  financing  by  the  Authority  of  the  costs  of  the  ac- 
quisition of  the  Facility  within  the  geographical  boundaries  and  jurisdiction  of 
the  City. 

Stc.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  city  hereby  approves  any  one  or 
more  of  the  following: 

(a)  the  issuance  and  sale  (but  only  if  none  of  the  City  Bonds  are  issued  and  sold 
hy  the  City)  and,  if  necessary,  insurance  by  the  Authority  through  its  bond  in- 
surance fund,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  of  t)ne  or  more  series  of  the 
.Authority  Bonds,  the  proceeds  of  any  series  of  which  may  be  used  by  the 
Authority  to  make  a  loan  to  the  Borrower,  the  proceeds  of  which  loan  shall  be 
used  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility;  and

revenues  or  moneys  to  be  received  by  the  Authority  in  connection  with  the

thereon  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  general 
credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  State,  the  Department,  the  Authority,  the  City,  or 
any  other  public  body  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary 
liability  of  the  State,  the  Department,  the  Authority,  the  City  or  any  other  public 
body  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniar^'  liability  of  the 
State,  the  Department,  the  Authority,  the  City  or  any  other  public  body. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Authority  Bonds  shall  be 
authorized,  issued,  sold  and  delivered  without  direct  or  indirect  cost  to  the  City, 
and  to  that  end,  the  Borrower  shall  pay  all  necessary  expenses  of  preparing, 
printing,  selling  and  issuing  the  Authority  Bonds  and  all  other  costs  con- 
templated and  permitted  by  the  Acts,  including  (without  limitation)  any  and  all 
costs,  fees  and  expenses  (including,  without  limitation,  any  attorney's  fees)  in- 
curred by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  with  this  Ordinance  or  the 
publication  of  notices  of  any  public  hearings  to  be  held  in  connection  herewith, 
whether  or  not  the  proposed  financing  is  consummated. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
not  in  any  way  indicate  the  approval  of,  or  constitute  any  commitment  for  ap- 
proval by,  the  City  or  any  of  its  officers  or  employees  of,  any  license,  permit,  ap- 
plication or  any  other  request  to  the  City  with  respect  to  the  acquisition  and 
operation  of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Authority 
Bonds,  the  Board  shall  have  received  and  approved  evidence  of  an  equity  con- 
tribution to  the  Borrower  and  approval  of  an  Drban  Development  Action  Grant 
for  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Facility.  No  further  action  by  the  City  is 
necessary  to  effect  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Authori- 
ty or  the  completion  of  the  transactions  contemplated  in  this  Ordinance,  in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Authority  Bonds. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  is  intended  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  Section  13-138(e)  of  the  MIDFA  Act.  i 


Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been

Skc.  20.  And  be  it  further  urdained.  That  either  the  City  Bonds  or  bond  an- 
ticipation notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of 
the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  the  Authority  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good 
cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the  Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of 
such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the  period  during  which  either  the  City  Bonds 
or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  or  the  Authority  Bonds  may  be  issued  and  sold 
for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  the  first 
six  month  period  expired.

To  the  extent  that  neither  the  City  Bonds  nor  such  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes  nor  the  Authority  Bonds  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months 
from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  City  Bonds 
and  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  approval  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for 
the  Authority  to  issue  and  sell  the  Authority  Bonds  shall  expire. 

Immediately  upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any  or  all  of  the  City  Bonds,  the  ap- 
proval provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  Authority  to  issue  and  sell  the  Authori- 
ty Bonds  shall  expire.  Conversely,  immediately  upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any 
or  all  of  the  Authority  Bonds,  the  authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the 
City  to  issue  and  sell  the  City  Bonds  shall  expire.  In  no  event  shall  any  City 
Bunds  and  Authority  bonds  both  be  issued  and  outstanding  at  any  one  time. 

SEC  21.  .AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED.  THAT,  AS  REQUIRED  BY 
SECTION  103(NK12XA)  OF  THE  INTERNAL  REVENUE  CODE,  AS 
AMENDED  (THE  "CODE").  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY.  BY  ITS 
PASSAGE  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE.  AND  THE  MAYOR  OF  THE  CITY.  BY  HIS 
APPROVAL  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE.  HEREBY  COLLECTIVELY  CERTIFY 
UNDER  PENALTY  OF  PER,IURY  THAT  Am'  ALLOCATION  BY  THE  CITY 
OF  AN\'  STATE  VOLUME  LIMITATION  IN  THE  AGGREGATE  AMOUNT  OF 
•PRIVATE  ACTIVITY'  BONDS"  (AS  DEFINED  IN  THE  CODE)  WHICH  CAN

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 

(EXECUTIVE  CONFERENCE  CENTER  AT 
COLDSPRING  LIMITED  PARTNERSHIP  FACILITY) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  (i)  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $10,000,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of 
Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  and 
(ii)  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  and,  if  necessary,  insurance  by  the 
Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority,  pursuant  to  the 
Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act  and  the  Maryland 
Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  of  one  or  more  series  of  the 
Authority's  economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000,  both  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of 
financing,  to  the  extent  possible  pursuant  to  federal  and  state  laws  relating  to 
the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  the  costs  of  the  completion  by 
Executive  Conference  Center  at  Coldspring  Limited  Partnership,  a  limited 
partnership  formed  or  to  be  formed  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Connec- 
ticut, of  a  certain  facility  (as  defined  in  such  Acts)  to  consist  of  and  include  (a) 
the  construction  of  a  building  of  approximately  121 ,000  square  feet  on  a  parcel 
of  land  containing  approximately  six  (6)  acres  located  off  of  Tamarind  Road  in 
Coldspring  New  Town,  in  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  leased  to  Executive  Con- 
ference Center  at  Coldspring  Limited  Partnership  by  the  City  containing  ap- 
proximately 86  hotel  room  modules,  an  auditorium  of  approximately  150  seats, 
12  conference  rooms,  a  restaurant  of  approximately  200  seats,  a  health  club,  a 
swimming  pool,  a  game  room  and  racquetball  courts;  and  (b)  the  acquisition 
and  installation  of  certain  necessary  or  useful  equipment  and  machinery,  and 
(c)  the  acquisition  of  such  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for 
the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other 
necessary  site  preparation  facilities;  to  be  owned  by  Executive  Conference 
Center  at  Coldspring  Limited  Partnership  and  operated  by  Americana  Hotels 
Corporation  or  a  similar  type  of  entity  as  a  conference  center;  authorizing  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  dated 
July  19,  1984  from  Executive  Conference  Center  at  Coldspring  Limited  Part- 
nership to  the  City;  making  certain  legislative  findings;  reserving  in  the  City 
certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  any  Bonds  issued  by  the  City; 
authorizing  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds  by 
the  City,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form, 
terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including 
negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance, 
and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things 
necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
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such  bonds  by  the  City  or  the  Authority;  providing  that  Executive  Conference 
Center  at  Coldspring  Limited  Partnership  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and 
specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Com- 
munity Development  in  connection  with  the  completion  of  such  facility;  pro- 
viding that  any  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the 
issuance  of  such  bonds),  whether  issued  by  the  City  or  the  Authority,  must  be 
issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by 
the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as 
provided  in  this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of 
the  issuance  of  the  bonds  of  the  City;  and  generally  providing  for  and  deter- 
mining various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
the  bonds  of  the  City,  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  bonds  of  the  Authority. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (HI).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore  City, 
encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City, 
[•roinoling  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the  health, 
Welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  as  amended 
(the  'MIDF.\  Act"),  provides  that  to  accomplish  the  purp<^)ses  of  the  MIDFA  Act, 
the  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  (the  "Authority"),  on 
behalf  of  the  State  of  Maryland  (the  "State"),  may  issue  and  sell  bonds  as  pro- 
vided in  and  in  accordance  with  the  Marj'land  Economic  Development  Revenue 
Bond  .Act  (the  "Revenue  Bond  Act").  The  MIDFA  Act  and  the  Revenue  Bond  Act 
are  herein  sometimes  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Acts".  The  MIDFA  Act  fur- 
ther provides  that  the  Authority  may  accomplish  the  acquisition  of  one  or  more 
facilities  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  its  bonds  by  one  or  more  of  the  methods 
described  in  the  Revenue  Bond  .\ct. 

Section  13- 138  of  the  MIDFA  Act  provides  that  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  bonds  by  the  Authority,  the  legislative  body  of  the  county  or  municipality  in 
which  th»  facility  to  l)e  financetl  with  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  is  to  be  located 
shall  adopt  a  resolution  which  (a)  is  administrative  in  nature,  is  not  subject  to  the 
procedures  recjuireil  for  legislative  acts  and  is  not  subject  to  referendum,  (b) 
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specify  and  describe  the  facility,  and  (c)  generally  describe  the  public  purposes  to 
be  served  by  the  facility. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  July  19,  1984  (the  "Letter  of  In- 
tent") from  Executive  Conference  Center  at  Coldspring  Limited  Partnership,  a 
limited  partnership  formed  or  to  be  formed  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut (the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the 
City  to  participate  in  the  financing,  to  the  extent  possible  pursuant  to  federal  and 
state  laws  relating  to  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  of  the  costs 
of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City, 
Maryland  (the  "Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  economic  development 
revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000  (the 
"City  Bonds")  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  available  to  the  Borrower 
to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the 
costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

Alternatively,  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City,  a  "county"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Act,  to  approve  the  financing  by  the  Authority,  to 
the  extent  possible  pursuant  to  federal  and  state  laws  relating  to  the  issuance  of 
industrial  development  bonds,  of  the  Facility,  and  to  approve  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Authority's  issuance  and  sale  pur- 
suant to  the  Acts  and,  if  necessary,  insurance  by  the  Authority,  through  its  bond 
insurance  fund,  pursuant  to  the  MIDFA  Act,  of  one  or  more  series  of  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $10,00,000  (the  "Authority  Bonds"). 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pur- 
suant to  Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The 
Borrower  acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  the  City  reserves  certain 
rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  which  is  a 
"facility"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts,  will  consist  of  and  include  (a)  the  con- 
struction of  a  building  of  approximately  121,000  square  feet  on  a  parcel  of  land 
containing  approximately  six  (6)  acres  located  off  of  Tamarind  Road  in  Cold- 
spring  New  Town,  in  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  leased  to  Executive  Conference 
Center  at  Coldspring  Limited  Partnership  by  the  City  containing  approximately 
86  hotel  room  modules,  an  auditorium  of  approximately  150  seats,  12  conference 
rooms,  a  restaurant  of  approximately  200  seats,  a  health  club,  a  swimming  pool, 
a  game  room  and  racquetball  courts;  and  (b)  the  acquisition  and  installation  of 
certain  necessary  or  useful  equipment  and  machinery,  and  (c)  the  acquisition  of 
such  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including 
roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation 
facilities.  The  Borrower  intends  to  enter  into  a  management  agreement  with 
Americana  Hotels  Corporation  or  a  similar  type  of  entity  for  the  operation  of  the 
Facility  as  a  conference  center. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
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eluding  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  City  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  City  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE  PURSUANT  TO  AND  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE 
ENABLING  LAW  AND  THE  ACTS: 

Suction  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(a)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  City  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabl- 
ing Law  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and 
exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  providing  financial  assistance  to  a  minority  business 
enterprise.  Specifically,  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  is  anticipated  to  increase 
employment  in  Baltimore  City  by  creating  approximately  261  construction  jobs 
and  126  new  permanent  jobs  over  two  years. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  City 
Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable, 
payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a 
jdedge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other 
securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (HI) 
the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  City  Bunds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (H)  or  (III),  all 
as'ihe  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Ski.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell  (but  only  if  none  of  the  Authority  Bonds  are  issued  and 
sold  by  the  Authority),  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more  series, 
as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its  economic 
development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$1().0()().(»U(),  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  pn»ceeds  of  the  City 
B(»nds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditii)ns  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purjn.se  of  financing,  to  the  extent  possible  pursuant  to 
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federal  and  state  laws  relating  to  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds, 
the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  confirms  the  Resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  Baltimore  City  Council  concerning  Industrial  Development 
Revenue  Bonds -(Executive  Conference  Center  at  Coldspring  Limited  Partner- 
ship Facility),  indicating  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  provide  assistance  in 
the  financing  of  the  Facility  by  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City 
to  further  evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  City  bonds  in  accor- 
dance with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  and  the  Bor- 
rower contemplate  that,  upon  the  effectiveness  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Borrower 
may  commece  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  the  City  Bonds;  provided,  however  that  if  the  Borrower  proceeds  with 
the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board, 
as  described  in  Section  5(a)  below,  the  Borrower  does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  to  in- 
sure that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  and  any  pend- 
ing or  future  federal  or  State  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted,  which 
may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues  its 
bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  any  such 
pending  or  future  legislation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those  facilities 
which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  provide  the 
greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  City 
Bonds,  (2)  issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggi-egate  principal  amount  of  the  City 
Bonds  requested  by  the  Borrower,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds,  (4)  delay  indefinitely  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other 
actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to  in- 
sure that  the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  in  the  event  that  any  present  law  or  any  pending  or  future  legisla- 
tion limits  or  would  limit  (by  a  volume  limitation  or  otherwise)  the  City's  ability 
to  issue  bonds  or  other  obligations,  the  interest  payable  on  which  is  to  be  exempt 
from  federal  income  taxation,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to  choose  to  issue  its 
bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such  order  of  priority  as  it 
may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds; 
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(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  methods  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  City  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  of  assignment  by  the  City  by  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  City  Bonds; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  City  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the 
costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds. 

Sue.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  not 
be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facili- 
ty, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
ac(juired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II) 
or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  City  Bonds. 

St(  .  7.  And  be  it  further  urdained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  the  Borrower  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of 
any  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  the  Borrower  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group 
appointed  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order 
to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Slc.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsin\ile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
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thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  OR  FACSIMILE  signature.  AT  LEAST 
ONE  SIGNATURE  REQUIRED  OR  PERMITTED  TO  BE  PLACED  ON  THE 
BONDS  SHALL  BE  MANUALLY  SUBSCRIBED.  IF  THE  BONDS  ARE  RE- 
QUIRED TO  BE  MANUALLY  SUBSCRIBED  BY  A  TRUSTEE.  ISSUING 
AGENT,  FISCAL  AGENT,  REGISTRAR,  OR  OTHER  AGENT  OR  CUSTO- 
DIAN, ANY  OTHER  SIGNATURE  REQUIRED  OR  PERMITTED  TO  BE 
PLACED  ON  THE  BONDS  MAY  BE  EXECUTED  BY  FACSIMILE.  Any  trust 
agreement  or  other  document  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the 
City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature, 
and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  other- 
wise reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his 
manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose 
signature  shall  appear  on  the  City  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall 
cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  City  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other 
aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  of  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid 
and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  un- 
til delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  certificates 
as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply 
with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  City  Bonds 
is  intended  and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as 
amended  (the  "Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this 
Ordinance  to  the  "City  Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where 
appropriate.  Prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  an- 
ticipation notes,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assigment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agi-eenient  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law.  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 
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(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  alll  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  City 
Bonds  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City 
hereby  further  covenants  to  issue  such  City  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and 
as  soon  as,  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  no  longer  ex- 
ists. The  timely  issuance  of  such  City  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  mat- 
ters not  within  the  control  of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  ex- 
istence of  a  purchaser  or  purchasers  for  such  City  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason 
for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effec- 
tiveness of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Borrower,  its  officers,  agents  and 
employees. 

Sf-i".  U.  Ahd  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  accordance  with  Section 
13-138(eK2)  of  the  MIDFA  Act,  the  Facility  consists  of  and  include  those  items 
described  in  the  Recitals  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sti".  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Facility  and  the  financial  assistance  to  be  provided  by  the  Authority 
through  the  issuance  of  the  .Authority  Bonds  will  fulfill,  accomplish  and  promote 
the  declared  public  purposes  of  the  Acts,  which  are  to  (a)  relieve  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  the  Slate;  (b)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce 
and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State;  (c)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  in- 
dustry and  commerce  and  in  the  attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  the 
Stale;  (d)  promote  economic  development;  (e)  provide  financial  assistance  to  a 
minority  business  enterprise;  and  (f)  generally  promote  the  health,  welfare  and 
safely  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  municipalities  of  the  State.  Specifically,  it  is 
hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  is  anticipated  to 
increase  employment  in  Baltimore  City  by  creating  approximately  261  construc- 
tion jobs  and  126  new  permanent  jobs  over  two  years.  Accordingly,  it  is  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  public  welfare  and  purpose  of  the  citizens  of  the  Slate  and  of  the 
City  that  the  City  approve  the  financing  by  the  .Authority  of  the  costs  of  the  ac- 
quisition of  the  Facility  within  the  geographical  boundaries  and  jurisdiction  of 
the  City. 

Sk(  .  13.  And  be  it  further  ordnined.  That  the  city  hereby  approves  any  one  or 
more  of  the  following. 

(a)  the  issuance  and  sale  (but  only  if  none  of  the  City  Bonds  are  issued  and  sold 
by  the  City)  and,  if  necessary,  insurance  by  the  .Authority  through  its  bond  in- 
surance fund,  at  any  time  ami  from  lime  to  time,  of  one  or  more  series  of  the 
Authority  Bonds,  the  proceeds  of  any  series  of  which  may  be  used  by  the 
Authority  to  make  a  loiin  to  the  Borrower,  the  proceeds  of  which  loan  shall  be 
used  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility;  and 
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(b)  the  ac(juisition  of  the  FaciHty  by  the  Borrower  with  funds  other  than  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  (a)  except  for  the  Authority's  insurance 
of  the  Authority's  Bonds  (if  necessary),  the  Authority  Bonds  and  the  interest 
thereon  will  be  limited  obligations  of  the  Authority,  payable  solely  from  revenues 
or  moneys  to  be  received  by  the  Authority  in  connection  with  the  financing  of  the 
acquisition  of  the  Facility  or  from  any  other  funds  provided  therefor,  (b)  the 
Authority  Bonds  will  not  constitute  an  indebtedness  to  which  the  faith  and  credit  of 
the  State,  the  Department  of  Economic  and  Community  Development  of  the  State 
(the  "Department"),  the  Authority,  the  City  or  any  other  public  body  is  pledged, 
and  (c)  neither  the  Authority  Bonds  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  ever  constitute 
an  indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the 
State,  the  Department,  the  Authority,  the  City,  or  any  other  public  body  and 
neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  State,  the 
Department,  the  Authority,  the  City  or  any  other  public  body. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Authority  Bonds  shall  be 
authorized,  issued,  sold  and  delivered  without  direct  or  indirect  cost  to  the  City, 
and  to  that  end,  the  Borrower  shall  pay  all  necessary  expenses  of  preparing, 
printing,  selling  and  issuing  the  Authority  Bonds  and  all  other  costs  con- 
templated and  permitted  by  the  Acts,  including  (without  limitation)  any  and  all 
costs,  fees  and  expenses  (including,  without  limitation,  any  attorney's  fees)  in- 
curred by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  with  this  Ordinance  or  the 
publication  of  notices  of  any  public  hearings  to  be  held  in  connection  herewith, 
whether  or  not  the  proposed  financing  is  consummated. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
not  in  any  way  indicate  the  approval  of,  or  constitute  any  commitment  for  ap- 
proval by,  the  City  or  any  of  its  officers  or  employees  of,  any  license,  permit,  ap- 
plication or  any  other  request  to  the  City  with  respect  to  the  acquisition  and 
operation  of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  n.And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Authority 
Bonds,  the  Board  shall  have  received  and  approved  evidence  of  an  equity  con- 
tribution to  the  Borrower  and  approval  of  an  Urban  Development  Action  (Jrant 
for  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Facility.  No  further  action  by  the  City  is 
necessary  to  effect  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Authori- 
ty or  the  completion  of  the  transactions  contemplated  in  this  Ordinance,  in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Authority  Bonds. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  is  intended  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  Section  13-138(e)  of  the  MIDFA  Act. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  fuiher  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts  of  this 
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Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been  passed  if 
such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part 
had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to  which  this  Or- 
dinance or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  exempted 
herefrom. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  either  the  City  Bonds  or  bond  an- 
ticipation notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of 
the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds,  or  the  Authority  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good 
cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the  Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of 
such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the  period  during  which  either  the  City  Bonds 
or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  or  the  Authority  Bonds  may  be  issued  and  sold 
for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  the  first 
six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and  without  action  by 
the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack  thereof,  of  the  reasons 
presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month  period.  If  an  extension  is 
granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons  therefore  must  be  sent  to  the 
City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  City  Bonds  nor  such  bond  anticipa- 
tion notes  nor  the  Authority  Bonds  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months 
from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  City  Bonds 
and  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  approval  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for 
the  Authority  to  issue  and  sell  the  Authority  Bonds  shall  expire. 

Immediately  upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any  or  all  of  the  City  Bonds,  the  ap- 
proval provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  Authority  to  issue  and  sell  the  Authori- 
ty Bonds  shall  expire.  Conversely,  immediately  upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of  any 
or  all  of  the  Authority  Bonds,  the  authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the 
City  to  issue  and  sell  the  City  Bonds  shall  expire.  In  no  event  shall  any  City 
Bonds  and  Authority  bonds  both  be  issued  and  outstanding  at  any  one  time. 

SEC  21.  AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED.  THAT,  AS  REQUIRED  BY 
SECTION  103(NK12XA)  OF  THE  INTERNAL  REVENUE  CODE,  AS 
AMENDED  (THE  "CODE"),  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY,  BY  ITS

Baltimore  City  Charter  (1964  Revision  as  amended) 

Where.^s,  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  permits  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  submit  ordinances  to  create  debt  to  the 
voters  of  Baltimore  City  for  approval  after  such  ordinances  have  been  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  representing 
Baltimore  City;  and 

Whlheas,  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  representing 
Baltimore  City  approved  Resolution  VIII  of  1984  which  authorizes  the  issuance 
of  certificates  of  indebtedness  by  Baltimore  City  upon  approval  by  a  majority  of 
votes  of  the  legal  voters  of  Baltimore  City,  the  aggregate  amount  of  said  cer- 
tificates not  to  exceed  Four  Million  Nine  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($4,900,000)

Whereas,  the  money  appropriated  herein  represents  a  partial  issue  of  the  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  authorized  by  City  Ordinance  99  approved  June  19, 
1984,  such  amount  being  in  excess  of  the  revenue  estimated  and  relied  upon  by 
the  Board  of  Estimates  in  determining  the  tax  levy  required  to  balance  the 
budget  for  the  1985  fiscal  year  and  is  therefore  available  for  appropriation  to  the 
Mayor's  Advisory  Committee  On  Art  and  Culture  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Article  VI,  Section  2(h)  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1964  Revision  as

Whereas,  the  sum  appropriated  herein  is  for  a  new  program  which  could  not

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS- 
(W  &  A  LIMITED  PARTNERSHIP  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or 
more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and 
credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $800,000,  pursuant  and  in  accordance  with,  the 
Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Sections  266A  to  266-1, 
inclusive  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1983  Cumulative 
Supplement),  as  amended,  (the  "Act")  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  acquisi- 
tion of  approximately  four  acres  of  real  property  located  at  111  Cherry  Hill 
Road  in  Baltimore  City,  the  renovation  of  an  approximately  10,128  square  foot 
building  thereon,  and  the  purchase  and  installation  of  certain  machinery, 
equipment  and  other  improvements  therein,  to  be  owned  by  W  &  A  Limited 
Partnership,  a  limited  partnership  formed  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  and  to  be  leased  to  American  Health  and  Service  Company,  Inc.,  a 
Maryland  corporation,  which  will  in  turn  sublease  the  Facility  to  various 
tenants,  which  may  include  Decision  Science,  Inc.,  Prescription  Drugs,  Inc., 
Medical  Resources  Management,  Inc.,  American  Computer  Sciences,  Inc., 
Mail  Order  Prescription  Services,  Inc.  and  Administrators,  Inc.,  for  use  as  an 
office  and  warehouse  facility;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of 
the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  dated  August  8,  1984  to  the  City;  mak- 
ing certain  legislative  findings;  reserving  in  the  City  certain  rights  concerning 
the  issuance  of  such  bonds;  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Finance 
of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  to  (A) 
approve  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  (B)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not 
limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  sell- 
ing (including  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times 
of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  industrial  development 
revenue  bonds,  and  (C)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in 
connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  industrial  development  revenue 
bonds;  providing  that  W  &  A  Limited  Partnership  shall  agree  to  submit  any 
plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  CoFiimunity  Developnient  in  connection  with  the  completion  of  such  facili- 
ty; providing  that  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  (or  bond  an- 
ticipaliori  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  industrial 
development  revenue  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from 
the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance 
approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance;  authorizing 
the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  industrial  develop- 
ment revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining  various 
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matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  industrial 
development  revenue  bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

The  Act  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow 
money  to  finance  facilities  for  the  accomplishment  of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects 
and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  connection  therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or 
other  obligations  (including  refunding  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of 
which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely 
from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connec- 
tion with  the  property,  facilities,  developments  and  improvements  whose  financ- 
ing is  undertaken  by  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or 
other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other 
securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds, 
notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III).  The  pur- 
poses, objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the  Act  are  to  (i)  relieve 
conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  (ii)  encourage  the  increase  of  in- 
dustry and  commerce  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City,  (iii)  to  assist  in 
the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  commerce  and  in  the  attraction  of  new  in- 
dustry and  commerce  in  Baltimore  City,  (iv)  to  promote  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City,  and  (v)  to  promote  the  general  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the 
residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  August  8,  1984  (the  "Letter  of  In- 
tent") from  W  &  A  Limited  Partnership  (the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the 
Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of 
completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City,  (the 
"Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  industrial  development  revenue 
bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $800,000  (the  "Bonds"), 
and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by 
the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower.  Such  financing  may  be  insured  by  the 
Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority. 

The  Facility  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  as 
mentioned  in  the  Act.  The  Facility  consists  generally  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  a 
tract  of  land  containing  approximately  four  acres  located  at  111  Cherry  Hill 
Road  in  Baltimore  City,  (b)  the  renovation  of  an  approximately  10,120  square 
foot  building  thereon,  consisting  of  office  and  warehouse  space,  (c)  the  acquisi- 
tion and  installation  in  such  building  of  any  or  all  machinery  and  equipment,  and 
any  or  all  other  improvements  therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connec- 
tion with  the  operation  thereof,  and  (d)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in 
land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights 
of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities.  Upon  comple- 
tion, the  Facility  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  and  leased  to  American  Health 
and  Science  Company,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation,  which  will  in  turn  sublease 
portions  of  the  Facility  to  various  tenants  which  may  include  Decision  Science, 
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Inc.,  Prescription  Drugs,  Inc.,  Medical  Resources  Management,  Inc.,  American 
Computer  Sciences,  Inc.,  Mail  Order  Prescription  Services,  Inc.  and  Ad- 
ministrators, Inc.  for  use  as  an  office  and  warehouse  facility. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set  forth  the 
form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selHng  (including 
negotiated  as  well  as  competive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and 
any  and  aH  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof,  and  to  do 
any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE.  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ACT: 

Suction  1 .  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Act  in  order 
to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will  facilitate  and  ex- 
pedite the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Act  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and  employment 
in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  (c)  en- 
couraging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City; 
and  (d)  allowing  the  Borrower  to  move  its  commercial  operations  to  Baltimore 
City. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable  and  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the  revenues 
from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities 

'purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  alias  the  Board 
may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Stc .  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $800,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions 
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approved  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Bond  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Bor- 
rower for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion 
of  the  Facility.  The  City  has  been  informed  that  the  Borrower  anticipates  that 
the  Bonds  may  be  insured  by  the  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  further  evidences  the 
present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  which  was  established  in  Induce- 
ment Resolution  No. wherein  the  Mayor  of  the  City  was  authorized  to  ac- 
cept the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  evidence  the  present  in- 
tent of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance.  The  City  and  the  Borrower  contemplated  that,  upon  the  effec- 
tiveness of  the  inducement  resolution,  the  Borrower  could  commence  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  facility  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  bonds;  provided, 
however,  if  the  Borrower  did  proceed  with  the  acquisition  of  the  facility  prior  to 
the  adoption  of  a  Bond  Resolution  by  the  board,  as  described  in  section  5(a) 
below,  the  Borrower  would  do  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in 
order  to  insure  that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  state  laws  and 
any  pending  or  future  federal  or  state  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted, 
which  may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues 
its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  act  and  any  present  or  future  state  and  local 
laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  any  such  pending  or 
future  legislation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those  facilities  which  the 
City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  provide  the  greatest 
benefit  to  the  City. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  Bonds,  (2) 
issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  requested  by 
the  applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (4)  delay  in- 
definitely the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to  insure  that 
the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  present  law  limits  (by  a  volume  cap)  the  City's  ability  to  issue  bonds 
or  other  obligations,  the  interest  payable  on  which  to  be  exempt  from  federal 
income  taxation.  Therefore,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to  choose  to  issue  its 
bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  any  present  or  future  state  and  local 
laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  facility,  in  such  order  of  priority  as  it  may  deter- 
mine in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Act,  the  Board  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(A)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  bonds; 

(B)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
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competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(C)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Act,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agreement  or 
similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security 
of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(D)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs 
of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(E)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facili- 
ty, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II),  or 
(III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sfcic.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building  and  landscape  design. 

SK(  .  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  trust  agreement  or 
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other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its 
behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise 
reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual 
signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature 
shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid 
documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
delivery.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  10.  A  nd  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1983  Replacement  Volume),  as  amended  (the  "Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling 
Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond 
anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of 
any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolu- 
tions, to: 

(A)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(B)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(C)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Act,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agreement  or 
similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security 
of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(D)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower 
to  finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 
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(E)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  12.  A  nd  he  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
periiKi.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefore  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sk(  .  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

REVENUE  BONDS  (CLASSIC  BUILDING  CO.  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  (a)  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in 
one  or  more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith 
and  credit,  its  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding 
$3,000,000  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  II,  subsection  (50)  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the  purpose  of 
financing  the  costs  of  the  Classic  Building  Co.  Project  consisting  of  (i)  the  ac- 
quisition of  two  tracts  of  land  located  at  401  and  400-408  W.  Redwood  St.,  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  consisting  of  a  seven-story  masonry  loft 
building  containing  approximately  nineteen  thousand  (19,000)  square  foot  and 
open  parking  lot,  respectively,  (ii)  the  renovation  of  such  building  for  use  as  of- 
fice and  commercial  type  facilities  and  other  uses  related  thereto;  (iii)  the  ac- 
quisition, construction  and  installation  in  such  building  of  such  machinery  and 
equipment,  and  such  other  improvements,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in 
connection  with  the  operation  thereof,  and  (iv)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  in- 
terests in  land  (including,  by  way  of  example  rather  than  of  limitation,  roads, 
rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  appropriate  site  preparation  facilities)  as 
may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing  purposes;  (b)  making  certain 
legislative  findings;  (c)  authorizing  and  empowering  the  City's  Board  of 
Finance  by  one  or  more  resolutions  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  series  of  such  bonds,  (d)  authorizing  the  Board  to  adopt  one  or 
more  supplemental  resolutions  for  certain  purposes;  (e)  authorizing  the  is- 
suance of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds. 

RECITALS 

Article  II,  subsection  (50)  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as 
amended  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (herein  referred  to  as  the  "City")  to  borrow  money 
to  finance  undertakings  for  the  accomplishment  of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects 
and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  connection  therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes  or  other 
obligations  (including  refunding  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which 
shall  be  fully  negotiable  and  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely 
from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  any  one  or  more  of  (a)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities,  developments  and  im- 
provements whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  notes 
or  other  obligations,  (b)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities,  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (c)  the  contracts,  mort- 
gages or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of 
such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations.  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the 
City  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  encouraging  the  increase  of 
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industry  and  a  balanced  economy  therein,  promoting  economic  development 
therein,  and  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  thereof. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  August  7,  1984,  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "Letter  of  Intent")  from  Classic  Building  Co.,  a  general  part- 
nership created  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to 
participate  in  financing  the  costs  of  a  certain  project  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Project"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the 
City's  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  sum  not  exceeding  $3,000,000 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  it  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the 
costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Project. 

The  Project  will  be  comprised  generally  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  two  tracts  of 
land  located  at  401  and  400-408  W.  Redwood  St.,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  consisting  of  a  seven-story  masonry  loft  building  containing  approx- 
imately nineteen  thousand  (19,000)  square  foot  and  open  parking  lot,  respective- 
ly, (b)  the  renovation  of  such  building  for  use  as  office  and  commercial  type 
facilities  and  other  uses  related  thereto;  (c)  the  acquisition,  construction  and  in- 
stallation in  such  building  of  such  machinery  and  equipment,  and  such  other  im- 
provements, as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation 
thereof,  and  (d)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land  (including,  by  way 
of  example  rather  than  of  limitation,  roads,  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other 
appropriate  site  preparation  facilities)  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the 
foregoing  purposes.  The  Project  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  and  leased  to  one 
or  more  tenants  for  the  use  described  in  (b)  above.  The  identities  of  the  tenants 
have  not  yet  been  determined. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
City's  Board  of  Finance  (herein  referred  to  as  "the  Board")  by  resolution  to  deter- 
mine and  set  forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and 
selling  the  Bonds  (including  one  or  more  negotiated  or  competitive  bid  sales),  the 
time  or  times  of  their  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the 
issuance  and  sale  thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expe- 
dient in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW.  THEREFORE.  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  PROVISIONS  OF 
THE  ENABLING  LAW. 

Sti  Tlo.N  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  That 
acting  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and 
determined  that: 

1  1  The  City's  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Enabling  Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Project  will  facilitate 
and  expedite  such  completion. 

1.2.  The  Borrower's  completion  of  the  Project  and  the  financing  of  the  costs 
thereof  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the  general  purposes 
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contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  and  increasing  jobs  and 
employment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  (b)  promoting  economic  development 
therein,  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  therein, 
and  (d)  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  thereof. 

1.3.  The  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City,  shall  not  be  a  pledge 
of  or  involve  the  City's  faith  and  credit  or  taxing  power,  and  shall  not  constitute  a 
debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  the  provisions  of  Article  XI,  section  7 
of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter 
provision  limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  the  City's  bonds,  notes  or 
other  obligations.  The  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  and  shall  be  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and 
secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  any  one  or  more  of  (a)  the  revenues  from  or  arising 
in  connection  with  the  Project,  (b)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection 
with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  ac- 
quired with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  and  (c)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other 
securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  all  as 
the  Board  may  approve  by  one  or  more  resolutions  adopted  before  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  sum  not  exceeding  $3,000,000,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  made 
available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  approved  by  the  Board  and 
set  forth  in  a  resolution,  and  shall  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  purpose  of 
financing  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Project. 

Sec.  S.And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  shall  also  constitute  acceptance  of  the 
Letter  of  Intent  by  the  City. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  one  or  more  resolutions 
adopted  before  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to 

4.1.  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  the  Bonds  (including  one  or  more 
negotiated  or  competitive  bid  sales),  the  time  or  times  of  their  issuance,  the 
number  of  series,  if  any,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  their  is- 
suance and  sale; 

4.2.  approve  (a)  the  City's  pledge  or  assignment  of  any  of  the  security  described 
by  the  provisions  of  Section  6  hereof,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (b)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (c)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 
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4.3.  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other 
than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs 
of  the  completion  of  the  Project;  and 

4.4.  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  5.  A)id  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in 
order  to  insure  that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws 
which  may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds  (including, 
without  limitation.  Section  103(n)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended),  and  (b)  issues  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law,  Sec- 
tion 103(n)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  any  present 
or  future  State  and  local  laws,  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  laws,  to 
finance  those  facilities  which  the  City  determines  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discre- 
tion, will  provide  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

In  particular,  since  the  City  may  be  limited  by  volume  cap  limitations  in  its 
ability  to  issue  tax-exempt  Private  Activity  Bonds,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to 
choose  to  issue  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  pres- 
ent or  future  State  and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such 
order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  Bonds,  (2) 
issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  requested  by 
the  Applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (4)  delay  in- 
definitely the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to  insure  that 
the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph.

tion with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  two  letters  of  intent,  one  dated  July  18,  1984  and  the 
other  dated  September  24,  1984  (collectively,  the  "Letter  of  Intent")  from  Lever- 
ing Associates  Limited  Partnership,  a  Maryland  limited  partnership  (the  "Bor- 
rower") and  The  Barton-Gillet  Co.,  a  Maryland  corporation  (the  "Facility  User"), 
pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  and  the  Facility  User  have  requested  the  City  to 
participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a 
certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling 
the  City's  economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $1,500,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and 
exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the 
Borrower. 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  intention  of  the  Borrower  and  the  Facility 
User  that  the  interest  payable  on  such  bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  in- 
come taxation  pursuant  to  Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954, 
as  amended  (the  "Code").  The  Borrower  and  the  Facility  User  acknowledge  in  the 
Letter  of  Intent  that  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code,  imposes  a  volume  limitation  on 
the  dollar  amount  of  Private  Activity  Bonds  (as  defined  therein)  which  may  be 
issued  by  any  state,  its  agencies  and  political  subdivisions.  The  Borrower  and  the 
Facility  User  further  acknowledge  (i)  that  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code  provides  a 
formula  for  the  allocation  of  the  state  volume  limitation  but  that  each  state  by 
law  enacted,  and  the  Governor  of  each  state  on  an  interim  basis,  has  the  authori- 
ty to  provide  a  different  formula  for  the  allocation  of  such  volume  limitation,  and 
(ii)  that  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to  the  City's  volume  cap.  In  addition,  the  Letter 
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of  Intent  contains  an  acknowledgement  by  the  Borrower  and  the  Facility  User 
that  the  City  reserves  certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  as 
provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  ob- 
jects and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist 
generally  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of  land  containing  approximately  10,403 
square  feet,  known  as  the  Gay  Street  Fire  Station  and  located  at  6-14  South  Gay 
Street  in  Baltimore  City,  (b)  the  renovation  of  the  existing  14,000  square  foot 
(more  or  less)  two  story  masonry  Gay  Street  Fire  Station  located  thereon  and  the 
construction  of  2,500  square  feet  (more  or  less)  of  additional  space  (collectively, 
the  "Building"),  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  such  building  of  any  or  all 
machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  or  all  other  improvements  therein,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  construction  and  renovation  of  the 
Building,  and  (d)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land  as  may  be 
necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access, 
utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities.  Upon  completion,  the 
Facility  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  and  leased  by  the  Borrower  to  the  Facili- 
ty User.  The  Facility  User  will  sublease  approximately  3,500  square  feet  to  B-G 
Composition,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation.  The  Facility  User  and  B-G  Composi- 
tion, Inc.  both  will  use  the  Facility  as  corporate  headquarters  and  offices. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  otAer  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  I.Beit  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  ex- 
clusive purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will  facilitate 
and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encoumging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  enable  the  Facility  User  to  maintain  its  commercial 
operations  in  Baltimore  City. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the

City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $1,500,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  uill  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions.ap- 
proved  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Facility. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  further  evidence 
the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  intends  that  the  enactment  of  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  and  constitute  "official  action"  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
1.103-8(aX5)  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations  prescribed  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Treasury  pursuant  to  Section  103  of  the  Code.  The  City  and  the 
Borrower  contemplate  that,  upon  the  effectiveness  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Bor- 
rower may  commence  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale 
and  deliver}'  of  the  Bonds;  provided,  however  that  if  the  Borrower  proceeds  with 
the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board, 
as  described  in  Section  5(a)  below,  tbe  Borrower  does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  to  en- 
sure that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  which  may 
restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds  (including  without  limita- 
tion, Section  103(n)  of  the  Code),  and  (b)  issues  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of 
the  Enabling  Law,  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code,  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  laws,  to  finance  those 
facilities  which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  pro- 
vide the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

In  particular,  since  the  City  may  be  limited  by  volume  cap  limitations  in  its 
ability  to  issue  tax-exempt  Private  Activity  Bonds,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to 
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choose  to  issue  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  pres- 
ent or  future  State  and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such 
order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  Bonds,  (2) 
issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  requested  by 
the  Applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (4)  delay  in- 
definitely the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to  insure  that 
the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

Sec.  b.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  singular  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs  of 
the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facili- 
ty, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
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acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or 
(III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

StK".  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  and  the  Facility  User 
shall  agree  that: 

(a)  they  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of 
any  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  they  and  their  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  ap- 
pointed by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Slc.  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature.  At  least  one 
signature  required  or  permitted  to  be  placed  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  manually 
subscribed.  If  the  Bonds  are  required  to  be  manually  subscribed  by  a  trustee,  is- 
suing agent,  fiscal  agent,  registrar,  or  other  agent  or  custodian,  any  other 
signature  required  or  permitted  to  be  placed  on  the  Bonds  may  be  executed  by 
facsimile.  Any  trust  agreement  or  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem 
necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherv^ise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose 
signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of 
the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the 
Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile 
shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  of- 
ficer had  remained  in  office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of 
Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute 
such  documents  and  certificates  as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof 

SK(  .  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Stc.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
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notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the 
Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  required  by  Section  103(nX12XA) 
of  the  Code,  each  member  of  the  City  Council  who  voted  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  this  Ordinance,  by  such  vote,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  approval  of  this 
Ordinance,  hereby  individually  certifies  under  penalty  of  perjury  that  any  alloca- 
tion by  the  City  of  any  State  volume  limitation  on  the  aggregate  amount  of 
"private  activity  bonds"  (as  defined  in  the  Code)  which  can  be  issued  by  the  State, 
its  agencies  and  political  subdivisions,  established  pursuant  to  Section  103(n)  of 
the  Code,  was  not  made  in  consideration  of  any  bribe,  gift,  gratuity  or  direct  con- 
tribution to  any  political  campaign. 
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Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.

empted herefrom.

inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replacement 
X'olume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  in  order  to  use  the 
series  A  Bonds  or  the  proceeds  thereof  to  purchase  a  facility  to  be  sold  to  Leas- 
ing Syndications,  Ltd.  (the  "Borrower")  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of 
financing  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  in  connection  with  one  or  more 
of  the  following:  (i)  the  acquisition  of  an  interest  in  land  consisting  of  approx- 
imately 3  acres  located  at  200  North  Warwick  Avenue  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  (ii)  the  acquisition  of  an  existing  building  of  approximately  7,500

RECITALS 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  received  a  letter  of  in- 
tent, as  contemplated  by  Section  266A(h)  of  the  Maryland  Economic  Develop- 
ment Revenue  Bond  Act,  Sections  266A  through  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of 
the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replacement  Volume  and  1983 
Cumulative  Supplement)  (the  "Act"),  dated  March  10,  1984  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  Leasing  Syndications,  Ltd.,  a  Maryland  corporation  and  a  facility 
applicant  (as  defined  in  the  Act)  and  a  facility  user  (as  defined  in  the  Act) 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Borrower"),  and  Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental, 
Inc.  ("Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental"),  a  Maryland  corporation  and  a  facility  ap- 
plicant and  a  facility  user,  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  and  Baltimore  Car  & 
Truck  Rental  requested  that  the  City  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  acquisi- 
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tion  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Act)  by  the  Borrower  of  a  faciUty  (within  the 
definition  of  the  Act)  to  be  located  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Series  A 
Facility")  by  the  issuance  and  sale  by  the  City  of  its  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  In- 
dustrial Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Baltimore  Car  &  Truck  Rental  Project) 
Series  A,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding  $200,000  (the  "Series 
A  Bonds"),  and  by  acquiring  the  Series  A  Facility  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
the  Series  A  Bonds  and  then  selling  the  Series  A  Facility  to  the  Borrower  upon 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  conditional  sale  or  similar  form  of  agreement  to  be 
entered  into  by  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  as  permitted  by  the  Act.  On  June  21, 
1984  the  City  Council  of  the  City  passed  Ordinance  No.  122  (the  "Ordinance"), 
which  the  Mayor  of  the  City  signed  and  which  became  effective  on  June  25, 1984, 
authorizing  the  Mayor  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  and,  inter  alia,  authorizing 
and  empowering  the  City  to  issue,  sell,  and  deliver  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  par- 
ticipate in  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  A  Facility  by  purchasing 
the  same  and  then  selling  it  to  the  Borrower. 

The  City  has  subsequently  received  a  supplemental  letter  of  intent  from  the 
Borrower  dated  September  19,  1984  (the  "Supplemental  Letter  of  Intent"),  re- 
questing that  the  City  instead  participate  in  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  A  Facili- 
ty by  loaning  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  to  the  Borrower  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  a  loan  or  other  agreement,  substantially  similar  to  the  Loan 
Agreement  to  be  entered  into  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower  pursuant  to 
the  Ordinance  with  respect  to  the  Series  B  Bonds  referred  to  therein.  The  City 
has  determined  to  accept  the  Supplemental  Letter  of  Intent  in  order  to  provide 
that  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  A  Facility  by  the  Borrower  may  be  financed 
through  a  loan  form  of  transaction,  as  permitted  under  the  Act,  rather  than 
through  a  conditional  sale  or  similar  form  of  agreement,  as  presently  authorized 
by  the  Ordinance.

Section  I.Beit  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Act,  the  foregoing  Recitals  are  hereby  confirmed  and  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  the  Supplemental  Letter  of  Intent  on 
behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further  evidence  the  willingness  of  the  City  to  par- 
ticipate in  financing  the  acquisition  of  the  Series  A  Facility  by  the  Borrower 
through  a  loan  form  of  transaction.

Because  of  certain  events  that  have  occurred  since  the  passage  of  the  Ordi- 
nance which  affect  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Revenue  Obligations  which 
may  be  required  to  be  issued  by  the  City  in  order  to  finance  Parking  Facilities,  in- 
cluding (without  limitation)  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Parking  Facilities  which 
the  City  may  desire  to  finance  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Revenue  Obliga- 
tions, the  City  wishes  to  enact  this  supplemental  ordinance  to  increase  to  Seven- 
ty  SEVENTY-SIX  Million  Dollars  ($70,000,000)  ($76,000,000)  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Revenue  Obligations  that  may  be  issued  under  the 
Ordinance. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
paragraph  (A)  of  Section  3  of  Ordinance  No.  998  (Bill  No.  1602)  of  the  Mayor  and

Any  Refunding  Obligations 
issued  hereunder  to  refund  any  Revenue  Obligations  previously  issued  hereunder 
shall  replace  that  portion  of  the  authorized  amount  of  Revenue  Obligations 
previously  issued  and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  reduce  the  maximum  authorized 
amount  of  Revenue  Obligations  permitted  to  be  issued  hereunder.

Revision),  as  amended,  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  (the  "Loan")  to 
John  R.  Young  of  Baltimore  City  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financ 
ing  the  costs  of  acquisition  and  installation  of  certain  industrial  machinery  and 
ecjuipment  and  completion  of  certain  improvements  to  the  real  property 
known  as  532  East  25th  Street,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  said  machinery,  equip- 
ment and  improvements  to  be  leased  to  and  used  exclusively  by  Oles  Envelope 
Corporation  (the  "Company"),  located  at  532  East  25th  Street,  Baltimore  City; 
authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of 
intent  dated  October  16,  1984  from  John  R.  Young  to  the  City;  making  certain 
legislative  findings  among  others  concerning  the  public  benefit  and  purpose  of 
the  Bonds;  reserving  in  the  City  certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  such 
Bonds;  authorizing  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolu- 
tions adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such 
bonds,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms, 
provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as 
well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all 
other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or 
expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  the 
Borrower  shall  agree  to  submit  certain  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coor- 
dinate with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  to  the 
extent  necessary  in  connection  with  the  acquisitit)n  and  installation  of  said  im- 
provements; providing  that  such  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in 
anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six 
months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  Is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the 
Board  of  F'inance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this 
Ordinance;  authorizing  to  the  extent  necessary  the  issuance  of  notes  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  issuance  of  such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for 
and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  such  bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  11  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  (Mty  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  (Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
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nectiDii  tlierewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligatit)ns),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotial)le,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (i) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (ii)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (iii)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (iv)  any  combination  of  (i), 
(ii)  or  (iii).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  as  amended 
(the  "MIDFA  Act")  provides  that  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  MIDFA  Act, 
the  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  (the  "Authority"),  on 
behalf  of  the  State  of  Maryland  ("State"),  may  issue  and  sell  bonds  as  provided  in 
and  in  accordance  with  the  Mar^'land  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act 
(the  "Revenue  Bond  Act").  The  MIDFA  Act  and  the  Revenue  Bond  Act  are 
hrrein  sometimes  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Acts".  The  MIDFA  Act  further 
provides  that  the  Authority  may  accomplish  the  acquisition  of  one  or  more 
facilities  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  its  bond  by  one  or  more  of  the  methods 
described  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Act. 

Section  13-136  of  the  MIDFA  Act  provides  that  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  bonds  by  the  Authority,  the  legislative  body  of  the  cuunty  or  municipality  in 
which  the  project  to  be  financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  bond  is  to  be  located 
shall  adopt  a  resolution  which  (a)  is  administrative  it»  nature,  is  not  subject  to  the 
pri^rccdtires  required  for  legislative  acts  and  is  not  subject  to  referendum,  (b) 
specifics  and  describes  the  project,  and  (c)  generally  describes  the  public  pur* 
poses  to  be  served  by  the  project. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  October  16,  1984  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  John  R.  Young  of  Baltimore  City  (the  "Borrower")  and  Oles 
Envelope  Cori)oration,  a  Maryland  corporation,  of  Baltimore  ('ity  (the  "Com- 
pany"), pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  and  the  Company  have  requested  the 
City  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  and  installation  by  the  Bor- 
rower of  certain  machinery  and  eijuipment  and  the  completion  of  certain  im- 
provements and  renovations  to  the  plant  site  occupied  by  the  Company,  all  of 
which  is  to  be  leased  to  and  used  e.xclusively  by  the  Company  at  the  Company's 
plant  site  in  Baltimore  City.  Maryland  (the  "Industrial  Project"),  by  issuing  and 
selling  the  City's  economic  developnient  revenues  bonds  in  the  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  not  to  exceed  $4,l)l)0,()'H).00  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  pro- 
ceeds «»f  ilie  B(»nds  available  to  llie  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  to  ac- 
quire ihe  Industrial  Project  and  to  pay  all  costs  attendant  thereto. 

The  Letter  of  Intent  e\|)resses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  such  bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pursuant  to

Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "Code"). 
The  Borrower  acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  Section  103(n)  of  the 
Code  imposes  a  volume  limitation  on  the  dollar  amount  of  Private  Activity  Bonds 
(as  defined  therein)  which  may  be  issued  by  any  state,  its  agencies  and  political 
subdivisions.  The  Borrower  further  acknowledges  (i)  that  Section  103(n)  of  the 
Code  provides  a  formula  for  the  allocation  of  the  state  volume  limitation  but  that 
each  state  by  law  enacted,  and  the  (jovernor  of  each  state  on  an  interim  basis, 
has  the  authority  to  provide  a  different  formula  for  the  allocation  of  such  volume 
limitation,  and  (ii)  that  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to  the  City's  volume  cap.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Letter  of  Intent  contains  an  acknowledgement  by  the  Borrower  that  the 
City  reserves  certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  as  provided  in 
Section  4  hereof. 

The  Industrial  Project  will  consist  generally  of  the  acquisition  and  installation 
in  the  Company's  plant  site  of  any  or  all  machinery  and  equipment  as  may  be 
necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation  thereof  and  the  construction 
of  certain  improvements  and  renovations  to  the  plant  occupied  by  the  Company 
in  Baltimore  City.  The  equipment  and  improvements  will  be  owned  by  the  Bor- 
rower and  leased  to  the  Company  for  the  conduct  of  its  business  as  an  envelope 
manufacturer. 

The  Borrower  will  be  required:  (a)  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  solely  to 
finance  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  the  Industrial  Project  and  to  pay  all  of 
the  necessary  expenses  of  preparing,  printing,  executing,  issuing,  delivering  and 
selling  the  Bonds,  and  (b)  to  make  payments  which  will  be  sufficient  to  enable  the 
City  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  when 
and  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable. 

The  Bonds  will  be  sold  at  a  private  (negotiated)  sale  to  First  National  Bank  of 
Maryland,  a  national  banking  corporation  A  BANK  (the  "Bank"). 

In  order  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  used  solely  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  the  Act,  there  shall  be  executed  by  the  Borrower  and  the 
Bank  an  industrial  project  Agreement  (the  "Agreement")  which  shall,  among 
other  things,  prescribe  and  proscril)e  the  purp(jses  (not  inconsistent  with  this 
Ordinance)  to  which  said  proceeds  shall  be  applied  and  the  manner  in  which  such 
proceeds  may  be  invested  prior  to  the  time  set  forth  therein  for  completion  of  the 
acquisition  of  the  Industrial  Project  so  that  all  interest  payments  made  by  the 
Borrower  shall  at  all  times  qualify  as  interest  on  the  obligation  of  a  political  sub- 
division of  a  state  under  Section  103(aXl)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  (1954). 

The  undertaking  of  the  Borrower  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  and 
premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  when  and  as  the  same  shall  become  due  and 
payable  shall  be  secured  by:  an  assignment  of  the  lease  of  the  Industrial  Project, 
the  personal  guarantees  of  Borrower,  and  a  perfected  security  interest  in  all 
tangible  personal  property  comprising  the  Industrial  Project  (the  "Collateral"). 
The  Agreement  shall  designate,  as  paying  agent  for  the  Bond  the  Bank,  the 
Director  of  Finance  of  the  City  or  such  other  entity/trustee  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  a  resolution  (the 
"Resolution")  to  be  adopted  by  the  Board  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  prior  to  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 
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As  security  for  the  loan  the  City  shall  execute,  seal  and  deliver  an  assi^ment 
without  recourse  (the  "Assij^nment")  (which  Assignment  may  be  part  of  the  form 
of  the  Bonds)  to  the  Bank,  as  holder  of  the  Bonds  of  (among  other  things):  (a)  all 
of  the  City's  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  under  the  Agree- 
ment, including  (without  limitation)  the  Collateral,  excepting  only  the  right  of  the 
City  to  indemnification  by  the  Borrower  and  to  payments  to  the  City  for  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  City  itself,  (b)  the  receipts  and  revenues  of  the  City  from 
the  loan,  (c)  certain  moneys  which  are  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  held  on 
deposit  pursuant  to  the  Agreement,  (d)  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and 
remedies  with  respect  to  any  and  all  other  property  of  every  description  and 
nature  from  time  to  time  by  delivery  or  by  writing  of  any  kind  conveyed, 
pledged,  assigned  or  transferred,  as  and  for  additional  security  for  the  Bonds,  by 
the  City  or  by  anyone  on  its  behalf  or  with  its  written  consent,  and  (e)  all  of  the 
City's  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  and  remedies  under  such  other  documents, 
as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of 
the  bonds  and  which  the  Board  shall  approve  by  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution. 

This  Ordinance,  by  which  is  accepted  the  Letter  of  Intent,  constitutes  official 
action  by  the  City,  the  Commitment  by  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  and  the  City's 
authorization  of  the  Borrower  to  undertake  the  acquisition  of  the  Industrial  Proj- 
ect, but  does  not  constitute  a  guarantee  by  the  City  that  upon  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  there  will  then  be  forthcoming  any  ready,  willing  and  able  purchaser  of 
the  Bonds. 

As  evidenced  by  the  Letter  of  Intent,  the  Industrial  Project  is  to  be  acquired  by 
a  bona  fide  tenant  or  purchaser  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

StcTlDN  1 .  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  acquisition  by  the  Borrower  of  the  In- 
dustrial Project  will  facilitate  and  expedite  the  acquisition  of  the  Industrial  Proj- 
ect by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  acquisition  of  the  Industrial  Project  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing 
of  the  costs  of  such  acquisition  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  pro- 
mote the  general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining 
jobs  and  employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
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Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  (d)  assisting  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  in  Baltimore 
City  and  (e)  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of 
Baltimore  City. 

(3)  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  constitute  an  indebtedness 
or  general  obligation  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter 
provisions  limiting  or  restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other 
obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City, 
and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely 
from  and  secured  solely  from  (1)  revenue  derived  from  loan  repayments  (both 
principal  and  interest)  made  to  the  City  by  the  Borrower  on  account  of  the  Loan 
and  from  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose,  (2)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other 
securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (3) 
the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds,  or  (4)  any  combination  of  (1),  (2)  or  (3),  all  as  the 
Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordaiiied,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $4,000,000.00  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and  the 
completion  of  the  Industrial  Project. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  intends  that  the  enactment  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  and  constitute  "official  action"  within  the  meaning  of  Sec- 
tion 1.103-8(aX5)  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations  prescribed  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Treasury  pursuant  to  Section  103  of  the  Code.  The  City  and  the 
Borrower  contemplate  that,  upon  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Bor- 
rower may  commence  the  acquisition  of  the  Industrial  Project  prior  to  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  Borrower 
proceeds  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Industrial  Project  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  by  the  Board,  as  described  in  Section  5(a)  below,  the  Borrower  does  so 
at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in 
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order  to  ensure  that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  state  laws 
which  may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds  (including, 
without  limitation,  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code),  and  (b)  issues  its  bonds  (within 
the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law,  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code,  and  any  present  or 
future  State  and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  laws,  to 
finance  those  facilities  which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discre- 
tion, will  provide  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

In  particular,  since  the  City  may  be  limited  by  volume  cap  limitations  in  its 
ability  to  issue  tax-exempt  Private  Activity  Bonds,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to 
choose  to  issue  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  pres- 
ent or  future  state  and  local  laws)  for  projects  other  than  the  Industrial  Project, 
in  such  order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  Bonds,  (2) 
issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  requested  by 
the  Applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (4)  delay  in- 
definitely the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to  insure  that 
the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  agreement  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the 
iiolders  of  the  Bonds; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs  of 
the  acquisition  and  completion  of  the  Industrial  Project;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sli  .  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
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City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (i)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  In- 
dustrial Project,  (ii)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (iii)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (iv)  any  combina- 
tion of  (i),  (ii)  or  (iii),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  to  the  extent  required  by  law  or  regulation  it  will  submit  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development,  for  approval,  plans  and  specifications 
for  such  improvements  and  renovations  to  the  plant  as  comprise  a  part  of  the  In- 
dustrial Project,  and  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
may  refuse  approval  of  any  such  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  func- 
tional reasons. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature.  At  least  one 
signature  required  or  permitted  to  be  placed  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  manually 
subscribed.  If  the  Bonds  are  required  to  be  manually  subscribed  by  a  trustee,  is- 
suing agent,  fiscal  agent,  registrar,  or  other  agent  or  custodian,  any  other 
signature  required  or  permitted  to  be  placed  on  the  Bonds  may  be  executed  by 
facsimile.  Any  agreement  or  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary 
to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the 
name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  fac- 
simile signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be 
impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the 
City  Seal  by  his  manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  fac- 
simile of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid 
documents  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any 
of  the  other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  never- 
theless be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  re- 
mained in  office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of 
the  City,  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such 
documents  and  certificates  as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
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Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the 
Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  agreement  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  agreement  as  the 
Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  such 
bond  anticipation  notes; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower 
to  finance  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and  completion  of  the  Industrial  Project; 
and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
'^hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby 
further  covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as, 
the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

StL.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
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legal,  invalid,  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections  or  parts  of 
this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been  passed 
if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or 
part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to  which 
this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  exempted 
herefrom. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bond  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefore  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  required  by  Section  103(nK12XA) 
of  the  Code,  the  City  Council  of  the  City,  by  its  passage  of  this  Ordinance  and  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  approval  of  this  Ordinance,  hereby  collectively  certify 
under  penalty  of  perjury  that  any  allocation  by  the  City  of  any  State  volume 
limitation  on  the  aggregate  amount  of  "private  activity  bonds"  (as  defined  in  the 
Code)  which  can  be  issued  by  the  State,  its  agencies  and  political  subdivisions, 
established  pursuant  to  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code,  was  not  made  in  considera- 
tion of  any  bribe,  gift,  gratuity  or  direct  or  indirect  contribution  to  any  political 
campaign.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  concrete  steps  is  hereby  authorized  in  the 
front  of  the  property  generally  known  as  909  Trinity  Street.  The  steps  shall  be 
constructed  of  concrete  and  shall  go  down  to  the  basement  level  of  the  property. 
The  steps  shall  extend  4  feet  8'/2  inches  out  from  the  front  of  the  building  and 
shall  be  3  feet  5  inches  wide.  Except  as  in  this  ordinance  specifically  provided,  all 
ordinances  and  all  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  shall  be  complied  with  in  the  construction  and  use  of  the  steps. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  the 
30th  day  after  the  date  of  its  enactment.

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
(P.  FRED'K  OBRECHT  MANAGEMENT  CO.  FACILITY) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $1,500,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of 
Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  P. 
Fred'k  Obrecht  Management  Co.,  a  Maryland  general  partnership,  of  a  certain 
facility  in  Baltimore  City  consisting  of  the  acquisition  of  a  7.4873  acre  (approx- 
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imately)  parcel  of  land  located  in  Baltimore  City  and  known  as  Lot  5  (6611 
Tributary  street)  on  the  IMat  entitled  "The  Amended  Subdivision  of  Section  5 
of  Holabird  Industrial  Park  dated  June  27,  1984,"  which  plat  is  to  be  recorded 
among  the  land  records  of  Baltimore  City,  the  construction  of  a  60,000  square 
foot  (approximately)  building  thereon,  and  the  purchase  and  installation  of  cer- 
tain machinery  and  equipment  therein,  to  be  owned  by  P.  Fred'k  Obrecht 
Management  Co.,  and  leased  to  various  tenants  whose  identities  are  not  yet 
known  for  use  as  an  office  and  warehouse  facility;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of 
the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  dated  July  18,  1984 
from  P.  Fred'k  Obrecht  Management  Co.  to  the  City;  making  certain 
legislative  findings;  reserving  in  the  City  certain  rights  concerning  the  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds;  authorizing  the  Board  of  Unance  of  the  City,  by  a 
resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any 
series  of  such  bonds,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to, 
the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (includ- 
ing negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all 
things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  such  bonds;  providing  that  P.  Fred'k  Obrecht  Management  Co.  shall  agree 
to  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  connection  with  the  comple- 
tion of  such  facility;  providing  that  such  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes 
issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining 
various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such 
bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  accomplishment  of  any  of 
the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  connection  therewith  to  issue 
bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding  bonds,  notes  or  other 
obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal 
and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities,  developments  and  im- 
provements whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  notes 
or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III).  The 
purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  in- 
clude the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  encouraging 
the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City,  promoting 
economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 
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The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  July  18,  1984  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  P.  Fred'k  Obrecht  Management  Co.,  a  Maryland  general  partnership 
(the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain 
facility  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's 
economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  ex- 
ceed $1,500,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  available 
to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of 
financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  such  bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pursuant  to 
Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The  Borrower 
acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  Section  103(n)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  imposes  a  volume  limitation  on  the  dollar  amount  of 
Private  Activity  Bonds  (as  defined  therein)  which  may  be  issued  by  any  state,  its 
agencies  and  political  subdivisions.  The  Borrower  further  acknowledges  (i)  that 
Section  103(n)  provides  a  formula  for  the  allocation  of  the  state  volume  limitation 
but  that  each  state  by  law  enacted,  and  the  Governor  of  each  state  on  an  interim 
basis,  has  the  authority  to  provide  a  different  formula  for  the  allocation  of  such 
volume  limitation,  and  (ii)  that  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to  the  City's  volume  cap. 
In  addition,  the  Letter  of  Intent  contains  an  acknowledgement  by  the  Borrower 
that  the  City  reserves  certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  as 
provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  Facility,  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  objects  and 
powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist  generally  of  (a) 
the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of  land  containing  approximately  7.4873  acres,  located 
in  Baltimore  City  and  knowii  as  Lot  5  (661 1  Tributary  Street)  on  the  Plat  entitled 
"The  Amended  Subdivision  of  Section  5  of  Holabird  Industrial  Park  dated  June 
27,  1984,"  which  plat  is  to  be  recorded  among  the  land  records  of  Baltimore  City, 
(b)  the  construction  of  a  60,000  square  foot  office  and  warehouse  building 
thereon,  and  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  such  building  of  any  or  all 
machinery  and  equipment  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the 
operation  thereof.  Upon  completion,  the  Facility  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower 
and  leased  to  various  tenants  whose  identities  are  not  yet  known  for  use  as  an  of- 
fice and  warehouse  facility. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW,  THEREFORE.  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Suction  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  ajid  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 
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(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  creating  new  jobs  and  promoting  the  development  of 
the  Port  of  Baltimore  by  providing  prime  office/warehouse  space  in  the  Holabird 
Industrial  Park. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Sec- 
tion 7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  Arid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $1,500,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
Facility. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  intends  that  the  enactment  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  and  constitute  "official  action"  within  the  meaning  of  Sec- 
tion 1.103-8(aX5)  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations  prescribed  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Treasury  pursuant  to  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
of  1954,  as  amended.  The  City  and  the  Borrower  contemplate  that,  upon  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  this  Ordinance,  the  Borrower  may  commence  the  acquisition  of  the 
Facility  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds;  provided,  however 
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that  if  the  Borrower  proceeds  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board,  as  described  in  Section  5(a)  below,  the  Bor- 
rower does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Skc.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in 
order  to  insure  that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws 
which  may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds  (including, 
without  limitation,  Section  103(n)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended),  and  (b)  issues  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law,  Sec- 
tion 103(n)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  any  present 
or  future  State  and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  laws,  to 
finance  those  facilities  which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discre- 
tion, will  provide  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

In  particular,  since  the  City  n^y  be  limited  by  volume  cap  limitations  in  its 
ability  to  issue  tax-exempt  Private  Activity  Bonds,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to 
choose  to  issue  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  pres- 
ent or  future  State  and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such 
order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  Bonds,  (2) 
issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  requested  by 
the  Borrower,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (4)  delay  in- 
definitely the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to  insure  that 
the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  7  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provision  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  tu  finance  the  costs  of 
the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 
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(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  adopt  one  or  more  resolutions  from  time  to  time,  either  before  or 
after  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  to  supplement  the  resolution 
or  resolutions  referred  to  in  the  provisions  of  Sections  5  and  11  hereof,  and 
thereby  to  approve  amendments  or  supplements  to  or  substitutes  for  the  forms 
and  provisions  of  the  Bonds,  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement  and  all 
other  documents  approved  by  such  resolution  or  resolutions,  provided  that  each 
such  supplemental  resolution  and  each  such  amendment,  supplement  or 
substitute  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Enabling  Law  and 
this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facil- 
ity, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or 
(III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  (juality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  trust  agreement  or 
other  d(K'uments  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its 
behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise 
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reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual 
signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature 
shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid 
documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  cer- 
tificates as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by  the 
Chief,  Bureau  of  lYeasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  appropriate  of 
ficial  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  execute  such 
financing  statements. 

Sec.  W.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the 
Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes: 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  or  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customar>'  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  exf)edient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 
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In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  nnay  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  \2.  Andbe  it  further  ordained.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically 
exempted  herefrom. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  itfurtlier  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  11  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That,  as  required  by  Section  103(nX12XA) 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  each  member  of  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  who  votes  in  favor  of  or  against  passage  of  this  Ordinance, 
and  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  approval  or  veto  of  this  Ordinance,  hereby  cer- 
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tifies  under  penalty  of  perjury  that  any  allocation  by  the  City  of  any  volume  cap 
of  the  State  applicable  to  the  Bonds  was  not  made  in  consideration  of  any  bribe, 
gift,  fatuity  or  direct  or  indirect  contribution  to  any  political  campai^.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS - 
(BERLIN  ENTERPRISES,  INC.  FACILITY) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  $2,000,000,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of 
Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purposes  of  refunding  the  outstanding  principal  balance 
of  the  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds 
(Berlin  Enterprises,  Inc.  Project),  1981  Series,  in  the  original  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  of  $1,700,000,  and  financing  certain  costs  associated  with  the  is- 
suance and  sale  of  such  refunding  bonds  (such  as,  by  way  of  example,  legal 
fees,  a  prepayment  prenuum  to  be  charged  for  the  early  redemption  of  such 
outstanding  bonds,  application  fees,  printing  costs,  closing  costs  and  other 
miscellaneous  costs)  in  order  to  refinance  the  acquisition  by  Berlin  Associates, 
a  Maryland  general  partnership,  of  the  facility  in  Baltimore  City  financed  with 
the  proceeds  of  such  outstanding  bonds  and  consisting  of  the  acquisition  of  the 
6  acre  tract  of  land  located  at  6401  Quad  Avenue  in  Baltimore  City,  and  the  ex- 
isting improvements  thereon,  including  the  building  consisting  of  103,000 
square  feet  of  factory  and  office  space  and  28,000  square  feet  of  warehouse 
space,  the  further  improvement  of  such  real  property  and  the  purchase  and  in- 
stallation of  certain  machinery  and  equipment  therein,  all  of  which  are  owned 
by  Berlin  Associates  and  leased  to  M.R.  Berlin  Co.,  Inc.,  an  Illinois  corporation 
doing  business  in  Maryland  as  Baltimore  Tin  Plate,  Inc.,  for  use  as  a  steel  serv- 
ice center  which  acquires  steel  from  domestic  steel  producing  sources  and 
cuts,  sheers  and  otherwise  processes  such  steel;  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the 
City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  dated  September  10, 
1984  from  Berlin  Associates  and  MR.  Berlin  Co.,  Inc.  to  the  City;  making  cer- 
tain legislative  findings;  reserving  in  the  City  certain  rights  concerning  the  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds;  authorizing  the  Board  of  F'inance  of  the  City,  by  a 
resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any 
series  of  such  bonds,  to  (i)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the 
form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including 
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negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance, 
and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (ii)  do  any  and  all  things 
necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
such  bonds;  providing  that  such  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six 
months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the 
Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this 
Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of 
such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  mat- 
ters and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  and 
bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable, 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I) 
the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities, 
developments  and  improvements  whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance 
of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  con- 
nection with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I), 
(II)  or  (III).  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the 
Enabling  Law  include  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore 
City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  September  10,  1984  (the  "Letter 
of  Intent")  from  Berlin  Associates,  a  Maryland  general  partnership  (the  "Bor- 
rower"), and  M.R.  Berlin  Co.,  Inc.,  an  Illinois  corporation  doing  business  in 
Maryland  as  Baltimore  Tin  Plate,  Inc.  (the  "Facility  User"),  pursuant  to  which 
the  Borrower  and  the  Facility  User  have  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the 
refunding  of  the  outstanding  principal  balance  of  the  Baltimore  City,  Maryland 
Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Berlin  Enterprises,  Inc.  Project),  1981 
Series,  in  the  original  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $1,700,000  (the  "Outstand- 
ing Bonds"),  and  financing  certain  costs  associated  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
such  refunding  bonds  (such  as,  by  way  of  example,  legal  fees,  a  prepayment 
premium  to  be  charged  for  the  early  redemption  of  the  Outstanding  Bonds, 
application  fees,  printing  costs,  closing  costs  and  other  miscellaneous  costs)  in 
order  to  refinance  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  by  the  Borrower  of  the  facility  in 
Baltimore  City,  Maryland  financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Outstanding  Bonds 
(the  "F'acility"),  all  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  economic  development 
revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $2,000,000  (the 
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"Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  such  purposes. 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  such  bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pursuant  to 
Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "Code"). 
The  Borrower  acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  Section  103(n)  of  the 
Code  imposes  a  volume  limitation  on  the  dollar  amount  of  Private  Activity  Bonds 
(as  defined  therein)  which  may  be  issued  by  any  state,  its  agencies  and  political 
subdivisions.  The  Borrower  further  acknowledges  (i)  that  Section  103(n)  of  the 
Code  provides  a  formula  for  the  allocation  of  the  state  volume  limitation  but  that 
each  state  by  law  enacted,  and  the  Governor  of  each  state  on  an  interim  basis, 
has  the  authority  to  provide  a  different  formula  for  the  allocation  of  such  volume 
limitation,  and  (ii)  that  the  Bonds  (or  a  portion  of  the  Bonds)  may  be  subject  to  the 
City's  volume  cap.  In  addition,  the  Letter  of  Intent  contains  an  acknowledgement 
by  the  Borrower  that  the  City  reserves  certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of 
such  bonds  as  provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  Facility,  which  is  an  "undertaking"  which  has  accomplished  and  will  con- 
tinue to  accomplish  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in 
the  Enabling  Law,  consists  generally  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of  land  con- 
taining approximately  6  acres,  located  at  6401  Quad  Avenue  in  Baltimore  City, 
including  the  building  thereon  consisting  of  a  factory  and  office  space  of  approx- 
imately 103,000  square  feet  and  warehouse  space  of  approximately  28,000 
square  feet  (the  "Building"),  (b)  the  further  improvement  of  such  property,  (c)  the 
acquisition  and  installation  in  such  building  of  such  machinery  and  equipment, 
and  any  and  all  other  improvements  therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in 
connection  with  the  business  of  the  Facility  User,  and  (d)  the  acquisition  of  such 
other  interests  in  land  as  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads 
and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities.  The 
Facility  is  owned  by  the  Borrower  and  leased  to  the  Facility  User  for  use  as  a 
steel  service  center  in  which  it  acquires  steel  from  domestic  steel  producing 
sources  and  cuts,  sheers,  and  otherwise  processes  such  steel. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  ab  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Stc  TloN  l.Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  ojBaltiinure,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  prcjceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  pur- 
poses of  refunding  the  Outstanding  Bonds,  and  financing  the  certain  costs 
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associated  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  will  enable  the  Borrower  to 
refinance  the  Facility  on  more  favorable  terms. 

(2)  The  financing  and  refinancing  of  the  costs  of  the  Facility  as  provided  in  this 
Ordinance  have  served  and  will  serve  to  promote  the  general  purposes  con- 
templated by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and  employment  in 
Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  (c)  en- 
couraging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City; 
and  (d)  reducing  the  costs  of  financing  to  the  Borrower. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $2,000,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for 
the  purposes  of  refunding  the  Outstanding  Bonds,  and  financing  certain  costs  of 
issuing  and  selling  such  refunding  bonds,  such  as,  by  way  of  example,  legal  fees, 
a  prepayment  premium  to  be  charged  for  the  early  redemption  of  the  Outstand- 
ing Bonds,  application  fees,  printing  costs,  closing  costs,  and  other  miscellaneous 
costs. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance;  provided,  however  that  if  the  Borrower 
proceeds  with  such  refunding  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board, 
as  described  in  Section  5(a)  below,  the  Borrower  does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in 
order  to  ensure  that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws 
which  may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds  (including, 
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without  limitation,  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code),  and  (b)  issues  its  bonds  (within 
the  meaning  of  the  EnabHng  Law,  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code,  and  any  present  or 
future  State  and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  laws,  to 
finance  those  facilities  which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discre- 
tion, will  provide  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

In  particular,  since  the  City  may  be  limited  by  volume  cap  limitations  in  its 
ability  to  issue  tax-exempt  Private  Activity  Bonds,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to 
choose  to  issue  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  pres- 
ent or  future  State  and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such 
order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  Bonds,  (2) 
issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  requested  by 
the  Borrower,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (4)  delay  in- 
definitely the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to  insure  that 
the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs  of 
the  completion  of  the  P^acility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Stc.  6.  And  be  it  further  urdained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  ('(institution  of 
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Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facili- 
ty, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or 
(III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  since  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  has 
been  completed,  no  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  will  be  submitted  to 
the  Issuer  for  approval. 

Sec.  8.  Ajid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature.  At  least  one 
signature  required  or  permitted  to  be  placed  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  manually 
subscribed.  If  the  Bonds  are  required  to  be  manually  subscribed  by  a  trustee,  is- 
suing agent,  fiscal  agent,  registrar,  or  other  agent  or  custodian,  any  other 
signature  required  or  permitted  to  be  placed  on  the  Bonds  may  be  executed  by 
facsimile.  Any  trust  agreement  or  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem 
necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual  signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose 
signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of 
the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the 
Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile 
shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  of- 
ficer had  remained  in  office  until  delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of 
Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute 
such  documents  and  certificates  as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  lO.And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
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notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the 
Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the 
proceeds  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower; 
and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Stc.  W.And  be  it  further  ordained.  That,  as  required  by  Section  103(nK12XA) 
of  the  Code,  each  member  of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  who  voted  in  favor  of 
the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  by  such  vote,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  ap- 
proval of  this  Ordinance,  hereby  individually  certifies  under  penalty  of  perjury 
that  any  allocation  by  the  City  of  any  State  volume  limitation  un  the  aggregate 
amount  of  "private  activity  bonds"  (as  defined  in  the  Code)  which  can  be  issued  by 
the  State,  its  agencies  and  political  subdivisions,  established  pursuant  to  Section 
103(n)  of  the  Code,  was  not  made  in  consideration  of  any  bribe,  gift,  gratuity  or 
direct  or  indirect  contribution  to  any  political  campaign. 
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Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS- 
SCHLUDERBERG-KURDLE  CO..  INC  PROJECT 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  of  its  revenue 
bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City 
(1964  Revision,  as  amended),  the  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue 
Bond  Act,  Sections  266A  through  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  An- 
notated Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replacement  Volume  and  1984  Supplement), 
the  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  Sections 
13-101  through  13-155,  inclusive  of  the  Financial  Institutions  Article  of  the 
Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1980  Volume  and  1984  Supplement)  or  such 
other  statutory  authority  as  may  be  effective  when  such  revenue  bonds  are 
issued,  in  order  to  lend  or  otherwise  make  available  the  proceeds  thereof  to 
Schluderberg-Kurdle  Co.,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation  (the  "Corporation"), 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  renovating  and  constructing  a 
building  or  buildings  of  up  to  approximately  160,000  square  feet  to  be  used  as 
a  meat  packing  house  to  be  located  at  3800  E.  Baltimore  Street,  Baltimore, 
Maryland  21224,  or  any  other  location  within  the  City  of  Baltimore  selected  by 
the  Corporation  and  of  providing  any  or  all  necessary  or  useful  equipment,  fur- 
nishings and  other  property;  authorizing  the  acceptance  of  a  letter  of  intent  as 
evidence  of  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  such  revenue  bonds;  making 
certain  legislative  findings,  among  others,  concerning  the  public  benefit  and 
purpose  of  such  revenue  bonds;  providing  that  the  principal  amount  of  such 
revenue  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  (a)  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the 
revenues  to  be  received  in  connection  with  the  financing  of  such  facilities  and 
from  any  other  money  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose  as  provided 
in  this  Ordinance,  and  (b)  shall  never  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge 
against  the  full  faith  and  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  City  within  the  mean- 
ing of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  shall 
never  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City;  authorizing 
the  private  (negotiated)  sale  of  such  revenue  bonds;  authorizing  the  Board  of 
Finance,  by  resolution,  order  or  otherwise,  to  specify,  prescribe,  determine, 
provide  for  and  approve  all  other  matters,  details,  forms,  documents  and  pro- 
cedures pertaining  to  the  authorization,  sale,  security,  issuance,  delivery  and 
payment  of  and  for  such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  deter- 
mining various  matters  in  connection  with  the  aulhorizalion,  issuance,  sale, 
delivery,  security  and  payment  of  such  revenue  bcjnds  and  the  consummation 
of  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Ordinance. 

RECITALS 

Subsection  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision, 
as   amended)  (the  "Enabling   Law"),   empowers   Mayor  and   City   Council   of 
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Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  borrow  money  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  any  of  the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  con- 
nection therewith  to  issue  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  (including,  without 
limitation,  refunding  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (1)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  prop- 
erty, facilities,  developments  and  improvements  the  financing  of  which  is  under- 
taken by  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (2)  the  revenues 
from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities 
purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other 
obligations.  (3)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  other- 
wise acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (4) 
any  combination  of  (1),  (2)  or  (3)  above.  The  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the 
City  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  include  relieving  conditions  of 
unemployment  in  the  City,  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced 
economy  in  the  City,  promoting  economic  development  in  the  City  and  promoting 
the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City. 

The  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Sections  266A  through  266-1, 
inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replacement 
Volume  and  1984  Supplement)  (the  "Revenue  Bond  Act"),  empowers  the  counties 
and  municipalities  of  the  State  of  Maryland  to  borrow  money  by  issuing  revenue 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  financing  and  refinancing  the  costs  of  "acquisition"  of 
one  or  more  "facilities"  for  one  or  more  "facility  users"  (as  such  terms  are  defined 
in  the  Revenue  Bond  Act).  Among  the  declared  legislative  purposes  of  the 
Revenue  Bond  Act  are  the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State  of 
Maryland  (the  "State"),  the  encouragement  of  the  increase  of  industry  and  com- 
merce and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State,  the  promotion  of  economic  develop- 
ment and  the  promotion  of  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  each 
of  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State. 

The  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  Act  Sections 
13-101  through  13-155  of  the  Financial  Institutions  Article  of  the  Annotated 
Code  of  Maryland  (1980  Volume  and  1984  Supplement)  (the  "MIDFA  Act"),  pro- 
vides that  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  MIDFA  Act,  the  Maryland  In- 
dustrial Development  Financing  Authority  (the  "Authority"),  on  behalf  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  may  issue  and  sell  bonds  as  provided  in  and  in  accordance 
with  the  Revenue  Bond  Act.  The  MIDFA  Act  further  provides  that  the  Author- 
ity may  accomplish  the  acquisition  of  one  or  more  facilities  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  its  bonds.  The  MIDFA  Act  further  provides  that  the  Authority  may  in- 
sure the  payment  or  repayment  of  principal  of,  redemption  or  repayment 
premiums  or  penalties  on,  and  interest  on  obligations  authorized  by  the  MIDFA 
Act.  Among  the  declared  legislative  purposes  of  the  MIDFA  Act  are  to  en- 
courage the  making  of  mortgage  loans  to  further  industrial  expansion  of  this 
State  and  to  discourage  the  relocation  of  industry  outside  this  State,  and,  thus  to 
improve  the  welfare  of  the  public  and,  by  the  stimulation  of  a  larger  flow  of 
private  investment  funds,  to  meet  the  need  of  industrial  plant  expansion  in  this 
State. 

On  October  26,1984,  Schluderberg-Kurdle  Co.,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation 
(the  "Corporation"),  submitted  a  letter  of  intent  (the  "Letter  of  Intent")  to  the 
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City  in  which  the  Corporation  requested  the  City  to  issue  its  revenue  bonds  in  a 
principal  amount  not  exceeding  $10,000,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  to 
the  Corporation  in  order  to  finance  the  costs  of  acquisition  of  the  facilities 
described  below  (the  "Facilities").  The  Corporation  is  the  "facilities  applicant" 
and  will  be  the  "facilities  user"  as  those  terms  are  defined  in  the  Revenue  Bond 
Act. 

The  Facilities  will  consist  of  (a)  the  renovation  and/or  construction  of  a  building 
or  buildings  of  up  to  approximately  160,000  square  feet  on  part  of  the  17  acre 
tract  of  land  located  at  3800  East  Baltimore  Street,  or  any  other  location  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  selected  by  the  Corporation,  (b)  the  acquisition  and  installation 
in  the  building  of  such  machinery  and  equipment,  and  any  or  all  other  im- 
provements therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Facilities  Applicant's  and  User's  business,  and  (c)  the  acquisition  of 
such  other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  in- 
cluding roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation 
facilities. 

The  City  has  determined  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  its  revenue  bonds  pur- 
suant to  the  Enabling  Law,  the  Revenue  Bond  Act  or  the  MIDFA  Act  to  finance 
the  Facilities  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That,  act- 
ing pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  the  Revenue  Bond  Act  and  the  MIDFA  Act,  it 
is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(a)  The  City  intends  to  issue  and  sell  its  revenue  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  obligation  authorized  by  the  Enabling  Law,  the  Revenue  Bond  Act 
and  the  MIDFA  Act  (the  "Bonds")  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  ex- 
ceed $10,000,000  in  order  to  lend  or  otherwise  make  available  the  proceeds 
thereof  (the  "Loan")  to  the  Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  Facilities.  The  Facilities  shall  include  such  land  or  interests  in  land, 
buildings,  structures,  machinery,  equipment,  furnishings  and  other  real  or  per- 
sonal property  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  in  connection  with  the  operation 
of  the  Facilities  and  as  shall  be  specified  in  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Finance 
hereinafter  provided  for.  The  term  "acquisition"  shall  have  the  meaning  pre- 
scril)ed  in  the  Revenue  Bond  Act  and  shall  include  ac(juisition,  construction, 
reconstruction,  equipping,  expansion,  extension,  improving,  rehabilitation  and 

"remodeling. 

(b)  The  Facilities  constitute  "facilities"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Revenue 
Bt)nd  Act,  an  "industrial  project"  within  the  meaning  of  the  MIDFA  Act,  and  an 
"undertaking"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law.  The  Corporation  con- 
stitutes a  "facility  applicant"  and  a  "facility  user"  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Revenue  Bond  Act,  as  evidenced  by  the  Letter  of  Intent. 

(c)  The  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  will  promote  and  expedite  the 
acquisition  of  the  Facilities.  The  accomplishment  of  the  transactions  con- 
templated and  authorized  by  this  Ordinance,  including  (without  limitation)  the  ac- 
quisition of  the  Facilities  and  the  financing  thereof,  will  {iromote  the  declared 
legislative  purposes  of  the  Enabling  Law,  the  Revenue  Bond  Act,  and  the 
MIDFA  Act  by  relieving  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  City  and  the  State, 
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encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced  economy  in 
the  City  and  the  State,  assisting  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  com- 
merce and  in  the  attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  the  City  and  the 
State,  promoting  economic  development,  furthering  industrial  expansion  in  this 
State,  discouraging  the  relocation  of  industry  outside  this  State  and  generally  pro- 
moting the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  and  the  State. 

(d)  The  principal  of,  and  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  never 
constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  full  faith  and  credit  or  taxing 
powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision 
or  statutory  limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary 
liability  of  the  City.  The  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  the  prin- 
cipal of,  and  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  which  shall  be  payable  solely  from 
and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (1)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection 
with  the  Facilities,  (2)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (3)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased 
or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (4)  any  combination  of 
(1),  (2)  or  (3)  above,  and  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  pur- 
pose, all  as  more  particularly  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Finance  by  a  resolution 
or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  further  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Neither  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  nor  the  payments  on  account  of  the  principal 
of  and  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  will  be  commingled  with  the 
City's  funds  or  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City,  but  will  be  subject  only 
to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  to 
ensure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes 
of  the  Enabling  Law,  Revenue  Bond  Act,  the  MIDFA  Act  and  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  ac- 
cept, on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  Letter  of  Intent  to  evidence  the  City's  intent  to 
issue  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance.  The  City  contemplates  that  tne 
Corporation  may  proceed  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facilities  prior  to  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  3.  .4  nd  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue, 
sell  and  deliver  the  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  ten 
million  dollars  ($10,000,000)  pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  Revenue  Bond  Act, 
the  MIDFA  Act  or  such  other  statutory  authority  as  may  be  effective  when  the 
Bonds  are  issued.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  loaned  or  otherwise  made 
available  to  the  Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  acquisition  of  the 
Facilities,  including  (without  limitation)  the  expenses  of  preparing,  printing,  sell- 
ing and  issuing  the  Bonds,  the  funding  of  any  reserves  in  connection  with  the 
Bonds  and  the  payment  of  interest  prior  to  and  during  the  pericnl  of  acquisition  of 
the  Facilities  and  for  such  a  limited  period  thereafter  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Finance  by  resolution  in  accordance  with  the  further  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  within  the  limitations  of  the  Enabling  Law,  the  Revenue  Bond 
Act,  and  the  MIDFA  Act.  The  Bonds  may  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series. 

The  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  intended  to  and  shall  include  the  authority 
to  issue  revenue  refunding  bonds,  and  references  herein  to  the  "Bonds"  shall  in- 
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elude  revenue  refunding  bonds  where  appropriate.  In  the  event  that  any  revenue 
refunding  bonds  are  issued,  the  outstanding  principal  aniount  of  any  "refunded 
bonds"  (as  hereinafter  defined)  shall  not  be  taken  into  account  in  determining  the 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  issued,  sold  and  delivered  hereunder. 
The  term  "refunded  bonds"  means  any  Bonds  (i)  for  the  payment  of  which  (both 
principal  and  interest)  provision  has  been  made  from  the  proceeds  (including  any 
earnings  on  the  investment  thereof)  of  Bonds  issued  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance 
or  from  moneys  made  available  by  the  Corporation  or  (ii)  which  have  been  paid 
from  such  proceeds  or  such  moneys,  whether  such  provision  for  payment,  or  such 
payment,  is  made  at  or  prior  to  the  maturity  of  such  Bonds. 

The  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  intended  to  and  shall  include  the  authority 
to  issue  notes  under  the  authority  of  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated 
Code  of  Maryland  (1983  Replacement  Volume  and  1984  Supplement),  and 
references  herein  to  the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  notes,  where  appropriate. 

The  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  intended  to  include  the  authority  to  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  the  Authority  providing  for  insurance  of  the  payment  or 
repayment  of  principal  of,  redemption  or  repayment  premiums  or  penalties  on, 
and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  Board  of  Finance  is  hereby 
authorized  to  specify,  prescribe,  determine,  provide  for  or  approve,  all  within  the 
limitations  of  this  Ordinance  and  the  Enabling  Law,  the  Revenue  Bond  Act  and 
the  MIDFA  Act,  all  matters,  details,  forms,  documents  and  procedures  pertain- 
ing to  the  sale,  security,  issuance,  delivery  and  payment  of  or  for  the  Bonds,  in- 
cluding (without  limitation): 

(a)  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  at  any  one  time  and  from  time  to 
time,  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest  thereon,  the  date  or  dates  of  maturity  thereof, 
the  payment  provisions  therefor,  the  prepayment,  sinking  fund  and  redemption 
provisions  (if  any)  thereof,  the  designation  or  designations  of  the  Bonds  of  each 
series  and  the  date  or  dates  of  issuance  thereof; 

(b)  the  form,  tenor,  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Bonds,  and  provisions  for  the 
registration  and  transfer  of  the  Bonds  (if  any); 

(c)  the  form  and  contents  of,  and  provisions  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of, 
such  financing  documents  as  the  Board  of  Finance  shall  deem  necessary  or 
desirable  to  evidence,  secure  or  effectuate  the  Loan  and  the  issuance,  sale  and 
deliver}'  of  the  Bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  any  loan  agreements,  notes, 
mortgages,  security  agreements,  guarantees,  financing  agreements  or  escrow 
agreements; 

(d)  provision  for  the  payment  directly  by  the  Corporation  of  all  expenses  of 
preparing,  printing  and  selling  the  Bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  any  and 
all  costs,  fees  and  expenses  incurred  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection 
with  the  authorization,  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  and  all  costs  in- 
curred in  connection  with  the  development  of  the  appropriate  legal  documents, 
including  (without  limitation)  the  fees  of  counsel  to  the  City  aiul  compensation  to 
any  perst)ns  (other  than  full  time  employees  of  the  City)  or  entities  performing 
services  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  therewith  and  in  connection 
with  all  other  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Ordinance,  whether  or  not  the 
pn)posed  financing  is  consummated; 
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(e)  the  creation  of  security  for  the  Bonds  and  provision  for  the  administration 
of  the  Bonds,  including  (without  Hmitation)  the  appointment  of  such  trustees, 
escrow  agents,  paying  agents,  registrars  or  other  agents  as  the  Board  of  Finance 
shall  deem  necessary  or  desirable  to  effectuate  the  transactions  authorized 
hereby; 

(f)  the  preparation  and  distribution,  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  the 
Corporation  and  the  prospective  purchasers  of  or  underwriters  for  the  Bonds  of 
any  series,  both  a  preliminary  and  a  final  official  statement,  placement  memoran- 
dum or  offering  circular  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series,  if 
such  preliminary  and  final  official  statement,  placement  memorandum  or  offer- 
ing circular  are  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  sale  of  the  Bonds 
of  such  series; 

(g)  the  form  and  content  of,  and  provisions  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of,  a 
contract  or  contracts  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  (or  any 
portion  thereof);  and 

(h)  such  other  matters  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  execu- 
tion, sale,  delivery  and  payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  security  for  the  Bonds  and 
the  Loan  and  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this 
Ordinance  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Finance, 
including  (without  limitation)  establishing  procedures  for  the  execution, 
acknowledgement,  sealing  and  delivery  of  such  other  and  further  agreements, 
documents  and  instruments,  and  the  authorization  of  the  officials  of  the  City  to 
take  any  and  all  actions,  as  are  or  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  consum- 
mate the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Ordinance  in  accordance  with  the 
Enabling  Law,  the  Revenue  Bond  Act,  the  MIDFA  Act  and  this  Ordinance. 

The  Board  of  Finance  is  authorized  to  prescribe  procedures  to  facilitate  the 
prompt  determination  and  approval  of  one  or  more  of  the  matters  set  forth 
above.  Such  procedures  may  include  telephonic  approval  and  subsequent 
telegraphic  or  written  confirmation  of  one  or  more  of  such  matters  by  a 
designated  officer  of  the  City  within  guidelines  or  parameters  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Finance.  The  Board  of  Finance  is  further  authorized  (1)  to  establish  pro- 
cedures for  the  utilization  of  variable  or  floating  rates  of  interest,  (2)  to  enter  into 
arrangements  with  a  bank  or  other  appropriate  institution  to  facilitate  the  pur- 
chase, repurchase,  sale,  transfer  or  payment  of  Bonds,  including  (without  limita- 
tion) the  use  of  general  or  standby  letters  of  credit,  revolving  credit  facilities, 
repurchase  agreements  or  other  similar  arrangements,  and  (3)  to  take  such  ac- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  to  implement  a  program  for  the  issuance  of  Bonds  in 
the  nature  of  commercial  paper,  demand  notes  and  floating  rate  obligations. 

Each  resolution  adopted  and  order  issued  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  of  an  administrative  nature  and  shall  be  effective  upon  the  effective 
date  specified  therein. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Revenue  Bond  Act  and  the  MIDFA  Act.  the  Bonds  shall  be  sold  at  private 
(negotiated)  sale  and  at  par,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance  deems  it  to  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  City  to  sell  the  Bonds  at  public  sale  or  above  or  below  par,  in 
which  event  the  Bonds  shall  be  sold  in  such  manner,  at  such  price  or  prices  and 
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upon  such  terms  as  the  Board  of  Finance  deems  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
City.  The  Bonds  shall  be  sold  at  such  times  and  on  such  dates  as  the  Board  of 
Finance  may  determine.  The  Bonds  shall  be  sold  to  one  or  more  persons,  firms  or 
corporations  (including  banks  or  other  financial  institutions)  as  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Finance  with  the  consent  of  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the 
name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Custodian  or  Alternate 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  and  the  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be 
affixed  thereto.  In  case  any  official  of  the  City  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of 
whose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents 
shall  cease  to  be  such  official  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the 
aforesaid  documents,  such  signature  or  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and 
sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  official  had  remained  in  office  until 
deliver>'. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  term  "Board  of  Finance"  as  used 
in  this  Ordinance  includes  any  board,  agency  or  department  of  the  City  created 
and  existing  under  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  designated  by  such  Charter  to 
perform  the  functions  and  duties  that  were  performed  by  the  Board  of  Finance  at 
the  time  of  the  introduction  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  Atid  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  Corporation  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  It  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facilities  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may 
consider,  without  limitation:  the  economic  feasibility  of  any  construction  and  the 
suitability  of  any  site  plan,  architectural  treatment,  building  plans,  elevations, 
materials,  color,  construction  details,  access,  parking,  loading,  landscaping,  iden- 
tification signs,  exterior  lighting,  refuse  collection  details,  streets,  sidewalks  and 
harmony  between  the  plans  and  the  surroundings  of  the  Facilities  and  that  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of 
any  such  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  The  Corporation  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory 
group  appointed  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in 
order  to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That,  if  Bonds  are  not  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the 
Mayor  or  Acting  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  authorization  provided  in  this  Ordinance 
for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  shall  expire;  provided,  however,  that  the 
Board  of  Finance,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before 
the  Board  of  Finance,  may  extend  such  authorization  for  one  additional  term  not 
to  exceed  six  months.  The  Board  of  Finance,  in  its  sole  discretion,  shall  deter- 
mine the  sufficiency,  or  lack  thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  recjuested 
extension  of  this  Ordinance.  If  an  extension  iS  granted,  notice  of  such  extension 
and  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  sent  to  the  City  Council. 
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Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  thereof  shall  be 
held  to  be  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person,  entity 
or  circumstances,  such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality  or  inapplicabili- 
ty shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses, 
sections  or  parts  of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons,  entities 
or  circumstances.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this 
Ordinance  would  have  been  adopted  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional 
provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  had  not  been  included  therein,  and  if 
the  person,  entity  or  circumstances  to  which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  thereof  is 
inapplicable  had  been  specifically  exempted  therefrom;  provided,  however,  that 
neither  the  principal  of  or  premium,  if  any,  nor  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall 
ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  of  the  City  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit 
or  taxing  powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter 
provision  or  statutory  limitation  or  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

Sec.  W.Andbe  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

REVENUE  BONDS -(MARLBORO  APARTMENTS  FACILITY) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit, 
its  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$8,500,000.00,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Subsection  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision),  as  amended,  for  the  sole  and  ex- 
clusive purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  Marlboro  Apts. 
Limited  Partnership,  a  limited  partnership,  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore 
City  consisting  of  the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of  land  containing  approximately 
25,000  square  feet  and  two  (2)  existing  interconnected  six  (6)  story  masonry 
loft  buildings  thereon  known  as  the  Marlboro  Building  and  The  Strouse 
Building  located  at  410-418  W.  Lombard  Street  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland, 
containing  approximately  171,000  square  feet,  and/or  the  renovation, 
reconstruction  and  conversion  of  certain  improvements  thereon,  and/or  the 
purchase  and  installation  therein  of  certain  equipment,  machinery',  furniture 
and  fixtures  and/or  the  purchase  of  the  real  property  located  at  406-408  W. 
Lombard  Street  and  22-30  S.  Eutaw  Street,  to  be  used  for  parking,  to  be 
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owned  by  Marlboro  Apts.  Limited  Partnership,  for  use  primarily  as  a  residen- 
tial rental  project  containing  approximately  one  hundred  (100)  one  and  two 
bedroom  apartments  of  which  at  least  twenty  percent  (20%)  of  the  units  are  to 
be  occupied  by  persons  having  a  low  or  moderate  income  for  the  purpose  of 
Section  103(bX4XA)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  with 
incidental  and  complementary  commercial  and  retail  space;  authorizing  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of  intent  dated  Oc- 
tober 10,  1984  from  Marlboro  Apts.  Limited  Partnership  to  the  City;  making 
certain  legislative  findings;  reserving  in  the  City  certain  rights  concerning  the 
issuance  of  such  Bonds;  authorizing  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a 
resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any 
series  of  such  bonds,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to, 
the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any  and  all 
things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  such  bonds;  providing  that  Marlboro  Apts.  Limited  Partnership  shall  agree 
to  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  connection  with  the  comple- 
tion of  such  facility;  providing  that  such  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes 
issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold 
within  six  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  such  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  determining 
various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such 
bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision), 
as  amended  (the  "Enabling  Law"),  empowers  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  finance  undertakings  for  the  accomplishment  of  any  of 
the  purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  and  in  connection  therewith  to  issue 
bonds,  notes,  or  other  obligations  (including  refunding  bonds,  notes  or  other 
obligations),  all  of  which  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal 
and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from 
o'r  arising  in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities,  developments  and  im- 
provements whose  financing  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  notes 
or  other  obligations,  (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  con- 
tracts, mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the 
proceeds  of  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchases  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  such 
bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III).  The 
purposes,  objects  and  powers  of  the  City  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  in- 
clude the  relief  of  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  encouraging 
the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City,  promoting 
economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 
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The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  October  10,  1984  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  Marlboro  Apts.  Limited  Partnership,  a  limited  partnership  (the 
"Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  cer- 
tain facility  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Facility"),  by  issuing  and  selling 
the  City's  revenue  bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$8,500,000.00  (the  "Bonds"),  and  by  making  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  available 
to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of 
financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  such  bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pursuant  to 
Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "Code"). 
The  Borrower  acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  Section  103(n)  of  the 
Code  imposes  a  volume  limitation  on  the  dollar  amount  of  Private  Activity  Bonds 
(as  defined  therein)  which  may  be  issued  by  any  state,  its  agencies  and  political 
subdivisions,  but  that  so  long  as  the  bonds  are  exempt  pursuant  to  Section 
103(bX4XA)  of  the  Code,  such  bonds  shall  not  be  included  within  the  limitation  on 
Private  Activity  Bonds.  In  addition,  the  Letter  of  Intent  contains  an 
acknowledgement  by  the  Borrower  that  the  City  reserves  certain  rights  concern- 
ing the  issuance  of  such  bonds  as  provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  Facility,  an  "undertaking"  which  will  accomplish  the  purposes,  objects  and 
powers  of  the  City  as  mentioned  in  the  Enabling  Law,  will  consist  generally  of  (a) 
the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of  land  containing  approximately  25,000  square  feet  and 
two  (2)  existing  interconnected  six  (6)  story  mansonry  loft  buildings  thereon 
known  as  The  Marlboro  Building  and  The  Strouse  Building,  located  at  410-418 
W.  Lombard  Street  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Building")  and/or  (b)  the 
renovation,  reconstruction  and  conversion  of  the  Building,  totaling  approximate- 
ly 171,000  square  feet,  and/or  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  the  Building 
of  any  and  all  machinery,  equipment,  furniture  and  fixtures,  and/or  (d)  the  pur- 
chase of  the  real  property  located  at  406-408  W.  Lombard  Street  and  22-30  S. 
Eutaw  Street  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  to  be  used  for  parking,  to  be  owned 
by  the  Borrower  for  use  primarily  as  a  residential  rental  project  containing  ap- 
proximately one  hundred  (100)  one  and  two  bedroom  apartments  of  which  at 
least  twenty  percent  (20)%  of  the  units  are  to  be  occupied  by  persons  having  a 
low  or  moderate  income  for  the  purposes  of  Section  103(bX4XA)  of  the  Code  with 
incidental  and  complementary  commercial  and  retail  space. 

The  Enabling  Law  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set 
forth  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (in- 
cluding negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  is- 
suance, and  any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale 
thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ENABLING  LAW: 

Section  I.Beit  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Law,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows:

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Law  in  order  to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
general  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Enabling  Law  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and 
employment  in  Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in 
Baltimore  City;  (c)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  Baltimore  City;  and  (d)  provide  some  low  and  moderate  income  apartment 
units  in  Baltimore  City. 

(3)  Any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and 
shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  within  the  meaning  of  any 
other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or  restricting  the 
sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City.  All  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully  negotiable,  payable,  as 
to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured  solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facility,  (II)  the  revenues  from 
or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  pur- 
chased or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or  (III),  all  as  the  Board  may  ap- 
prove by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
economic  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $8,500,000.00,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions 
approved  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the 
"Facility. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  constitutes  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the^City  in  order  to  further 
evidence  the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  intends  that  the  enactment  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  and  constitute  "official  action"  within  the  meaning  of  Sec- 
tion L103-8(aX5)  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations  prescribed  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Treasury  pursuant  to  Section  103  of  the  Code.  The  City  and  the 
Borrower  contemplate  that,  upon  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Bor- 
rower may  commence  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale 
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and  delivery  of  the  Bonds;  provided,  however  that  if  the  Borrower  proceeds  with 
the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  Board, 
as  described  in  Section  5(a)  below,  the  Borrower  does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in 
order  to  insure  that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  presept  federal  and  State  laws 
which  may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds  (including, 
without  limitation,  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code  and  (b)  issues  its  bonds  (within  the 
meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law,  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code  and  any  present  or 
future  State  and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  laws,  to 
finance  those  facilities  which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discre- 
tion, will  provide  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

In  particular,  since  the  City  may  be  limited  by  volume  cap  limitations  in  its 
ability  to  issue  tax-exempt  Private  Activity  Bonds,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to 
choose  to  issue  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Law  and  any  pres- 
ent or  future  State  and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such 
order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  provided 
however,  the  Bonds  currently  are  not  within  the  definition  of  Private  Activity 
Bonds  and  therefore,  are  not  subject  to  the  existing  volume  limitation. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  Bonds,  (2) 
issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  requested  by 
the  Borrower,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (4)  delay  in- 
definitely the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to  insure  that 
the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Law, 
the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  7  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provision  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
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ceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to  finance  the  costs  of 
the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  adopt  one  or  more  resolutions  from  time  to  time,  either  before  or 
after  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds,  to  supplement  the  resolution 
or  resolutions  referred  to  in  the  provisions  of  Sections  5  and  11  hereof,  and 
thereby  to  approve  amendments  or  supplements  to  or  substitutes  for  the  forms 
and  provisions  of  the  Bonds,  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement  and  all 
other  documents  approved  by  such  resolution  or  resolutions,  provided  that  each 
such  supplemental  resolution  and  each  such  amendment,  supplement  or 
substitute  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Enabling  Law  and 
this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  not  be  a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith 
and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  and  shall  not  constitute  a  debt  of  the 
City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  limiting  or 
restricting  the  sale  or  issuance  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  obligations  of  the  City. 
All  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City,  and  shall  be  fully 
negotiable,  payable,  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  solely  from  and  secured 
solely  by  a  pledge  of  (I)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  Facili- 
ty, (II)  the  revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts,  mortgages 
or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  (III)  the  contracts,  mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise 
acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  or  (IV)  any  combination  of  (I),  (II)  or 
(III),  all  as  the  Board  may  approve  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to 
the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  trust  agreement  or 
other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance. 
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sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its 
behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise 
reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual 
signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature 
shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid 
documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  Seal  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  cer- 
tificates as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  Prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the 
Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  trust  agreement  or  similar 
agreement,  (ii)  the  form  of  any  such  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement,  as 
provided  in  the  Enabling  Law,  and  (iii)  such  provisions  in  any  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  similar  agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  for  the 
security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 
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In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds^  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  and  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Bor- 
rower, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  11  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
"nor  such  bond  anticipation  notices  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage. 

Sec.  \b.  And  he  it  further  orrfained,- That,  as  required  by  Section  103(nX12XA) 
of  the  Code,  each  member  of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  who  votes  in  favor  of  or 
against  enactment  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  approval 
or  veto  of  this  Ordinance,  hereby  certifies  under  penalty  of  perjury  that  any 
allocation  by  the  City  of  any  volume  cap  of  the  State  applicable  to  the  Bonds  was 
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not  made  in  consideration  of  any  bribe,  gift,  gratuity  or  direct  or  indirect  con- 
tribution to  any  political  campaign.

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning 

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS 
(EQUITABLE  TOWER  II  PARTNERSHIP  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in 
one  or  more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith 
and  credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  an  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000,  pursuant  and  in  accordance  with,  the 
Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Sections  266A  to  266-1, 
inclusive  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replacement 
Volume,  1984  Cumulative  Supplement)  (the  "Act")  for  the  purpose  of  financing 
(a)  the  acquisition  of  certain  air  rights  located  above  the  Hutzler's  Department 
Store,  Equitable  Bank  Complex,  at  the  corner  of  Lombard  and  Charles  Streets 
in  Baltimore  City,  (the  "Land"),  (b)  the  construction  of  an  eight-story  office 
building  of  approximately  172,100  gross  square  feet  on  the  Land,  to  be  known 
as  Equitable  Tower  II  (the  "Building"),  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in 
the  Building  of  certain  machinery  and  equipment,  and  other  improvements 
therein,  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation 
thereof,  and  (d)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  the  Land  as  may  be 
necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and 
rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities  (all  of 
the  foregoing,  collectively  the  "Facility"),  to  be  owned  by  Equitable  Tower  II 
Partnership,  a  limited  partnership  to  be  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Maryland,  (the  "Partnership")  a  substantial  portion  of  which  Facility  will  be 
occupied  by  Melnicove,  Kaufman,  Weiner  &  Smouse,  P. A.,  a  law  firm,  which 
controls,  or  whose  shareholders  control,  forty  percent  of  the  Partnership,  and 
the  remaining  portion  of  which  Facility  may  be  leased  to  other  tenants; 
authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the  letter  of 
intent  dated  October  31,  1984  to  the  City;  making  certain  legislative  findings; 
reserving  in  the  City  certain  rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  such  Bonds; 
authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  a  resolution 
or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of 
such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  to  (a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such 
Bonds,  (b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms, 
provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as 
well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all 
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other  details  of  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  and  (c)  do  any  and 
all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds;  providing  that  Equitable 
Tower  II  Partnership  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and 
to  coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
in  connection  with  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  providing  that  such  in- 
dustrial development  revenue  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  issuance  of  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds)  must 
be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved 
by  the  Mayor,  unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension 
as  provided  in  this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  anticipation 
of  the  issuance  of  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds;  and  generally 
providing  for  and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  and  bond 
anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

The  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Article  41,  Sections 
266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replacement 
Volume,  1984  Cumulative  Supplement)  (the  "Act"),  provides  that  in  order  to  ac- 
complish the  legislative  policy  of  the  Act,  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
(the  "City")  and  any  other  public  body  (as  defined  in  the  Act)  may  issue  and  sell  its 
bonds  (as  defined  in  the  Act),  as  its  limited  obligations  and  not  upon  its  faith  and 
credit  or  pledge  of  its  taxing  powers,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
purposes  of  financing  or  refinancing  any  costs  of  the  acquisition  (as  defined  in  the 
Act)  of  one  or  more  facilities  (as  defined  in  the  Act)  for  one  or  more  facility  users 
(as  defined  in  the  Act)  or  of  refunding  outstanding  bonds,  including  the  necessary 
expenses  of  preparing,  printing,  selling,  and  issuing  those  bonds,  the  funding  of 
reserves,  and  the  payment  of  interest  with  respect  to  financing  such  acquisition 
in  such  amounts,  or  for  such  period,  as  the  public  body  deems  reasonable.  The 
powers  granted  to  the  City  by  the  Act  are  for  the  legislative  purposes  of  (i)  reliev- 
ing conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  (ii)  encouraging  the  increase 
of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City,  (iii) 
assisting  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  commerce  and  in  the  attraction 
of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  Baltimore  City,  (iv)  promoting  economic 
development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  (v)  promoting  the  general  health,  welfare 
and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  October  31,  1984  (the  "Letter  of 
Intent")  from  Equitable  Tower  II  Partnership,  a  limited  partnership  to  be 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  (the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to 
which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  Facility  (as  hereinafter  defined) 
in  Baltimore  City  by  issuing  and  selling  the  City's  industrial  development 
revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $10,000,000.  and 
by  making  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  t^e 
Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pursuant  to 
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Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The  Borrower 
acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  the  City  reserves  certain  rights  con- 
cerning the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Facility  will  accomplish  the  legislative  purposes  of  the 
City  as  mentioned  in  the  Act.  The  Facility  consists  generally  of  (a)  the  acquisition 
of  certain  air  rights  located  above  the  Hutzler's  Department  Store,  Equitable 
Bank  Complex,  at  the  corner  of  Lombard  and  Charles  Streets  in  Baltimore  City, 
(the  "Land"),  (b)  the  construction  of  an  eight-story  office  building  of  approximate- 
ly 172,100  gross  square  feet  on  the  Land,  to  be  known  as  Equitable  Tower  II  (the 
"Building"),  (c)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  the  Building  of  certain 
machinery  and  equipment,  and  other  improvements  therein,  as  may  be  necessary 
or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation  thereof,  and  (d)  the  acquisition  of  such 
other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  in- 
cluding roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site  preparation 
facilities  (all  of  the  foregoing,  collectively  the  "Facility").  Upon  completion,  the 
Facility  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  and  used  in  part  by  Melnicove,  Kaufman, 
Weiner  &  Smouse,  P. A.,  a  law  firm,  which  controls,  or  whose  shareholders  con- 
trol, forty  percent  of  the  partnership  interests  in  the  Borrower,  and  leased  in 
part  to  other  tenants. 

The  City,  based  upon  the  findings  and  determinations  set  forth  below,  has 
determined  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  (to  the  fullest  extent  per- 
mitted by  the  Act)  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  issuance,  sale,  and 
delivery,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more  series,  of  its  in- 
dustrial development  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  ex- 
ceed $10,000,000  (the  "Bonds"),  and,  at  the  election  of  the  Borrower,  by  either: 
(1)  lending  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  to  the  Borrower,  or  (2)  using 
the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  to  finance  the  costs  (to  the  fullest  extent 
permitted  by  the  Act)  of  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the  Facility  and 
either  (a)  leasing  the  Facility  to  the  Borrower  or  (b)  selling  the  Facility  to  the 
Borrower,  in  each  case  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  loan  agreement,  lease 
agreement,  installment  sale  agreement,  trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement 
(the  "Financing  Agreement")  between,  among  others,  the  City  and  the  Bor- 
rower. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set  forth  the 
form,  terms,  provisions,  manner,  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including 
negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and 
any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof,  and  to  do 
any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ACTS: 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Act  in  order 
to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
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purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  FaciHty  will  facilitate  and  ex- 
pedite the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
legislative  purposes  of  the  Act  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and  employment  in 
Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  (c)  en- 
couraging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City, 
and  (d)  assisting  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  commerce  in  Baltimore 
City. 

(3)  The  Bonds  of  any  series  and  the  interest  on  them  will  be  limited  obligations 
of  the  City  the  principal  of,  premiuni,  if  any,  and  interest  on  which  are  payable 
and  secured  solely  (except  for  bond  anticipation  notes)  by  a  pledge  of  the 
revenues  to  be  received  in  connection  with  the  financing  of  the  Facility  or  from 
any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  Neither  the  Bonds 
of  any  series  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a 
charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  City  within  the  mean- 
ing of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  neither 
shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

(4)  Neither  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  nor  the  payments  of  the 
principal  of  and  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  of  any  series  will  be 
commingled  with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the 
City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are 
deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  of  any  series  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this 
Ordinance.  The  transactions  provided  for  herein  do  not  constitute  any  physical 
public  betterment  or  improvement  or  the  acquisition  of  property  for  public  use  or 
the  purchase  of  equipment  for  public  use.  The  public  purposes  expressed  in  the 
Act  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  evidences  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
industrial  development  revenue  Bonds,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $10,000,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  the 
Act.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under 
terms  and  conditions  approved  by  the  Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Bond  Resolution, 
and  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the 
costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  upon  the  effective  date  of  this 
Ordinance  the  Borrower  can  commence  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the 
issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  Bor- 
rower does  proceed  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a 
Bond  Resolution  by  the  Board,  as  authorized  in  Section  5  below,  the  Borrower 
does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in 
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order  to  insure  that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  state  laws  and 
any  pending  or  future  federal  or  state  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted, 
which  may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues 
its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  any  present  or  future  state  and  local 
laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  any  such  pending  or 
future  legislation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those  facilities  which  the 
City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  provide  the  greatest 
benefit  to  the  City. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  therefore,  the  City  reserves  the 
right,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue 
the  Bonds,  (2)  issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  requested  by  the  Applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  (4)  delay  indefinitely  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  ac- 
tions deemed  necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to 
insure  that  the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  present  law  limits  the  City's  ability  to  issue  bonds  by  imposing  a 
volume  limitation  in  the  amount  of  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  which 
may  be  issued  by  the  City  in  a  given  year.  Therefore,  the  City  reserves  the  right 
to  choose  to  issue  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  (within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act  and  any  present  or  future  State  and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than 
the  Facility,  in  such  order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Act,  the  Board  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds  (the  "Resolution"),  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  principal  amounts, 
form  or  forms,  interest  rate  or  rates,  maturity  or  maturities,  premiums,  if  any, 
terms,  provisions,  manner,  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated 
as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all 
other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  the  Financing  Agreement, 
(ii)  the  form  of  any  such  Financing  Agreement,  as  provided  in  the  Act,  and  (iii) 
such  provisions  in  any  such  Financing  Agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem 
reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(d)  if  necessary,  appoint  a  trustee,  bond  registrar  and  a  paying  agent  or  agents 
for  the  Bonds; 

(e)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  and  all  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City 
(other  than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under 
which  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 
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(f)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  of  any  series  and  the  in- 
terest on  them  are  limited  obligations  of  the  City  the  principal  of,  premium,  if 
any,  and  interest  on  which  are  payable  and  secured  solely  (except  for  bond  an- 
ticipation notes)  by  a  pledge  of  the  revenues  to  be  received  in  connection  with  the 
financing  of  the  Facility  or  from  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for 
such  purpose.  Neither  the  Bonds  of  any  series  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  ever 
constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing 
powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision 
or  statutory  limitation  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

Neither  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  nor  the  payments  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  of  any  series  will  be  com- 
mingled with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the 
City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are 
deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  of  any  series  are  used  to  accomplish  the  pubhc  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this 
Ordinance.  The  transactions  provided  for  hereby  do  not  constitute  any  physical 
public  betterment  or  improvement  or  the  acquisition  of  property  for  public  use  or 
the  purchase  of  equipment  for  public  use.  The  public  purposes  expressed  in  the 
Act  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility,  all  as  the 
Board  may  approve  by  the  Resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution 
by  the  Board,  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the 
Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  other  City  officials,  as  ap- 
propriate, may: 

(a)  assist  in  the  preparation  and  distribution,  in  conjunction  with  representa- 
tives of  the  Borrower  and  the  prospective  purchasers  of  or  underwriters  for  the 
Bonds  of  any  series,  both  a  preliminary  and  a  final  official  statement  in  connec- 
tion with  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series,  if  such  preliminary  official  state- 
ment and  final  official  statement  are  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  for 
the  sale  of  the  Bonds  of  such  series,  provided,  however,  that  any  such 
preliminary  official  statement  shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject 
to  completion  and  amendment;  and 

(b)  execute  and  deliver  a  contract  or  contracts  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds  of  any  series  (or  any  portion  thereof)  in  form  and  content  satisfactory  to 
the  Mayor  of  the  City. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 
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(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  Financing  Agreement 
or  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale,  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on 
its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise 
reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual 
signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature 
shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid 
documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  Seal,  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  cer- 
tificates as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  ll.Andbe  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes.  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  "Bonds"  shall  include  bond  anticipation 
notes  where  appropriate.  Prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of 
bond  anticipation  notes,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions,  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner,  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  Financing  Agreement,  (ii) 
the  form  of  any  such  Financing  Agreement,  as  provided  in  the  Act,  and  (iii)  such 
provisions  in  any  such  Financing  Agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable 
and  proper  for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 
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(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

The  City  hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant 
to  this  Section  of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  theron  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City 
hereby  further  covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when  and  as 
soon  as,  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The 
timely  issuance  of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within 
the  control  of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser 
or  purchasers  for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of 
the  Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the 
Borrower,  its  officers,  agents,  and  employees. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section,  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 
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Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

10.  License;  issuance. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  an  approved  surety  bond  and  of  a  [$1,000.00]  $1,500.00 
$1,250.00  license  fee,  the  Director  of  Finance  shall  issue  a  license  to  a  duly  ap- 
pointed auctioneer  for  the  term  of  one  year.  At  the  request  of  the  applicant,  the 
license  may  be  dated  back  to  the  expiration  date  of  his  prior  license,  but  such  ac- 
tion shall  not  affect  prosecutions  commenced  prior  to  such  request.  The  failure  of 
the  auctioneer  to  pay  the  license  fee  and  post  bond  within  30  days  of  his  appoint- 
ment shall  render  such  appointment  null  and  void. 

Upon  the  death  of  any  auctioneer  prior  to  the  expiration  of  his  license,  his  per- 
sonal representative  or  a  person  named  in  Section  7  of  this  Article  may  continue 
to  act  under  the  license  for  its  unexpired  term,  or  for  a  period  of  30  days, 
whichever  is  greater. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
January  1,  1985.

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in 
one  or  more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith 
and  credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  the  aggregate  prin-

necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such 
industrial  development  revenue  bonds;  providing  that  PharmaKinetics 
Laboratories,  Inc.  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to 
coordinate  with,  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in 
connection  vvith  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  providing  that  such  industrial 
development  revenue  bonds  (or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of 
the  issuance  of  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds)  must  be  issued  and 
sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,

unless  the  Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance;  authorizing  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance 
of  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and 
determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

The  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Article  41,  Sections 
266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replacement 
Volume,  1984  Cumulative  Supplement)  (the  "Act"),  provides  that  in  order  to  ac- 
complish the  legislative  policy  of  the  Act,  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
(the  "City")  and  any  other  public  body  (as  defined  in  the  Act)  may  issue  and  sell  its 
bonds  (as  defined  in  the  Act),  as  its  limited  obligations  and  not  upon  its  full  faith 
and  credit  or  pledge  of  its  taxing  powers,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time,  for 
the  purposes  of  financing  or  refinancing  any  costs  of  the  acquisition  (as  defined  in 
the  Act)  of  one  or  more  facilities  (as  defined  in  the  Act)  for  one  or  more  facility 
users  (as  defined  in  the  Act)  or  of  refunding  outstanding  bonds,  including  the 
necessary  expenses  of  preparing,  printing,  selling,  and  issuing  those  bonds,  the 
funding  of  reserves,  and  the  payment  of  interest  with  respect  to  financing  such 
acquisition  in  such  amounts,  or  for  such  period,  as  the  public  body  deems 
reasonable.  The  powers  granted  to  the  City  by  the  Act  are  for  the  legislative  pur- 
poses of  (i)  relieving  conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  (ii)  encourag- 
ing the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore 
City,  (iii)  assisting  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  commerce  and  in  the 
attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  Baltimore  City,  (iv)  promoting 
economic  development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  (v)  promoting  the  general  health, 
welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  Act,  as  amended 
(the  "MIDFA  Act"),  provides  that  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  MIDFA  Act, 
the  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority  (the  "Authority"),  on 
behalf  of  the  State  of  Maryland  (the  "State"),  may  issue  and  sell  bonds  as  pro- 
vided in  and  in  accordance  with  the  Act.  The  MIDFA  Act  and  the  Act  are  herein 
sometimes  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Acts".  The  MIDFA  Act  further  pro- 
vides that  the  Authority  may  accomplish  the  acquisition  of  one  or  more  facilities 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  its  bonds  by  one  or  more  of  the  methods  de- 
scribed in  the  Act. 

Section  13-138  of  the  MIDFA  Act  provides  that  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  bonds  by  the  Authority,  the  legislative  body  of  the  county  or  municipality  in 
which  the  facility  to  be  financed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  is  to  be  located 
shall  adopt  a  resolution  which  (a)  is  administrative  in  nature,  is  not  subject  to  the 
procedures  required  for  legislative  acts  and  is  not  subject  to  referendum,  (b) 
specifies  and  describes  the  facility,  and  (c)  generally  describes  the  public  pur- 
poses to  be  served  by  the  facility. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  October  12,  1984  as  sup- 
plemented to  date  (the  "Letter  of  Intent")  from  PharmaKinetics  Laboratories, 
Inc.  a  Maryland  corporation  (the  "Borrower"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower 
has  requested  the  City  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  completion 
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by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City,  (the  "Facility"),  by  issuing 
and  selling  the  City's  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  not  to  exceed  $4,400,000  $4,750,000,  and  by  making  the  proceeds 
of  such  bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility  by 
the  Borrower.  Such  financing  may  be  insured  by  the  Maryland  Industrial 
Development  Financing  Authority,  an  instrumentality  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

Alternatively,  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City,  a  "county"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act,  to  approve  the  financing  by  the  Authority  of  the  F'acility, 
and  to  approve  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the 
Authority's  issuance  and  sale  pursuant  to  the  Acts  and,  if  necessary,  insurance 
by  the  Authority,  through  its  bond  insurance  fund,  pursuant  to  the  MIDFA  Act, 
of  one  or  more  series  of  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  ag- 
gregate principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $4,400,000  $4,750,000.  The  industrial 
development  revenue  bonds,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$4,400,000  $4,750,000,  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  City  under  this  Ordinance, 
whether  issued  and  sold  pursuant  to  the  Act  or  the  MIDFA  Act,  are  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "Bonds." 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  the  City  Bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pur- 
suant to  Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The 
Borrower  acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  the  City  reserves  certain 
rights  concerning  the  issuance  of  the  City  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  Facility  will  accomplish  the  legislative  purposes  of  the  City  as  mentioned 
in  the  Act  and  in  the  MIDFA  Act.  The  Facility  consists  generally  of  (a)  the  ac- 
quisition of  leasehold  and  fee  simple  interests  in  a  parcel  of  land  located  at 
300-306  West  Fayette  Street  in  Baltimore  City  (the  "Land"),  (b)  the  renovation  of 
a  building  thereon  to  consist  of  seven  stories  containing  approximately  120,000 
square-feet  (the  "Building");  currently  a  vacant  department  store,  (c)  the  renova- 
tion or  demolition  of  the  three-story  building  presently  located  at  300  W.  Fayette 
Street,  (d)  the  acquisition  and  installation  in  such  Building  of  certain  machinery 
and  equipment  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower  in  the  operation  of  its  business,  and 
any  or  all  machinery  and  equipment  and  other  improvements  therein,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  operation  thereof,  and  (e)  the  acquisi- 
tion of  such  other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the  forego- 
ing, including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site 
preparation  facilities.  Upon  completion,  the  Facility  will  be  owned  by  the  Bor- 
rower and  used  by  the  Borrower  as  its  corporate  offices,  pharmaceutical  testing 
facilities,  a  laboatory,  and  a  dormitory  for  housing  test  volunteers.  It  is  presently 
intended  that  a  small  portion  of  the  Facility  may  be  leased  either  to  the  City 
which  will  in  turn  sublease  such  portion  to  the  Maryland  Art  Place,  a  non-profit 
art  gallery,  or  to  some  other  tenant  or  tenants. 

The  City  has  hereby  found  and  determined  that  in  the  event  the  Bonds  are 
issued  pursuant  to  the  MIDFA  Act,  the  Facility  and  the  financial  assistance  to  be 
provided  by  the  Authority  through  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  will  fulfill,  ac- 
complish and  promote  the  declared  public  purpose  of  the  Acts,  which  are  to  (a) 
relieve  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State;  (b)  encourage  the  increase  of  in- 
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dustry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State;  (c)  assist  in  the  reten- 
tion of  existing  industry  and  commerce  and  in  the  attraction  of  new  industry  and 
commerce  in  the  State;  (d)  promote  economic  development;  (e)  provide  financial 
assistance  to  a  minority  business  enterprise;  and  (f)  generally  promote  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  municipalities  of  the 
State. 

The  City,  based  upon  the  findings  and  determinations  set  forth  below,  has 
determined  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  (to  the  fullest  extent  per- 
mitted by  the  Acts,  as  applicable)  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  is- 
suance, sale  and  delivery,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  of  the  Bonds,  and,  at  the  election  of  the  Borrower,  by  either:  (1)  lending 
the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  to  the  Borrower,  or  (2)  using  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  to  finance  the  costs  (to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
the  Act)  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  and  either  (a)  leasing  the  facility  to  the 
Borrower  or  (b)  selling  the  Facility  to  the  Borrower,  in  each  case  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  a  loan  agreement,  lease  agreement,  installment  sale  agree- 
ment, trust  agreement  or  similar  agreement  (the  "Financing  Agreement")  bet- 
ween the  City  and  the  Borrower. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set  forth  the 
form,  terms,  provisions,  manner,  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including 
negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and 
any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof,  and  to  do 
any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ACTS: 

Section  I.Beit  ordained  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  acting 
pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Act  in  order 
to  make  the  proceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will  facilitate  and  ex- 
pedite the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
legislative  purposes  of  the  Act  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and  employment  in 
Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  (c)  en- 
couraging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City; 
and  (d)  assisting  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  commerce  in  Baltimore 
City  by  allowing  the  Borrower  to  consolidate  its  commercial  operations  in 
Baltimore  City. 

(3)  The  Bonds  of  any  series  and  the  interest  on  them  are  limited  obligations  of 
the  City  tne  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  which  are  payable  and 
secured  solely  (except  for  bond  anticipation  notes)  by  a  pledge  of  the  revenues  to 
be  received  in  connection  with  the  financing  of  the  Facility  or  from  any  other 
moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  sOch  purpose.  Neither  the  Bonds  of  any 
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series  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge 
against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any 
constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  neither  shall  ever 
constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

(4)  Neither  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  nor  the  payments  of  the 
principal  of  and  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  of  any  series  will  be 
commingled  with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the 
City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are 
deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  of  any  series  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this 
Ordinance.  The  transactions  provided  for  hereby  do  not  constitute  any  physical 
public  betterment  or  improvement  or  the  acquisition  of  property  for  public  use  or 
the  purchase  of  equipment  for  public  use.  The  public  purposes  expressed  in  the 
Act  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  evidences  the  present  in- 
tent of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its  in- 
dustrial development  revenue  Bonds,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  ex- 
ceed $4,400,000  $4,750,000,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant 
to  either  the  Act  or  the  MIDFA  Act.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made 
available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  approved  by  the  Board  and 
set  forth  in  a  Bond  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility.  The  Bonds  may  be 
insured  by  the  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  upon  the  effective  date  of  this 
Ordinance  the  Borrower  can  commence  the  acquisition  of  the  facility  prior  to  the 
issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  Bor- 
rower does  proceed  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a 
Bond  Resolution  by  the  Board,  as  authorized  in  Section  5  below,  the  Borrower 
does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in 
order  to  insure  that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  state  laws  and 
any  pending  or  future  federal  or  state  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted, 
which  may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues 
its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  any  present  or  future  state  and  local 
laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  any  such  pending  or 
future  legislation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those  facilities  which  the 
City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  provide  the  greatest 
benefit  to  the  City. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  therefore,  the  City  reserves  the 
right,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue 
the  Bonds,  (2)  issue  only  a  portion-  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  requested  by  the  Applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
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Bonds,  (4)  delay  indefinitely  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  ac- 
tions deemed  necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to 
insure  that  the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  present  laws  limits  the  City's  ability  to  issue  bonds  by  imposing  a 
volume  limitation  in  the  amount  of  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  which 
may  be  issued  by  the  City  in  a  given  year.  Therefore,  the  City  reserves  the  right 
to  choose  to  issue  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  (within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act  and  any  present  or  future  State  and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than 
the  Facility,  in  such  order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Act,  the  Board  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds  (the  "Resolution"),  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  principal  amounts, 
form  or  forms,  interest  rate  or  rates,  maturity  or  maturities,  premiums,  if  any, 
terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated 
as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all 
other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  the  Financing  Agreement, 
(ii)  the  form  of  any  such  Financing  Agreement,  as  provided  in  the  Act,  and  (iii) 
such  provisions  in  any  such  Financing  Agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem 
reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(d)  if  necessary,  appoint  a  trustee,  bond  registrar  and  a  paying  agent  or  agents 
for  the  Bonds;  and 

(e)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  termS  and 
conditions  of  any  and  all  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City 
(other  than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under 
which  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(f)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  itfurtker  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  of  any  series  and  the  in- 
terest on  them  are  limited  obligations  of  the  City  the  principal  of,  premium,  if 
any,  and  interest  on  which  are  payable  and  secured  solely  (except  for  bond  an- 
ticipation notes)  by  a  pledge  of  the  revenues  to  be  received  in  connection  with  the 
financing  of  the  Facility  or  from  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for 
such  purpose.  Neither  the  Bonds  of  any  series  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  ever 
constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing 
powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision 
or  statutory  limitation  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 
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Neither  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  nor  the  payments  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  of  any  series  will  be  com- 
mingled with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the 
City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are 
deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  of  any  series  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this 
Ordinance.  The  transactions  provided  for  hereby  do  not  constitute  any  physical 
public  betterment  or  improvement  or  the  acquisition  of  property  for  public  use  or 
the  purchase  of  equipment  for  public  use.  The  public  purposes  expressed  in  the 
Act  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility,  all  as  the 
Board  may  approve  by  the  Resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  l.Ayid  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution 
by  the  Board,  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the 
Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  other  City  officials,  as  ap- 
propriate, may: 

(a)  assist  in  the  preparation  and  distribution,  in  conjunction  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Borrower  and  the  prospective  purchasers  of  or  underwriters  for 
the  Bonds  of  any  series,  both  a  preliminary  and  a  final  official  statement  in  con- 
nection with  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series,  if  such  preliminary  official  state- 
ment and  final  official  statement  are  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  for 
the  sale  of  the  Bonds  of  such  series,  provided,  however,  that  any  such 
preliminary  official  statement  shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject 
to  completion  and  amendment;  and 

(b)  execute  and  deliver  a  contract  or  contracts  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds  of  any  series  (or  any  portion  thereof)  in  form  and  content  satisfactory  to 
the  Mayor  of  the  City; 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  approval,  and  that  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and 
specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Developoment  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  is  intended  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  Section  13-138(e)  of  the  MIDFA  Act. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
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Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  Financing  Agreement 
or  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale,  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on 
its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise 
reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual 
signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature 
shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid 
documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
delivery.

HARBOR  COURT  ASSOCIATES  (AREA  20  PARKING  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  supplementing  Ordinance  No.  451  of  the  1981  Legislative 
Session  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "Initial  Ordinance")  to 
identify  the  borrower  thereunder  as  Harbor  Court  Associates,  a  general  part- 
nership organized  by  David  H.  Murdock  Development  Company,  to  confirm 
the  findings  of  the  City  contained  in  the  initial  ordinance  and  to  confirm  the  in- 
tent of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  issue,  sell  and 
deliver,  at  any  one  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more  series,  as 
limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its  in- 
dustrial development  revenue  bonds,  to  be  designated  "Baltimore '  City, 
Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Area  20  Parking  Garage)" 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $8,500,000  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Subsection  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City 
(1964  revision),  as  amended,  f6r  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing 
the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  in  connection  with  the  acquisition  of  a 
parking  facility  containing  approximately  650  to  700  parking  spaces  to  be 
located  within  the  block  ("Area  20")  bounded  by  Lee,  Light,  the  bed  of  Barre 
and  Charles  Streets  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland;  to  authorize  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  to  accept  a  letter  of  intent  from  Harbor  Court  Associates;  and 
generally  to  provide  for  and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  con- 
nection with  the  authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale  and  payment  of  such 
bonds. 

RECITALS 

On  October  14,  1981  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  ap- 
proved Ordinance  No.  451  of  the  1981  Legislative  Session  of  the  City  (the  "Initial 
Ordinance")  which  authorized  the  issuance  by  the  City  of  its  Baltimore  City, 
Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Area  20  Parking  Project)  in 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $8,500,000  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  Subsection  (50)  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revi- 
sion), as  amended  (the  "Act")  and  to  lend  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  to  David  H. 
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Murdock  Development  Corporation  or  one  or  more  joint  ventures,  partnerships 
or  other  entities  involving  parties  yet  to  be  identified  to  participate  in  the  financ- 
ing of  the  costs,  charges,  fees  and  expenses  in  connection  with  the  acquisition  of 
parking  facilities  containing  approximately  650-700  parking  spaces  to  be  located 
within  Area  20  (the  "Project").  Since  the  date  of  approval  of  Ordinance  No.  451 
(the  "Initial  Ordinance"),  David  H.  Murdock  Development  Company  has  organ- 
ized a  general  partnership,  Harbor  Court  Associates  (the  "Borrower")  for  the 
purpose  of  developing  a  project  known  as  Harbor  Court  located  within  Area  20, 
including  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the  Project. 

The  City  has  received  a  supplemental  letter  of  intent  from  Harbor  Court 
Associates  (the  "Supplemental  Letter  of  Intent")  notifying  the  City  that  Harbor 
Court  Associates  will  undertake  the  Project  and  requesting  the  City  to  proceed 
with  the  issuance  of  the  above  mentioned  bonds  to  finance  the  acquisition  of  the 
Project  by  Harbor  Court  Associates. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ACT: 

Section  I.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  the  findings  and  determinations  made  pursuant  to 
Section  1  of  the  Initial  Ordinance  are  hereby  confirmed  and  it  is  hereby  found 
and  determined  that  the  issuance  and  sale  of  its  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  In- 
dustrial Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Area  20  Parking  Project)  (the  "Bonds")  by 
the  City  in  order  to  lend  the  proceeds  thereof  to  Harbor  Court  Associates  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  cost  of  the  Project  will  facilitate  and 
expedite  the  acquisition  and  installation  of  the  Project  by  Harbor  Court 
Associates  and  will  promote  the  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Act  and  economic 
development  of  the  City. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue,  sell  and  deliver  pursuant  to  the  Initial  Ordinance  its  Baltimore 
City,  Maryland  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Area  20  Parking  Proj- 
ect), in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $8,500,000  and  to  loan  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  Harbor  Court  Associates  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the 
Initial  Ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  Atid  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  the  Supplemental  Letter  of  Intent. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  remaining  provisions  of  the  Initial 
Ordinance  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
acceptable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections  or  parts  of 
this  ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  ordinance  would  have  been  passed  if 
such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or 
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part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to  which 
this  ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  exempted 
herefrom. 

Sec.  6.  Ajid  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  REVENUE  BONDS 
(SILVERS  &  ASSOCIATES  PROJECT) 

FOR  the  purpose  of  authorizing  and  empowering  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  (the  "City")  to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in 
one  or  more  series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  the  its  full 
faith  and  credit,  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Four  Hundred  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars 
($430,000),  (the  "Bonds")  pursuant  and  in  accordance  with,  the  Maryland 
Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive 
of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replacement  Volume, 
1984  Cumulative  Supplement)  (the  "Act")  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  ac- 
quisition and  installation  of  a  Heidelberg  Two  Color  Printing  Press  and  UV 
Coding  Machine  to  be  located  in  Cross  Roads  Industrial  Park  at  2717  Wilmar- 
co  Avenue,  in  Baltimore  City  (all  of  the  foregoing  collectively  the  "Facility"),  to 
be  owned  by  Silvers  &  Associates,  a  Maryland  general  partnership,  (the  "Part- 
nership" or  the  "Facility  Applicant")  which  Facility  will  be  leased  to 
Garamond/Pridemark  Press,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation,  (the  "Facility 
User");  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  accept  the 
letter  of  intent  dated  November  2,  1984  to  the  City,  as  amended  to  date;  mak- 
ing certain  legislative  findings;  reserving  in  the  City  certain  rights  concerning 
the  issuance  of  such  Bonds;  authorizing  and  empowering  the  Board  of  Finance 
of  the  City,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds,  to  (a) 
approve  the  issuance  of  such  Bonds,  (b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not 
limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  sell- 
ing (including  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times 
of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  industrial  development 
revenue  bonds,  and  (c)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in 
connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  industrial  development  revenue 
bonds;  providing  that  the  Facility  Applicant  shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans 
and  specifications,  if  any  are  required,  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  connection  with  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Facility;  providing  that  such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds 
(or  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  in- 
dustrial development  revenue  bonds)  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six 
months  from  the  date  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor,  unless  the 
Board  of  Finance  approves  one  six  month  extension  as  provided  in  this  Or- 
dinance; authorizing  the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such 
industrial  development  revenue  bonds;  and  generally  providing  for  and  deter- 
mining various  matters  and  details  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
such  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 
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RECITALS 

The  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Article  41,  Sections 
2tkiA  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replacement 
Volume.  1984  Cumulative  Supplement)  (the  "Act"),  provides  that  in  order  to  ac- 
complish the  legislative  policy  of  the  Act,  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
(the  "City")  and  any  other  public  body  (as  defined  in  the  Act)  may  issue  and  sell  its 
bonds  (as  defined  in  the  Act),  as  its  limited  obligations  and  not  upon  its  faith  and 
credit  or  pledge  of  its  taxing  powers,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
purposes  of  financing  or  refinancing  any  costs  of  the  acquisition  (as  defined  in  the 
Act)  of  one  or  more  facilities  (as  defined  in  the  Act)  for  one  or  more  facility  users 
(as  defined  in  the  Act)  or  of  refunding  outstanding  bonds,  including  the  necessary 
expenses  of  preparing,  printing,  selling,  and  issuing  those  bonds,  the  funding  of 
reserves,  and  the  payment  of  interest  with  respect  to  financing  such  acquisition 
in  such  amounts,  or  for  such  period,  as  the  public  body  deems  reasonable.  The 
powers  granted  to  the  City  by  the  Act  are  for  the  legislative  purposes  of  (i)  reliev- 
ing conditions  of  unemployment  in  Baltimore  City,  (ii)  encouraging  the  increase 
of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City,  (iii) 
assisting  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  commerce  and  in  the  attraction 
of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  Baltimore  City,  (iv)  promoting  economic 
development  in  Baltimore  City,  and  (v)  promoting  the  general  health,  welfare 
and  safety  of  the  residents  of  Baltimore  City. 

The  City  has  received  a  letter  of  intent  dated  November  2,  1984  as  amended  to 
date  (the  "Letter  of  Intent")  from  Silvers  &  Associates,  a  Maryland  general  part- 
nership, (the  "Borrower"),  and  from  Garamond/Pridemark  Press,  Inc.  (the 
"Facility  User")  pursuant  to  which  the  Borrower  has  requested  the  City  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  financing  of  the  costs  of  completion  by  the  Borrower  of  a  certain 
Facility  (as  hereinafter  defined)  in  Baltimore  City  by  issuing  and  selling  the 
City's  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  to  exceed  Four  Hundred  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($430,000),  and  by  making 
the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  available  to  the  Borrower  to  be  used  by  the  Borrower 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  and  in- 
stallation of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

The  Letter  of  Intent  expresses  the  Borrower's  intention  that  the  interest 
payable  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  exempt  from  federal  income  taxation  pursuant  to 
Section  103(b)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The  Borrower 
acknowledges  in  the  Letter  of  Intent  that  the  City  reserves  certain  rights  con- 
cerning the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  4  hereof. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Facility  will  accomplish  the  legislative  purposes  of  the 
City  as  mentioned  in  the  Act.  The  Facility  consists  generally  of  the  acquisition 
and  installation  of  a  Heidelberg  Two  Color  Printing  Press  and  UV  Coding 
Machine,  to  be  located  in  Cross  Roads  Industrial  Park  at  2717  Wilmarco  Avenue, 
in  Baltimore  City  (all  of  the  foregoing,  collectively  the  "Facility").  Upon  comple- 
tion, the  Facility  will  be  owned  by  the  Borrower  and  leased  to  the  Facility  User. 

The  City,  based  upon  the  findings  and  determinations  set  forth  below,  has 
determined  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  costs  (to  the  fullest  extent  per- 
mitted by  the  Act)  of  the  acijuisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  issuance,  sale,  and 
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delivery  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more  series,  of  its  in- 
dustrial development  revenue  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  ex- 
ceed Four  Hundred  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($430,000)  (the  "Bonds"),  and,  at 
the  election  of  the  Borrower,  by  either:  (1)  lending  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of 
any  series  to  the  Borrower,  or  (2)  using  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  to 
finance  the  costs  (to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by  the  Act)  of  the  acquisition 
and  installation  of  the  Facility  and  either  (a)  leasing  the  Facility  to  the  Borrower 
or  (b)  selling  the  Facility  to  the  Borrower,  in  each  case  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  a  loan  agreement,  lease  agreement,  installment  sale  agi'eement,  trust 
agreement  or  similar  agreement  (the  "Financing  Agreement")  between,  among 
others,  the  City  and  the  Borrower. 

The  Act  provides  that  the  City  may  authorize  and  empower  the  Board  of 
Finance  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set  forth  the 
form,  terms,  provisions,  manner,  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including 
negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and 
any  and  all  other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof,  and  to  do 
any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH  THE  ACT: 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  ac- 
ting pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Act  in  order 
to  make  the  f)roceeds  thereof  available  to  the  Borrower  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  completion  of  the  Facility  will  facilitate  and  ex- 
pedite the  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower. 

(2)  The  completion  of  the  Facility  by  the  Borrower  and  the  financing  of  the 
costs  of  such  completion  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  serve  to  promote  the 
legislative  purposes  of  the  Act  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and  employment  in 
Baltimore  City;  (b)  promoting  economic  development  in  Baltimore  City;  (c)  en- 
couraging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  Baltimore  City; 
and  (d)  assisting  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  commerce  in  Baltimore 
City. 

(3)  The  Bonds  of  any  series  and  the  interest  on  them  will  be  limited  obligations 
of  the  City  the  {)rincipal  of,  ()remium,  if  any.  and  interest  on  which  are  payable 
and  secured  solely  (except  for  bond  anticipation  notes)  by  a  pledge  of  the 
revenues  to  be  received  in  connection  with  the  financing  of  the  Facility  or  from 
any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  such  purpose.  Neither  the  Bonds 
of  any  series  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a 
charge  agaist  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning 
of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  neither  shall 
ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

(4)  Neither  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  nor  the  payments  of  the 
principal  of  and  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  of  any  series  will  be 
commingled  with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the 
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City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are 
deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  of  any  series  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this 
Ordinance.  The  transactions  provided  for  herein  do  not  constitute  any  physical 
public  betterment  or  improvement  or  the  acquisition  of  property  for  public  use  or 
the  purchase  of  equipment  for  public  use.  The  public  purposes  expressed  in  the 
Act  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  Ordinance  evidences  the  present 
intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  issue  and  sell,  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time  and  in  one  or  more 
series,  as  limited  obligations  of  the  City  and  not  upon  its  full  faith  and  credit,  its 
industrial  development  revenue  Bonds,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  Four  Hundred  Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($430,000),  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  and  pursuant  to  the  Act.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will 
be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  under  terms  and  conditions  approved  by  the 
Board  and  set  forth  in  a  Bond  Resolution,  and  used  by  the  Borrower  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  upon  the  effective  date  of  this 
Ordinance  the  Borrower  can  commence  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the 
issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  Bor- 
rower does  proceed  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  adoption  of  a 
Bond  Resolution  by  the  Board,  as  authorized  in  Section  5  below,  the  Borrower 
does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  ordained,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole  and  ab- 
solute discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  in  order  to  in- 
sure that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  state  laws  and  any  pend- 
ing or  future  federal  or  state  legislation,  whether  proposed  or  enacted,  which 
may  restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds,  and  (b)  issues  its 
bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  and  any  present  or  future  state  and  local 
laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  present  laws  or  any  such  pending  or 
future  legislation  or  any  future  local  laws,  to  finance  those  facilities  which  the 
City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  provide  the  greatest 
benefit  to  the  City. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  4,  therefore,  the  City  reserves  the 
right,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue 
the  Bonds,  (2)  issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  requested  by  the  Applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds,  (4)  delay  indefinitely  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  ac- 
tions deemed  necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  in  order  to 
insure  that  the  City  achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

In  addition,  present  law  limits  th'e  City's  ability  to  issue  bonds  by  imposing  a 
volume  limitation  in  the  amount  of  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  which 
may  be  issued  by  the  City  in  a  given  year.  Therefore,  the  City  reserves  the  right 
to  choose  to  issue  its  industrial  development  revenue  bonds  (within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act  and  any  present  or  future  State  and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than 
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the  Facility,  in  such  order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Act,  the  Board  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior 
to  the  issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds  (the  "Resolution"),  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  principal  amounts, 
form  or  forms,  interest  rate  or  rates,  maturity  or  maturities,  premiums,  if  any, 
terms,  provisions,  manner,  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated 
as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all 
other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  the  Financing  Agreement, 
(ii)  the  form  of  any  such  Financing  Agreement,  as  provided  in  the  Act,  and  (iii) 
such  provisions  in  any  such  Financing  Agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem 
reasonable  and  proper  for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds; 

(d)  if  necessary,  appoint  a  trustee,  bond  registrar  and  a  paying  agent  or  agents 
for  the  Bonds; 

(e)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  and  all  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City 
(other  than  customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under 
which  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
finance  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(f)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  of  any  series  and  the  in- 
terest on  them  are  limited  obligations  of  the  City  the  principal  of,  premium,  if 
any,  and  interest  on  which  are  payable  and  secured  solely  (except  for  bond  an- 
ticipation notes)  by  a  pledge  of  the  revenues  to  be  received  in  connection  with  the 
financing  of  the  Facility  or  from  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for 
such  purpose.  Neither  the  Bonds  of  any  series  nor  the  interest  thereon  shall  ever 
constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing 
powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision 
or  statutory  limitation  and  neither  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

Neither  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series  nor  the  payments  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  of  any  series  will  be  com- 
mingled with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the 
City,  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are 
deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  of  any  series  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this 
Ordinance.  The  transactions  provided  for  hereby  do  not  constitute  any  physical 
public  betterment  or  improvement  or  the  acquisition  of  property  for  public  use  or 
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the  purchase  of  equipment  for  public  use.  The  public  purposes  expressed  in  the 
Act  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility,  all  as  the 
Board  may  approve  by  the  Resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That,  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution 
by  the  Board,  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the 
Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  other  City  officials,  as  ap- 
propriate, may: 

(a)  assist  in  the  preparation  and  distribution,  in  conjunction  with  represent- 
atives of  the  Borrower  and  the  prospective  purchasers  of  or  underwriters  for  the 
Bonds  of  any  series,  both  a  preliminary  and  a  final  official  statement  in  connec- 
tion with  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  of  any  series,  if  such  preliminary  official  state- 
ment and  final  official  statement  are  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  for 
the  sale  of  the  Bonds  of  such  series,  provided,  however,  that  any  such 
preliminary  official  statement  shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject 
to  completion  and  amendment;  and 

(b)  execute  and  deliver  a  contract  or  contracts  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds  of  any  series  (or  any  portion  thereof)  in  form  and  content  satisfactory  to 
the  Mayor  of  the  City. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Borrower  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility,  if  any  are  re- 
quired, to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  for  ap- 
proval, and  that  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  may 
refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and  specifications  for  aesthetic  or  functional 
reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  in  order  to  achieve 
high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on  its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  by  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  by  his 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the  corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the 
Custodian  of  the  City  Seal,  by  his  manual  signature.  Any  Financing  Agreement 
or  other  documents  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary  to  effectuate  the  issuance, 
sale,  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  executed  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  on 
its  behalf  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  by  his  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  and  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  otherwise 
reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Custodian  of  the  City  Seal  by  his  manual 
signature.  In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  signature 
shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  aforesaid  documents  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  or  any  of  the  other  aforesaid 
documents,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until 
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delivery.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Director  of  Finance  of  the  City,  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  City  Seal,  and  other  officials  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  such  documents  and  cer- 
tificates as  the  Board  may  determine  by  resolution  to  be  necessary  to  carry  out 
and  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and  all  necessary  financing 
statements  required  for  the  consummation  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  this 
Ordinance  may  be  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  by 
the  Chief,  Bureau  of  Treasury  Management  of  the  City  or  by  such  other  ap- 
propriate official  of  the  City  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  ex- 
ecute such  financing  statements. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes.  Reference  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  an- 
ticipation notes  where  appropriate.  Prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  any 
series  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolu- 
tions, to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner,  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof; 

(c)  approve  (i)  the  pledge  or  assignment  by  the  City  of  any  of  the  security 
described  in  Section  6  of  this  Ordinance,  pursuant  to  a  Financing  Agreement,  (ii) 
the  form  of  any  such  Financing  Agreement,  as  provided  in  the  Act,  and  (iii)  such 
provisions  in  any  such  Financing  Agreement  as  the  Board  may  deem  reasonable 
and  proper  for  the  security  of  the  holders  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(d)  approve  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  any  documents  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  City  (other  than 
customary  financing  statements  and  closing  certificates),  under  which  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  will  be  made  available  to  the  Borrower  to 
financing  the  costs  of  the  completion  of  the  Facility;  and 

(e)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

The  City  hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant 
to  this  Section  of  this  Ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City 
hereby  further  covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as 
soon  as,  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The 
timely  issuance  of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within 
the  control  of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser 
or  purchasers  for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of 
the  Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the 
Borrower,  its  officers,  agents,  and  employees. 
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Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section,  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Ordinance  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Ordinance  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Ordinance  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  either  the  Bonds  or  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  pursuant  to  Section  11  of  this  Ordinance  in  anticipation  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  must  be  issued  and  sold  within  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City;  provided,  however, 
that  the  Board,  after  a  showing  of  good  cause  at  a  public  hearing  held  before  the 
Board  prior  to  or  after  the  expiration  of  such  six  month  period,  may  extend  the 
period  during  which  either  the  Bonds  or  such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be 
issued  and  sold  for  one  additional  term  not  to  exceed  six  months  from  the  date  on 
which  the  first  six  month  period  expired.  The  Board,  in  its  sole  discretion,  and 
without  action  by  the  City  Council,  shall  determine  the  sufficiency,  or  lack 
thereof,  of  the  reasons  presented  for  any  requested  extension  of  the  six  month 
period.  If  an  extension  is  granted,  notice  of  such  extension  and  the  reasons 
therefor  must  be  sent  to  the  City  Council.  To  the  extent  that  neither  the  Bonds 
nor  such  bond  anticipation  notes  are  issued  and  sold  within  twelve  months  from 
the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  is  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  the 
authority  provided  in  this  Ordinance  for  the  City  to  issue  and  sell  the  Bonds  and 
such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  expire. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  passage.

Baltimore  City  Charter  (1964  Revision  as  amended) 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
the  Comptroller  of  Baltimore  City  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  either 
public  or  private  sale  in  accordance  with  Article  V  (Section  5(b)  of  the  City 
Charter,  all  of  the  interest  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  and  to 
that  parcel  of  land  situate  in  Baltimore  Maryland,  described  on  Schedule  A  at- 
tached hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof.

CABLE  COMMUNICATIONS  SYSTEM 

FOR  the  purpose  of  granting  permission  and  authority  to  United  Cable  Televi- 
sion of  Baltimore,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation,  to  construct,  operate,  main- 
tain and  reconstruct  a  cable  communications  system  within  the  streets  and 
public  ways  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
permission  and  authority  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  granted  to  United  Cable 
Television  of  Baltimore,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation,  its  lawful  successors  and 
assigns,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Grantee",  to  construct,  operate,  maintain 
and  reconstruct,  at  its  own  expense,  a  cable  communications  system  in  and 
across  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  ways  of  the  City.  The  Grantee  shall  provide  a 
modern  and  uniform  City-wide  communications  system  to  the  residents  and  in- 
stitutions of  the  City,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the 
F>anchise  Agreement  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and 
Grantee  dated  as  of  November  29,  1984,  as  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time 
with  the  approval  of  the  City  and  Grantee,  which  Agreement  shall  be  appended 
hereto,  incorporated  herein,  and  made  a  part  hereof.  Additionally,  this  grant  per- 
mits the  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company  of  Maryland  ("C<S:P")  to 
lease  any  part  of  its  conduit  system  or  provide  pole  attachments  to  (irantee  for 
the  above-stated  purpose,  without  any  impairment  to  C&F's  existing  franchise 
rights  contained  in  Ordinance  No.  41,  approved  May  9,  1889.

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FRANCHISE  AGREEMENT 

This  Agreement,  made  and  entered  into  as  of  this  29th  day  of  November,  1984, 
by  and  between  the  MAYOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL  OF  BALTIMORE 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "City"),  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  and  UNITED  CABLE  TELEVISION  OF  BALTIMORE,  INC. 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Grantee),  a  Maryland  corporation  with  its  principal 
place  of  business  at  400  East  Pratt  Street,  Baltimore,  Maryland  21202. 

Whereas,  the  City  is  authorized  to  grant  one  or  more  non-exclusive,  revocable 
franchises  to  construct,  operate,  maintain  and  reconstruct  a  cable  communica- 
tions system  within  the  City; 

Whereas,  the  City  solicited  applications  for  such  a  franchise  on  a  competitive 
basis  and,  after  public  hearings  and  due  evaluation,  has  determined  that  it  is  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  its  residents  to  grant  a  franchise  to  Grantee;  and 

Whereas,  Grantee,  having  submitted  an  application  to  the  City,  desires  to  con- 
struct a  cable  communications  system  therein  and  agrees  to  be  bound  by  the  con- 
ditions hereinafter  set  forth; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  promises  and  covenants 
contained  herein,  the  parties,  intending  to  be  legally  bound  hereby,  mutually 
agree  as  follows: 

1.  GRANT. 

A.  Grantee  is  hereby  granted  for  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  sub- 
ject to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Franchise  Agreement  and  the  Franchise 
Grant  Ordinance,  the  right,  privilege  and  authority  to  construct,  operate,  main- 
tain and  reconstruct  a  cable  communications  system  within  the  streets,  alleys 
and  public  ways  of  the  City.  The  Grantee  shall  provide  a  modern  and  uniform 
City-wide  cable  communications  system  to  the  residents  and  institutions  of  the 
City  in  accordance  with  this  Franchise  Agreement. 

B.  The  franchise  granted  under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Agree- 
ment shall  be  consistent  with  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  and  other  applicable 
statutory  requirements,  all  of  which  are  incorporated  by  reference  as  if  fully  set 
forth  herein.  In  the  event  of  conflict  between  this  Agreement  and  the  terms  and 
conditions  on  which  the  City  can  grant  a  franchise,  the  Charter  and  any  such 
statutory  requirements  shall,  without  exception,  control. 

C.  The  franchise  shall  be  made  subject  to  the  Franchise  Grant  Ordinance 
and  other  ordinance  provisions  now  in  effect  or  hereafter  made  effective,  pro- 
vided that  future  ordinances  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  20 
hereof.  Nothing  in  this  Franchise  Agreement  shall  be  deemed  to  waive  the  re- 
quirements of  the  various  codes  and  ordinances  of  the  City  regarding  permits, 
fees  to  be  paid,  or  manner  of  construction,  in  accordance  with  Section  ll.L(lXa) 
herein. 

D.  For  the  purpose  of  operating  and  maintaining  a  cable  communications 
system  in  the  City,  the  Grantee  may  erect,  install,  construct,  repair,  replace, 
reconstruct,  and  retain  in,  on,  over,  under,  upon,  across,  and  along  the  public 
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streets,  alleys,  and  ways  within  the  City  such  wires,  cables,  conductors,  ducts, 
conduits,  vaults,  manholes,  amplifiers,  appliances,  pedestals,  attachments,  and 
other  property  and  equipment  as  are  necessary  and  appurtenant  to  the  operation 
of  the  cable  communications  system  in  conformance  with  the  City's  specifica- 
tions. Prior  to  construction  or  alteration,  however,  the  Grantee  shall  file  j)lans 
with  the  appropriate  City  agencies  and  utility  companies,  and  receive  written  ap- 
proval before  proceeding. 

2.  RIGHT  OF  CITY  TO  ISSUE  FRANCHISE.  Grantee  acknowledges  and  ac- 
cepts the  legal  right  of  the  City  to  issue  a  franchise  and  Grantee  agrees  that  it 
shall  not  now  or  at  any  time  hereafter  challenge  this  lawful  right  in  any  way,  in 
any  City,  State  or  Federal  court  or  governmental  agency. 

3.  EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  FRAXCHISE.  The  effective  date  of  the  franchise 
shall  be  the  date  of  passage  of  the  Franchise  Grant  Ordinance,  which  shall  incor- 
porate this  Franchise  Agreement. 

4.  TERM.  The  term  of  the  franchise  shall  be  twenty  (20)  years  from  the  effec- 
tive date,  unless  terminated  sooner  as  hereinafter  provided,  at  which  time  it  shall 
expire  and  be  of  no  force  and  effect.  Renewal  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Section 
19  hereof. 

5.  FRANCHISE  NOT  EXCLUSIVE.  This  franchise  shall  not  be  construed  as 
any  limitation  upon  the  right  of  the  City  to  grant  to  other  persons  rights, 
privileges  or  authorities  similar  to  the  rights,  privileges  and  authorities  herein 
set  forth,  in  the  same  or  other  streets,  alleys  or  public  ways  or  public  places.  The 
City  specifically  reserves  the  right  to  grant,  at  any  time  during  the  term  of  this 
Agreement  or  renewal  terms,  if  any,  such  additional  franchises  for  a  cable  com- 
munications system  as  it  deems  appropriate,  provided,  however,  that  such  addi- 
tional grants  shall  not  operate  to  materially  modify,  revoke  or  terminate  any 
rights  granted  herein  and  shall  be  upon  terms  and  conditions  substantially 
similar  to  those  contained  in  this  Franchise  Agreement. 

6.  CONTENTS  OF  AGREEMENT. 

A.  Documents.  The  following  documents  shall  be  attached  hereto  as  noted 
below,  incorporated  herein,  and  made  a  part  hereof: 

(1)  The  City's  Request  for  Proposals  and  Addenda  dated  January  26 
and  February  22,  1984  (Attachment  1  hereto); 

(2)  Grantee's  Application  for  Franchise  dated  March  28,  1984  and  Ad- 
denda, which  shall  include  its  transmittals  to  the  City  dated  April  19  and  May  10, 
1984  (Attachment  2  hereto);  and 

(3)  Grantee's  Schedule  of  Rates  and  Charges  (Attachment  3  hereto). 

B.  Conjhcts.  Any  conflicts  between  the  documents  noted  above  shall  be  re- 
solved, first,  in  favor  of  this  P>anchise  Agreement,  next,  in  favor  of  Grantee's 
Application  for  Franchise,  and.  finally,  in  favor  of  the  City's  Request  for  Pro- 
posals. In  the  event  that  this  Franchise  Agreement  is  silent  with  respect  to  any 
particular  issue,  and  there  is  a  conflict  between  the  remaining  documents  noted 
above,  such  conflict  shall  be  resolved,  first,  in  favor  of  Grantee's  Application  for 
Franchise  and  then  in  favor  of  the  Request  for  Proposals. 
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C.  Enforcement.  Any  representations  or  commitments  made  by  Grantee  in 
any  of  the  documents  comprising  this  Franchise  Agreement  shall  be  enforceable 
by  the  City  under  the  provisions  of  Section  26  hereof. 

7.  DEFINITIONS.  The  following  terms,  phrases  and  their  derivations  shall 
have  the  meaning  given  herein.  The  words  "shall"  or  "will"  are  mandatory,  and 
the  word  "may"  is  permissive.  Words  not  defined  herein  shall  be  as  defined  in 
Webster's  Unabridged  Dictionary  unless  such  words  possess  a  unique  meaning 
customary  to  the  cable  television  industry,  which  shall  be  Grantee's  burden  to 
prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City. 

A.  Addressable  -The  ability  to  receive  communications  only  at  reception 
points  authorized  to  receive  such  communications.  The  term  is  most  commonly 
used  with  respect  to  addressable  converters,  which  are  devices  at  the  subscriber 
location  that  perform  the  function  of  controlling  which  programming  is  allowed 
to  be  received  by  the  subscriber. 

B.  Additional  Service -Any  service  not  included  in  Basic  Cable  Service,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to.  Pay  Cable. 

C.  Agency  Subscriber- A  subscriber  who  receives  a  service  in  a  govern- 
ment or  public  agency,  school,  or  non-profit  organization. 

D.  Annual  Report -Any  report  to  be  provided  by  the  Grantee  to  the  City 
once  each  year.  Such  reports  shall  be  delivered  to  the  City  within  one  hundred 
twenty  (120)  calendar  days  of  the  end  of  each  year,  unless  otherwise  specified 
herein. 

E.  Application  for  Franchise -The  entirety  of  the  document  submitted  by 
Grantee  requesting  permission  to  construct  and  operate  a  cable  communications 
system  in  the  City,  including  all  supplements  and  additions  thereto,  as  set  forth 
in  Attachment  2  hereto. 

F.  FM  Audio  Service- Any  audio  service  provided  to  subscribers,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to,  the  retransmission  of  broadcast  radio  signals,  the 
retransmission  of  shortwave,  weather,  news,  time  and  other  similar  audio  broad- 
cast channels,  and  the  transmission  of  cablecast  radio  signals.  Such  services  may 
be  offered  as  separate  items. 

G.  Basic  Cable  Service -Shall  be  that  as  defined  by  Federal  law  or  regula- 
tion from  time  to  time, 

H.  Broadcast  Signal- A  television  or  radio  signal  that  is  transmitted  over 
the  air  intended  for  reception  by  members  of  the  general  public  in  accordance 
with  Federal  law  or  regulation. 

I.  Cable -A  signal  conducting  wire  or  optical  fibre. 

J.  Cable  Communications  System,  Cable  Television  System,  CAT\^ System 
or  System- A  system  of  antennas,  cables,  amplifiers,  towers,  microwave  links, 
satellite  earth  stations,  cablecasting  facilities,  computers,  and/or  any  other  con- 
ductors, converters,  equipment  or  facilities,  designed  and  constructed  for  the 
primary  purpose  of  distributing  and  maintaining  video,  audio  and  data  program- 
ming and  other  signals  to  and  from  subscribers. 
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K.  Cablecast  Signal -A  nonbroadcast  signal  that  originates  within  the 
facilities  of  the  cable  communications  system. 

L.  Cable  Mile -Linear  mile  of  cable  bearing  messenger  strand  as  measured 
on  the  street  or  easement  from  pole  to  pole,  or  underground  from  pedestal  to 
pedestal,  regardless  of  the  number  of  signal  carrying  conductors  running  in 
parallel  along  that  messenger  or  running  together  underground. 

M.  Channel -Means  that  bandwidth,  typically,  but  not  necessarily  six 
megahertz  (6  MHz),  which  is  capable  of  carrying  either  one  full  resolution  stand- 
ard television  signal,  a  number  of  audio,  digital  or  other  non-video  signals,  or 
some  combination  of  such  signals.  Multiple  channels  may  be  used  to  carry  one 
high  definition  television  signal. 

N.  City -The  City  of  Baltimore,  acting  through  its  officially  authorized 
bodies,  including  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Estimates,  the  City  Council,  and  any 
designated  City  agencies  or  functionaries. 

0.  Commencement  of  Construction -The  time  and  date  when  construction 
of  the  cable  communications  system  is  considered  to  have  commenced,  which 
shall  be  when  the  first  strand  is  attached  to  poles  or  cable  placed  underground. 

P.  Commercial  Use  Channel- Any  channel,  including  those  portions  of 
channels  not  in  use  by  their  designated  programmers,  available  to  third-party 
licensees  upon  such  terms,  conditions  and  rates  as  may  be  negotiated  between 
licensee  and  Grantee. 

Q.  Commercial  Subscriber- A  subscriber  who  receives  a  service  in  a  place 
of  business. 

R.  Contractor -The  Grantee  or  any  contractor  or  subcontractor  who  con- 
tracts with  the  Grantee  for  construction  work. 

S.  Converter- An  electronic  device  which  converts  electronic  signals  from 
one  form  to  another.  Most  commonly  used  to  refer  to  the  device  attached  to 
subscriber  television  receivers  to  tune  in  cable  television  channels  and  show  them 
on  the  subscriber's  television  receiver. 

T.  Date  of  Passage  of  Franchise  Grant  Ordinance -The  date  upon  which 
the  Mayor  executes  the  Franchise  Grant  Ordinance  or  such  date  as  the  Franchise 
Grant  Ordinance  otherwise  becomes  effective. 

U.  Doumlink -  AntennsJ^e)  and  associated  electronics  that  receive  signals 
from  communications  satellites  and  insert  those  signals  on  a  cable  television 
system. 

V.  Doumstream-S'ign'dh  originating  at  the  headend  or  at  hubs  and 
transmitted  down  the  cable  to  subscribers. 

VV.  Earth  S/a/zon— Downlink  or  uplink  equipment  used  to  receive  signals 
from  or  transmit  signals  to  a  communications  satellite. 

X.  Educational  Usage-Puhhc  usage  of  the  cable  communications  system 
specifically  for  educational  purposes. 

Y.  FCC- Federal  Communications  Commission. 
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Z.  Force  Majeure- Any  delays  caused  by  reason  of  (1)  civil  commotion;  (2) 
riots;  (3)  acts  of  God,  such  as  floods,  earthquakes,  or  hurricanes;  (4)  strikes,  labor 
disputes  or  any  material  shortages  not  within  the  reasonable  control  of  Grantee; 
and  (5)  any  other  factors  beyond  the  reasonable  control  of  and  not  reasonably 
foreseeable  by  the  party  affected. 

AA.  Franchise -The  non-exclusive  rights  granted  pursuant  to  the  Fran- 
chise Grant  Ordinance  and  this  Franchise  Agreement  to  construct  and  operate  a 
cable  communications  system  along  the  public  streets,  alleys  and  ways  within  the 
City.  Any  such  authorization,  in  whatever  form  granted,  shall  not  mean  and  shall 
not  include  any  license  or  permit  required  for  the  privilege  of  transacting  and 
carrying  on  a  business  within  the  City  as  required  by  other  ordinances  and  laws 
of  the  City. 

AB.  Franchise  Fee -The  lawful  payment  due  the  City  in  consideration  for 
the  grant  of  a  franchise  and  the  continued  use  of  the  public  ways. 

AC.  Franchise  Grant  Ordinance -The  ordinance  granting  a  franchise  to 
Grantee  and  incorporating  all  terms  and  conditions  applicable  to  the  franchise. 

AD.  Government  Programming  Fa£ility -The  primary  studio  and 
associated  equipment  under  the  control  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  used  primarily 
to  produce  programming  and  to  manage  cable  communications  allocated  to  the 
City  for  government  usage. 

AE.  Government  f/sagre- Utilization  of  the  cable  communications  system 
by  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  its  authorized  departments  and  agencies. 

AF.  Grantee -United  Cable  Television  of  Baltimore,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  cor- 
poration, or  its  lawful  successors,  transferees  or  assignees. 

AG.  Gross  Annual  Revenu£s -The  annual  gross  revenues  received  by  the 
Grantee  and  any  affiliated  channel  lessee  providing  pay  cable  services  from  the 
operations  of  the  cable  communications  system,  excluding  revenues  received  by 
the  Grantee  from  competitive  institutional  services  and  any  sales,  excise  or  other 
taxes  collected  for  direct  pass- through  to  local,  state  or  federal  government. 

AH.  Headend-The  facility,  including  antennas  and  associated  electronics, 
receiving  programming  and  other  services  and  feeding  those  services  as  in- 
dividual channels  into  the  cable  television  distribution  network. 

AI.  Hub- An  electronic  distribution  center  that  receives  signals  from  the 
headend  and  then  distributes  those  signals  to  subscribers  in  its  area,  usually 
called  a  "Hub  Service  Area."  Hubs  are  also  called  "Sub  Headends." 

AJ.  Initial  Service  Area-The  area  of  the  City  which  will  receive  service 
initially,  as  set  forth  in  this  Franchise  Agreement. 

AK.  Initiation  of  Service -The  time  and  date  when  sufficient  distribution 
facilities  have  been  installed  and  made  fully  operational  so  as  permit  the  offering 
of  full  service  to  at  least  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  dwelling  units  located  within 
the  service  area. 

AL.  Installation -The  physical  connection  of  the  system  from  feeder  cable 
to  subscribers'  converters  or  terminals,  and  the  provision  of  service. 
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AM.  Institutional  Network- A  bi-directional  communications  network 
designed  principally  for  the  provision  of  non-entertainment  services  to 
businesses,  schools,  public  agencies  and  other  for-profit  and  non-profit  organiza- 
tions for  use  in  connection  with  ongoing  operations  of  such  business  and 
organizations.  The  network  may  be  a  separate  system,  a  portion  of  the  residen- 
tial system,  or  a  combination  thereof,  and  may  be  operated  by  a  separate  entity 
in  which  Grantee  has  a  direct  ownership  interest,  provided,  however,  that  such 
entity  must  agree  in  writing  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  this  Franchise  Agree- 
ment. 

AN.  Institutional  Sei^vices- Services  delivered  by  way  of  the  Institutional 
Network. 

*  AO.  Institutional  Subscriber- A  place  of  business  or  other  individual  or 
organization  receiving  or  originating  services  on  the  Institutional  Network. 

AP.  Interactive -The  ability  of  a  subscriber  or  a  subscriber  terminal  device 
to  respond  to  information  provided  over  the  cable  system  by  use  of  either  the 
downstream  or  the  upstream  portion  of  a  two-way  system  or  by  other  means. 

AQ.  Interconnect -The  electronic  connection  of  two  or  more  different  cable 
communications  systems  for  the  purpose  of  sharing  programming  or  other 
signals. 

AR.  Local  Origination  Channel- Any  channel  where  the  Grantee  is  the 
primary  designated  programmer. 

AS.  Messenger- A  steel  support  wire  strung  between  utility  poles,  to 
which  signal-carrying  cables  are  attached.  Messenger  is  also  referred  to  as 
strand. 

AT.  Minority -Bhck  Americans,  Hispanic  Americans,  Asian  Americans, 
American  Indians,  American  Eskimos,  and  American  Aleuts. 

AU.  Monitoring -The  observing  of  a  communications  signal,  or  the 
absence  of  a  signal,  where  the  observer  is  not  the  subscriber,  whether  the  signal 
is  observed  by  visual  or  electronic  means,  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  provided 
monitoring  shall  not  include  systemwide  sweeps  for  purposes  of  verifying  system 
integrity,  investigating  theft  of  services,  controlling  return  path  transmissions, 
billing  for  services,  or  any  other  monitoring  or  tests  necessary  to  diagnose, 
repair  or  operate  the  cable  system  in  accordance  with  the  parameters  set  forth 
herein. 

AV.  Narrowcasting -The  transmission  of  programming  to  a  small,  specific 
audience.  For  example,  the  distribution  of  continuing  education  of  doctors,  or  the 
use  of  the  Institutional  Network  for  teleconferencing. 

AW.  Non-Broadcast  Signal- A  signal  that  is  transmitted  by  a  cable  com- 
munications system  and  that  is  not  involved  in  an  over-the-air  broadcast 
transmission  path. 

AX.  Open  Channel-  Any  channel  that  can  be  received  by  all  subscribers  to 
Basic  Cable  Service. 

AY.  Package- A  group  of  services  or  channels  sold  together  for  a  set 
monthlv  fee. 
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AZ.  Pay  Cable  or  Pay  Television -The  delivery  to  subscribers,  over  the 
cable  communications  system,  of  programming  or  signals  for  a  fee  or  charge  in 
addition  to  the  charge  for  Basic  Television  Service,  on  a  per  program,  per  chan- 
nel or  other  subscription  basis. 

BA.  Penetration -The  result  expressed  in  percentage  obtained  by  dividing 
the  total  number  of  dwelling  units  in  the  franchise  area  into  the  number  of 
subscribers  receiving  a  service. 

BB.  Person -An  individual,  partnership,  association,  organization,  cor- 
poration or  any  lawful  successor,  transferee  or  assignee  of  said  individual,  part- 
nership, association,  organization  or  corporation. 

BC.  Private  Channel  or  Closed  Circuit  Channel- Any  channel  which  is 
available  only  to  subscribers  who  are  provided  with  special  converters,  terminal 
equipment  or  access  codes  to  receive  signals  on  that  channel. 

BD.  Programmer-  Any  person  or  entity  who  or  which  originates,  produces 
or  otherwise  provides  program  material  or  information  for  transmission  by 
video,  audio,  digital,  or  other  signals,  either  live  or  from  recorded  storage  media, 
to  subscribers,  by  means  of  the  cable  communications  system. 

BE.  Programming  -  Any  material  or  information  transmitted  by  video, 
audio,  digital  or  other  signals,  either  live  or  from  recorded  storage  media,  to 
subscribers,  by  means  of  the  cable  communications  system. 

BF.  Public  [/sagre- Utilization  of  the  cable  communications  system  by  any 
of  a  broad  range  of  public  agencies,  non-profit  institutions  or  organizations,  or  by 
individuals  for  non-profit  purposes. 

BG.  Public  Use  Grant -The  payment  due  to  the  City  or  any  other  entity 
designated  by  the  City  to  support  public  usage  of  the  system  as  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion 14  hereof. 

BH.  Resident- Any  person  residing  in  the  City  or  as  otherwise  defined  by 
applicable  law. 

BI.  Residential  Network -The  portion  of  the  cable  communications  system 
providing  services  primarily  to  subscribers  in  their  dwelling  units. 

BJ.  Residential  Service- Any  service  delivered  by  the  cable  communica- 
tions system  principally  to  subscribers  in  their  dwelling  units. 

BK.  Requ£st  for  Proposals.  The  document  released  by  the  City  soliciting 
proposals  to  construct  and  operate  a  cable  communications  system  within  the 
City,  including  all  Addenda  and  supplemental  requests  for  information  sent  to 
Grantee,  as  set  forth  in  Attachment  1  hereto. 

BL.  School- Any  duly-accredited  non-profit  educational  institution,  in- 
cluding primary  and  secondary  schools,  colleges  and  universities,  both  public  and 
private. 

BM.  Service  Area-The  entire  geographic  area  within  the  City. 

BN.  State -The  State  of  Maryland. 
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BO.  Status  Monitoi'ing -The  electronic  monitoring  of  the  operation  of  the 
cable  communications  system  in  order  to  detect  system  technical  problems. 

BP.  Strand-The  wires  attached  to  utility  poles  used  to  support  optical 
fibers,  coaxial  and  any  other  cables  used  to  distribute  signals  throughout  the 
service  area. 

BQ.  Street -Esich  of  the  following  which  have  been  dedicated  to  the  public 
or  hereafter  dedicated  to  the  public  and  maintained  under  public  authority  or  by 
others  and  located  within  the  City  limits:  streets,  roadways,  highways,  avenues, 
lanes,  alleys,  sidewalks,  easements,  ducts  and  conduits  (subject  to  a  mutually 
satisfactory  agreement),  rights-of-way  and  similar  public  ways  and  extensions 
and  additions  thereto,  together  with  such  other  public  property  and  areas  that 
the  City  shall  permit  to  be  included  within  the  definition  of  street  from  time  to 
time. 

BR.  Subscriber -Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  other  entity  who  or 
which  elects  to  subscribe  to,  for  any  purpose,  and  is  lawfully  receiving,  a  service 
provided  by  the  Grantee  by  means  of  or  in  connection  with  the  cable  communica- 
tions system. 

BS.  Substantially  Completed -With  respect  to  the  residential  network,  the 
completion  by  the  Grantee  of  installation  and  operation  of  sufficient  distribution 
facilities  so  as  to  permit  the  offering  of  all  residential  services  to  at  least  ninety- 
five  (95%)  of  the  dwelling  units  in  the  service  area,  and,  with  respect  to  the  in- 
stitutional network,  installation  of  ninety-five  percent  (95%)  of  the  trunk  lines 
for  the  institutional  network  proposed  by  Grantee  in  its  Application  for  Fran- 
chise. 

BT.  Tapping -The  observing  of  a  communications  signal,  where  the 
observer  is  not  a  communicating  party,  whether  the  signal  is  observed  by  visual 
or  electronic  means,  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  without  specific  written  per- 
mission from  the  communicating  parties  to  conduct  such  observance,  except 
where  necessary  for  status  monitoring,  tests  for  theft  of  service,  and  other 
system  tests. 

BU.  Teletext -The  transmission  of  a  group  of  pages  of  textual  and/or 
graphic  information  downstream  through  a  cable  system  in  a  repetitive  sequence 
in  such  a  manner  that  teletext  decoders  at  subscriber  locations  can  obtain  and 
display  any  such  material. 

BV.  Tier- An  individual  package  of  services  separately  offered  and 
separately  priced  to  subscribers  by  the  Grantee  at  an  established  rate. 

BW.  Two-way -The  transmission  of  signals  through  a  cable  communica- 
tions system  both  from  the  headend  downstream  to  subscribers  and  from  the 
subscribers  upstream  to  the  headend. 

BX.  Uplink  -  Antenns^e)  and  associated  electronics  that  transmit  signals 
from  an  earth  station  to  a  communications  satellite. 

BV.  rpstreant -The  transmission  of  signals  through  the  cal)le  communica- 
tions system  from  subscribers  to  the  headend. 
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BZ.  Videotex  or  Viewdata -The  interaction  of  a  two-way  subscriber  ter- 
minal with  a  data  base  of  information  so  that  the  subscriber  can  request  specific 
pages  of  information  or  other  data. 

CA.  year- Twelve  (12)  consecutive  months. 

8.  SERVICE  AREA. 

A.  The  service  area  shall  include  the  entire  City  of  Baltimore.  All  dwelling 
units  and  all  structures  provided  with  wireline  telephone  service  shall  be  offered 
service  on  the  cable  system  at  equal  and  nondiscriminatory  installation  charges 
and  monthly  rates  throughout  the  term  of  the  franchise,  provided,  however,  that 
Grantee  may  offer  discounts  from  time  to  time  consistent  with  marketing  promo- 
tions and  all  of  the  provisions  of  Section  B.2.C.  of  Grantee's  Application  for  Fran- 
chise. 

B.  All  City,  State  and  Federal  facilities,  non-profit  educational  institutions, 
hospitals  and  multi-purpose  community  centers  shall  be  provided  access  to  a  full 
range  of  institutional  services,  with  rates  for  such  services  to  be  negotiated.  Ac- 
cess to  institutional  services  is  defined  as  connection  to  the  cable  system,  pro- 
viding the  capability  to  transmit  and/or  receive  signals  of  any  type  with  the  addi- 
tion of  appropriate  interface  and  modulator/demodulator  (modem)  equipment. 

C.  Subsequent  to  the  availability  of  service  on  the  institutional  network, 
the  following  nine  (9)  public  institutions  shall  be  provided  with  ground  level  in- 
stitutional network  drops  free  of  charge  at  such  time  as  the  City  so  designates  in 
writing  to  Grantee:  Convention  Center,  1  West  Pratt  Street;  City  Council,  100 
North  Holliday  Street,  Government  Programming  Center  (location  to  be  deter- 
mined); Fire  Department  Headquarters,  410  East  Lexington  Street;  Housing  & 
Community  Development,  Saratoga  Street  Annex,  222  East  Saratoga  Street; 
Mayor's  Office  of  Telecommunications,  111  North  Calvert  Street;  Police  Head- 
quarters, 601  East  Fayette  Street;  Municipal  Building,  200  North  Holliday 
Street;  Enoch  Pratt  Free  Library,  Central  Library,  400  Cathedral  Street.  In  ad- 
dition. Grantee  shall  establish  an  installation  fund  pool  of  $150,000  against  which 
drop  installations  to  institutions  specified  by  the  City  may  be  credited  at  cost  as 
defined  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Once  this  credit  pool  is  ex- 
hausted, all  drop  installations  shall  be  at  cost  as  defined  by  generally  accepted  ac- 
counting principles.  All  private  schools  and  colleges  shall  be  provided  with  drop 
installations  at  cost  as  defined  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  In- 
ternal wiring  for  all  institutions  shall  be  installed  at  cost  as  defined  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles. 

D.  During  the  first  year  after  initiation  of  service,  the  Grantee  shall  pro- 
vide a  connection  of  its  full  system  to  the  City's  primary  Government  Program- 
ming Facility,  as  designated  by  the  City.  If  the  City  selects  a  site  beyond 
Grantee's  first  year  build  area.  Grantee  shall  permit  the  City  to  use  Grantee's 
studio  and  monitoring  facilities  at  its  headquarters  without  charge  until  the 
system  construction  reaches  the  Government  Programming  Facility.  This  con- 
nection shall  allow  for  the  reception  of  all  cable  services  offered  by  Grantee  and 
transmission  from  the  Facility  into  the  full  cable  system  as  sections  of  it  are  ac- 
tivated'. This  connection  shall  also  allow  for  the  monitoring  of  all  programming 
provided  on  the  residential  network. 
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9.  LOCATION  OF  FACILITIES  AND  PERSONNEL.  All  facilities  under 
Grantee's  control  or  utilized  as  part  of  the  construction  and  operations  of  the 
cable  communications  system  shall  be  located  within  the  service  area,  except 
where  such  location  would  prevent  Grantee  from  meeting  those  system  technical 
standards  required  by  Section  10. K  hereof.  In  any  case,  Grantee's  system  office 
facilities  and  headquarters  shall  be  located  within  the  service  area  and  shall  be 
staffed  by  an  officer  of  the  Grantee  with  full  decision-making  authority  over  the 
day-to-day  operations  of  the  system. 

10.  SYSTEM  DESIGN  AND  CAPACITY. 

A.  System  Configuration.  The  cable  communications  system  shall  initially 
consist  of  two  interconnected  networks,  a  residential  network  and  an  institu- 
tional network.  Both  networks  shall  provide  bi-directional  communications 
capability  in  their  initial  configurations.  The  residential  network  shall  have  a 
capacity  of  500  megahertz,  including  the  FM  band,  to  subscribers  downstream 
and  25  megahertz  from  subscribers  upstream,  some  of  which  capacity  may  be 
utilized  for  system  monitoring  functions  to  the  extent  it  is  not  needed  to  provide 
subscriber  services.  The  institutional  network  shall  have  a  bandwidth  capacity  of 
475  megahertz,  306  megahertz  to  subscribers  downstream  and  169  megahertz 
from  subscribers  upstream,  as  set  forth  in  Attachment  2-71.3  of  Grantee's  Ap- 
plication for  Franchise,  with  the  ability  to  carry  video  and  narrowband  sub- 
channels for  data  and  voice  transmission.  The  institutional  network  shall  have 
the  capacity  to  accommodate  a  broad  range  of  services,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  teleconferencing,  point-to-point  and  point-to-multipoint  transmission,  polling, 
and  interconnection  to  other  communications  networks.  The  Grantee  shall  deter- 
mine, at  its  sole  discretion,  the  time  of  activation  and  the  number  and  types  of  in- 
stitutional services  that  will  be  offered,  based  upon  the  financial  viability  of  such 
services  and  the  legal  and  regulatory  environment. 

B.  Addressable  Capability.  The  system  shall  have  two-way  addressable 
capability  on  both  networks  and  the  means  for  users  to  acquire  signal  security  for 
selected  channels  and  subchannels  through  techniques  such  as  signal  scrambling 
or  encoding.  The  addressable  features  shall  be  activated  at  the  time  service  is 
provided. 

C.  Satellite  Earth  Stations.  The  initial  system  configuration  shall  include 
satellite  earth  station  capability  to  receive  signals  simultaneously  from  ail  opera- 
tional U.S.  domestic  satellites  carrying  at  least  four  (4)  non-duplicated  cable 
entertainment  services,  as  described  on  Form  C.7.3.2  of  Grantee's  Application 
for  Franchise. 

D.  Stand-by  Power.  The  cable  communications  system  shall  be  initially  built 
with  generators  and  other  necessary  equipment  to  support  stand-by  operations 
for  a  minimum  of  three  (3)  hours. 

E.  Autojnatic  Status  Monitoring.  Automatic  system  status  monitoring 
shall  he  provided  in  the  system's  initial  configuration. 

F.  Xarrou'casting.  Narrowcasting  capability  shall  be  provided. 

G.  Satellite  Uplink.  Access  to  a  satellite  uplink  facility  shall  be  provided  no 
later  than  three  (3)  years  after  the  effective  date  of  the  franchise. 
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H.  Frequency  Availability.  Grantee  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  assure  fre- 
quency availability  for  frequencies  to  be  used  on  the  cable  communications 
system.  In  that  regard,  Grantee  shall,  at  all  times  during  the  term  of  the  fran- 
chise, comply  with  all  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission  regarding  frequency  usage  and  cable  television  system 
requirements. 

I.  Cablecasting  Facilities.  Grantee  shall  provide  the  following  cablecasting 
facilities  within  the  time  periods  listed: 

(1)  Within  three  (3)  years  of  the  commencement  of  construction,  one  (1) 
local  origination  cablecasting  studio,  equipped  and  staffed  at  least  as  committed 
in  Grantee's  Application  for  Franchise,  including  three  (3)  portable  production 
units,  also  available  for  access  and  community  programming; 

(2)  Within  three  (3)  years  of  the  commencement  of  construction,  one  (1) 
mobile  studio  van,  with  electronic  field  production,  direct  microwave  links,  if 
technically  practicable,  and  editing  facilities,  available  for  local  origination,  ac- 
cess and  City  emergency  use,  and,  when  the  need  can  be  mutually  agreed  upon 
by  the  City  and  Grantee,  a  second  such  van; 

J.  Technical  Standards.  Grantee  shall,  at  all  times  during  the  term  of  this 
franchise,  comply  at  least  with  the  minimum  technical  standards  required  by  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission. 

11.  CONSTRUCTION  AND  PROVISION  OF  SERVICE. 

A.  Coyistruction  Schedule.  Grantee  shall  have  one  hundred  eighty  (180) 
days  from  the  effective  date  of  the  franchise  to  obtain  permits  and  pole  attach- 
ment, locate,  inspection,  make-ready,  and  conduit  use  agreements  necessary  to 
allow  Grantee  to  commence  construction  of  the  Cable  Communication  systems 
pursuant  to  Section  ll.D  hereof.  The  cable  communications  system  shall  be  com- 
pleted and  services  offered  to  all  residents  and  institutions  capable  of  being 
passed  in,  on,  over,  under,  upon,  across  and  along  the  public  streets,  alleys  and 
ways  not  later  than  four  (4)  years  after  commencement  of  construction.  Grantee 
shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  complete  and  offer  service  on  five  percent  (5%)  of  the 
system  by  the  end  of  the  first  construction  year,  thirty-five  percent  (35%)  by  the 
end  of  the  second  construction  year,  and  seventy  percent  (70%)  by  the  end  of  the 
third  construction  year. 

B.  Right  of  Inspection.  The  City  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  have  the  right  to 
inspect  all  construction  and  installation  work  performed  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Franchise  Agreement  and  to  make  such  tests  as  it  shall  find  necessary  to 
ensure  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  Agreement  and  other  pertinent  provi- 
sions of  law,  provided,  however,  that  the  City  shall  be  permitted  to  charge 
Grantee  its  usual  and  customary  fees  for  the  inspection  of  construction  in  the 
streets  and  provided,  further,  that  such  inspection  and  tests  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  provision  of  subscriber  services.  Any  delays  in  construction  due  to  said 
inspections  shall  not  be  reason  for  default. 

C.  Detailed  Plan.  Forty-five  (45)  days  prior  to  commencement  of  construc- 
tion, the  Grantee  shall  provide  to  the  City  a  detailed  construction  plan  for  the 
first  construction  year  and  a  general  plan  for  subsequent  construction  years,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  ninety  (90)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  each  sub- 
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sequent  construction  year,  Grantee  shall  provide  to  the  City  a  detailed  construc- 
tion plan  for  the  upcoming  year,  indicating  schedule,  area  construction  maps, 
test  plan,  and  projected  dates  for  offering  service.  Grantee  shall  update  this  in- 
formation on  a  quarterly  basis,  by  the  tenth  day  of  each  subsequent  quarter  for 
the  duration  of  the  construction  period,  showing  specifically  whether  schedules 
are  being  met  and  the  reasons  for  any  delay. 

D.  Construction  Starting  Date.  Notwithstanding  Section  ll.A  of  this 
Agreement,  Grantee  shall  commence  construction  not  later  than  (9)  months  after 
the  effective  date  of  the  franchise.  Prior  to  commencement  of  construction. 
Grantee  shall  advise  the  City  in  writing  on  a  monthly  basis,  by  the  tenth  working 
day  of  each  month,  of  its  progress  toward  commencement  of  construction. 

E.  Construction  Delays.  Grantee  shall  adhere  to  the  construction  schedule 
set  forth  herein.  In  the  event  that  there  are  delays  caused  solely  by  cir- 
cumstances beyond  Grantee's  reasonable  operational  or  economic  control  (in- 
cluding the  unavailability  to  Grantee  of  access  to  conduits  and  pole  attachments 
on  operationally  and  economically  reasonable  terms  and  conditions),  which  shall 
be  Grantee's  burden  to  prove  to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of  the  City,  the  City 
shall  provide  Grantee  with  time  extensions,  as  the  City  deems  reasonable  under 
the  circumstancs.  Should  any  such  delay  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  such 
delays  arising  from  the  unavailability  to  Grantee  of  access  to  conduits  and  pole 
attachments  on  reasonable  terms  and  conditions)  continue  for  a  period  of  twenty- 
four  (24)  months  (or  such  shorter  period  if  Grantee  advises  the  City  in  writing 
that  an  apparently  irreconcilable  impasse  exists  with  respect  to  access  to  con- 
duits and  pole  attachments),  then  the  City  and  Grantee  shall,  within  seven  (7) 
days,  meet  in  good  faith  for  the  purpose  of  negotiating  a  mutually  agreeable  solu- 
tion on  economically  feasible  terms.  If,  after  ten  (10)  days,  or  such  longer  period 
as  the  City  and  Grantee  may  mutually  agree  upon,  the  City  and  Grantee  are 
unable  to  agree  on  a  solution,  then  they  shall,  within  ten  (10)  days  thereafter, 
jointly  select  a  third  person,  who  shall  be  a  recognized  expert  in  cable  television 
and  whose  fees  and  expenses  shall  be  shared  equally  by  the  City  and  Grantee. 
The  expert,  the  City  and  Grantee  shall  confer  on  the  matter,  and  a  decision  of  a 
majority  of  these  three  shall  be  reached  in  fifteen  (15)  days,  or  such  longer  period 
as  the  City  and  Grantee  may  mutually  agree  upon,  and  shall  be  conclusive  and 
binding  on  all  parties.  Time  extensions  shall  automatically  be  granted  for  the 
period  required  to  arrive  at  a  solution  and  for  such  additional  period  as  is 
reasonably  appropriate  to  implement  the  solution. 

F.  Prequalification  for  Construction  Work.  It  shall  be  Grantee's  respon- 
sibility to  ensure  that  all  contractors  (including  Grantee,  if  it  shall  perform  con- 
struction work)  and  subcontractors  doing  construction  work  in  excess  of  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  in  performance  of  Franchise  Agreement  re- 
quirements shall  be  prequalified  annually  with  the  City.  All  applicants  for  pre- 
qualification shall  submit:  (1)  a  Contractor's  Application,  (2)  a  Contractor's 
Financial  Statement,  under  oath,  (3)  an  Experience  Questionnaire,  and  (4)  an  Af- 
firmative Action  Plan.  These  forms  will  be  furnished  by  the  City  upon  request. 
They  must  be  filed  with  the  City  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date 
work  is  to  commence.  Prequalification  will  be  based  on  the  information  supplied 
by  the  contractor  on  the  forms  listed  above.  A  qualified  contractor  is  one  whose 
financial  rating  and  classification  have  been  determined  by  the  City,  as  ratified 
and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  in  accordance  with  the  City  rules  for 
qualification  of  contractors. 
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G.  Provision  of  Service.  Ninety  (90)  days  after  service  has  been  established 
by  activating  trunk  and  feeder  cables  for  any  area,  Grantee  shall  provide  service 
to  any  requesting  subscriber  in  that  area  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  of 
request,  provided,  however,  that  any  such  requesting  subscriber  is  capable  of  be- 
ing served  by  cable  in,  on,  over,  under,  upon,  across,  and  along  the  public  streets, 
alleys  and  ways. 

H.  Service  to  Multiple  Family  Dwelling  Units.  Grantee  shall  offer  the  in- 
dividual units  of  a  multiple  family  dwelling  unit,  as  that  term  is  defined  by  ap- 
propriate City  Ordinances,  all  services  offered  to  other  dwelling  units  within  the 
City,  provided,  however,  that  any  such  unit  is  passed  by  activated  cable  in,  on, 
over,  under,  upon,  across,  and  along  the  public  streets,  alleys  and  ways,  and  that 
Grantee  has  legal  access  to  said  unit. 

I.  Under  grounding  of  Cable.  Cables  shall  be  installed  underground  at 
Grantee's  cost  where  all  existing  utilities  are  already  underground.  Previously  in- 
stalled aerial  cable  shall  be  undergrounded  in  concert,  and  on  a  cost-sharing 
basis,  with  affected  utilities,  when  such  utilities  may  convert  from  aerial  to 
underground  construction,  provided,  however,  that  Grantee  is  given  reasonable 
prior  notice  of  such  undergrounding. 

J.  New  Development  Undergrounding.  In  cases  of  new  construction  or 
property  development  where  utilities  are  to  be  placed  underground,  the 
developer  or  property  owner  shall  give  Grantee  reasonable  notice  of  not  less  than 
fifteen  (15)  working  days  prior  to  such  construction  or  development,  and  of  the 
particular  date  on  which  open  trenching  will  be  available  for  Grantee's  installa- 
tion of  conduit,  pedestals  and/or  vaults,  and  laterals,  all  of  which  shall  be  pro- 
vided at  Grantee's  expense.  Grantee  shall  also  provide  specifications  as  needed 
for  trenching.  Costs  of  trenching  and  easements  required  to  bring  service  to  the 
development  shall  be  borne  by  the  developer  or  property  owner;  except  that,  if 
Grantee  fails  to  install  its  conduit,  pedestals  and/or  vaults,  and  laterals  within 
five  (5)  working  days  of  the  date  the  trenches  are  available,  as  designated  in  the 
notice  given  by  the  developer  or  property  owner,  then,  should  the  trenches  be 
closed  after  the  five-day  period,  the  cost  of  new  trenching  shall  be  borne  by 
Grantee.  Except  for  the  notice  of  the  particular  date  on  which  trenching  will  be 
available  to  Grantee,  any  notice  provided  to  Grantee  by  the  City  of  a  preliminary 
plat  request  shall  satisfy  the  requirement  of  reasonable  notice  if  sent  to  the  local 
general  manager  or  system  engineer  of  Grantee  prior  to  approval  of  the 
preliminary  plat  request. 

K.  Street  Occupany. 

(1)  Utilization  of  Poles.  Grantee  shall  utilize  existing  poles,  conduits 
and  other  facilities  whenever  possible,  and  shall  not  construct  or  install  any  new, 
different,  or  additional  poles,  conduits,  or  other  facilities,  whether  on  public 
property  or  on  privately-owned  property,  until  the  written  approval  of  the  City  is 
obtained,  which  approval  shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld.  No  location  of  any 
pole  or  wire  holding  structure  of  the  Grantee  shall  be  a  vested  interest  or  a  fix- 
ture of  the  Grantee  and  such  poles  or  structures  shall  be  removed  or  modified  by 
the  Grantee  at  its  own  expense  whenever  the  City  determines  that  the  public 
convenience  would  be  enhanced  thereby. 
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(2)  Notification  of  City.  Grantee  shall  notify  the  City  in  writing  at  least 
ten  (10)  working  days  prior  to  the  intention  of  the  Grantee  to  commence  any 
underground  construction  in  any  streets.  The  City  shall  cooperate  with  the 
Grantee  and  use  its  best  efforts  in  granting  any  permits  required,  providing  such 
grant  and  subsequent  construction  by  the  Grantee  shall  not  unduly  interfere  with 
the  use  of  such  streets  and  that  proposed  construction  shall  be  done  in  accord- 
ance with  the  pertinent  provisions  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City.  Grantee  shall 
have  the  right  to  utilize  the  "Back  of  Sidewalk,"  "Rock  Saw"  or  "Lip-of-Gutter" 
construction  techniques  as  set  forth  in  its  Application  for  Franchise,  and  as  ap- 
proved by  the  City. 

(3)  Minimum  Interference.  All  transmission  lines,  equipment  and  struc- 
tures shall  be  so  installed  and  located  as  to  cause  minimum  interference  with  the 
rights  and  reasonable  convenience  of  property  owners  and  at  all  times  shall  be 
kept  and  maintained  in  a  safe  and  adequate  condition,  and  in  good  order  and 
repair.  The  Grantee  shall,  at  all  times,  employ  necessary  and  reasonable  care  and 
shall  install  and  maintain  in  use  commonly  accepted  methods  and  devices  for 
preventing  failures  and  accidents  which  are  likely  to  cause  damage,  injuries,  or 
nuisances  to  the  public.  Suitable  barricades,  flags,  lights,  flares  or  other  devices 
shall  be  used  at  such  times  and  places  as  are  reasonably  required  for  the  safety  of 
all  members  of  the  public,  and  as  detailed  in  the  "Manual  on  Uniform  Traffic  Con- 
trol Devices."  Any  poles  or  other  fixtures  placed  in  any  public  way  by  the 
Grantee  shall  be  placed  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  usual  travel 
on  such  public  way. 

(4)  Restoration.  Grantee  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  and  in  a  manner 
directed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Baltimore  City,  restore  any  public 
way  damaged  as  a  result  of  its  operations  or  construction  on  its  behalf  to  at  least 
its  condition  prior  to  such  damage.  Prior  to  commencement  of  system  construc- 
tion, Grantee  shall  obtain  approval  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Baltimore  City,  for  a  list  of  all  potential  vendors  of  "sources  of  material"  to  be 
used  in  repairs  to  City  right-of-way  before  the  use  of  the  various  materials. 

(5)  Removal  by  the  City.  Whenever,  in  case  of  fire  or  other  disaster,  it 
becomes  necessary  in  the  judgement  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  or  the 
Police  Commissioner  or  their  on-site  representative  to  remove  any  of  the 
Grantee's  facilities,  no  charge  shall  be  made  by  the  Grantee  against  the  City  for 
restoration  and  repair,  unless  such  acts  amount  to  gross  negligence  by  the  City. 
Any  discontinuance  of  service  due  to  disconnection  or  disruption  of  Grantee's 
facilities  by  the  City  shall  not  be  cause  for  invoking  any  subscriber  refunds  or 
rebates  nor  any  remedies  by  the  City  for  failure  to  meet  franchise  obligations. 

(6)  Trimming  of  Trees.  Grantee  shall  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Parks,  Baltimore  City,  for  the  authority  to  trim  any  trees  on  public  property. 
Trimming  of  trees  on  private  property  shall  require  the  prior  written  consent  of 
the  property  owner. 

(7)  Removal  Required.  The  Grantee,  at  its  expense,  shall  protect,  sup- 
port, temporarily  disconnect,  relocate,  or  remove  any  property  of  Grantee  when, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  City,  the  same  is  required  by  reason  of  traffic  conditions, 
public  safety,  street  vacation,  freeway  or  street  construction,  change  or 
establishment  of  street  grade,  installation  of  sewers,  drains,  waterpipes,  power 
line,  signal  line,  transportation  facilities,  tracks,  or  any  other  types  of  structure 
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or  improvements  by  governmental  agencies,  whether  acting  in  a  governmental 
or  a  proprietary  capacity,  or  any  other  structure  of  public  improvement,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to,  movement  of  buildings,  urban  renewal  and  redevelop- 
ment, and  any  general  program  under  which  the  City  shall  undertake  to  cause  all 
such  properties  to  be  located  beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground.  The  Grantee 
shall,  in  all  cases,  have  the  privilege,  subject  to  the  corresponding  obligations,  to 
abandon  any  property  of  Grantee  in  place.  Nothing  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  a 
taking  of  the  property  of  Grantee  and  Grantee  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  com- 
pensation by  reason  of  anything  hereunder.  Any  discontinuance  of  service  due  to 
removal  or  disruption  of  facilities  hereunder  shall  not  be  cause  for  invoking  any 
subscriber  rebates  or  refunds  or  any  action  whatsoever  by  the  City  for  failure  to 
meet  franchise  obligations  as  defined  hereunder. 

(8)  Failure  of  the  Grantee.  Upon  failure  of  Grantee  to  commence,  pur- 
sue or  complete  any  work  required  by  law  or  by  the  provisions  of  this  Franchise 
Agreement  to  be  done  in  any  street,  within  the  time  prescribed  (or  a  reasonable 
time  if  no  time  is  prescribed  herein)  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City,  the  City 
may,  at  its  option,  cause  such  work  to  be  done  and  the  Grantee  shall  pay  to  the 
City  the  cost  thereof  in  the  itemized  amounts  reported  by  the  City  to  Grantee 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  any  such  itemized  report. 

(9)  Cuts.  The  Grantee  shall  make  no  paving  cuts  or  curb  cuts  without 
the  prior  written  permission  of  the  City.  Such  permission  shall  not  be 
unreasonably  withheld. 

L.  Construction  and  Technical  Standards. 

(1)  Construction  Standards. 

(a)  City  Specifications  and  Standards.  All  construction  practices 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  all  applicable  sections  of  the  "City  of  Baltimore 
Department  of  Public  Works  Specifications  for  Material,  Highways,  Bridges, 
Utilities,  and  Incidental  Structures"  (1979  edition)  and  the  latest  amendments 
thereto,  as  well  as  the  "City  of  Baltimore  Department  of  Public  Works  Bureau  of 
Highways  Book  of  Standards,"  provided,  however,  that  nothing  contained  herein 
shall  prohibit  Grantee  from  utilizing  the  "Back  of  Sidewalk,"  "Rock  Saw"  or  "Lip- 
of-Gutter"  construction  techniques  for  underground  construction  as  set  forth  in 
its  Application  for  Franchise,  and  as  approved  by  the  City.  Grantee  shall  become 
a  full-time,  private  sector  member  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  Utility 
Coordinating  Committee  and  the  "Miss  Utility  One-Call  System"  for  the  full  term 
of  the  franchise. 

(b)  Compliance  with  Electrical  Codes.  All  installation  of  electronic 
equipment  shall  be  of  a  permanent  nature,  durable  and  installed  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Basic  BOCA  Electrical  Code,  as  amended. 

{c)  Antennas  and  Towers.  Antenna  supporting  structures  (towers) 
shall  be  designed  for  the  proper  loading  as  specified  in  Electronics  Industry 
Association's  R.S.  222-C  Specifications. 

(d)  Plant  and  Equipment.  All  of  the  Grantee's  plant  and  equip- 
ment, including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  antenna  and  satellite  earth  station  sites, 
headend  and  distribution  system,  towers,  house  connections,  structures,  poles, 
wire,  cable,  coaxial  cable,  fixtures  and  appurtenances  shall  be  installed,  located. 
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erected,  constructed,  reconstructed,  replaced,  removed,  repaired,  maintained 
and  operated  in  accordance  with  good  engineering  practices,  so  as  not  to  en- 
danger or  interfere  with  improvements  the  City  may  deem  proper  to  make,  or  to 
interfere  in  any  manner  with  the  rights  of  any  property  owner,  or  to  unneces- 
sarily hinder  or  obstruct  pedestrian  or  vehicular  traffic  on  City  rights-of-way. 

(e)  Safety,  Nuisance  Requirements.  The  Grantee  shall,  at  all  times, 
employ  ordinary  care  and  shall  install  and  maintain  in  use  commonly  accepted 
methods  and  devices  preventing  failures  and  accidents  which  are  likely  to  cause 
damage,  injury  or  nuisance  to  the  public. 

(2)  Technical  Standards.  The  cable  communications  system  shall  be 
designed,  constructed  and  operated  so  as  to  meet  all  applicable  technical  and  per- 
formance standards  set  forth  by  the  FCC. 

(3)  Test  and  Compliance  Procedure.  The  Grantee  shall  submit,  within 
forty-five  (45)  days  after  commmencement  of  construction,  a  detailed  test  plan 
describing  the  methods  and  schedules  for  testing  the  cable  communications 
system  on  an  ongoing  basis.  The  tests  for  basic  cable  service  shall  be  performed 
periodically,  and  coordinated  with  the  City.  The  City  may  wish  to  witness  certain 
of  Grantee's  test  procedures  and  will  notify  Grantee,  specifying  the  tests  of  con- 
cern. Grantee  will  advise  the  City  of  its  test  schedules  and  locations  at  least  10 
(10)  days  prior  to  conducting  the  tests  so  that  City  personnel  may  accompany 
Grantee's  technicians  making  its  tests.  Complete  logs  of  system  and  headend 
tests  shall  be  kept  by  Grantee  at  its  main  office  in  the  City  and  shall  be  kept  cur- 
rent with  the  ongoing  test  data,  and  shall  further  be  made  available  to  authorized 
City  personnel  for  periodic  inspection.  Copies  of  selected  log  sheets  and  test  data 
shall  be  made  available  to  City,  if  so  requested. 

(4)  Special  Tests.  At  any  time  after  commencement  of  service  to 
subscribers,  the  City  may  require  additional  tests,  full  or  partial  repeat  tests,  or 
tests  involving  a  specific  subscriber's  converter.  Requests  for  such  additional 
tests  will  be  made  only  on  the  basis  of  a  substantial  number  of  complaints  re- 
ceived or  other  pertinent  and  valid  evidence  reasonably  demonstrating  non- 
compliance with  FCC  standards,  and  such  tests  will  be  limited  to  the  particular 
matters  in  controversy.  The  City  will  endeavor  to  so  arrange  its  requests  for  such 
special  tests  so  as  to  minimize  hardship  or  inconvenience  to  Grantee  and  to  the 
subscriber. 

M.  Employee  Identification.  The  Grantee  shall  provide  a  standard  iden- 
tification document  to  all  employees,  including  employees  of  subcontractors,  who 
will  be  in  contact  with  the  public.  Such  documents  shall  include  a  telephone 
number  that  can  be  used  to  verify  identification.  In  addition,  the  Grantee  shall 
use  its  best  efforts  to  clearly  identify  all  personnel,  vehicles,  and  other  major 
equipment  that  are  operating  under  the  authority  of  the  Grantee. 

12.  SYSTEM  SERVICES 

A.  Initial  Residential  Subscriber  Services  and  Programming.  At  such  time 
as  Grantee  commences  operation,  it  shall  provide  all  of  the  services  set  forth  as 
initial  services  in  Form  C.6  of  its  Application  for  FVanchise.  The  (Jrantee  may 
add,  replace  or  delete  programming  services  from  time  to  time  as  marketing, 
contractual,  availability  and  economic  considerations  dictate. 
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B.  Commercial  Use  Channels.  Grantee  shall  offer  any  service  delivered 
over  capacity  reserved  for  commercial  use  pursuant  to  Section  15  hereof  to  all 
residential  and  institutional  subscribers  at  nondiscriminatory  rates  and  on 
reasonable  terms  and  conditions.  Nothing  in  this  Agreement  shall  be  construed 
as  requiring  Grantee  to  operate  as  a  common  carrier  nor  shall  Grantee  be 
deemed  to  be  engaged  in  such  operations. 

C.  Non-Television  Services.  Subscribers  shall  be  offered  the  capability  of 
subscribing  to  non-television  services,  such  as  Basic  Radio  Service  and  security 
alarm  monitoring  service,  without  having  to  subscribe  to  television  services  as  a 
prerequisite. 

D.  Handicapped  Services.  Grantee  shall  provide  the  following  specialized 
services  and  capabilities  to  benefit  the  City's  handicapped  community. 

(1)  All  closed-captioned  programming  retransmitted  by  the  system 
shall  include  the  closed-captioned  signal. 

(2)  All  such  closed-captioned  programming  shall  be  identified  on  the 
Grantee's  program  guide  channels,  if  available  from  the  program  source. 

(3)  Grantee  shall  provide  assistance  to  subscribers  in  their  purchase  of 
closed-captioned  release  devices,  and  shall  install  such  devices  purchased  by 
hearing  impaired  cable  subscribers  free  of  charge. 

(4)  Grantee  shall  have  a  TTY  phone  available  to  receive  calls  from  such 
devices. 

(5)  Grantee  shall  obtain  or  develop  special  programming  pertaining  to 
the  handicapped. 

(6)  Grantee  shall  make  available  to  community  groups  television 
materials  developed  by  the  Deaf  Television  Resource  Center  in  Canada  and 
Gallaudet  College  in  Washington  to  serve  the  educational  needs  of  the  deaf.  In 
addition.  Grantee  shall  facilitate  the  use  of  signing  on  the  origination  channel. 

(7)  Grantee  shall  reserve  two  audio  channels  in  the  FM  service  band  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  programming  for  the  handicapped,  such  as  "radio  reading" 
and  other  special  services. 

E.  Parental  Control  Devices.  Grantee  shall  provide  subscribers  at  no  addi- 
tional charge  with  the  ability  to  lock  out  channels  that  they  desire  to  have  such 
control  over.  Such  devices  on  addressable  converters  shall  block  both  the  video 
and  the  audio  portion  of  such  channels  to  the  extent  that  both  are  unintelligible. 

F.  Emergency  Alert.  Grantee's  system  shall  have  the  capacity,  from  one  or 
more  locations  to  be  designated  by  the  City,  to  introduce  an  emergency  alert 
message  simultaneously  on  the  audio  and  video  portions  of  all  channels,  including 
those  on  the  FM  band.  Activation  of  the  emergency  alerting  system  shall  be 
under  the  direct  control  of  authorized  City  officials. 

G.  Institutional  Services.  Grantee  shall  provide  an  institutional  network 
which  shall  be  capable  of  providing,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law: 

(1)  Low  and  high  speed  data  communications,  both  for  continuous  and 
for  non-continuous  data  streams; 
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(2)  video  transmissions  from  institutions  to  other  single  or  multiple  in- 
stitutions or  to  the  subscriber  network; 

(3)  Interconnection  to  regional  and/or  national  communications  net- 
works; 

(4)  Interconnection  to  the  residential  network  for  two-way  video  and 
data  applications,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  retrieval  of  telemetry,  retrieval  of 
polling  data,  and  transmission  of  programming  from  institutions  to  the  commun- 
ity; 

(5)  Interconnection  of  personal  computers  and  subscriber  modems  on 
the  residential  network  to  the  institutional  network;  and 

(6)  Satellite  access. 

13.  AREAWIDE  INTERCONNECTION. 

The  Grantee  may,  or  upon  request  from  the  City,  shall,  attempt  to  reach  an 
agreement  satisfactory  to  Grantee  to  interconnect  designated  channels  or  serv- 
ices of  the  cable  communications  system  with  any  or  all  other  cable  systems  in  ad- 
jacent or  regional  areas.  Interconnection  of  systems  shall  permit  interactive 
transmission  and  reception  of  program  material,  and  may  be  done  by  direct  coax- 
ial or  optical  cable  connection,  microwave  link,  satellite,  or  other  appropriate 
method. 

14.  PUBLIC  USAGE. 

A.  City  to  Manage.  All  of  Grantee's  resources  that  are  required  by  this  sec- 
tion to  be  dedicated  to  public  use  of  the  cable  communications  system  shall  be 
allocated  to,  coordinated  through,  controlled  and  managed  by  the  City.  The  City 
may  establish  or  designate  an  independent,  non-profit  corporation  to  manage  the 
public  use  of  the  system,  determine  the  priorities  of  use,  and  promote  the 
development  of  all  actual  and  potential  public  services,  including  government 
communications  services,  cultural  and  artistic  services,  business  development 
assistance,  education  and  training  services,  social  and  community  based  services, 
and  any  other  services  deemed  to  have  benefit  for  the  City  and  its  residents.  The 
City  or  its  designee  will  manage  the  resources  available  for  public  use,  from 
whatever  source  received,  in  such  a  way  as  to  benefit  and  be  available  to  all  users 
of  the  system,  including  Grantee.  The  City  agrees  not  to  use  channel  capacity 
dedicated  to  public  usage  for  premium  pay  television  programming  similar  in 
nature  to  such  programming  carried  by  Grantee.  In  addition  to  the  rights 
granted  above,  the  Grantee  may  use  any  unutilized  capacity  of  a  public  usage 
channel  for  the  provision  of  other  services  only  after  all  Grantee-controlled 
capacity  is  in  use  and  only  with  the  consent  of  the  City,  such  consent  not  to  be 
unreasonably  withheld.  Grantee's  use  of  such  unused  public  usage  channel 
capacity  shall  cease  upon  request  of  the  City  or  its  designee  in  the  event  of  de- 
mand for  such  channel  capacity. 

B.  Grantee  Support  for  Public  Usage. 

{I)  Dedication  of  Capacity.  Grantee  shall,  within  one  (1)  year  of  the  ef- 
fective date  of  the  franchise,  dedicate  to  the  City  or  its  designee  the  following 
capacity  on  the  system,  as  a  minimum,  for  public  use,  such  capacity  to  be  pro- 
vided free  of  charge  except  where  otherwise  indicated:

(a)  Twelve  (12)  channels  of  the  downstream  channel  capacity  of  the 
residential  network; 

(b)  One  (1)  upstream  channel  of  the  residential  network; 

(c)  61  MHz  capacity  downstream  and  34  MHz  capacity  upstream  on 
the  institutional  network,  upon  mutually  acceptable  terms,  conditions  and  rates; 

(d)  Free  access  to  non-commercial  public,  educational,  and  govern- 
mental satellite  downlink  programming  services  which  services  must  be 
receivable  by  Grantee's  existing  facilities  without  any  addition  or  modification  to 
those  facilities  and  upon  prior  reasonable  notice  to  the  Grantee  so  as  not  to 
disrupt  the  Grantee's  day-to-day  operation  (users  of  programming  shall  be 
responsible  for  obtaining  any  required  rights  and  paying  any  fees  required  by  the 
program  producers  for  use  of  such  programming,  where  applicable); 

(e)  Access  to  system  uplink  capacity  under  reasonable  conditions 
and  fees,  acceptable  to  the  Grantee,  when  and  if  such  facilities  are  available;  and 

(f)  Access  to  the  system's  interactive  subscriber  polling  capacity  of 
the  public  usage  portion  of  the  residential  system  under  reasonable  terms  and 
conditions. 

(g)  Grantee  shall  install  at  the  Government  Programming  Facility 
a  character  generator  for  exclusive  use  on  the  City-controlled  channels. 

(2)  Studio  and  Other  Facilities.  Grantee  shall  provide  access  to 
cablecasting  facilities  as  set  forth  in  Section  10(1)  herein.  Grantee  shall  also  pro- 
vide a  reasonable  amount  of  videotape  for  public  usage  until  the  City  purchases 
its  own  cablecasting  facilities  pursuant  to  subsection  (3)  of  this  Section.  Theiapes 
may  be  reused  after  the  program  is  presented  on  cable  or  after  a  period  of  two 
months,  whichever  is  earlier. 

(3)  Funding.  Grantee  shall  pay  to  the  City  a  public  usage  grant  in  the 
amount  of  $1,100,000  to  be  used  by  City  to  purchase  facilities  and  equipment 
($900,000)  and  as  a  startup  budget  ($200,000)  for  public  usage  cablecasting.  The 
public  usage  grant  shall  be  paid  twenty-seven  (27)  months  after  the  date  of  com- 
mencement of  construction  and  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  franchise  fee  payable 
by  the  Grantee  to  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  21  hereof. 

15.  CAPACITY  RESERVED  FOR  COMMERCIAL  USE. 

Grantee  shall  offer  the  channel  capacity  for  commercial  use  at  such  terms,  con- 
ditions and  rates  as  may  be  negotiated  with  each  licensee,  subject  to  the  re- 
quirements of  Federal  law. 

16.  REPORTS  AND  RECORDS. 

A.  Annual  Reports.  Within  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days  after  the 
end  of  each  calendar  year,  for  the  term  of  the  franchise,  the  Grantee  shall  file 
with  the  City: 

(1)  An  "Annual  Facilities  Report"  setting  forth  the  physical  miles  of 
plant  constructed,  rebuilt  or  in  operation  during  the  previous  calendar  year  and 
any  revisions  to  the  system  "as  built"  maps  on  file  with  the  City; 

(2)  An  "Annual  Ownership  Report",  indicating  all  persons  (or  the  street 
names)  who,  at  any  time  during  the  preceding  year,  did  control  or  benefit  from 
an  interest  of  five  percent  (5%)  or  more  in  the  Grantee. 
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(3)  An  "Annual  Summary  of  the  Previous  Year's  Activities",  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  subscriber  totals,  new  services,  and  local  purchasing  and  hir- 
ing achievements; 

(4)  An  "Annual  Summary  of  Complaints"  received  and  handled;  and 

(5)  An  "Annual  Projection  of  Plans  for  the  Future." 

B.  Other  Reports  and  Data  to  be  Filed  with  City.  Grantee  shall,  on  a  timely 
basis,  also  file  with  the  City  and  keep  up  to  date  the  following  additional  data: 

(1)  An  "Annual  Report  of  Cable  Television  Systems"  (FCC  Form  325) 
when  filed  with  the  FCC; 

(2)  An  "Annual  Financial  Report,"  for  the  previous  fiscal  year, 
prepared  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on 
a  consistent  basis,  including  balance  sheets,  statements  of  operation,  and 
statements  of  changes  in  financial  position  and  owners'  entity,  within  one  hun- 
dred twenty  (120)  days  of  the  end  of  Grantee's  fiscal  year.  Such  Annual  Financial 
Report  shall  be  certified  by  an  officer  of  Grantee  and,  if  Grantee  is  required  by  its 
lenders  or  investors  to  obtain  audited  and  certified  annual  reports,  then  such 
audited  and  certified  reports  shall  be  furnished  to  the  City. 

(3)  All  petitions,  applications  and  communications  of  any  type  sub- 
mitted by  Grantee  to  the  Federal  Communications  Commission,  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission,  or  any  other  Federal  or  State  regulatory  commission  or 
agency  having  jursidiction  over  any  matter  affecting  operation  of  Grantee's 
system,  provided,  however,  that  such  documents  need  be  filed  no  more  than  an- 
nually and  only  upon  written  request  of  the  City; 

(4)  The  performance  and  payment  of  fidelity  bonds  required  by  Section 
23  hereof  or  certified  copies  thereof  and  written  evidence  of  payment  of  required 
premiums; 

(5)  All  policies  of  insurance  required  by  Section  23  hereof  as  certified 
copies  thereof  and  written  evidence  of  payment  of  required  premiums; 

(6)  One  (1)  copy  of  a  report  on  the  system's  technical  measurements, 
provided,  however,  that  such  copy  need  be  filed  no  more  than  annually; 

(7)  A  "Quarterly  Status  Report",  due  the  tenth  working  day  after  the 
end  of  the  previous  calendar  quarter,  listing  specifically  whether  construction 
schedules  are  being  met  and  the  reasons  for  any  delay,  and  at  least  the  following 
information: 

-  Total  miles/percentage  Residential  Network  completed. 

-  Total  miles/percentage  Institutional  Network  completed. 

-  Total  Residential  Network  basic  subscribers. 

-  Total  Institutional  Network  subscribers. 

-  Total  pay-to-basic  ratio. 

-  Total  penetration. 

-  Total  Security  Service  subscribers. 

-  Total  subscriber  complaints  received  in  quarter;  and 

(8)  The  Grantee's  schedule  of  charges,  contract  or  application  forms  for 
regular  subscriber  service,  policy  regarding  the  processing  of  subscriber  com- 
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plaints,  delinquent  subscriber  disconnect  and  reconnect  procedures,  and  any 
other  terms  and  conditions  adopted  as  the  Grantee's  policy  in  connection  with  its 
subscribers.  These  terms  and  conditions  also  shall  be  conspicuously  posted  in  the 
Grantee's  local  office.  All  such  terms  and  conditions,  including  any  schedule  of 
charges  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  City  prior  to  their  becoming  effec- 
tive, at  such  time  as  subscribers  are  notified. 

C.  Records  Required. 

The  Grantee  shall,  at  all  times,  maintain  in  its  office  located  in  the  City; 

(1)  A  record  of  all  complaints  received  and  interruptions  of  service  ex- 
perienced for  the  preceding  three  (3)  years; 

(2)  A  full  and  complete  set  of  plans,  records  and  "as  built"  maps  show- 
ing the  exact  location  of  all  cable  communications  system  equipment  installed  or 
in  use  in  the  City,  exclusive  of  subscriber  service  drops;  and 

(3)  The  true  and  entire  cost  of  construction  of  equipment,  of 
maintenance  and  of  the  administration  and  operation  thereof;  the  amount  of 
stock  issued,  if  any;  the  amount  of  cash  paid  in,  the  number  and  par  value  of 
shares,  the  amount  and  character  of  indebtedness,  if  any;  the  rate  of  taxes,  the 
dividends  declared;  the  character  and  amount  of  all  fixed  charges;  the  allowance, 
if  any,  for  interest,  for  wear  and  tear  or  depreciation;  and  all  amounts  and 
sources  of  income. 

D.  Filing.  When  not  otherwise  prescribed  herein,  all  matters  required  to 
be  filed  with  the  City  shall  be  filed  with  the  Department  of  Legislative  Reference 
or  any  other  City  Department  which  the  City  may,  from  time  to  time,  designate. 

E.  Other  Records.  The  City  may  impose  reasonable  requests  for  additional 
information,  records  and  documents  from  time  to  time. 

17.  MAINTENANCE  AND  COMPLAINTS. 

A.  Office.  The  Grantee's  office  in  the  City  shall  be  open  during  normal 
business  hours,  have  a  publicly  listed  local  telephone  number,  and  be  so  operated 
as  to  promptly  and  efficiently  receive  subscriber  complaints  and  requests  for 
repairs  or  adjustments  on  a  twenty-four  (24)  hour  basis,  either  by  Grantee's  staff 
or  its  designee. 

B.  Service  Interruptions.  Grantee  shall  render  efficient  service,  make 
repairs  promptly,  and  interrupt  service  only  for  good  cause  and  for  the  shortest 
time  possible.  Such  interruptions,  insofar  as  possible,  shall  be  preceded  by  notice 
and  shall  occur  during  periods  of  minimum  use  of  the  system. 

C.  Response  Time.  Grantee  shall  maintain  an  adequate  repair  force  of 
technicians  and  respond  to  subscriber  service  problems  by  the  end  of  the  next 
business  day  and  respond  to  system  outages  the  same  day.  No  charge  shall  be 
made  to  the  subscriber  for  this  service  unless  the  malfunction  is  the  fault  of  the 
subscriber,  or  subscriber's  equipment,  which  shall  be  the  Grantee's  burden  to 
prove.  Grantee  shall  assure  rapid  repair  of  major  systems  outages,  or  other 
outages  that  could  affect  high  priority  services  such  as  security  monitoring 
systems. 
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D.  Television  Repair.  Service  representatives  of  the  Grantee  shall  not 
make  any  repairs  to  subscriber-owned  television  receivers  or  associated  equip- 
ment, nor  shall  representatives  recommend  any  particular  serviceman  or  repair 
service. 

E.  Infonnation  to  Subscribers.  At  the  time  an  installation  agreement  is  to 
be  signed,  the  Grantee  shall  furnish  to  each  subscriber  a  written  statement  that 
clearly  sets  forth:  A  complete  schedule  of  rates,  fees,  and  charges  currently  ap- 
plicable to  the  type  of  installation;  information  concerning  the  procedures  for 
making  inquiries  or  complaints;  and  the  address  and  telephone  number  of  the 
City  office  responsible  for  administration  of  the  franchise. 

18.  OWNERSHIP  AND  CONTROL. 

A.  Minority  Oiunership.  No  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  construction.  Grantee  shall  assign  the  franchise  to  United  Cable 
Television  of  Baltimore,  Ltd.  ("UCTB,  Ltd"),  a  limited  partnership,  of  which 
Grantee  or  an  affiliate  of  Grantee  shall  be  the  sole  general  and  managing  part- 
ner. At  the  time  of  said  assignment,  minority  individuals  or  minority-controlled 
entities  shall  own  at  least  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  Grantee  or  the  affiliate  of 
Grantee  if  the  affiliate  is  the  sole  general  and  managing  partner.  The  sole 
general  and  managing  partner  of  UCTB,  Ltd.,  whether  Grantee  or  its  affiliate, 
shall  remain  liable  to  perform  all  of  Grantee's  obligations  hereunder,  and  shall 
become  an  additional  signatory  hereto  on  behalf  of  UCTB,  Ltd. 

B.  Transfer  of  Franchise.  The  franchise  granted  hereunder  shall  be  a 
privilege  to  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  With  the  exception  of  the  assign- 
ment from  Grantee  to  UCTB,  Ltd.  pursuant  to  Section  18. A  hereof  and  any 
subsequent  reassignment  from  UCTB,  Ltd.  to  its  sole  general  and  managing 
partner,  said  franchise  may  not  be  sold,  transferred,  leased,  assigned  or  disposed 
of,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  by  forced  or  voluntary  sale,  merger,  consolida- 
tion, receivership,  or  other  means,  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  City, 
which  consent  may  not  unreasonably  be  withheld,  and  then  only  under  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  may  establish. 

C.  Transfer  of  Ownership  or  Control.  The  Grantee  shall  promptly  notify 
the  City  of  any  actual  or  proposed  change  in,  or  transfer  of,  or  acquisition  by  any 
other  party,  of  control  of  the  franchise.  The  word  "control"  as  used  herein  is  not 
limited  to  ownership  of  a  majority  interest,  but  includes  actual  working  control  in 
whatever  manner  exercised.  A  rebuttable  presumption  that  a  change,  transfer  or 
acquisiton  of  control  has  occurred  shall  arise  upon  the  direct  or  indirect  acquisi- 
tion by  any  person  or  group  of  persons  of  five  percent  (5%)  or  more  of  the  voting 
control  of  the  Grantee.  Every  change,  transfer,  or  acquisition  of  control  of  the 
Grantee  shall  make  the  franchise  subject  to  cancellation  unless  and  until  the  City 
shall  have  consented  thereto,  in  writing,  which  consent  shall  not  be  unreasonably 
withheld.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  it  shall  consent  to  such 
change,  transfer  or  acquisition  of  control,  the  City  may  inquire  into  the  qualifica- 
tions of  the  prospective  controlling  party,  and  the  Grantee  shall  assist  the  City  in 
any  such  inquiry.  This  subsection  shall  not  apply  to  the  assignment  of  the  fran- 
chise from  Grantee  to  UCTB,  Ltd.  pursuant  to  Section  18. A  hereof,  any  subse- 
quent reassignment  from  UCTB,  Ltd.  to  its  sole  general  and  managing  partner 
of  any  transfer  of  the  stock  of  United  Cable  Television  Corporation.  Not- 
withstanding anything  to  the  contrary  herein.  Grantee  may  pledge  any  portion 
or  all  of  the  system  and  the  franchise  to  secure  indebtedness  incurred  to  con- 
struct and  operate  the  system. 
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D.  Financial  Institution  Right  to  Take  Control.  The  City  agrees  that  any 
financial  institution  having  a  pledge  of  the  franchise  or  its  assets  for  the  advance- 
ment of  money  for  the  construction  and/or  operation  of  the  system  may  take  con- 
trol and  operate  the  system  upon  fourteen  (14)  days  prior  written  notification  to 
the  City,  provided,  however,  that  such  financial  institution  must  agree  in  writing 
to  comply  with  the  terms  of  this  Franchise  Agreement. 

E.  No  Waiver  of  City's  Rights.  The  consent  or  approval  of  the  City  to  any 
transfer  of  the  Grantee  shall  not  constitute  a  waiver  or  release  of  the  rights  of 
the  City  in  and  to  the  streets,  and  any  transfer  shall,  by  its  terms,  be  expressly 
subordinate  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  franchise. 

F.  Transferee  Signatory  to  Franchise  Agreement.  In  no  event  shall  a 
transfer  of  ownership  be  approved  by  the  City  without  the  successor  in  interest 
becoming  a  signatory  to  this  Franchise  Agreement. 

19.  FRANCHISE  RENEWAL. 

A.  Franchise  May  Be  Renewed.  This  franchise  may  be  renewed  by  the  City 
upon  application  of  the  Grantee  pursuant  to  the  procedures  established  in  subsec- 
tion B  of  this  section,  and  in  accordance  with  the  then-applicable  law.  To  the  ex- 
tent there  is  a  conflict  between  the  procedures  established  in  subsection  B  and 
the  then-applicable  law,  the  then-applicable  law  shall  take  precedence. 

B.  Procedures. 

(1)  At  least  eighteen  (18)  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  fran- 
chise, Grantee  shall  inform  the  City,  in  writing,  of  its  intent  to  seek  renewal  of 
the  franchise. 

(2)  After  giving  public  notice,  the  City  shall  proceed  to  determine  cable- 
related  community  needs  and  whether  the  Grantee  has  reasonably  performed  its 
obligations  under  the  franchise.  To  determine  reasonable  performance,  the  City 
shall  consider  performance  of  the  system,  programming,  other  services  offered, 
cost  of  services,  and  any  other  requirements  set  forth  in  the  Franchise  Agree- 
ment. The  City  shall  also  consider  the  Grantee's  annual  reports  made  to  the  City 
and  the  FCC  and  industry  performance  on  a  national  basis.  Provision  shall  be 
made  for  public  comment. 

(3)  A  four  (4)  month  period  shall  be  provided  to  determine  the 
Grantee's  eligibility  for  renewal. 

(4)  If  the  City  finds  the  Grantee's  performance  satisfactory,  this  Agree- 
ment may  be  renewed  at  the  option  of  Grantee  for  an  additional  period  of  twenty 
(20)  years.  Subsequent  renewals  for  twenty  (20)  year  periods  may  be  applied  for 
by  Grantee  in  accordance  with  the  terms,  conditions  and  procedures  outlined  in 
this  section  and  the  then-applicable  law. 

20.  POLICE  POWERS.  In  accepting  this  franchise,  the  Grantee 
acknowledges  that  its  right  hereunder  are  subject  to  the  police  powers  of  the  City 
to  adopt  and  enforce  general  ordinances  necessary  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of 
the  public  and  its  agrees  to  comply  with  all  applicable  general  laws  and  or- 
dinances enacted  by  the  City  pursuant  to  such  power.  Any  conflict  between  the 
provisions  of  this  Franchise  Agreement  and  any  other  present  or  future  lawful 
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exercise  of  the  City's  police  power  shall  be  resolved  in  favor  of  the  latter,  except 
that  any  such  exercise  that  is  not  of  general  application  in  the  jurisdiction  or  ap- 
plies exclusively  to  Grantee  or  cable  communications  system  which  contains  pro- 
visions inconsistent  with  this  Agreement  shall  prevail  only  if,  upon  such  exercise, 
the  City  finds  an  emergency  exists  constituting  a  danger  to  health,  safety,  prop- 
erty or  general  welfare  or  such  exercise  is  mandated  by  law. 

2\.  FRANCHISE  FEE. 

A.  Annual  Franchise  Payment.  Grantee  shall  pay  to  the  City  an  annual  fee 
in  the  amount  of  five  percent  (5%)  of  its  gross  annual  revenues.  Such  payment 
shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  lawful  payment  due  hereunder  and  shall  com- 
mence as  of  the  effective  date  of  the  franchise.  Within  one  hundred  twenty  (120) 
days  after  the  end  of  each  calendar  year,  the  Grantee  shall  furnish  to  the  City  an 
annual  computation  of  the  franchise  fee  for  the  preceding  year,  computed  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  Agreement  and  certified  by  an  officer  of  the  Grantee. 

B.  Acceptance  by  City.  No  acceptance  of  any  payment  by  the  City  shall  be 
construed  as  a  release  or  as  an  accord  and  satisfaction  of  any  claim  the  City  may 
have  for  further  or  additional  sums  payable  as  a  franchise  fee  or  for  the  perform- 
ance of  any  other  obligation  of  the  Grantee. 

C.  Computation  of  Payments  Due.  Payments  due  the  City  under  this  provi- 
sion shall  be  computed  quarterly,  for  the  preceding  quarter,  as  of  March  31,  June 
30,  September  30  and  December  31.  Each  quarterly  payment  shall  be  due  and 
payable  no  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  dates  listed  in  the  previous 
sentence,  provided,  however,  that  the  first  such  payment  due  hereunder  shall  be 
prorated  to  the  extent  that  it  does  not  represent  a  full  calendar  quarter.  Each 
payment  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  report,  signed  by  the  Grantee,  showing  the 
basis  for  the  computation  and  such  other  relevant  factors  as  may  be  required  by 
the  City. 

D.  Reimbursement  Costs.  To  offset  the  City's  costs  in  granting  a  cable  fran- 
chise, Grantee  shall  submit  a  fee  of  two  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000) 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the  franchise.  This  shall  be  in  addi- 
tion to  the  franchise  fee  and  any  other  fees  due  hereunder. 

22.  REGULATION. 

A.  Regulatoi'y  Authority.  The  City  shall  exercise  appropriate  regulatory 
authority  under  the  provisions  of  this  Franchise  Agreement  and  applicable  law. 
Regulation  may  be  exercised  through  any  duly  designated  City  agency  or  duly 
established  public  commission  or  other  body  appointed  to  advise  or  support  the 
City  in  its  regulatory  responsibilities. 

B.  Regulatory  Responsibility.  The  City  may  exercise  or  delegate  lawful 
regulatory  responsibility. 

C.  Rates  and  Charges. 

(1)  Initial  Rates.  Grantee's  initial  rates  and  charges,  contained  in  At- 
tachment 3  hereto,  shall  be  applied  fairly  and  uniformly  to  all  subscribers  in  the 
City  and  shall  be  effective  for  a  period  of  one  (1)  year  from  the  effective  date  of 
the  franchise. 
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(2)  Rate  Regulation.  Rate  regulation  may  apply  to  the  extent  the 
Grantee  is  not  exempt  from  local  rate  regulation  by  preemption  of  State  or 
Federal  law  and  in  the  event  the  City  elects  to  exercise  such  regulation.  The  City 
may  determine,  at  any  time  and  at  its  sole  discretion,  whether  it  will  assume  rate 
regulation  authority  by  written  notice  to  Grantee  of  such  decision. 

(a)  Unless  the  City  assumes  rate  regulation  authority,  rates  may  be 
changed  by  the  Grantee  after  the  initial  rate  period  by  filing  with  the  City  a 
schedule  of  rates  proposed  and  by  notifying  its  subscribers  in  writing  at  least  six- 
ty (60)  days  prior  to  implementation  of  the  rate  change. 

(b)  If  and  when  the  City  assumes  rate  regulation  authority,  then 
rates  subject  to  such  regulation  may  be  changed  only  with  the  prior  consent  of 
the  City  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  in  subsection  (3)  below,  provided, 
however,  that  Grantee  shall  have  the  right  to  increase  regulated  rates  once  an- 
nually without  the  prior  consent  of  the  City  in  an  amount  equal  to  five  percent 
(5%),  provided,  further,  however,  that,  in  the  event  that  Grantee  elects  to  in- 
stitute such  a  rate  increase,  it  shall,  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
such  increase,  notify  its  subscribers  and  the  City  in  writing  and  state  the  reasons 
for  the  increase. 

(3)  Rate  Change  Procedure. 

(a)  Petition  for  Rate  Change.  If  and  when  the  City  assumes  rate 
regulation  authority,  the  Grantee  may  request  a  rate  change  for  those  rates  sub- 
ject to  local  regulation  at  any  time  after  the  initial  rate  period  has  ended. 

(b)  Reports  Required.  The  Grantee's  request  for  a  rate  increase 
shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following  financial  reports  prepared  in  ac- 
cordance with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  which  shall  reflect  the 
operations  of  the  system: 

(i)  Balance  Sheet; 

(ii)  Statement  of  Operations; 

(iii)  Statement  of  Changes  in  Financial  Position; 

(iv)  Detailed  Supporting  Schedules  of  Expenses,  Income, 
Assets  and  other  items  as  may  be  required;  and 

(v)  Statement  of  Current  and  Projected  Subscribers  and 
Penetration. 

The  Grantee's  accounting  records  applicable  to  the  system  shall  be  available  for 
inspection  by  the  City  or  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  prior  notice  of  five  (5) 
business  days.  The  City  shall  have  access  to  records  of  financial  transactions  for 
the  purpose  of  verifying  indirect  costs  prorated  to  the  operation.  The  documents 
listed  above  shall  include  sufficient  detail  and/or  footnotes  as  may  be  necessary 
to  provide  the  City  with  the  information  needed  to  make  accurate  determinations 
as  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  system.  All  financial  statements  shall  be 
audited  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant  and  certified  by  an  officer 
of  Grantee. 

(c)  Public  Hearing.  Within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  filing  of  a  re- 
quest for  rate  change,  the  City  may  hold  an  appropriate  public  hearing  to  consider 
the  proposed  rate  change,  at  which  hearing  all  persons  desiring  to  be  heard,  in- 
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eluding  the  Grantee,  shall  be  heard  on  any  matter,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
the  performance  of  the  franchise,  the  Grantee's  services,  and  the  proposed  new 
rates.  Upon  notice  of  any  public  hearing  by  the  City,  the  Grantee  shall  notify  its 
subscribers  of  the  time,  place  and  subject  matter  of  the  public  hearing  by  an- 
nouncement on  at  least  two  (2)  channels  of  its  system  between  the  hours  of  7:00 
P.M.  and  9:00  P.M.,  for  at  least  five  (5)  consecutive  days  prior  to  the  hearing.  In 
addition.  Grantee  shall  publish  notice  of  any  public  hearing  in  two  newspapers  of 
general  circulation  at  least  once,  but  it  may  publish  the  notice  two  (2)  or  more 
times,  provided  that  one  (1)  publication  occurs  not  less  than  seven  (7)  nor  more 
than  twenty-one  (21)  days  before  the  public  hearing. 

(d)  City's  Decision.  Within  forty-five  (45)  days  after  said  hearing, 
the  City  shall  render  a  written  decision  on  Grantee's  request,  either  accepting, 
rejecting,  modifying  or  deferring  the  same  and  reciting  the  basis  for  its  decision. 
In  approving  or  disapproving  the  request,  the  City  shall  consider,  inter  alia,  the 
extent  to  which  the  Grantee  has  reasonably  performed  under  the  terms  of  the 
franchise. 

(e)  City's  Failure  to  Render  Decision.  If  the  City  fails  to  render  a 
written  decision  either  accepting,  rejecting,  modifying,  or  deferring  Grantee's 
request  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  the  filing  of  Grantee's  request  pursuant  to 
subsection  (a)  above,  the  Grantee  shall  thereafter  be  entitled  to  put  its  proposed 
new  rates  into  effect. 

(4)  Schedule  of  Rates.  Grantee  shall  file  and  maintain  with  the  City  a 
complete  schedule  of  current  subscriber  rates,  including  all  fees  and  charges  for 
services  not  subject  to  regulation  by  the  City. 

(b)  Disconnections.  There  shall  be  no  charge  for  disconnection  from  the 
system.  However,  if  a  subscriber  has  failed  to  pay  properly  due  monthly  fees  or  if 
a  subscriber  disconnects  for  seasonal  periods,  the  Grantee  may  require,  in  addi- 
tion to  full  payment  of  any  delinquent  fees,  a  reasonable  fee  for  reconnection. 

(6)  No  Consideration  Beyond  Schedule.  The  Grantee  shall  receive  no 
consideration  whatsoever  from  its  subscribers  for  or  in  connection  with  its  provi- 
sions of  service  to  its  subscribers  other  than  as  set  forth  in  this  section  or  as  filed 
with  and/or  approved  by  the  City. 

(7)  Refunds  to  Subscribers. 

(a)  If  the  Grantee  fails  to  provide  any  service  requested  by  a 
subscriber,  the  Grantee  shall,  after  adequate  notification  and  being  afforded  the 
opportunity  to  provide  the  service,  promptly  refund  all  deposits  or  advance 
charges  paid  for  the  service  in  question  by  said  subscriber. 

(b)  If  any  subscriber  terminates,  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  any 
monthly  service  prior  to  the  end  of  a  prepaid  period,  a  pro  rata  portion  of  any 
prepaid  subscriber  service  fee,  specifically  excluding  installation  fees,  shall  be 
refunded  to  the  subscriber  by  the  Grantee  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  such  ter- 
mination. 

(8)  Perfonnance  Evaluation  Sessions. 

(a)  Schedule.  The  City  and  the  Grantee  shall  hold  annual  perform- 
ance evaluation  sessions  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  anniversary  dates  of  the  ef 
fective  date  of  the  franchise. 
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(b)  Special  Sessions.  Special  sessions  may  be  held  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  term  of  the  franchise  at  the  request  of  the  City  or  the  Grantee. 

(c)  Open  to  the  Public.  All  annual  and  special  performance  evalua- 
tion sessions  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  Grantee  shall  notify  its  subscribers  of  all 
evaluation  sessions  by  announcement  on  at  least  two  (2)  channels  of  its  system 
between  the  hours  of  7:00  P.M.  and  9:00  P.M.,  for  five  (5)  consecutive  days 
preceding  each  session.  In  addition,  Grantee  shall  publish  notice  of  any  public 
hearing  or  evaluation  session  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation  at  least 
once,  but  may  publish  such  notice  two  (2)  or  more  times,  provided  that  one  (1) 
publication  occurs  not  less  than  seven  (7)  nor  more  than  twenty-one  (21)  days 
before  the  public  hearing. 

23.  FINANCIAL  AND  INSURANCE. 

A.  Bonds. 

(1)  Perjmmance  and  Payment  Bond.  At  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to 
commencement  of  construction,  Grantee  shall  file  with  the  City  a  performance 
and  payment  bond  in  the  amount  of  six  million  dollars  ($6,000,000),  in  favor  of 
the  City  and  any  subscriber  or  owner  of  property  within  the  City  who  may  claim 
damages  as  a  result  of  the  breach  of  any  duty  by  the  Grantee  assured  by  such 
bond.  At  such  time,  after  the  commencement  of  construction  of  the  system,  as 
the  face  amount  of  the  performance  and  payment  bond  shall  equal  ten  percent 
(10%)  of  the  total  remaining  cost  of  construction  of  the  system.  Grantee  shall  so 
notify  the  City  in  writing  and,  thereafter,  until  construction  of  the  system  is  com- 
pleted. Grantee  may  periodically  reduce  the  face  amount  of  the  performance  and 
payment  bond  to  equal  ten  (10%)  of  the  total  remaining  cost  of  construction  of 
the  system,  provided,  however,  that,  in  no  event,  may  the  face  amount  of  the  per- 
formance and  payment  bond  be  reduced  to  less  than  two  hundred  fifty  thousand 
dollars  ($250,000).  In  the  event  the  Grantee  shall  faithfully  comply  with  all  ap- 
plicable statutes,  ordinances  and  regulations  governing  the  franchise  and  shall 
faithfully  complete  the  construction  of  the  facilities  contemplated  herein  and 
shall  receive  a  certificate  of  completion  from  the  City,  then  the  face  amount  of 
the  performance  and  payment  bond  shall  be  reduced  to  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($100,000)  and  thereafter  may  be  further  reduced  at  the  option  of  the 
Board  of  Estimates.  Otherwise,  the  bond  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect 
throughout  the  term  of  the  franchise. 

(2)  Bond  Approved.  Such  bond  shall  be  in  the  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor  and  may  be  a  corporate  surety  bond.  The  bond  shall,  among  other 
matters,  cover  the  cost  of  removal  of  any  properties  installed  by  the  Grantee  in 
the  event  said  Grantee  shall  default  in  the  performance  of  its  franchise  obliga- 
tion. 

(3)  No  Limit  of  Liability.  In  no  event  shall  the  amount  of  said  bond  be 
construed  to  limit  the  liability  of  the  Grantee  for  damages. 

(4)  Consolidation  of  Security.  At  City's  sole  option,  the  bond  required 
by  subsection  A(l)  above  may  be  consolidated  with  the  security  fund  required  by 
subsection  B  below.  In  the  event  of  such  consolidation.  City  and  Grantee  may 
agree  to  modification  of  the  amounts  specified  in  subsections  A(l)  above  and  B 
below. 
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(5)  Fidelity  Bond.  No  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commence- 
ment of  construction,  Grantee  shall  file  a  copy  of  fidelity  bond  or  comparable  in- 
surance coverage  in  favor  of  Grantee  satisfactory  to  the  City  in  the  amount  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  or  in  a  higher  amount  commensurate 
with  the  individual  responsibility  on  each  individual  of  the  Grantee  concerned 
with  fiduciary  responsibility  in  this  operation. 

B.  Security  Fund. 

(1)  Aynount  and  Purpose.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  effective  date 
of  the  franchise,  the  Grantee  shall  deposit  into  an  interest-bearing  bank  account 
in  Baltimore  City,  established  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($125,000),  which  may  be 
refunded  to  United  pursuant  to  Section  ll.E  hereof,  and,  no  later  than  thirty  (30) 
days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  construction,  an  additional  one  hundred 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($125,000),  as  additional  security  for  the  faithful 
performance  by  the  Grantee  of  all  the  provisions  of  this  Franchise  Agreement, 
compliance  by  the  Grantee  with  all  orders,  permits  and  directions  of  the  City  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  over  its  acts  or  defaults  under  this  contract,  and  payment  by  the 
Grantee  of  any  claims,  liens,  taxes  and  liquidated  damages  due  the  City  which 
arise  by  reason  of  the  construction,  operation  or  maintenance  of  the  system.  At 
Grantee's  option,  an  irrevocable  letter  of  credit,  with  the  wording  approved  by 
the  City  Solicitor,  may  be  substituted  for  the  above  bank  deposit.  In  the  event  the 
Grantee  shall  faithfully  comply  with  all  applicable  statutes,  ordinances  and 
regulations  governing  the  franchise  and  shall  faithfully  complete  the  construc- 
tion of  the  facilities  contemplated  herein  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  comple- 
tion from  the  City,  then  the  amount  deposited  in  the  security  fund  shall  be  re- 
duced to  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  and  thereafter  may  be  further  reduced 
at  the  option  of  the  Board  of  Estimates.  Otherwise,  the  security  fund  shall  be 
maintained  throughout  the  term  of  the  franchise. 

(2)  Payments  Due  the  City.  If  the  Grantee  fails,  after  ten  (10)  days 
notice,  to  pay  the  City  any  scheduled  payments  in  this  Franchise  Agreement 
which  are  due  and  unpaid;  or  fails  to  pay  to  the  City,  after  ten  (10)  days  notice, 
any  amounts  due  by  reason  of  a  default  declared  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section 
26  hereof  (but  such  notice  shall  not  be  given  prior  to  the  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates  if  Grantee  shall  appeal  to  it  pursuant  to  Section  26  hereof);  the  City 
may  immediately  withdraw  the  amount  thereof,  with  interest,  from  the  security 
fund.  Upon  such  withdrawal,  the  City  shall  notify  the  Grantee  of  the  amount  and 
date  thereof. 

(3)  Restoration  of  Fund.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  notice  to  it  that 
any  amount  has  been  withdrawn  by  the  City  from  the  security  fund  pursuant  to 
subsection  (2)  above,  the  Grantee  shall  deposit  a  sum  of  money  or  letter  of  credit 
equal  to  the  amount  withdrawn. 

(4)  Interest.  The  interest  from  the  security  fund  shall  be  the  property  of 
the  Grantee,  and  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  Grantee  periodically  upon  prior  writ- 
ten notice  to  the  City. 

(5)  Property  of  the  City.  Except  for  accrued  interest,  the  security  fund 
deposited  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  become  the  property  of  the  City  in  the 
event  that  the  franchise  is  cancelled  by  reason  of  the  default  of  the  Grantee  or 
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revoked  for  cause.  The  Grantee,  however,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  return  of  such 
security  fund,  or  portion  thereof,  as  remains  on  deposit  at  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  the  franchise,  or  upon  expiration  of  the  franchise  at  an  earlier  date,  pro- 
vided that  there  is  then  no  outstanding  default  on  the  part  of  the  Grantee. 

(6)  City's  Rights  Not  Affected,  The  rights  reserved  to  the  City  with 
respect  to  the  security  fund  are  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  of  the  City  whether 
reserved  by  the  Franchise  Agreement  or  authorized  by  law,  and  no  action,  pro- 
ceeding or  exercise  of  a  right  with  respect  to  such  security  fund  shall  affect  any 
other  right  the  City  may  have. 

C.  Indemnification. 

(1)  Hold  Harmless.  The  Grantee  shall  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
harmless  the  City,  its  officers,  boards,  commissions,  agents,  and  employees  from 
any  and  all  claims,  suits,  or  judgements  for  damages  in  any  way  arising  out  of  or 
through  or  alleged  to  arise  out  of  or  through  the  act  of  the  City  in  granting  the 
franchise  or  the  acts  or  omissions  of  Grantee,  its  contractors,  subcontractors, 
suppliers,  servants,  employees,  or  agents.  Such  indemnification  shall  cover  any 
claims,  whether  arising  in  torts,  contracts,  violations  of  statutes,  ordinances, 
regulations  or  otherwise. 

(2)  Obligation  to  Defend.  In  the  event  any  such  claims  shall  arise,  the 
Grantee  shall  have  the  obligation  to  defend  the  City,  provided,  however,  that  the 
City,  in  its  sole  discretion,  may  also  participate  in  the  defense  of  such  claims  at  its 
expense. 

D.  Insurance. 

(1)  Insurance  Required.  The  Grantee  shall  maintain  throughout  the 
term  of  the  franchise  insurance  with  companies  acceptable  to  the  City  in  the 
amounts  specified  by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  but  in  no  event  less  than  the 
following,  and  with  such  deductibles  as  are  ordinary  and  reasonable  in  keeping 
with  industry  standards: 

(a)  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance:  in  such  coverage  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  and  Safety  Laws  of  the  State 
of  Maryland  and  amendments  thereto. 

(b)  Grantee's  Liability:  each  occurrence,  one  million  dollars 
($1,000,000),  aggregate  ten  million  dollars  ($10,000,000). 

(c)  Comprehensive  General  Liability:  combined  single  limit  with  a 
minimum  coverage  of  one  million  dollars  ($1,000,000). 

(d)  Comprehensive  Automobile  Liability:  combined  single  limit  of 
not  less  than  two  million  dollars  ($2,000,000). 

(2)  Copies  for  the  City.  The  Grantee  shall  furnish  the  City  with  copies  of 
such  insurance  policies  and  certificates  of  insurance  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the 
effective  date  of  the  franchise. 

(3)  Name  the  City.  Such  insurance  policies  provided  for  herein  shall 
name  the  City,  its  officers,  boards,  commissions,  agents,  and  employees  as  addi- 
tional insureds  and  shall  contain  the  following  statement: 
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"It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  this 
insurance  policy  may  not  be  cancelled  by  the 
surety  or  the  intention  not  to  renew  be  stated 
by  the  surety  until  forty-five  (45)  days  after 
receipt  by  the  City  by  registered  mail  written 
notice   of   such   intention   to   cancel   or   not 


(4)  Liability  Not  Limited.  The  minimum  amounts  set  forth  herein  for 
such  insurance  shall  not  be  construed  to  limit  the  liability  of  the  Grantee  to  the 
City  under  the  franchise  issued  hereunder  to  the  amounts  of  such  insurance. 

24.  OPERATION. 

A.  Open  Books  and  Records.  The  Grantee  shall  manage  all  of  its  operations 
in  accordance  with  a  policy  of  open  books  and  records.  The  City  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect,  at  any  time  during  normal  business  hours  and  upon  reasonable 
notice,  all  books,  records,  maps,  plans,  income  tax  returns,  financial  statements, 
service  complaint  logs.  Grantee's  inspectors'  logs,  performance  test  results, 
hardware  installation  and  specifications  documents,  and  other  like  materials  of 
the  Grantee  which  relate  to  the  operation  of  the  franchise  and  which  are 
necessary  to  the  enforcement  of  this  Franchise  Agreement.  The  aforementioned 
records  shall  be  kept  in  Grantee's  office  in  the  City  and  access  to  them  shall  not 
be  denied  by  the  Grantee  on  the  basis  that  said  records  contain  proprietary  infor- 
mation, provided,  however,  that  the  Grantee  may  require  the  City  to  sign  a 
la\^'ful  agreement  to  maintain  the  confidentiality  of  any  such  proprietary  infor- 
mation. 

B.  Inspection  of  Property  and  Records. 

(1)  At  all  reasonable  times.  Grantee  shall  permit  examination  by  any 
duly  authorized  representative  of  the  City  of  all  franchise  property,  together 
with  any  appurtenant  property  of  Grantee  situated  within  or  without  the  City. 
Grantee  shall  also  permit  any  duly  authorized  representative  of  the  City  to  ex- 
amine and  transcribe  any  and  all  maps  and  other  records  kept  or  maintained  by 
Grantee  or  under  its  control  concerning  the  operations,  affairs,  transactions  or 
property  of  Grantee,  except  where  such  examination  or  transcription  would 
violate  a  third  party's  proprietary  rights. 

(2)  The  Grantee  shall  supply  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Baltimore  City,  at  least  one  complete  set  of  reproducible  maps  showing  all  ex- 
isting installations.  Such  maps  are  to  be  1"  =  40'  scale,  when  available,  for 
underground  installation  and  1"  =  100'  scale  for  all  other  installations.  In  the 
event  that  1"  =  40'  maps  are  not  available  for  any  portion  of  the  underground  in- 
stallation, the  Grantee  may  provide,  on  a  temporary  basis,  1"  =100'  scale  maps 
with  location  of  cable  indicated  from  reference  points  until  1"  =  40'  scale  maps 
are  available.  The  Grantee  shall  be  responsible  for  updating  these  maps.  The 
Grantee  shall  be  responsible  for  all  dan\age  to  its  facilities  by  City  forces  as  a 
result  of  "out-of-date"  maps. 

C.  Rights  of  Individuals. 

(l) Nondiscrimination  inSen'ice.  Grantee  shall  not  deny  service,  deny 
access,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against  subscribers,  channel  users,  or  general 
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citizens  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  religion,  national  origin,  age  or  sex.  Grantee 
shall  comply  at  all  times  with  all  other  applicable  Federal,  State  and  local  laws 
and  regulations,  and  all  executive  and  adminstrative  orders  relating  to  non- 
discrimination, which  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  part  of  this  Agreement 
by  reference. 

(2)  Equal  Employment  Opportunity.  Grantee  shall  strictly  adhere  to 
the  equal  employment  opportunity  requirements  of  all  Federal,  State  and  local 
laws  and  regulations  as  amended  from  time  to  time  and  shall  use  its  best  efforts 
to  develop  a  workforce  with  minority  representation  at  all  levels  comparable  to 
the  percentage  of  minorities  in  the  City's  population. 

(3)  Minority  Business  Enterprise  Program.  Grantee  shall  adhere  to 
the  policies  and  requirements  set  forth  in  the  City's  Minority  Business  Enter- 
prise Program  for  construction  and  operation  of  the  system,  as  contained  in 
Attachment  1  of  the  Request  for  Proposals. 

(4)  Nondiscrimination  in  Employment  Practices.  During  the  term  of 
the  franchise,  the  Grantee  assumes  primary  responsibility  for  ensuring  com- 
pliance with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  contained  in  this  subsection.  Con- 
tractors, subcontractors,  suppliers,  vendors,  and  all  parties  under  contract  with 
the  Grantee  are  responsible  to  the  Grantee  and  the  City  for  complying  with  the 
following  provisions: 

(i)  The  Grantee  and  all  parties  acting  through  or  by  agreement 
with  it  will  comply  fully  with  all  provisions  of  Article  4,  Section  10  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1976  Edition)  relating  to  unlawful  employment  practices. 

(ii)  The  Grantee  and  all  parties  acting  through  or  by  agreement 
with  it  shall  file  an  affidavit  with  the  City  that  they  have  complied  with  all  provi- 
sions of  Article  4,  Section  10  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1976  Edition)  relating 
to  unlawful  employment  practices.  They  shall  also  file  a  copy  of  their  most  recent 
EEOC  Form  EEO-1  or  a  reasonable  facsimile  thereof,  if  applicable. 

(iii)  The  Grantee  and  all  parties  acting  through  or  by  agree- 
ment with  it  will  not  discriminate  against  any  qualified  employee  or  applicant  for 
employment  because  of  race,  color,  religion,  sex,  age,  national  origin  or  mental  or 
physical  disability.  The  Grantee  and  all  parties  acting  through  or  by  agreement 
with  it  will  take  affirmative  action  to  ensure  that  applicants  are  employed,  and 
that  employees  are  treated  during  employment  without  regard  to  their  race,  col- 
or, religion,  sex,  age,  national  origin,  or  mental  or  physical  disability.  Such  action 
shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following:  employment,  upgrading,  demo- 
tion, or  transfer;  recruitment  or  recruitment  advertising;  layoff  or  termination; 
rates  of  pay  or  other  forms  of  compensation;  and  selection  for  training,  including 
apprenticeship.  The  Grantee  and  all  parties  acting  through  or  by  agreement  with 
it  agree  to  post,  in  conspicuous  places,  available  to  employees  and  applicants  for 
employment,  notices  to  be  provided  by  the  City  setting  forth  the  provisions  of 
this  nondiscrimination  clause. 

(iv)  The  Grantee  and  all  parties  acting  through  or  by  agree- 
ment with  it  will,  in  all  solicitations  or  advertisements  for  employees  placed  by  or 
on  its  behalf,  state  that  all  qualified  applicants  will  receive  consideration  for 
employment  without  regard  to  race,  color,  religion,  sex,  age,  national  origin,  or 
mental  or  physical  disability. 
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(v)  The  Grantee  and  all  parties  acting  through  or  by  agreement 
with  it  will  send  to  each  labor  union  or  representative  of  workers  with  which  it 
has  a  collective  bargaining  agreement  or  other  contract  of  understanding,  a 
notice  to  be  provided  by  the  City,  advising  the  labor  union  or  workers'  represent- 
ative of  the  City's  and  the  Grantee's  policy  of  nondiscrimination.  Copies  of  the 
notice  shall  be  posted  in  conspicuous  places  available  to  employees  and  applicants 
for  employment. 

(vi)  The  Grantees  will  furnish  all  information  and  reports  re- 
quired by  the  City  and  will  permit  access  to  its  books,  records,  and  accounts  by 
the  City  for  purposes  of  investigation  to  ascertain  compliance  with  the  rules  and 
provisions  of  this  section. 

(vii)  The  Grantee  will  include  the  provisions  of  subparagraphs 
(iii)  through  (vi)  in  every  subcontract  or  purchase  order  in  excess  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000)  so  that  such  provisions  will  be  binding  upon  each  contractor, 
subcontractor,  supplier,  or  vendor.  The  Grantee  will  take  such  action  with 
respect  to  any  contract,  subcontract,  or  purchase  order  as  the  City  may  direct  as 
a  means  of  enforcing  such  provisions,  including  sanctions  for  noncompliance, 
provided,  however,  that,  in  the  event  the  Grantee  becomes  involved  in,  or  is 
threatened  with,  litigation  with  a  contractor,  subcontractor,  supplier,  or  vendor 
as  a  result  of  such  direction  by  the  City,  the  City  may,  at  its  sole  option,  enter 
into  such  litigation  to  protect  its  interests. 

(viii)  In  the  absence  of  the  requirement  of  prequalification  by  the 
City,  the  Grantee  and  all  parties  acting  through  or  by  agreement  with  it  shall: 

(1)  Place  into  effect  an  "Affirmative  Action  and  Equal  Op- 
portunity Employment  Program"  within  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  follow- 
ing the  effective  date  of  the  franchise  or  issuance  of  any  subsequent  contract  or 
subcontract,  pursuant  to  the  Mayor's  Executive  Order  dated  January  1,  1977; 

(2)  File  and  cause  its  subcontractors  to  file  with  the  City 
Standard  Form  100  (EEO-1); 

(3)  Submit  before  or  after  an  award  such  other  information 
as  may  be  required  pertaining  to  equal  employment  opportunity,  which  may  in- 
clude the  maintenance  of  employment  or  other  records,  within  reasonable  limits 
as  deemed  necessary  for  administration  of  this  requirement; 

(4)  Submit  timely,  complete  and  accurate  reports  as  re- 
quired, or  it  shall  be  subject  to  the  imposition  of  sanctions  as  authorized;  and 

(5)  Submit  to  the  City  in  writing  that  all  equal  employment 
reports  required  of  it  under  all  other  contracts  have  been  filed. 

(5)  Purchasing,  Hiring  (ind  Training. 

(i)  The  Grantee  shall  establish  an  employment  policy  of  employ- 
ing City  residents  within  its  own  operations,  and  of  utilizing  City-based  firms  for 
purchases  and  construction  subcontracts  to  the  maximum  extent  practicable. 
The  Grantee  shall  provide  the  City  with  a  written  report  of  local  purchasing  and 
hiring  achievements  annually  for  the  duration  of  the  franchise. 
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(ii)  The  Grantee  shall  fund,  sponsor  and  conduct  an  employ- 
ment and  training  program  to  employ  and  train  local  and  minority  residents,  in- 
cluding the  unskilled  and  semi-skilled.  The  employment  and  training  programs 
shall  be  developed  in  cooperation  and  coordination  with  the  Neighborhood  Prog- 
ress Administration/Office  of  Manpower  Resources  ("NPA/OMR")  and  shall  in- 
clude, as  a  mmimum.  the  following  program  elements  or  their  equivalents  in 
order  to  make  employment  and  training  available  to  City  residents: 

(a)  A  cable  job  training  center; 

(b)  Employee  on-the-job  training  courses  funded  on  a 
continuing  basis  with  emphasis  on  the  training  of  minorities  and  women; 

(c)  An  internship  plan  for  City  students; 

(d)  Technical    training    for    secondary    and    post- 
secondary  teaching  staff;  and 

(e)  In-service  training  for  appropriate  City  public  infor- 
mation staff. 

(iii)  Grantee  shall  designate  NPA/OMR  as  its  principal  recruit- 
ment, referral,  and  training  agency  and  will  submit  comprehensive  manpower 
plans  for  positions  at  all  operational  levels  in  a  format  approved  by  NPA/OMR  no 
later  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  construction. 

(6)  Subscriber  Privacy.  Grantee  shall  comply  with  applicable  Federal 
law  regarding  the  protection  of  the  privacy  of  subscribers,  including  the  collec- 
tion, sale  and  release  of  information  relating  to  subscribers. 

(7)  Fairness  of  Accessibility.  Grantee  shall  operate  the  system  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  principle  of  fairness  and  equal  accessibility  of  its 
facilities,  equipment,  channels,  studios  and  other  services  to  all  citizens, 
businesses,  public  agencies  and  other  entities  having  a  legitimate  use  for  the 
system,  and  no  one  shall  be  arbitrarily  excluded  from  its  use.  Allocation  of  use  of 
said  facilties  shall  be  made  according  to  the  rules  or  decisions  of  the  Grantee  and 
any  regulatory  agencies  affecting  the  same. 

D.  Continuity  ofSennce  Mandatory. 

(1)  It  shall  be  the  right  of  all  subscribers  to  continue  receiving  service 
insofar  as  their  financial  and  other  obligations  to  the  Grantee  are  honored.  In  the 
event  that  the  Grantee  elects  to  overbuild,  rebuild,  modify,  or  sell  the  system,  or 
the  City  gives  notice  of  intent  to  la\\i"ully  terminate  or  fails  to  renew  this  fran- 
chise in  accordance  with  this  Agreement,  the  Grantee  shall  act  so  as  to  ensure 
that  all  subscribers  receive  continuous,  uninterrupted  service  for  a  reasonable 
period  of  time  and  at  rates  and  charges  established  at  that  point  in  time,  unless  or 
until  Grantee  ceases  business  operations. 

(2)  In  the  event  of  a  change  of  franchisee,  or  in  the  event  a  new 
operator  acquires  the  system,  the  Grantee  shall  cooperate  with  the  City,  new 
franchisee  or  operator  in  maintaining  continuity  of  service  to  all  subscribers. 
During  such  period.  Grantee  shall  be  entitled  to  the  revenues  for  any  period  dur- 
ing which  it  operates  the  system,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  reasonable  costs  for  its 
services  when  it  no  longer  operates  the  system. 
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(3)  In  the  event  Grantee  fails  to  operate  the  system  for  seven  (7)  con- 
secutive days  without  either  prior  written  approval  of  the  City  or  just  cause,  the 
City  may,  at  its  option,  operate  the  system  or  designate  an  operator  until  such 
time  as  Grantee  restores  service  under  conditions  acceptable  to  the  City  or  a  per- 
manent operator  is  selected.  If  the  City  is  required  to  fulfill  this  obligation  for  the 
Grantee,  the  Grantee  shall  reimburse  the  City  for  all  reasonable  costs  or 
damages  in  excess  of  revenues  from  the  system  received  by  the  City  that  are  the 
result  of  the  Grantee's  failure  to  perform. 

E.  Grantee  Rules  ayid  Regulations.  The  Grantee  shall  have  the  authority  to 
promulgate  such  rules,  regulations,  terms  and  conditions  governing  the  conduct 
of  its  business  as  shall  be  reasonably  necessary  to  enable  the  Grantee  to  exercise 
its  rights  and  perform  its  obligation  under  the  franchise,  and  to  assure  an 
uninterrupted  service  to  each  and  all  of  its  customers,  provided,  however,  that 
such  rules,  regulations,  terms  and  conditions  shall  not  be  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof  or  applicable  State  and  Federal  laws,  rules  and  regulations.  Such 
rules,  regulations,  terms  and  conditions  concerning  Grantee's  relationship  with 
its  subscribers  or  the  public  generally  shall  be  submitted  to  the  City  prior  to  their 
becoming  effective. 

25.  RIGHTS  RESERVED  TO  THE  CIT\\ 

A.  Right  to  Audit.  The  City  reserves  the  right  to  perform  a  financial  audit 
of  the  Grantee  at  the  City's  sole  discretion  and  expense. 

B.  Right  of  Intervention.  When  in  the  best  interests  of  Grantee  and  the 
City,  the  City  shall  have  the  right  to  intervention  in  any  suit  or  proceeding  to 
which  the  Grantee  is  a  party. 

C.  Right  to  Require  Removal  of  Property.  At  the  expiration  of  the  term  for 
which  the  franchise  is  granted,  or  upon  its  revocation  or  expiration,  as  provided 
for  herein,  the  City  shall  have  the  right  to  require  the  Grantee  to  remove,  at 
Grantee's  own  expense,  all  portions  of  the  cable  communications  system  from  all 
streets  and  public  ways  within  the  City,  and  return  those  locations  to  their 
original  condition. 

D.  Substitution  Provision.  If  a  provision  of  the  franchise  which  provides 
benefit  to  the  City  is  invalidated  by  law,  the  City  shall  have  the  right  to  negotiate 
an  alternative  benefit  with  the  Grantee.  American  Arbitration  Association  pro- 
cedures shall  be  used  if  the  City  and  the  Grantee  do  not  agree  as  to  such  alter- 
native benefits.  The  decision  by  the  arbitrator  shall  be  binding.  If  any  Federal  or 
State  statute  or  a  regulation  of  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  ex- 
isting at  the  time  of  the  award  of  franchise  is  repealed,  the  City  may  add  to  this 
Franchise  Agreement  a  provision  to  the  same  effect  as  the  statute  or  regulation, 
unless  such  right  is  specifically  denied  by  the  Federal  or  State  action. 

26.  DEFAULT/REMEDIES.  The  City  shall  have  the  right  to  declare  Grantee 
to  be  in  default  for  violation  of  any  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Franchise 
Agreement,  including  the  documents  set  forth  in  Section  6  hereof,  or  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  Franchise  Grant  Ordinance.  The  City  shall  first  notify 
Grantee  in  writing  of  any  such  violation.  From  the  date  of  the  notice.  Grantee 
shall  have  forty-five  (45)  days  to  correct  or,  if  the  violation  cannot  be  corrected  in 
45  days,  to  submit  a  plan  satisfactory  to  the  City  to  correct  the  violation.  If 
Grantee  fails  to  correct  the  violation  within  45  days  or,  in  the  case  of  a 
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violation  which  cannot  be  corrected  in  45  days  and  Grantee  has  timely  submitted 
a  satisfactory  plan,  if  Grantee  fails  to  implement  the  plan,  then  the  City  may 
declare  the  Grantee  in  default,  which  declaration  must  be  in  writing.  In  the  event 
that  the  City  declares  Grantee  in  default,  the  City  shall  have  the  right  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  to  collect  liquidated  or  compensatory  damages  from  the  date  of 
declaration  of  default,  to  pursue  other  remedies  provided  for  in  this  Franchise 
Agreement,  or  to  exercise  any  other  rights  and  remedies  afforded  to  the  City  in 
law  or  equity,  provided,  however,  that  the  City  may  institute  revocation  pro- 
ceedings against  Grantee  pursuant  to  Section  26. F  hereof  only  on  the  grounds 
set  forth  therein. 

A.  Failure  to  Honor  Financial  Commitments  to  the  City,  In  the  event  that 

any  lawful  financial  commitment  to  the  City  is  not  fulfilled  on  or  before  the  date 
specified  in  this  Franchise  Agreement,  Grantee  shall  be  in  violation.  If  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  the  Grantee  is  declared  to  be  in  default  for  any 
such  violation,  the  City  may  recover  from  the  Security  Fund  all  amounts  due  it, 
including  the  following  additional  compensation: 

(1)  An  interest  charge,  computed  from  the  due  date,  at  the  annual  rate 
equal  to  one  hundred  twenty  percent  (120%)  of  the  commercial  prime  interest 
rate  in  effect  upon  the  due  date,  and  charged  by  such  bank  as  the  City  shall  from 
time  to  time  designate;  and 

(2)  Those  additional  expenses  and  costs  incurred  and  proven  by  the 
City  by  reason  of  the  delinquent  payment. 

B.  Failure  to  Honor  Construction  Commitments.  Grantee  shall  be  in  viola- 
tion of  this  Agreement  if  it  fails  to  commence  construction  or  fails  to  complete 
construction  of  the  system  within  the  time  limits  established  herein,  including 
any  extensions  granted  by  the  City.  In  such  cases  as  the  violation  leads  to  a 
declaration  of  default  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  the  City  may  ap- 
ply the  following  remedies,  taking  into  consideration  such  factors  as  the  nature, 
extent  and  seriousness  of  the  violation: 

(1)  Collect  liquidated  damages  from  the  date  of  declaration  of  default  in 
the  amount  of  up  to  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  per  day  for  the  first  six  (6) 
months,  and  up  to  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  per  day  thereafter,  and  reduce 
the  franchise  term  on  a  month-to-month  basis  for  each  month  of  default;  and 

(2)  Proceed  against  the  performance  and  payment  bonds  for  such 
defaults  exceeding  one  (1)  year. 

C.  Failure  to  Honor  Service  Commitments.  Grantee  shall  be  in  violation  of 
this  Agreement  if  it  fails  to  provide  service  to  any  subscriber  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  hereof.  The  City  may  require  Grantee  to  provide  service  to  the 
subscriber  and  to  make  all  refunds  in  accordance  with  Section  22.C(7)  hereof. 

D.  Failure  to  Honor  Other  Commitments. 

(1)  Grantee  shall  be  in  violation  of  this  Agreement  if  it  fails  to  honor 
any  other  commitment  it  has  agreed  to  herein,  including  the  documents  set  forth 
in  Section  6  hereof,  or  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Franchise  Grant 
Ordinance. 
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(2)  Remedies  available  to  the  City  in  the  event  any  such  violation  leads 
to  a  declaration  of  default  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  include: 

(a)  Collection  of  liquidated  damages,  taking  into  consideration  such 
factors  as  the  nature,  extent  and  seriousness  of  the  violation,  from  the  date  of 
declaration  of  default  in  the  amount  of  up  to  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  per  inci- 
dent or  per  day  for  the  first  six  (6)  months  and  up  to  one  thousand  dollars 
($1,000)  per  day  thereafter; 

(b)  Requiring  the  Grantee  to  make  reasonable  payments  for 
damages  caused  to  affected  customers;  and 

(c)  Requiring  the  Grantee  to  correct  or  otherwise  remedy  the  viola- 
tion prior  to  any  regulated  rate  increase  becoming  effective. 

E.  Hearing  Available  to  Grantee. 

(1)  Within  ten  (10)  days  after  receipt  of  a  written  declaration  of  default 
from  the  City,  Grantee  may  request,  in  writing,  a  hearing  before  the  City  or  its 
agent,  in  a  full  public  proceeding  affording  due  process.  Such  hearing  shall  be 
held  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  request  therefor  and  a  decision 
rendered  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing.  The  decision 
rendered,  if  adverse  to  the  Grantee,  shall  include  a  determination  as  to  the 
amount  of  liquidated  damages  to  be  assessed,  if  any,  and  shall  be  final  and  bind- 
ing unless  appealed  by  Grantee  pursuant  to  subsection  (2)  below. 

(2)  Any  appeal  from  the  determination  of  the  hearing  agency  shall, 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  issuance  of  such  hearing  agency's  determination,  be 
made  to  the  Board  of  Estimates,  if  not  originally  heard  there.  The  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Estimates  shall  be  considered  the  City's  final  decision.  Grantee  may  fur- 
ther appeal  such  decision  to  the  Circuit  Court  for  Baltimore  City,  which  shall 
have  the  power  to  affirm  the  decision  of  the  Board,  or.  if  such  decision  is  not  in 
accordance  with  law,  to  modify  or  reverse  such  decision,  as  justice  may  require. 
Such  appeal  to  the  Circuit  Court  for  Baltimore  City  must  be  taken  thirty  (30) 
days  of  the  issuance  of  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Estimates.  Appeals  from  the 
decision  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  Baltimore  City  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
Maryland  law  and  rules  of  procedures. 

F.  Forfeiture  or  Revocation  of  the  Franchise. 

(!)  Grounds  for  Revocation.  The  City  may  revoke  the  franchise  granted 
hereunder  and  rescind  all  rights  and  privileges  associated  with  the  franchise  only 
for  defaults  by  Grantee  arising  from  the  following  circumstances,  each  of  which 
separately  shall  represent  a  material  violation  of  this  Franchise  Agreement: 

(a)  If  the  Grantee  is  found  to  have  materially  misrepresented  any 
information  in  its  Application  for  Franchise; 

(b)  If  the  Grantee  should  willfully  fail  to  provide  or  maintain  in  full 
force  and  effect  the  liability  and  indemnification  coverages  or  the  performance 
and  payment  bonds  or  the  security  fund  required  herein; 

(c)  If  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  FCC  or  any  State 
regulatory  body  determines  that  any  provision  of  the  franchise  is  invalid  or  unen- 
forceable prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  system  construction,  which  decision 
would  have  the  effect  of  preventing  the  beginning  of  construction  for  a  period  of 
one  (1)  year  or  more  from  the  scheduled  date; 
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(d)  If  the  Grantee  should  willfully  violate  any  material  orders  or 
rulings  of  any  regulatory  body  having  jurisdiction  over  the  Grantee  relative  to 
the  franchise; 

(e)  If  the  Grantee  fails  to  provide  services  for  which  it  is  obligated 
due  to  any  reasons  within  the  control  of  the  Grantee,  which  control  shall  include 
all  corporations  or  other  business  entities  with  which  the  Grantee  is  affiliated; 

(f)  If  the  Grantee  willfully  attempts  to  evade  any  of  the  material 
provisions  of  this  Franchise  Agreement  or  practices  any  fraud  or  deceit  upon  the 
City; 

(g)  Subject  to  Section  ll.E  hereof,  if  the  Grantee's  construction 
schedule  is  delayed  for  more  than  eighteen  (18)  months  later  than  the  schedule 
contained  in  this  Franchise  Agreement,  or  Grantee  fails  to  commence  initial  con- 
struction within  nine  (9)  months  after  the  effective  date  of  the  franchise; 

(h)  If  the  Grantee  becomes  insolvent,  unable  or  unwilling  to  pay  its 
debts,  or  is  adjudged  a  bankrupt;  and 

(i)  If  the  Grantee  shall  fail  to  perform  any  other  of  its  material 
obligations  under  this  Franchise  Agreement. 

(2)  Procedure  Prior  to  Revocation. 

(a)  The  City  shall  give  written  notice  to  the  Grantee  of  its  intent  to 
revoke  the  franchise  and  the  lawful  grounds  therefor.  Grantee  shall  have  forty- 
five  (45)  days  from  such  notice  to  object,  in  writing,  and  to  state  its  reasons  for 
such  objection.  In  the  event  the  City  has  not  received  a  response  satisfactory  to 
it,  it  may  then  proceed  to  place  its  request  for  termination  of  the  franchise  at  a 
Board  of  Estimates  meeting.  The  City  shall  cause  to  be  served  upon  such 
Grantee,  at  last  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  a  writ- 
ten notice  of  this  intent  to  request  such  termination,  and  the  time  and  place  of  the 
meeting,  notice  of  which  shall  be  published  by  the  City  at  least  once,  ten  (10)  days 
before  such  meeting  in  two  (2)  newspapers  of  general  circulation  within  the  City. 

(b)  At  the  designated  meeting,  the  Board  of  Estimates  shall  give 
the  Grantee  an  opportunity  to  state  its  position  on  the  matter,  after  which  it  shall 
determine  whether  or  not  the  franchise  shall  be  revoked.  The  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Estimates  shall  be  the  City's  final  decision.  Grantee  may  appeal  such 
decision  to  the  Circuit  Court  for  Baltimore  City,  which  shall  have  the  power  to  af- 
firm the  decision  of  the  Board,  or,  if  such  decision  is  not  in  accordance  with  law, 
to  modify  or  reverse  such  decision,  as  justice  may  require.  Such  appeal  to  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  for  Baltimore  City  must  be  taken  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  is- 
suance of  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Estimates.  Appeals  from  the  decision  of 
the  Circuit  Court  for  Baltimore  City  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Maryland  law 
and  rules  of  procedure. 

(c)  The  Board  of  Estimates  may,  at  its  sole  discretion,  take  any 
other  lawful  action  which  it  deems  appropriate  to  enforce  the  City's  rights  within 
the  Franchise  Agreement  in  lieu  of  revocation  of  the  franchise. 

(5)  Disposition  of  Facilities.  In  the  event  the  franchise  expires,  is 
revoked,  or  is  otherwise  terminated,  the  City  may  order  the  Grantee  to  remove 
the  system  facilities  from  the  City  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time  as  deter- 
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mined  by  the  City  or  require  the  Grantee  to  maintain  and  operate  the  system  un- 
til a  subsequent  Grantee  is  selected.  In  such  event,  the  City  shall  have  the  right 
to  purchase  the  system  for  fair  market  value,  determined  on  the  basis  of  the 
cable  system  valued  as  a  going  concern,  but  with  no  value  allocated  to  the  fran- 
chise itself,  as  determined  by  arbitration  pursuant  to  the  rules  of  the  American 
Arbitration  Association. 

(4)  Restoration  of  Property.  In  removing  its  plant,  structures  and 
equipment,  the  Grantee  shall  refill,  at  its  own  expense,  any  excavation  that  shall 
be  made  by  it  and  shall  leave  all  public  ways  and  places  in  as  good  condition  as 
that  prevailing  prior  the  Grantee's  removal  of  its  equipment  and  appliances 
without  affecting  the  electrical  or  telephone  cable  wire,  or  attachments.  The  City 
shall  inspect  and  approve  the  condition  of  the  public  ways  and  places,  and  cables, 
wires,  attachments  and  poles  after  removal.  The  liability,  indemnity  and  in- 
surance, the  construction  and  performance  bonds  and  the  security  fund  provided 
for  herein  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  during  the  period  of  removal  and 
until  full  compliance  by  the  Grantee  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  subsec- 
tion and  the  Franchise  Agreement. 

(5)  Restoration  by  City,  Reimhursemeyit  of  Costs.  In  the  event  of  a 
failure  by  the  Grantee  to  complete  any  work  required  by  subsections  (3)  and/or 
(4)  above,  or  any  other  work  required  by  City  law  or  ordinance  within  the  time  as 
may  be  established  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City,  the  City  may  cause  such 
work  to  be  done  and  the  Grantee  shall  reimburse  the  City  the  cost  thereof  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  an  itemized  list  of  such  costs  or  the  City  may 
recover  such  costs  through  the  security  fund  at  the  City's  discretion.  The  City 
shall  be  permitted  to  seek  legal  and  equitable  relief  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  subsection. 

(6)  Extended  Operation.  Upon  either  the  expiration  or  lawful  revoca- 
tion of  the  franchise,  the  City  may  require  the  Grantee  to  continue  to  operate  the 
system  for  an  extended  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  twelve  (12)  months  from  the 
date  of  such  expiration  or  revocation.  The  Grantee  shall,  as  trustee  for  its  suc- 
cessor in  interest,  continue  to  operate  the  system  under  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  Franchise  Agreement  and  to  provide  the  regular  subscriber  service  and 
any  and  all  of  the  services  that  may  be  provided  at  that  time  and  shall  receive  all 
revenues  from  operations.  The  City  shall  be  permitted  to  seek  legal  and  equitable 
relief  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  subsection. 

(7)  City's  Right  Not  Affected.  The  termination  and  forfeiture  of  the 
franchise  shall  in  no  way  affect  any  of  the  rights  of  the  City  under  the  Franchise 
Agreement  or  any  provision  of  law,  provided,  however,  that  Grantee's  obliga- 
tions shall  cease  upon  termination  unless  Grantee  continues  to  operate  the  cable 
system. 

G.  Receivership  and  Foreclosure. 

(1)  The  franchise  herein  granted  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  cease 
and  terminate  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  after  the  appointment  of  a  receiver 
or  receivers  or  trustee  to  take  over  and  conduct  the  business  of  the  Grantee 
whether  in  a  receivership,  reorganization,  bankruptcy  or  other  action  or  pro- 
ceeding unless  such  receivership  or  trusteeship  shall  have  been  vacated  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  said  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days,  or  unless: 
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(a)  Such  receivers  or  trustees  shall  have,  within  one  hundred  twen- 
ty (120)  days  after  their  election  or  appointment,  fully  complied  with  all  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  this  Franchise  Agreement  and  the  franchise  granted 
pursuant  hereto,  and  the  receivers  or  trustees  within  said  one  hundred  twenty 
(120)  days  shall  have  remedied  all  defaults  under  the  franchise;  and 

(b)  Such  receivers  or  trustees  shall,  within  said  one  hundred  twenty 
(120)  days,  execute  an  agreement  duly  approved  by  the  court  having  jurisdiction 
in  the  premises,  whereby  such  receivers  or  trustees  assume  and  agree  to  be 
bound  by  each  and  every  term,  provision  and  limitation  of  the  franchise  herein 
granted. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  Section  18D  hereof,  in  the 
case  of  a  foreclosure  or  other  judicial  sale  of  the  plant,  property  and  equipment  of 
the  Grantee,  or  any  part  thereof,  including  or  excluding  this  franchise,  the  City 
may  serve  notice  of  termination  upon  the  Grantee  and  the  successful  bidder  at 
such  sale,  in  which  event  the  franchise  herein  granted  and  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  Grantee  hereunder  shall  cease  and  terminate  thirty  (30)  days 
after  service  of  such  notice,  unless: 

(a)  The  City  shall  have  approved  the  transfer  of  this  francise,  as 
and  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Franchise  Agreement;  and 

(b)  Such  successful  bidder  shall  have  covenanted  and  agreed  with 
the  City  to  assume  and  be  bound  by  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  franchise. 

27.  COOPERATION.  The  parties  recognize  that  it  is  in  their  mutual  best  in- 
terest for  the  cable  communications  system  to  be  constructed  and  to  be  in  opera- 
tion as  quickly  and  as  efficiently  as  possible.  To  achieve  this,  the  parties  agree  to 
cooperate  with  each  other  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this 
Franchise  Agreement.  Should  either  party  believe  that  the  other  is  not  acting 
timely  or  reasonably  within  the  confines  of  applicable  regulations  and  procedures 
in  responding  to  a  request  for  action,  that  party  shall  notify  an  agent  designated 
for  this  purpose  by  the  other.  That  agent  will  use  its  best  efforts  to  facilitate  the 
particular  action  requested. 

28.  WAIVER.  The  failure  of  the  City  at  any  time  to  require  performance  by  the 
Grantee  of  any  provision  hereof,  shall  in  no  way  affect  the  right  of  the  City 
thereafter  to  enforce  the  same.  Nor  shall  the  waiver  by  the  City  of  any  breach  of 
any  provision  hereof  be  taken  or  held  to  be  a  waiver  of  any  succeeding  breach  of 
such  provision,  or  as  a  waiver  of  the  provision  itself. 

29.  CUMULATIVE  PROVISION.  The  rights  and  remedies  reserved  to  the 
City  by  this  Franchise  Agreement  are  cumulative  and  shall  be  in  addition  to  and 
not  in  derogation  of  any  other  rights  or  remedies  which  the  City  may  have  with 
respect  to  the  subject  matter  of  this  Franchise  Agreement,  and  a  waiver  thereof 
at  any  time  shall  not  affect  any  other  time. 

30.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  FEDERAL,  STATE,  AND  LOCAL  LAWS.  The 
Grantee,  its  contractors,  employees  and  agents,  are  familiar  with  all  Federal, 
State,  Local  and  municipal  laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  which  in  any 
manner  affect  those  engaged  or  employed  in  the  work,  or  the  materials  or  equip- 
ment used  in  or  upon  the  work,  or  in  any  way  affect  the  work,  and  no  plea  of 
misunderstanding  will  be  considered  on  account  of  the  ignorance  thereof.  If 
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Grantee  shall  discover  any  provision  in  the  Plans,  Specifications  or  Contract 
Documents  which  is  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  any  such  law,  ordinance, 
rule  or  regulation.  Grantee  shall  promptly  report  it  to  the  City  in  writing.  The 
Grantee,  its  contractors,  employees  and  agent,  shall  comply  with  all  applicable 
Federal,  State  and  Local  laws,  rules  and  regulations  issued  pursuant  thereto  and 
shall  indemnify  the  City  against  any  loss,  liability  or  damage  occasioned  by 
reason  of  its  violation  of  this  Selection. 

31.  NOTICES.  All  notices  from  Grantee  to  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Agree- 
ment shall  be  sent  to  an  address  to  be  designated  by  the  City.  Grantee  shall  main- 
tain within  the  City,  throughout  the  term  of  the  franchise,  a  local  office  and 
telephone  number  for  the  conduct  of  matters  related  to  the  franchise.  All  notices 
to  Grantee  shall  be  sent  to  that  address. 

32.  PUBLIC  NOTICE.  Minimum  public  notice  of  any  public  meeting  relating  to 
the  franchise  shall  be  by  publication  at  least  once  in  two  newspapers  of  general 
circulation  in  the  area  not  less  than  seven  (7)  nor  more  than  twenty-one  (21)  days 
prior  to  the  meeting,  posting  at  City  Hall,  and  by  announcement  on  at  least  two 
(2)  channels  of  the  Grantee's  system  between  the  hours  of  7:00  P.M.  and  9:00 
P.M.,  for  five  (5)  consecutive  days  prior  to  the  meeting. 

33.  CAPTIONS.  The  captions  to  sections  throughout  this  Franchise  Agree- 
ment are  solely  to  facilitate  reading  and  reference  to  the  sections  and  provisions 
of  the  Agreement.  Such  captions  shall  not  affect  the  meaning  or  interpretation  of 
the  Agreement. 

34.  NO  RECOURSE  AGAINST  THE  CITY.  The  Grantee  shall  have  no 
recourse  whatsoever  against  the  City  or  its  officials,  boards,  commissions, 
agents,  or  employees  for  any  loss,  expense,  or  damage  arising  out  of  any  provi- 
sion or  requirement  of  the  franchise  or  because  of  the  enforcement  of  the  fran- 
chise. 

35.  FORCE  MAJEURE.  Both  parties'  obligations  to  perform  any  services 
and/or  complete  any  installations  by  any  specific  date  (whether  such  date  is 
specified  herein  or  calculable  now  or  hereafter  pursuant  to  the  terms  hereof) 
shall,  with  respect  to  each  such  obligation,  be  deferred  by  the  amount  of  time 
that  the  other  party  deems  reasonable  under  the  circumstances  for  the  perform- 
ance of  such  service  or  completion  of  such  installation  when  delayed  by  "Force 
Majeure".  In  each  such  instance,  it  shall  be  the  burden  of  the  party  seeking  a 
delay  of  its  obligation  to  perform  to  prove  to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of  the 
other  party  of  the  reasonableness  of  the  delay. 

36.  TIME  IS  OF  THE  ESSENCE.  Whenever  this  Franchise  Agreement  sets 
forth  any  time  for  any  act  to  be  performed  by  either  of  the  parties,  such  time 
shall  be  deemed  of  the  essence. 

37.  CONSTRUCTION  OF  AGREEMENT.  This  Agreement  shall  be  governed, 
construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  ex- 
cept that  the  parties'  respective  rights  and  obligations  hereunder  shall  be  subject 
to  any  applicable  provisions  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  any 
applicable  rules,  regulations  and  orders  of  the  Federal  Communications  Commis- 
sion, and  any  applicable  rules,  regulations,  legislation  or  orders  of  any  other 
public  body  having  jurisdiction  over  the  subject  matter  hereof 
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38.  NO  JOINT  VENTURE.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  deemed  to  create  any  joint 
venture  or  principal-agent  relationship  between  the  parties,  and  neither  party  is 
authorized  to,  and  neither  party  shall  act  toward  third  parties  or  the  public  in  any 
manner  which  would  indicate  any  such  relationship  with  the  other. 

39.  ENTIRE  AGREEMENT.  This  Agreement  and  all  Attachments  hereto 
represent  the  entire  understanding  and  agreement  between  the  parties  hereto 
with  respect  to  the  subject  matter  hereof,  supersede  all  prior  oral  negotiations 
between  the  parties,  and  can  be  amended,  supplemented,  modified  or  changed 
only  by  an  agreement  in  writing  which  makes  specific  reference  to  this  Agree- 
ment or  the  appropriate  Attachment  and  which  is  signed  by  the  party  against 
whom  enforcement  of  any  such  amendment,  supplement,  modification  or  change 
is  sought. 

40.  SEVERABILITY.  If  any  section,  subsection,  sentence,  clause,  phrase,  or 
portion  of  this  Agreement  is,  for  any  reason,  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  portion  shall  be  deemed  a  separate, 
distinct  and  independent  provision  and  such  holding  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  the  remaining  portions  of  this  Agreement.

RECITALS 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  XI -C,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Maryland  (the  "Constitution"),  Article  II,  subsection  (20Xc),  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  1964  Revision,  as  amended  (the  "Charter")  (the  Con- 
stitution and  the  Charter  being  hereinafter  collectively  referred  to  as  the  "En-

City. 

The  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Sections  266A 
through  266-1  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replace- 
ment Volume  and  1983  Supplement)  (the  "Economic  Development  Revenue 
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Bond  Act")  empowers  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  of  Maryland  to 
borrow  money  by  issuing  revenue  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  financing  and  refi- 
nancing the  costs  of  acquisition  of  one  or  more  facilities  for  one  or  more  facility 
users. 

The  City  considers  the  establishment,  construction,  erection,  alteration,  expan- 
sion, enlargement,  improvement,  equipping,  repair,  maintenance,  operation, 
control  and  regulation  of  the  off-street  parking  facilities  described  in  Exhibit  A 
to  this  resolution  (the  "Facilities")  to  be  in  furtherance  of  the  public  purposes  of 
the  Enabling  Acts  and  the  Ordinance,  and  that  the  financing  of  the  Facilities  will 
assist  the  City  by  providing  additional  off-street  parking  facilities  to  meet  ex- 
isting and  projected  needs  of  the  City  and  to  otherwise  accomplish  the  public  pur- 
poses of  the  Enabling  Acts  and  the  Ordinance. 

The  City  is  desirous  of  proceeding  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  (hereinafter 
defined),  making  certain  determinations  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the 
Enabling  Acts  and  the  Ordinance  and  providing  alternate  authority  under  the 
Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act  for  financing  the  acquisition  of  all  or 
a  portion  of  the  Facilities. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  AND  ORDERED  BY  THE 
MAYOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL  OF  BALTIMORE,  that: 

Section  1.  The  City  intends  to  issue  and  sell  its  bonds,  notes  or  other  obliga- 
tions (including  bond  anticipation  notes)  (collectively,  the  "Bonds")  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Enabling  Acts  and  the  Ordinance  in  a  principal  amount  suf- 
ficient to  (i)  pay  the  cost  of  financing  the  Facilities,  (ii)  fund  any  capitalized  in- 
terest on  the  Bonds,  (iii)  pay  the  costs  incident  to  the  authorization,  sale  and  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds,  (iv)  fund  reserve  funds  for  the  Bonds,  (v)  carry  out  any  of 
the  other  public  purposes  provided  for  in  the  Ordinance,  or  (vi)  any  combination 
of  the  above,  in  a  principal  aggregate  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty  Seven 
Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($27,500,000). 

Sec.  2.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  (i)  be  used  by  the  City  to  establish,  con- 
struct, erect,  alter,  expand,  enlarge,  improve,  equip,  repair,  maintain,  operate, 
control  and  regulate  the  Facilities,  (ii)  be  used  in  connection  with  any  other  fi- 
nancing structure  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Acts  and  the  Ordinance  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing,  constructing,  erecting,  altering,  expanding,  enlarging,  im- 
proving, equipping,  repairing,  maintaining,  operating,  controlling,  and 
regulating  the  Facilities,  or  (iii)  be  used  in  connection  with  any  combination  of  the 
above. 

Sec.  3.  The  City  intends  (i)  to  operate  the  Facilities  itself,  (ii)  to  sell  or  lease  the 
Facilities  to  one  or  more  private  persons,  corporations,  firms,  partnerships, 
coop)€ratives  or  other  private  entities  (the  "Private  Sector  Participant")  under 
one  or  more  conditional  sales  agreements  or  leases  (which  may  be  either 
operating  or  capital  leases),  (iii)  to  make  and  enter  into  contracts  with  one  or 
more  Private  Sector  Participants  providing  for  such  Private  Sector  Participants 
to  establish,  construct,  erect,  alter,  expand,  enlarge,  improve,  equip,  repair, 
maintain,  operate,  control  and  regulate  the  Facilities,  (iv)  to  provide  any  other 
structure  for  the  establishment,  construction,  erection,  alteration,  expansion. 
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enlargement,  improvement,  equipping,  repair,  maintenance,  operation,  control 
and  regulation  of  the  Facilities  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Acts  and  the 
Ordinince,  or  (v)  any  combination  of  the  above. 

Sec.  4.  The  City  intends  to  adopt  such  resolutions,  to  take  such  other  actions, 
and  to  authorize  the  execution  and  delivery  of  such  documents  as  may  be 
necessary  or  desirable  for  (i)  the  final  authorization,  issuance,  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds,  (ii)  the  financing  of  the  establishment,  construction,  erection,  alteration, 
expansion,  enlargement,  improvement,  equipping,  repair,  maintenance,  opera- 
tion, control  and  regulation  of  the  Facilities,  and  (iii)  the  execution  of  leases,  con- 
tracts and  other  agreements  with  one  or  more  Private  Sector  Participants  with 
respect  to  the  establishment,  construction,  erection,  alteration,  expansion, 
enlargement,  improvement,  equipping,  repair,  maintenance,  operation,  control 
and  regulation  of  the  Facilities  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  in  connection 
with  such  activities. 

Sec.  5.  As  an  alternative  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Acts  and  the  Ordinance,  the  City  may  issue  the  Bonds  in  the  maxirpum  aggregate 
principal  amount  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  this  resolution  pursuaiit  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act  in  order  to  finance  or 
refinance  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Economic 
Development  Revenue  Bond  Act)  of  the  Facilities.  The  proceeds  of  such  Bonds 
shall  be  loaned  or  otherwise  made  available  to  a  Private  Sector  Participant 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City.  The  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City 
is  hereby  authorized  to  prescribe,  determine,  provide  for  and  approve  -  all  within 
the  limitations  of  this  resolution  and  the  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond 
Act -all  matters,  details,  forms,  documents  and  procedures  pertaining  to  the 
sale,  security,  issuance,  delivery  and  payment  of  or  for  the  Bonds.  It  is  hereby 
found  and  determined  that  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  financing  of  the 
Facilities  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof  will  accomplish  the  public  pur-

sand Dollars  ($57,500,000).  The  City  intends  that  this  resolution  shall  constitute 
"some  other  similar  official  action"  toward  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  1.103(aX5)  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations  promulgated  by 
the  United  States  Treasury  Department,  notwithstanding  any  lapse  of  time  in 
the  passage  of  such  an  amending  ordinance. 
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Sec.  7.  All  actions,  proceedings,  and  determinations  intended  or  authorized  to 
be  taken,  adopted  or  made  by  the  City  pursusmt  to  this  resolution,  shall  be  taken, 
adopted  or  made  by  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  as  authorized  by  the 
Ordinance,  it  being  the  intention  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  that 
the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  exercise  to  the  fullest  extent  thereof  the 
authority  delegated  to  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the  Ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  The  provisions  of  this  resolution  are  severable,  and  if  any  provision, 
sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  thereof  is  held  illegal,  invalid,  unconstitutional 
or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances,  such  illegality,  invalidity,  un- 
constitutionality or  inapplicability,  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections  or  parts  of  this  resolution  or  their  applica- 
tion to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative

The  Facilities  will  be  located  (by  way  of  general  description  and  not  limitation) 
in  the  geographical  limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  on  a  parcel  of  land  bounded  by 
Pratt  Street,  Calvert  Street,  Lombard  Street  and  South  Street  and  will  consist 
of  a  multi-level  parking  facility  containing  approximately  1,200  parking  spaces, 
including  (without  limitation)  ramps,  elevators,  heating  and  air  conditioning 
equipment,  stairs,  security  equipment,  cleaning  equipment,  traffic  gates,  guard 
rails,  lights,  storage  areas,  engines,  computer  equipment,  cash  registers  and  of- 
fice equipment.  The  Facilities  also  include  (i)  all  facilities,  equipment  and  other 
real  and  personal  property  used  or  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  foregoing, 
and  (ii)  any  interests  in  land  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  Facilities,  including 
the  land  site,  together  with  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  or 
desirable  facilities.

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  no  further  action  by  the  City  is 
necessary  to  effect  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  FaciHty  by  the  Authori- 
ty or  the  completion  of  the  transactions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution,  in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  in  accordance  with  Section  13-138(e)  of 
the  MIDFA  Act,  this  Resolution  is  administrative  in  nature,  not  subject  to  the 
procedures  required  for  legislative  acts  and  not  subject  to  referendum. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  this  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  adopotion.

Sec.  o.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  (a)  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon 
will  be  limited  obligations  of  the  Authority,  payable  solely  from  revenues  or 
moneys  to  be  received  by  the  Authority  in  connection  with  the  financing  of  the 
acquisition  of  the  Facility  or  from  any  other  funds  provided  therefor,  (b)  the 
Bonds  will  not  constitute  an  indebtedness  to  which  the  faith  and  credit  of  the 
State,  the  Department  of  Economic  and  Community  Development  of  the  State 
(the  "Department"),  the  Authority-,  the  City  or  any  other  public  body  is  pledged, 
and  (c)  neither  the  Bonds  nor  the  interest  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or 
a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  State,  the  Depart- 
ment, the  Authority,  the  City,  or  any  other  public  body  and  neither  shall  ever 
constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  State,  the  Department,  the 
Authority,  the  City  or  any  other  public  body. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  authorized,  issued,

City. 

The  Maryland  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act,  Sections  266A 
through  266-1  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1982  Replace- 
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ment  Volume  and  1983  Supplement),  as  amended  (the  "Economic  Development 
Revenue  Bond  Act")  empowers  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  to  borrow  money  by  issuing  revenue  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  financing 
and  refinancing  the  costs  of  acquisition  of  one  or  more  facilities  for  one  or  more 
facility  users. 

The  City  considers  the  establishment,  construction,  erection,  alteration,  expan- 
sion, enlargement,  improvement,  equipping,  repair,  maintenance,  operation, 
control  and  regulation  of  the  off-street  parking  facilities  described  in  Exhibit  A 
to  this  resolution  (the  "Facilities")  to  be  in  furtherance  of  the  public  purposes  of 
the  Enabling  Acts  and  the  Ordinance,  and  that  the  financing  of  the  Facilities  will 
assist  the  City  by  providing  additional  off-street  parking  facilities  to  meet  ex- 
isting and  projected  needs  of  the  City  and  to  otherwise  accomplish  the  public  pur- 
poses of  the  Enabling  Acts  and  the  Ordinance. 

The  City  is  desirous  of  proceeding  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  (hereinafter 
defined)  and  making  certain  determinations  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the 
Enabling  Acts  and  the  Ordinance  and  providing  alternate  authority  under  the 
Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act  for  financing  the  acquisition  of  all  or 
a  portion  of  the  Facilities. 

NOW  THEREFORE,  Be  it  resolved  and  ordered  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  That:

suance of  the  Bonds,  (iv)  fund  reserve  funds  for  the  Bonds,  (v)  carry  out  any  of 
the  other  public  purposes  provided  for  in  the  Ordinance,  or  (vi)  any  combination 
of  the  above,  in  a  principal  aggregate  amount  not  to  exceed  Nine  Million  Dollars 
($9,000,000). 

Sec.  2.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  (i)  be  used  by  the  City  to  establish,  con- 
struct, erect,  alter,  expand,  enlarge,  improve,  equip,  repair,  maintain,  operate, 
control  and  regulate  the  Facilities,  (ii)  be  used  in  connection  with  any  other  fi- 
nancing structure  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Acts  and  the  Ordinance  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing,  constructing,  erecting,  altering,  expanding,  enlarging,  im- 
proving, equipping,  repairing,  maintaining,  operating,  controlling,  and 
regulating  the  Facilities,  or  (iii)  be  used  in  connection  with  any  combination  of  the 
above. 

Sec.  3.  The  City  intends  (i)  to  operate  the  Facilities  itself,  (ii)  to  sell  or  lease  the 
Facilities  to  one  or  more  private  persons,  corporations,  firms,  partnerships, 
cooperatives  or  other  private  entities  (the  "Private  Sector  Participant")  under 
one  or  more  conditional  sales  agreements  or  leases  (which  may  be  either 
operating  or  capital  leases),  (iii)  to  make  and  enter  into  contracts  with  one  or 
more  Private  Sector  Participants  providing  for  such  Private  Sector  Participants 
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to  establish,  construct,  erect,  alter,  expand,  enlarge,  improve,  equip,  repair, 
maintain,  operate,  control  and  regulate  the  Facilities,  (iv)  to  provide  any  other 
structure  for  the  establishment,  construction,  erection,  alteration,  expansion, 
enlargement,  improvement,  equipping,  repair,  maintenance,  operation,  control 
and  regulation  of  the  Facilities  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Acts  and  the 
Ordinance,  or  (v)  any  combination  of  the  above. 

Sec.  4.  The  City  intends  to  adopt  such  resolutions,  to  take  such  other  actions, 
and  to  authorize  the  execution  and  delivery  of  such  documents  as  may  be 
necessary  or  desirable  for  (i)  the  final  authorization,  issuance,  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds,  (ii)  the  financing  of  the  establishment,  construction,  erection,  alteration, 
expansion,  enlargement,  improvement,  equipping,  repair,  maintenance,  opera- 
tion, control  and  regulation  of  the  Facilities,  and  (iii)  the  execution  of  leases,  con- 
tracts and  other  agreements  with  one  or  more  Private  Sector  Participants  with 
respect  to  the  establishment,  construction,  erection,  alteration,  expansion, 
enlargement,  improvement,  equipping,  repair,  maintenance,  operation,  control 
and  regulation  of  the  Facilities  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  in  connection 
with  such  activities. 

Sec.  5.  As  an  alternative  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  Enabling 
Acts  and  the  Ordinance,  the  City  may  issue  the  Bonds  in  the  maximum  aggregate 
principal  amount  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  this  resolution  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond  Act  in  order  to  finance  or 
refinance  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Economic 
Development  Revenue  Bond  Act)  of  the  Facilities.  The  proceeds  of  such  Bonds 
shall  be  loaned  or  otherwise  made  available  to  a  Private  Sector  Participant 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City.  The  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City 
is  hereby  authorized  to  prescribe,  determine,  provide  for  and  approve -all  within 
the  limitations  of  this  resolution  and  the  Economic  Development  Revenue  Bond 
Act -all  matters,  details,  forms,  documents  and  procedures  pertaining  to  the 
sale,  security,  issuance,  delivery  and  payment  of  or  for  the  Bonds.  It  is  hereby 
found  and  determined  that  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  financing  of  the

(a)  Durrett-Sheppard  Steel  Co.,  Inc.  (78,840  square  feet)  for  use  as  a  steel  serv- 
ice center,  and  to  D-S  Pipe  &  Supply  Co.,  Inc.  (71,680  square  feet)  for  fabrication 
and  distribution  of  pipes  and  pipe  supplies;  and 

(b)  to  the  following  existing  tenants  for  the  following  uses:  (i)  Roper-Eastern 
Corporation  (30,000  square  feet)  for  warehousing  of  raw  materials  for  windows 
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and  blinds,  (ii)  Overflow  Public  Warehouse  Corporation  (50,000  square  feet)  for 
general  warehousing,  (iii)  Inner  Harbor  Warehousing  &  Distribution,  Inc. 
(10,000  square  feet)  for  use  as  general  warehousing,  and  (iv)  Striegel  Supply  & 
Equipment  Corp.  (up  to  40,000  square  feet)  for  warehousing  and  distribution  of

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that 
the  Facility  and  the  financial  assistance  to  be  provided  by  the  Authority  as  pro- 
vided in  this  Resolution,  will  fulfill,  accomplish  and  promote  the  declared  public 
purposes  of  the  Acts,  which  are  to  (a)  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the 
State;  (b)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced 
economy  in  the  State;  (c)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  com- 
merce and  in  the  attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  the  State;  (d)  pro- 
mote economic  development;  and  (e)  generally  promote  the  health,  welfare,  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  municipalities  of  the  State.

shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  State,  the 
Department,  the  Authority,  the  City  or  any  other  public  body. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  Bonds  shall  be  authorized,  issued, 
sold  and  delivered  without  direct  or  indirect  cost  to  the  City,  and  to  that  end,  the 
Applicant  shall  pay  all  necessary  expenses  of  preparing,  printing,  selling  and  is- 
suing the  Bonds  and  all  other  costs  contemplated  and  permitted  by  the  Acts,  in- 
cluding (without  limitation)  any  and  all  costs,  fees  and  expenses  (including,

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  passage  of  this  Resolution  shall  not 
in  any  way  indicate  the  approval  of,  or  constitute  any  commitment  for  approval 
by,  the  City  or  any  of  its  officers  or  employees  of,  any  license,  permit,  application 
or  any  other  request  to  the  City  with  respect  to  the  acquisition  and  operation  of 
the  Facility. 

Sec,  8.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  no  further  action  by  the  City  is 
necessary  to  effect  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Authori- 
ty or  the  completion  of  the  transactions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution,  in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  in  accordance  with  Section  13-138(e)  of 
the  MIDFA  Act,  this  Resolution  is  administrative  in  nature,  not  subject  to  the 
procedures  required  for  legislative  acts  and  not  subject  to  referendum. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  this  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  adoption.

Section  I.  Be  it  resolved  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  all 
words  and  terms  used  in  this  Resolution  (including  the  Recitals  set  forth  above) 
that  are  defined  or  used  in  the  Acts  shall  have  the  meanings  indicated  in  the 
Acts,  unless  the  context  clearly  requires  a  contrary  meaning. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  in  accordance  with  Section  13-138(eX2) 
of  the  MIDFA  Act,  the  Facility  consists  of  and  includes: 

(a)  the  acquisition  of  a  parcel  of  land  containing  approximately  36,800  square 
feet  located  at  2519-27  N.  Charles  Street  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  together 
with  any  and  all  improvements  existing  thereon,  which  improvements  include  (i) 
a  two-story  masonry  office  building  contaiuing  approximately  17,400  square  feet 
and  located  at  2519  N.  -Ciiarles  Street;  (ii)  a  two-story  masonry  office  building 
containing  approximately  16,680  square  feet  and  located  at  2521-23  N.  Charles 
Street;  and  (iii)  a  one-story  stone  and  frame  building  containing  approximately 
660  square  feet  and  located  at  2527  N.  Charles  Street; 

(b)  the  rehabilitation  and  renovation  of  the  existing  improvements  located  at 
2521-23  N.  Charles  Street; 

(c)  the  acquisition  of  certain  necessary  or  useful  equipment  and  machinery  (in- 
cluding office  furnishings)  and  the  installation  thereof  in  the  existing  im-

The  Applicant  will  lease  the  Facility  to  Chaimson  Brokerage  Co.,  Inc.,  a 
Maryland  C()rj)oration  (the  "Facility  User"),  for  use  as  an  office  in  its  business  of 
food  brokerage,  and  to  North  Baltimore  Center,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation,  to 
be  used  as  an  office  and  treatment  facility  in  its  business  of  operating  a  mental 
health  and  alcoholism  center. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  «  IT  is  hereby  found  and  determined 
that  the  Facihty  and  the  financial  assistance  to  be  provided  by  the  Authority  as 
provided  in  this  Resolution,  will  fulfill,  accomplish  and  promote  the  declared 
public  purposes  of  the  Acts,  which  are  to  (a)  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment 
in  the  State;  (b)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  commerce  and  a  balanced 
economy  in  the  State;  (c)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  and  com- 
merce and  in  the  attraction  of  new  industry  and  commerce  in  the  State;  (d)  pro- 
mote economic  development;  and  (e)  generally  promote  the  health,  welfare,  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  municipalities  of  the  State.  Specifically,  it  is 
hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  will  increase 
employment  in  Baltimore  City  and  will  provide  additional  space  for  expansion 
and  more  efficient  operations  of  the  food  brokerage  business  of  the  Facility  User. 
Accordingly,  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  public  welfare  and  purpose  of  the  citizens 
of  the  State  and  of  the  City  that  the  City  approve  the  financing  by  the  Authority 
of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  within  the  geographical  boundaries 
and  jurisdiction  of  the  City.

the  costs  of  insurance  ISSUANCE  of  permanent  bonds)  of  the  acquisition  of  the 
Facility; 

(b)  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Applicant  with  funds  other  than  the 
proceeds  of  interim  economic  development  revenue  bonds  issued  by  the  Authori- 
ty; and 

(c)  the  issuance,  sale  and,  if  necessary,  insurance  by  the  Authority  through  its 
bond  insurance  fund,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  of  one  or  more  series  of 
its  permanent  limited  obligation  economic  development  revenue  bonds  in  an  ag- 
gregate principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $995,000  (the  "Permanent  Bonds";  the 
Interim  Bonds  and  the  Permanent  Bonds  being  herein  sometimes  collectively 
referred  to  as  the  "Bonds"),  the  proceeds  of  any  series  of  which  may  be  used  by 
the  Authority  to  (i)  either  (A)  refinance  or  refund  a  corresponding  series  of  In- 
terim Bonds,  if  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  was  financed  with  the  proceeds  of 
one  or  more  series  of  the  Interim  Bonds,  or  (B)  if  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility

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Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  (a)  except  for  the  Authority's  insurance 
of  the  Bonds  (if  necessary),  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  will  be  limited 
obligations  of  the  Authority,  payable  solely  from  revenues  or  moneys  to  be

That  the  Bonds  shall  be  authorized,  issued, 
sold  and  delivered  without  direct  or  indirect  cost  to  the  City,  and  to  that  end,  the 
Borrower  shall  pay  all  necessary  expenses  of  preparing,  printing,  selling  and  is- 
suing the  Bonds  and  all  other  costs  contemplated  and  permitted  by  the  Acts,  in- 
cluding (without  limitation)  any  and  all  costs,  fees  and  expenses  (including, 
without  limitation,  any  attorneys'  fees)  incurred  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in 
connection  with  this  Resolution  or  the  publication  of  notices  of  any  public  hear- 
ings to  be  held  in  connection  herewith,  whether  or  not  the  proposed  financing  is 
consummated. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  passage  of  this  Resolution  shall  not 
in  any  way  indicate  the  approval  of,  or  constitute  any  commitment  for  approval 
by,  the  City  or  any  of  its  officers  or  employees  of,  any  license,  permit,  application 
or  any  other  request  to  the  City  with  respect  to  the  acquisition  and  operation  of 
the  Facility. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  no  further  action  by  the  City  is 
necessary-  to  effect  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  by  the  Authori- 
ty or  the  completion  of  the  transactions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution,  in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  in  accordance  with  Section  13-138(e)  of 
the  MIDFA  Act.  this  Resolution  is  administrative  in  nature,  not  subject  to  the 
procedures  required  for  legislative  acts  and  not  subject  to  referendum. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  this  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  its  adoption.

RECITALS 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  10  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland  of  1982  (the  "Act"),  and  Ordinance  No.  729  (the  "Ordinance"),  passed 
by  the  City  Council,  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  June  29,  1982  and  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  legal  voters  cast  at  the  General  Election  held  in 
Baltimore  City  on  Tuesday,  the  2nd  day  of  November,  1982,  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  is  authorized  to  issue  its  bonds,  in  order  to 
finance,  among  other  things,  the  acquisition  by  purchase,  lease,  condemnation  or 
any  other  legal  means,  of  land  or  property,  or  any  right,  interest,  franchise,  ease- 
ment or  privilege  therein,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

The  City  considers  the  acquisition  of  certain  land  located  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  lying  generally  south  of  Waterview  Avenue  and  east  of  Cherry  Hill 
Road  in  Ward  25,  Section  5,  and  existing  improvements  located  thereon  (the 
"Property"),  to  be  in  furtherance  of  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  the 
Ordinance. 

The  City  is  desirous  of  proceeding  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  (hereinafter 
defined)  and  making  certain  determinations  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  and  the  Ordinance. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  it  resolved  and  ordered  by  the  Mayor  atid  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  That: 

Section  1.  The  City  intends  to  issue  and  sell  its  bonds  (the  "Bonds")  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  the  Ordinance  in  a  principal  amount,  not  to  ex- 
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ceed  Two  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,500,000),  sufficient  to  (i) 
pay  the  cost  of  financing  the  acquisition  of  the  Property  (as  described  in  Section  3 
hereof),  (ii)  pay  the  costs  incident  to  the  authorization,  sale  and  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  (including,  without  limitation,  the  costs  of  engraving,  printing,  advertis- 
ing and  attorneys'  fees),  (iii)  carry  out  any  of  the  other  public  purposes  provided 
for  in  the  Ordinance,  or  (iv)  any  combination  of  the  above. 

Sec.  2.  Although  the  City  currently  anticipates  issuing  the  Bonds  pursuant  to 
the  Act,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to  issue  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  any  other 
public  general  or  public  local  law  which  may  be  then  in  effect.  Therefore,  all 
references  to  the  Act  in  this  resolution  shall  b'e  deemed  to  include  any  present  or 
future  public  general  or  public  local  law  pursuant  to  which  the  City  shall  have  the 
power  to  issue  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  3.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bond  will  (i)  be  used  by  the  City  to  acquire  by  pur- 
chase, lease,  condemnation  or  any  other  legal  means,  the  Property  or  any  right, 
interest,  franchise,  easement  or  privilege  therein,  (ii)  be  used  in  connection  with 
any  other  financing  structures  permitted  by  the  Act  and  the  Ordinance  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  by  purchase,  lease,  condemnation  or  any  other  legal  means, 
the  Property  or  any  right,  interest,  franchise,  easement  or  privilege  therein,  or 
(iii)  be  used  in  connection  with  any  combination  of  the  above. 

Sec.  4.  The  City  intends  to  adopt  such  resolutions,  to  take  such  other  actions, 
and  to  authorize  the  execution  and  delivery  of  such  documents  as  may  be 
necessary  or  desirable  for  (i)  the  final  authorization,  issuance,  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds,  (ii)  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  by  purchase,  lease,  condemnation  or 
any  other  legal  means,  the  Property  or  any  right,  interest,  franchise,  easement 
or  privilege  therein,  and  (iii)  the  execution  of  leases,  contracts,  instruments  and 
other  agreements  with  one  or  more  private  persons,  corporations,  trusts,  part- 
nerships, firms,  cooperatives  or  other  private  entities  with  respect  to  the  acquisi- 
tion by  purchase,  lease,  condemnation  or  any  other  legal  means,  the  Property  or 
any  right,  interest,  franchise,  easement  or  privilege  therein. 

Sec.  5.  The  City  intends  to  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  such  other  acts  and  to 
adopt  such  further  proceedings  as  may  be  required  to  implement  the  aforesaid 
undertakings  or  as  it  may  deem  appropriate  in  the  pui-suance  thereof.  The  City  in- 
tends that  this  resolution  shall  constitute  "some  other  similar  official  action"  toward 
the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the  meaning  of  Section  1.103-8(aX5)  of  the  In- 
come Tax  Regulations  promulgated  by  the  United  States  Treasury  Department. 

Sec.  6.  All  actions,  proceedings  and  determinations  intended  or  authorized  to 
be  taken,  adopted  or  made  by  the  City  pursuant  to  this  resolution,  shall  be  taken, 
adopted  or  made  by  the  Board  of  Finance  of  the  City,  as  authorized  by  the  Or- 
dinance, it  being  the  intention  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  that  the 
Board  of  Finance  of  the  City  exercise  to  the  fullest  extent  thereof  the  authority 
delegated  to  the  Board  of  Finance  in  the  Ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  The  provisions  of  this  resolution  are  severable,  and  if  any  provision, 
sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  thereof  is  held  illegal,  invalid,  unconstitutional 
or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances,  such  illegality,  invalidity,  un- 
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constitutionality  or  inapplicability,  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections  or  parts  of  this  resolution  or  their  applica- 
tion to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative 
intent  that  this  resolution  would  have  been  adopted  if  such  illegal,  invalid,  un- 
constitutional or  inapplicable  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  had  not 
been  included  therein,  as  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to  which  this  resolution 
or  any  part  thereof  is  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  exempted  therefrom.

Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  has  received  a  letter  of  intent 
dated  October  19,  1984  (the  "Letter  of  Intent")  from  Earth  Engineering  and 
Sciences,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation  (the  "Applicant"),  requesting  the  City  to 
participate  in  the  financing  of  the  cost  of  acquisition  by  the  Applicant  of  (a)  the 
acquisition  of  a  1.84  acre  tract  of  land  located  at  3401  Carlins  Park  Drive,  in  the 
Park  Circle  Industrial  Park,  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  (the  "Land"),  (b)  the  con- 
struction of  a  building  approximately  4,550  square  feet  on  the  Land,  (c)  the  ac- 
quisition of  such  other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary  or  suitable  for  the 
foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and  other  necessary  site 
preparation  facilities  (collectively,  the  "Facility").  As  set  forth  in  the  Letter  of  In- 
tent, the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  will  enable  the  Applicant  to  (a)  maintain  its  in- 
dustrial operations  in  the  City,  (b)  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  City 
and  the  State  of  Maryland  (the  "State"),  (c)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  in 
the  City  and  the  State  and  (d)  promote  economic  development  and  the  health, 
welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  and  the  State.  The  Applicant  re- 
quests that,  pursuant  to  Article  IX,  Section  7  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland,  as 
amended;  Article  XI-I  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland,  as  amended;  Chapter  19 
of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1983,  enacted  on  April  12, 
1983;  and  Ordinance  No.  967,  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  on  June  22, 
1983,  and  approved  by  a  referendum  of  the  voters  of  Baltimore  City,  Maryland 
on  November  8,  1983;  and  pursuant  to  Article  II  Section  (33)  and  Section  (57)  of 
the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  1964  Revision,  as  amended  (collectively,  the 
"Enabling  Laws"),  the  City  authorize,  issue,  sell,  and  deliver  its  bonds,  in  one  or 
more  series  (the  "Bonds")  in  connection  with  the  Private  Activity  Bond  Program 
(the  "Private  Activity  Bond  Program")  of  the  Neighborhood  Progress  Admin- 
istration/Department of  Housing  and  Community  Development  of  the  City 
("NPA/DHCD"),  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  One  Hundred 
Thirty  Eight  Thousand  Dollars  ($138,000).  The  Applicant  intends  to  use  the 
Facility  in  connection  with  the  Applicant's  business  of  geotechnical  consulting, 
construction  inspection  and  soil  and  rock  drilling.

Section  I.  Be  it  resolved  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
City  intends  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  as 
described  generally  in  the  Letter  of  Intent. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  resolred.  That  this  Resolution  indicates  the  present  in- 
tent of  the  City  to  provide  assistance  in  such  financing  pursuant  to  the  Private 
Activity  Bond  Program  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  One  Hundred  Thirty-Eight

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds,  and  any  notes 
or  other  obligations,  shall  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  be  a  pledge 
of  and  involve  the  faith  and  credit  and  the  taxing  power  of  the  City. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  hereby  is 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  evidence  further 
the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  this  Resolution  and  the  City  intends  that  the  adoption  of  this 
Resolution  shall  be  and  constitute  "official  action"  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
1.103-8(aK5)  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations  prescribed  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  the  Treasury  pursuant  to  Section  103  of  the  Code,  indicative  of 
the  willingness  and  bona  fide  present  intent  of  the  City  to  authorize  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  as  an  inducement  to  the  Applicant  (i)  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  in  the  City  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling 
Laws,  and  (ii)  to  engage  in  business  in  the  City;  provided,  however,  that,  as  more 
fully  provided  in  Section  5  hereof,  (1)  this  Resolution  is  not  and  does  not  con- 
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stitute  a  commitment  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  (2),  if  the  Applicant  pro- 
ceeds with  the  acquisition  of  the  FaciHty  prior  to  the  making  of  a  loan  by  the  City 
to  the  Applicant  under  the  Private  Activity  Bond  Program  in  the  amount  of  the 
Bonds,  the  Applicant  does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  to  en- 
sure that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  which  may 
restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds  (including,  without  limita- 
tion. Section  103(n)  of  the  Code),  and  (b)  issues  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of 
the  Enabling  Laws,  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code,  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  laws,  to  finance  those 
facilities  which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  pro- 
vide the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

In  particular,  since  the  City  may  be  limited  by  volume  cap  limitations  in  its 
ability  to  issue  tax-exempt  Private  Activity  Bonds,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to 
choose  to  issue  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabling  Laws  and  any  pres- 
ent or  future  State  and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such 
order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  5,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue^he  Bonds,  (2) 
issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  requested  by 
the  Applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (4)  delay  in- 
definitely the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to  insure  that  the  City 
achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph.

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof,  all  as  more  fully  provided 
by  the  Enabling  Laws;  and 

(c)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  the  Applicant  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  NPA/DHCD  for 
approval,  and  that  NPA/DHCD  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
NPA/DHCD  to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 
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Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Resolution  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  The 
maturity  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  not  exceed  twelve  years  from  the 
date  of  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes.  Prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  series  of  bonds  anticipation  notes,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  resolu- 
tion or  resolutions  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  to  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bonds  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof  all  as 
more  fully  provided  by  the  Enabling  Laws;  and 

(c)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

Such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be  sold  by  private  negotiation  with  a  pro- 
spective purchaser  or  purchasers,  and  under  such  terms  as  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  the  City  hereby  determines  such  private  negotiation  to  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  City.  Such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be  sold  in  series  as  funds 
are  required  and  may  be  renewed  at  maturity  with  or  without  resale.

The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Ap- 
plicant, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That,  as  required  by  Section  103(nX12XA)  of 
the  Code,  each  member  of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  who  voted  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  this  Resolution,  by  such  vote,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  ap- 
proval of  this  Resolution,  hereby  individually  certifies  under  penalty  of  perjury 
that  any  allocation  by  the  City  of  any  State  volume  limitation  on  the  aggregate 
amount  of  "private  activity  bonds"  (as  defined  in  the  Code)  which  can  be  issued  by 
the  State,  its  agencies  and  political  subdivisions,  established  pursuant  to  Section 
103(n)  of  the  Code,  was  not  made  in  consideration  of  any  bribe,  gift,  gratuity  or 
direct  or  indirect  contribution  to  any  political  campaign. 

Stc.  10.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
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legal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity,  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Resolution  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Resolution  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Resolution  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  this  Resolution  shall  be  of  an  ad- 
ministrative nature  and  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

The  Enabling  Laws  authorize  and  empower  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Finance 
of  the  City  (the  "Board")  by  resolution  to  determine  and  set  forth  the  form, 
terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated 
as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all 
other  details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof,  and  to  do  any  and  all 
things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
the  Bonds. 

Section  I.  Be  it  resolved  by  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
City  intends  to  participate  in  the  financing  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  as 
described  generally  in  the  Letter  of  Intent. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  this  Resolution  indicates  the  present  in- 
tent of  the  City  to  provide  assistance  in  such  financing  pursuant  to  the  Private 
Activity  Bond  Program  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  One  Hundred  Fifteen  Thou-

Sec.  S.And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  any  and  all  of  the  Bonds,  and  any  notes 
or  other  obligations,  shall  be  general  obligations  of  the  City  and  shall  be  a  pledge 
of  and  involve  the  faith  and  credit  and  the  taxing  power  of  the  City. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  hereby  is 
authorized  to  accept  the  Letter  of  Intent  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  evidence  further 
the  present  intent  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  this  Resolution  and  the  City  intends  that  the  adoption  of  this 
Resolution  shall  be  and  constitute  "official  action"  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
1.103-8(a)  (5)  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulations  prescribed  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  the  Treasury  pursuant  to  Section  103  of  the  Code,  indicative  of 
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the  willingness  and  bona  fide  present  intent  of  the  City  to  authorize  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  as  an  inducement  to  the  Applicant  (i)  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  in  the  City  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling 
Laws,  and  (ii)  to  engage  in  business  in  the  City;  provided,  however,  that,  as  more 
fully  provided  in  Section  5  hereof,  (1)  this  Resolution  is  not  and  does  not  con- 
stitute a  commitment  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  (2),  if  the  Applicant  pro- 
ceeds with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  making  of  a  loan  by  the  City 
to  the  Applicant  under  the  Private  Activity  Bond  Program  in  the  amount  of  the 
Bonds,  the  Applicant  does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  to  en- 
sure that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  which  may 
restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds  (including,  without  limita- 
tion, Section  103(n)  of  the  Code),  and  (b)  issues  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of 
the  Enabling  Laws,  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code,  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws),  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  laws,  to  finance  those 
facilities  which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  pro- 
vide the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

In  particular,  since  the  City  may  be  limited  by  volume  cap  limitations  in  its

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Laws, 
the  Board  shall,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other

Sec  .  7.  And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  the  Applicant  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  F'acility  to  NPA/UHCU  for 
approval,  and  that  NPA/DHCD  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 
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(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
NPA/DHCD  to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Mar\land 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Resolution  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  The 
maturity  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  not  exceed  twelve  years  from  the 
date  of  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes.

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bonds  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof  all  as 
more  fully  provided  by  the  Enabling  Laws;  and 

(c)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

Such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be  sold  by  private  negotiation  with  a  pro- 
spective purchaser  or  purchasers,  and  under  such  terms  as  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  the  City  hereby  determines  such  private  negotiation  to  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  City.  Such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be  sold  in  series  as  funds 
are  required  and  may  be  renewed  at  maturity  with  or  without  resale. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
tion of  this  Resolution  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be.  when,  and  as  soon  as.  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the  Ap- 
plicant, its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That,  as  required  by  Section  103(nX12XA)  of 
the  Code,  each  member  of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  who  voted  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  this  Resolution,  by  such  vote,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  ap- 
proval of  this  Resolution,  hereby  individually  certifies  under  penalty  of  perjurj' 
that  any  allocation  by  the  City  of  any  State  volume  limitation  on  the  aggregate 
amount  of  "private  activity  bonds"  (as  defined  in  the  Code)  which  can  be  issued  by 
the  State,  its  agencies  and  political  subdivisions,  established  pursuant  to  Section 
103(n)  of  the  Code,  was  not  made  in  consideration  of  any  bribe,  gift,  gratuity  or 
direct  or  indirect  contribution  to  any  political  campaign. 
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Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Resolution  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Resolution  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Resolution  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically 
exempted  herefrom. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  this  Resolution  shall  be  of  an  ad- 
mininstrative  nature  and  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

FOR  the  purpose  of  indicating  the  present  intention  of  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  to  particpate  in  the  financing,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $650,000, 
of  the  acquisition  by  Lexington  Associates,  a  Maryland  general  partnership,  of 
a  certain  facility  in  Baltimore  City  consisting  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  a  tract  of

sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  Bonds,  to  (a)  prescribe,  among  other 
things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner  or  method  of  issu- 
ing and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time 
or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and  (b)  do  any 
and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  Lexington  Associates  and  Gisriel  &  Gisriel 
shall  agree  to  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  to,  and  to  coordinate  with,  the 
Neighborhood  Progress  Administration/Department  of  Housing  and  Communi- 
ty Development  in  connection  with  the  completion  of  such  facility;  authorizing 
the  issuance  of  notes  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  revenue  bonds;  and 
generally  providing  for  and  determining  various  matters  and  details  in  connec- 
tion with  the  issuance  and  sale  of  such  bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes. 

RECITALS 

Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  has  received  a  letter  of  intent 
dated  October  29,  1984  (the  "Letter  of  Intent")  from  Lexington  Associates,  a 
Maryland  general  partnership  (the  "Applicant")  and  Gisriel  &  Gisriel,  a  Maryland 
sole  proprietorship  (the  "Facility  User"),  requesting  the  City  to  participate  in  the 
financing  of  the  cost  of  acquisition  by  the  Applicant  of  (a)  the  acquisition  of  a 
tract  of  land  consisting  of  approximately  3,740  square  feet  located  at  210  East 
Lexington  Street  in  Baltimore  City  (the  "Land"),  (b)  acquisition,  renovation  and 
rehabilitation  of  that  certain  building  of  approximately  11,600  square  feet  on  the 
Land  (the  "Building"),  (c)  acquisition  and  installation  within  the  Building  of  such 
machinery  and  equipment  (the  "Equipment")  as  may  be  necessary  or  useful  in 
connection  with  the  operation  of  the  businesses  of  the  Borrower  and  the  Facility 
User,  and  (d)  the  acquisition  of  such  other  interests  in  land  as  may  be  necessary 
or  suitable  for  the  foregoing,  including  roads  and  rights  of  access,  utilities  and 
other  necessary  site  preparation  facilities  (the  "Facility").  As  set  forth  in  the  Let-

The  Applicant  requests  that,  pursuant  to  Article  IX,  Section  7  of  the 
Constitution  of  Maryland,  as  amended;  Article  XI-G  of  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland,  as  amended;  Chapter  35  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland  of  1980  enacted  on  March  28,  1980;  and  Ordinance  No.  93,  approved  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  on  June  12,  1980,  and  approved  by  a  referendum  of  the 
voters  of  Baltimore  City,  Maryland,  on  November  4,  1980;  or  Chapter  19  of  the 
Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1983,  enacted  on  April  12,  1983; 
and  Ordinance  No.  967,  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  on  June  22,  1983,  and 
approved  by  a  referendum  of  the  voters  of  Baltimore  City,  Maryland  on 
November  8,  1983;  and  pursuant  to  Article  II  Section  (33)  and  Section  (57)  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  1964  Revision,  as  amended  (collectively,  the  "En- 
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abling  Laws"),  the  City  authorize,  issue,  sell,  and  deliver  its  bonds,  in  one  or  more 
series  (the  "Bonds")  in  connection  with  the  Private  Activity  Bond  Program  (the 
"Private  Activity  Bond  Program")  of  the  Neighborhood  Progress  Administra- 
tion/Department of  Housing  and  Community  Development  of  the  City

stitute a  commitment  of  the  City  to  issue  the  Bonds,  and  (2),  if  the  Applicant  pro- 
ceeds with  the  acquisition  of  the  Facility  prior  to  the  making  of  a  loan  by  the  City 
to  the  Applicant  under  the  Private  Activity  Bond  Program  in  the  amount  of  the 
Bonds,  the  Applicant  does  so  at  its  own  risk. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its  sole 
and  absolute  discretion,  to  take  any  actions  deemed  necessary  by  the  City  to  en- 
sure that  the  City  (a)  complies  with  present  federal  and  State  laws  which  may 
restrict  the  issuance  of  industrial  development  bonds  (including,  without  limita- 
tion. Section  103(n)  of  the  Code),  and  (b)  issues  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of 
the  Enabling  Laws,  Section  103(n)  of  the  Code,  and  any  present  or  future  State 
and  local  laws,  within  the  limits  imposed  by  any  such  laws,  to  finance  those 
facilities  which  the  City  determines,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  will  pro- 
vide the  greatest  benefit  to  the  City. 

In  particular,  since  the  City  may  be  limited  by  volume  cap  limitations  in  its 
ability  to  issue  tax-exempt  Private  Activity  Bonds,  the  City  reserves  the  right  to 
choose  to  issue  its  bonds  (within  the  meaning  of  the  Enabljng  Law  and  any  pres- 
ent or  future  State  and  local  laws)  for  facilities  other  than  the  Facility,  in  such 
order  of  priority  as  it  may  determine  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  5,  the  City  reserves  the  right,  in  its 
sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to,  among  other  things,  (1)  never  issue  the  Bonds,  (2) 
issue  only  a  portion  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  requested  by 
the  Applicant,  (3)  restrict  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  (4)  delay  in- 
definitely the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (5)  take  any  other  actions  deemed 
necessary  by  the  City,  in  its  sole  and  absolute  discretion,  to  insure  that  the  City 
achieves  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

Sec  .  6.  And  be  it  further  resolved.  That,  as  permitted  by  the  Enabling  Laws, 
the  Board  shall,  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds: 
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(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  hmited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  or  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  the  Bonds  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof,  all  as  more  fully  provided 
by  the  Enabling  Laws;  and 

(c)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Sec.  7.  Ayid  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  Applicant  shall  agree  that: 

(a)  it  will  submit  any  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Facility  to  NPA/DHCD  for 
approval,  and  that  NPAyDHCD  may  refuse  approval  of  any  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  aesthetic  or  functional  reasons;  and 

(b)  it  and  its  developers  will  work  with  the  design  advisory  group  appointed  by 
NPA/DHCD  to  achieve  high  quality  site,  building,  and  landscape  design. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  authority  to  issue  the  Bonds  is  in- 
tended and  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  authority  to  issue  bond  anticipation 
notes  pursuant  to  Section  12  of  Article  31  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1976  Replacement  Volume  and  1983  Cumulative  Supplement),  as  amended  (the 
"Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation").  Reference  in  this  Resolution  to 
the  "Bonds"  shall  include  such  bond  anticipation  notes  where  appropriate.  The 
maturity  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  not  exceed  twelve  years  from  the 
date  of  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes.  Prior  to  the  issuance,  sale  and 
delivery  of  any  series  of  bonds  anticipation  notes,  the  Board  shall  adopt  a  resolu- 
tion or  resolutions  to: 

(a)  approve  the  issuance  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes; 

(b)  prescribe,  among  other  things  but  not  limited  to,  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated  as  well  as 
competitive  bid  sale),  and  the  time  to  times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other 
details  of  such  bonds  anticipation  notes  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof  all  as 
more  fully  provided  by  the  Enabling  Laws;  and 

(c)  do  any  and  all  things  necessary,  proper  or  expedient  in  connection  with  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bond  anticipation  notes. 

Such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be  sold  by  private  negotiation  with  a  pro- 
spective purchaser  or  purchasers,  and  under  such  terms  as  approved  by  the 
Board,  and  the  City  hereby  determines  such  private  negotiation  to  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  City.  Such  bond  anticipation  notes  may  be  sold  in  series  as  funds 
are  retjuired  and  may  be  renewed  at  maturity  with  or  without  resale. 

In  accordance  with  the  Bond  Anticipation  Note  Enabling  Legislation,  the  City 
hereby  covenants  to  pay  any  bond  anticipation  notes  issued  pursuant  to  this  Sec- 
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tion  of  this  Resolution  and  the  interest  thereon  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  in 
anticipation  of  the  sale  of  which  such  notes  are  issued,  and  the  City  hereby  fur- 
ther covenants  to  issue  such  Bonds,  as  the  case  may  be,  when,  and  as  soon  as,  the 
reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  no  longer  exists.  The  timely  is- 
suance of  such  Bonds,  however,  is  dependent  upon  matters  not  within  the  control 
of  the  City,  including  (without  limitation)  the  existence  of  a  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers for  such  Bonds  at  the  time  the  reason  for  deferring  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  no  longer  exists  and  the  effectiveness  of  various  actions  taken  by  the 
Applicant,  its  officers,  agents  and  employees. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That,  as  required  by  Section  103(nX12XA)  of 
the  Code,  each  member  of  the  City  Council  of  the  City  who  voted  in  favor  of  the 
passage  of  this  Resolution,  by  such  vote,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  by  his  ap- 
proval of  this  Resolution,  hereby  individually  certifies  under  penalty  of  perjury 
that  any  allocation  by  the  City  of  any  State  volume  limitation  on  the  aggregate 
amount  of  "private  activity  bonds"  (as  defined  in  the  Code)  which  can  be  issued  by 
the  State,  its  agencies  and  political  subdivisions,  established  pursuant  to  Section 
103(n)  of  the  Code,  was  not  made  in  consideration  of  any  bribe,  gift,  gratuity  or 
direct  or  indirect  contribution  to  any  political  campaign. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Resolution  are 
severable,  and  if  any  provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  hereof  is  held  il- 
legal, invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person  or  circumstances, 
such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconstitutionality,  or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect 
or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sections,  or  parts 
of  this  Resolution  or  their  application  to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  this  Resolution  would  have  been 
passed  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitutional  provision,  sentence,  clause,  sec- 
tion or  part  had  not  been  included  herein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances  to 
which  this  Resolution  or  any  part  hereof  are  inapplicable  had  been  specifically  ex- 
empted herefrom. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  this  Resolution  shall  be  of  an  ad- 
ministrative nature  and  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.
